The rise of the church of Christ in 
these last days, being one thousand 
eight hundred and thirty vears since 
the coming of our Lord and Savior Je- 
sus Christ in the flesh, it being regular- 
ly organized and established agreeably 
lo the Jaws of our country, by the will 
and commandments of God in the fourth 
month, and on the sixth day of (lie 
month, which is called April: which 
commandments were given to Joseph 
Smith Jr. who was- called of God and 
ordained an apostle of Jesus Christ, 
to be the first elder of this church: and 
to Oliver Cowdery, who was also call- 
ed of God an apostle of Jesus Christ, 
to be the second elder of this church, 
and ordained under his hand: and this 
according to the grace of our Lord and 
Savior Jesus Christ, to whom be all 
glory both now and forever. Amen. 

After it was truly manifested unto 
this first elder that he had received a 
remission of his sins he was entangled 
again in the vanities of the world; but 
aft> r repenting, and humbling himself, 
sincerely, through faith God minister- 
ed unto him by a holy angel whose 
countenance was as lightning, and 
whose garments were pure and white 
above all other whiteness, and gave un- 
to him commandments which inspired 
him, and gave him power from on high, 
by the means which were before pre- 
pared, to translate the book of Mormon. 
Which contains a record of a fallen 
people, and the fulness of the gospel 
of Jesus Christ to the Gentiles, and to 
the Jews also, which was given by in- 
spiration, and is confirmed to others by 
the ministering of angels, and is de- 
clared unto the world by them, proving 
to the world that the holy scriptures are 
true, and that God does inspire men 
and call them to his holy work in this 
age and generation, as well as in gen- 
erations ol o\A, \V.\.'Uy showing that 
ho is the same God yestorday, to day, 
and forever. Amen. "

es, by them shall the world be judged, i 
even as many as shall hereafter com? t 



I to a knowledge of this work; and those 
who receive it in faith and work right- 
eousness, shall receive a crown of eter- 
nal life; but those who harden their 
hearts in unbelief and reject it, it shall 
turn to their own condemnation; foY 
the Lord God has spoken it; and we 
the elders of tho church have henrd, 
and bear witness to the words of the 
i glorious Majesty on high, to whom bn 
1 glory forever und ever. Amen. 

By these things we know that there 
is a God in heaven who is infinite and 
eternal, from everlasting to everlasting 
tho same unchangablc God, the fraiuei 
I of heaven and earth and all things 
which are in them, and thai he created 
man male and female: after his own 
image and in his own likeness created 
be them, and gave unto them com- 
mandments that they should love und 
serve him the only living and true God, 
and that he should be the only Being 
whom they should worship. Birt by 
the transgression of these holy laws, 
man became sensual and devilish, and 
became fallen man. 

Wherefore, tbe Almighty God gav« 
his only begotten Son, as it is written 
in those scriptures which have been 
given of htm; lie suffered temptations 
but gave no heed unto them; he Won 
crucified, died, and rose again the third 
day; and ascended into heaven to sit 
down on the right hand of the Father, 
to reign with almighty power according 
to the will of the Father, that a* 
many as would believe and be bap- 
tized, in his holy name, and endure in 
faith to the end should be saved: not 
only those who believed after he came 
in the meridian of time in the flesh, but 
all those from the beginning, evon as 
many as were before he came, who be- 
lieved in the words of the holy proph- 
ets, who spake as they were inspired 
by the gift of the Holy Ghost, who 
truly testified of him in all things, 
should have eternal life, as well us 
those who should come after, who 
should believe in the gifts and callings 
of God by the Holy Ghost, which bear- 
eth record of the Father, and of the 
Son, which Father, Son, and Holy 
Gho6t are one God, infinite and eter- 
nal, without end. Amen. 

And we know that all men must re- 
pent and believe on the tnuxv; of Jesn* 
Christ and worship th* f&Awc iri~nis 
name, and endurt m faith on his name 
to th« end, tlrv cannot be saved in 
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Ifte kingdom of Cod. And we know 
that justification through the grace of 
our Lord uud Savior J"sus Christ, is 
just hi.-; true: and we kuow, also, ihat 
sunctiricatioti through the grace of our 
Lord and Savior Jesus Christ, is just 
uud true, to all those who love and 
serve God with all their mights,, minds, 
and strength: but there is a possibility 
that man may fall from grace nnd de- 
part from the living God. Therefore 
let the church take heed mid pray al- 
ways l*st Ifey fall into temptations; 
vea, and even let those who are snncti- 
licd, take heed also. And we know 
that tlw-se'lliiiigs are true and according 
to the revelations of X dm, ncitin'r add- 
ing to, nor duiiinisliLiig from the proph- 
ecy of his Lpook, the lioly scriptures or 
the re relations of God which shall 
come hen-after by the gift rind power 
of the Holy Ghost, the voice of God, 
or the ministering of angels: uud the 
Lord God has spoken it; and honor, 
power, and glory, be rendered to his 
luily name, both now and ever. Airien. 

.\nd again by way of commandment 
to the church concerning the manner of 
baptism. 

All those who humble themselves 
before God and desire to be baptized, 
and come forth w ith broken hearts and 
contrite spirits, and witness before the 
church that they have truly repented of 
all their sins and are willing to take 
upon them the name of .fesus Christ, 
having a dete r a t i naliow to serve Uvna to 
/he enJ, and trirly manifest by their 
works that they have received of the 
Spirit of Christ u.ifo llie remission of 
their sins, shall be received by baptism 
into his church. ' 

The duty of the ciders, priests, teach, 
ers, deacons, and members o) ' the church 
fff Christ. 

An apostle is an elder, and it is his 
■•ailing to baptize, and to ordain other 
oldcrs priests, teachers and deacons, 
and to administer bread and wine — the 
emblems of tho flesh and blood of 
Christ— and to confirm those who are 
baptized into the church, by the laying 
uu of hands for the baptism of fire aud 
the IFoJy Ghost, according to the scrip- 
tures; aud to teach, expound, exhort, 
baptize, and watch over the church; 
and to confirm the church by the laying 
on of the hands, and the giving of the 
Holy Ghost — and to take the lead of 
all meetings. 

The elders are t<j conduct the meet- 



ings as lliey ar« led by the Holy Ghost, 
according to the commandments and 
i •.•••>.• I itio/is of God. 

The priest's duty is to preach, teach, 
expound, exhort, and baptize, and ad- 
minister the sacrament, and visit the 
house of each member, and exhort 
them to pray vocally and in secret, 
and attend to all family duties: and Lu 
may aLso urdainother priests, teachers, 
and df-acons — and he is to take the lead 
of meetings when there is no elder 
present, but when there is an elder 
present he is only to preach, teach, ex- 
pound, exhort, and baptize, and visit 
the house of each member,' exhorting 
them to pray vocally and iu secret, and 
attend to all family duties. In all these 
duties the pri<;>t is to assist the eider it 
occasiou requires. 

The teacher's duty is to watch ovei 
the church always, aud be with, and 
strengthen them, and see that there is 
no iniquity in the church, neither hard- 
ness with each other: neither lving, 
backbiting, nor evil speaking; anil see 
that the church meet together often. tu>u 
also see that all the members do their 
duty — and he is to take the lead of mee- 
tings in the abscence <J' the elder ur 
priest — and is to be assisted always, iu 
all his duties in u':e chinch, by the dea- 
cons, if occasion requires: but neither 
teachers iu»r deacons have authority t u 
baptize, administer the sacrament, or 
lay on hands; they are however tu 
warn, expound, e\lioit, and teach, and 
invite all to come unto ( '/irisl. 

Livery elder, priest, teacher, or dea- 
con, is to be ordained according to the 
gifts and callings of God unto him: and 
he is to be ordaiued by the- power of 
the Holy Ghoal w hich is in the onv 
w ho ordains him. 

The several elders composing this 
church of Christ arc to meet in confer- 
ence once jn three months, or from 
time to tune, as said conferences shall 
direct or appoint: and said conferences 
are to do whatever church business is 
necessary to be done at the lime. 

Theeldersare to receive their lisccn- 
ces from olher chirrs by vote of the 
church to which they belong, or fforn 
the conferences. 

Each priest, teacher, ordeacon. who 
is ordained hy a priest, may take a cir- 
tificate from him at (he lime, which cir- 
lificatc when presented to an elder, 
shall entitle htm ti a license, which 
shall authorize him to perform the du- 
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ties of his calling — ur he may receive 
it from n conference. 

No person is to be ordained lo anv 
office in this church, where there is a 
regularly organized branch of the same, 
without the votcof that church; hut the 
presiding ciders, travelling bisiwps. 
high counsellors, high priests, and ci- 
ders, may have the privilege of ordain- 
ing, where there is no branch of the 
church, that a vote may lie called. 

Every president of the high priest- 
hood, (or presiding elder,) bishop, high 
counsellor, and high priest, is to be or- 
dained by the direction of a high coun- 
sel, or genera/ con fere nee. 

The duty of the member.* after that 
are received tuj baptitm: 

The elders or'rtriwrtfl arc to have a 
sutfkieni time to expound all things 
concerning the church of Christ to their 
understanding, previous to their parta- 
king of the sacrament, and being con- 
firmed by tlie laying on of the hands 
of the elders; so that all things may be 
none in onlcr. And the member* shall 
HMRtSpiflt before the church and also be- 
fore the iMdcrs, by a godlv walk and 
conversation, !hat they are worthy of 
it, that there nviv be works and faith 
agreeable to the hdy tfM rt ptu r a* — walk- 
ing in holiness before the fjord. 

Every member of the ehtirch of 
Christ having children, is lo bring 
them unto the elders before the church, 
tvhoareto lay their hands upon them in 
the name of Jesus Christ, and bles* 
them in his name. 

No one can be received into the 
rhurch of Christ unless he has arrived 
unto the years of accountability before 
God, nnd is capable of repentance. 

Baptism is tn be administered in the 
following manner unto all those who re- 
pent: The person who is called of God 
and has authority from Jesus Christ to 
bn;>tize, shall go down into the water 
with the |>erson who has presented him, 
or herself for baptism, and shall say, 
calling him or her by name: Having 
been commissioned of Jesus Christ, 1 
baptize you in the name of the Father, 
and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost. 
Amen. Then shall he immerse him or 
her in the water, and come forth agdin 
out of the water. 

It is expedient that the church meet 
together often to partake of bread and 
wine in remembrance of the Lord Je- 
sus: snd the elder or priest shall »4- 
mtni-t»T it: ;nid nft«r thi» manner shall 



he administer it: he shall kneel with 
t!>c church and call upon the Father iu 
solemn prayer, saying, O God, the' eter- 
nal Father, we ask thee iji the name of 
thy Son Jesus Christ to bless and sanc- 
tify this bread to the souls of all those 
who partake of it, tliat they may eat in 
remembrance of the body of thy Son. 
und witness unto thee O God, the eter- 
nal Father, that they an: willing to take 
upon (hetn the name of thy Son, and al- 
ways remember him and keep his com- 
mandments which he has given them, 
that they may always have his Spirit to 
be « itli iheni. Aim n. 

The manner of administering the 
wine: He shall take the cup also, and 
say, t) God, the eternal Father, we ask 
thee in the name of thy Son Jesus 
Christ, to bless and sanctify this wine 
lo the souls of all those who drink of 
it, that they may do it in remembrance 
of the blood of tl>v Son which was shed 
for them, that they mav witness unto 
thee, O Cod, tha eternal Father, that 
they do always remember him, that 
they may have his Spirit fo be^tvitji 
them. Amen. 

Any member of thecliureh of Christ 
transgressing, or bathe overtaken in a 
fault, shall be dealt with us the scrip- 
lures direct. 

It shall be the duty of the s'txeral 
churches composing the church of 
Christ, to send one or mom of their 
teachers attend the several confer- 
ences, held by the elders of ihecburch* 
with a list of the flame* of the several 
members uniting themselves with th* 
church since the last conference, or 
send by the hand of some priest, so that 
a regular list of all the names of the 
whole church may lie kept in a book, 
by one of the elders, whoever the other 
elders shall appoint from time to time: 
and 'alto, if toiy have been expelled 
from the dbMruhf so that their names 
may b^ blotted out of the general church 
record of nemos. 

All members removing from the 
church where they reside, if going to a 
church where they are not known, may 
take a letter certifying that -they arc 
regular members and in good standing; 
which certificate maybe signed by any 
elder or priest, if the member receiving 
the letter is personally acquainted with 
the elder or priest, or it may be signed 
by 'he f< arlier. , n r deacon'' of the 
church.

Hearken, O ye people of my church, and 
ye elder* listen together, and hear my voice 
while it is called to-day and harden not your 
hearts; for verily I say unto you that 1 am 
Alpha and Omega, the beginning and the 
t-nd, the light and the life of the world, a light 
that shineth in darkness and the darkness 
oomprehendeth it not: I came nnto my own 
;ind my own received me not; but rnito as. 
many as received i»e gave t power in «b» ma- 
ne miracles, arid to become the sons of Rod,

and vapors of smoke; and before the day of 
the Lord shall come the sun shall be darkened, 
and the moon turned into blood, and stars 
fall from heaven; and the remnant shall 
be gathered unto this place, and then they 
shall look forme, and behold I will come; 
and they shall see me in the clouds of heaven, 
clothed with pewr and great glory, with all 
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the holy angels; and h< that watclieth not for 
roe shall be cut off. 

But before (he arm of the Lord shall fall,

upon the nations, aJid then shall the Lord set

I am Jesus who was 
Turiticd. 1 am' (he Son of (Jod. And then 
•hall they weep because of their iniquities, 
then shall they lament because they persecu 
»H their Kins. And then shall the heathen 
nations be redeemed, and they which knew 
bo law shall have part in the first resurrect : on. 
and it shall be tolerable for them; and satan 
shall be bound tha( be shall have no place in 
the hearts of the children of men. 

And at that day when / shall come in my 
glory, shall the parable be fulfilled which "I 
■pake concerning the ten virgins ; for thev 
that arc wise and have received the trnth 
and have taken the Holy Spirit for their guide, 
and have not been deceived! verily 1 say un- 
to you, tbey shall not be hewn" down and 
east into the fire, but shall abide the day, 
and the earth shall be given unto them for an 
inheritance: and ther shall multiply and wax 
strong, and their children shall grow up with- 
out sin unlo salvation, for the Lord shall be 
m their midst, and his glory shall be upon 
them, and he will be their King and their 
Lawgiver. 

And now, behold I »*y onto you, it shall 
not be given unto you to know any further 
t ban this until the" new testament be trans- 
lated, and in it all these things shall be made 
known: wherefore I give unto you that ye 
may now translate it, that ye may be prepar- 
ed for the thinge to e.om», for verily I aay 
unto you that great things await vou; ye 
hear of wan in foreign lands, but heholdr I 
say unto you they arc nigh even at your doors, 
and not many years hence vc shall hear of 
wars in yoor own lands, Wherefore 1 the 
Lord have said, gather ye out from the eastern 
landi, assemble ye yourselves together ye el- 
ders of my church; go ye forth into the" wes- 
tern countries, call upon the inhabitants to 
repent, and inasmuch as thev do repent, build 
up churches unto me; and with one heart and 
with one mind, gather up your riches that ye 
may purchase an inheritance which shall here- 
after be appointed you; and it shall he called 
the New Jerusalem; a land of peace; a city of 



refuge; a plaee of safrti for the satnts of (he 
roost high Hod; and the glory of the Lord 
shall be there, and the terror of the Lord a'so 
shall be there, insomuch tlaat the wicked shall 
not come into it: and it shall he railed Zion. 
And it shall come to pass among the wicked, 
that every man who will not take his sword 
against his neighbor, must needs flee unto Zi- 
on for safety. And there shall be gathered 
unlo it out of every nation under heaven; and 
it shall be the only people that shall not be at 
war one with the other. And, it shall be said 
among the wicked, let us not go up against 
Zion: for the inhabitants of Zion are terrible 
— wherefore, we cannot stand. 

And it shall come to pass that the righteous 
shall be gathered out from among ail nations, 
and shall come to /ion, singing, with songs 
of everlasting joy. Even so. Amen.

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TO MAN. * 

With the help of God, the first number of 
the livening and the .Morning Star, conies lo 
the world for the objects specified in its pros 
pectus, which was published last winter. — 
Tliat we should now recapitulate some of its 
leading objects, and briefly add a few remarks, 
will naturally be expected; and we dieerrnllv 
do mi, that this generation may know, tha* 
the Star comes in these last days as the friend 
of man, lo persuade him to turn to God and 
live, before the great and terrible day of the

mentioned in the first rhapter of Acts, he 
through the Holy Ghost had given command- 
ments unto the apostles whom he had cho- 
sen, what possible reason ia there to suppose 
that he would neglect lo do likewise r«ow— 
before he comes in his glory; before he gath- 
ers hia elect, (the house of Israel; see Isaiah 
45:4.) and even before John the revelalor 
must prophesy again before many peoples, 
and nations, and tongues. A kings' (aee Rev. 
10.) We know of no r ason in the bible.— 
That it comes aa the harbinger of peace and 
(jood will to them that serve the Lord with a 
determination to have a part iu the first res- 
urrection, and finally beeome kings and priests 
lo God, the lather, in (he celestial kingdom, 
where God, and Christ is, and where thry 
will be for eternity; and where will be also, 
the general assembly of the first born, the 
church of Knoch, who walked with God and 
built up Zion in the first days, which Zion 
and Knoch (he Lord translated to paradise Be- 
fore trie flood; but Isaiah says: Thy watch- 
men shall lift up the voice; with the voice to- 
gether shall they sing: for thev shall aee eye 
to eye, when the Lord shall bring .\axir z«r> , 
That, it comes according to the will of God.

TJttJS CHOLERA MORRIS. 

It i* with no ordinary feelings, thtil 
we select an item of two, iu relation to 
the Cholera Morbus. Its ravages, lor 
tho past year, on the eastern conti- 
nent, have licen great, so that, if ever 
Iho pestilence walked in dark lies, or 
destruction wasted at noon day, now is 
the time; hut the Lord has declared 
that it should bo no before he came iu 
bin glory, and wa have only to rely 
npou him for deliverance, when he 
xwoeps the earth with the besom of de- 
struction. — [Ed. Ev. & Morn. Star.] 

According to late accounts from the 
frontiers of Persia, tho plague and cho- 
lera had hardly begun to subside in thai 
country. In some provinces those for- 
midable diseases had carried off more 
than | of the population. The 
province of Ghillan appears to have 
been among the greatest sufferers. 
Out of a population of 800,000 only 
60,000 men and 44,000 women and 
children remained. The eggs of the 
silk-worms have been completely des- 
troyed there, and it was calculated 
that it would take seven years to pro- 
duce the same quantity of worms as 
formerly. Before the arrival of these 
diseases, tho revenue of Ghillan were 
usually framed at 350 000 tomauns. 
Since then, no more than 80,000 to- 
mauns could be obtained. 

In the east the cholera frequently 
falls upon a community like a shower 
of grape sliot. It was decided in the 
King of Sfcim's council, on a visitation 
of this kind, that it might be caused by 
a monster, who might bo senred from 
the coast by making a terrific noise. 
His majesty, in consequence, moved 
out against the invisible enemy, at the 
head of 30,000 subjects, all on the 
stretch to produce sounds of horror. 
He lost 5,000 in one day; and returned 
vanquished. A Persian writer says; 
"We were apprized that the cholera 
was at Shiraz, by finding one morning 
when we awoke, that it had carried off 
two thousand inhabitants during the 
night" — [London Medical Journal.] 

Cholera in France. Ten persons 
have already 'been removed to the Ho- 
tel Dicu where preparations are made 
for the reception or many more. Se- 
ven persons diod, of it yestorday; a- 
mong whom was the cook of Marshal 
Lobau. The autopsy of five bodies 
t«ok placo in the presence of 38 mod- 



icul men and of tlio .Minister of liit; 
public works, M. d'Argout, by whom 
no doubt is entertained frf tlio existence 
of the malady. 

The Government, iu order to pre- 
vent the extentionef the alarm neces- 
sarily consequent on th<! report, endea- 
voured this morning to contradict it but 
contradiction was uscIiwj. The "med- 
ical board has been assembled, iu or- 
der to make all proper regulations. 

April 3. — The cholera is increasing 
in a dreadful manner. The official 
report states, thut since Sunday at one 
o'clock, up to yesterday, there had 
been 735 eases, and '207 deaths, prin- 
cipally among the lower class. The 
King, aud the whole of the Royal 
Family, with their usual benevolence, 
have sent a donation of 100,000 francs 
(£4000,) to be applied for the allevia- 
tion Of the sufferings of the poor, and 
each of the Ministers have seut a do- 
nation of 1000 francs. The troops are 
all in good health. The cholera has 
manifested itself at Calais, Etampce, 
Orleans, and other towns. A letter 
from Calais, dated March 31, says: — 
"The cholera morbus has been at Cala- 
is for the last two days, and several in- 
dividuals have already died from it. — 
It has been remarked that the disorder 
principally attacks the persons living 
in habits of filth and drunkenness. 

The cholera is in Ireland and Kng- 
land. The amount of deaths by it, in 
London, for the last week of March, 
was toward* 1000.

Portvgal. Our Madrid and Lis- 
bon letters continue to strengthen the 
impression that, in the approaching 
struggle between the brothers for the 
Crown of Portugal, Spain will act neu- 
trally. The latest accounts from Don 
Pedro state that he took possession of 
St. Michael's on the '23d, amid the con- 
gratulations of the inhabitants; and an 
expedition under Admiral Sarturious, 
was to sail against Maderia upon tire 
- ,; t h, which, it was confidently expect- 
ed, would also succeed in that impor- 
tant island to the. lawful Sov reign of 
Portugal. The intelligence from Lis- 
bon itself is satisfactory — for Don Mi- 
guel, though strong in all the material 
<»i defence, was becoming more weak 
in tho fidelity of his troops. Even the 
tyrant himself, since the refusal which 
he had met with from Spain, is said to 
bo desponding as to the issue of the 
coming conflict. The confidence of 
Don Pedro's friends remained unaba- 
ted. 

Ireland. Two poor creatures di- 
pd Inst week of starvation in the street* 
of Dublin. Irish poor.— Mr. Sadler 
has given notice that, on the 10th of 
May he will apply for leave to bring in 
a bill for establishing a permanent 
provision for the suffering and destitute 
poor of Ireland, by levy upon real 
property of that part of tbc United 
Kingdom, and more particularly upon 
(hat of the absentees. 

Franc f. It is impossible any lon- 
fmt to doubt that there is an organized 
Viand in Paris, who poison the wine, 
the milk and the water, throughout the 
city and the environs. The people are 
greatly exasperated, the citizens are in 
a perfect dread, and cry loudly against 
so infernal a conspiracy.

In 1830, about 63,000,000!! \ 
treaty has been concluded between our 
government and the Wyandots, for the 
cession of 16,000 acres of land in Ohio, 
at 1/25 per acre. Robert Dale Owen, 
the free thinker, who was in favor of 
free intercourse independent of matri- 
mony, has lately been married. 

IjfDM* War. — Reports have readi- 
ed us of disturbance-, baving broken 
out between tho Indians, and the front- 
iers of Illinois. The Indians are un- 
doubtedly the aggressors, and it is said 
they have murdered several men, wo- 
men, and children, and made some cap- 
tives. Gen. Atkinson, and Gen. 
Whitesides, with a considerable de- 
tachment of troops, arc already in pur- 
suit of the Indians; these troops in con- 
nection with 2,000 Militia of the state, 
which are called out by Gov. Reyn- 
olds, must quiet them as well as tho 
fears of tho public. There are but a 
handful of Indians at any rate, and the 
United States arc strong enough to 
crush them at one step. In addition, 
we understand, the Otto passed oar 
landing not long since, for a part of

We stood 
before an open window, btit. for the 
space of nearly a minute, could not 
tierceive that it was one. Then was 
heard a loud penl of thunder, which 
w-as immediately succeeded by a show- 
er of "mud" thick mud, — "and there 
was light" — the dark veil which en- 
veloped us had been wrcnt. a part fall- 
ing to the earth; minded with watr>r. 
On the reappearance ol light, surround- 
ing objects presented themselves in a 
different color. The fronts of houses 
which, but a moment before, appeared 
to our view white as snow, now wear 
a dingy robe. We conversed yester- 
day with a gentleman just from San 
Pedro, who stutes that in tbc neighbor- 
hood of that place th^rr* has lately been 
plentiful rains; and that the lakes arc 
well filled, the cattle however, had all 
strayed from Estancias, during the 
drought, in pursuit of water; but the 
owners entertained a hop*' that part of 
them would return.

ber than 28,7is7 persons stated to be 
drunken case's, comprising 14,32.-» 
males, nnd9,34!> females, were appre- 
hended, detained in the difierent po- 
lio- quarters' formorw or less time, and 
discharged Bv the vespoi-iive auperin- 
tendenl.s.

Tlte Rev. I >r- ( '. pastor of the Pres- 
bylerinu church in }ork. Pa. lias com- 
municated in the .Magazine of the Ger- 
man Reformed church, the result of an 
account Jjtepl during one year, of all 
the murders that eaine under his ob- 
servation in reading various periodic- 
als. — [Iivang.J 

The account has been kept for one 
year, commencing on the first day of 
January 1881, nnd to his surprise, the 
number amounts to 109, among which 
are some of the most appalling kind. 
Such as parents by their children, and 
children by their parents, husbands by 
their wives, and wives by tlieir hus- 
bands, and several others of the most 
atrocious kind. 

We are disposed to consider our- 
selves as moral, at least :u> the Uritisii 
nation, and yet in the kingdom of Hug- 
land, whoso population is about the 
same as ours, from a statistical account 
lately published, of all the crimes com- 
mitted in that nation for" years, ending 
with that of 1«*30, the numlierof mur- 
ders during that time is 108, averaging 
15 each yeur, while ours amount to 
more then seven tine s that number, 

\x we cannot be supposed to ho- more 
wicked bv nature than others, and us 
them is no other nation on eurtluwhere 
the inhabitants enjoy so abundantly, 
both necessaries and even Comforts of 
[life, and where there is less temptation 
for tlie commission of crimes, ii be- 
comes an importnnt inquiry, how this 
' awful increase of murder can be ac- 
counted fori Now we think, thai it 
must occur to every serious nnd impar- 
tial observer, that of the UWJ murders, 
a very large proportion was occasion- 
ed by the immoderate use of anient 
spirits. This is truly an alarming 
fact, and ought to induce every one, 
who is a friend to religion and moral 
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ty, to discouroge as t":ir as in his pow- 
cr tlio use of ardent spirits, which is 
the cause of inuny thousaud deaths, ev- 
ery year in these I'nited States. 

Let even the temperate rlriiikorponder 
well, mill consider what lie is doing; 
for tin: greati-st drunkard was once a 
temperate drinker, and could lie have 
l>een foretold what crime he would r>nc 
day commit, would liavc, |<erhaps, re- 
plied in the words of I la/.iel: "Is thy | 
servant a dog that he should do this i 
great thfhgf* Yet the crime lias Ix-eii 
committed, and several execulious 
have taken place during the past year 
in consequence of it. It ought to be 
Mated that the murders occasioned In 
the insurrection of the negroes in the 
southern states, are nut included in tin- 
ahove, and there may also have fw-< -n 
others in different puits of the I'nited 
Slates that did not come under the ob- 
servation of Ihe subscriber. — [Kobert 
C'athcart.]

PERSECUTION. 

The following artirlc has lately appeared 
in the newi papers of the day, and we copy 
it to (how that the rt-Ugion of Jetus Chrii t, 
has always been persecuted. Bui when a 
taint Urea to Cod, persecution or applause 
is all one: the soul is above them. Editor. 

The first persecution of the church of 
Christ under the heathen Roman Emperors 
Wy Domilius Nero the VI. about the year 67, 
collected out of the lives of Nero, Cassar, 
Euscbius, and the book of martyr* The oc- 
casion whereof was this, Nero having pas- 
ted over the first five years of his reign some- 
what plausibly, he then began to commit all 
manner of prodigious impieties; and among 
other designs* he had a great desise to con- 
sume the stately imperial city of Rome with 
fire; pronouncing king Pryamus a happy mar, 
became he beheld Die end of his kingdom 
and country together. Yea, said he, let not 
all be ruined, when I am dead, oat while 1 
am yet alive. And for efibcting this villainy, 
he sent divers to kindfe the fires in sundry 
places; yea, some of bis own bed chamber 
were seen to carry nar, torches, &c. to 6r- 
ther it; and when any attempted to quench 
it, they were threatened for it. Others open- 
ly burled fire-brands; crying they knew what 
they did, tberc was one would bear them 
out. This fire began amon? the oil-men and 
druggists; the night watch and Pretorian 
guards, did openly cherish it; and when it 
was thoroughly kindled, Nero went up to the 
top of Mecenes tower, which overlooked 
the whole city, where he fed himself with the 
■ight of the infinite burnings, and sang to 
his harp the burning of troy. 

Among other stately buildings that were 
burnod down, the Circus or Race yard was 
one, being about half a mile in length, of an 
ovel form, with rows of seals one above an- 
other, capable to receive at least a hundred 
and fifty thousand spectators, without un- 
civil shoulderinga. But the particulars were 
innumerable, and the damage inestimable: 
besides which many thousands of people per- 
ished; the dame and a moke amothered some, 
the weight of ruins crushed others, the fire 
consumed others; others threw themselves 



into the fire, out of sorrow and diapair, and 
villains slew many. 

Rut Nero rinding that this fire, which eon 
tinufd burning nine days, brought a great 
odium upon him, to excuse himself 
transfered the fhult upon the Christians, as 
if out of malice, they had done it, and there- 
upon he raised this first persecution against 
ih. Mu For thero was at this present a nour- 
ishing church of Christians, in Rome, even 
before St. Paul's arrival there, and Nero's 
own court was serrelly garnished and en- 
riched with some of those diamonds, whose 
salutations the apostle remembers in bia epis- 
tle to the Pliilipians. But while Ncio with 
their blood, sought to quench and cover his 
own infamy, he procured himrelfnew envy; 
while many that abhored Christians for il.e.t 
religion, commiserated their suneriiigs as 
undeserved. Some be caused to be sewed up 
in skins of wild beasts, and then worried 
ihem to death with dogs; some he crucified, 
others he burnt in public, to furnish even- 
ing sports with bonfires. Many he raused 
to he packed up in paper stiffened in molten 
wax, with a coat of seareloth about their bod 
ies and bound upwards to axle trees, many 
of which were pilch* J in the ground, and so 
set on fire at the bottom, to maintain light 
far Nero's night sports in his gardens. Home 
of them were gored in length upon stakes, 
the one end fastened in the earth, the other 
thrust into the fundaments, and coming out 
of their mouths. 

Nor did the persecution rage in Rome a- 
lonc, bat it was extended generally over the 
whole empire, insomuch, that a man might 
then have seen cities lie full of dead mens' 
bodies, the old lying there together with the 
young; and the dead bodies of women cast 
out naked in the open streets, without any 
reference to their sex: Yes, his rage and 
malice was so great, that he endeavored to 
have rooted out the very name of Christians 
in all places. Whereupon Tertullian said, 
that It could be no ordinary goodness which 
Nero condemned: And, saith he, we glory 
on the behalf of our sufferings, that they had 
such a dictator as be. But this persecution, 
like a blast, spread the religion that it blew, 
and having Continued four years from th* 
first rising, it expired in two most shining 
blaiea, vn: in the martyrdom of the two 
great apostles, Peter and Paul; Peter was 
crucified with his head downwards, which 
manner of death himself made choice of. 
and while be thus hung upon the cross, be 
saw his wife going to her martyrdom, where 
upon he much rejoiced; and calling her by 
name, he bade her remember the Lord Jesus 
Christ. At the same time, also Paul, before 
Nero, made a confession of his faith, and of 
tho doctrines which he taught; whereupon 
he was condemned to be beheaded, and the 
emperor sent two of his esquires, Terega and 
Partheniius, to bring him word of his death 
They coming to Paul, board him instruct the 
people, and thereupon desired him to pray 
for them that they might believe; who told 
them, that shortly after, they should believe 
and be baptised. Then the soldiers led bun 
oat of the city to tho place of execution, 
where he prayed, and so gave his neck to 
the sword, and was beheaded. This was 
done in the fotirteerrtri, which was th» last 
year of Nero. 
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THE GREAT WALL OF CHINA. 

"Hut the most stupendous work of 
this country ia the great wall that di- 
vides it from N. Tartary. It ia built 
exactly on the same plan as the wall of 
I'ekin, being a niound of earth cosed 
on each side with brick or stone. — 
[The astonishing magnitude of the fab- 
ric consists not so much in the plan of 
the work, as in the immense distance 
i>f fifteen hundred miles over which it 
is* extended, over mountains of two and 
three thousand feet in height, across 
tWp valleys and' rivers/] The mate- 
rials of all the dwelling houses of Eng- 
land and Scotland, supposing them to 
amount to one million eight hundred 
thousand, and to average on the whole, 
two thousand cubic feet of masonry 
or brick work, arc barely equivalent 
to the bulk or solid contents of the great 
wall of China. Nor are projecting 
massy towers of stone and brick inclu- 
ded in this calculation. These alone, 
supposing them to continue throughout 
at bow-shot distance, were calculated 
to contain as much masonry and brick 
work as all London. To give another 
idea of the mass of matter in this stu- 
pendous fabric, it may be more than 
sufficient to surround the circumfer- 
«ce of the earth on two of its great cir- 
cuits, with two walls each six feet high 
and two feet thick! It is to be under- 
stood, however, that in this calculation 
is included the earthy part in the mid- 
dle of the wall."' — [Barrow's Travels 
in China.]

we not adore Uie infinite fulness of scriptures, 
which run over with continued expressions of 
that an.i a higher nature! What folly if it 
I o magnify those lean kine, the notions of 
philosophers, and to contemn the fat, the 
■ileuty and fulness of the scriptures? If there 
no AOt more valuable and excellent discoveries 
and rules of practice in the sacred scriptures, 
thau in tike sublimes! of all the philosophers), 
tlien let us leave our full ears, and feed upon 
tlie thin. But certainly no sober and ration- 
al spirit, that puts any value upon the knowl- 
edge of God, but on the same account that be 
doth prize the discourses of any philosopher* 
concerning God, he cannot but set a value of 

a Gut higher .nature on the word of God 

And as the goodness of God is thus discover- 
ed in scripture, so is his justice and holiness: 
we Iran! therein recorded the most remarka- 
ble judgments of God upon contumacious sin- 
ners, the severest denunciations of a judgment 
to come against all that live m sin, the exact- 
est precepts of holiness in the world; and 
what can be desired more to discover the holi- 
ness of God, thau we find in scripture concer- 
ning him! If therefore acquaintance with 
the nature, perfection, designs of so excel- 
lent a being as God is, be a thing desirable to 
human nature, we have the greatest cause to 
admire the excellency and adore the fulness 
of the scriptures, which gives us so large, ra- 
tional, and complete account of the being and 
attributes of God- And which tends yet 
more to commend the scriptures to us, those 
things which the scripture doth most fully 
discover concerning God, do not all contra- 
dict those prime and common notions wliich 
are in our natures concerning him, hut do ex- 
ceedingly advance and improve them, and 
teuH the most to regulate our conceptions and 
apprehensions of God, that we may not mis- 
carry therein, as otherwise men are apt to do. 
for it being natural to men so far to lore 
themselves, as to set the greatest value upon 
those excellencies which they think them- 
selves most master of: thence men come to be 
exceedingly mistaken in their apprehensions 
of a deity some attributing one thing as a per- 
fection, another a different thing, according 
to their humors and inclinations. Thus im- 
perious self-willed men are apt to cry up God*s 
absolute power and dominion as his greatest 
perfection; easy and soft spirited men his pa- 
tience and goodness: severe and ridged men 
his justice and severity: every one according 
to his humor and temper, making his god of 
his own complexion: and not only so, bat in 
things remote enough from being perfections 
at all, yet because they are such things as 
they prize and value, they suppose of neces- 
sity they must be in God, as is evident in the 
EpicurianV ataraxia, [Greek.] by which 
they exclude providence as hath already been 
observed. And withatl considering how ve- 
ry difficult it is for one who really believes 
that God is of a pure, just, and holy nature, 
and that he hath grievously offended him by 
his sins, to believe that this God will pardon 
him upon true repentance: it is thence ntces 



sary that God should make known himself to 
tlir world, to prevent uur nuM oueeptiona of 
l/is nature, and to assure a suspicions, be' 
cause guilty creature, how ready be is to par- 
don iniquity, transgression, and sin, is such 
as uufeignedly repent 6f their follies, and ie- 
turn unto himself. Though the' light of na- 
ture may dictate much to us of the benigmity 
and goodness of tlie divine nature, yet it is 
hard to .conceive that that thorite discover 
farther than God's general goodness to such 
as please him: but no foundation can be gath- 
ered thence of his readiness to pardon offend- 
ers, which being an act of grace, mast alone 
be discovered by his wilt. 1 cannot think (he 
sun, moon, and stars are such itinerant preach- 
ers, as to unfold unto us the whole counsel 
and will of God upon repentance. It is not 
every star in the firmament can do that which 
the star once did to the wise men, lead them 
onto Christ. The sun in the heavens Of ns> 
Parelius to the sun of righ term-mess. The 
best astronomer will never find the day-star* 
from on high in the rest of his number. — 
What St. Austin said of ToDy's works, is 
true of the wbole volume of creation. There- 
are admirable things to be found in them-: 
but tlie name of Christ is not legible there.— 
The work of redemption is not engraven on 
the works of providence; if it had, a parlie- 
■Iar divine revelation had been unncceisiry, 
and lb* apostles were sent on a needless er- 
rand, which tlie world had understood with- 
out their preaching, fix. '"That God was in 
Christ recoucil ing the world onto himself, 
wit imputing lo men their trespasses, and 
hath couiurittecf to them the ministry of re~ 
coneiliation." How was the word of recon- 
ciliation committed to them if it were com- 
mon lo them with the whole frame of the 
world! and the apostle's query elsewhere- 
might hare been easily answered, ilow can 
men hear without a preacher - ! for then they 
might hare known the way of salvation, 
without any special messenger sent to deliv- 
er it to them. I grant that God's long suffer- 
ing and patience is intended to lead men to* 
ripentance, and thai some genera] collections 
might be made from providence of the placi- 
bility of God's nature, and that God never 
1,-fl ViiuiNelf without a witness of his good- 
ness in the world, being kind to the unthank- 
ful, and doing good, in giving rain and frnit- 
ful seasons. But though these things might 
sufficiently discover to such who were appre- 
hensive of tlie guilt of sin, that God did not. 
net according to his greatest severity, and 
thereby did give men ineouragemenl to hear- 
ken out and enquire after the true way of be- 
ing reconciled to Clod: yet all this amo-uiils 
not to a firm foundation for faith as to the re- 
mission of sin, which doth suppose God hini- 
welf" publishing an act of grace and indemni- 
ty to the world, wherein he assures the par- 
don of sin to such as truly repent and un- 
frignedly believe his holy gospel. How is 
not this an inestimable advantage we enjoy 
by the scriptnres, that therein we understand 
what God himself hath discovered of his own 
nature and perfections, and of his readiness 
to pardon sin upon those gracious terms srf 
faith and repentance, and that which neces- 
sarily follows from these two, hearty and sin- 
cere obedience'

strument of the discovery of the certainty or 
the future state of the soul, and the condi- 
tions which abide it, upon its being dislodged 
from the body- But this is not all which the 
scripture discover»as to the state of the soul; 
for it is not only a prospective glass, reach- 
ing loits future stale. Wit it is the most faith- 
ful looking-glass, to discover alt the spots and 
deformities of the soul: and not only shows 
where lliey nre, but when they cauie, what 
their nature is, and whither they lend. The 
true original of all that disorder and discom- 
posure which is in the soul of man, is only 
fully and satisfactorily given us in the word 
of ( rod. 

The nature and working of this corruption 
in man had never been so clearly manifested, 
had not the taw and will of God been discov- 
ered to the world;, that is the glass whereby 
we see tiic secret workings of those bees in 
our hearts, the corruption of nur natures; 
that sets forth the folly of our imaginations* 
the nnrulinc.*,-* of our pactions, (he distempers 
of our wills, and the abundant ileceitiuWsa 
of our hearts. 

And .it is hard for the most elephantine sin- 
ner (one of lite greatest magnitude) so to 
trouble these waters, aa not therein fa discov- 
er the greatness of hit own deformities. But 
that which tends most to awaken the drowsy, 
senseless spirits of men, the scripture doth 
mast fully describe the tendency of corrup- 
tion, "that the wages of sin is death," and 
the iasue of continuance in sin will be the ever- 
lasting misery oftbe soul, in a perpetual sep- 
aration from the. presence of God, and under- 
going the titshes and aeverities of concience 
to all eternity. What a great -discovery is 
this of the faithfulness of God to the world, 
that he suffers not men to undo themselves 
without letting them know of it before liiuid, 
that tliey may avoid it! God seeks not lo 
entrap men's souls, nor doth he rejoice in the 
misery and ruin of his creatures, but fully de- 
clares to them what the consequence and is- 
sue of their sinful practices will he, assure* 
them of a jadgment to come, declare* hi* 
.own future ae vwity against contumacious sin- 
ners, that they might not think themslevea 
surprised, and that if they had known there 
had been so much danger in sin, (hey would 
never have bees such foois aa far the sake of 
it to ran into eternal misery. Now God to 
prevent this, with the greatest plainness and 
faithfulness, hath showed men the nature 
and danger of all their sins, and taks ihem 
before hand what they will do in the end 
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Christ, whom he hath made ''a {ii-opifiafion 
for the sins of the world," and Who alone is 
the true and living way. whereby • w« may 
''draw near to God with a true heart, in full 
assurance of faith, having our hearts sprink- 
led from an evil conscience. ,r Through 
Christ we understand the terms on which 
God will show favor and grace to the world, 
and by hmi wc have ground of a r.um»i*

onto God. On his account we may hope not 
only for grace to snbdoc our sins, resist 
r'the devil and the world.;

1 c.u.uot forbtinr taking afiticcoC one 
other umrk of integrity which appears 
in all the connKisiticm pf tho saeroo wri- 
ters, .ui-1 particularly the ivvangelisu-; 
and that is, the simple* unaffected, mi- 
ornamental, and unotdrrrtauiousimnrn'r, 
in which they deliver truth? so impnr 
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taut and sublime, and facts so magnif- 
icent and wonderful) as ore capable, 
one would think, of lighting up a flame 
of oratory, even in the dullest and col- 
dastbreart. They speak of an angel de- 
scending from heaven to forctel the mi- 
raculous conception of Jesus; of another 
proclaiming his birth, attended by a 
multitude of heavenly host praising 
God, and saying, "Glory to God in the 
highest and on earth peace, good will 
towards men;'' of his star appearing in 
the East; of angels ministering to him 
in the wilderness; of hie glory in the 
mount; of a voice twice lieard from heav- 
en, saying, "This is my beloved Son;" 
of innumerable rrirncles performed by 
him, and by his disciples in his name; 
of his knowing the thoughts of men; of 
his foretelling future events; of prodigies 
accompanying his crticmxionatid death; 
of an angel decending in terrors, open- 
ing his sepulchre, nnd l'rightnimj awav 
the soldiers who were set to guard it;'| 
of his rising from the dead, ascending' 
into heaven, and pouring down, ac-l 
cording to his promise, the various and | 
miraculous gifts of the Holy Spirit up- 
on his disciples. All these amazing inci- 
dents do these inspired historians relate

they leave" their ."cause to the unbiassed 
judgment of mankind, seeking, tike 
genuine apostles of the Lord of truth, 
to convince father than to persuade; 
and therefore coming, as St. Paul 
speaks of his preaching, "not -with 
excellency of speech, — not with enti- 
cing words of man's wisdom, but with 
demonstration of file Spirit, and of 
power, that," adds he, "your> faith 1 
should not stand in the wisdom of men, 
but in the power of God." And let it 
be remembered that he, who speaks 
this, wanted not learning, art, or elo- 
quence, as is evident from his speaches 
recorded in the Acts of the Apostles, 
and from the testimony of that great 
eritic Ijonginni, whdYta reek'rmng up 



the Grecian orators, places among 
them Paul of Tarsus; and surely, had 
they been left solely to the suggestions 
and gaidanee of human wisdom, they 
would not have failed to lay hold on 
such topics, as the wonders of their 
master's life, and the transcendent pu- 
rity and perfection of the noble, gen- 
erous, benevolent morality contained 
in his precepts, furnished them with 
these topics, I say, greater than ever 
Tally, or Demosthenes, or Pinto, were 
possessed of, mere human wisdom 
would doubtless have prompted them 
to make use of, in order to recommend, 
in the srron^l manner, the religion 
of Jesus Christ to ntankind t by turning 
their attention. to the </it inc. part of his 
character, and hidiug, as it were in a 
blaze of heavenly light bnd glory, his 
infirmities Ms Kiinertng';, and his death.

will he presume so far upon 'nta nwn 
wisdom, 08 to say, God ought tojfclve 
expressed himself mure clearly! The 
point and exact degree of 'clusi mesa, 
which will equally suit the different ca- 
pacities of men in different nges and 
countries, w il 1 I bei/eve, be found more 
difficult to fix than is imagined; since 
what i* cl^ar to one man in a certain 
situation of mind, time, and place, will 
inevitably be obscurer to another, who 
vews it in other circumstances. How 
various and «ven contradictory arc the 
readings ana comments, which several 
men, in the several ages and climates 
of the world, have made upon nature! 
And yet her characters are equally le- 
gible, and her laws equally intelligible, 
>n all times and in all places: "There 
is no speech nor language where her 
voice is not heard: iter sound is gone 
out through all the earth, and her words 
to the end of the world." All these 
misrepresentations therefore, and mis- 
constructions, of her works, are charge- 



able only upon mankind, who have set 
thornselve to study them with various 
degrees, of capacity, application', and 
impartiality. The quesuoalhen should 
be, why hath God given men such va- 
rious talents? 1 Ann not, why hath hot 
Gud expressed himself more clearjyfr 
And the answer to this question, as far 
as it concerns man to know, is, that 
God, will require of him according to 
WLat he halli, and not according to 
what he hath not. If what is necessa- 
ry for all to know, is knownble by all; ^1 
those men upon whom God hath been 
pleased to bpstriw capacities and, facul- 
ties superior to the vulgar, bavo cer- 
tainty no just reason to complain of his 
having left them materials for the exer- 
cise of those talents, which, if all 
things were equally plain tit) ail m«n, 
would be of no great advantage to tho 
possessors. If therefore, there are in 
the sacred writings, as well a* in the 
works of nature, ninny passages hard 
to be understood, it were to be wished, 
that the wise and learned, instead of 
being offended at them, and teaching 
otlwrs to be so too, would be persuaded 
that both God and man except that they 
would set themselves to consider and 
examine them carefully and impartial- 
ly, and with a sincere desire of diseev-: 
erirjg and embracing the troth, not 
wit an 'arrogant imphilosophical con- 
ceit of their being already smciently 
wisr «hk\ knovrng. And then I doubt 
jiigt but most rtf these objections to rev- 
[o/alious, which are now urged with 
the greatest confidence, would be clear*

keep good company 1 Rhould wish you to 

fi* another meaning to the expression; and 
to consider vice in the same detestable light, 
in whatever oompany it ia found; nay, to 
consider all company in which it is fouud, 
be their station what it will, i«t bad. compa- 
ny 

The three following classes will perhapK 
include the greatest part of those, who de- 
serve this appellation. 

In the first, I should rauk all who endeav- 
or to destroy the principles of Christianity — 
who jest upon scripture — talk blasphemy — 
and treat revelation with contempt. 

A second class of had company arc those, 
ft "ho have e tendener to destroy in u« the 
principles of conuuoii hones tv awl integrity, 
tinder this head we may rank ganies-ters "of 
every denomination ; and low niid uafanKiua 
characters of every profession. 

A third class of bad company, and such as 
are commonly most dangerous to youth, in. 
eludes the long catalogue of men of pleasure. 
In whatever way they tolluw the call of appe- 
file, they "have equally 'a tendency to corrupt 
the purity of the mind. 

Besidi'S these three classes, whom we call 
bad company, there are others who come int. 
der the denomination of iD chosen company; 
fritting, insipid character* of every kind; woo 
I "I low no Busmen — are led bv no ideas of 
improvement — but spend their time in dissipa- 
tion and folly— whose bigliest praise it is, 
that they are only not vicious— with uoue of 
me*> a serious man would wish his sou to 
keop company. 

1 1 ii in v In- asked who* is meant by keeping 
bad company ' ; Tlie world abounds with 
characters of this Jtjnd: they movt us in ay- 
cry Brace; and if We keep company at all, it 
is impossible to avoid keeping company 
with such persons.

In our earliest youth, ihc ecntagion of man 
ners is observable.

Not are manners and behavior more earily 
cati»hl, than opinions and principles. In 
cluldhooil and youth, we naturally adopt the 
sentiments of those hbout us. 

And as we advance uv life, how CtW of us 
tliiiik for ourselves; How many of us ar»- 
satisfied with taking our opinions at seruas) 
hand. 

The great power and force of enstftxi forms 
another argument against keeping bad cora- 
pauy. However seriously disposed «i saa>jr 
be; and however shocked at the first ap- 
proaches of vice; this shocking appearance 
goes ofTnnon an intimacy with it. Custom 
will soon render the most "disgustful thing fa- 
miliar. And this is indeed a kind provision 
of nature, to ren.de; labor, and toil and >l;tn 
ger, which are the lot of man, more easy to 
him.

ccived it, and having denied the only 
begottenfton of the father, having cru- 
cified bun unto tiiemse/vcs, and put him 
to an open shame; these; are they wb» 
shall go away into die lake of tire and 
brimstone, with the devil and his angels, 
and the only oncs,ou whom the sneond 
deafji shall have any power; yea, veri- 
ly the only ones who shall npt be re- 
deemed in the due time of the Lord, af- 
ter the sufferings of his wrath; for all

and in power, and in might, and in do- 
minion. And thus we saw the glory^ 
of the celestial, which excels in alt 
things where God, even the Father, 
reigns upon his throne forever and ev- 
er: before whose throne all things 
bow in humble reverence and give him 
glory- forever and ever. They who 
dwell in his presence are the church 
of the first born; and they sec as they 
are seen, and know as they are known, 
having received of his fulness and of 
his grace; and he makes them equal 
in power, and in might, and in domin- 
ion. And the glory of the celestial is 
one, even as the glory of the sun is 
one. And the glory of the terrestrial 
is one, even as the giory of the moon 
is one. And (he glory of the telestial is 
one, even as the glory of the stars is 
one: fnr as one star ditlers from an- 
other stir in glury, even so diners one 
from another in glory in the telestial 
world: for those are they who are of 
Paul, and of Apollos, and of Cephas: 
these arc they who say, there are some 
of one and some of another; some of 
Christ; ami some of John; and some 
of .Moses; and some of E'ix«: 'ind some 
of Rsniis; and some of Isaiah) and' 
some of Enoch, but received not thc- 
gospcl; neither (he testimony of Jesus; 
neither f lie pr i; bets: neither the ever* 
lasting covenant; last of all, these all 
are they who will not be gathered with 
the saints, to bo cnught up unto the 
church of the first born, n.irl received 
into the cloud: these ate they who are 
liars, and sorcerers, and adulterers, 
and whorcmungers, and whosoever 
loves and make* a !i« : these are th*v 
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\fho suffer the wrath of God oo tlie 
earth: these arc they why suffer the 
vengeance of eternal /ire: these are 
they who are cant down to hell find 
Buffer the wrath of Almighty God until 
the fulness of times, when Christ shall 
have Htihdiicd nil enemies under his 
feet, and shall have perfected his work, 
when he shall deliver up the kingdom

not write, while we were yet in the 
Spirit and are not lawful for man to 
.utter; neither is man capable to make 
them known, for they are only to be 
•©en and understood by the power of 
the Holy Spirit, which God bestows 
on those who tovt him and purify 
themselves twfore him; to whom he 
grants this privilege of seeing and 
knowing for themselves; that through 
the power and manifestation of the 
Spirit, while in the flesh, they may be 
ible to bear his presence in the world 
of glory. And to God and the Lamb 
be glory, and honor, and dominion for 
ever and ever- Amen. 
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And again, the ciders* priest* and leacltcrs 
of this i' Inn eh, shall leach the principles of my 
gospel which arc in tlie bible and the book of 
Mormon, in the which i* the fulness of the 
gospel; and they shall observe the covenants 
and church articles to do tin in, and these 
shall be their teachings, as they shall be di- 
rected by the Spirit: and the Spirit shall be 
given unto you by the prayer of faith, and if 
ye receive not the Spirit ye shall not i ••«.•». — 
And all tliis ye shall observe to do as J have 
commanded, concerning your teaching, until 
the fulness of uiy scriptures are given. And 
as ye shall lilt op your voices by the Comfor- 
ter, ye shall speak and prophesy as seeinelh 
me good; for behold, the Comforter knoweQs 
all things, and beareth record of the Father 
and of the Son. 

And now, behold 1 speak unto the church: 
Thou shall not kill: and he that kills shall not 
have forgiveness, in this world, not in the 
world to come. 

And again, T say, thou shall not kill; but 
he that kilielh shall die. Thou shalt not 
steal: and he that st*«Ieth and will not repenl, 
shall be cast out. Thou shalt not lie; he thai 
lieih and will not repent, shall be oast out.— — 
Thou shall love thy wife with all thy heart, 
and shall cleave unto her and ^tone else; and 
he that looketh upon a woman to Just nfter 
her, shall deny the faith, and shall not have 
the Spirit, aud if he repents mil he shall be 
cast out. Thou shall not commit adultery; 
and lie that eomm'tttclh adultery and repent- 
eth not, shall be cast out; but lie that has 
committed adultery and repents with all his 
heart, and forsaketli it, anddoetliit no j: ire, 
thou shalt forgive; but if he doeth it again, he 
shod not be forgiven, bot shall be cast out.— 
Thou shall not speak evil of thy neighbor, 
nor do him any haim. Thou knowesl my 
laws concerning these things are given in my 
scriptures; he that sinneth and repentelh not, 
shall be cast out. 

Ifthott West me thou shalt serve me and 
keep all ray commandments. And behold. 
Utou wilt remember the poor, and consecrate 
of thy properties for their support, that which 
thou host to impart unto litem, with a cove- 
nant and a deed vhu-b cannot be broken — 
and in as much as ye impart of your sub- 
stance unto ike poor, ve will do it unto mr 
— and they shall be laid before the bishop of 
my church and his counsellors, two of the 
elders, or high priests, each as he shall or has 
appointed and eeAapsrt far that purpose. 

And it shall come to pass, that after they 
are laid before the? bishop of my church, and 
after that he has received these testimonies 
concerning the consecration of the? proper- 
ties of my church, that they cannot be taken 
from the church, agreeably to my command- 
ments, every man shall be made accountable 
unto me, a steward over his own property, 
or that which he has received by consecra- 
tion, in as much as is sufficient for himself 
and family. 

And afain, if their shall be properties in 
the hands of the church, or any individuals 
of It, more than is necessary for their support, 
after this first coasecratisa, which is a resi- 
due, to be consecrated unto the bishop, it 



ahslt be kept toadniinister to those who have 
not, from tint? to time, that every man who 
hant need may be amply supplied, and receive 
according to his wants. Therefore, the res- 
idue shall be kept in my store house, to ad- 
minister to the poor and the needy, as shall 
be appointed by the high council, of the 
church, and the bishop and his counsel, and 
for the purpose of purchasing lands for the 
public benefit of the church, and building 
nouses or worship, and building up of the 
NVw Jerusalem which is hereafter to be re- 
vealed, that my covenant people may be 
gathered in one in that day when I shall come 
to my temple- Ami this I do for the salva- 
tion of my people. 

And it snail come to pass, that lie that 
sinneth and repenteth not, shall be cast out 
■ .:' the church, and shall not recivc again that 
which he hut consecrated unto the poor and 
the needy of my chureh, or in other words, 
unto me, for in as much as ye do it unto the 
least of these ye do it unto me — for it shall 
come to pass, that which 1 spake by the 
mouths of my prophets, shall be fulfilled ; for 
I will consecrate of the riches of those who 
embrace my gospel among tbe Gentiles, unto 
the poor of my people who are of the house 
of Israel. 

And again, thou shall not be proud in thy 
heart, let all thy garments be plain, and their 
beauty the beauty of the work of thine own 
hands; and let all things be done in cleanli- 
ness before me. Thou shall not be idle; for 
he that is idle shall not eat the bread, nor 
wear the garments of the laborer. And who- 
soever among you are sick, and have not faith 
to be healed, but believeth, shall be nourish- 
ed with all tenderness with herbs and mild 
food, and that not by the hand of an enemy. 
And the elders of the church, two or more, 
■hall be called, and shall pray for and lay 
their hands upon them in my name, and if 
they die tlx y shall die unto me, and if they 
five they shall live unto me. Thou abaft 
fire together in fore, in so much tint thou 
•halt weep for the loss of them that die, and 
more especially for those that have not hope 
of a glorious resurrection. And it shall come 
to pass, that (hose that die in me, shall not 
taste of death, for it shall be sweet unto them, 
and they that die not in me, wo unto them, 
for their death is bitter! 

And again, it shall come to pass, that he 
that has faith in me to be healed, and is not 
appointed unto death, shall be healed: he 
who has faith to see shall see: he who has 
faith to hear shall hear: the lame who have 
faith to leap shall leap; and they who have 
not faith to do these things, bat believe in me, 
have power to become my sons; and in as 
much as they break not my laws, thou shall 
bear their infirmities. 

Thou shall stand in the place of thy stew- 
ardship: thou .shall not take thy brother's 
garment; thou sbalt pay for that which thou 
shall receive of thy brother! and if thou ob- 
tamest more than that which would be for thy 
support, thou shall give it into my store- 
house, that all things may be done according 
to that which 1 have said. 

Thou shall ask, and my scriptures shall be 
given as I have appointed, and they shall be 
preserved in safety; and it is expedient that 
thou shouldst hold thy peace concerning 
them, and not teach than until ye have re- 
eived them in full. And I give unto you a 



commandment, that then vc shall teach thiol 
unto all men; for they shall be taught unto 
all nations, kindreds, tongues and people. 

Thou shall take the things which thou 
hast received, which hare been given unto 
thee in my scriptures for a law, to be my law, 
to govern my church; and he that doeth ac- 
cording to these things, shall be saved, and 
he t hat doeth them not shall be damned, if 
he continues. 

If thou shaltask, thou shalt receive reve- 
lation upon revelation, knowledge upon 
knowledge, that thou mayest know the mys- 
teries, and peaceable things; that which 
bringeth joy, that whieh bringrth life eter- 
nal. 

Thou shalt ask, and it shall be revealed unto 
von in my own due time, where the New 
Jerusalem shall be built. 

And behold, it shall come to pass, that my 
servants shall be sent forth to the east, and 
to the west, to the north, and to the south; 
and even now, let him that goeth to the east, 
teach them that shall be converted to flee to 
the west; and this in consequence or lhat 
which is coming on the earth, and of secret 
combinations. Behold thou (halt observe all 
these things, and great shall be thy reward; 
for unto you it is given to know the myste- 
ries of the kingdom, but unto the world it is 
not given to know them. Te shall observe 
the laws whieh ye have received, and he 
faithful.

It has mas ter- 
ed every variety of climate, surmounted ev 
erv natural barrier, conquered every people, 
it Das not, lute the simoon blasted life, anil 
then paased away; the cholera, like sinall- 
pox or plague, takes root in the aou which it 
ha* once possessed. The circumstances un- 
der which the individual is attacked are no 
less appalling than the history of the pro- 
gress and mortality of the disease. In one 
man say* an eye witness, the prostration of 
strength wis so great that hi could hardly 



move a limb, though he hau been but fifteen 
minuha before in perfect health, and actively 
employed in his burines of a gerdner. A Lascar 
in the service of a.* officer was seized in tlte set 
of picking up his rtee, previous lo going out to 
cut gra«'. close to his master's feel, and br- 
ing nfiahle to call for amualaiice, lie was ob- 
served f'V another person at a distance from 
him, picking up small alone* and pitching; 
Ihcra towards bun, for trie purpose ofatuacf- 
hi* notice. Thinman died in an hour. 
Itifno wandtr tlial the approach of sueh * 
peslilence has struc'-. the dr-ej'es! terror into 
every conunun'tv.

rijjht hand, by the noisome o-s'.ilcnce.

THE EXCELLENCE OF SCRIPTURE 

[Co.tCLl'UIO.] 

'i'iie Scripture comprehends mattt rs oi'tlie 
most universal satisfaction to the mind* of 
men; though many things do much exceed 
our apprehensions, ye' others are most suit- 
able f» the dictate of our nature, as Origin 
hid f'elsus s°c. whether it was not. the aeree- 
ableness of thr- principles of faith with the 
common notions of hmunn nature, which 
prevailed n;. >-.-v upun all candid and ingenious 
auditors of tliciu. And therefore, an Socra- 
tes said of lleracfilu's book?, what he under- 
stood was excellent, and therefore he sup- 
posed that which lie did not understand WM 
*0 ton: so ought we to say of the scriptures: 
if those thing* n iiicii arc written within our 
« :i;i:tnt y be so suitable tn our natures and 
reasons, those cannot contradict our H— HI, 
which arc vet above them. There are ma- 
ny things which the minds of men were suffi- 
«icntlv assured that they were, yet were to 
seek for satisfaction concerning lliein wfafeh 
tticv never could have liad without divine 
revelation. As the nature of true happiness, 
wherein H lev, and how to be obtained, which 
th" philosophers were so much puizied with, 
the K' riptures trivei us full satisfaction con- 
cerning H. True contentment under the 
trouble* of iifr, which the scripture only ar- 
nuaints u» win. the true ground* of; and ail 
the prescriptions of heathen moralists fall 
us much short of, as the directions of an em- 
piric do of a wise and skilful physician. A. 
voiding the fears of death, which can alone be 
through a grounded expectation of a future 



stale of hnppincts which death leads men to, 
which cannot be Lad but 1 1 rough the rigiit 
understanding of the word of God. thus we 
see the excellency of the matters themselveo 
contained in this revelation of the minds of 
God to tin.- world. 

As the matters arc of an excellent nature, 
so is the manner wherein they are revealed in 
Scripture; and that. 1. In a clear uud per- 
spicuous manner: not but there may he stiil 
some passages which are bard to tie under- 
stood, a3 being either prophetic*], or consist- 
ing ambiguous phrases, or containing mat - 
ters above our comprehension: but all those 
things which concern the terms of man's sal- 
vation, are delivered uith greatest evidence 
and perspicuity. Win, cannot understand 
what these things mean, •■what doth the 
Lord require of time, but to do justly, ci d 
love mercy, end to walU. humbly with thy 
Rodl" — that "without faith it is impossible 
to please Ooill" — ihat ••without holiness 
none shall see the l.'.rd" — that '•unlets we 
are bom again we can never enter the king- 
duiu of heaven:" — tlics? and such like things 
are so plain and clear, that nothing hut 
men's shutting their eyes against the light, 
can keep the;:! trom understanding them; 
God intended these things as directions to 
men: and is he not able to speak intelligibly 
when he pleases! He that made the tongue, 
shall he not speak so as to be understood 
without an infallible interpreter} Especially 
when it is his design to make known to men 
the terms of their eternal happiness? Wilt 
God judge men at the great day for nut be- 
lieving those things which they could not un- 
derstand? Strange, that ever man should 
judge the scriptures obscure in matters ne- 
cessary, when the scripture accounts it so 
great ii judgment for men not to understand 
them. ■•If our gospel be hid, it is hid to 
litem flint are lost: in whom the god of this 
world hath blinded the minds of them which 
believe nut. jest the light of the glorious gos- 
pel «,''< Virist should shine unto them." Suro 
Lot's door wus visible enough, if it were a 
judgment for the men of Sodom not to see it, 
and the scriptures then are plain and intelli- 
gible enough, it'it he so great a judgment not 
to understand them. 

In a powe.-fu! and authcritive manner) 
as the tilings contained in scriptun* do not so 
mi ch beg acceptance as command it; in that 
the expressions wherein our duty Is cone m» 
ed, are such as awe men's consciences antt 
pierce to their hesits and to their seen: 
thoughts; all things are open and naked br- 
foro Utis Word of God; every secret of the 
mind and thought of the heart lies open Ml 
its "stroke and fore -; ' it is quick and power- 
ful, sharper than a two edged sword, piercing 
to the dividing asunder of soul and spirit, ami 
of joints owl marrow, and is a d: cerncv of 
the> thoughts and intents of ti c heart." The 
word is b i«-Wcope. to, discover the «C»t lu- 
minaries of the world, the truths of highest 
concernment to th > souls of uie, : , and ii :„ 
such a microscope as discovers to the, »c-vil]- 
est atom of our thought -, j- 'i .i"cenis th- 
most h« ret latent* of tl>» jiwttt. And a ■ ilir 

b» this light reanHrtiu it conies with power 
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■od authority, as it comes armed with the 
majesty of that God who reveals it, whose 
authority extendi over the soul and con- 
science of man in its most secret and hidden 
recesses. 

3. In a pure and unmixed manner: in ail 
other writings, how good soever, we hare a 
great mixture oi" dross and gold together: 
here is nothing but pure gold, diamonds with- 
out flaws, suns without spots. The most cur- 
rent coins of the world have their alloys of 
baser metals, there is no such mixture in di- 
vine truths: as they all come from the same 
author, so they all have the same purity. — 
There is a Urim and Thummim upon the 
whole Scripture, light and perfection in every 
part of it. In the philosophers we may meet, 
it may be, with some *caltered fragments of 
purer metal, amidst abundance of dross and 
impure ore; here we have whole wedges of 
gold, the same vein of purity and holiness 
running through the whole book of Scripture. 
Hence it is called "the form of sound words;" 
here have been no hucksters to corrupt and 
mix their own inventions with divine truths. 

4. In uniform and agreeable manner. — 
This I grant is not sufficient of itself to prove 
the Scriptures to be divine, because all men 
do not contradict themselves in the ogreea- 
bleness of the parts of Scripture lo each oth- 
er, which arc not to be found in mere human 
writings. 

1. That this doctrine was delivered by 
persons who lived in different ages and times 
from each other. Usually one age corrects 
another's faults, and we ore apt to pity the 
ignorance of our predecessors, when it may- 
be our posterity may think us as ignorant, as 
we do them. But in the Sacred Scripture we 
read not one age condemning another; we 
find light still increasing in the series of 
times in Scripture, but no reflection in any 
time upon the ignorance, or weakness of the 
precedent; the dimmest light was sufficient 
for its age, and a step lo farther discovery. — 
Quintilhan gives it as the reason of the great 
uncertain tv of grammer rules, "quia non 
analogia demissa cirlo formon loquendi de- 
dil;" that which he wanted as to Grammar, 
we have as to divine truth; they are delivered 
from heaven, and therefore are always uni- 
form and agreeable lo each other. 

2. By persons of different interests. God 
made choice of men of all ranks to be inditers 
of his oracles, to make it appear it was no 
matter of state policy, or particular interest, 
which was contained in his word, which per- 
sons of such different interest, could not have 
agreed in as they do. We have Moses, Da- 
vid, Solomon, persons of royal rank and qual- 
ity; and can it be any mean thing, which 
those think it their glorv to be penner* of! — 
We hare Isaiah, Daniel, and other persons 
of the highest education and accomplish- 
ments, and can it be any trivial thing which 
these employ themselves in' We have Amos, 
and other prophets in the Old Testament, 
and the apostles in the New, of the meaner 
sort of men in the world, ret all these join in 
concert together; when God tunes their spir- 
: ta, all agree in the same strain of divine 
truli'i" md give light and harmony to each

doctrine; of which no alteration we see was 
made, either for the Battery of those in pow- 
er, or for avoiding miseries anil calamities.— 
And under all the different dispensations be- 
fore, under, and after the law, though the 
management of things was different, yet the 
doctrine and design was for substance the 
same in all. All the different dispensations 
agree in the aame common principles of re- 
ligion; the same ground of acceptance with 
God, and obligation to duty was common to 
all, though the peculiar Instances wherein 
God was served iniirht be different according 
to the ages of growth in the church of God. 
So that this uniformity considered in theee 
circumstances, is an argument that those 
thiags came originally from (he same spirit, 
though conveyed through different instru- 
ments to the knowledge of the world. 

f». In a persuasive and convincing man- 
ner: and thot these Way*, I. Brmging divine 
truth down to our capacity, clothing spiritu- 
al matter in familiar exprr-i-iiions and simili- 
tudes, that so they might have the easier ad- 
mission into our minds. 2. I'ropoundhig 
tilings as our interest, w hich are our duty :— 
tience God so frequently in Scripture, re- 
commends our duties lo us under all Ihose 
motives which are wont to have the greatest 
force on Ihe minds of men; and annexed _ 
gracious promises to our performance of them; 
and those of the most weighty and concern- 
ing things. Of grace, favor, protection, de- 
liverance, audience of prayers, and eternal 
happiness, and if these will not prevail 
with men, what motives will? 3. Court- 
ing us to obedience, when he might not only 
command us to obey but punish presently 
for disobedience. Hence are ull those most 
pathelical and affectionate strains we read in 
Scripture: "O that there were such a heart 
within Ihem, that they would fear me and 
keep my commandments alwavs, that it 
might go well with them, and with their chil- 
dren after them! — Wo unto thee, O Jerusa- 
lem, will thou not be made clean? Wlien 
shall it once be? Turn ve, turn ye from your 
evil ways, fur why will ye die, O house of 
Israeli How shall I give thee up, Ephraim? 
How shall 1 deliver thee Israel? How shall I 
make thee as Admaii? How shall 1 set thee 
as Zeboim? Mine heart is turned within me, 
my repenting* are kindled together. — O Je- 
rusalem, Jerusalem, how often would I have 
gathered thy children together, as a hen ga- 
thereth her cliiekens under her wings, and ye 
would not?" What majesty and yet what 
sweetness and condescension is there in t hese 
expressions! What obstinacy and rebellion 
is it in men for them to stand out against God, 
when he thus comes down from lus throne of 
majesty and woos rebellious sinners to return 
unto him thai they may be pardoned! Such a 
matchless and unparallclled strain of rhetor- 
ic is there in the Scripture, far above art and 
insinuations of the most admired orators. — ■ 
Thus we see the peculiar excellency of the 
manner wherein the matters contained in 
Scripture are revealed to us: thus we have 
considered Ihe excellency of the Scripture, 
as it i* a discovery of God's mind to the 
world. 

The Scripture may be considered as a rule 
of life, or as a law of God, which is given 
for the givernrnent of the live* of men, and 
therein (lie excellency of it lies in (he nature 
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of the duties, and the encouragement* to the 
practice of them. 

t; in the nature' of the duties requ'red, 
which are most becoming God to require, 
most reasonable for us to perform. 

1. Most becoming God to require, us they 
are most suitable ami agreeable to the divine 
nature, the imitation ot which in our action* 
in (lie substance of our religion. Imita- 
tion of him in his goodness and holiness, by 
our constant endeavors of mortifying sin and 
growing in grace and piety. In his grace 
and rnei— y, by our kindness to all men, for- 
giving the injuries men do unto us, doing 
good unto our greatest enemies. In his jus- 
tice and equity, by doiug as we woiuM be 
doup by, and keeping a conscience void of of- 
fence towards God and towards men. The 
first lakes in the duties of the first, the other 
the duties of the second table. All acts of 
piety towards Got), tire a par' of justice; for 
as Tally sait/i, "Quid aliud est pietas nisi 
juslitia, adversus deos!" And so our loving 
God with our whole hearts, our entire and 
sincere obedience to his will, is a part of na- 
tural justice; for thereby we do but lender 
unto God that which is his due from us as 
we are his creatures. We see then the whole 
duty of man, the fearing of God and keeping 
lus commandments, is as necessary a part of 
justice.as the rendering to every man bis own. 

2. They are most reasonable for us to 
perform, in that 1. lleligion is not only a ser- 
vice of the reasonable faculties which arc em- 
ployed the most in it, the commands of the 
Scripture reaching the heart most, and the ser- 
vice required being a spiritual servic?, not 
lying in meats and drinks, or any outward 
observations, but in a sanctified temper of 
heart and mind, which discovers itself in tiie 
course of a Christian's life: bat 2. Tlie ser- 
vice itself is reasonable; the commands of the 
gospel are such, as no man's reason which 
considers them, can doubt of the excellency 
oflheai. All natural worship is founded 
from the dictates of nature, all instituted 
worship on God's revealed will ; and it is one 
of the prime dictates of nature, tltat God 
must Iw universally obeyed. Besides, God 
requires nothing but what is apparently man's 
interest to do; God prohibits nothing but 
what will destroy him if he doth it; so that 
the commands of the Scriptures are very just 
and reasonable. 

2. The encouragement* are more than 
proportionable to the difficulty of obedience' 
God's commands are in themselves e;isy, and 
most suitable to our natures. What more ra- 
tional lor a creature than to obey his Maker! 
All the difficulty of religion ariselh trom the 
corruption of nature. Now God", to encour- 
age taen to conquer the difficulty arising 
thence, hath propounded the strongest mo- 
tives, and most prevaili.'i arguments to obe- 
dience. Such are the considerations of God's 
l ive and goodness manifested to the world by 
■lending his Sou into it to die forBinners, ami 
to give them an example which they ore to 
follow, and by his readiness through bun to 
pardon the sins, and accept the persons of 
such who so received him as to walk ill him; 
and by his promise-: of grace lo assist them in 
the wrestling with the enemies of their sal- 
valion. Ami to all these add thai glnrioiii 
and inconceivable reward which God hath pro. 
muM-d to all those vho simeHy ob»y him, 



and by these things we see how much the 
encouragements overweigh the difficulties, 
and that none can make the least pretence 
that there is no motive sufficient to down- 
weigh the troubles which attend the exercise 
of obedience to the will of God. So that wc 
see what a peculiar excellency there is in the 
Scriptures as a rule of life, above all the pre- 
cepts of mere moralists, the foundation of 
obedience being laid deeper in man's oblip- 
tion to serve his Maker, the practice of obe- 
dience being carried higher in those most holy 
precepts which are in Scripture, the reward 
of obedience being incomparably greater than 
what men are able to conceive, much less to 
promise or liestow. 

The excellency of the Scriptures appears 
as they contain in them a covenant of grace, 
or the. transactions between God and man in 
order to Jiis eternal happiness. The more 
luewortbte any transactions arc, the more va- 
luable are any authentic records of them. — 
The Scriptures contain in them the Magna 
Charta of heaven, an art of pardon with the 
royal assent of heaven, a proclamation of 
good will from God towards men; ami can we 
then set too great a value on that which con- 
tains all the remarkable passages between God 
and the souls of men, in order to their feli- 
city, from the beginning of the world! Can 
we Hunk, since there is a God in the world 
of infinite goodness, that he should sutler nil 
mankind to perish inevitably without his pro- 
pounding any means for escaping of eternal 
misery 1 Is Clod so good to men as to this pr»- 
sentlife; andean we think, if man's soul be 
immortal, that he should wholly neglect any 
offer of good to men as to their eternal wel- 
forel Or is it possible to imagine that man 
should be happy in another world without 
God's promising it, and prescribing condi- 
tions in order to it! If so, then this happi- 
ness is no free gift of Cod, unlet s he has the 
bestowing and promising of t*i and man is no 
rational ag""t, unless a rew ard suppose con- 
ditions to be performed in order lo [he obtain- 
ing it; or man may be bonnd to conditions 
which were never required of him; or if they 
must be required, then there must be a reve- 
lation of God's will, whereby he doth require 
them: and if so, then there are some records 
extant of th» transactions between God and 
man, in order to his eternal happiness; for 
what reason can wc have to imagine that such 
records, if once extant, should not continue 
still, especially since the same goodness ,nf 
God is engaged to preserve such records, 
which at first did cause them to be indited? — 
Supposing then such records extant some 
where in The world, of these grand transac- 
tions between f !od and men's souls, our bu- 
siness is brought to a period: for what other 
records arp in (ho world tliut can in the loasl 
vie with the Scriptures, as to the giving so 
just an account of oil the transactions between 
God ond men from the foundation of the 
world/ which gives us all thestcps, methods, 
and ways whereby Cod hath made known his 
mind and will to the world, in order to man's 
salvation! tl remains only tWtliat wc adore 
and magnify the goodrnw of God in making 
known his will 1« Da, and that we set a value 
and esteem upon tfi" Scriptures, as the only 
authentic instruments of that Grand Charter 
of peace, which God halh revealed in order 
toman's et"mnl happiness- — &wi*gfl«el.

THE VALLEY OK THE JORDAN, AND 
THE DEAD SEA. 

Wo left the convent at three in the after- 
noon, ascended the torrent of Odron, and 
at length crossing the ravine, rejoined our 
route to tlic cast. An opening in the moun- 
tain gave us a pacing view of Jerusalem. — 
I hardly recognized the city; it Beemed a 
mass of'broken rocks; the sudden appearance 
of that city of desolation, in lite midst 
of the wilderness hail something in it almost 
terrifying. She w»e in truth the queen of 
the Desert. 

As ne advanced, the aspect of the moun- 
tains continued e-.i.-istanlly the same, that is, 
a powdery white— w ithout shade, a tree, or 
even moss. At half part four, we descend- 
ed from the lofty chain we hid hitherto tra- 
versed, and wound along another of inferior 
(deration. At length we arrived at the last 
of the chain of heights, which clo»c in on 
the west of lh"\ alley of Jordunand the Dead 
Sea. The sun was nearly setting; we dis- 
mounted and I lay down to contemplate at 
leisure, the lake, the valley, and the river. 

When you speak in general of a valley, 
you conceive it either cultivated or unculti- 
vated; if the former, it is filled with villages, 
cornfields, vineyards, and flocks, if the latter, 
tt presents grass or forests; ifilis watered by 
a liver, that river has it* windings and sinu- 
osities, ot projecting points afford agreeable 
and varied landscapes, lint here is nothing 
of the kind. Conceive two long chains of 
mountains running parallel from north to 
south, without projections, without recesses, 
without vegetation. The ridge on the east, 
called the mountains of Arabia is most ele- 
vated: viewed at the distance of eight or tpn 
leagues, it resembles a vast wall, extremely 
•iuiilar to the Jura, as seen from the lake of 
Geneva, from its form and azure tint. You 
can perceive neither summits nor the small- 
est peaks: only here ami there slight inequali- 
ties, as if the hand of the painter who traced 
the lines along the sky, had occasionally 
trembled. 

The chai-i on the eastern side forms part 
of the mountains of Judea — less elevated and 
more uneven than the ridge on the west, it 
differs also in its character; it exhibits great 
masses of rockand sand, which occasionally 
present all thy varieties of ruined fortification's 
armed men, and floating banners. On the 
side of Arabia, on the other hand, black rocks 
with perjiendiciilar flanks, spread from ufar 
their shadows oyer the Dead Sea. The small- 
est bird could not lind in these crevices of 
rock a morsel of food; every thing announces 
a country which has fallen under the fain 
wrath; every thing inspires the horror at the 
incest from whence sprung Amnion und 
Moab. 

The valley which lies between these moun- 
tains resembles the boftom of theseu, from 
which the waves have long ago with- 
drawn; banks of gray..!, a dried bottom 

rocks covered with salt, deserts of moving 
sand — here and there stunted arbutus shrubs 
grow with difticultv on that arid soil; their 
leaves are covered' with the salt which had 
nourished (heir roots while their bark l.ad the 
scent and taste of smoke. 

Instead of villages, nothing but the ruins 
of towers are to be seen. Through the midst 



of the valleys flows a discolored slreso., 
which MMM to drag its lazy course' unwil- 
lingly towards the lake. Its course is not to 
be discerned by I lie water, but by the w illow* 
and shrubs wl-ich c-kirt its banks — theArab 
conceals himself in these thickets to waylay 
and rob the pilgrim. 

iSuch ure the placrs rendered fainuus by 
the maledictions of Heaven; that river is 
the Jordan; that lake is the Dead sea. It ap- 
pears with a serene surface, but the guilty 
cities which arc embosomed in its waves, 
have poisoned its waters. Its solitary abys* 
can sustain the life of no living •ling: no 
vessel ever ploughed its bosom — its shores 
are without tree*, without birds, without 
verdure; its water frightfully salt: it is so 
heavy that the highest wind can hardly raise 
it. 

In travelling in Judea. an extreme t-cling 
of enn .i frequently seizes the mind, from the 
sterile and monotonous aspects which are 
presented to the eye; but when journeying 
through tbese deserts, the expanse seems to 
spread out to infinity Ivefore you — the ennui 
disappears, and a secret terror is experienced 
which, far from lowering the soul, elevates 
and inflames the genius. Tliesc extraordi- 
nary scenes reveal the land desolated by mi- 
rac/es — the burning' sun, the impetuous ea- 
gle, the barren fig tree; all the poetry — all the 
pictures of scriptures are there. Every name 
recalls a mystery — every grotto speaks of n 
life to t ome— every peak re-echoes the voice 
ofa prophet. CJod himself has spoken in 
these shores: these ihied-up torrents, these 
cleft rocks, these tombs rent asunder, attest 
his resistless hand — the desert appears mule 
with terror; and you feel that it has never 
ventured to break silence since it heard the 
voice of the Eternal. 

I employed two complete hours in wander- 
ing on tiie shores of the Dead (Sea, notwith- 
standing the remonstrances of the Bedouins, 
who pressed me to quit that dangerous re- 
gion. I was desirous of seeing the Jordan, 
at the place where it discharged itself into 
the lake; but the Arabs refused to lead me 
thither, because the river, near its mouth, 
makes a detour to the left, and approaches 
the mountains of Arabia. It was therefore 
necessary for us to direct our steps towards 
the curve nearest ns. Wc struck our tents, 
and travelled for an hour and a half with ex- 
cessive difficulty, through a fine silvery sand. 
IVe were moving towards a little wood of 
willows and tamarinds, which, to my great 
surprise, I perceived growing in l/ie midst of 
the desert. All of a sudden the Bethlehera- 
i tea stepped, and pointed to something at the 
bottom of a ravine, which had not yet at- 
tracted my attention. 

Without being able to say what it wo*, I 
perceived a soi l of sand rolling on through 
the fixed banks v.- hi cm surrounded il. 1 ap. 
proached il, nnd saw a yellow stream which 
could hardly be distinguished from the band 
of its own two banks. Itwas deeply futrow- 
ed through the rocks, and with difficulty roll- 
ed on, n stream surcharged with sand: it was 
the Jordan. 

V.\i.urr or the Jkiiosiiatiivt, — The as- 
pect of this celebrated valley is desolate. — 
The western side is iKmnded by a ridge of 
lolly rocks, which support the walls; of .le- 
rnsaJem, above which the towers of the ci 
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ty appear. The eastern side is formed by the 
Mount of Olives, and another eminence 
called the VlOunt of Scandal, from the idola- 
try of Solomon. 'Miese. two mountains ad- 
join each other, an' almost bare, and of n 
red aud sombre hue; cu their desert mJi- you 
see here and there some black and withered 
vineyards, some ploughed land, C OTP rod with 
hysop, and a few ruined chapels. At the 
bottom of the valley, you perceive a torrent 
lruversed by a single arch, which appears of 
great anliipiily. The slimes, of the Jewish 
cemetrv appear Eflra a mass of ruins at the 
loot of the mountain of Scandal, mider the 
\illage of .SiJoain. You can hardly distin- 
guish tiie buildings of the village from tiic 
ruiiiK with which they are surrounded. — 
Three ancient monuments are particularly 
conspicuous; those of Zaohariah. Jehosophat, 
and Absalom. The sadness of Jerusalem, 
frojn which ni smoke ascend*, aud in Which 
no sound is to be heard; the solitude of the 
surrounding mountains, where not a living 
creature is to be «een: the disorder of those 
tombs, ruined, sacked, and half exposed lo 
view, woidd ulmost induce one to believe, 
that the last trump had been heard, and tliul 
I lie dead were about to rise in the valley of 
Jchoshapiiat. 

Tin; Kiissor Cuitiiac.e. — From thesuru- 
mit of Hyrsa, the eye embraces the ruins of 
i ertiiage, wliich are more considerable 
limn are generally imagined; they resem- 
ble those of Sparta, having nothing well 
preserved, but embracing a considerable 
space, 1 saw them in the middle of Feb- 
ruary; the olives and the fig trees were al- 
ready bursliuj into lent"; large bushes of an- 
gelica and acanthus fbmed lulls of verdure, 
amid the remains of marble of cverv color, 
fn the distance I r:i-; my eyes over the ialh- 
liius, the double «ea — the distant isles — a ce- 
rulean sea, a smiling plain, anil azure moun- 
tains. I saw forests and vessels, ,md nrjue. 
ducts; Moorish villages and Mahometan her- 
mitages, glittering minerals, tod the while 
buildings of Tunis. Surrounded with the 
most touching recollections, 1 thought alter, 
nately of Dido Sophonisba. and the noble 
wife of Aslruhal. / eonleinphited the vast 
plain* where the legions of Hannibal, fcieipin, 
and Cesar were buried: my eyes sought for a 
sight of I'lica. Alas! the remains nfthe pa- 
lace of Tiberius still remain In the island of 
Capri, and you search in vain at [ tica lor 
the house of C'alo. 

Finally*, the terrible Vandals, the rapid 
Moora passed before my recollection, which 
terminated at last on Saint Louis expiring on 
that inhospitable shore — ChautetriunUi I'ra- 
Tth.

Here we have more than a century and a 
half difference on a subject of the utmost im- 
portance to the human family; and that, too, 
from the word of the Lord, And how cornea 
this, asks the humble enquirer, 1 thought the 
Spirit of God taught his disciples alike in all 
ages, and in all tilings? Be patient, beloved 
reader, and you shall know where the error 
comes from. The different parcels of time, 
from the creation until Jacob lold Pharaoh 
the days of his pilgrimage were 130 years, 
are just as explicit as words at full length can 
make them; and he that will, may add the 



years of each man from birth to birlh, till be 
conies to Jacob's pibfimage, when he enter- 
ed Kgpyt, and lie will find 2238 years. — Ve- 
ry well, but notwithstanding (Ml wdM ofthe 
Lord says, in several places, that the children 
of Israel sojourned in Egypt four handled 
and thirty years, in words al full length, yet 
all Christendom reject the account, and de- 
clare that the- said 4'Jtl years commenced 
wlirn Abrani departed from Crin Chaldcu, 
leaving Israel in Egypt but 220 years, unit 
some have actually iiad the presumptuous 
audacity to endeavor to strengthen this cal- 
culation, by quoting Paul's words in (he 3d 
chapter of (iallatians: The covenant that 
was cunfirnu4 before of God in Christ, the 
law that wes four hundred and thirty years 
after, cannot disannul, that it should make 
the promise of none effect. Now let us search 
out the word confirm, ami we shall learn that 
Paul allowed the children of Israel to be in 
Egypt 4:10 years, according to the record of 
the prophets. The 105th Psnlm rays, O ye 
seed of Abraham, his servant, ye children of 
Jacob his chosen: he is the Lord our God; 
his judgments are in all the earth; he ha'.b 
remembered Ins covenants to a thousand ge- 
nerations; which he made with Abraham and 
his oath tinto Isaac, (vnjiniiid the same unto 
Jacob for a law, and to Israel for un everlast- 
ing covenant. He 1 hut believes (he Bible, 
knows that God made a covenant with Abra- 
ham, and said to Isaac, 1 will perlnrm the 
oath which I swore unto Abraham thy father, 
and when the same find spoke lo Jacob, say- 
ing. Fear not to go down info Egypt — I will 
surely bring you up again, in addition to the 
promise before, that, in him and his seed 
should all the families of the earth be blessed, 
he has the confirmation, that Paul when he 
used to confirm had no reference to the time 
when God mailt the rormnnt with Abraham 
Besides the proplietic declaration that tho 
seed of Abraham should be a stranger in a 
land not theirs: and they should be afflicted 
4(M) years (lien. 15.) Stephen says in the 
Till chap, of Acts, that they were evil en- 
treated that length of time, which just agrees 
with the general account, that about thirty 
years afler Jacob went into the laud of Gosh- 
en a new king rose up, who began to torment 
Israel and to increase the tale of his labor, 
which lasted four hundred years. 

The objection to this account of lime, in, 
like othera against the scripture, made by 
man upon the supposition, that rf Levi 
begat Kohath, and Koliath begat Amram, and 
Ainrain begat Moses, there could not have 
been 4,')0 years, as the ape of man at that day 
rarely exceeded 120 or 1 ItO years. 

As there is but one place, as we recollect, 
that carries nn idea that Moscb was the SON 
of Amram, if the world will furnish us with 
the Book ofthe kings of Israel and Judah men- 
tioned in the 9th chap, of 1st Chronicles, 
wherein the genealogies of the fathers of Is- 
rael and Judah, were regularly kept, we will 
endeavor to explain the secret; so we odd 
430 years to the last sum, and it makes 26C8 
years when God brought Israel out of bond- 
age. 

From this till the Savior come, are 1491 
years. Divided thus; to the commencement 
of Solomon's temple, 4r>0, as mentioned in 
the 6th chap, of the 1st book of Kings. From 
tbence to the Babylonish captivity of the 
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Jews, are 41 1 years, drawn from the different 
reigns of tin; various kings. In this account 
arc think there is a small difference, not to ex- 
ceed 8 or lfl years; we lake the least. From 
the Babylonian captivity till the birth of the 
Savior, not only the scripture and commenta- 
tors, but the Book of Mormon also, agree in 
600 years; which three sums, added to 
gives an aggregate of four thousand one hun- 
dred and fitly five years to the commence- 
ment of this present era. 

We will remark here, that years cannot 
be calculated by generations. For the 
1943 years from Adam to Abraham included 
'20 generations; 97J; years to a generation in 
all, but before the flood 165 years. From A- 
braham to Christ were 42 generations, 2211 
years, which would give about !-£\ years to a 
generation; but as the sacred writer divided 
the Baid2*ill years into three portions of 14 
generations each, we have from Abraham to 
David 1120 years; equal toROl years to a ge- 
neration. From David to the captivity at 
Babylon, 48B years, equal to 34 J years to a 
generation; and from the captivity to the 
birth of Christ, 600 years ; equal to 42J years 
to a generation. Wherefore he that is wise 
will watch the signs, without measuring the 
length of a generation. 

As no serious objections have been made lo 
the current account of lime called the chris- 
tian era, we shall not only suppose it correct, 
but net itdown so, at 1 *K, and with the old 
and new eras, we have tiye thousand nine 
hundred and ninety one years; leaving the 
world NINK years from the beginning of the 
seven thousandth year, or sabbath of the 
creation; but as all have the privilege of as- 
certaining such facts for themselves, we ask no 
man to talte our word for fiieugc of the world; 
the word of the Lord is enough, and whether 
it be 1G0 or only t years to the morning of 
the Great Day, is not so much mailer, as the 
solemn reality — are we ready f

truth spring out of the earth, and righteous- 
ness look down from heaven in the last days, 
before the Lord came the second time, to 
gather his elect; they saw the end of wicked, 
ness on the earth, and the sabbath of creation

O that they were print- 
ed in a book 1 We cannot close thi» essay 
without saying, Brethren | live fbt Jesus, for 
he lives for you ; Sisters 1 live for Jesus, for 
he lives for vou : Husbands! live fur Jesus, 
for lie Uvea for you: Wives! live for Jesus, fur 
he lives for you: Children! live for Jeaus, 
for he lives for you : And whatever you w rite, 
let it be— the truth : in fact and in very deed; 
let your yea be yea, and your nay be nay, and 
then, when letters are written by you, from 
Zion to the world, the spirit of the Lord will 
bear recoid, that they are true: and if letters 
from abroad, arc written by th>; disciples to 
Zion, the spirit of the Lord will bear record 
that they are true, and the dory of God will 
be in Zion. Again, should hypocrites or sin-

Till" BOOK OF JACOB. 

One of the greatest figures, one of the plain- 
est parables, and sublimest prophecies, that 
we know of, is found in the book of Jacob in. 
the book of Mormon. It is as simple as the 
accents of a child, and as sublime as the lan- 
guage of an angel. The words are from the 
mouth of an ancient prophet named Zenos, 
and would to God we had all his prophetic 
book, lor he that caused Isaiah's hps to be 
touched with sacred fire, filled Zenos with 
the word of wisdom. Isaiah said, The vine- 
yard of the Lord of hosts, is the house of Is- 
rael, and the men of Jmlali his pleasant plant, 
and Zenos adorns il with the tame olive tree 
for the children of Israel, and grafts in the 
wild olive for the Gentiles; and marvel not 
that the 1-onl is now sending his servants lo 
prune this vineyard for the last time; he hath 
airead / liad laborers in it at the sixth and ninth 
hour, and those that work for the Lord at this 
eleventh hour, will receive their penny as 
much as those that have labored all day. The 
captivity of Jacob will return, and the chil- 
dren of 'Israel shall come, they and the chil- 
dren of Judah together, going and weeping: 
they shall go and seek the Lord their God. 
They shall ask the way to Zion with their fa- 
ces thitherward. Raying, Come and let us join 
ourselves lo the Lord in a perpetual covenant 
that shall not be forgotten. Whoso readeth 
let him understahd, for thus it is:

Take thou the branch- 
es of the wild olive tree, and graft thetn in, 
in the stead thereof; mid these which I have 
plu:ked off, I will cast into the fire and burn 
them, that they may not cumber the ground 
of iny vineyard. 

And it cam? to pa=s thi'. the s.rvant of the 
Lord of lit? vineyard, dune according to the 
word of the Lord of the vineyard, and graft- 
ed in the branchesof the wild olive tree. And 
t he Lord of the vineyard canned that it should 
be diggrd shout, and pruned, and nourished, 
Myini unto hU servant,.

out of all the land of my vineyard: for behold, 
only this ones will I prune my vineyard. 

And it caiue to pass that the Lord of the 
vineyard si tit his servant; and the servant 
went and did as the Lord hail commanded him, 
and brought other servants; and they were 
few. And the Lord of the vineyard saith un- 
to them', Go to, aii.l labor in the vineyard, with 
your iriiglits. Tor behold, this is the last 
lime that I shall nourish my vineyard: for 
Jhe end is nigh at hand, and the seat-on fpee- 
dily cometh; and if ye labor with your might* 
with me, ye shall have joy in the fruit which 
I shall lay up nnto myself, against the time 
which wiil soon crime. 

And it cam- to pass that the servants did 
go to it, and labor with their mights; and the 
Lord of the vineyard labored also with them: 
ar-l they did obey tlie commandments of the 
Lord of the vineyard in all things. And there 
began to be the ly&Uirat fruit again in the 
vineyard; and the natural branches began to 
grow- and thrive exceedingly: and the wihl 
branches began to be plucked off, and to bo 
cast away: and they did keep the root and 
the top thereof equal, aecnr.linglo the strength 
thereof. And thus they labored, with all dil- 
igence, according to the commandments of 
the Lord of the vineyard, even until the bad 
had been cast away out of the vineyard, and 
the Lord hod preserv ed unto himself, that the 
trees had lieconie again the natural fruit; and 
they become again like unto one body; and 
the fruit were equal; and the Lord of the vine- 
yard had preserved unto himself the natural 
fruit, which was most precious unto him from 
the beginning. 

And it came to pass that when the Lord of 
the vineyard saw that his fruit was good, and 
that his vineyard wits no more corrupt, he 
caileth up his servcnls and saith unto them, 
Bvhuld, lor this last time have we nourished, 
my vineyard; and thou beholdest that I have 
done according to my will; and I have pre- 
served tho natural fruit that it is good, even 
like as it was in the beginning; and blessed 
art tllou. i'or tK'oause ijiat ye have been dil- 
igent in laboring w ith mo in my vineyard, and 
have Aept my commandmi. /its, and ha'.h. 
brought unto me again the natural fruit, that 
my vineyard is no more corrupter!, and tie: 
bul is east away, behold, yc shall have joy 
with iue, because of the fruit of my vineyard. 
I'Tor behoU, for a long time will 1 lay up of 
lhe fmit of my vineyard gnlo mine own self, 
against tlie season, w hich speedily comcjjj; 
and fur the lost time have I nourish! : my 
vineyard, and ^runued it, and dug abuiit ,u,*- 
and dunged it, wherefore I wiil lay up unto 
mine own self of the fruit, Tut a long tuna, uc- 
cording to Unit which i iiave spoken. And 
when the time cor.ielli lliut evil fruit shall a- 
gain come foamy vineyard, Uieu will 1 cause 
the good and the. bad to be- gathered; and the 
goodwill I preserve unto myself; and the 
bad will 1 ca»t away into its awn place. And 
then cuuieth the si.ason auU lhe end; and my 
viueyaid will I cusMse lube bunicJ with firp. ' 
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of mankind; and since it was impossible thai 
their speculation* (hemic! obtain the true 
knowledge of God; God took another way to 
instruct tltem; he revealed by preaching of 
the gospel what the light of nature could not 
discover, so that the system of Jesus Christ 
and hi* apostle* supplied all that was want- 
ing in the system^ of the ancient philoso- 
phers. 

But it is not in relation to ancient philoso- 
phers only, that we rucan to consider the pro- 
position in our text; we will examine it also 
in reference to modern philosophy. Our phi- 
losophers know more than all those of Greece 
kn»w; but their science which ii> of unspeak- 
able advantage, while it contains itself with- 
in its proper sphere, becomes a source of er- 
rors, when it is extended beyond it. Kumar 
reason now lodges itaelfin new istrenchnients, 
when it refWtn to submit to the faith. It 
eren puts on new armor to attack it, after it 
hath invented new methods of sell" defence, 
t'nder pretence tliat natural science hath 
made greater progress, rev-elation is despised. 
I nder pretence that modern notions of God 
the Creator are purer than those of the an- 
cients, the yoke of God the Redeemer is bro- 
ken eft! U'e are gnin.? to employ the re- 
maining part of this discourse in justifying 
the proposition of St. Tavil, iu the anme'lhat 
we have given it: we are going to endeavor 
to prove that revealed religion hath advanta- 
ges infinitely superior lo natnr.il religion: 
tliat tlie greatest g-niusos are incapable of dis- 
covering hy tbeir own reason nil the truths 
necessary "to salvation: and that it displays 
the goodness of God, not to abandon us to 
the uncertainties of our own wisdom, but to 
make us the si -h present of revelation. 

We wii! entes into this discussion, by pla- 
cing on the j>ne side a philosopher contempla- 
ting the works of nature: on the other, a dis- 
ciple of Jesus Christ receiving the doctrines 
of revelation. To each we will give four sub- 
jects to examine: lh» attributes of God; the 
nature of man: the means of appeasing the 
remorse ofconscience: and a future stale. 
From their judgments on each of these sub- 
jects, evidence will arise of the superior worth 
of that revelation, which some minute philos 
ophers affect to despise, and abnye which they 
prefer that rough draught, wluch they tketch 
out by their own learned speculations. 

1. Let us consider a disciple of natural re 
ligion, and adisciple of revealed religion med- 
itating on the attributes of God. When the 
disciple of natural religion considers the sym- 
metry of this universe; when he observes 
that admirable uniformity, which appears in 
the succession of seasons', and in the constant 
rotation of night and day: when he remarks 
the exact motions of the heavenly bodies: 
the flux and reflux of* the sea, so ordered the 
billows, which swell into mountains, and seem 
to threaten the world with an universal del- 
uge, break away on the short, and respect on 
the beach the command of the Creator, who 
said to the sea, "hitherto shalt thou come, 
but no further; and here shall thy proud waves 
be staid;" when he attends lo all these mar- 
vellous works, he will readily conclude, that 
the Author of nature ia a being powerful and 
wise. But when he observes winds, lera- 
pesU, and earthquakes, which seem to threat- 
en lha redaction of nature to its primitive 
chaos; when he sees the sea overflow its 



banks, and burst the enormous aioles, thai 
the industry of mankind had raised ; his spec- 
ulations will be perplexed, he will imagine he 
fees characters of infirmity among so many 
proofs of creative perfection and power. 

When he thinks that God, having eurul.ed 
the habitable world with innumerable produc- 
tions of infinite worth to the inhabitant, Haiti 
placed man here as a sovereign iu a superb 
palace; when he considers how adnii.'ably 
God hath proportioned the divers parts uf the 
creation to the construction of the 1 tanas 
body, the air to the lungs, aliments to the 
different humors of the i>ody, the medium by 
which objects are rendered to the eyes, that 
by which sounds are communicated to the 
cars; when lie remarks how God bath con- 
nected man with his own species, and not 
with animals of any other kind; how he hath 
distributed talents, to that some requiring 
the assistance of others, ail should be mutual- 
ly united together; how he hath bound mm 
together by invisible tics, so that one cannot 
sec another in pain without a sympathy, that 
inclines him to relieve him: when the disci- 
ple of natural religion meditates on these 
grand subjects, he cor.cludss that the Author 
of nature is a beneficent being. Cut when he 
sees the iiinunierab/e miseries lo which ujcu 
are subji -cl; when he finds, that every crea- 
ture, which contributes lo support, contrib- 
utes at list same time to destroy Ei; whin hp 
thinks, that Hie air, which assists respiration, 
conveys epidemical diseases, and impercepti- 
ble poisons; that aliments, which nourish us, 
are often our banc: that the animals, Ac. Ac. 
when be observes the profidiousnesc of socie- 
ty, the mutual industry of mankind in tor- 
menting rach other; ihe arts which they in- 
vent lo deprive one o&olhR of iife: when he 
attempts to reckon up the innumerable mala- 
dies that consume us: wheu he considers 
death, which lov.s ike loftiest heads, dissolves, 
the firmest cement", and subverts the bent- 
founded fortunes; when he makes these re- 
tlcctions, he will be ^pt to coubt whether it 
be goodness, or the contrary attribute, that 
incBoetn the AutlsST of our being to give us 
existence. Wlia»Tsl»e disciple of natural reh.- 
gionreads those rev-eases of fortune, oj'v.hicb 
history furnisheth a- great many examples: 
when "he se^lh tyrants fall from a pinnacle of 
grandeur; wicked uteri often punUhcd by their 
own wickedness, the avaricious punished by 
their avarice, the mubitious by those of their 
ambition, the voluptuous by these of ihcir vo- 
luptuousness; when be perceives that the 
laws of virtue are so essential tu public hap- 
piness, that without. them society would be- 
come a banditti, at least, that society in more 
or less happy, or miserable, according lo its 
looser or closer attachment to virtue; when 
he considers all these cases, he will probably 
conclude that the Author of this universe is a 
just and bolr being. Bui when he sees ty- 
ranny established, vice enllironed, humility 
in confusion, pride wearing a crown, and love 
to holiness sometimes exposing people to ma- 
ny and intolerable calamities: he will not be 
able to justify God, amidst the darkness in 
which his equity is involved in the govern- 
ment of the world. 

But, of all these mysteries, can one be pro- 
posed, which the gospel doth not unfold; or, 
at least, is there one, on which it doth not 
give us som » principles that arc sufficient 14 
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conciliate it with the perfections of the Crea- 
tor, how opposite soever it mayseem! 

Di the disorders of the world puzzle the 
disciple of natural religion, nnj produce diffi- 
culties in his mind! With the principles of 
the gospel I can scire them all. When it is 
remembered that this world hath been defiled 
by the sin of nan, and that he is, therefore, 
an object of divine displeasure: when the 
principal is admitted, that the world is not 
what it was, when it came out of the hands 
of God; and that, in comparison with its 
pristine stale, it is only a heap of ruins, the 
truly magnificent, but actually minors neap 
of an edifice of incomparable beauty, the rub- 
bish of which in tar more proper to excite our 
grief for the loss of its primitive grandeur, 
than to suit our prosent wants. When these 
reflections are made, can we find any objec- 
tions, in the disorders of the world, against 
the wisdom of onr Creator, 

Are the miseries of man, anJ is the fata! 
necessity of death, in contemplation? With 
the principles of the gospel, I solve the diffi- 
culties, which the*? sad objects produce in 
the mind of the disciple of natural religion. — 
If the principles of Christianity be admitted 
if we allow tlial the afflictions of good men 
are profitable to them, and that, in many ca- 
ses, prosperity would b* fatal to them; If we 
grant, that the present is a transitory state, 
and that this momentary life will be succee- 
ded by -n immortal state; if we recollect the 
many similar truths, which the gospel abun- 
dantly declares; can we find in human mise- 
ries, and in the necessity of dyinj, objections 
•gainst the goodness of the Creator! 

Do the prosperities of bad men, and adver- 
sities of the good, confuse our ideas uf God? 
With the principles of the gospel, 1 ran re- 
move all the difficulties, which these different 
conditions produce in the mind of the disci- 
pica of natural religion- If the principles of 
the gospel be annulled, if we be persuaded 
that the tyrant, whose prosperity astonishes 
us, fulfils the counsel of God: if ecclesiastical 
history assures us, that Herods, and l\Uv«. 
themselves contributed to the establishment 
of that very Christianity, which they meant 
to destroy; especially, if we admit a state of 
future rewards and punishments; can the ob- 
scurity, in which providence hath lieen pleas- 
ed to wrap up some of its designs, raise doubts 
about the justice of the Creator! 

In regard then, to the first object of con- 
templation, the perfection of the nature of 
God, revealed religion is infinitely superior to 
natural religion; the disciple of the first reli- 
gion is infinitely wiser than the pupil of the 
last. 

II. Let us consider these two disciples ex- 
amining the nature of man, and endeavoring 
to know themselves. The disciple of natural 
religion cannot know mankind; he cannot 
perfectly understand the nature, the obliga- 
tions the duration of man. 

1. The disciple of natural religion can on- 
ly imperfectly know the nature of man, the 
difference of the two substances, of which he 
is composed 1 - His reason, indeed, may spec- 
ulate liie matter, and he may perceive no rela- 
tion between motion »nd thon^ht, betweT 1 
thj uusoluliui) of a few fibres ani violent sen- 
saiions of pain, between agitation of humors 
and profound reflections; he may infer from 
wo dfTjrent effects, that there ought to be 



two different causes, a cause of motion, and a 
cause of sensation, a cause of agitating hu- 
mors, and a cause of reflecting, that there is 
body, and that there is spirit. 

But, in my opinion, those philosophers, 
who are best" acquainted with the nature of 
man, cannot account for two difficulties, that 
are proposed to them, when, on the mere 
principles of reason, they affirm, that man is 
composed of the substances of matter and 
mind. I ask, first. Do ye so well understand 
matter, are your ideas of it so complete, that 
ft can affirm, for certain, it is susceptible of 
nothing more than this or that! Are yc sure 
that it implies a contradiction to affirm, it 
hath one property, which hath eecaped your 
observation! And consequently, can ye sc. 
tually demonstrate, that the essence of matter 
is compatible with thought? Since, when 
ye cannot discover the union of an attribute 
with a subject, ye instantly conclude, that 
two attribute: which seem to you to hare no 
relation, suppose too different subjects: and 
since ye conclude that extent and thought 
compose two different subjects, body and soul, 
because ye can discover no natural relation 
between extent and thought; if I discover • 
third attribute, which appears to me entirely 
unconnected with both extent and thought, I 
shall have a right, in my turn, to admit three 
subjects in man; matter, which is the subject 
of extent; mind, which is the subject of 
thought; and a third subject, which belongs 
to the attribute, that seems to me to hare do 
relation to either matter or mind. Now I do 
know such an attribute: but I do not know to 
which of your two subjects I ought to refer it; 
I mean sensation. I find it in my nature, 
and experience it every hour. But I am al- 
together at a loss, whether I ought to attrib- 
ute it to body or spirit. I perceive no more 
natural and necessary (.relation between sen- 
sation and motion, than between sensation 
and thought. 

There are, then, on your principle, throe 
substances in man, one the substratum, which 
is the subject of extension; another, which 
is the subject of thought; and a third, which 
is the subject of sensation; or rather, I an>- 
pect. there is only one substance in man, 
which is known to me imperfectly, to which 
all these attributes belong, and which are 
united together, although I am not abl> to 
discover their relation.

Therefore also now, saith the Lord, 
Turn ye to me with all your heart, and 
with fasting, and with weeping, and 
with mourning: and rend your heart, 
ami not y>uv garments, and turn unto 
the Lord your God ; fur ho is gracious 
and merciful slow to anger, and of 
great kindness, and repenteth hijn of 
the evil. Who knowcth if he will re- 
turn and reperlt; and leave a blessing 
behind him; yea, even a meat-offering 
and a drink-offering unto the Lord 
your God I 

Blow the trumpet in Zion, sanctify 
a fast, call a solemn assembly: gather 
the people, sanctify the congregation, 
assemble tlje elders, gather ihechildrcn, 
and those that suck the breasts : let the 
bridegroom go forth of his chamber, 
and the bride out of her closet. Let 
the priests, the ministers of the Lord, 
weep between the porch and the altar, 
and let them say, Sparc thy people, 
Lord, and give not thy heritage to re- 
proach, that the heathen should rule o- 
ver them : wherefore should they say 
amongthe people, Where is their God ! 
' Thefl will the Lord be jealous for his 
land, nnd pity his people. Yea, the 
fjord will answer and say unto his peo- 
ple, Be^Drai I will scud you corn, and 
wine, and oil, and ye shaJ/ bo satisfied 
therewith : and 1 will no rati* make 
you a reproach among the heathen : 
but 1 will remove fur off from you the 
northern army, and will drive him into 
a fond barred and desolate, with his 
face tow arris thfc T.st sea, and his hind- 
er part toward tie utux pea; and hw 
Stiuk shall come up, mid his ill savor 
shall come up, because ho Imlh don*- 
great things. 

I 'enr not, O laud ; be glad and re- 
joice : for the Lord willdo great things. 
Be not afraid, ve beasts of the field : 
for the pastures of the wilderness do 
uprinj:, tor the tree benreth her fruit, 
the fig-tree and the vine do yield their 
strength. Be glad 'hen, ye children of 
Zion, and rejoice in the Lord your God: 
for he hath given you the former rain 
moderately, and ho will cause to come 
down for you the rain, the former rain, 
and the latter rain in the first month. — 
And the floors shall be full of wheat, 
and the fats shall overflow with wine 



and oil. And I will restore to you the 
years that the locust hath eaten, the 
canker-worm, and the caterpillar, and 
the palmer-worm, my great armv which 
I sent among you. And ye shall eat 
in plenty, and be satisfied, and praise 
the name of the Lorti your God, that 
hath dealt wondcrously with you : and 
my people shall never be ashamed. — 
And ye shall know that I am in the 
midst of Israel; and thai I am the Lord 
your God, and none else : and my peo- 
ple shall never be ashamed. 

And it shall enme to pass afterward, that 
1 will pour oat my Spirit upon all flesh: 
nnd your sons una your daughters shall 
prophesy, your old men shall dream 
drenms, your young men shall see vis- 
ions : and also upon the servants and 
upon the handmaids in those davs will 
t pour out my Spirit. And I will shew 
wonders in the heavens and in the earth, 
blood, and lire, and pillars of Smoke. 
The sun shall be turned into darkness, 
and the moon into blood, before tlv: 
great and the terrible day of the Lorei 
come. And it shall come to pass, that 
whosoever shall call on the name of 
the Lord shall be delivered ; for in 
mount Zion and in Jerusalem shall be 
deliverance, as the Lord hath said, and 
in the remnant whom the Lord shall 
call. 

Beloved reader! when the Lord pourr- 
out his Spirit upon all tle*h, which wiii 
not be until the wicked are consi.meu. 
for every soul that will not hear tlx 
Lord at his second coming, must i.e cot 
off, there will be man clous :l,i,. 
vea/ed w/nWi will vati.se the ohiUi» n oi 
God to rejoice. But before this groat 
work is finished; John the Kovci i%.r 
[Rav. 10] comes to prophesy again ucv- 
fore many pc.'pies, and uaij.jjis, ontl 
tongues, and king;, which the Lord 
■£m»tijiaii2 will sec tit to add to the words 
of his other prophecy : For eye hath 
not seen, nor .ear heard, neither hove 
entered into the heart of nuui,(he things 
which God hath prepared for them that 
wait for him. 

THE SECOND COMING OF THE 
SAVIOR— NO. I 

One of the first duties of man is, to 

assist his fellow beings in all things 
appertaining to their happiness, and, 
for this purpose, we have adesire, not 
onlv to labor for the benefit of the 
saints, but that tho world may know. 



tKat^the second coming ol" our Savior 
is near. Notwithstandingthere exists, 
and that too, "among thoseVho profess 
to have a form of godliness, a groat 
difference of opinion when and how 
the Lord will come, "vet we shall en- 
deavor to bring such passages of sa- 
cred writ, as will make this subject 
clear to them that look for him the sec- 
ond time without siu unto salvation, 
ati'! remind tberp that doubt, that the 
time is at hand. Firstly, Peter, who 
had the keys of the kingdom, wrote 
thus : This second epistle, beloved, I 
now write unto you ; in which I stir up 
your pure minds by way of remem- 
brance : that ye may be mindful of 
the words which were spoken before 
by the holy prophets, and of the com- 
mandment of us the apostles of the Lord 
and Savior: knowing this first, that 
there shall come in the last days scof- 
fers, walking after their own lusts and 
saying. Where is the promise of his 
coming? for since the fathers C«U 
asleep, all things continue as from the 
beginning of the creation. 

It is a good thing to be reminded of 
the words which wore spoken before 
by the holy prophets, for without them 
the work! would be a wilderness •, men 
could nut tell from whence they sprang, 
or to where they would go after death. 
But to the subject, according to Jude, 
Enoch said, Bch"ld the Lord conieth 
with ten thousand of his saints ; and by- 
reading the extract of his prophecy, 
in the last Star, it will be seen that 6- 
noch was shown all things from the 
beginning to the end. and he thus in- 
quires about the Sabbath of creation 
and second coming of the Lord: When 
shall the earth rest '? And Enoch be- 
held the Son of man ascend up unto 
the Father : And he called upon the 
Lord saying. Wilt thou not coire again 
upon the earth, for inasmuch as thou 
art God, and I know thee, and thou hast 
sworn unto me and commanded me 
lhat I should ask in the name of thine 
only begotten, tho.i hast made me, and 
given unto me a right to thy throne, and 
not of myself hut through thine own 
grace-, wherefore, 1 ask thee, if thou 
wilt not come again on the earth % And 
the Lord sak\ unto Enoch, as I live, 
even so will I come in the last davs. in 
the days of wickedness and vengeance, 
to fulfil the oath which I havctmr!c un- 
to you, concerning the children of 
Noah : and the day shall come that the 



earth shall rest, but before that day th>- 
beavfna shall be darkened, and a veil 
of darkness shall cover the earth ; and 
the heavens shall shake, and also the 
earth ; and great tribulations shall bo 
among the children of men, but my peo- 
ple will I preserve ; and righteoiunesa 
win 1 send down out of heaven ; aiid 
t ic truth will 1 send forth out of 
the earth to bear testimony of mine on- 
ly begotten; his resurrection from the 
dead ; yea, and also the resurrection of 
all men ; and righteousness and truth 
will I cause to sweep the earth as with 
a flood, to gatfic-r out mine own elect 
from the four quarters of the earth, un- 
to a place which I sliatl prepare, an ho- 
ly city, that my people may gird up 
their loins, and be looking forth for tho 
time of my coming; for there shall bo 
nay tabernacle, and it shall be called 
ZION, a New Jerusalem. 

David seems to have understood this 
prophecy when lie composed the 85th 
Psalm; for besides saying, that tho 
Lord had brought back the captivity of 
Jacob, (meaning the twelve tribes, and 
ten of them have been lost ever since 
the reign of Rosea,] he said. Truth 
shall spring out of the earth ; and righ- 
teousness shall look down from heav- 
en. Yea, the Lord shall give good, 
and our land shall yield her increase. 
Passing the promises to Abraham, 
Isaac, and Jacob, we next observe that 
the Lord said, by Moses, I will raise 
them up a prophet from among their 
brethren, like unto thee, which Peter, 
while preaching, thus adds to his own 
words on the same subject : Repent 
ye therefore, and be converted, that 
your sins may be blotted out, when the 
times of refreshing shall come from the 
presence of the Lord ; and he shall 
send Jesus Christ, which before was 
preached unto you : whom the heaven 
must receive, until the times of restitu- 
tion of all tilings, which God hath spo- 
ken by the mouth of all hiB holy proph- 
ets, since the world began. For Mo- 
ses truly said unto the fathers, A Proph- 
et shall the Lord your God raise up un- 
to you, ofyour brethren, like unto me: 
him shall he hear in all things what- 
soever he shall say unto you. And 
it shall come to pass, that every 
soul which will not hear tint Prophet, 
sh.ill be destroyed from among the peo- 
ple. Vc!>, and nil >he proi-hets from 
Samuel, and those that follow after, as 
many as have spoken, have likewise 
foretjJd of these days. We wiJJ re- 
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mark here, that notwithstanding many 
prophecies have been fulfilled, yet,' the 
time when every soul was destroyed, 
who refus»d to hear a prophet, from 
Moses till this day, has not come to 
pass, but there can be no dcubt, it will 
be so whi n Malachrs words are fulfill- 
ed : F< r behold, the day cometh, that 
• hall burn as an oven; and ail the 
proud, yea, and all thai do wickedly, 
shall be stubble , and the day that com- 
eth shall burn theirs up, saith the Lord 
of hosts, that it shall leave them neither 
root nor branch. Job, who is suppos- 
ed to have lived while the children of Is- 
rael sojourned in Egypt, said, he knew 
his Reeik-nier lived, and that he should 
trtand at the latter day, (not the meridi- 
an of time, ) upon the earth, at which 
time the stone that Daniel saw cut out 
of the mountain, wilt fill the whole earth: 
Then the tv.oon shall be confounded, 
and the sun ashamed, when the Lord 
of hosts shall reign in mount Zion, and 
in Jerusalem, and before his ancients 
gloriously. It is said, that the Redeem- 
er shall come to Zion, and unto them 
that turn from transgression in Jacob. 
Paul, while speaking of the salvation 
of Israel, in the lltli chapter of Ro- 
mans, says, There Bhall come out of 
Sion, [Zion] a Deliverer, and shall turn 
uway ungodliness from Jacob. And 
again, Isaiah said, O Zion, that bring- 
est good tidings, get lh.ee up into the 
high mountain : O Jerusalem, that 
bringestgood tidings, lift up thy voice 
with strengih ; lift up, be not afraid ; 
say unto the cities of Judah, Behold 
your God ! Behold the Lord God will 
come with strong power, and his arm 
shall rule for him ; behold, his reward 
is with him, and his work before him. 
And Zcchcrmh says when the day of 
the Lord cometh, his feet shall stand in 
that day upon the mount of Olives ; and 
the Lord my God shall come, and all 
the saints with him. But to remove all 
doubt, let us take the Savior's own 
words, whep he was asked by his dis- 
ciples when and what should bo the 
sign of his coming 1 Immediately af- 
ter the tribulation of those days, shall 
the sun be darkened, and the moon shall 
pot give her light, and the stars shall 
fall from heaven, and the powers of the 
heavens shall be shaken : and then 
shall appear the sign of the Son of man 
in heaven : and then shall all the tribe* 
of {he earth mourn, and they shall see 
the Sou of man coming is tho cloud* 
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of heaven w ith power and great glory. 
And he shall send his angels with a 
great sound of a trunvpet, and they shall 
gather together his elect from the four 
winds, from one end of heaven to the 
other. Xow learn n parable of the fig. 
tree ; when his branch is yet tender, 
and pultot:! !"orth leaves, ye know that 
summer is nigh : to likewise ye, when 
ye shall see all these tilings, know that 
it is near, even at the doors. Verily I 
say unto you, This generation [in the 
which these things shall be shewn 
forth,] shall not pass, till all these- 
thing-, be fulfilled. Again it is written, 
he said, Jerusalem shall be trodden 
down of the Gentiles, till the times of 
the Gentiles be fulfilled. We nee<* not 
<juote every passage that alludes to thn 
second coming of the Bavior, for it is so 
plainly foretold by almostall the proph- 
ets, that a child cannot mistake, even 
the generation when the Lord may be 
looked for. For as it is written : Ye 
men of Gallilec, why stand ye gazing 
up into heaven? this same Jesus which 
is taken up from you into heaven, shall 
so come in like manner as ye have 
seen him go into heaven : So also, 
when you hear of wars and rumors of 
wars ; when pestilence beginsto spread 
over tJ:e w hole earth ; when famine 
and other troubles try men's !:ouls, 
and when, as the book of Mormon 
say?, the fulness of the gospel goes to 
the Gentiles, and the remnants of Jo- 
seph begin to know lhat they are tho 
covenant people of the Lord, watch, 
for the hoar is near, when Jesus will 
drink of the fruit of the vine, new with 
his disciples in his Father's kingdom. 

The only caution we give on this 
subject, is, be careful and blend not the 
Day of Judgment, which comes at least, 
more than a thousand years after the 
Son of .Man comes in the clouds of 
heaven, with the first resurrection .' 
When the earthquake begins to shako 
this broken globe, and the mountains 
begin to flow down at his presence, and 
every valley is exalted, all them that 
have escaped the desolations, will soon 
see the Son of Man coming in his glo- 
ry with Zion, or the general assembly 
and church of the first-born, with him, 
to reign on earth while Satan is bound: 
Then peace and righteousness, like the 
noon-sun, will enlighten the world. 

Come unto me, all ye that labor, and 
I will give you rest.— Chruu 
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IIRAH, O ISRAELI THU LORP 
OUR GOD IS ONF, LOU.Pi 
And Joshua the son of Nun, « a • full 
of the spirit of w isdom; for Moses had 
laid his hands upon hint. Mopes or- 
dained Joshua that ho might receive 
the Holy Ghost and load Israel into 
the promised laud. And the apostles 
laid on hands, that the person might re- 
ceive the Holy Ghost, if ho was con- 
trite before the Lord ; for, every one 
that hungers after righteousness shall 
be filled, and God gives hint that re- 
pents and is baptized, the gift of the 
Holy Ghost, that the words which were 
spoken by the Savior, may be fiulfiljed, 
namely: And these signs shall follow 
them that believe : In my name shall 
they cast out devils : they shall take 
up serpents : they shall speak with 
new tongues ; and if they drink any 
deadly thing, it shall not hurt them ; 
they shall lay hands on tho sick and 
they shall recover. 

The Lord our God is one Lord, and 
the Holy One of Israel is one Savior, 
that spake and the world was, and he 
never had a church unless the Holy 
Spirit was ia it because no one. can l>e 
born into his church without water and 
the Spirit, for the Spirit is tho gift of 
God, which is so plainly illustrated by 
Paul, in the 12th chapter to his Corin- 
thian brethren, that we quote it : No 
man can say that Jesus is the Lord, but 
by the Holy Ghost Now there are 
diversities of gifts, but the same Spirit. 
And there are differences of adminis- 
trations, but the same Lord. And there 
are diversities of operations, but it istho 
same God which worketh all in alL — 
Put the manifestation of the Spirit is 
given to every man to profit withal. 
For to one is given by the Spirit 1 lie 
word of wisdom : to another, the word 
of knowledge by the same Spirit To 
another, faith by the same Spirit; to 
aqotber the gift of healing by the same 
Spirit ; to another, the working of mir- 
acles ; to another, prophecy ; to anoth- 
er, discerning of spirits ; to another, 
all kinds of tor»gues ; to another, the. 
interpretation of tongue/. 

As the Lord is one U- i\ that never 
changes, where are the si s ns following 
them thatbelie'. e inU«e. sectarian church- 
es? Has Gcd ever said these sigus 
shall cense? No. These signs were 
in the beginning : Hence, as a sign 
that Abel had faith and works to please 
God, his offering was accepted : as a 



sign that Noah was a righteous WO 
fore tin: Lord, he was saved when th«i 
wicked were destrojed by the ll<»»l ; 
as a sign that Muse* was a man of God, 
his rod swallowed up tlie magician's 
rods; as a sign that Joshua had receiv- 
ed the Spirit of God. the waters of Jor- 
dan were cut oil" wi>i|e Israel passed 
over; and also, the walla oC Jericho 
fell. when compassed according to the 
commandment of the Lord ; as a sign 
lhat followed tVin thai believe, Han- 
nah brought forth a son in answer. : to 
her prayer, who was a prophet: an a 
sign that Elijah had fait!: in God, In- 
called down fire from heaven; as a, 
sign that Elisha was favored of God, 
the widow's oil was increased ; as 
a sign that all were subject to Gud, 
.Slialrach, Jfcsbaph, and Abednego, 
were, imscorehed in Nebuchadnezzar's 
furnace ; as a si^u that God was a rev- 
olator of all myshrics, Daniel interpre- 
ted the haud-wriling upon the wall ; 
as signs that those signs followed them 
thai believed, the apostles spake with 
tongues on the day of Pentecost ; as a 
sign that the Lord never changed, John 
brought forth a new revelation oh tho 
Isle of Patmos ; and as a sign that the 
words of Isaiah are true, the Lord hath 
again began to give precept upon pre- 
cept, precept upon precept, line upon 
lino, line upon line, in these last days ; 
and, where faith is exorcised, and ho- 
liness practised before the Lord, these 
signs will follow them that believe, un- 
til the Savior comes. 

In Matthew, the last words of Jesus 
were': Go ye therefore, and teach all 
nations, baptizing 'them in the name of 
tho Father aud of the Soil, and of the 
Holy Ghos^; teaching them to observe 
all things whatsoever I have command-;' 
cd you : aiid to, lam with \<>ii always, 
oven unto the tmd of the world. A men, 
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A fUCVEJuATiON GIVEN SEP- 
TEMBER, 1830. 

Listen to the voire of Jesus Christ, your 
Redeemer, the irrenj 1 am, whose arm of mer- 
cy bas stoned for your sint>: who wilt path- 
or his people even as a hen gathers her chick- 
ens under her wings, even an inaay as will 
hearken to my voirj;, and humble themselves' 
before rat, and on 11 upon nje in mighty pray- 
er. Behold, ve/ily, verily I say uhkj you at 
this time your sins are forgiven yon: .there, 
tore yc receive these thuigi; hut remcmbe,r 
to sin no more, lesl perils shall come upon 
you.

and ngain, firstly temporal, and secondly 
spiritual, which is the last of my worts, speak- 
ing urilo you that ye may naturally under- 
stand, but unto myself my work has no end, 
neither beginning; but it is given uulo you, 
that ye may understand, because ye nave 
asked it of me, and are agreed: wherefore, 
verily J say unto you, that all things unto 
nn' are spiritual, and not at any time have f 
given unto you a law which was temporal, 
neither any man, nor the children of men; 
neithrr Adam your father, whom I created; 
behold I gave unto him that he should be an 
agent unto himself; and I gave unto him a 
oommanduient, but no temporal command- 
ment gave 1 unto him, for my commandments 
are spiritual; they are not natural, nor tem- 
poral, neither carnal nor sensual; and it 
came to pass, that Adam, being tempted'of 
(lie devil, for behold the devi! was before Ad- 
am, fur he rebelled against me, saying, Give- 
me thy honor, which is my power, and also 
a third part of tlie host of heaven turned he 
away from me because of their agency; and 
they were thrust down, and thus came the 
devil and his angels; and behold, there is a 
place prepared for them from the beginning, 
which place is hell; and it must needs he 
that the devil should tempt tire children of 
men. or they could not be agents unto them- 
selves, for if they never should have bitter, 
they could not'know the sweet: Wherefore, 
it came to pass, that the devil tempted Adam 
and he partook of the forbidden fruit, ul 
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transgressed llie commandment, wherein he 
became subject to the will of ibe devil, _be. 
cause he yielded unto temptation: wherefore, 
I the Lord God caused lliat he should be cart

The car- 
pet manufactory of Tatiflville, Conn, hns a 
capital of 1 123^000. Since the c liolera up- 
peared on this continent, $10,000 have been 
collected in New York for the benefit of the 
poor and needy. It seems that, at the Union 
celebration of the 4th of July, in BUhopvillc 
S. C, the cooks poisoned the victuals, which 
sickened all that eat, and one died. On the 
"th of July, a raft of pine boards and shin- 
gles, with 'thirteen peisonsupon it, landidgat 
Quebec, was driven back in a t lorm and ele- 
ven of the thirteen were drowned. On the 
10th of Julv, a schooner was sunk in I.ake 
Erie, containing !>00 barrels of salt and ten 
tons of merchandise. On Sunday, the IWnd 
of Julv, two daughters of Mr. Woodwortb, 
of Fen'ner, New York, were killed by light- 
ning; one aged lo, the other 5 yeaas. It i» 
said that more than 40,000 emigrant* had ar- 
rived at Quebec, up to July, this season. 

We learn says fiie Lexington Observer thnt 

man named Coleman, was murdered near 
llarrisburg on Friday night lost. The par- 
ticular* we have not been able to letr", fur- 
ther than that the person deceased, letl H arris- 
burg late on the evening of Friday, for his 
residence, a short distance in the country, 
and was way-laid, cut and mangled in a most 
shocking manner. He had about him, when 
he left Harrisburg, about three thousand dol- 
lars, which was also taken from tea packets. 
His body was discovered on Saturday morn- 
ing. The perpetrators ofthe crime have not 
been discovered, nor suspicion, as yet, filed 
upon them. 

.Wurrfer.— On Thursday of last week, an 
Indian by the name of John fiteeprock, beat 
lu's »quaw with his fist, until she died. The" 
outrage was committed near the Tonnewar.- 
da Reservation, while they were both drunk. 
Rleeprock was accused by his wife with lav- 
ing stolen pork, upon which he fell to maul- 
ing her, and she fell down, and to u-whis own 
emphatic language, when explaining the act 
afterwards, "stopped breathing." — [Balavi* 
Advocate.] 

Hole to be Saved. — When the bishop of 
Exeter, who preached a sermon si St. Jame's 
church lost, he gave out his text, 'What shall 

1 do to be saved'!' a wag in the gallery called 
out. to the evident discomfiture of the right 
Rev. prelate, but to the no small amusement 
of a great portion of the congregation, 'vote 
for the Reform Bill!' The beadle immediate- 
ly bustled towards the place whence the sound 
proceeded but no further notice was taken of 
the occurrence.

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PERSECUTION UF THE QUAKERS. 

Though the government of New England 
w«« restrained from putting the Quakers to 
death, and granted thorn liberty for a while, 
it lasted not long. The disposition* of the 
magistrates were still the same. 

In 16(52, Mary Tomkins, Alice Ambrose, 
and Ann Coleman, came under a religious 
eoncern to visit theif friends about Piscataqua 
river. They ha<i not been long there, before 
Rayner, a priest of Dover, excited the magis- 
trates to persecute them. He brought them 
before Walden, a deputy magistrate, who 
telling then of the law'they had to punish 
them, Mary Tomkins answered, '-So there 
was a law that Daniel should not pray tn his 
Cod." He replied, "Yes, and Dame) suffer- 
ed, and so shall you." Also, when A. Am- 
brose said, "Her name was written in the 
Lamb's book of Life, " he answered, "Nobody 
here knows that book, and for this you shall 
suffjr." On this occasion the priest supply- 
ing the place of a clerk, formed for him a war- 
rant or ord-r as follows: 
"To the Constables of Dover, Hampton, Sa- 
lisbury, Newbury, Rowly, Ipswich, Wen- 
bam, Linn, Boston, Roxbury, Dedham, and 
until the vagabond Quakers are carried out of 
this jurisdiction. 

"You and every one of you are required in 
the King's majesty's name, to take these va- 
gabond Quakers, Ann Coleman, Mary Tom- 
kins, and Alice Ambrose; and make them 
fa»t to the cart' s tail, A driving the cart thro' 
your several towns, to whip on their backs, 
not exceeding teu stripes a piece on earii of 
them, in each town, and so from constable to 
constable, tiUtlicy come out of thin jurisdic- 
tion, as you answer it at your peril: and this 
■hall be your warrant. 

Per me, "RICHARD WALDE.V." 

Rated at Dover, Dsc. 1«?>. 

This order was executed at Dover, while 
the priest stood by and laughed; for wliirli 
cruel levity Eliakim WardeJ and William 
Fourbish reproved him; when the magistrate 
caused them to be put in t\ie silocks. They 
were then conveyed to Ha'Rpioa, and then 
again whipped, and also at Salisbury; but 
the constable of tint town, deputing a person 
to convey them farther, he, moved with com- 
passion, determined to run the hazard of 
breaking the law, and set them at liberty, 
whereby the priest was disappointed of his 
aim, which i™ems tobs to take away their 
lives, which i'i all likelihood had been the 
case, if the constables of these eleven 
townships had executed the warrant with 
such aeverty aa he had excited the constable 
of Dover to do. the distance from Dover, to 
the end of the jurisdiction, being about eighty 
miles. 

After aliuk- time they returned again to 
Daver, where, being met" together with other 
friends on the first day of the week, whilst 
A. Ambrose was at prayer, two constables. 
Thomas Roberta and John his brother, came 
into the meeting, and taking her each by an 
arm, dragged her out of doors, and then thro' 
thesnow, which was knee deep, over stumps 
and old trees, near a mile: when they had 
wearied themselves they commanded two 
others to ( elp them: then they fetched Mary 
Tomkins. and treated her in like manner.— 
The next morning, which was excessive oold, 
th-v forced them into » r«n»», together with 



Anu Coleman, {who had in love accompanied 
them) and carried them loth^ harbor's month, 
threatening that they would dinpnse of them 
so, aa that they would be troubled with them 
no more. And becaus- they were not will- 
ing to go they forced them down a steep 
place in the snow, dragging Mary Tomkins 
again over stumps of trees to the water side, 
whereby she was much bruised, and fainted 
under tlieir hands. Anne Ambmse they pul- 
led ii.lo the water, snd kept her swimming 
by the canoe, in danger of drowning, or be- 
in^ frozen to death. They would in all proba- 
bility have proceeded in the design of murder- 
ing, ifthey had not been prevent, (1 by a storm, 
which drove them bft'k to the house where 
they had kept them all the night before. They 
kept them there till near midnight, and then 
turned them out of doors, in the frost and 
snow, though Ann Ambrose's clothes were 
frozen. The barbarity exercised on these 
women was such, that, to ail human proba- 
bility, they must have perished, had not pro- 
vidence in a signal manner preserved them. 
It did not appear that these men had any le- 
gal authority for what they did, but that they 
were encouraged to this abuse of these harm- 
less women by a ruling elder of their church 
(miscalled) "Hate-evil Nultcr." 

A statesman of the Tang dynasty recom- 
mended the Emperor Komi-Tsoo to put away 
alt sycophants from the Court.

Your de- 
vice, sir, may be a good one, but I cannot 
adopt it.' — fCanton Register.]

While qnoliiiif tin Rank of Mormon let us 
take a small extract from the parable of the 
Fiord's vineyard, where it is likened unto a 
tame olive tree, viz: 

And it came to pas* that the Lord "f the 
vineyard saitli unto the servant, Come, let ns 
go to the nethermost part of the vineyard, atld 
behold if the natural branches of th« tree 
hath not brought forth much fruit also, tint I 
may lay up of the fruit thereof, against the 
season, unto mine ownselE And it came to 
|mibs that they went forth whither the master 
of tbs, vineyard hail hid the natural branches 
uf the tree, and he sailh unto Die senarit, be- 
hold Ihes": and he beheld the first, that it 
had brought forth much fruit; nn \ he h-held 
also, that it was good.

Aud it ca'te lo pass that the servant saith 
unto ,rs master. Mow romest tlion hither to 
plant I his tree, or this branch of the tree? for 
bc-holil it v,.S lli- poorest spot in all the land 
of thy vineyard. And the Lord of the vine- 
yard saith unto him. Counsel ine not: I knew 
that il was a poor spot of ground; wherefore: 
I Mid unto thee. I have nourished il this long 



time; and thou Indioldeel that itliath brought 
forth much fruit. 

Here we have a clue to the place where Is- 
rael is; for while standing upon the centre nf 
the earth, il would be perfectly natural to call 
the north, south, cast and wist, nethermost, 
or lowest; and as this branch was the first 
that the Lord had hid, it would evidently 
mean the ten tribes as they were the first car- 
ried away. Again, when the Lord begins to 
call home bis branches that were hid about in 
the lower ports of his vineyard, he says to the 
north first, [because first planted] Give up. 
The world lias been troubled a good deal to 
find Israel and to get to the north pole, and 
loseerch out the Northern Lights, hut when 
the Lord shall utter his voice out of Zion, and 
shall speak from Jerusalem; and his voice 
shall be beard among all people; and it shall 
be as the voice of many water?, and as the 
voice of a great thunder, whicli shall break 
down the mountains, and the valleys shall 
not be found, he shall command the great 
deep, and it shall be driven back into the 
north countries, and the Ulands shall become 
one land: and the land of Jerusalem and the 
land of Zion shall be turned back into their 
own place, anil the earth shall he like as it 
was in the -days before it was divided, — Ihe 
saints shall know how mv.ch further the wis- 
dom of God extends on earth, than the knowl- 
edge of men. The lime must soon come, es 
the prophet Jeremiah hath said, when they 
shall no more say. The Lord livcth which 
brought up the children of Israel out of the 
land of Egypt: But the Lord livcth which 
brought up and which led the seed of the 
lions.- of Israel out of (he north country, 
for the Lord luilh said: Go and proclaim 
these words toward the north, return, thou 
backsliding Isruel saith the Lord; and I w ill 
not cause mine anger to (ill upon yon: for 1 
am merciful, Kaitli the Lord, and f will not 
keep anger fun-ver. Only acknowledge thine 
iniquity, that thou hast transgressed against 
the Lord, thy God, and hast scattered trjy 
ways to the strangers under every green tree, 
and ye have not obeyed my voice, saith the 
Lord. Turn, O, backsliding children, saith 
the Lord: fori am married unto you: and 
I will take you one of a city, and two of a 
family, and will bring you to Ziou: And 
they shall come together out of the land of 
the il tth lo tin land that 1 have given li r anl 
inheritance unto your fathers. And they 
.'hall come with weeping, and they shall 
come and ru^ig in the height of /Cion, for it 
shall come to pass, as the Lord bath watched 
over them lo pluck them up for th<dr iniqui- 
ty, so also will the Lord watch over them 
to build them up and to plant them, for 
good. 

Wo have already brought evidence enough 
to convince an unprejudiced mind how the 
ten tribes were scaUerei'.: where thov went to 
and how they will be gathered, hut lo make 
the subject still plainer, we add a few more 
extracts. Firstly, Esriras, (who it maybe 
perceived, by comparing the first chapter of 
his second hook, with the "111 chapter of El- 
ra, was Ezra, as near us the Hebrew and 
Greek language can he defined,) fives this full 
and fiiir account of the ten tribes.

them over the waters, and so they came into 
another land. But they took this enamel 
among themselves, that they would ieav» 
the inullit'! Jc of U'w oovhrr.. and go icrlh 
intu a teUier country, where never mankind 
dwelt, 'hat they might there ki ep their statu- 
tes, which they never kept in their own land. 
And they entered into E phrat.'S hy the n 
row passages of the river, for the Most 
High then shewed signs for them, and held 
etill the flood, till they passad over. For 
through that ounfry there was a great way 
to go, namely, of a year and a half, and the 
same region is called Arraireth. Then dwell 
they there until the latter time: and now 
Tvhen they stiaH b-gin to come, the Highest 
shall slay the springs oF the stream again, 
that they may go through: therefore suwest 
thou the multitude with p. ace. 

T. i: p]:hi Mid unvarnished history of the 
ten tribes, shows itself to be true as mach ns 
the account of the creation in the first chip, 
t r of G»ne.«:s. and for all that has as yet ap- 
peared to the contrary, is as much the word 
of tli I-nid. Not to otlote a tenth partofthe 
prophets in relation to this subject, (for the 
lost paragraph Ought (o convince the world 
where Israel went, and when be will return. ) 
we turn to the Savior's parable of the Gen- 
tih'3 and Jacob, which, while it alludes to 
the w!.' !a hous? of Isra"), is so plain thai il 
makes one's heart leap for joy, when he r BM 
il in the spirit of God.

Worldly Matter*. 

Or, the 19th of September, Copt. Sublelt's 
Fur company returned from the Rocky mount 
tains with liW packs of fur, valued at abou- 
f»~>i,onn. The company was attacked in 
Piers Hole, on the 12th of July last, hy the 
Illack feet Indians, and lost in killed of llieir 
own men, six, and four wounded, among 
whom was Capt. S; and of the friendly Ne- 
per.see Indians, seven killed, and six wound- 
ed. On the 17th, five were again attacked 
hy these Indians at Jackson's hole, near the 
Three Telons, and ihre e of them were killed. 
We learn that the Black feet Indians, said to 
be numerous, are becoming more and more 
warlike towards the mountain hunters; so 
much so, that some of the hunters returned, 
nay, they will hardly be able to hunt two 
years longer. In the engagement in Piers 
llole, there were, of ('apt. S s. Furcampany, 
CapL Wythe's Oregon company, &c. rtmut 
250; of the Nepersee Indians 50, making a 
force of :)00 against from 80 to 100 of the 
Black feet Indians, and yel the action lasted 
some lime. In about a year twenty-eight 
trappers have been killed, the remainder is 
said to be healthy. 

Washington Irving (anda couple of foreign 
gentlemen,) upon a literary expedition, and 
II. L. Kllsworlh and others, ns commission- 
ers to settle the location of the western Indi- 
ans, were in this town the last of September, 
on their way to Cantonment Gibson, Arkan- 
sas Territory. 

The season for r ro]is has ended. A frost 
visited this section of country, the first of 
October, and we are happy to say the com 
crops in general are good. 

TIIK ISLAND OF MADEIRA. 
The first view of this island is the most stri- 
king ever beheld; a large white town on (he 
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beach with immense mountains risina; clogs 
at the back of it, sprinkled with the villas of 
the merchant*, amidst vineyards and orange 
groves, placed terrace above terrace, like 
steps, up the steep ascent, and clouds almost 
constantly resting on its summit; such is the 
picture, After being here two or three days, 
we made a visit into the iaterior, twelve or 
thirteen mites off, to view the greatest curi- 
osity in the island, and perhaps a more stu- 
pendous scene is not to be lbund among iho 
Alps; it is a precipice, fruui which you may 
iook down three quarters of a mile perpen- 
dicularly- W'hen we rr ached it the alyfs" 
was filled with clouds; but these gradually 
dispersed, and discovered to us a new world 
.-snealh 0S| hills and valleys, vineyards, hou- 
ses, and a ntlnjjr ciiurcb, ail oi course in 
miniature, and glowing with setter iWii than 
I had supposed to exist in nature. — Bithcjr 
MitldUton. 

TIIK PLAGUE. 

The prevalence of the plague, says the Bal- 
timore Gazette, has always been marked by 
licentiousness and depravity. Thucydide* 
thus speaks of the manners of the people du- 
ring the plague at Athens. For people now 
dared to do many things openly which thvy 
were heretofore compelled by shame lo con- 
ceal, and they calculated on their sudden 
change of fortune, seeing that many of the 
rich perished, while those who formerly were 
destitute became rich with their properly. — 
Tliev therefor* deemed it right lo set about 
the immediate enjoyment of it, and give up 
all llieir mind to pleasures, considering they 
might, in turn, be deprived of their treasunn 
and life itself in a few days. .\or was any 
individual disposed lo undertake any labor 
for an honorable reward, because he was not 
certain he might not die before he could ob- 
tain it. Whatever each |>erson deemed a- 
greeable or lucrative to himself he considered 
as expedient and honorable; and he did not 
allow himself to be restrained in the pursuit 
by the fear of God or human laws. '' 

The plague at Marseilles was as fruitful in- 
horrors. M. Ik rt rand says, "While the arm 
of the Lord was yet extended over us, a gen- 
eral license was seen to reign among the 
people and depravity of morals frightful to 
think on. Some seized on houses left vacant 
by the mortality; others forced open, those 
which were shut up or guarded by persons in- 
capable of resistance. They entered those 
where perhnps there remained only one per- 
son languishing with the malady, forced open 
the drawers and vlosctn, anil took away what- 
ever they found most precious, often carrying 
their guilt to the length of delivering them- 
selves from an opportune witness who other- 
wise had hut a few moments to live. 

Intelligence was received at Falmouth on 
the 2i>th of July that a battle had been fought 
on the IKJd, near Oporto, which terminated in 
the total defeat of Don Miguel's forces. Let- 
ters from Oporto to the 2-lth July confirm 
the account ofthe victory of Donna Maria's 
army beaded by her father, Don Pedro. It 
was slated in these letters, that the Don had 
made 2000 prisoners, and captured all the en- 
emy's artillery, baggage, Ac. with little lots 
on his own side. The fighting lasted two 
days. 

The merchants of Oporto, who had been 
in great alarm, had regained Iheir confidence 
after the battle. 
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The Duke of Richsledl (young Napoleon) 
Hied at Vienna on the 22d July. He died al 
five o'clock in tlie morning. On the 19th the 
symploms of the last stage* of consumption 
became manifest, and Ins physicians gave 
• >ver all hopes of saving him. He died very 
tranquilly. His grandfather of Austria di- 
rected Ins funeral to be attended with the 
Fame forms and honors as those paid to a de- 
ceased Archduke. 

It is staled lhat Gen. I Jifayette declined an 
invitation -}f the French King to review the 
troops assembled in Paris. 

Ireland was in a state of great ferment and 
disorder. 

CHEROKEE PHOENIX. 

Mr. Elias Boudinol Iras resigned his situa- 
tion as editor of this paper, and rocoinniends 
that it be discontinued, on account of the pe- 
cuniary embarrassments of the Cherokee na- 
tion. Mr. Rose, the principal chief, in com- 
municating the resignation to the Committee 
■od Council, says: 

I deem it to be essentially important that 
tile paper should be kept up. It is an incon- 
trovertible fact, that the circulation of that 
paper lias been greatly instrumental in the 
diffusion of science and general knowledge 
among our own citizens. The pecuniary Oin- 
llll I upawillll of the nation by no means ought 
lo influence you to discontinue the paper, if 
a suitable person can be found to conduct it. 

We sincerely hope the paper will not be 
discontinued; and *c cannot refrain from ex- 
pressing our surprise al lite recommendation 
«i Mr. Boudiuot. "Knowledge is power," — 
and the publication of a weekly paper among 
the Cherokees, in which the subject of their 
rxhts shall be freely discussed, & containing 
such other articles' as shall be calculated to 
instruct and reform the people, and afford 
them the necessary information of passing 
events, will be of incalculable benefit. We 
sav to them, "Don't give up the ship;" main- 
tain the paper, if possible; it may lie that 
GndwilJ yet send yon deliverance. — C. Sol- 
dier.

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DESCRIPTION OF I _,AK li SUPERIOR. 

Lake Superior, wilho lithe aid of any great 
r-fluft of imagination, i nt v l/r considered ne 
tbe inexhaustible sprni j from whence, thro' 
ages, the St. Lawrenc ; has continued to de- 
rive its ample slrea 11. Thin immense lake, 
Unequalled in mugoil ode, by any collection 
of fresh water upon tile globe, is situated be. 
twccu tl>e parallels of oti deg. 2.~> nun. and 41* 
deg. 1 mi n. north latitude, and the meridians 
ofi<l deg. 31 niin. «d!)2deg. 14 min. west 
longVuxIe. Its lenf* i, measured on a curved 
line through the cn^ler, is about 35© geogra- 
phical miles, its (itreme breadth 14", and 
its drCBBlfcttnct, in following the sinuosities 
bf the coast, abos*- 1000. Its surface is about 
1127 f'-et above tf* tide water of '.lir Atlantic; 
but the shore exhibits almoHt conclusive indi- 
cations of its having been, iu former ages, as 
much, perhaps, as 4" or Tit) feet above its 
present level. Various soundings have lieen 
taken from HO to jnt) fathoms, but its greatest 
depth probably exceeds 200 fathoms; thus 
demonstrating tiie bottom nf the lake to lie 
nearly GOO fi-Jt below the level of the ocean. 
The chrystaline transparency of its waters is 
unrivalled, and such as to render rocks at an 
extraordinary depth distinctly visible. The 
bottom of the lake chiefly consists of a very 
adhesive clay, which speedily indurates bv 
atmospheric exposure, and contains small 
shells of the species at present existing iulhe 
lake. A sea almost of itself, this lake is sub- 
ject to many vicissitudes of that element, for 
here the storm rages, and the billows break, 
with a violence scarcely surpassed hy the 
ter T.£Ci>is of l!:C ocean, but is not subject to 
the oceanic phenomena displayed by un un- 
erring and periodical ilux and rert'-ix. Its 
expansive Burlb.ce, however, yields to the in- 
fluence of heavy winds; s<> that, when these 
blow strong from one quarter, tliuy produce 
a very perceptible rise of the lake in an oppo- 
site direction. The Hpring froJiels are also 
known to have occasioned a rapid swelling 
pf the waters, which has been especially 
conspicuous after a riaomjp winter. Tharils 
waters were once salt is by no means unlike- 
ly, and the supposition stands, in Borne de- 
gree, supported by the nature of the hah that 
inhabit them, and the marine shells that are 
found alone the betxhes or imbedded in the 
shores. — [Uouchctte's British Dominions in 
North America.]

According to this lielief, 
the spirit of? man, after death, is not convey- 
ed into a different fctule of existence, but goes 
to animate some other mortal body, or even 
one belonging lo vhs brute creation. The re- 
ceptacle into which \v then enters is decided 
hy the course of action followed uuri/ig the 
present life. The virtuous men may rise 
from an humble cast to the ran'; af a prince 
or even of a Bran tin, while ".h-j depraved not 
only sink in degration of human beings, but 
even have their souls enclosed in the bodies 
of animals. With this view , the Hindoo ora- 
cles endeavor tc establish a certian conformi- 
ty brtween the offences committed and the 
condition under which they ore expiated. — 
^he thief is converted into some animal ed- 



I dieted to steal the articles which were the 1 
wonted object of his twr depredation.— 

' The pilferer of grain is metamorphosed into 
u rat; while he who stole roots or fruit be-* 
comes an ape. The person lima lowered in 
the scale of being, mint pas? through a long 
succession of degraded births ere he re-assume 
the human form and endowments. This be- 
lief is so familiar with the Hidden, tliul his 
conversation is filled with ullusions to H. If 
he see* any one suffering under evils that

COSHM.-K1'. 

Revealed jeligion removes these difficulties, 
and decides the question. It tells us that 
there are two beings in man, and, if I may 
express myself so, two different men, the ma- 
terial man, and the immaterial man. The 
scriptures spake on tliese principles, thus; 
"The dust shall ret urn to the earth as it wus," 
this is tile material man; "The spirit shall 
return lo God who gave it," th is is the im- 
material man. "Fear not them which kill 
the body," that is lo say, the material man; 
"fear lii'm which is able to destroy the soul," 
that is, the immaterial man. "We are willing' 
to be absent from the body," that iB, from 
the material man: "and tub* present will» 
the Lord," that is to say, to have the imma- 
terial man disembodied. "They stoned Ste- 
phen," that is, the material man: "calling 
upon God, and saying, Lord Jesus, receive 
my spirit," that is to say, receive the imma- 
terial man. 

2 The disciple of natural religion can obtain 
cnlv an imperfect knowledge of the obliga- 
tions, or duties of man. Natural religion 
may indeed conduct him to a certain point, 
and tell him that he ought to love his bene- 
factor, and various simile' maxims. Rut is 
natural religion, think ye, sufficient to 
account for thai contrariety, of which every 
man is conscious, that opposition betwe- n 
inclination arid obligation? A very Bolid ar- 
gument, I grant, in favor el moral rectitude 
ariseth from observing, that, lo w hatever de- 
gree a man may carry Ms sin, whatever e£ 
forts he may make to" eradicate those seeds 
of virtue from his heart, which nature has 
sown there, he cannot forbear venerating vir- 
tue, and rscoiling at vice. This is certainly 
a praof, that the Author of our being meant 
to foibid vice, and to enjoin virtue. Hut is 
there no room for complaint 1 Is there no- 
thing specious in the following objection? — 
As, m spile of all my endeavors to destroy 
virtuous dispositions, I cannot help respect- 
ing virtue, ye infer, that the Author of my 
beuig iatended I should be virtuous; so as, in 
spite of all my endeavors to eradicate vice, 1 
cannot help loving vice, have 1 not reason for 
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interring, in my Uun, that, the Author of 
my being designed 1 should be vicious; or, at 
least, that he "cannot justly iuijiute guilt to 
nie lor performing those 'actions, which pro- 
ceed from some principles, that were born 
with me! Is there no show of reason in Uiis 
famous sophism 1 Reconcile the God of na- 
ture with the God of religion. Kxplaiu how 
the God of religion can turbid what the God 
of nature inspires: and huw he, who follows 
those dictates, which the God of nature in- 
spires, can he punished for so doing by the 
God of religion. 

The Giifp-d unfolds this mystery. It at- 
tributes this seed of corruption to the de- 
pravity of nature. It altrilmteth the respect, 
that wo feel for virtue, to the remains of the 
image of God, in which we were formed, anil 
which can never he entirely efFnced. He- 
cause we were born in sin, the Gospel con- 
oittte , that we ought to apply all our atten- 
tive endeavors iC ?r*^icate the seeds of cor- 
ruption. Ami, because ih? image of the 
Creator is partly erased from our hear'.?, tile 
gospel concludes, that we ought to give our- 
selves wholly to the retracing of it, and so to 
answer the excellence of our extraction. 

:!. A disciple of natural religion can obtain 
only an imperfect knowledge of the duration 
of man, whether his soul be immortal, or 
whether it he involved in the ruin of matter. 
Reason, I allow, advaneeth some solid argu- 
ments in proof of the doctrine of the immor- 
tality of the soul. For what necessity is 
there for supposing, that the soul, which is 
a spiritual, indivisible, and immaterial being, 
that constitutes a whole, and is a distinct be- 
ing, although united to a portion of matter, 
should cease to exist, when its union with 
the body is dissolved! A positive act of the 
Creator is necessary to the annihilation of a 
substance. 7'hc annihilating of a being, that 
subsists, requireth an act of power similar to 
that which gave it existence at first. Now 
far from having any ground to believe tltat 
God will cause his power to intervene to an- 
nihilate our souls, every tiling, that we know, 
persuadeth us, that he himself hath engraven 
characters ot immortality on them, and that 
he will preserve thein forever. Enter into 
thy heart frail creature? see, /eel, consider 
llios? grand ideas, those immortal designs, 
that thirst for existing, which a thousand 
ages cannot quench, and in these lines anil 
points behold the finger of thy Creator wri- 
ting a promise of immortality to thee. But 
(MP solid soever these arguments majr be, 
however evident in themselves, and striking 
to a philosopher, they are objectionable, be- 
cause they are not popular, but above vulgar 
minds, to whom the bare terms, spirituality 
and existence, are entirely barbarous, and 
convey no meaning at all. 

Moreover, the union lietween the opera- 
tions of the soul, and those of the body, is so 
close that all the philosophers in the world 
cannot certainly determine, whether tho op- 
erations of the body ceasing, the operation 
of the soul do not cease with them, I see a 
body in perfect health, the mind, therefore, 
is sound. The same body is disordered, and 
the mind is disconcerted with it. The brain 
is filled, and the soul is instantly confused. 
The brisker the circulation of the blood is, 
the quicker the ideas of the mind are, and 
the more extensive its knowledge. At length 
death comes and dissolves ill the parts of the 
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body; and how diSicutt is it to perBuade one's 
self, that the soul, w hich was effected by ev- 
ery former motion oi" the body, » ill not be 
dissipated by its entire dissolution! 

Are they the vulgar only, to whom philo- 
sophical arguments for the immortallity of 
the soul appear daficientm evidence? Do not 
geniuses require, at least, au explanation of 
what rank ye assign to ItcatAs, on the pttnei- 
ple, that nothing capable <tK ideas and concep- 
tions, can be involved in a dissolutioti of mat- 
ter? Nobody would vc.itore to afiirin now, 
in an assembly of philosophers, what was 
some time ago maintained with gt eat warmth 
that beasts arc mere se1;*-moving tiuhines. 
Kxperience seems to demonstrate tbo falsity 
of the metaphysical rensonings, thai have 
been proposed in f/vor of this opinion; „md 
we cannot observe the actions of beasts, with - 
out being inclined to infer one of these two 
consequences; either thespiritof man is mor- 
tal, like his body; or the souls of beasts are 
immortal, like those of mankind. 

Reve'.ation dissipates all our obscurities, 
and teachelh us clearly, am.' without a may 
be, that God willeth our inimorlalitv. ft 
carries our thoughts forward to a future Btate, 
as to a fixed period, whither the greati n,< port 
of the promises of God tend. It cummen deth 
us indeed, to consider all the blessings of this 
life, the aliments that nourish us, the t ays 
which enlighten us, the air that we hreati'ie, 
sceptres, crowns, and kingdoms, as elTecta of 
the liberality of God, and as grounds .of our 
gratitude. But, at the same time, it n 'quir- 
eth us to surmount the mosl magnil'cenl 
earthly objects. It common deth us to v 'on- 
sider light, air, and aliments, crowns, so sp- 
ires, and kingdoms, as unfit to constitute L 1 "* 
falsity of a soul created in the image of t h • 
blessed God, and with whom the blessed Go*.' 
hath formed a close and intimate anion. It 
assurclh us that an age of life cannot fill the 
wish of duration which it is the noble prerog- 
ative of on immortal soul to form. It dots 
not ground the doctrine of immortality ort 
metaphysical speculations, nor on complex 
arguments, uninvestigahle by the greatest 
part of mankind, and which always icave sow. 
doubts in the minds of the ablest philo*r<- 
phers. The gospel grounds the doctrine on 
the only principle that ran support the weight 
with which it is encumbered. The princi pie,, 
which I mean, is the will of the Creators 
who, having created our souls at first by an 
act of his will, can either eternally preserve 
them or absolutely annihilate their, whether 
(hey lie material, or spiritual, mor tal, or im- 
mortal, by nature. Thus the disc iplc of re- 
vealed religion doth not tloat betw een doubt 
and a«surance, hope and fear, as tl ie disciple 
of nature doth. He is not oblige* 1 to leave 
the most interesting question, that poor 
mortals can agitate, undecided; win iher their 
souls perish with their bodies or s\u -vive their 
ruins. He does not say, as Cyrus s.i/d to hi* 
children; I know not now to persuad - mv ~ 
self, that the soul lives in this mortal body 
and ceasclh to be when the body cxpirov '• f 
am more inclined to think, that it reon. 're* 
after death more pesotralion anj purity. — 
He doth not say, as Socrates said to his jud ?- 
es; And now we are going, I to suffer deal S» 
and ye to enjoy life. God only knows whit 'h 
is the best. He doth not say as Sicero saifc '> 
speaking on this important article; I do not 
pretend to say, that what 1 affirm is an infa!-

Most of the tribes at the month of 
the Colombia river, fur instance, ate a trea- 
cherous, misshapen, thievish set, who tnuur 
themselves trltU fish-oil, and live in filthy 
hovels, while, an an exception, there aie 
bauds which, like the C.'biuonks, are well 
formed, frank in their manners, cleanly in 
th«'ir persons, and every way trustworthy. — 
These ingenious people have Iiouscf of wood 
eighty feet in length, by forty feet broad, di- 
vided by partitions IS feet high: th' y construct 
canoes 50 feet in lenglh, which will carry 30 
persons: and besides Ihe usual offensive nrins 
of the Indians, they wear nrmor of elk skin, 
with leather helmets, so prepared as to be 
mrrow proof, and frequently even turn a ball. 
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Again, in advancing into the inl<"rior, some 
miserable, squalliil looking, skulking tribes, 
who Jive l>y trapping, are to be found in the 
immediate vicinity of a thriving race of men, 
whose habits anil appearance are totally the 
reverse. The hut are generally, those who 
hunt the buitojo on hois. hack, and with 
frames invigorated by the chu.se and spirits 
nerved l>y the constant encounter of peril, 
are equally fearless in character ami noble in 
their carriage. Both on the coast and in the 
interior, suine tribes are entirely absolved 
from the rcsirnints of chastity, while others 
punish incontineney witb death; many clans 
again arc Addicted lo stealing and lying, 
while these vices are lwld in such abhorrence 
by others that those win commit them are 
driven- tram their communities. Cruelty to 
their enemies and fortitude under the inflic- 
tion of pain, icems to be the only qualities 
whici. we. c>>uunon to all.

Forty or fifty years ago, while living in 
their ancient rudeness, and practicing cus- 
toms which now remain only as ^ 'stiges, the 
Chtr.ikees were accustomed to be addressed, 
v. li ui ass-'inhlod in llie i r town houses, by cer- 
tain individuals who are lo he found in every 
village. Whether these individuals were a 
distinct class of men and set apart for the 
special purpose of talking, and relating tradi- 
tions lo the people, or whether they wore no- 
thing more than the leaders or head men of 
the villages, we on' not prepared to say. 

It is a fact, however, which many living 
witnesses can testify, in addition to many ve- 
ry interesting particulars (with which, per- 
haps, we may hereafter entertain our readers) 
related of these men, that they actually fore- 
told the events which are now taking place 
in relation to the south western Indians. It 
was their custom, on the occasion above men- 
tioned, (o take their station (some say they 
wauld ascend the town house, wearing leg- 
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gens made of dressed, but unsuioked deer- 
skin, and fanning themselves With the wing 
of some parliculur bird) and relating the tra- 
ditions of the nations lo the people. 

The language they employed was some- 
what different from the one in common use, 
ii;-niy words and phrases being interspersed 
in I heir speeches which were not understood 
by the mass of their hearers, especially when 
mentioning the names of places w here the 
Cherokees had formerly resided. They would 
tell of the events which had happened lo their 
forefathers and would bring their account to 
time in which they lived, when a new era in 
their history would commence in const quence 
of approaching settlements of the whiles. 

In speaking of the future destiny of ihoir 
nation, they foretold with a remarkable ex- 
actness the principal events which have since 
taken place in its history. This part of their 
address wag something like the following. 

Our elder brother [meaning the white peo- 
yto — usin^ the singular lor the plural) has 
become our neigh!"*: fi« is now near us, and 
already occupies our anciert! habits, tic: : — 
Hut tins is as our forefathers to|d v—'l uey 
said my [our] feet are turned Towards ihe 
west — they are never lo lurii rouurl. Now 
mark what our forefathers told us. Your ei- 
der brother will settle around you — he will 
encroach upon your lands, and tiien ask you 
to sell them to him. When yon give him a 
pari of your country, he will not be satisfied 
but ask for more. In process of time he will 
ask you lo become like hini — He will lell yr,\> 
lhalyour mode of life is not as good as his — 
Whereupon you will lie induced lo make 
great roads through the nation, by which he 
act have free access to you. He will learn 
your women to spin and weave and muk<- 
clothes, and learn to cultivate the earth. !!•■ 
will even teach you his language, and learn 
you to read and write, Jfcc. &c. But these 
are but Ihe means to destroy you, and to eject 
you from your habitations, lie will poii 1 
you to the west, but you will find no Kiting 
place there, for your elder brother will drive 
you from one place to another until yon Mil 
to the wesr. ru waters. These things v. ill 
certainly happen, hut it will be when ■ I are 
dead and gone. We shall nol live lo t»- and 
le.-l th.- misery which will come upon vmi. 

Such in substance was a portion of their 
speeches. .Did it is that which we havedtn< 
minuted prophecy, and as for Ihe ful '.' 
we leave it to the reader to judge for hii 
self. 

It is, perhaps, difficult to say upon what 
grounds the forebodings of untutoied men 
were predicated. It will hardly do losav 
that they judged from the past conduct if 
the whites towards other Indian; tribes, b. 
cause they were in a great measure ignorant 
of the behavior of the whites, fxcepl tow rt 
the C'herokees themselves, and there was no- 
thing in that behavior, at that lime, to excite 
suspicion that the events which they seem 
to have foreseen would actually take pi 
[Cherokee I'hmnix.1

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THE TRIBE OF JOSEPH. 

Having given a sketch ot'thc history of 111" 
ten tribes, in our last, the next subject which 
present* itself, is the tribe of Joseph. The 
Lord was with Joseph in his youth anil not 
only his dreams, one of which says, that the 
sun and moon, and the eleven stars made 
obeisance to him, but much of his life was n 
type of future events in relation to his seed. 
His being sold unto the Egyptians, was a wise 
plan of the Lord to show his power to Israel, 
«rid to convince the world, that he is merciful 
to such as keep uis commandments, and seek 
the path of endless virtue; yes. all the work- 
manship of his hands. The history of Joseph, 
in full, cannot at present be given; but in 
part, it will occupy a great place in the hearts 
of such as seek diligently the kingdom of God 
and the welfare of scattered Israel. It is so 
well known that Joseph was the beloved of 
his father, that we can quote the words of the 
good old man pronounced upon him, as what 
tiliould befall him, or come to pass among his 
seed, in the last days, without the fear of con- 
tradiction, and with a great deal of pleasure, 
as well as satisfaction, knowing that the very 
days have arrived for the fulfilment of that 
prophecy. Joseph is a fruitful bough, a fruit- 
ful bough bv a well, whose branches run over 
the wall: The archers have sorely grieved 
hun,and shotat him.and hated him : But his bow 
abode in strength, and the arms of his hands 
were made strong by the hands of Uie mighty 
God of Jncob: (from thence is the Shepherd 
the Stone of Israel:) Even by the God of thy 
father, who shall help thee, and by the Al- 
mighty, who shall bless thee with blessings of 
heaven above, blessings of the deep that belli 
under, blessings of the breast and of the 
womb: The blessings of thy lather have pre- 
vailed above the blessings of my progenitors 
unto the utmost bound of the everlasting hills; 
they shall be on the head of Joseph, and on 
the crown of the head of him that was sepa- 
rate from his brethren. 

This is one of the greatest prophecies in the 
bible, and contains more of the economy of 
the Lord than will be seen tiJJ the Redeemer 
comes to dwell on Die earth. What an ad- 
mirable expression is that; the branches run 
over the wall; as plain as to have siid, some 
of his seed shall cross the ocean. But the 
most profound is, From thence is the Shep- 
herd, the Stoae of Israel. It could not mean 
the birth of the Savior, for Paul says, it is ev- 
ident our Lord sprang from the the Iribe of 
Judah-. But when Paul said to the Romans, 
There shall come out of Sion the Deliverer, 
and turn away ungodliness from Jacob, lie 
must have meant the Deliverer, which is to 
come and gather his sheep into his fold, and 
becomes the good Shepherd: and according 
to the blessing of Moses, Joseph is the firstling- 
of his bullock. Let us read it: And of Joseph 
he said, Blessed of the Lord be his land, for 
the precious things of heaven, for the dew, 
and for the deep that couchcth beneath, and 
for the precious fruits brought forth by the 
■ud, and for the precious things put forth by 
the moon, and for the chief things of the an- 
cient mountains, and for the precious things 



of the lasting hills. and for the precious things 
of the earth and fulness thereof, and for tlie 
good will of him that dwelt in the bush: let 
the blessing come upon the head of Joseph, 
anil upon t he top of the head of him that was 
separated from his brethren. His glory is 
like the firstling of his bullock, and his horns 
are like the horns of unicorns: with them he 
shall push the people together from the ends 
of the earth: and they are the ten thousands 
of Ephraim, and they are the thousands of 
Manasseb. 

The beauty, the wisdom, and the extent of 
this bl-ssing upon the seed of Joseph, have 
never yet been found out by the world, nor 
fully understood by all the saints. In the 
first place, Moses says, Blessed of the Lord 
be his land, &c. And why! Because it is 
the land on which the saints of the living Gud 
•hall gather in the last days, to leceive the 
Savior at bis second coming. It is blessed of* 
the Lord, too, for the precious tilings of heav- 
en: the fulness of the gospel in the book of 
Mormon: for instance, 1 am a descendant of 
Joseph, which was carried captive into Egypt. 
And great were the covenants of the Lord, 
which he mad? unto Joseph: wherefore, Jo- 
seph truly saw our day. And he obtained a 
promise of the Lord, that out of the fruit of 
his loins, the Loid God would raise up a right- 
eous branch unto the house of Israel: not the 
Messiah, but abranch which was to be broken 
off; neverthless, to be remembered in the cov- 
enals of the Lord, that the Messiah should be 
made manifest unto Ihem in the Inter days, 
in the spirit of power, unto the bringing of 
them out of darkness unto light; yea, out of 
hidden darkness and out of captivity unto 
freedom. For Joseph truly testified. Baying: 
A seer shall the Lord my God raise up, which 
shall be a choice seer unto the fruit of my 
loins. Yea, Joseph truly said, thus saith the 
Lord unto me: Arhoice seer will 1 raise up out 
of the fruit oflhy Km*. and he shall be esteem- 
ed highlyamong the fruit of thy Jains. And 
unto him will I pre commandment, that he 
shall do a work for the fruit of thy loins, his 
brethren, which shall be of great worth unto 
them, even to the bringing of them to the 
knowledge of the covenants which I have 
made with thy fathers. And I will give him 
a commandment, that he shall do none other 
work, save the work which I shall command 
him. And I will make him great in mine eyes: 
for he shall do my work. And he shall be 
great like unto Moses, whom I have said I 
would raise up unto you, to deliver my peo- 
ple, O house of Israel. And Moses will I 
raise up, to deliver thy people out of the land 
of Egypt. But a seer w ill I raise up out of 
the fruit of thy loins: and unto him will I 
give power to bring forth my word unto the 
seed of thy loins; and not to the bringing 
forth my word only, saith the Lord, but to 
the convincing theui of my word, which Bhall 
have already gone forth among them- Where- 
fore, the fruit of my loins shall write; and the 
fruit of the loins o'f Judah shall write; and 
that which fdiail be written by the fruit of thy 
loins, and also that which shall be written by 
the fruit of the loins of Judah, shall grow to- 
gother.unto the confounding of false doctrines 
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•nil laying down of contentions, and establish- 
ing peace- among the fruit of thy loins, and 
brjnging them to the knowledge of their fath- 
ers in the latter days; and also to I he knowl- 
edge of my covenants, saifJj the Lord. And 
out of weakners he shall be made strong, in 
that day when my work shall ceiimence a- 
mong all my people, unto the restoring thee, 

house of lit Mi »aith the Lord. And thus 
propliesied Joseph, saying: Behold, that seer 
will the Lord bless: and they that seek to 
destroy him, shall be confounded: for lliis 
promise, of wluch 1 have obtained of the Lord, 
of the fruit of thy loins, shall be fulfilled.— 
Behold 1 arn sure of the iuliiliiog of this prom- 
ise. And his name shall be called after me; 
and it shall be after the name of his father. — 
And he shall be like unto me; for the thing 
which the Lord shall bring forth by his 1 and, 
by the power of the Lord shall bring my peo- 
ple unto salvation: yea, thus prophesied Jo- 
seph. I am sur* of this thing, even as I am 
sure of the prom is; of Moses: for the Lord 
hath said unto me, I will preserve thy seed 
forever. And the Lord hath said, I will raise 
up a Moses; aud I will give power unlo him 
in a rod: and 1 will give judgement unlo him 
in « riling. Yet 1 will not loose his tongue, 
that he shall speak much: for I will not make 
him mighty in speaking. But 1 will write 
unto him my law. by the finger of mine 
own hand; and ( will make a spokesman for 
him. And the Lor*ltaid unto me also, 1 will 
raise up unto the fruit of thy loins: and I will 
main for him a spokesman. And I, behold, 

1 will give unto Inni, that lie shall write the 
writing of the fruit of ihy loins, unlo the 
fruit ofthvloinB; and the spokesman of thv 
loins shall declare it And the words which 
he shall write, shall be the words which is 
expedient in my wisdom, should go forth un- 
to the fruit of thy loins. And it shall be ns it 
the fruit of thy loins had cried unlo tbem 
from the dust: for 1 know their faith. Ami 
they shall cry from the dust: yea, even re 
pentaftce unto their brethren, even that after 
many generations have gone by them. And 
it shall come to pass that their cry shall go, 
even according to the simplencss of their 
words. Become of their faith, their words 
•hall proceed forth out of my mouth unlo 
tbeir brethren, which ire the fruit of thy loins: 
and the weakness of iheir words will I make 
strong in tlicir faith, unto the remembering 
of my covenant which I made unto thy fath- 
ers. 

Thus spake Lehi to his son Joseph, and 
who is there that ennnot rejoice when he reads 
»uch a glorious and sacred promise? When 
we look abroad in the earth and view 1he ex- 
tent of the Lord's dominions in this world; 
when we reflect up3n the space of time that 
the Lord has allowed the sons of men to set 
these dominions in order, by Riving them the 
privilege "f the gospel; and when we consider 
how much the Lord has promhed to such as 
build up his kingdom on the earth, we are as- 
tonished! When Jacob, or as he was named, 
Israel, blessed the chi'dren of Joseph, he 
crossed his hands and put Ephraim the young- 
est first, saying his seed shall become a multi- 
tude of nations: and Lehi says, repeating the 
words of Joseph of Egypt, the fruit of my 
loins shall write: and trie fruit of the loins of 
Judah shall write, &c. and the writings shall 
grow together- Let us now compare these 
great sayings widi the prophecy of Eiekiel: 
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Moreover Ihou »on of man, take thee one 

stick, and write upon it, For Judah, and for 
the children of Israel Ins companions: then 
lal e another, stick, and write upon it, tot Jo- 
h, the stick < f 1] I rani:, ai.d fir all the 
he use- of ler.el hs companions: And join 
them one to another into one etick: mid tr.ey 
shall become one in ll.y hand. And when 
the children of thy people shall speak unto 
thee, saying, Will Ihou not shew us what 
thon meanest bv these! Say unto thcin, 
Thus s;n Hi the Lord God: Behold I will take 
the stick of Joseph, which is in the I. and of 
L'piiraiii], and the tribes of Israel his fellows, 
and will put them with him, even with the 
stick of Judah, and make them one slick, and 
they shall b.- one in my hand. Aud the 
slicks whereon thou writest shall be one in 
Ihy hand before their eyes. And say unto 
them, Thus sailli the Lord God; Behold," I 
will take the children of Itrael from among 
the heathen, whither they be gone, and will 
gather them on every «ide,«*nd bring thero in- 
to their own land: And I will make them 
one nation in the land upon the mounlaii s of 
/sracJ: and one king shall beking to them all: 
ar.d they shall be no more two nalioiis,neither 
uliull they be divided into two kingdcir.s any 
more at all: Neilker shall they ill file them- 
selves any more with their idu.'s, nor wilh 
their detestable l.'.inpa, ncr wilh any of their 
transgressions: hut Twill save them out of 
all tbeir dwelling places, wherein they l ave 
sinned, and will cLanse tin in: so shall lliey 
be my people- and 1 will be their Gid. Ai.d 
David my nervanl shall be King over them; 
und Ihey ali shall have one S. rpiie rd: ll.cy 
shall also walk in my judgements, andobserve 
mj statutes, and do them. And they shall 
dwell in the land that 1 have given unto Ja- 
cob my servant, niierein your falheis have 
dwelt, and they shall dwell therein, even 
they, ond their children, and their children' m 
children forever, and my servant David shall 
be their prince forever. Moreover 1 will 
make a covenant of peace with them; it shall 
be an everlasting covenant with them: and I 
-. v i 1 J place them, and multiply litem, and will 
set uty sanctuary in the iiiidvl of them forev- 
er more. My lahernacle also shall he with 
Ihem: yea, Twill be their God. and they shall 
be inv people. And the heathen shall' know 
that I the Lord do sanctify Israel, when my 
sanctuary shall be in the midst of l!:em for 
evermore. 

So, then, it appears, that Ephraim, besides 
becoming a multitude of nations, v> riles and 
keeps one of the sticks or books or the Lord. 
The slick of Judah, the bible, is about as 
much acknowledged and received as the Sav- 
icr was, when ha came to fulfil the wordB of 
Hie prophets, to be offered a sacrifice for sin. 
But ihere is another light, which presentt it- 
selflo us, which ought not to he omitted. Say, 
our Savior came Uirough the Iribe of Judi.ii, 
and the Jews kept the record or the bible, as it 
is called, f»r the scepter was nolto depart from 
Judah, nur alawgiver from between his feet, 
until Shiloh come; and then, that the Re- 
deemer, shall come Ihc second time, to the 
tribe of Joseph; and ihey have also written 
and kept a record, calleef the book of Mor- 
mon, for, from thence is the Shepherd the 
Stone of Israel: who can mistake what Eie- 
kiel meant by the Two Slick6l They are 
the Lord's reading sticks [or records] lor the 
benefit of Israel. The cirrumcUnoe of Ja- 
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cob's serving seven years for Rachel, and his 
great disappointment when finding himself 
weddeJ to Leah, may with propriety be con- 
nected with the history of Joseph, "us one of 
the ercat siinihs of the Lord to show great 
things to some, according to their faith, and 
nothing to others agreeable to the blindnrss 
of their minds. i'assing, however, this with 
many oilier circumstances, which are con- 
nected with the well-being and final glory of 
J >scph, hut, which can be sought out ami 
iva i by i!,c hum! '.<-■ s an her liir truth, with 
pL-asure, in liic bible and bock of Mormon, 
we proceed to quote the word of tins Lord, in 
r-.-lation to saving of the House of Joseph; for 
Joseph may now be, considered as bearing the 
ensign of the Lord to the nations. As the 
Lord hath written unto Ephraim the great 
tilings of his law, and they are counted as a 
strange thing: so also, is the Lord preparing 
to show unto him the glory of the lugldayN: 
for his horns are the horns, of Unicorns, witii 
lliera he shall push Ins people lugcilicr from

figure this is! The sons of Joseph among 
the nation.' , to come forth rs the Movants ol 
the Lord, in the last days and push the people 
to Z\ m, tural the same tune, sailh the Lord, 
will 1 be the God ofail the families of Israel, 
and they f hill b? my people. Thus saith the 
Lord, The people which were left of the 
swor.l found grace ill the wilderness; even 
Israel, when 1 went to ouuse him to rest.— 
The Lo. d bath appeared of old unto me, say- 
ing, Yea, I have loved theo with an everlast- 
ing love: therefore with loving-kindness have 
I drawn the?. Again J will build thee, and 
thou shnll ba built, O Virgin of Israel: thou 
shall again bo ad rned with thy tabrelB, and 
shalt go forth in the danew of them that 
make merry. Thou shall yet plant vine* up- 
on the mountains of Samaria: the planters 
shall plant, and shall eat them, as common 
things. For there shall be a day, that the 
watchmen upon the mou.it Ephraim shall 
cry, Arure ye. and let us»o up to Zion unto 
the Lord our God. For thus saith the Lord; 
Sing with gladness for Jacob, and shout a- 
raang the chief ol th" nations: publish ye, 
praise, ye, and say, O Lore', save liijr people, 
thi rvinnaul of Israel. Uphold, 1 will bring 
them Irons the north country, and gather 
them from the coast? of the earth, and wiih 
them tliSjsVHnd an;! the lame, the women witn 
child ami her that travail t,i with child to- 
gether: a great company shall r»turn thither. 
They shall come with weeping, and with sup. 
pUrit'in* will 1 lead them: 1 will cause them 
to walk by the rivers of waters in a strait way, 
wherein they shall not stumble: for I am a 
father to Israel, and Epiiraim is my first born.

Surely after that I was turned, I re- 
pented: and after that I was instructed, I 
smote on my thigh: I was ash'.'.ned, yea, 
cv.'ti confounded, because I did tear the re- 
proach of my youth. Is Ephraim my dear 
son: is he a pleasant child? fori.. nee I spake 
against him, I do earnestly remember him 
still: therefore my bowels are troubled tor 
him; 1 will surely have mercy upon hint t aith 
the Lord, 

Now marl, Ephraim is the first bom; the 
Lord's dear son, and a pleasant, child, and 
the Lord will have compassion upon him, not' 
withstanding it is said by the prophet Hcscs, 
that they, (the seed of Ephraim) shall be 
wanderers among the nations: nolwilhs'and- 
ing Epiiraim is joined to idols: let him alone;

self among the people: notwithstanding 
Ephraim is a, cake net turned: notwithstand- 
ing Ephraim is like a silly dove without a 
heart, and notwithstanding Ephraim isaheit 
er taught, and loves to tread cut She grain, 
Ephraim »hs,U rid", lor the Lord hath spoken 
iU Half the tribes of Manasseh, being ab- 
sent near the lost tribes in the rcfion of Ar- 
wvr .-th, ive shall not pretend lo any ss much 
in relation !o A/anasee/i as Ephraim. 

ilut to make all things plain let us remem- 
ber, what the Lord has said in relation lt> Jo- 
seph a.« a house, or particular portion of Is- 
rael; that iie would save it. The wcrds of 
Zcchariahure in point: I will save the house 
of Joseph, and I will bring them again and 
place them: for I have mercy upon them; and 
they shall be as though 1 had not cast them 
olf: for I am the Lord their God, and will 
hear ihe m . And they of Ephraim shall be 
like a mighty man and their heart shall rejoice 
as through Wtaei yea their children shall see 
it, and be glad; their heart shall rrj?ice in 
the Lord. I will hiss for them, an:! gather 
them: for I have rrdtemed tbcm: and they 
shall increase as they have increased. And 
I will sow thorn among the people: and they 
shu'l remeriiiier me in far countries; and they 
■hail liv? wi:b their children, and turn again. 
I will bring them again also out of the land 
cf Egypt, "and gather them out of Assyria; 
and 1 will bring them into the land of Gilead 
and Lebanon; and place shall not be found 
f«r them. And he shall pasn through the 
sea with afllietion. and shall smile the waves 
in the sea, and all the deeps of the river siiall 
dry up: and the pride of Assyria stall be 
brought down, and the sceptre of Egypt shall 
depart away. And I will strengthen them in 
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tlie Lord; and they shall walk up and down 
id his name, suith tlic Lord. 

Hu\v plain the Lord has told the world, 
t: at lie would do great things) for the house 
t-f Joseph, and well might the Psalmist ex- 
claim: Give ear, O Shepherd of Israel, thou 
that lcadest Joseph like a flock: thou that 
dwellest between the cherubim*, shine forth. 
Before Ephraim and Benjamin and Manassch 
atir up thy strength, andcoinc and save ub. 
Turn us again, O God, and cause thy face to 
ahi.'i' - ; and we shall be saved. O Lord God 
of hoota, how long wilt thou be angry against 
the pro rer of thy people! Thou feedeat them 
with the bread of tears; and givest them 
tears to drink in great measure. Thou mak- 
est us a strife unto our neighbors: and our 
enemies laugh among themselves. Turn us 
again, O God of hosts, and cause thy face to 
shine; and we shall be saved. Thou hast 
brought a vine out of Egypt: thou host cast 
out the belthen and planted it. Thou pre- 
paredst room before it, and didst cause it to 
take deep root, and it tilled the land. The 
hills were covered with the shadow of it, and 
the boughs thereof were like the goodly ce- 
dars. She son ( out her boughs unto the sea,and 
her branches unto the river. Why hast thou 
then broken down her hedges, so that all they 
which pass by the way do pluck her! The boar 
out of the wood dotli waste it, and the wild 
beast of the field doth devour it. Return, we be- 
seech thee, O God of hosts: look down from 
heaven, and behold, and visit this vine: And 
the vineyard which thy right hand hath plant- 
ed, and the branch that thou madest strong for 
thyself. It is burnt with fire, it is cut down: 
they perish at the rebuke of thy countenance. 
Let thy hand be upon the man of thy right 
hand, upon the son of man whom thou ina- 
dest strong for thyself So will not we go 
back from thee: quicken us, and we will call 
upon thy name. Turn us again, O Lord 
God of hosts, cause thy face to shine; and 
we Bhall lie saved. 

Here let us pause. The Lord is great and 
his words fail not. The Shepherd of Israel, 
which comes leading Joseph like a flock, stir 
up thy Btrenglh before Ephraim, and Benja- 
min, and Manasseh. Ah what precious 
words! Judah is to be gathered at old Jerusa- 
lem; the lost tribes, with the half tribe of 
Manasseh, will be restored by Elijah, which 
leaves Ephraim, the remaining half tribe of 
Mauasseh. and Benjamin to be stirred up by 
the good Shepherd. What a consolation! No 
wonder Ephraim was likened unto a green 
fir tree, for says the Lord: From me is thy 
fruit £>und. When the Savior was on earth, 
he spak-? this parable: There wa» in a city 
a judge, which feared not God, neither re- 
garded man. And there was a widow in that 
city: and she came unto him, saying, Avenge 
me of mine adversary. And he would not 
for a while; but afterwards he aaid within 
himself, Though 1 fear aot God, nor regard 
man: yet, because this widow troubleth me, 
I will avenge her, lest by her continual coin- 
ing she v.'eary me. And the Lord said. Hear 
what the unjust judge aaith. And shall not 
God avenge his own elect which cry day and 
night unto him, though he bear long with 
theinl I tell you that he will avenge them 
speedily. Nevertheless, when the Sou of 
man cometh, shall he find faith on the earth 1 
And he spake this parable unto certain which 
trusted in themselves that they were right- 



eous, aud despised others: Two men went 
up in the temple to pray; the one a Pharisee, 
aud the other a publican. The Pharisee 
stood and prayed thus with himself, God, 1 
thank thee, that 1 am not oa other men are, 
extortioners, unjust, adulterers, or even as 
this publican. ] fast twice iu the week, I 
give tithes of all that 1 possess. And the 
publican, standing afar off, would not lift up 
so much as itis eyes unto heaven, but smote 
upon his breast, saying, God be merciful to 
me a sinner. 

Now, beloved reader, when the Son of man 
comes shall he find faith on the earth? Ue 
will find some with Ephraim, if Hoaea's 
words are true, that — From me is thy fruit 
found. Again, taking this parable for a sam- 
ple, will he come to those that pray in fine 
houses and fast by states and nations, as it 
were, giving bountifully of their wealth, to 
Bible societies, and temperance aoceities, 
while die poor, are forgotten by them, or wilt 
he come to them that humble themselves, and 
cry mightily, Not our will but thine O God 
be done 1 

Joseph was a type of coming event* unto 
his seed; Ephraim waa to become a great 
many nations, and all these things were to be 
fulfilled in the last days. The land of Joseph 
was to be blessed above all others, and Jo- 
seph was to be honored by his parents and 
brethren, according to his dream of the shin- 
ing hosts of heaven. Joseph was sold into 
Egypt to save his father's household from 
famine, as a tyr>e of what should be after- 
wards. It is thus said in the Book of Mor- 
mon, by Moroni the chief captain of the Ne- 
phites, who lived about seventy years before 
the birth of the Savior: Behold, we are a 
remnant of the seed of Jacob; yea, we are a 
remnant of the seed of Joseph, whose coat 
was rent by his brethren, into many pieces; 
yea, and now behold, let us remember to keep 
the commandments of God, or our garment* 
shall be rent by our brethren, aud we be cast 
into prison, or be sold, or be slain; yea, let 
us preserve our liberty, as a remnant of Jo- 
seph; yea, let ua remember the words of Ja- 
cob, before hia death; for behold, he saw that 
a part of the remnant of the coat of Joseph 
was preserved, and bad not decayed. And 
he saith, Even as this remnant of garment 
of my sons hath been preserved, so shall a 
remnant of the seed of my son be preserved 
by the hand of God, and be taken unto him- 
self, while the remainder of the seed of Jo- 
seph shall perish, even as the remnant of his 
garment: And again: Moroni the son of 
Mormon, who scaled and hid up this record, 
aays in the book of Ether: Behold, Ether 
nw the days of Christ, and he spake concern- 
ing a New Jerusalem upon this land; and he 
spake also concerning Die house of lsrael,and 
the Jerusalem from whence Eehi should 
come; after it should be destrojied, it should 
be built up again a holy city unto the Lord; 
wherefore it could not be a New Jerusalem, 
for it had been in a time of old, hut it should 
be built up again, and becom ; a holy city of 
the Lord; and it should be built up unto the 
house of laraet; and that a New Jerusalem, 
should be built up upon this land, unto the 
remnant of the seed of Josep b, for the which 
things there has been a type : for as Joseph 
brought his father down into the land of E- 
gypt, even so he died there; wherefore the 
Lord brought a remnant of t'te seed of Joseph 
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out of the land of Jerusalem, that he might 
be merciful unto the seed of Josepli, tiial 
they should perish not, even as he was merci- 
ful unto the father of Joseph, that he should 
perish not; wherefore the remnant of the 
house of Joseph shall be built upon this land: 
and it shall be a land of their inheritance; and 
they shall build up a holy city unto the Lord, 
like unto the Jerusalem of old; and they shall 
no more be confounded, until the end come, 
when the earth shall pass away. 

Sow as Joseph caused all the Egyptians to 
leave the room when he made himself known 
to his brethren: So the branch of his seed, 
which was led to this continent by the hand 
of the Lord, to prepare the land of their in- 
heritance, anil the other branches which are 
wandering among the nations, maybe bro'l 
from the east, and gathered from the west, 
ready to meet the Redeemer when he brings 
again Zion. 

1 n the view of this coming scene is a joy, 
which cannot be known by them that are 
without the hope of a glorious resurrection. 
Before Joseph went into Egypt the great day 
of a thousand years' holiness on earth, was 
better known among some men than now. — 
What started a party of high-minded men to 
build a Tower to go to heaven? The world 
had just been immersed in water: Zion had 
previously been taken lo paradise, and for 
fear that it might again be destroyed, as they 
hod again begun to trust in themselves, this 
evil generation, sat out to force themselves 
into heaven, without coming in as the Lord 
had appointed. Now, it is well known that 
Abraham, Isaac, and jr.cob, were so much in 
favor with the Lord, that he talked with them 
and gave them commandments, and they 
were rilled with the Holy Ghost, and knew 
many things in relation to the last days, 
which they taught to their posterity. 

Although Joseph or Ephraim, may l>e 
mixed among the nations, lo that feet have 
scarce trod where he hath not been, and good 
and evil have not come to the lot of any on 
earth, more than him, still as the blessing to 
him was the greatest, and as he was lord over 
all Egypt, so shall he become a multitude of 
nations, reaching from sea to sea, and from 
the river to the ends of the earth, among the 
resfcof the saints. Eor it shall come lo pass, 
that many nations shall come, and say. Come, 
let us go up to the mountain of the Lord, 
and to the house of the God of Jacob; and he 
will teach us of his ways, and we will walk 
in his paths; for the law shall go forth 'of 
Zion, and the word of the Lord Irom Jerusa- 
lem. And he shall judge among many people, 
and rebuke strong nations afar oft"; and tliey 
shall beat their swords into ploughshare?, and 
their spears into pruning hooks: nation shall 
not lift up a sword against nation, neither 
shall they learn war any more. But thoy 
shall sit everv man under his vine and fig- 
tree; and noife shall make them afraid: for 
the mouth of the Lord of hosts hath spoken 
it, For all people will walk every one in the 
name of his god, and we will walk in the 
name of the Lord our God for ever and ever. 
In that day, sailh lb* Lord, will 1 assemble 
her that halteth, and I will gather her that 
was driven out, and her that l have aflicted; 
and I will make her that halted a remnant, 
and her that was cast tar off a strong nat on: 
and the Lord shall reign over them in mo unt 
Zion from henceforth, even for ever. And 
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thou, O lower of the flock, the strong hold 
of the daughter of Zion, unto thee shall it 
come, even the first dominion; the kingdom 
shall come to the daughter of Jerusalem. — 
Now whv dost thou cry out aloud? is there 
no king in thee I is thy counsellor perished? 
for pangs have taken thee as a woman in 
travail Be in pain, and labor to bring forth, 
O daughter of Zion, like a woman in travail; 
for now shall thou go forth out of the city, 
and thou shall dwell in the field, and thou 
uhalt go even to Babylon; there shalt ihou be 
delivered; there the Lord shall redeem thee 
from the hand of thine enemies. Now alsn 
many nations are gathered against thee, that 
say. Let her be defiled, and let our eye look 
upon Zion. But they know not the thoughts 
of the Lord, neither understand they his 
counsel: for he shall gather them as the 
sheaves into the floor. Arise and thresh, O 
daughter of Zion: for I will make thy horn 
iron, and I will make thy hoofs brass; and 
thou shalt beat in pieces many people: and 1 
will consecrate their gain unto the Lord, and 
their substance unto the Lord of the whole 
earth. 

To close: what can he said more than (ho 
Lord hath said? Judah would not receive 
the Savior at his first coming, and he was 
crucified. He then manifested himself to the 
other tribes and remnants. The word was, 
whosoever shall fall on this stone shall be bro- 
ken: but on whomsoever it shall fall, it w ill 
grind him to powder. The Jen's fell upon 
that stone andpvere broken: and, O ye inhab- 
itants of the earth, beware! for if that stone 
falls upon you. it will grind you to powder. 
Remember that Joseph's glory is the firstling 
of his bullock, and also, that with his horns 
lie is to push the people together from the 
ends of the earth. 

God made the world in six days, and rested 
on the seventh, and blessed and sanctified it: 
and thus will he do with creation, for the 
creation of the spiritual world was in the 
likeness of the temporal; the temporal a pre- 
paration for man to enter into the Socrod 
Rest: The Lord has now begun to feed the 
flock of his heritage with the rod [or word of 
truthj as in days of old, and according to the 
days of hia coming out of the land of Egypt, 
will he show marvelous things. The oceans 
have to roll back into one place; the valleys 
have lo be exalted; the mountains have to 
flow down at his presence, the sun has to be 

darkened, and the moon turned into I.I i, 

and the stars have to fall, then liehold, he 
will come to reign on the enrth with power 
and great glory, and all the holy angels with 
him; yea, with the church of ihe first born, 
even Zion which was received up to the bo- 
som of the Father, in the days of Enoch, be- 
fore the Hood : that the righteous that died 
in the hope of a glorious resurrection, may 
arise and meet the Lord in the air, and live 
again, in the flesh, on the earth.

"He that spared not his own son, but de- 
livered him up for u> all, how shall he not 
with him also freely give na all things?" — 
Grace, so clearly revealed in cor Scriptures, 
that the most accural* reasoning, heresy the 
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most extravagant, and infidelity tlic most ob- 
stinate, cannot enervate his declarations. — 
For, the death of Christ may be er.nsidrr-jd in 
different views: it is a sufficient corifirma- 
tion of hid doctrine; it is a perf-ct pattern of 
pati ?ac>->, i! is the most magnanimous dig ee 
of cxlraordin-.ry excellencies, lint can be in - 
agined: bul '.lie gespe! very seldom present* 
it tons in any or" these views, it leaves then 
to our own perception: but when it sp?aks I f 
his death, it usually speaks ol it as an expia- 
tory sacrifice. Need we repeat here a num- 
ber of former texts, and express decisions on 
this matter? Thanks be to God, we are 
preaching to a christian auditory, who make 
the death of the Redeemer the foundation of 
fiith! The gospel, then. a»Bureth the penitent 
sinner of pardon. Zeno, Epicurus. 1'ytha- 
giras, Socrates Torch, Academy, Eycasuui. 
what have ye to oiler to your disciples equal 
to this promise of the gospel? 
4 Bat that which princ : --illy displays the 
prerogatives of the chrisuon above those of 
th n philosopher, is an ali-suliicient provision 
agai i -t the fear of death. A comparison be- 
tween a dying pagan and a dying ciiristian 
will show this. I consider a pagan in his dy- 
ing-hed, speaking to himself what follow?. — 
On which side soever 1 consider my slat;. 1 
perceive nothing but trouble and despair. — 
If J observe ibre-rutiners of death, I see aw- 
ful symptoms, violent sickness, an ! intolera- 
ble pain, which surround my sick bed, and 
are the first scenes of the tragedy. As to (he 
world, my dearest obiects disappear: uiy clo- 
set connexions are dissolving: tny most spe- 
cious titles are etEicing: my noblest privile- 
ges are vanishing away: a dismal curtain fzlls 
between my eyes and all the decorations of 
the universe. In regard to my body, it is a 
mass without motion, and life: my tongue is 
about to be condemned to eternal silence; my 
eves to perpetual djafjsnets: ail the organs of 
my b'jdy to entire dissolution; and the miser- 
able remains of tny carcasi to lod;;e in the 
grieve, and to become food for 1 lie worms. If 
I consider my soul, I scarcely know whether 
it be immortal; and could I demonstrate its 
natural immortality. 1 should not be able to 
sa,y, whether my Creator would display his 
attribute* in preserving, or in destroying it: 
Jwnelhcr my wishes for immortality be the 
delates of nature, or the language cf s:n — 
If I consider ray past li;e, I oave a witness 
within me, a'.iesling that iny practice hath 
been less than my knowledge, how small so- 
ever the latter hath been: and that the abun- 
dant depravity of my heart hath thickened 
the darkness of my mind. If I consider fit 
torhy, I think I discover Ihrough many thick 
clouds a future state: uiy reason suggests, 
that the author of nature hath not given me 
a soul so saWfme in though', and so espansive 
in desire, raerei v to move in this little orb for 
a moment: but this is nothing but conjecture: 
and, if there be another economy aft^r this, 
should I be less miserable than 1 am here! — 
One moment I hope for annihilation, the next 
I shudder with fear of being annihilated: mv 
thoughts and desires are at war with each 
other, they rise, they resist, they destroy 
CB2 another. Such is the dying heathen. — 
If a few examples of those who have died 
otherwise, be adduced, they ought not to be 
urged in evidence against what we have ad- 
vanced; for they are rare, and very probably 
deceptive, their outward tranquility being on 



ly a concealment of trouble ivitbin. TroinV 
le is the greater for confinement within, and 
for an arf'rctrd appearance without. As we 
oi ght nut to believe tl.at philosophy hath 
rendered men inscns.blo of pain, because some 
philosophers have maintained that pain is no 
evil, and have seemed to triumph ovi.r it: so 
neither ought we to believe, that it Lath dis- 
armed death in regard to the disciples of nat- 
ural r.-Iijion, because some hovealt rmcd that 
death is not an obj»< t of fear. / f.cr 1 1., if 
some I ag-ins enjoyed a real tranquility at 
death, it was a groundless tranquility, to 
which reason contributed nothing utall. 

Ol how different do christians cic! bow 
doth revealed religion triumph over the reli- 
gion of nature in this respect! may each of 
our hearers be a new evidence of this article! 
the whole that troubles an expiring heathen, 
revives a christian in I. is dying bed. 

Thus speaks the dying christian. Vn'hen 
I consider the awl'ul symptoirs of death, and 
th- violent ugonies < f i.i>solv:ng nature, they 
app-c.r as medical preparations, shaip, but 
salutary; they are necessary to det c i me 
from lite, and fo separate the reu alns of in- 
ward depravity from me. Reside, I skoll not 
l;e abandoned to my own fniiUy; but my ya- 
tier.ce and constancy will be prcpcrtici.al 
to my sufferings, anil tiint powerful arm 
which hath s' pported tne tlrough life, will 
uphold me ur'1 r the pressure of death. If I 
consider my sins, mcny as they are, I am in- 
v rtnsraMe; fat 1 go to a irib nal of mercy, 
wh -re God is reeoncSM, and justice is saUs- 
fied. If I .-onsider my body, I p.rceive I am 
putting off a mean and ccrri.p 'de habit, and 
putting on robes of glory, rail, fall ye im- 
perfuc"- senses, yc frail org. rs, tall, hots - of 
clay, into y> ur original dost; >e will he 
"sown in corruption, bul rj si d in 'r.currup- 
tion: 60iin in dishonor, 1 nl raised in glory; 
sown in weaknes:, but rais'd in pewe?." — 
If I consider my soul, it is passing, 1 see, 
from slavery lo fr-edom. Jjl.alfcairy with 
me that which thinks anl r 11 els-. I shall 
carry with m* the delicacy of taste, the 
harmony of sounds the beauty of colors, the 
fi'u'/rance of odoriferous sir.cls. 1 shall sur- 
motnrt heaven and earth, nature and nil tvr, 
restrial thing*, and my ideas of a'l their beau- 
ties will multiply and expand. If 1 roh*Rfcr 
the future economy, to which I go, I lave, 
I own, very inadequate notions ol" il: but my 
incapacity is the ground of nSV expectation. — 
Could 1 perfectly comprehend it, it would ar- 
gue its resemblance lo some of the [ resent 
objects of my senses, or its minute proportion 
la the present operatiot s of my mind. If 
worldly dignities and grandeurs, if accumu- 
lated treasures, if the enjoyments of the most 
refined voluptuousness, were to represent to 
m ! cWlial felici'y, I should suppose, tiat, 
partaking of their nature. t!.cy partook of 
their vanity. Bu", if nothing he.r* can rep- 
rrsent the future state, it is because that 
state aarpasseth every other. My ardor is 
increased by my imperfect knowledge of it.— 
My knowledge and virtue I know will be per- 
fected; 1 know 1 shall comprehend truth, and 
obey order: I know I shall be free from all 
evils, and in possession of all good: I shall be 

K resent with God, I know, and with all the 
appy spirits, who surround his throne: and 
this perfect state, lam sure, will continue 
forever and ever. 
Such ore the all-sum cient supports which 
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revealed religion aflbrds against the fear of 
death. Such are the meditations of a dying 
christian: not uf one, whos" whole Christian- 
ity consists of dry speculations which have 
no infl'JT.ce over his practice; but of one who 
applies his knowledge to relieve the r.'al wants 
of his liPs Christianity, then, we have seen, 
is superior to natural religion, in then:: four 
respects. To these we will adJ a few more 
rell ctiom iu farther evidence of the superi- 
ority of revealed religion to the religion of 
nature. 

1 Tiie idexs of the ancient philosophers 
concerning natural religion were not collec- 
ted into a body of doctrine. One philosopher 
had one idea, another studious man had ari- 
olheriJea: ideas of truth and virtue, there- 
fore, lay dispersed. Who djtli not see the 
pre-eminence of revelation, on this article! — 
No huma.i capacity either hath bee-n, or 
would ever have been equal to the noble con- 
ception of a perfect boJy of truth. There is 
no genius so narrow, as not tj be capable of 
proposing some clear truili, some excellent 
maxim: but to lay down principles, and to 
perceive at once a chain of consequences, 
these are the efforts of great geniuses; this 
capability is a philosophical perfection. If 
this axiom be incontestable, what a fountain 
of wisdom does the system of Christianity .ir- 

,12 ! It represents us, in one lovely body, 
of perfect symmetry, all the ideas that we 
have enumerate. L One idea supposeth ano- 
ther idea: an I the whole is united in a.man- 
n'r st compact, that it is impossible to alter 
one article without defacing the beauty of all. 

2 Pactn philosophers, never had a system of 
natural religion comparable with that of mo- 
dern phttosphers, although the latter glory 
in their confmpt of revelation. Mod >rn phi- 
losophers have derived the clearest and best 
parts of their systems from the vtry revela- 
tion whi'.h tliey effect ta despise. We grant, 
the doctrines of the perfections of God, of 
provid -nee, and of a future stale, are perfect- 
ly eon/brmabJe to the light of reason. A 
man, who should pursue rational tracks of 
knowledge to his utmost power, would dis- 
cover, we own, all th-se doctrines: but it is 
one thing to grant, that these doctrines are 
conformable to reason; and it is another to 
affirm, that reason actually discovered them. 
It is one thing to allow, that a man, who 
should pursue rational tracks of knowledge to 
his utmost power, would discover all these 
doctrines: and it is another to pretend, that 
any mare, hath pursued these tracks to the ut- 
most, and hath actually discovered them. It 
was the gospel that taught mankind the use 
of their reason. It was the gospel that assist- 
ed, m mi to form a body of natural religion — 
Modern philosophers avail themselves of these 
aids: they form a body of natural religion by 
the light of the gospel, and then they altri- 
hulo to their own penetration what they de- 
rive from foreign aid. 

3 What was most rational in the natural re- 
ligion of the pagan philosophers wus mixed 
with fancies anddr a-is. There was not a 
single philosopher, who did not adopt some 
absurdity, and coaimunicate it to his disci- 
ples. Cine taught, that every being was ani- 
mated with a particular soul, and on this ab- 
surd hypothesis he pretended to account for 
all the phenomena of nature. Another took 
every star for a God, and thought the sool a 
vapor, that passed from one body to another, 



expiating in the body of a best the sins that 
were committed in that of a man. One at- 
tributed the creation of the world to a blind 
rhanee, and the government of all events in 
it In an inviolable fate. Another affirmed the 
eternity of the world, and said, there was no 
period in eternity in whiuh heaven and earth, 
nature and elements, were not visible. One 
said, every thing is uncertain; we are not 
sure of our own existence: the distinction be- 
tween just and unjust, virtue and vice, is fan- 
ciful, and hath an real foundation in the na- 
ture of things. Another made matter equal 
to God; and maintained, that it concutred 
with the Supreme Being in the formation of 
the universe. One took the world for a pro- 
digious body, of which he thought God was 
t'le soul. Another affirmed the materiality 
of the soul, and attributed to matter the fac- 
ulties of thinking and reasoning. Some de- 
nied the imrnorlalitv of the soul, and the in- 
tervention of providence: and pretend, that 
an infinite number of particles of inalt'r, in- 
visible, and indestructible, revolve in the uni- 
verse: that from their fortuitous concourse 
arose the present world: that in all this there 
was n» design; that the feet were not form- 
ed (or walking, the eyes for seeing, nor the 
hands for handling. The gospel is light 
without darkness. It hath nothing mean; 
nothing fiilse; nothing that doth not bear the 
characters of that wisdom, from which it pro- 
ceed}-. 

4 What was pure in the natural religion of 
the heathens Has not k-iowu, nor could be 
known to any but philosophers. The com* 
mon people were incapable of that pcnetra- 
ticn and labor, which :he investigating of 
truth, and the distinguishing of it t'rum that 
Pals IdoJ, in which passion and prejudice 
have enveloped it, required. A mediocrity of 
genius, 1 allow, is sufficient for the purpose of 
iiucring a part of those consequences from 
the works of nature, of which we form the 
body of natural religion; hut none but genius- 
es of the first order are capable of kenning 
those distant consequences, which ore enfold- 
ed in rfariness. The bulk of mankind want- 
eds short way proportional to every mind.— 
They wanted an authority, the infalibility of 
which all mankind might easily see. They 
wanted a revelation founded on evidence plain 
and obvious to all the world. Philosophers 
could not show the world such a short way: 
but revelation hath showed it. No philoso- 
pher could assume the authority, necessary 
to establish sucii a way: it became God alone 
to dictate in such a manner, and in revelation 
lie hstii done it. — Saurin.

Bending to the 
earth and loaded to profusion, standi a group 
of yonder trees, whose fruit one by one, as 
the breeze stirs through its branches, strikes 
the earth, ripened and delicious, by the sun 
and rains of the by-gone summer. The song 
of the bird wakes not the echoes of autumn — 
but in its stead the crickets, beneath the soft, 
bland beam* of a meridian moon, join in one 
solemn song, which throws over the listener, 
a shroud of thought, pointing backward to 
the things which have been, which now ore 
past, and which shall be no more. Autumn 
— autumn; there is a thousand recollections 
connected with the season. I love the social

We s»c 
pictured out in "bold relief," the certainty of 
a Supreme Being, and cunnol refrain from 
adoring him for his goodness. 

ID* Remarks. — The above essay on au- 
tumn, is extracted from one of the literary 
papers of the day, and it is not unworthy of 
h place with us. Autumn is a season for re- 
flection. It seems indicative of the end or 
close of somplhitig. The glory of the earth 
passes. The birds that filled the woods with 
their molody, have flown away with the tai- 
ling leaves, and the beautiful bloom of simimci 
is lading into a holy gloom, 'hat carries on 
its very brow, the everlasting premise of God:

beauty of holiness, common writers have 
never touched: no; never; for that flight of 
mind which caused the Psalmist to exclaim: 
Such knowledge is too wonderful for me: it 
is high, I canuot attain unto it. W hit her 
shall I go from thy Spirit! or whither shall I 
flee from thy presence! Ifl ascend up into 
heaven, thou art there; if 1 make my bed in 
hell, behold thou art there. If I take the 
wings of the morning, and dwell in the utter- 
most parts of the sea; even there shall thy 
hand lead me, and thy right hand shall hold 
did. If I say, surely the darkness shall cov- 
er me: even the night shall belight about me. 
Tea, the darkness Jiideth not from thee; but 
the night shinelli as the day, the darkness 
and the light are both alike to thee. For 
thou hast possessed my reins, Ihon host cov- 
ered me in my mother s womb. 1 will praise 
thee; for J am fearfully and wonderfully made: 
marvellous ore Ibv works; and that my soul 
knowelh right well: Yes, that peace of mind; 
that love ot divine things; that confidence in 
the Lord; that faith in the world lo come: 
lhat dependence upon Jesus Christ: and that 
joy of'henrt lltnt gladdens the soul, and hap- 
fu'fies the body in every place, and under nil 
uic trials ami troubles of this present life, 
cannot 1m? found in common books: comfort 
and satisfaction, like light and truth, come 
from God One reason, perhaps, that Ihe 
■acted poets came nearer the standard of truth, 
or, in fact, came t;p lo it, with less fancy, 
and more beauty, than common poets, is be- 
cause the Hebrew, in which they wrote, was 
nearer the pure language, with which Adam 
gave names, than any other since used by 
man. Another reason, and one, too, lhat 
never fails, is that those holy men wrote as 
they were moved by the Holy Ghost. One 
of the greatest specimens of prophetic poetry 
is found in the song of Moses. .Nothiiirj but 
trie Spirit of ihe living God could have direc- 
ted such sublime ideas: the first line is not 
spoken to earth, or heaven, alone, but is ad- 
dressed to the heavens; and who can read it 
without being almost led within the veil; let 
us read: 

"Give sar O ye heavens, and I will speaks 
and heir, O earth, the words of my mouth. 
My doctrine shall drop as the rain, my speech 
shall distil as the dew, as the small rain upon 
the tender herb, and as the showers upon the 
jjrass: because I will publish the name of the 
Lord: ascribe ye greatness unto our God.— 
he is the r.ock, his work is perfect: for all 
his ways are judgment: a God of truth and 
without iniquity, just and right is he. They 
have corrupted themselves, their spot is not 
the spot of his children: they are a perverse 
tad crooked generation. Do ye thus requite 
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the Lord, O foolish people and unwise? is not 
he thy Father that hatli bought thee? hath 
he not made thee, and established theet Re- 
member the days of old, consider the years 
of many generations: ask thy father, and he 
will shew thee; thv elders, and they will tell 
thee. When the Most High divided the na- 
tions their inheritance, when he separated 
the sons of Adam, he set the bounds of the 
people according; to the number if the chil- 
dren oflsrael. For the Lord's portion is his 
people; Jacob is the lot of his inheritance. — 
He found him in a desert land, and in the 
waste howling wilderness; lie le<! him about, 
he instructed him, he kept him a.- the apple 
of his eye. As an egle stirreth up her nest, 
fluttereth over her young, spreadeth abroad 
her wings, taketh them, beareth them on her 
wires; so the Lord alone did lead him, and 
there was no strange god with him. He 
made him ride on the nigh places of the 
earth, that he might eni the increase of the 
fields; and he made him to suck honey out 
of the rock, and oil out of the flinty rock: 
butter of kine, and milk of sheep, with fitl of 
lambs, and rams of the breed of Bashan, and 
goats, with the fat of kidneys of wheat; and 
thou didst drink the pure blood of the grape. 
But Jcshurun waxed fat, and kicked: thou 
art waxen fat, thou art grown thick, thoa art 
covered wilh fatness; then he forsook Gud 
which made him, and lightly esteemed the 
Rock of his salvation. They provoked him 
to jealousy wilh strange gods, with abomina- 
tions provoked they him to anger. They 
sacrificed unto devils, not to God; to gods 
whom they knew not, to new gods that came 
newly up, whom your fathers feared not. — 
Of the Rock that begal iheelhou art unmind 
ful, and liast forgotten God that formed thee. 
And when the Lord saw it, he abhorred them, 
because of the provoking of his sons, and of 
his daughters. And he said, [ will hide my 
face fram them, I wiU BM what their end 
shall be: for they are a very frowrrd genera- 
tion, children in whom is do faith. 7'iiev 
have moved me to jea/ousy with that whicii 
is not God; they have provoked me to anger 
with their vanities: and I will move them to 
jealousy with those which are not a people; 
I will provoke thein to anger wild a foolish 
nation- For a fire is kindfed in mine anger, 
and shall burn unto the lowest hell, and snail 
consume the earth with her increase, and set 
on fire the foundations of t'ie mountains. — 
I will heap mischiefs upon them; I will spend 
mine arrows upon them. They shall be burnt 
with hunger and devoured with burning heat, 
and with hitter destruction: i will also send 
the teeth of beasts upon them, with the poi- 
son of serpents of the dust. The sword with- 
out, end terror within, shall destroy both the 
young man and the virgin, the sliding also 
with the man of gray hairs. I said, I would 
scatter them into corners, I would make the 
remembrance of them to cease from among 
men: were il not that I feared the wrath of 
the enemy, lest their adversaries should be- 
have themselves strangely, and lest they 
should say, our hand is high, and the Lniil 
hath not done all this. For thev are a nation 
void of counsel, neither is there any under- 
standing in them. O that they were wise, 
that they understood this, that they would 
consider their latter end! How should one 
chase a thousand, and two put ten thousand 
to flight, except their Rock had sold them, 



and the Lord had shut tlieni upT For their 
rock is not as our Rock, even our enemies 
themselves being judges: for their vine is of 
the vine of Sodom, and of the fields of Go- 
morrah: their grapes are grapes of gall, their 
clusters are bitter: their wine ia the poison 
of dragons, and ihe cruel venom of asps. Is 
not this laid up in store with me, and sealed 
up among my treasures? To me helongcth 
vengeance and recompence; their fool shall 
slide in due time: for the day of their calam- 
ity is at haul, and the things that shall come 
upon them make haste- i or the Lord shall 
judge bis people, and repent himself for his 
servants; when he sceth that their power is 
gone, and there is none shut up, or left. — 
And he shall snv, where are their gods, their 
rock in whom 'they trusted, which did eat 
the fat of their sacrifices, and drank the wine 
of their drink-offerings? let tliem rise up and 
help you, and be your protection. Bee nC* 
that (, even I am he, and there is no god 
with me: I kill and I make alive; I wound, 
and I heal: neither is there any that can de- 
liver out of my hand. For I lift up my hand 
to heaven, and say, I live forever. If I whet 
my glittering sword, and my hand lake hold 
on judgment, 1 will render vengeance to mine 
enemies, and will reward theru that hate me, 
I will make mine arrows drunk with blood, 
and my sword shall devour flesh; and that 
» ith the blood of the slain and of the captives 
from the beginning of revenges upon ike en- 
emy. Rejoice, O ye nations, with his peo- 
ple; for he will avenge the blood of his ser- 
vants, and will render vengeance to his ad- 
versaries, and will be merciful unto his land, 
and to his people. 

What a prophecy is contained in the last 
versel He will be merciful unto his land and 
to his people: so he will ; and we can exclaim, 
O that the Lord were come to Zion, that his 
saints might see eye to eye, and might speak 
a puri> language'. " But trie time is short, for 
Zephaniah says, the detetmination of the 
Lord is, to gather (lie nations, that he may 
assemble the kingdoms, to pour upon them 
Ids indignation, ertin all his tierce anger; for 
all the earth shall be devoured with the fira 
of his jealousy. For then he will turn unto 
the people a pure language, tiiat they mar eJJ 
call upon the name of the Lord, to seive "him 
with one consent. From beyond the rivers 
of Ethiopia his suppliants, even the daugh- 
ter of his dispersed, <hal| bring his offering. 
In that day shalt thou not be ashamed for all 
thy doings wherein thou hast transgressed 
against him: for then he will take away out 
of the mivst of thee them that rejoice in thy 
pride, and thou (halt no more be haughty be- 
cause of his holy mountain. He will also 
leave in the midst of thee an afflicted and 
pour people, and they shall trust in the name 
of the Lord. The .einnar.t of Israel shall not 
do iniquity, nor speak lies; neither stuul a 
deceitful tongue be found is their mouth: for 
they shall fead and lie down, and none shall 
maie thsiu afraid. Sing, O daughter of Zi- 
on; shout, O Israel: be glad and rejoice with 
all the heart, O daughter of Jerusalem. The 
Lord hath lakes away thy judgments, he 
hath ca»t out thine ec*;jy: the King of Is- 
rael, eveu the Lord, is ia'Uie midst of thee: 
thou shalt not see e.ilany mare. In that 
day it shall be said to Jerusalem, fear thoa 
not: and to Zion, let not thy hands be slack.

I look passage in the boat you saw me on 
board of, and wnl to Palmyra; from thence 
to Benson, where I found a company of 
dear brethren and sisters very much persecu- 
ted; but they are firm in the faith of the ev- 
erlostinjr gospel; the number was about thir- 
ty, but is now about forty.

INDIAN CORN. 

SINGULAR FACT. 

In the course of some exjwriments niade 
by the editor of the American Farmer, for the 
purpose of improving Indian com last year, 
he impregnated liie pistils (silk) of the large 
while Tuscarora with the pollen from the 
tassels of the golden Sioux. The result was 
a perfect hybrid between the two. The grain 
bein« of a pi'.e biitnstone color, of the size 
and "form of the Tuscarora, and like that 
with eight rows on the cob. It v?as n most 
beautiful varietv of com; partaking of all the 
good qualities of both, without the disadvan- 
tage of the large cob and small grain of the 
golden Sioux. Vtc planted this com last 
spring; the stalks were very dwarfish, re- 
sembling those of the Sioux, and the corn 
very early fit for use. It is now ripe, howev- 
er, and on cxaming it a day or two since we 
find that the two original colors have separa- 
ted, and instead of the brimstone color, we 
have on every eat grains of the bright yellow 
Sioux, and th« pure while Tuscarora; but the 
quality of the corn is evidently superior to 
either of the original parents, although the 
colors have resumed their original tints. This 
is, to us, a eisgular circumstance, and one 
which we are unable to account for. The 
only thing analogous to it we have read of, is 
the proposition advanced by an able writer 
some time since in the columns of the Far- 
mer, that the offspring of cross breeds of an- 
imals, would instead of partaking of the mixt 
character of their immediate parents, assume 
that of one or the other of their original pro- 
genitors. How far this proposition Juay hold 
good with animals we do not know, but it 
certainly appears to be the case in the vegit- 
able world, at least so far as the fact above 
stated warrants the formation of an opinion. 
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There is a good deal of difficulty id recon- 
ciling the above fact with the law of nature, 
which requires two parents for the production 
of every organized being, animal or vegitable. 
If the two kinds of corn which were combined 
in the hybrid have become again distinct va- 
rieties, they are each of them the produce of 
bin one parent — the Tuscarora is the produce 
of a female parent exclusively, and the Sioua 
that of a '..uK parent; for il must be recol- 
lected ihere was no mule Tuscarora nor fe- 
male Sioux PfeatAt, either during the origin 
of the hybrid, last year or the subsequent cul- 
ture and separation of varieties this year. — 
Yet we know, that if we deprive the cora of 
either the male or fer. lie flowers, (tassels or 
silk, > there will be no com Brined on the cob. 
How then are we to account for the present 
fact of lUe separation of the two varieties!— 
It was this difficulty that made us doubt the 
correctness of the proposition relative to cross 
breeds of animals above refered to, and al- 
though we have the fact before us in the case 
of the corn, we are still compelled to doubt 
its general application. We do not think that 
each variety has resumed all its original char- 
acters; one of them we know it has not — the 
size of the Sioux grain is larger than the ori- 
ginal, and there are but eiirht rows on the 
cob; in these respects retaining the hybrid 
character derived from the Tuscarora; but 
then the original color and flintiness of the 
grain is resumed ; the Tuscarora has resum- 
ed its original character entirely, with the 
exception of the soft flowery quality of the 
grain, the flintiness of the hybrid derived from 
the Sioux parent is retained. As the Tusca- 
rora was the female parent of the hybrid, the 
numlier of rows and the size of the grain 
would of course belike those of that variety, 
and hence the presence of those characters in 
the present seperaled varieties- We should 
be glad to receive an explanation of this cir- 
cumstance from some of our practical natu- 
ralists.

The acne >« laid in the land of 
Vz, or Humes, which is a part of Arabia: 
an I the imagery emplo.ed is gen-rally of a 
different kind, from what I before showed to 
b? peculiar to ih? Hebrew poets. We meet 
witli no allusion to the saered history, to the 
religious riles of the Jens, to L-banon or to 
Curtnel, or to any of the peculiarities of the 
climate of Judea. We find few comparisons 
founded on rivers or torr'-nls; these were not 
familiar objects in Arabia. But the longest 
comparison that occurs in the book, is t" an 
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object frequent and well known in that re- 
gi.in, a bro;>;i tflat fails in the season of heat, 
anJ disappoints the expectation of tuc trav. 
eiler.

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THE RESURRECTION OF THE JUST. 

The resurrection of the just, though one of 
the greatest promises of the Lord, m the gos- 
pel, is, we think, less understood, by the 
world at large, than many other things re- 
vealed to nian, by his holy proohets. At 
present, excepting the church of Christ, which 
the world calls mormon ites, we do not know 
of a single sect that holds to or has faith in 
the resurrection of the just in the flesh; or, 
in other words, a church and society that 
mean and hope, by obeying the commands of 
God iu all things; by repentance and baptism 
foT the remission of sins, to receive the »it\ 
of the Hsly Ghost by the laying on of the 
hands: hold out faithful :o the end, and after 
death, rise, when the Redeemer comes in the 
clouds of heaven with power and great glory, 
and live in the fWu, on earth, ana r"ign with 
him a thousand years. It is a solemn fact 
that the right meaninj of scripture has been 
perverted, and the light of the gospel darken- 
ed, by tlie wMoli or cunning of man. Enoch, 
who walked with God, and built up Zion, in 
the latter pr.rl of the first thousand years of 
this world, preached the resuirection, and con- 
firmed llie doctrine by being translated, with 
Zion r to the bosom of God. The promise of 
' he resurrection, to Enoch, as published in 
the thlrj number of the Star, is: As j live, 
evcU so will I come in the last days, in the 
days of wickedness and vengeance, to fulfil 
the oath which I lave made unto vou, con- 
cerning the chiUren of Noah: ana the day 
shall come that the earth shall res!, hut be- 
fore that day the heavens shall be darkened, 
and a veil of darkness shall cover the earth, 
*nd the heavens shall shake, and also the 
earth; and great tribulations shall be among 
the children of men, but iny people will I pre- 
serve; snd righteousness will / send down out 
of heaven; and truth will I s.md forUi out of 
the earth to bear testimony of mine only Be- 
gotten; his resurrection from the dead; yea, 
and also tha resurrection of all men: and 
ri-»hteousness and truth w:!l I catisc to sweep 
the earth as with a flood, to gather out mine 
own elect from the four quarter* of lb' -rl h ; 
■unto a p'.a-e which 1 rhall prepare. iu< holy 
city, that my p-opl.; may girJ u,» U ■ U : :t- . 
s'.d be looking forth fur the tin:e of roy com- 
iogj lor there shall be my ta)>emicle, and it 
nhall be called ZION, a new Jerusalem. And 
tt.e Lord aaid unto Enoch, Tlmn shalt thou 
a;id all thy city meet them there, and we will 
reowra them into our bosom, and thev sliall 
see us, and we will fall up.on their necks, and 
they shall fall upon our necks, and we will 
kiss each other, and there shall he mine a- 
bode, and if shall be Zlou wnieh shall come 
forth out of ail the creations which I have 
made; and for the space of a thousand years 
Hhall the earth res!. 

This premise to Enoch, and many others 
to others, have been withheld from man, for 
many generations, on account of wickedness, 
and for want of faith: Still the bible has ever 
contained ths bl'ssed promise, though not as 
plain as the Lord has revealed in these last 
days, In fact the redemption of the bodies of 
the righteous, is one of the glorious myster- 
ies of the Lord, unfolded unto them ia the 



gospel: that they, by obeying the command- 
ments of the Lord, in all things, muy live 
again in the flesh, on earth. 1 bus Job, who 
wrs a man perfect and upright, and one that 
feared Cod and eschewed evil, came so near 
to his privilege that he knew that these things 
are so, and exclaimed: I fcnow that my Re- 
deemer liveth, and that he shall stand at tho 
latter day upon the earth. And though after 
my skin worms destroy this body, yet in my 
fleEh shall I see God: whom I sbail sec for 
myself, and mine eyes shall behold, end not 
another; though my reins be consumed with- 
in me. But ye should say. Why pcnscculo 
we him, seeing the root of tho matter ia found 
in me? Be ye afraid of the words: tor wrath 
bringeth the punishments of the sword, that 
ye may know there is a judgment. This is a 
positive declaration, and leaves no room lor 
doubt or cavil. H ia to the point: 1 shall see 
(iod in the flesh, for myself and not for ano- 
ther, and that, too, in the last days, when he 
shall stand upon the earth. No wonder the 
two men who stood by when lire Savior as- 
cended up to heaven, after the crucifixion, 
could say: ye men of Galilee, why stand yo 
gazing' up into heaven.' this same Jesus which 
is taken up from y<>" into heaven, shall so 
come in like manner, as ye. have seen him go 
into heaven. Truly, he went in a cloud and 
shall come in a cloud; he went in the fieth 
and shall come in the llesh: For, as sf.ith tho 
Lord. But before the arm ol the Lord shall 
fall an angel shall sound his trump, and tha 
saints that have slept, shall COB*, forth to 
meet me in the cloud. Wherefore if ye have 
slept in peace blessed are you, for as jou COW 
behold me and know that 1 am, even so chill 
ye come unto me and your souls shall live, 
and your redemption shall be perfected, and 
the saints shall come forth from the four 
quarters of the earth. Anil the lanc;;ag< cf 
the I'sslmint is very plain on this subject: — 
The righteous shall inherit the land. David 
rested on this promise when he tai'J: O. :•• 
tiling have I desired of the 1-ord, that will I 
seek after; that I may dwell ia the house of 
the Lord all I he days of my life, to behold 
the beau!)' ol* tie Lord, and to inquire in his 
temple. Let it be remembered that David de- 
sired this thing, before the temple «f Sokmon 
was built: Knowing as he saya in the "1st 
I'salui, Thou, which hast fhewed me groat 
■nd sore troubles, shall quicken ir.c again, and 
shnlt bring me up again from the depths of 
the earth. 

The prophets knew what resurrection 
meant, having had the eyes of (heir under- 
standings opened, in some instances, by lbs 
pnwerof God. to liehedd the just rise from 
the dust, at the morning of the rcsuriectivn 
to meet ( hrir.t in the air: and live a.rai.i io 
the flesh, on earth, n thousand years, whnS 
sii^n is bound. The apostles preached tl.is 
doctrine with great power, showing thai 
Christ had actually risen from the tomb, in 
the flesh, as a sample of what should follow. 
The 15lh chapter of first Corinthians, con- 
tains many important things on the resurrec- 
tion of the just, at the second coming of th« 
Savior as well as hints snd instructions, on 
the resurrection of all: Paul says: Moreover, 
brethren, I declaro unto you the gospel which 
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J preached uiilo you, which also ye have re- 
ceived, and wherein ve stand; by which also 
ye are saved, if ye keep in memory what 1 
preached unto you, unless ye have believed 
in vain. For I delivered unlo you first ofall, 
that which I also received, how that Christ 
died for out sins according to the scriptures; 
nnd that he was buried, and that he rose 
again the third day according to the scrip- 
tures: And mat he was seen of Cephas, then 
of the twelve: After that, he was seen of 
abeTl five hundred brethren at once; of 
whom the greater part remain onto this pre- 
sent, but some are fallen asleep. After that, 
he was seen of James; then of all the apos- 
tles. And last of all he was seen of me also. 
H of one born o:il of due time. For I am the 
least of the apostles, that am not meet to be 
railed an apostle, because I persecuted the 
church of God. lint by the grace of God I 
a-n what I am; and his grace which was be- 
stowed upon me, was not in vain; but I la- 
bored Dton abundantly than they all: yet not 
I. but the grace of God which was in me. — 
Therefore whether it were I or they, so we 
preach, and so ye believed. Now if Christ 
be preached that he rose from the dead, iiow 
say sonic among you that there is no resur- 
rection of the dead? But if there be no res- 
urrection of the dead, then is Christ not ris- 
en. And if Christ be not risen, then is our 
preaching vain, and your faith is also vain. — 
Yea, & we are found false witnesses of God; 
because we have testified of God that lie rais- 
ed up Christ: whom lie raised not up, if so 
be that the dead rise not. For if the dead 
rise not, then is not Christ raised: And if 
Christ be not raised, your faith is vain; ye 
arc yet in your sins. Then they also which 
are fallen asleep in Christ are perished. If 
in this life cnty, we have hope in Christ, we 
are of all men most miserable. But now is 
Christ risen from the dead, and become the 
first fruits of them that slept. For since by 
man came death, by man come also the res- 
urrection of the dead. For as in Adam all 
die, even so in Christ shall all be made alive. 
Hut every man in his own order: Christ the 
first fruits; afterward they Lliul arc Christ's 
at his coming. 

Again: after Zion was taken up to heaven; 
yea, after the world hod been, as it were, 
baptised for its former sins, the Lord reveal- 
ed himself to Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob, 
wherefore, the children of Jacob, or Israel, as 
the Lord named him, became the elect nation 
to receive the Savior, and heirs of the prom- 
ise, to rise in the first resurrection, and live 
again, in the flesh, on earth, ifthey walked in 
all the commandments of the Lord blameless: 
and there is something great promised to that 
nation, yet, notwithstanding it was scattered 
abroad for transgressing the commandment. 
]t is the powerful word of the Lord, by the 
mouth of Eiekiel, which brings flesh upon 
the dry bones of Israel, and they are alive 
again. Eiekiel says: — The hand oflhe Lord 
was upon me, and carried me out in the Spir- 
it of the Lord, and set me down in the midst 
of the valley whieh was full of bones, and 
caui;d me to pass by them round about, and 
bjhold, there were very many in the open 
valley; and, lo, they were very dry. And he 
•aid unto me, Son of man, can these bones 
live' and I answered, O Lord God, thou 
knowest. Again he said unto me, prophesy 



upon these hones, and soy unto tJicm, O yc 
drv bones, hear the word oflhe Lord. Thus 
sahh the Lord God unto these bones: Behold, 
1 will cause breath to enter into you, and yc 
shall live: and I will toy sinews upon you, 
and will bring up flesh upon you, und cover 
vou with ekin, and put breath in you, and ye 
shall live, and yc shall know that I am the 
Lord. So I prophesied as I was commanded: 
and as I prophesied, there was a noise, and 
behold a shaking, the bones tame together, 
bone to his bone. AnJ when I beheld, To, the 
nnews & the flesh came up upon them, &. the 
skin covered them above: but there was no 
breath in them. Then said he onto me, Pro- 
phesy unlo the wind, prophesy, son of man, 
and say to the wind, thus sailh the Lord God: 
Come from the four winds, O breath, and 
brenthe upon these slain, that they may live. 
So I prophesied as he commanded me, and 
the breath came into them, and they lived, 
and stood up upon their feet, an exceeding 
great army. Then he Baid unto me, Son of 
man, these hones ore the whole house of Is- 
rael: behold, they say, our bones arc dried, 
and our hope is lost: wc are cut off for our 
ports. Therefore prophesy and say unto 
them, thus saith the Lord God; Behold, O 
my people, I will open your graves, and cause 
you to come np out of your graves, and bring 
you into the laud of Israel. And ye shall 
know that I ant the Lord, when 1 have opin- 
ed your graves, O my people, and brought 
you up out of your graves, and shall put my 
Spirit in you, and ye shall live, and I shall 
place you in yo.u ow n land: then shall ye 
know that I the Lord have spoken it, and per- 
formed it, saith the Lord. 

This promire alone, to the house of Israel, 
is enough lo establish the resurrection of the 
righteous, in the flesh: and the remainder of 
the chapter goes to confirm it, so that Israel 
may dwell in the land of his fathers; but lo 
mate the matter plainer, let us quote Paul's 
words to the Thcssalonians: But 1 would not 
have you lo be ignorant, brethren, conceru- 
tng them which are asleep, that ye sorrow 
not, even as others which have no hope. — 
Forif wc believ that Jesus died and rose 
again, even so them also wluch sleep in Jesus 
will God bring with him. For this wc say 
unto you by the word of the Lord, that we 
which are alive and remain unto the coming 
of the Lord shall not prevent them which are 
tsleep. For the Lord himself shall descend 
from heaven with a shout, with the voice of 
the arch-angel, and with the trump of Gcd: 
and the dead in Christ shall rise first: then 
we which are alive and remain shall be caught 
up together with them in the clouds, to msot 
the Lord in the air: and so sliall we ever be 
with the Lord. Jn this Paul docs not say the 
righteous rise iu the flesh, bul he says, we 
which are alive, and remain, shall be caught 
up together with them, (the rising dead, such 
as the pure members of the Lord b church in 
the days oflhe apostles, &c, that died in the 
hope of a glorious resurrection ) to meet the 
I ord in the air, which is just as plain as to 
have said, we which remain when the Lord 
comes the second time, ehall be caught up in 
the bodv to meet him. 

To the saints that trust in the Lord, the 
whole bible, seemingly, has a reference, in a 
greater or less degree, lo the resurrection of 
the just The Psalmist raid the righteou* 
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shall inherit the land, and Christ said the 
meek shall inherit the earth, and so we might 
Co on, and make quotations, till we had 
brought all that relates to the gospel, from 
Genesis to Revelations, but, to shorten the 
matter, and, we may say, to unfold the sub- 
ject, and bring it to the common understand- 
ing of such as seek the truth, let us take a 
paragraph or two from the book of Mormon. 
In that, Alina saysi Belrold, I say unto you, 
that there ib no resurrection : or 1 would say, 
in other words, that this mortal does not put 
«on immortality ; this corruption does not put 
<on incorruplion, until after the coming of 
Christ. Behold, he bruigeth to pass the res- 
urrection of the dead. But behold, my son, 
the resurrection is not yet. Now I unfeld 
unto yoa a mystery; nevertheless, there are 
•uiaav mysteries, which are kept, that no one 
'knoweth them, save God himself. But I 
•hew unto vou one thing, which I have in- 
xiuired diligently of God, that I might kz>«w; 
that is, concerning the resurrection. Behold, 
there is a time spjiujiited that all shall «emc 
Vorlh from the dead. Now when this time 
tometh, no one knows; but God knoweth the 
lime which is appointed. Now whetherthere 
Jshall be one time, or a second time, rrt a third 
♦ime, that men shall come forth from the 
dead, ilmatteretlmot: for God knoweth all 
these tilings; ami itsafficcth me to know that 
this is the case; that there is a time appoint- 
ed that all shall rise from llic dead. Now 
there moat needs be a space betwixt the time 
of death, and the time of the resurrection. — 
And now 1 would inquire what beoemeth of 
the souls of men, from this lime of death, to 
the tune appointed for the resurrection? Now 
whether there is more than one time appoint- 
ed for men to rise, it maltercth not; for all do 
not die at once; and this mntWreth not; all is 
as one day, with God; and time nnly is mea- 
sured unto men; therefore there is a lime ap- 
pointed unto men, that they slrall rise from 
th» dead; and there is a *pacc between the 
time of death and the sesurrcction. And now 
concerning this space of time. What becoin- 
«th of the souls of men, is the thing which I 
have inquired diligently of the Lord to know; 
and this is the thing of' which I do know.— 
And when the time cometh when all shall 
rise, then shall they know that God knoweth 
the times which are appointed unto man. 
Now concerning the stale of the soul between 
death and the resurrection. Behoid, it hath 
hecn made known unto me, by an angel, that 
the spirits of all men, as soon as they arc de- 
parted from this mortal body; yea, the spir- 
its of all men, whether they be good cr evil, 
are taken home to that God who gave them 
life. And then shall it come to pass that the 
spirits of those which are rigliteous, are re- 
ceived into » state of happiness, which is cal- 
led paradise; a slate of rest; a state of peace, 
where they shall rest from all their troubles, 
and from all care, and sorrow, Ac. And 
thsn it shall come to pass, that the spirits of 
the wicked, yea, which are evil; for behold, 
they have no part nor portion of the Spirit of 
the" Lord; for behold, they chose evil works, 
rather than good; therefore the spirit of the 
Devil did enter into Ihem, and take posses- 
sion of thsir hwase; and these shall be cast 
out into outer darkness; there shall be weep- 
ing, and wailing, and ghaahing of teeth; and 
this becausa of their own iniquity; being led 
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captive by the will of the Devil. Now tbis is 
the state of the bouIs of the wicked; yea, in 
darkness, and a state of awful, fearful looking 
for of the fiery indignation of the wrath it 
God upon them; thus they remain in thrs 
slate, as well as the righteous in paradise^ 
until tlie time of their resurrection. Now 
there are some that have understood that this 
state of happiness, and this stale of misery of 
the soul, before the resurrection, was a lirst 
resurrection. Yea, I admit it mny be termed 
a resurrection; the raising of the spirit or the 
soul, and their consignation to lapprneri or 
misery, according to the words w htch have 
been spoken. And behold, again it ImthbeiTi 
spoken, that there is a first resurrection; o 
resurrection of all those which have been, or 
which are, or which shall be, down to the 
resurrection of Christ from the dead. Now 
we do not suppose that this first resurrec- 
tion which is spoken of in tin's manner, can 
be the resurrection of the souls, ar.d their 
consignation to happiness or mistry. Ya 
catntot suppose that this is what it mcaneth. 
Behold, 1 say unto you Nay; but it mcaneth 
file re-uniting of the soul with the body of 
'those from the days of Adam, down to tho 
resurrection of Christ. Now whether the 
souls and the bodies of those of which have 
been spoken, shall all be re-united at once, 
the wicked as well as the righteous, I do not 
sajr: let it sutlice, that I say that they all 
come forth; or in other words, their Tesurrcc- 
tion cometh to pass liefore the resurrectror of 
those which die aftcT the resurrection of 
Christ. Now my son, I do not say that their 
resurrection cometh at the resurrection of 
Christ: hut behold, I give it as my opinion, 
that the souls and the bodies are re-united, of 
the righteous, at the resurrection of Christ, 
and liis ascension into heaven. But whether 
it be at his resurrection, or after, I do not 
say ; but this much 1 say. Thsl there is a 
space between death and the resurrection of 
the body, and a state of the soul in happiness 
or in misery, until the time which is appoint- 
ed of God that the dead shall come forth, and 
'he re-united, both soul and body, and be 
brought to stand before God, and be judged 
according to their works; yea, this bringeth 
about the restoration of those things of which 
have been spoken by the mouths of the pro- 
phets. The sou! shall be restored to the body, 
and the body to the soul; yea, and every 
limb and joint shall be restored to its body; 
yea, even a hair of the head shall not be lost, 
but all things shall be restored to its proper 
and perfect frame. And now my son, this is 
the restoration of which has been spoken by 
the mouths of the prophets: And then shall 
the righteous shine forth in the kingdom of 
God. But behold, an awful death cometh 
upon the wicked: for they die as to lliiugs 
perlaining to things of righteousness; lor 
they are unclean, and no unclean thing cai 
inherit the kingdom of God: but they arc cast 
out, and consigned to partake of the Jriii/s cf 
their labors or their works, which have been 
evil: and they drink the dregs ot'a bitter cnp. 

And now my son, 1 have somewhat to say 
concerning the restoration of which has been 
spoken; for behold, some have arrested the 
scripture?, and have gone tlir nst.-ay, because 
of this thing. And ] perceive that thv mind 
hath been worried also, concerning this laiof. 
But behold, I will explain it unto thee, I 
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say unto thee, my ion, that the plan of resto- 
ration is requisite will) the justice of God: lor 
His requisite that all things should be restored 
to their p:T>pcr order. Behold, it is requisite 
a::.iju*t, according to the power and recur- 
rcclion of Christ, that the soul of man should 
h? restored to its budy, and that every part of 
the body should he restored t» iti. if. And it 
is requisite with the justice of God, that men 
should be judged according to their works: 
artd if their works were good in this life, and 
the desires of their hearts were good, that 
l.Vy should also, at the last day. Be restored 
tonlo that which is good; and if their works 
are evil, they shall be restored unto hint for 
evil; therefore, all tilings shall be restored to 
their proper order: cviry thing to its natural 
frame; mortality raised to immortality; cor- 
ruption to iacorruption: raised to endless hap- 
piness, to Inherit the kingdor-i of Cod, or to 
endless misery, to inherit the kingdom of the 
devil; the oue oa one hand, the. oilier on the 
other; the one raised to happiness, p.r - 'r ; 
to his desires of ';M:pin«vs; or gooj, s*.u*rti- 
big to his desires of good; ana the other to 
evil, according to his dcaites ofcv'... 
has desire J to do evil all the day long, even 
so shall he have hi? reward of evil, wh'n (he 
night conic ill. And so it is on the other hand. 
If" lie hath repeated of his sins, and desired 
righteousness until the end of lib days, even 
so r,h»U he be rewarded unto ngbleoiif ness. 
T;-e:> are they that ore redeemed of the 
Lord; yea, thc»e arc they that arc taken out, 
(hat arj delivered from that endlrss night of 
darkness; and thus they eland or tall; for be- 
hold, they are their o »n judges, whether to 
do good or do ev;L Now Ilia decrees of God 
ore unalterable; therefore the wav is pre; a- 
■jfd, that whosoever will, may wain therein 
and b? saved. And now behold, my son, do 
not risk one more ollencc against vour God 
upon those points of doctrine, w hich ye hatli 
hitherto risked to commit sin. Do not sup- 
pose because it hath been spoken concerning 
restoration, that ye shrill he restored from sin 
ti happiness. Behold I say unto you, wick- 
edness never was happiness. An<l now my 
son, ail men that are in a state of nature, or 
J would say, in a carnal ttnl", arr in t!.e gall 
of bitterness, and in the bonds if iniquity: 
they are without God in the world, and they 
have cone contrary to the nature of Cod; 
therefore they are in a state contrary to the 
ntture of happiness. And notv behold, is the 
•neaning of the word rcstor.>ii»;~ '■' tas- u 
thing of a natural stale, and place it in an 
unnatural stale, or to place opposite to its 
nature? O, my 6on, this is not the cbbc; hut 
the meaning of the word restoration, is to 
bring back again evil for evil, or carnal for 
carnal, or devilish for devilih; good tor that 
which is good; righteous for that which is 
righteous: just for that which is just; merci- 
ful for that which is merciful; therefore, my 
aon, s:c that ye are merciful unto vour breth- 
ren) deal justly, judge righteously, and do 
good continually; and if ye do all there things, 
then shall ye receive your reward: yi-a, ye 
shall have mercy restored unto you again: 
ve shall have justice restored unto you again: 
ye shall have a righteous judgment, restored 
unto you again; and ye shall have good re- 
warded unto you again: for Hist which yc 
doth send out, shall return unto you again, 
a^d be rrstorcd; therefore the word restora- 



tion, more fully condemnclh the sinner, and 
jusliiieth him not at all. 

And now, my son, I perceive there is some- 
what more which doth worry your ruind, 
which ye cannot understand, which is con- 
cerning the justice ofGod, in the punishment 
of the sinner; for ye do try to suppose that it 
is injustice that the s inner should be consign- 
ed to a st.ite of misery. Now behold, my son, 
I will e.tjjlain this tiling unto thee: (or be- 
hold, after the Lord God sent oi.-r first pa- 
rents forth from the garden of Eden to till 
the ground, from whence he was taken; yeo, 
he drew cut the man, and he placed at the 
l ast rod of the garden of Cden, cherui.iu.-s, 
and a limning sword which turned every way, 
to keep the tree of life. Now we see that 
the n.ta had hecor. e as God, knowing good

For bcl-.olii, if Adam 
haJ put forth his hand immediately, and pa - 
took uf the tree oj'iifc, he v^>uW. have Jived for- 
ever, aco r.ling to the wcrd of God, having 
no spate for r. pen lance: yea, and also the 
word of God would have been void, and Mm 
^re-l plan of salvation would have been frus- 
trated. But behold, it was appointed unto 
man to die; therefore as they were cut oS 
from the tree of lite, therefore they should be 
cut off frm tiic li.ro of the earth; and man 
became lost forever; yea, they became fallen 
man. At.'d now (se see by this, that our first 
parents weru cut off, both temporally end 
spir molly, from the presence of the Lord; 
and thus we see they became subjects to fol- 
low after th: ir own will. Now behold, it 
was not expedient that man should here- 
claimed from this temporal death, for that 
would destroy the great plan of happiness: 
therefore, as the soul could ncverdie, and the 
full had brought upon all mankivd a spiritual 
death as well cs a temporal; that is. they 
were cut off from the presence of the Lord; 
therefore it was expedient that mankind 
should be reclaimed from this spiritual d. a:! ; 
therefore as they had become carnal, sensual, 
and devilish, by nature, this probationary 
state became a state for them to prepare: It 
became a preparatory slate. And now re- 
member my son, i.' it w. M not for the plan of 
redemption, (laying it aside,) as soon as they 
were dead, their souls were miserable, being 
cut off from the presence of the Lord. And 
no x there was no means to reclaim men from 
this (alien state which man had brought upon 
himself, because of his own disobedience; 
therefore, according to justice, the plan of re- 
demption could not be brought about, only, 
on conditions of repentai.ee of men in this 
probationary stsle; yea, this preparatory 
slate; for except it were for th^se conditions, 
mercy could not take effect except it should 
destroy the work of justice. Now the work 
of justice could not he destroyed: if so, God 
would cease to be God. And thus we see 
tlit I all mankind were fallen, and they were 
in the g*asp of justice; yea. the justice of 
God, which consigned them forever to be cut 
off from his presence. And now the plan of 
mercy could not he brought about, except aft. 
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atonement should be made: therefore God 
himself aton nil for the sins of the world, to 
bring about the pl.-n of mercy, to appease the 
demands of justice, thai God tnight be a 
perfect just CoJ, and a merciful God also. 
S?o'.v repentance could not come unto men, 
except there wore a punishment, which also 
was an eternal as the lift of the soul, uhould 
be affixed opposite tothephxa ofhsppinew, 
which was a.i eternal also as the life of the 
soul. Now, how could a man repent, except 
he should riol How could he sin, if there 
was no law I How could there be a law, 
save Ihcr? was a punishment! Now there 
was a punis'mient affis-d, ami u just law giv- 
en, which brought remorse of conscience un- 
to man. Now if Utetfe was no law given, if 
a man murdered ho should (lie, would he he 
afraid lie shonld die if he should murder! — 
And also, if there was no law given against 
■in. men would n'it he a'raid to sin. And if 
there was no law given it' men tanned, what 
could justice do, or mercy cither, for they 
•would have no claim upon "the creature? Rut 
there is a law given, and a punishment affil- 
ed, and repentance granted; which repent- 
ance, mercy claimeth: otherwise, justice 
claimetli the creature, and execuleth the law, 
and the law inflicteth the punishment: il not 
so, the worhs of justice would be destroyed, 
and God wonld cease to be God. ilut God 
ceaseth not to be God, and m»rcy elaimelh 
the penitent, and mercy cometh because of 
the atonement; and t'.ie atonement bringelh 
to pass the resurrection of the dead; and the 
r"surrectin:i of the dead bringotli bai;k nun 
into the presence of God; and thus they are 
recWred into his presence, to be judged ac- 
cording to their woiks: according to the law 
nnd justice; for behold, jislice exerciseth all 
hia demands, and also mercy tlaareth all 
which is her own: and thus, none hut the tru- 
ly penitent are saved. What, do ye suppose 
that mercy can rob justice I I say un'o yoa 
Nay: not one whit. If so, God would cease 
to be God. And thus God lirir-seih about 
his gicit and eternal p ufB O — i which wis 
prepsreJ frerrt the foundation of the world — 
And thus cometh about the salvation and liie 
redemption of men, and also tl'.rir 8.:: ! ruction 
and misery: therefore, O my son, whosoever 
will eov.ie, may coate, and partalte cf the wa- 
ters »f life freely; and wiWrover Mrjfl not 
come, the mat is not compelled to come; 
but in the Isst day, it shall be r estored unto 
him according to hia deeds. If he hath desi- 
red to do evil, and hath not repented in his 
days, behold, evil idiall be done un'.o him, 
according to the rest'Walion of God. 

Our extract from Alma is somewhat long, 
but it is so full of instruction, Ural it needs 
no apology. What greater object can there 
be of the gospel, which wassr nt from hr-aven 
to Adam, and which has b;en preached at 
sundry times from his days until now, than 
that men might be prepared for the kingdom 
of God, that the kn^ilc'it of hesvn might 
come down, and the righteous rise fswrthe 
dead, and live again, in the flesh, en earth. « 
thousand years, before they go into eternity 
to dwell in the celestial kingdom I This 
subject is mad:: very plain by the following 
extract from one of our late commanding nls 
from the blessed Redeemer: He that ; ? faith- 
ful and endurcth, shall overcome the world. 
Jl* that sendcth tip triwires unto the hnd 



ofZion, shall receive an inheritance in this 
wo! Id, and his works shall follow him; and 
also, a reward in the world to come: yea, and 
blessed are the dead that die in the Lord from 
henceforth, when the Lord shall come ai d old 
things shall pas* aivav, and all things become 
new, they shall rise from the deaJ and ehail 
not die, and shall receive an inheritance be- 
fore the Lord, in the holy city, and he tint* 
liveth when the Lord shall c. me, and have 
kepi the faith, blessed hi he, nevertheless, it 
is appointed to him to die at the age of man: 
wherefore, children shall grow up ontil thev 
become old; old men shall die, but they shall 
not sleep in the dust, hut they shall be chan- 
ged in the twinkling of an eye; wherefore, 
for this cause preached the ap'jstles unto the 
world, the resurrection of the dead: theso 
thing* arc the things that ye tinisl look fcr, 
and speakin-r after the manner of the Lord, 
Uiey ate now nigh at hand; and in a lime to 
come, even in the dav of the coming of the 
Son of man, and until that time, there will 
lie foolish virgins among the wise, and at 
that hour cometh au entire separation of the 
righteous and the wicked; and in that Cay will 
•I s»nd mine angels to p'u'-t out t' e w,ckcd, 
and ca.it them into unquenchable fire. 

Not to go beyond our knowledge, there 
are at least two resurrection* yet; one of the 
just, at the second coming of the faviur, and 
another at the day of judgment, after the 
tlrauaand years of peace, when lb* becks are 
opened, and all men judged according to theb 
works. Concerning the first resurrection tie 
Vision, published in tlieseconJ sWHTsWofflbe 
Star, says thus: And again, we bear rccrrd 
for wc saw and heard, and this is lite n -ti- 
mony of the gospel of Christ, concerning 
t!tr:n who come forth in the resurrection of 
the jn.it: they arc Uiey who receiv.-d llic tes- 
timony of Jesus, and belr/vcd cn his nani", 
and were baptized after the manner cf hia 
burial. being buried in ti.e water in his name, 
and this according tothe commandment which 
he hath given, thc.t, by keening the ctw 
rnandinen', t,Vv might bp w»»hprland eicons- 
< J li'i'r. all th»-ir sins, and receive the Ilo'.y 
Ghnsl by lite lay tig o* ot the nanus of him 
who ii ordained and scale] unto this power; 
and who overcome by faith, and are scab d f.y 
that Holy Spirit of pronuVe, which the Fattier 
sbeddefJl forth upon all those «!io are just 
and true: they arc they who are the church 
in't'c lin-t-!ii:rn: lh«y tr-they into- whose 
hands the Father hath given all tilings: they 
are they Who are priests and Ida**, who ha- 
ving received of his-foihrrs, and cf his glory, 
are /riecls of the most High, nftcr the order 
of Molebieedet It, which was afier the order 
of Enoch, which was after the order of t'jo 
only begotten Son: wherefore, as it is writ- 
ten, they nregods, even the son* of Gc«: 
wherefore, all things are their*, whether lire 
or death, or things present, or things to 
come, all are theirs, and t'.'ey are Christ's 
ami Christ is God's; and they shall ovrrcMCA 
all tU ngs: wherefore let no man ;*!ury in 
man, but rather let him glory in find, who 
shall subdue ell enemies under his feet: these 
shall dwell in the presence of God and Jus 
Christ forever and ever: these are they whom 
he shall bring with him, when he shail coma 
in the clouds of heavc.i, to reign on the earth 
over his people: these are they who shall 
have part in th.-> ftr»t rsWIrterlhlll t>i«M tr* 
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Hicy who fiholt BONN forth in the resurrection 
of the just: these aro they who are come unto 
mount Zion, and unto the city of the living 
God, the heavenly place, the holiest of all; 
these are they who have come to an innume- 
rable company of navels; to the general as- 
sembly and church of Enoch, and of the first 
born: these are tlipy whose names are written 
in heaven, wheic God and Christ is the judge 
of all: these are they who ore just men made 
perfect through Jesus the Mediator of the 
new covenant, who wrought out thiB pertcst 
atonement through the shedding of hw own 
blood: these are they whose bodies are celes- 
tial, whose glory is that of the Son, evert of 
God the highest of all; which glory the sun 
of the firmament is written of as being typi- 
cal. 

The above paragraph is so plain, that we 
might leave the subject here, but lest any 
■jhoitkl be left in douln, or blend the second 
coining of the Savior with the day of judg- 
ment, we continue. In the first resurrection, 
Christ comes to the righteous, but at the 
last day, the wicked stand before God and are 
judged according to their works: let us read 
the 20th chapter of Revelations: And 1 saw 
an angel come down (Vom heaven, having the 
key of the bottomless pit and a great chain 
in his hand. And he laid hold on the dragon, 
that old serpent, which is the devil, and sa- 
tan, and bound him a thousaud years, and 
cast him into the bottomless pit, and bIluI 
him up, and set a seal upon him, that he 
should deceive the nations no more, till the 
thousand years should be fulfilled; and after 
that he must be loosed a little season. And I 
saw thron?s, and they sat upon them, and 
judgment Wat given unto them: »nd I saw 
the souls of them that were beheaded for the 
witness of Jesus, and for the word of God, 
and which had not worshiped the beast, nei- 
ther his image, neither had received his mark 
upon their foreheads, or in their hands; and 
they lived and reigned with Christ a thou- 
sand yearn. But the rest of the dead lived 
not a«ain until a thousand years were finish- 
ed. Thbt is the first resurrection. Blessed 
and holy is lie that hath part in the first res- 
urrection : on such the seeood death bath no 
power, but they shall be priests of God and of 
Christ, and shall reign with him a thousand 
years. And when the thousand year* are ex- 
pired, satan shall bs loose I out of his prison, 
and shall go out to deceive the nations which 
are in the four quarters of the earth, Gog and 
Magsg, to gather them together to battle. 
lh.e number of whom is as the sand of the 
sea. And they went up on the bieadth of 
the earth, and compassed the camp of the 
saints abqut, and the belayed city; and fire 
came down from God out of heaven, and de- 
voured them. And the devil that deceived 
them jvas cast into the lake of fire and brini- 
stono., \. h'-re tli" beast anJ the false prophet 
are, and shall be jormentcd day and night for 
> . .^nd ever. And I saw u great white 
throne, and him that sat on it, from whose 
face the earth and the heaven fled away; and 
there was found, no place for them. Arid I 
saw the dead, small and great, stand before 
God; and the bouks were opened, and another 
book was opened, which is the hpok of life: 
and the dead were judged out of those things, 
s-hifh were writteu in the books, according 
to their works, And the sea gave tip th 



dead which were in it; and death and hell de- 
livered up the dead which were in them: and 
they were judged esery rrtnn according to 
their works. And death aad hell were cast 
into the lake of fire. This is the second death. 
And whosoever was not found written in the. 
book of life was cast into the lake of fie. 



THE JEWS. 
[From flie Colombian Register.] 
In I'.ilestine of late years, the Jews have 
greatly increased. It is said that not fewer 
than lU.Oikj inhabit Saphet and Jerusalem. 
At this time the Jews are nearly as numerous* 
as when David swayed the sceptre of the 
twelve tribes; and on whatever part of the 
earth's surface they have their abode, their 
eyes St their faith are nil pointed in the same 
direction— to the land of their fathers and the 
holy city where they worshiped'. Though; 
rejected by God, and persecuted by man, they 
have not once during lc'IW long years, ceas- 
ed to repose confidence in the promises made 
by Jehovah to the founders of Uieij nation - r 
and although the heart has often been sick* 
and the spirit faint, they have never relin- 
quished the hope of that bright reversion iu 
the latter days, which is once more to estab- 
lish the Unri' s Iioubc on the top of the moun- 
tains, and to moke Jerusalem the glory of 
the whole earth. 

Remarks. — The scripture shows two pla- 
ces of gathering: one at Zion, and the other 
at Jerusalem, for the law shall go forth out 
of Xr-u, and the word of the Lord from Je- 
rusalem. To make the subject plainer, let ub 
read the lt'lh chapter of Isaiah: Wo to the 
land shallowing with wings, which is beyond 
the rivers ol Ethiopia: that sendeth ambassa- 
dors by sea, even in vessels of bulrushes up- 
on the waters, saying, (io, ye swift messen- 
gers, to a nation scattered and peeled, to a 
peoplft terrible from their beginning hitherto; 
a nation meted out and troden down, whose 
land the rivers have spoiled! All ye inhabi- 
tants of the world, and dwellers on the earth, 
sec ye, when he lifteth up an ensign on the 
mountains; and when hebiowetha trumpet; 
hear ye. For so the Ijord said unto me, I 
will take my rest, and I will consider in my 
dwelling place like a clear heat upon herbs, 
and like a eloud of dew in the heat of harrest. 
For after the harvest, when the bud is perfect, 
and the sour grape is ripening in the flower, 
he shall both cut off the sprigs with pruniog- 
hooks, and take away and cut down tho 
branches. They shall be left together unto 
the fowls of the mountains, ind to the beasts 
of the earth: and the fowls shall suuuuer up- 
on t/iem, and all the beast s of the earth shall 
winter upon them. In that time shall the 
present be brought unto the Lord of busts of 
a people scattered and peeled, and from a peo- 
ple terrible from their beginning hitherto; a 
nation meted out and trodden under foot, 
whose land the rivers have spoiled, to the 
place of the name of the Lord of hoBts, the 
mount Zif.,1. Again in the 24th chapter is 
the fallowing: From the uttermost parts of 
the earth have we heard songs, even glory to 
the righteous. But I said, My leanness, my 
leanness, wo unto ine! the treacherous deal- 
ers have dealt treacherously; yea, the treach- 
erous dealers have dealt treacherously. Fear, 
and the pit, and the insre, are upon thee, O 
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inhabitant ofthe earth. And it shall come to 
puss, that he who rleeth from the noise of the 
lour shall fall into the pit; and he that Com- 
eth up out ofthe midst ofthe pit shall be ta- 
kt.i in the snare: for the windows from on 
high are open, and the foundations of the 
earth do shake. The earth is utterly broken 
down, the earth is clean dissolved, the earth 
is moved exceedingly- The earth shall reel 
to and fro like a drunkard, and shall he remo- 
ved like a cottage; and the transgression 
thereof f hall b? heavy upon it: and it shall 
fall, and not rise again. And it shall come 
to pass in that day, that the Lord shall pun- 
ish the host of the high ones that are on 
high, and the kings of the earth upon the 
earth. And they shall be gathered together, 
as prisoners are gathered in the pit, and shall 
be shut up in the prison, and after many days 
shall they be visited. Then the moon shall 
be confounded, and the sun aslmuicd when 
the Lord of hosts shall reign in mount Zion 
and in Jerusalem, and before his ancients 
gloriously. Again, in the 6'2d chapter we 
read; For Zion's sake will I not hold my 
peace, and for Jerusalem's sake I will not 
rati, until the righteousness thereof go forth 
as brightness, and the salvation thereof as a 
lamp that burnetii. Aud the Gentiles shall 
«ee thy righteousness, and all kings thy glo- 
ry: and thou shall be called by a new name, 
which the mouth of the Lord shall name.— 
Thou shnlt also be a crown of glory in the 
hand of the Lord and a royal diadem in the 
hand of thy God. Thou shalt no more be 
termed forsaken; neither shall thy land any 
more be termed desolate: but thou shalt be 
called Hephzi-bnh, and thy land Beulah: for 
the Lord delighteth in thee, and thy land 
shall b.7 married. Jeremiah sfya, in the :23d 
chapter and 3d verse: And I will gather the 
remnant of my flock out of all countries 
whither 1 have driven them, and will bring 
them agnin to their folds: and they shall he 
fruitful and increase. And again, in the 3!st 
chapter, 4th, ">th, and 6tb verses: Again 1 
will build thee, ana thou shalt be built, O 
virgin of Israel: thou shall again be adorned 
with thy tabrets, and shall go forth in the 
dances of them that make merry. Thou shalt 
yd plant t ines upon the mountains of Sama- 
ria; the planters shall plant, and shall eat 
them as common things. For there shall be 
a day. thai the watchmen u»->n the mount 
Ephraim shall cry, Arise ye. and let us go 
up to Zion unto the Lord our God. Joel says 
iu the last verse of bra second chapter, that it 
-shall come to pass, that whosoever shall call 
on the name of the Lord shall b; delivered: 
l- r in mount Zion and in Jerusalem shall be 
d V.vcrance, as the Lord hath said, and in the 
remnant whom the Lord«halI call. And the 
h:>ak of Mormon says, in the sixth cbap'er of 
Ether: Behold, Eth^r saw the days of ChrWt, 
and h? spake conceding a New Jerusalem 
upon this land: and he spake also concerning 
the house nf Israel, and the Jerusalem fro-ti 
whene? Leiii sh-wld come: after that it ahorl I 
t>3 destroyed, it should be built up again a 
holy city" unto the Lord; wherefore it could 
not be a new Jerusalem, for it had been in a 
time of old, but it should be built up again, 
and become a holy cityoflhe Lord; and it 
should be built' i:p unto the horse of Israel; 
and that a new Jerusalem should be built up 
upon tiiis land, ur.to (he re-Tirint of (he seed. 
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of Joseph, for the which things there has 
been a type; for as Joseph brought his father 
down into the land of Egypt, even so he died 
there; wherefore the Lord brought a remnant 
ofthe Beea of Joseph out ofthe land of Jeru- 
salem, that he might be merciful unto the 
seed of Joseph, that they should perish not, 
even as he was merciful unto the father of 
Joseph, that he should perish not, wherefore 
the remnant of the house of Joseph shall be 
built upon this land; and it shall be a land of 
their inheritance; and they shall build up a 
holy city unto the Lord, like unto the Jerusa- 
lem of old; and they shall DO more be con 
founded, until the end come, when the earth 
shall pass away. 

This being the case, the abov ■ article gives 
us some joy : the word of the Lord has gone 
out in righteousness, and will not return v*id; 
Israel will now be gathered from all the coun- 
tries where he was scattered, ready to enter 
into the sacred rest with all that have part in 
the 6rst resurrection. It is not scripture, 
however, that Jerusalem is to become "the 
glory of the whole carlo" but the Lord savs, 
a praise; and beautiful for situation, the joy 
ofthe whole earth, is mount Zion, on the 
sides of the north, til" city of llie great King. 

The commntid of the Cord to restore, has 
gone forth, that l.ira«l may prepare to meet 
his God; ami how easy it would be for ti.e 
world to know it, if they would searrh the 
words of the Lord, and watch the signs of the 
time3: for the Holy One of Israel, the Savior, 
while ministering to the Nephites, which 
dwelt on this continent, and who were a 
branch of Israel, and of the tribe of Joseph, 
thus said: "Verily, verily, I say unto you, 
all these things shall surely come, even as the 
Father hath commanded me. Then shall 
this covenant which the Father hath cove- 
nanted with his people, bo fulfilled; and then 
shall Jerusalem be inhabited again with my 
people: and it shall he the land of their in- 
heritance. And verily, I say unto you, I 
give unto yon a ti^n, that ye may know^thc 
time when these things shall be about t> take 
place, that I shall gathrr in from their long 
dispersion, my people, O house of Irrael. ami 
shall establish again among them my Zion. 
And behold, this is the thing Which I will 
give unto you for a n'uzn; for verily, I say un- 
to you, that when these things which 1 de- 
clare unto you, and which I shall declare un- 
to you hereafter of myself, and by the power 
ofthe Holy Ghost, which shall be given unto 
you ofthe Father, shall be made known unto, 
the Gentiles, that they may know concern:

THE WAY OF JOURNEYING FOR THE 
SAINTS OF CHRIST. 

Feeling aTgreat anxiety for the welfare of 
the disciples of our coming Lor:!, thai titty 
may keep his commandments blameless, at 
all times, and in all things relative to their 
salvation, it is thought proper to give some 
instruction upon the subject of journeying to 
the laud of Zion. Fulfilling the command- 
ment, and experience, hive already shown, 
that, to cime by land, especially from the 
state of Ohio, and this side, is the safest, and 
generally the quickest, and cheapest. Be- 
hiJes die saving of time and money, you save 
risks and many dangers: Firstly, of disasters 
upon the waters, and secondly, in some de- 
gree, the fear and trouble of the cholera, 
which the Lord has sent into the world, and 
which may, without repentance, ravage the 
large towns near the witers, many years, or 
at least, till other judgments come. 

Again: When a number of disciples are 
crowded together upon a boat, they cannot 
attend to their prayers before the Lord, in the 
season thereof, that they may enjoy the influ- 
ence of the Holy Spirit: Wherefore, they 
cannot set that example before the world, 
which will be s?en among them that joumey 
like the children of Israel, pitching their tents 
by the way; preaching to the inhabitants as 
much by deeds, as by words; walking so 
worthily before the Lord; keeping his cora- 
mandm.-nls so strictly, in very deed, and 
bearing their fatigue so patiently, that the 
most careless people, about things of eternity, 
will bs conjtroiued to say: They act like 
the children of God. Brethren, great t lungs 
are required at your hands: you have the im- 
mediate commandments of the Lord to walk 
by, and if you do not keep them, in every 
point, how do you suppose lint the unbeliev- 
ing can be made to believe them I or how can 
you expect the blessings of heaven? If you 
would persuade the people to keep the com- 
mandments, you must frst keep them your- 
selves. If you would entice men to flee fro3£ 
the wrath to come, you most go yourselves: 
If you would urge men to leave the bouses 
they now live in, jou must show them bitter 
ones. Evil must he overcome with good. 

In the commandment which follows, tits 
Lord points oat III? way for lib saints to jour- 
ney. Iu otbgn tht're are Becefsary cautious 
•nd hir.ts: for instance: The bishop, or his 
tfjest-, is t4 mike known 'h* privileges of th.< 



and from time to time, Jcc, that the gather- 
ing be not in haste, or by flight. Again : 
Evrry disciple that comes to Zior, as a faith- 
ful servant that would be approved, must 
bring with him, a certificate from the bishop 
in the east, or from three elders: and let not 
your flight be in haste, but let all things be 
prepared before you. And now, behold, thi, 
is the will of the Lord your God, concerning 
his saints: That they should assemble them - 
selves together unto the land of Zion, not in 
haste, lest there shall be confusion, which 
bringeth pestilence. How brethren, you be- 
hold for yourselves, thai the language of the 
Lord is plain, and positive, and, if you should 
act contrary to his commandments, you may 
not only be sorely chastened, but even con- 
sumed by the pestilence, for as sure as the 
Lord lives, he will not be mocked with the 
pretensions of any in those last days: The 
Lord requires of all men to fulfil their vow s 
unto him: Therefore, if you promise to keep 
his commandments, do so, and the blessings 
of heaven are yours. 

Rr.vxi.ATio* give* ArGrsT, 1331. 

Behold, an 1 hearken unto the voice of him 
who has all power, who is from everlasting 
to everlasting, even Alpha and Oinejra, the 
beginning and the end. Behold, verily thus 
saith the Lord unto you O ye ciders of my 
church, who are assembled upon this spot, 
whose sins are now forgiven you, for 1 tha 
Lord forgiveth sins, and am merciful unto 
ihore who confess their sins with humble 
hearts: but verily 1 say unto yon, that it is 
not ncdful for this whole company of mino 
elder.', to be moving swiftly upon the waters, 
whilst tlie inhabitants on either side are per- 
ishing in unbelief: nevertheless, 1 suffered it 
that ye might bear r< eotd: behold there are 
litany dangers upon ti.e waters and more es- 
pecially hereafter, for I the Lord have de- 
creed, in mine anger, many destructions up- 
on the waters; yea, and especially upon these 
waters: nevertheless, all ileshisin mine hand, 
and he that is faithful among you, shall not 
perish by the waters. 

Wherefore it is expedient that my servant 
Sidney Gilbert, and my servant William W. 
Phelps, be in haste upon their errand and 
Ulisallili nevertheless I would not sutler that 
ye should part until you are chastened for all 
yo.jr tics, that you ir.iphl bo one: that you 
might not perish in wickedness; but now verily 
I say, it behooveth mc thut ye should part: 
wherefore let my servants Sidney Gilbert and 
William W. Phelps, take their former com- 
pany, and let liirm take their journey in haste 
that thev may fiil their mission, and through 
faith they shall overcome; and inasmuch as 
they are faithful, they shall be preserved, and 
I the Lord will be with them. And let the 
residue take that which is needful for cloth- 
ing, •f-ot my servant Sidney Gilbert take 
that which. is not needful with him, as you 
i-lis.1! cet'C. And noiv behold, for your good 
I gave unto you a commandment concerning 
these thing': and I the Lord will reason with 
ytm as with rn?!t ill day* of old. 
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Heboid I llie Lord in the beginning, blessed 
the waters, but in tlie hist days by the mouth 
of my servant John, I cursed the waters: 
wherefore, the days will come that no flesh 
shall be safe- upon the waters, and it shall be 
■aid in days (o eoine, that none is able to go 
up to the land of Zion, upon the waters, but 
he that is upright in heart. And, as 1 the 
Lord in the begininng cursed the land, even 
so in the last days have J blessed it, in its 
time, for the use of my saints, that they may 
partake the fatness thereof. And now 1 give 
unto you a commandment, and what 1 say 
unto one 1 say unto all, that you shall fore- 
warn your brethren concerning these waters, 
that they come not in journeying upon them, 
lest their faith fail and they are caught in her 
snares: 1 the Lord have decreed, and the de- 
stroyer rideth upon the thee thereof, and 1 re- 
voke not the decree: I the Lord was augry 
with you yesterday, but to-day mine anger is 
turned away. Wherefore let those concern- 
ing whom j have spoken, that should take 
their journey in haste, again 1 say unto you, 
let them lake their journey in haste, and il 
mmtereth not to mo, uflvr a tittle, il* it so 
he that they fill their mif.aion, whether they 
go by water or by land: let this be as it is 
made known unlo them according to their 
judgments, hereafter. 

And now, concerning my BerTants Sidney 
Rigdon, and Joseph Smith, jr. and Oliver 
Cowdery, let them come not again upon the 
waters, save il be upon the canal, while jour- 
neying unto their homes, or in other words, 
they shall not come upon the waters to jour- 
ney, save upon the canal. Ik-hold I the Lord 
have appointed n way for the journeying of 
my saints, and behold this is the way: tbol 
after they leave the canal, they shall journey 
by land, "inasmuch as Ihey arc commanded to 
journey and go up unto the land of Zion; and 
they shall do like unto the children oflsrael, 
pitching their tents by the way. 

And behold this commandment you shall 
give unto all your brethren: nevertheless unto 
whom it is given power to lommand the wa- 
ters, unto him it is given by the Spirit to 
know all his ways: wherefore let him do an 
the Spirit of the living God commandeth him, 
whether upon ihe land or upon the waters, 
as it remaineth with me lo do hereafter; and 
tuilo you it is given the course for the saints, 
or the way for the saints of Uic camp of the 
Lord, to journey.

wickedness; a people who is well nigh ripen- 
ed for destruction; and from thence let Ihenv 
journey for the congregations of their breth- 
ren, for their labors, even now, are wanted 
more abundantly among them, than among 
the congregations of the wicked. 

And now concerning the residue, let them 
journey and declare the word among the con- 
gregations of the wicked, inasmuch as it is 
given, and inasmuch as they do this they 
shall rid their garments, and they Bhall lie 
spotless before me; and let them journey to- 
gether, or two by two, as neemeth them good, 
only let my sjrvant Reyn»ldi Gaboon, and 



my servant Samuel H. Smith, with whom 1 
am well pleased, be not separated until they 
return to their homes, and this for a v ise 
purpose in me. And now verily I say unto 
you, and what I say unto one 1 say unto all, 
be ol go->d cheer little children, for I am in 
your midst, and 1 have nut forBaken you, and 
inasmuch as you have humbled yourselvra 
before me, the blessings cf the kingdom are 
yours. Gird up your loins and be watchful, 
and be sober, looking ibrth ft-r Ihe coming of 
the Son of man, fcr heooneth in an hour you 
think not. I'ray always that you enter nsl 
into lemptsiion, that you may abide the day 
of his coming, whether in life or in dealb; 
even so. Auien.

Hearken and listen to the voice of the Lord, 
O ye who have assembled yourselves togeth- 
er, who are the high priests of my church, lo 
whom the kingdom and power has been giv- 
en. For verily thus snith the Lcrd, it is ex- 
pedient in me, for a bishop to be appointed 
unto you, or of you unto the church in this 
part of the Lord's viney: rd: and vrriVy in this 
thing ye have done wisely, /or it is required 
of the Lord, at the hand of every steward, to 
render an account of his stewardship, both in 
time and in eternity.

an account of the elders us belbre has been 
commanded, and to administer to their wants, 
who shall pay for that which they receive, 
inasmuch as they have wherewith, lo pay;

laborer; otherwise he shall not be accepted of 
the bishop in Zion. And now, verily, 1 «ay 
ni. to yen, lot every elder who shall give an 
account unto the bishop if the church, in 
this part of the vin»yard, be recommended by 
the church or churches, in which he labors, 
that he may render himself and his accounts 
approved in alt things. And again, let my 
servants » ho are appointed ftewards over the 
literary concerns of my church, have claim 
for assistance upon the bishop cr bishops, in 
all things, that the revelations may be pub- 
lished, and co forth unto the ends of the 
earth, that they also may obtain funds which 
shall benefit the church, in all things: that 
they nlso may render themselves approved in 
all things and be accounted as wise stewards. 
And now, behold this shall be an ensample 
for all the extensive branches of my church, 
in whatsoever land they shall be established. 
And now i make an end of my sayings. — 
Amen. 

A few words in addition to the laws of the 
kingdom, respecting the memVrs of the 
church: they that are appointed by the Holy 
Spirit to go up unlo Zion: and they who are 
privileged to go up unto Zion. Let them 
carry up unto the bishop a certificate from 
three elders of the church, or a certificate 
from the bishop, otherwise he who Bhall go 
up unto the land of Zion, ehall not be ac- 
counted as a wise steward. This is also an 
ensample. Amen.

Behold, besause of 
their belief in mc, saith the Father, a::d be- 
cause of the unbelief of you, O house ofjsra- 
el, in the latter day shall the truth come un- 
to the Gentiles, that the fulness of these 
things shail be made known unto them. 
And verily, I say unto you, I give unto you 

a sign, that ye may know the time when 
these things shall lie about to take place that I 
shall gather in from their long dispersion, 
my people, O house of Israel, and shall es- 
tablish again ainongthem mv Zion.

F or 
in that day, for iny Bake shall the Father 
work a work, whieh shall be a great and 11 
marvelous work among them; and there shall 
be among them which will not believe it al- 
though a man shall declare it unto them. 

ZION. 

It was said, when the righteous gathered 
together, in the days of Enoch, thai the Lord 
called his people Zion, because they were o!' 
one heart and of one mind, nnd drelt in 
righteousness; and there was no poor among 
them: and such must be the case in these last 
days, when the Lord is pruning his vineyard 
for the last time, and gathering his elect from 
the four quarters of the earth.

The coateats of one leaf are worthy of pre- 
servation. H has already escaped the ''con- 
tlagration" dreaded by its publisher, for al- 
most three quarters of a century; and should 
it be republished, vejc-aliro. et literatim, some 
f'jlure antiquarian may be pleaded lo i'.nd i*, 
as long hence, ond pars it on la fiUll future 
gen°ralions. According to all present ap- 
pearances, the dream of the almanac-maker 
seems likely, in every respict, "to come to 
pass." 

"America is a subject which daily becomes 
more and more interfacing — I shall therefore 
fill these p;i;-.s with a word upon its past, 
present and future ttatc. 

Time has cast 
a shade upon this seen".— Since the creation

since. Who can tell what wonderful chan- 
ges have happened by the mighty operations 
of nature, si eh as deluges, volcanoes, earth- 
quakes, etc — Or whether great tracts of land 
were nol alsirbed into those vast lakes or in- 
land seas which occupy so uiu-.h space to the . 
west of us — Hut to leave the natural, and 
come to the political slate; we know how 
the French have erected a line of forts from 
the Ohio to Nova Scotia, including all the in- 
estimable country to the west of us, in their 
exorbitant claim. This, with infinite jus- 
tice, the English resented; and in this causo 
our hlood has been spilled: which brings lo 
onr consideration. 
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"II. Secondly, The present slate of North 
A*r:nicA. A writer upon 1IJ3 present tuxs 
says, 'The parts of North America which 
may he claimed by Great Britain or France 
are of 13 much worth as cither kingdom.— 
That ferule country to the weal of I he Appa- 
lachian mountains (a siring of 8 or 000 miles 
in length) between Canada ami the Mississip- 
pi, is of Sargercxtcnt than nil France, Germa- 
ny and Poland: arid well provided with rivers, 
a very fine wholesome air, a rich roil, capa- 
ble of producing food and phjsick and all 
things necessary for the conrenitiicy of life: 
in fine, th:? pardon of the world!'— -T line was, 
wo might havj been possessed of it: at t!.;s 
time two mighty kings conl nd for this ines- 
timable, prii •: — their repetitive claims are to 
be measured by the length of their swords — 
The poet says, the gods and opportunity ride 
post: that you must lake her by the [orator 
being bald behind. Have we not too fotaily 
depended upon cur numbers'! — Sir i'laccia 
Uroivu says, 'the wolf carclh not how many 
• he sheep be:' but numbers well spirited, frith 
the blessing uf heaven will do wonders, when 
by military skill and discipline, the comman- 
ders can actuate (as by one soul) the irosl 
numerous bodies of armed people: — our num- 
bers wijj not avail tili the colonics are united; 
for whilst divid d, the strength of the inhabi- 
tants is broken like the petty kingdoms in 
Africa. — If we do not jun heart and hand in 
the common cause against our exulting foes, 
but fall to disputing among ourselves, it may 
really happen as the Governor of Pennsylva- 
nia told his assembly, 'we shall have no pri- 
vilege to dispute about, nor country to dis- 
pute in.' 

"III. Thirdly, of the future slate of North 
Averica. Here we find a vast slock of pro- 
per materials for the art and ingenuity of 
man to work upon; — treasures of immense 
worlh, concealed from the poor ignorant abo- 
riginal natives! The curious have obseived 
that the progress of hitman literature (like 
the sun) is from raft to wen'.; thus has it 
travelled through Aria and EoTopr, and is 
now arrived at the eastern shore of Amine. 1. 
As the celestial light of the gospel ivaa di-

Huge mountains of iron 
ore are already discovered: and vast stores 
ar.? reserved for future generations: this metal 
more useful than gold or silver, will employ 
millions of hands, not only to form h ■ mar- 
tial sword, and peaceful share, alternately; 
but an infinity of utensils improved in the 
exercise of art. and handicraft amongst men. 
Nature through all her work* has stamped 
authority on this law, namely, 'that all fit 
matter shall be improved to its best purpo- 
ses.' Shall not then those vast quarries, that 
leech with mechanic stone, — Ihofe for struc- 
ture be piled into great cities, and those for 



sculpture into statues to perpetuate the hon- 
or of renowned heroes; even those who shall 
sow save their country. 

O! ye unborn inhabitants of America! 
should this page escape its destined confla- 
gration at the year's end, and these alpha- 
betical letters remain legible, — when your 
eyes behold the sun alter he has rolled the 
seasons round for two or three centuries more, 
you will know that in An.io Ookim l?5d, — 
we dreamed of your limes.

GREAT DROUGHT. 
The following account of a great drought, 
is taken from NihV Register; and, while wo 
read, we cannot help exclaiming: The judg- 
ments cf God arc in all the earth! All flesh 
13 grass, r.ad Ihe wicked shaii be cut ufV, for 
the Lord will cleanse the world of its corrup- 
tion. 

Thf. Cipr. nr Vf.rd ffinrfri. — No consid- 
erable quantity of rain has fallen on these 
islands for three years — and the land hac be- 
come parched, and unfit for cultivation; the 
seed thai was town in the present year re- 
mains without the appearance of vitality.— 
Most of the animals had died of starvation, 
and th« people were hardly able to keep up a 
miserable existence— their means of purcha- 
sing provisions being ex! austed by the long 
duiation of the drought — ond 12 or 14 were 
dying daily at Port Pray* only. These isl- 
ands were inhabited by 60 or 70,000 persons; 
and it is thought that the grealrr part must 
perish, if charitable relief be not speedily ob- 
taim :1. 

Again: the same paper has an account, 
also of the following "Nr.w mscovr.KKi) isl- 
uml Copt. Hiram Covell, of the barque 
Alliance, has just relumed to Newport, It. I. 
from the Pacific ocean, and states that on the 
M iv, I-:!!, in latitude -I deg. 30 min. N. 
Hi* deg. 40 min. F. he discovered 
n group of M islands not laid down on any 
rhart. They '.-.•:re all inhabited, a:;d the na- 
tive* ppoke the Spanish languuge. Hecalied 
them the Covell Group." 

So the great purposes of the Lord are an- 
raiding to the view of the inhabitants of the 
earth, for he has some choice souls among 
every nation, kindred, tongue, and people;

has taken place since I arrived here. On the 
yOlh of July, there was an appointment for 
"preaching, at 4 o'clock, I'. M. by a M:'tliodi»t. 
\Ve went to the place but he did not attend; 
and we occupied the time by prayer und ex- 
horlution. The company were Methodists, 
and a class of people called Monnoniles. — 
After the meeting was over, notice won giv- 
en that there would be a meeting in the eve- 
ning at my brother's house. Some of the 
Mormoniles, together with others, collected, 
and the meeting commenced and wenlon the 
•ame a* vour meetings do, until about 1U 
o'clock, when 1 should say, by what 1 saw 
and felt, of a truth the Lord was present with 
us. The spirit seemed to rest and clothe up- 
on a Mrs. Conkling, and 1 thought, and think 
yet, that I heard a few words of a language 
that I could not understand. You must know 
that my mind was on the look out And not 
long ufter, perhaps forty-five minatcs, she 
brjke forth in prayer to Goc', in a language 
that I could not understand, and continued two 
or three minute?, and then in our language, 
the gave an interpretation if what she had 
•aid. Then she broke out again, in the same 
language and was more lengthy tlian the 
lirst time. This last prayer or exhortation 
she did not interpret. 1 am credibly infonn- 
eJ that they have these gifts and all the gifts 
of the gospel. I trust that I shall sec and 
hear more vet: when 1 do 1 will write. 1 
leave all to God whether you believe or dis- 
believe." 



The Lord says, in those last days, that 
his voice is to all men; yea, verily he says, 
hearken ye people from afar, and ye that are 
upon the islands of the sea, listen loy.iher; 
there is none to escape; there is no eye that 
shall not see, neither ear that shall not hear, 
neither heart that shall not be penetrated.

A greater part of the New Testament, and 
a considerable portion o£ the Old, have been 
translated and published in the language of 
the Islands. Aiso a Hymn Book, and vari- 
ous elementary and other book-. The whole 
number of copies is about 55ti,U00, compris- 
ing 21, 031, 330 Jiagea. Numerous church's 
hate been erected in different parts of the 
Islands, some of which are generally attend- 
ed on the Sabbath by congregations of more 
thin 3000 persons. Of course tjiry must be 



immensely large, though constructed of light 
materials, and we suppose not very expen- 
sive. The whole number of native church 
members is about 550, neatly 400 of whom 
were added during the year embraced in this 
Report. A vast improvement has taken place 
in the social condition of the people, as well 
as in every thing else which distinguishes 
civilized luun from the savage. 

Bombay. — At Bombay and vicinity, Iherff 
are H4 schools under direction of the mission' 
aries, containing 1 040 scholars, of which 455 
are girls; a feet which Americans will hardly 
appreciateas they ought. I'nlil very recent- 
ly, the idee of a feinalc learning to read, 
would have been regarded by the native pop- 
ulation as the height of absurdity. The Mis- 
sion Press is very active, having printed du- 
ring the year 1831, 1, 4S\, 30O pages, and since 
the first establishment of the mission 11,- 
461,000 pages. 

Ceti.o.n. — This mission lias been, in many 
respects, far more successful thin that at 
Bombay. The number of native Children and 
youth in the schools, is 3,650, of whom 617 
ore females. There is a sort of High School 
at Ba'.tkoita, to which students of promise 
in the lower schools are transferred, after they 
hnve advanced to a certain stage of progress, 
containing P3 native young men. 3S of w hom 
are members of the Mission Church. The 
whole number of native church members con- 
nected with the mission, is 17U. 

Cms.* sun Bias. — The only missionary 
which the Society has in China, is Rev. El:- 
jah C. Bridgeman. He has not been long 
there, and has been engaged, so far mainly 
in acquiring a knowledge of the language. — 
A printing press has been sent out to his aid, 
and a printer, Mr. S. \Y. Wells of I'lica, is 
expected to go out in the course of a few 
months. The missionary at Siani is Rev. 
David Abee! formerly of this city. 

ID 3 To all these inhabitants of the Islands 
( fthc sea, the gospel of the kingdom has to 
be preached, before the Son of man conies in 
lb. 2 clouds of heaven, that some may be gath- 
ered to Ziou. 

Men in general, feast upon the errors of 
their fellow beings, rather than teach them 
how to unlearn them. Nation watches na- 
tion, state watches slate, society watches so- 
ciety, sect watches sect, family watches fam . 
ily, and man watches man for iniquity — 
Such is the condition of the world now. — 
The only way that many seem to take to be- 
come popular, is to paint the vices of others. 
A Paris correspondent of the New York Cou- 
rier and Enquirer, while speaking of the 
American politics, says: — Let me add how- 
ever, that there arc among us timse who 
congratulate themselves on the prospect of 
the spirit of rivalship excited by the question 
of the tariff being converted into hatred and 
of local discontents being fanned into open 
war. The admirers of what is called the 
strong form of government, are delighted at 
the prospect which your differences afford 
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them, of Oie destruction of that model to 
which the people of the old world look for- 
ward as an object of study and imitation.— 
Tbcy do not scruple to assert thai the cause 
ofnll litis angry discussion is to be found in 
n defect inherent and inseparable from the 
republican form of government. They tell 
us that the constitution of the (Jailed Slates 
would be Infinite!* improved if that very 
spirit of centralization could he infused into 
it which in the. provinces of France is so bit- 
terly complained of. In the mean time your 
dimensions are held up to our young repub- 
licans as a lesson that ought to teach them, 
that the rnerj forms of democracy are not an 
infklible cure for all political evils. 

Without venturing to express any personal 
opinion on this interestins and important 
subject, I shis 1 think it my duty to report to 
yuu from time to lima Ike views which I 
licar expressed on it in general society, in 
order that you may have the benefit as far as 
my opportunities of observation extend, of 
that sort of reaction which is naturally pro- 
duced by the reflections of distant and disin- 
terested observers. 

By this short extract, we see Iheie are men 
feasting upon the errors of our republic: and 
we might bring forward something, to show 
how many are watching for iniquity, among 
the various denominations that profess to 
serve the Lord, to be saved, but we forbear, 
beseeching our brethren to set a better ex- 
ample, knowing that all thr.t watch for ini- 
quity shall be cut off. We have said, and we 
repeat it, that evil must be overcome with 
good. Our Lord said:— Blessed are the poor 
in spirit: for theirs is the kingdom of heaven. 
Blessed are they that mourn: for they shall 
be comforted. Blessed are the meek: for they 
shall inherit the earth. Blessed are they 
which do hunger and thirst after righteous- 
ness: for they »hall be filled. Blessed are the 
merciful", for tl«oy shall obtain mercy. Bles- 
sed are the pure in heart: for they shall see 
God. Blessed are the peace-makers: for they 
shall be called the children of God. Blessed 
arc they which arc persecuted for righteous- 
ness' sake: for theirs is the kingdom of heaven. 

Such are the blessings wliich are promised 
to all who keep the commandments of the 
Lord, for the sake of eternal life; but if there 
are any disciples in Zion or abroad, that 
watch for iniquity ; or, in other words, that 
wait miliUheir brethren become perfect, be. 
fore they themselves strive with hoDest hearts 
to become pure, will the Lord hold them 
guiltless? The world watches for iniquity, 
because satan is spreading his dominions over

Our exchange oapers generally, carry the 
idea, that the cholera has left the northern 
stales: in the southern, however, its desola- 
ting ravages continue. Natchez is said to- 
be afflicted to a very great eitent. As lo> 
New Orleans, the following will tsHice: 

OZTTha Argus of the 29th of October says; 
The cholera and yellow fever continue to> 
send great numbers to the grave. The Pro- 
testant cemetery last week amounted to 71, 
and in the Catholic to 121— total 102. We 
have been unable to find out the number o' 
victims of each malady. The cholera, as far 
as we have been able to learn, has principally 
attacked the slaves, and persons of intemper- 
ate and unclean habits. 

It is added by the Courier, that some of 
the physicians designate the prevailing dis- 
ease as the Asiatic cholera, whilst others pro- 
nounce it the cold plague. The fame paper 
complains much of inattention to the imme- 
diate burial of those who have died, and al- 
leges that corpses are taken to the cemetery 
at night and allowed to remain until the next 
day unburicd. "Last evening," says the ed- 
itor, "at six o'clock, no one was employed ir» 
digging graves, and ten bodies remained all 
night unburied. We understand that this 
morning there were twenty!" 



ANCIENT.

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THE BOOK OF MORMON. 

When darkness covered the earth, and gross 
-darkness the people; when no man did walk 
in the old path*, nor did search out the ever- 
lasting gospel: when the church of Christ, 
and the gifts which lie left in it, could not be 
found; when men built up churches in the 
glory* of the world; arid when all flesh had 
become so corrupt, that a few more years

Writ- 
ten, and sealed up, and hid up unto the Lord, 
that thsy might not be destroyed; to come 
forth by the gift and power of God, unto the 
interpretation thereof; sealed by the hand of 
Moroni, and hid up unto the Lord, to come 
forth in due time by way of Gentile; the in- 
terpretation thereof by the gift of God. 

An abridgment taken from the book of 
Ether, also, which is a record of the people 
of Jan-d, which were scaltered at the time 
the Lord confounded the language of the 
people when they were building a tower to 
gel to heaven; which it* to shew unto the 
house of Israel how great things the Lord 
hath done for their fathers; and that they may 
know the covenants of the Lord, that they 
are not cast off forever; and also to the con- 
vincing of the Jew and Gentile that Jesus is 
the Christ, the Eternal God, manifesting 
himself unto all nations.

an I on the lltli of April, I (330. the church of 
Christ -735 organized, with six members. It 
jnay be just to remark, that this church was 
established by revelation, as the church of 
Christ always has been, since the world be- 
gan, to be acknowledged hy him. As in days 
of old, so now, the keys of the mysteries of 
ice iingdoifl of God, were coaiauUod unto

man, and, by a few commandments, in con- 
nexion with the bo. k before us. the contrite 
and humble seeker of eternal life, had opened 
to lli e eyes of his understanding, that happy 
view, and bright reversion of latter day glo- 
ry, which sliows the nations gathering round 
tlic standard of the Lord, which was to bo 
raised upon mount Ziou, preparatory to his 
second coming. That vail which has been 
cast over the prophecies of the old Testament, 
or, at least, over the reading of many of them, 
since the dnv that Moses vailed his fac - be- 
fore the children of Israel, was removed by 
the plainness of ihe book of Mormon. The 
doubtlul points of doctrine, in the bible, which 
left one sect to immerse for baptism; a se- 
cond to sprinkle: a third to pour, and a fourth 
to do without either, were cleared up by th« 
Look of Mormon. That embarrassment un- 
der which thousands had labored for years, 
to learn how the saints would know where to 
gather, that all nations might come to Zion, 
with songB of everlasting joy, and prepare a 
house, that the Lord might suddenly come 
to his temple, so that the mountain of the 
Lord's house might be established in the top 
of the mountains, atr.l be exalted fuove the 
hills, and the law go forth 'out of Zion, in the 
lost days, was obviated by the book of Mor- 
mon. That wond -rful conj c'-ure, which l^:t 
a blank as to the origin, or forefathers of the 
American Indians, was done away by the bock 
of Mornien. To use the language of one of 
its oppoiers* it opened a Hood of lipht ar.d 
might justly be called a wonderful volume. 

But as there are thousands yet to receive 
this good book, and learn the true roials of 
the Savior's doctrine, it may be well enough 
to refer them lo some of the allusions to it 
in the bible. In the 65th Psalm, David eaid. 
Truth shall spring out of the earth: a i 1 
righteousness shall look down from heaven.. 
Ail that have been blefsed with the Spirit of 
God, when reading this boot, for the sake of 
truth and salvation, can bear witness to the 
truth of this quotation. The21Jlh chapter of 
Isaiah is i till plainer and much of it has been 
fulfilled in the eyes of this generation. It 
reads: — Wo (o Ariel, to Ariel, the city where 
David dweltl add ye yeor to year; let them 
kill sacrifices. Vet 1 will distress Ariel, and 
there shall bo heaviness and sorrow: and it 
shall be unto me as Ariel, and I will camp 
against thee round .-..'.out, and will Jsv siege 
against thee with a mount, ami I will raise 
forts against thee. And thou shall be brought 
down, and shall speak out of the ground, and 
thy speech shall be low out of the Just, and 
thy voice shall be, as ore that hath a famil- 
iar spirit, out of the ground, and thy speech 
shall whisper out ot the dual. Moreover, 
the multitude of thy strangers shall he like , 
small dust, and the multitude of ihe terribl: 
on.N an clialf that passeth away: yea, it shall 
be at an instant suddenly. Thou si alt be 
visited by the Lord of hosts with thunder, 
and with earthquake, and great nois», with 
storm and tempest, and th- flame of devour- 
ing fire. Ahd the multitude of all the na- 
tions lint fight against Ariel, even all that 
fight agains'. her and her munition, and that 
distress her, shall b) as a dream of a night- 
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man dreamelh, and behold he ealelh; hut he 
awaketh, and his soul in empty: or as when 
albirttr man dreameth, and beliold he drink- 
elh; but he awaketh, and behold he is foist, 
and his bouI liath appetite: so shall the mul- 
tilude of all the nations be, that fight against 
mount Zion. Stay yourselves, Bnd wonder- 



It shall even be a* when a hungry Judah, and for the children of Israel his eom- 
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panions: then take another stick, and write 
u| on it, for Joseph, the stick of Kphrahu, 
all the house of Israel his companions: and 
join them one to another into one slick: and 
they shall become one in thy hand. The bi- 
ble for the slick of Jurtah, and the book of 
Mormon for the stick of Joseph, in the hand

And the vi- 
sion of all is become unto you as the wo:ds 
of a book Ihat is sealed, which men deliver 
lo one that is learned, saying, Re=d this, 1 
pray ihee. and he saith, I cannot; for it is 
sealed: and the book is delivered unlo him 
that is not l.-arued, saying, Head this, 1 pray 
ihee: apd he saith, 1 am not learned. — 
Wherefore the I>ord said, Forasmuch as this 
people draw near me with their month, and 
with their lips do honor me, but have remo- 
ved their heart far from me, mid their fear 
toward mc is taught by the precept of men: 
Therefore behold, I will proceed to do a mar- 
velous work among this people, even a mar- 
velous work and a wonder: for the wisdom 
of their wis? shall perish, and the under- 
»U tiding of llieir prudent shall be hid. 1\ o 
unto them that seek deep lo hide their coun- 
e-l from the Lord, and their works are in the 
dark, and they say, who seeih us? and who 
knoweth us? Surely your turning of things 
upside down shall be esteemed as the poller s 
clay, lor shall Ihe work say of him that made 
it. he made me not? or shall the tiling fram- 
ed say of him that framed it, he had no un- 
derstanding! Is il not a very little while, 
and Lebanon shall be turned into a fruitful 
field, and the fruitful field shall be esteemed 
at a forest? And in that day shall the duaf 
hear the words of the book, and the eyes of 
the blind shall see oul of obscurity, and out 
of darkness. The meek also Bhall increase 
their joy in the Lord, and the poor among 
men shall rejoice in the Holy One of Israel, 
for the terrible one is brought to nought and 
the scorner is consumed, and all thai watch 
for iniquity are cut off: that make a man an 
offender for a word, and lay a snare for him 
that reprovelh in the gate, and turn aside the 
just for a thing of nought. Therefore thus 
saith the Lord, who redeemed Abraham, 
concerning the house of Jacob, Jacob shall 
not now be asliamed, neither sJiall his face 
now wax pale, lint when he seclh his chil- 
dren, the work of my hands, in the midst ot 



come oul of Ihe ground, would scarcely be 
eonvir.ced ifa man should rise from the dead. 
Ia addition lo Ihe above, however, Isaiah 
says. Drop down, ye heavens, from above, 
ond let the skies pour down righteousness: 
1st the carlo open, and let them bring forth 
narration, and let righteousness spring up 
together; I the Lord have created it Eze- 
kiei also says: Moreover, thou son of man, 
lake IfcM oris stick, and write upon it. for 
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-these words, for no man ever pretended to 
know, (till the book of Mormon came,) any 
thing about the tribe of Joseph, or bis histo. 
ry notwithstanding God had declared by the 
mouth of Hoaea, that he had written the 
great things of his law lo Ephraini; ted they 
are counted a strange thing. The ancient 
and modern practice of reading sticks, wanls 
but tittle elucidation. The common tc.'iool- 
Loy ought lo know, thai anciently, they 
wrote r.n parchment for common use, and 
.-tilled it round a slick: and latterly, newspa- 
pers are put ii.lo a stick for public utility. 

But let us turn again lo the book. The 
simplicity of the language, and the purity of 
the ideas, currra holy spirit, a» well as breathe 
an air of religion, that soothes llie heart and 
feeds the soul of i very son and daughter of 
God. Read Ihe following:— And 1 beheld a 
rod of iron; and it extended along tie bank 
of the river, and led to the tree by which I 
stood. And 1 alf o beheld a straight and nar- 
row path, which came along by the rod of 
iron, even to the tree by which 1 stood; and 
il also led by the head of the fountain, unto 
a large and spacious field, as if it had been a 
world; and 1 saw numberless concourses of 
people: many of whom were pressing for- 
ward, that they might obtain ihe path which 
led unto the tree by which 1 stood. 

And it came to pass that they did como 
forth, and commence in the path which led 
to Ihe tie?. And it came to pass that ihere 
arose a mist ofriarkness: yea, even an exceed- 
ing great mint of darkness, insomuch lha t 
they which had commeuced in Ihe path, did 
lose their wav, thai they wandered on", and 
were lost. And it came to pass that I beheld 
others pressing forward: and they came forth 
and canght hold ofiheend of the rod of iron; 
and they did press forward through the mist 
of darkness, clinging lo the red of iron, even 
until they did come forth and parlake of the 
fruit of the tire- Am! after thct they had 
partaken of the fruit oflhe tree, they did cut 
their eyes about as if they were ashamed.— 
And I also cast my eves round about, and be- 
held, on the other side of the river of water, 
a great and spacious building; and it stood as 
it were in the air. high above the earth: and

this chapter, spoke of a book thai should ny rf ^ u-i wer , , g- t 
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med, because of those that were sconing at 
them; and they fell away into forbidden 
paths, and were lost. 

And now I, Nephi, do not speak all the 
words of my father. But, to be short in wri- 
ting- Behold, he saw other multitudes pres. 
sing forward; and they came and caught hold 
of t he end of the rod of iron: and they did 
press their way forward, continually holding 
fast to the rod of iron, until they came forth. 
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and fell down, »nd partook of the fruit of the 
tree. And he also saw other multitude*, 
feeling their way towards that great and spa- 
cious building. 

And it cute to pass that many were drown. 
«d in the depth* of the fountain; and many 
were loat from his riew, wandering in strange 
roads. And great was the multitude that did 
enter into that strange building. And after 
that th?y did eater into that building, they 
did point the finger of scorn at me, and tliose 
who ware partaking of the fruit aleo; but wc 
heeded ilum not. 

Again, that perfect accordance with the 
wisdom of God, after he had said, while man- 
ifesting himself to his people, in the flesh, at 
Jerusalem, other sheep have I that are not of 
this fold, and they shall hear my voice; that 
he should minuter to the Nephites, on this 
continent, is such heavenly evidence of the 
«livinity and propriety of the book of Mor- 
mon, that all doubts, cavils, surmises, and 
even worldly reasons, wlrich have been bro't 
against il* purity, shrink into little nothing*. 
Sayi Jesus my sheep know my voice. Now 
read.- — And now it came to pass that when 
Jesus had ended these saying*, he cast his 
eyes round about on the multitude, and sailh 
unto them, Behold, ye have heard the things 
which I have taught before I ascended to my 
father: therefore whoso rernembereth these 
sayings of mine, and doeth them, him will I 
raise up at the last day. And it came to pass 
that when Jesus had said these words, In- 
perceived that there was some among them 
which marveled, and wondered what he would 
concerning the law of Moses: for they under- 
stood not the saying, that old things had pas- 
sed away, and that all things had become 
■new. And he aaith unto them, Marvel not 
that I said unto you, that otd tilings had 
passed away, and that all things had become 
new. Behold I say unto you, that the law 
is fulfilled that was given unto Moses. Be- 
hold, I am he that gav« the law, and I am he 
-which covenanted with my people Israel; 
therefore, the h w ha me is fulfilled: for 1 have 
come to fulfil the law; therefore, it hath an 
end. Behold, 1 do not destroy the prophets: 
for as many as have not been fulfilled in rue, 
.verity, I say unto you, shall all he fulfilled. 
And because I said unto you, that old things 
had passed away, I do not destroy that which 
hath been spoken concerning things which is 
to come. For behold, the covenant which I 
have made with mv people, is not all fulfilled; 
but the law which was given unto Moses, 
hath an end in me- Behold I am the raw, 
and the light: Look unto me, and endure to 
the end and ye shall live: for uato him that 
endurath to the end, will I give eternal life. 
Behold, I have given unto you the command- 
menti; therefore keep my commandment*. — 
And this is ttie raw and the prophets: for they 
truly testified of me. 

And now it came to pass thai when Jesus 
had spoken these words, he «aid unto those 
twelve whom he had chosea. Ye are my dis- 
ciples; and ye are a light unto this people, 
which are a remnant ofthe house of Joseph. 
And behold, this is the land of your inheri- 
tance; and the Father bath given it unto yon. 
And not at any time hath tlie Father g Wen 
me commandment that I should tell it unto 
your brethren at Jerusalem; neither at any 
time hath the Father given me commandment, 
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that I should tell unto thera concerning lha 
other tribes ofthe lie use of Israel, which the 
Father hath led away out of the land. This 
much did the Father command me, that I 
should tell unto them, that other sheep I 
have, which are not of this fold; them alsu I 
must bring, and they shall hear my voice: and 
there shall be one fold, and one Shepherd. — 
And now becp.use of stitf-neckedness and un- 
belief, they understood not my word; there- 
fore 1 was commanded to say no more of tha 
Kather concerning tltis thing unto tltem. — 
But verily, I say unto you, that the Father 
hath commanded me, and I tell it unto you, 
that ye were separated from among them be- 
cause of their iniquity. Therefore it is be- 
cause of their iniquity, that they know not 
of you. And verify, I say unto you again, 
that the other tribes hath the Father separa- 
ted from ■in; and it is because of their ini- 
quity that they know not of them. And ve- 
rily, I say unto you, that ye are they of 
which I said, other sheep I have, which are 
not of this fold; them also I must bring, and 
they sluill hear my voice; and there shall be 
one fold, and one Shepherd. And they un- 
derstood ine not, for they supposed it had 
been the Gentiles: for they understood not 
that the Gentile* should be converted through 
their preaching; and thev understood me 
not that I said they shall hear my voice; 
and they understood mc not that the Gen- 
tiles should not et any time hear my voice; 
that I should not manifest myself unto 
llieni, save it were by the Holy Ghostt — 
But behold, ye have bolli hrard my voice, 
arid seen mo; and ye are my sheep, and yc 
are numbered among them which the Father 
hath given me. And verily, verily, 1 say un- 
to you, that 1 have other sheep, which are 
not of tltis laud; neither ofthe land of Jeru- 
salem; neither in any parts of that land round 
about, whither I hare been to minister. For 
they of which I speak, are thov which havo 
not as yet heard my voice: neither have I at 
any time manifested myself unto them. Bnt 
1 have received a commandment ofthe Fath- 
er, thai I shall go unto them, and that they 
shall hear my voice, and shall be numbered 
among my sheep, that there may be one fold, 
and one Shepherd; therefore J go to shew 
myself unto them. And I command you that 
ye shall write these sayings, after that I am 
gone, thai if it so be that my people at Jeru- 
salem, they which hare seen mc, and been 
with me in my ministry, do not oak the Fa- 
ther in my name, thai they may receive • 
knowledge of you by the Holy Ghost, and 
also of the other tribe* which they know not 
of, that these Mayings which ye shall write, 
shall be kept, and shall be manifested unto 
the Gentile*, that through the fulness of the 
Gentiles, the remnant of their seed which 
ahall be scattered forth upon the face of 
the earth, because of their unbelief may be 
brought in, or may be brought to a know 
ledge of me, their Redeemer. And then will 
1 gather them in from the four quarters of 
the earth; and then will I fulfil the covenant 
which the Father hath made unto all the 
people of the bouse of Israel. And blessed 
are the Gentiles because of their belief in me 
in and ofthe Holy Ghort, which witness un- 
to then of me and of the Father. Behold, 
because of their b«]jef in me, sails the Father, 
and because of tie unbelief of you, © woMg 
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o.~ Israel, in the latter day the truth 

MM "nto ■ lie Getililcs, that the fuirrsx of 
tliese tliingi shall be made known unloth»m. 
But « u, tail Ji llit> Father, unto ti e unbeliev- 
ing of the Gentiles: for notwithstanding that 
they hare come jrjrth upon 1 itc f.ice Af" tliir. 
land, and hare scattered iny people, whirl) 
•re of tlio hooso of Israel: a:id my people 
which are of the house of Isrnei, have been 
east out from among t!i»m, and hare been 
trodden under feet by them; and because of 
the mercies of the Father unto the Gentiles, 
and also the judgments of the rather upon 
mv peorl which are of the house of Israel, 
verily, veri'y, J say unto you, that a(W n ;i 
this, and 1 have caused my people which are 
of the house of Israel, to be smitten, and to 
be afflicted, and to be slain, and to be cast 
out from among thern, and to become luted 
by them, and to become a hiss and n by-word 
among them. And thus command, th the 
Father that I should say unto you. At that 
day, when the Gentiles shall sin against n y 
gospel, and shall rejpet the fulness of my gos- 
pel, and shall he lilted up in the pride of their 
hearts above nil nations, and above ail lite 
people of the whole ekltfa, and shall be filled 
with all manner of lyings, and deceits, and 
of mischiefs, nml all manner of hypocrisy, 
and murders, and priestcrafts, and whore- 
doms, and ofsjeret abominations: and if they 
•hall do all these things, and shall reject the 
fulness of my gospel, behold, saith the Fa- 
ther, I will bring the fulness of my gcspel 
from among them; and then will I reme,;nt)vr 
my covenant which I have made unto my 
people, house of Israel, and I will bring 
my gospel unto them; and I will shew unto 
thee, O house of Israel, that the Gentiles 
shall not have power over you, but I will re- 
member my covenant unto you, O house of 
Israel, anil ye shall cone unto the know- 
ledge of the fulness of rny gospel. But if the 
fJentiles will repent, and turn unto me, saith 
the Father, behold, they shall he numbered 
among my peaple, O house of Israel: and 1 
will not suffer my peuple, which are of the 
•tMstt of Israel, logo through among them, 
and tread them down, saith the Father. But 
if they will not turn unto me, and hearken 
unto my voice, 1 will suffer them, yea, 1 will 
suffer mypeople, O house of Israeli thnllhey 
■hall go through among them, and shall 
Ircad them down, and they shall be as salt 
that hath lost his savor, which is thenceforth 
good for nothing, hut to be cast out, and to 

trodden under foot of my people, O house 
of Israel Verily, verily, I say unto you. 
thus hath the Father commanded me, that I 
should rive unto this people this land tor 
their inheritance. And when the wori's of 
the prophet Isaiah shall he fulfilled, which 
smith. Thy watchinc.i shall lift up the voice; 
with th" voice together shall they sing: for 
t!i"Y shall see eye to eve, when the Lord 
•hail bring again'Zion. Break forth intojoy, 
sing together, y« waste places of Jciusalestt: 
for the Lord hath comforted his people, he 
hath redeemed Jerusal m. The Lord hath 
marl* bare his holy arm in the eyes of all the 
nations: and all the ends of the earth shall 
nee the salvation of God. 

The word of the Lord carries its own evi- 
dence with it. In vain have men attempted 
Vo counterfoil it. They may compass the 
sax til with their knowledge, and look through 



ti e regions of space by their inventions, bul 
death teaches them their frailly, and lin.o 
covers their glur\ . The- hoi k ot" .Mormon, as 
a revelation Irom God, pi.tsrssts seme ad- 
vantage over '.he old scripture: it has not 
been tinctured by the wisdom of man, with 
here and there un Italic word lu supply deli, 
ciences. It was translated by the gut ami 
power of God, ly an unlearned mun, thicugh 
the aid of a pair of Interpreters, or specta- 
cles— {known, perhaps, in anciei.t dais as 
Teiap/.jm. or I "rim and ToMMUM and whili 
it unloldr. the histcry of the f rut inhabitants 
that settled this continent, .t, at the seme 
time, brings a oneness to scripture, l:ko the 
days of the apostles; and opens and explains 
the prophecies, that a child may understand 
the meaning of many of them: and shows how 
the Lord will gather his saints, even the 
children of Israel, that have been scattered 
over the face cf the earth, more than two 
thousand years, in these last dais, to 
place of the name cf the Lord of hosts, li.o 
mount Zmn. 

It trey be well to state, tint the people of 
God, in ancient days, according to the ac- 
counts of men, kept their sacred records on 
[dates cf gold, and those of less conMquincw 
on plates of brass, copper, wood, &c. sec 
Jalm's biblical archeology, Joseph us. aid 
others. These plates were generally mi da 
from the sixteenth to the thirty-second purt 
of an inch thick (of metal) and something 
like six by eight inches square, and fastened 
at the back with throe, rings through which 
a rod was put to carry them, or hang them. 
The word of the Lore, the histcry ot the do- 
ings of the cl.iidren cf God, and their gene- 
alogy was engraved in a nice workmanlike 
manner, upon them, in Hebrew, icformcd 
Egyptian* dec. truck was the condition of 
the plates, from which came the book of Mor- 
mon. As may be seen by an a!!i;sion in the 
hook of Ether, all that was on them is nst 
translated; wherefore, as they are sacred, 
when the book of Mormon was translated 
from them, they were again hid up to the, 
Lord, to come forth again in his own duu 
lime. The Ark of the covenant containing 
the sacred stone tables) was hid up to tb« 
Lord, in the cave where Moses climbed up to 
view the heritage of God, and was not to 
come forth till God received his people again 
unto mercv, when all thtse things ar.d the 
cloud shall return, and the glory of God shall 
rest upon his temple. The present genera- 
tion is great with events. 

The people of God ought to lift up their 
hearts and rejoice that tln-y live in this age; 
that they havi been permitted through the 
mercy oil he Lord, to have a fortknowlcdgA 
ol what is about to happen on earth: and 
that they, if faithful, whether in life or in 
death, will crime form in the lust resurrection, 
and always be with the Lord. O that the 
world wou'ii learn wisduroand reflect, that 
no man cr,n be too good 10 be saved! That 
no people evi'r had loo mudi revelation to. 
make them happy 1 

The object of the l ook of Mormon, is th» 
salvation of men. bring good lii.'ings, the ful* 
nees of the grspel, and manifesting the new 
covenant, that Israel n ay be gutherid. und 
as EHttsv of all nations as will, that there may 
be one fold and one Slitpherd. Its (Jasplis 
are pure; its precepts simple, and its enccur- 
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agement happiness to ail that luve God and 
keep Ilia commandments. It was not written 
to swell the fam? of an emperor, nor publish- 
ed to prove the heirship of a prince, but it 
came to man, as the mice of God, for the 
living to he \r from Qu deud. Li*'; the gospel 
of the Savior, it was not proclaimed to ths 
world by the authority of the government; 
nor was it received as a revelation fromfiod, 
by the wise and the learned: the rich qaRI the 
noble: bat the poor accepted of it, and while 
they would, that it might go to all nations, 
ki nil reds, tongues, and people, they be gan to 
* 'joins in lite Holy One of Israel. 

Although many have attempted to ridicule 
tlie word of God", yet no man has befH able 
to speak out of the whirlwind and pahu bis 
word upon th^ righteous as a revelation — 
When the ingenuity of man baas invented a 
novel, the rich and the noble: the wise and 
the prudent; the strong and lire weak the 
minister and the cli' r..T.min: yr&, the ki::g 
and the i.ifi.fei, are ready to Jaud it to the 
cloud.". 'Iioi'gli every page is fxtion and every 
line a he. O blindness to goodness! When 
a revelation from God comes, the same per- 
sons are afraid of deception, and cry, beware 
of delusion! We again say, O blindness to 
goodness 1 1 

When the Savior came to the Jews, they 
were so wise in their own wisdom, and so 
*>a<rer for the glory of the world, and for pow- 
er, that, with the inspired words of the pro- 
phets, to \e them to all truth, they did 
not know their Lord; and though (hsy could 
have furnish "J beds to lodge a nation, the 
Son nf God was laid in a manger! So when 
t!ie book of M-irmon had come, containing 
the fulness of the gospel, to complete the 
salvation of man for the Lord's rest, even his 
fulness and glory: had coine to call home the

imprudence, into which the Jert* fell, echoed 
the folly of bigots — Blasphemy I WasphcjnylJ 

XI/ the book of Jtlormoi) was made known, 
■that Ziou, even the New Jerusalem, where 
all nations should come up to the house of 
the Lord, to worship the God of Jacob, in 
His last days, shuuld be buil: on this conti- 
nent; and thanks to him who ru!cs all things 
after the couns"l of his own will, and whose 
words never fail, the people of the United 
States, are already witnesses of l!ie full', 
of this prophecy, fur they daily behold the 
■children of CJ-id, gathering into his kingdom, 
r-ady to nvet the Lordwii^n heromes in his 
jrlorv. The Savior said while ministering to

O brethren, walk 
circumspectly before the Lord and bling 
meets fruit for repentance, that you pollute 
not the heritage of God. You cannot i.tv- 
God and mammon; be gooJ, for the just shall 
live by faith. Tut to the extract: 

And now I, Moroni, write a few of the 
words of my father Mormon, which he spake 
cancerning frith, hope and clarity: fer after 
this manner did he speak unto the people, as 
he taught them in the synagogue which they 
had built for the place of worship. And now 
I, Mormon, speak unto you my beloved bre- 
thren: and it is by the grace of God, the Fa- 
ther, and our Lord Jesutf Christ, and his holy 
will, because of the gift of hi* catling unto 
me, that 1 am permitted to spsak unto you 
at this lime; wherefore I would speak unto 
vou that are of the ckurch, that are the 
p»acea l de followers of Christ, and that have 
obtained a ■ll fll l l lll l hope, by which ye can 
enter into the re»t of the Lord, from this time 
henceforth, until ye shall rest with him iu 
heaven. And now my brethren, I judge 
these thing* of you because of your PMCMOM 
walk with the children of men: for J remem- 
b'jr the word of God, which saiih, by their 
works ve shill know them: for if their works 
os good, then they are good also. For be- 
hold, God hath said, a man being evil, cannot 
do that which is good: for if he ofllvelh a 
gift, or pray.-th unto God, except he shall do 
it with rea! int-.nt, it profitclh him nothing. 
For, behold, it is not oobuted unto hiin fir 
righteousness. Fcr behold, if a man being 
■evil, giveth a gift, he doeth it grudgingly: 
wherefore it is counted unto Sim the same as 
if he had retained; wherefore he is counted 
evil befjie Gol. And likewise also is it 
counted evi! unto a »nan, if he shall pray, 
and not with re:i! intent of heart; yea, and it 
profiteth him nothing: for God receiveth 
none such: wh".-efjr?, a man being evil, car- 
not do that which i* ioodj neHSerwiU he 
■are a good gift. For belmld, a bitter foun- 
tain cannot bring fori ii good water: neither 
can a good fountain bring forth hitler water: 
wheretor' a man being a -lervantof the devil, 
cannot follow Christ: and if he follow Christ, 
he cannot be a servant of the devil. Where- 
fore, all thing-* which are good coineth of 
God; and that which is evil, cometh of lli" 
devil: I'or the devil is nr. enemy to God, and 
fighteth against him continually, Jind invi- 
teth and e&ticeth to sin, and t« do that which 
i« evil continually. B.it behold, that which 
aof G>d irrri'e'h and en'i^h to dr> g/»vi 
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continually; wherefore, every thing which 
inviteth and enticetii to do good, and to lov» 
©od, and to scrvr him, is inspired ol God. — 
Wherefore take heed, my beloved brethren, 
that ye do not judge that which is evil to b« 
of God, or that which is good and of God to 
be of the devil. For behold, my brethren, it 
is given unto you to judge, tlial you may 
know good from evil; and the way to judge 
is as plain that ye may know with a perfect 
knowledge, as the daylight is (rom the dark 
night. For behold, the Spirit of C hrist is 
given to every mart, that they may know 
good from evil: wherefore 1 shew unto you 
the way to judge: for every thing which in- 
viteth to do good, arid to persuade to believe 
in Christ, is sent forth by the power and gift 
of Christ; wherefore ye may know with a 
perfect knowledge, it is of God; but whatso- 
ever thing persuadelh men to do evil, f.rd be- 
lieve not in Christ, snd deny Mm, and servo 
not God, tlrcn ye may know witJi a perfect 
knowledge it is of the devil, for after this 
manner doth the devil work: for he persua- 
d.-th no man to do good, no not one; neither 
doth his angels; neither do they which sub- 
ject themselves unto him. 

And now my brethren, seeing that ye know 
the light by which ye may judge, which 
Bgbt is the light of Christ, see that ye <'o not 
judge wrongfully: for with the some judg- 
ment which ye in ige, ye shall also be judg- 
ed. Wherefoie I beseech of )»•:, brethren, 
that ye should search diligently in the light 
of Christ that ye may know good from evil: 
and if ye will lav ho'd upon every good thing, 
and ctndemn it not, ye certainly will be a 
child of Christ. And now, my ' brethren, 
how is it possible that yc can lay hold upon 
every good thing? And now I come to that 
f irth, of which 1 raid X would rpt ak: and I 
will tfll you the way whcreUy ye mr.y lay 
hold on even' anod thing. For behold, G>ni 
knowing ill! things, being f-om everlasting to 
everlasting, behold, he sent angels to minis- 
ter unto the children of rate, to nake mani- 
fest concerning the coming of Ch-ist; ard in 
Christ there should come every pood thing. 
And God also declared unto prophets by hj» 
CWD mouth, that Christ should come. And 
behold there were divers ways t at he did 
manifest things unto the children of men, 
which were good: and ail tilings which atn 
good, cjrjvJi of Christ, otherwta* men wer» 
fallen, snd there could no good ll.ing con n 
unto them. Wherefore, by the ministering 
<>. nnre's. ai d by cccrv word which proceed- 
ed forth 01 1 of the mouth of God, men began 
to exercise faith in Christ: and thus by <auh. 
they did lay hold upon every good thing! 
and" th"s it was 1 ntil the coming of Christ. 
And after that he came, men also were saved 
by raith in his rn ne: and by faith they be- 
eoma the (•■' rw of Go'. And os suredly u 
Cferhrt livet'e, he spake ihese words unto our 
filhers, spying, Whatsoever thing ye shall 
nsk the Father in my name, w hicU i" good , 
in faith believing that ye shall receive, he- 
hold, it shall be dene unto yon. Wherefore, 
my beloved brethren, haih mirarles c-;.".scd, 
because that Cbr'it hath oscendeil into bee- 
res, and hath set down on the right hand of 
Cod, tn claim of li e Father hi* rights of 
mercy which he hath upon the children of 
men? for he hath answered the ends of the 
law, ami he ctahecth. all llW» that hs<h

erwise he may not hold communion with the 
brethren: nor can he expect an inheritance, 
according to the regulations and order of the 
church. 

■While the gathering is sounded, that Isra- 
el may com? in from his long dispersion, and 
also, aa many of the Gentiles as will, the in- 
vitation is free, but unless the articles and 
covenants, the law and regulation; yea, veri- 
ly all the commandments, are kept, all is 
vai.i. The Lord has or»er, and many Uial 
may come to the land of Zion, for an inheri- 
tance, without obej ing all the requirements 
of the Lord, will be weighed in the balances 
and found WV ling. It is not every one that 
«ays Lord, Lord, that shall abide the day nf 
tithing. Every aoul that is saved in the ce- 
lestial kingdom, shall be snved by iU own 
faith and works: therefore, how m-ewsary it 
is, that the saints Bhould keep all the com- 
mandments, that others seeing a good exam- 
ple, may go and do likewise. If any should 
ask what is my duty! Let him lead: To love 
the Lord supremely: To love his neighbor as 
himself: To consecrat * all to the Lord: To 
hi faithful to the end, and, above all, lo have 
charity. A saint must be holy, or he cannot 
have a portien in the holy city. 

Again: L-t all things be in order. Let 
every one that quits the world for the sake of 
eternal life, act consistent in every thing: 
by obeying the commandments; by paying 
his just debts; by lakingcar* of his property, 
if any, if not, by aviating other* to d» so: 



not hurrying up to Zion with some and lesT- 
ing some to whet the appetite of in over anx- 
ious world. The Lord is never in a hurry, 
hut gives every thing its proper propirtion of 
time. Be cleanly: no matter what condition 
yours may be, cleanliness is a virtue, that 
will be required in Zion. Heaven shines 
with glorv, and the Lord clothes his angels 
with whiti RoBr.s: How necessary, then, 
that his saints should be decent. 

In relation to consecrating, and continu- 
ing worthy, and faithful to the end, we make 
the following extract of a letter: 

It is the duty of the Lord's clerk, whom 
he haa appointed, to keep a history, and a 
general church record of all things, that trans- 
pire in Zion, and of all those who consecrate 
properties and receive inheritances, legally 
from the bishop: and also, their manner of 
lift, and their faith and "works: and alio, of 
all the apostates, who apostatiie after receiv- 
ing their inheritance. 

It is contrary to the will and command- 
ment of God, that those who receive not their 
inheritance by consecration, agreeable to his 
law, whith he has given, 'Jinl he may tithe 
his people to prepare them against the day 
of vengeance and burning, should have their 
names enrolled with the people of God; nei- 
ther is their genealogy to be kept, or to be 
had where it may be found on any of the re- 
curds, or histories of the church: their names 
shall not be found, icither the names of their 
fa'.hers, or (he nemes of their children, writ- 
ten in ll:c book of the law of God, faith the 
Lord ol Hosls: yea, thus fifth the still small 
voice, w hich whispr relh through andpiercelh 
all things: and oftentimes it maketh my 
bones t > quake while it makclh manifest, say- 
ing: — And it shall come to pass, that I the 
Lord God will send one mighty and strong, 
holding the sceptre of power in his hand, 
clothed with light for a covering, wiiose 
mouth shall utter words, eternal word -, while 
bis bowels shall be a fountain of truth, to set

the fidelity ofKe-o-kuk and the friendly band, 
lo allow a reset vation to lie made for them of 
400 mil"* square on the lov.-ay river, to in- 
clude Ke-o-kuk's principal village.

THE PLAGUE IN INDIA. 
By the last arrival from England, we learn 
that accounts had been received there of the 
prevalence of the Plague at Bnshire, and that 
its ravages were of the most dreadful descrip- 
tion. The disease had almost wholly depop- 
ulated the district, the deaths having amoun- 
ted to from 150 to 200 a day. It commenced 
by great weakness, and the sufferers were 
then attacked with swelling in the groin, the 
armpits, and back, the pain arising from 
which was excessive, and continued until 
death pat an end to their misery. At one 
time there were 2,000 bodies unburied in the 
public streets. The sufferers when attacked 
crowded tha mosques, where most of them 
died, and it was not until decomposition had 
commenced that tbey were buried. Men 
were hired at high wage* to perform this du- 
ty, and at one time 10 l persona were so em- 
ployed. In moet of the houses from on* to 
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four dead bodies were left onburi-d for some 
davs. In llie Residency Court, dead bodies 
Wtm left expo«d. Notwithstanding the ex- 
igence of this dreadful state of things, sever- 
al thieves bad pillaged the houses. The Res- 
idency had been broken open, and every tiling 
valuable stolen. Whole families were swept 
off hy the disease, and the utmost distn an 
had prevailed. 

The accounts from Bombay state that much 
alarm existed tli^re last in-: disease should be 
brought to thai Presidency. On* veasel had 
arrived from Bushire, in which 70 out of 120 
persons on board died of the disease on the 
voyage. The Governor of Bombay had issu- 
ed an order, compelling all vessels arriving 
from llie infected district* to perfoim a quar- 
antinc of 3J t days,;»nd then their discharge 
was to be djjiendent upon the report of a 
medical officer.

City Council to remain permanent during 
tha dreadful malady that desolate* our city, 
have the honor to inform you, that in conse- 
quence or report* made to them by diverse re- 
spectaMe men, on the situation of the Hospi- 
tal kept by D. McFarlane, they repaired thith- 
er to-day, at half past 1 o'oclock, when they 
visited ail the rooms, which the/ found in 
the rnott disgusting slate of uncleanliness: 
all the vases necessary to our natural wants, 
being filled up, and the patients having de- 
elare°J that for a long while, no care had been 
extended to thein. 

In several rooms of that building dead bo- 
dies were discovered, which bad been for ma- 
ny day* in a putrified state; from that room 
the Committee repaired to another one near 
the kitchen, where they discovered the dead 
body of a negro, whose horrid *tench plainly 
told, it had deen lying there for *everal days; 
that finally, the Committee entered another 
room opposite the kitchen, where every thing 
was in a* bad a condition as the other*; that 
in this room several bodies were seen of men 
who had been dead for many days; and, that 
in a bed, (horrible to tell!) they found a dy. 
ing man lying on a dead body, in a perfect 
state of putriraction. 

The undersigned, members of said Com- 
mittee, declare, that all they saw was so 
shocking that it cannot be described; that it 
would be most advisable to remove from that 
Hospital patients that are still alive, and 



to beware lest the putrified corps.-s within it* 
enclosure do not occasion pestilence in thtt 
quarter, and perhaps, over the whole eity. 

November 7. — The Standing Coramitle« 
have the honor to present the following addi- 
tional report: — 

In one of the apartments where many 
ticnt* were to be seen, they discovered, un- 
der a bed, a dead body, half corroded, whose 
entrails lay on the floor. In a closet uoon 
the gallery, there were two corpses, one of 
wh'ch was lying on the floor, and the other 
had his feet upon the floor and his back upon 
the bed, formings eurve, his legs were press- 
ed up and his •thighs were of a livid hue. 

Under a shed in a yard, was the dead body 
of a negro, off which a fowl was picking 
worms. The number of dead bodies amount- 
ed to twelve or fourteen.

The contracted muscles, shri- 
velled skins, and despairing countenances of 
a great portion of the population are a most 
heart rending sight. 

On every side we behold hungry mothers, 
with haggard countenances, and weary worn 
out limbs, trembling under the weight of a 
beloved child, whose eyes are sunk deep in 
their sockets, its limbs parched and withered, 
and its race dried and wrinkled, as though it 
was bending beneath the weight of four score 
years I Tbey carry there to the doors of 
those whose sufferings are not so great:— -but 
alas! such is the general poverty, that few 
are able to relieve them. 

It is an affecting sight, when a lifUe food 
is given, to see tho hunger bitten mother sit 
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down on the ground, bathing her squalid 
child with tearr, while »he feed* it on the 
fruits of benevolence, and refuses herself a

Something singular attaches itself to the 
phrase, The last days. We can take up the 
bible, and read what t^ok place in the begin- 
ning, without any emotion, and generally 
without realizing what did happen; but when 
WU read the prophecies touching the last days, 
the very coral starts to know what shall be. 
We can look back to the morning of crea- 
tion, when God said, Let there be light, and 
there was light, without ever rcraemberinir 
that his glory covered the heavens and his 
brightnfsH was 'tefore the brictUness of the 
aun; without reflecting that when he made 
the firmaraciilj and divided the waters under 
the firmament, from the waters above the 
firmament, that the great deep, even the up- 
per deep, was, and he laid the beams of bin 
chambers in it; and that the waters beneath 
were gathered into one place, so that six 
parts of the earth were dry: yea, we can light- 
ly read these grand scenes of the beginning, 
without tver thinking that the carlo , u.u, 
since been divided, and that the heap of groat 
waters, has been spread over the earth to 
frustrate some of the wicked designs of un- 
godly men; but when the hist days begin to 
cast their shadows before, we stop and 
wonder, with great earnestness, what is about 
tocomc to pass. We see nation rising against 
nation; we hear of the pestilence destioying 
its thousands in one place, and its tens of 
thousands in another; the plague consuming 
all before it, and we witness the terror that 
reigns in the hearts of the wicked, and we 
ere ready to exclaim, The Lord is certainly 
about bringing the world to an account of its 
iniquity. Let us reflect, then, in the last 
days, that there was to be great tribulation: 
for the Savior says, nation shall rise against 
cation, kingdom against kingdom, and there 
shall be famines, and pestilences, and earth- 
quakes in divers places; and the prophets 
have declared that the valleys should rise; 
that the mountains should be laid low: that a 
great earthquak" should be, in which the sun 
should become black as sackcloth of hair, and 
the moon turn into blood; yea, the Eternal 
God hath declared that the great deep shall 
roll back into the north countries and that the 
land of Y 4 \on and the land of Jerusalem shall 
be joined together, as they were before they 
were divided in the d»ya of Peleg. No won- 
der the mind starts at the sound of the last 
days! Great thic^ will come to pass in 



them: sickness, sorrow, pain and death, wiH 
come upon the wicked: the righteous will be 
gathered from all nations, so well as Israel, 
fO Zion, and the Jews assemble at Jerusalem, 
to behold the Lord of glory gather all ililnp 
in one, that there may be on earth, one fold 
and Shepherd. 

We live in a great time; one of the most 
eventful periods that has ever baeu: it is not 
only the time when the captivity of Jacob'* 
tents will return, but it is the time when the 
wicked and their works shall he destroyed; 
when the earth shall he restored to its former 
beauty and goodness, and shall yioid it* in- 
crease; when p/agues shall be sent to humhte 
the haughty, anil bring them, if they will, t« 
a knowledge of God : yea, it is a lime whet) 
the wicked cannot expect to see the nest 
generation; yea, it is that great time, when 
none shall live in the second generation unices 
they are pure in heart. 

Esdras, or Ezra the High Priest, we sup- 
pose, seems to have had a greet view of the 
last days, and for all that has ever appeared 
to the contrary, by the wisdom of man, he 
spake by the Spirit of God, and says: — "And 
I opened my mouth and began lo talk before 
the Most lliirb. and said, O Lord, thou that 
shewest thyself unto us, thou wast shewed 
unto our fathers in the wildcmcsa, in a place 
where no man treadeth, in a barren place, 
when they came out of Egypt. And thou 
spakest, saying, Ilearmc, O Israel; und mark 
my words, thou seed of Jacob. For behold, 
1 sow my law in you, and it shall bring forth 
fruit in you, and ye shall be honored in it 
forever. But our fathers, which received lie 
law, kept it not, and observed not thine ordi- 
nances: an<l though the fruit of thy law did 
not perish, neither could it for it was thine;

For we that have received the law perish 
bv sin, and aur heart also which recei*etL it. t 
Notwithstanding, the law perishetb uni, but 
remaiBeth in his force. And when I spake 
theae thing* in ray heart, I looked back with 
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mine- ryi-n. and upon the right Hide I sow a knowledge the determination of f!od to bo 
woman, and heboid, she mourned and wept lju<>;, thou nhalt both receive thy ton in time, 



with a loud voice and was much grieved in 
heart, anil h"t clothes were rent, and she 
had ashes unon her bead. 

Then lot my thoughts go that I <m in, 
and turned ine unto her, and said nnto her, 
Wherefore wcepe.-t thou? why art thnu so 
grieved in thy mind! ami she said unto me, 
Kir, let me alone, that I may bewail myself, 
and add unto my sorrow, for I ani sore vexed 
in my mind: ami brought very low. And I 
mid unto her, what ailelh thee? tell me. 

She said unto mo, 1 thy handmaid have 
been barren, and had nn child, Uioiigh I had 
a husband thirty years. And those thirty 
years I did nothing eUe day and night, and 
every hour, but make my prayer to the High- 
est. After thirty years' God heard me, thy 
handmaid, look"d upon my misery, consider- 
ed n.y trouble, and rave mc ason: and I was 
very glad of him, so was my husband also, 
and all my neighbors: and wc gave great hon- 
or unto the Almighty. 

And I nourish°d liim with great travail. — 
80 when he grew up, and came to the lime 
that lie should have a wile, I ma<5e a feast. — 
And it so came to pais, that when my son 
entered into hii wedding chamber, lie fell 
down and died. Then wc aH overthrew the 
lights, and all my neighbors rose up to coin- 
forl me: so 1 look my rest unto the seeoml 
day at night. 

And it com- to pass, when they had left 
off lo comfort me, to the end I mightbequiet; 
then rose I up by night, and fled, and came 
hither into this tielri, as thou seesL And 1 
do now purpose not to return into the city, 
hat here to slay, and neither to eat nor drink, 
but continually (o mourn and lo fast unli! I 
die. 

Then left I the meditations wherein I was, 
and spake to her in »ng?r, saying: — Thou 
foolish woman aboTe all other, seest thou act 
our mourning, and what happeneth unto us? 
how that Zion our mother is full of all heavi- 
ness, and much bumbled, mourning very 
sore? and now, seeing we oil mourn and are 
sad, for we are all in heaviness, art thou 
trrieved pjr pnj son? for ask the earth, and 
she shall tell thee, thai it is she that ought 
to mourn for the fall of so many that grow 
upon her. For nut of her came all at firs', 
and out of her shall all others com*, and be- 
hold, they wnlk almost all into destruction, 
and a multitude of them is utterly rooted out.

from such folliea, and he wit] do so, if your 
hearts are pure. 

What blessings! you ran si unlhe dreadful 
dialres.- of nations, if you ure humble and 
bencat in ull things before the Lord; you can 
overcome the world and enter into bis rest, 
where trouble will cease. You ought to r - 
joice, with joy unspeakable; for while the na- 
tions are crumbling to pieces, and men are 
fillia" up the ton. us without repentance, you 
know" your redemption is nigh, and you be- 
lieve that Lrael will aoon be gathered horns 
to meet his God, when he comes in hia glory. 

Men without the Spirit of Goel to guide 
thfin into sacred truth hare lone labcjed six 
limes as much for the perishable things of 
this world, as for the one thins needful: bre- 
thren, you have better knowledge, act accor- 
dingly, for the earth is the Lord's, and the 
fnlneis t!i»reo!; Counsel not the Lord but 
walk i'v faith, show uig good works, that ycur 
examples may be worthy of imitation. 

The love of mency fill> the hearts of the 
wieW; but whst profit would it b* to you. 
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with all your knowledge of what must shortly 
come to pass, if you could gain the whole 
world for thirty or forty years, and then lose 
your inheritance, and eternal life !

THE RAEE1 FROM THE HOLY CITY. 

Dr. Wfc-TTBHOoK : The following is a literal 
version of the letter which the Rabbi Enoch 
Zundill, now in our city, brought from the 
Jews at Jerusalem. On .Monday evening last, 
tliis learned Jew met a party of our Clergy- 
men, and other friends in Dr. Mrownlee's 
study. Mr. Roy, an eminent Hebrew schol- 
ar, presented this version which he bad made 
together with the original document, written 
in beautiful Hebrew letter, without points. — 
It was examined by the learned gentlemen 
present. The evening was spent m hearing, 
the Rabbi, who is truly a polite and accom- 
plished man, detail many interesting things 
relative to Jerusalem, the holy city; and the 
condition of the Jews there. 

He spoke of the famous lnrique, w hich 
stands on the site of Salomon's Temple: and 
stated that it was the custom of his afflicted 
and bowed down people, especially Use priests, 
to go to the west wall of the mosqur, where 
once stood the west wall of the temple, and 
kneeling down, to offer up prayers to Jeho- 
vah the Almighty God in behalf of their na- 
tion. This explains a singular expression in 
the beginning of the fcllowing letter. 

He admitted that Hb peeple had more than 
once attempted, in eJoVn limes, to r«luild the 
temple, but that infallible proofs of God's dis- 
pleasure had always prevented it. This tra- 
dition may refer to the attempts in the Em- 
peror Julian's time. 

He g«7e replies to many difficult questions 
proposed to him on various passages of the 
Hebrew bible. His views ol the iSahash, the 
serpent who tempted cur first parent, exhibit 
fully as much originality as those of Dr. Ad- 
am ClarL The latter decides litis shrewd 
being to have been Um Ourang-ouUog: — Our 
Rabl i makes it a singular kind of beast, ha- 
ving a kind of soul; and appointed to God te> 
be a waiter, a body attendant on our first pa- 
rents. Into this creature the devil entered, 
and made him an inslrument of the tempta- 
tion. This, however, he gave out of the 
Cabbals and Targutn. 

He ON some original views on the gianls 
of the Jayu cf Noah: showing them to be dif- 
ferent (as in Ihe Hebrew eipresaion, thev ere 
strikingly distinguished) from the Goliath* 
and the Anakin. They were gianls in wick- 
ednefs, the wicked children of profligate men, 
and nobles! 

The Rabbi who its thorough zoing Jew, 
felt some difficulty when renuebted loaxplam 
bo*4lM. Jeff**!* lu riet*?nni!ie the eriUcnct? 
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of their coining Messiah, proceeding in line- 
al descent from the tribe of Juibh, and house 
of David. For he admitted that the huts of 
the genealogy had utterly perished. When 
requested by Dr. Knox to explain the views 
of Daniel's seventy weeks— the Rabbi shrug- 
ged up his shoulders, and declined the task, 
lie is fully in the belief of the Jews being re- 
called to their own land. And by the calcu- 
lation he makes, this recall is at the very 
doox. It is to commence ki lie year 1*11 — 
only nine years hence. He believes that the 
present movements of the victorious Kgyp- 
tiana are now working out their deliverance. 
'JW Jews consider the Mahometans as the 
head of their oppressors; and the Court of 
Constantinople as the head of the Mahome- 
tan power. That being hud low, and he sup- 
poses by the Pacha ot Kgypt, who is the 
avowed friend of the Jews, llieir deliverance 
Rril then be speedily hastened. 

The Rabbi's people at JelUaauW had heard 
t>flhe exceeding bonevolence and charity of 
the Americans. These ore his own words. 
"You did ranch for the Greefei: and will you 
not admit, even as christians, levers of the 
old testament patriarchs and prophets, tlwt 
you owe, at least us much, nay, more, to is 
thi Jr.ws?" '-Yes," said a gentleman pre- 
sent," "we lore your people lor tiie love of 
Abraham, Isaac and Jacob." "Yes," said 
another, "we should love and aid them for 
the sake of Joseph and Mary I" "And above 
all," said a third, "for the sake of the Soji of 
Mart: our Redeemer, according to the Ji ■ - '■ . 
was a Jt .vl" 

And as Uiis is the first appeal made lo us 
as christians, by the Jews, direct from Jeru- 
salem, we should, by responding to the voice 
of suffering humanity, give then: an evidence 
lliat we are, as christians, their Irua and sin- 
cere frieiids.

and receive no compensation from those na- 
tion*. Wc are so poor, and in such distress, 
that we cannot represent our situation in 
writing. Wc are hungry, thirsty, and naked. 
Our children o&k bread and we have none to 
give them. And in addition lo this, the 
Turks have laid i a under a contribution of 
riliy thousand dollars, which if nol paid will 
be the ruin of all the Jews here. Dear sir, 
we did not know how to help ourselves: and 
we heard of your great and benevolent feel- 
ings and have sent on the Rabbi Enoch Zun- 
dif, of Jerusalem, son of the great Habbi 
Hersh, one of the musl learned men in the 
world. He will fully explain to y«u our af- 
flictions. We pray you lo help him by any 
way or means in "your power, by obtaining 
donations, and forming societies among all 
denominations. And we will pray for you 
in all the holy places and from the sepulchres 
of all the holy prophets; and we hops with 
all the scattered tribes, and Ihe Messiah at 
their head, lo nieetyousooa in the holy city, 
the desire of all nation*."

SUFFERINGS OF THE JEWS IN PA!,- 
tSTINE. 

There prc-voils at the pn sent a time oi'gen- 
eral distress, great wretchedness and want 
among the Jewish people, in the very land of 
their forefathers, in the midst of their Ma- 
homedar, oppressors, and burdened with the 
most unriglileovs and exorbitant exactions, 
they are represented to be in want of llie ne- 
cessaries of life. 

Accounts of American lienevolence Jjaru 
reached them. They have sent hither one 
of tlieir in.ist pious and burned men, Rabbi 
Enoth Zcsi'it.. He is nnw in nirr city, and 
he brings with him UW united testimonials of 
both the congregations in Jcrusulem — the 
0(1 MUU andlheFortuguc>s<?. His documents 
and letters have been duly examined by his 
brethren here, and lliey approve and encour- 
age his alHictiiig mission of benevolence. 

An article in oar paper of the 26th ir.slant, 
has already called public attention to this 
subject. But us Ihe article was not exanined 
by Rabbi Zundil befire its publicalion, and 
has led to some misapprehension, he lias re- 
quested us lo.sta'.e as follows: 

"He is olledged, in the article published, 
to have given some original interpretations of 
scripture; hut he wishes it lo be distinctly 
understood, tlsat, in the cat-^s mentioned, he 
ntakc3 no pretension to originality." He is 
said to have "shrugged up his shoulders," 
and la have "declined the task" of explain- 
ing a certain prophecy by Daniel; t.ut he 
would not luvc it interred from this, that hn 
is unable or unwilliup to give, at a proper 
time and place, t'le '. iews of JewisS learnsd 
men, on this or anv ether suited in lb? oli 
Testament." 



"Ths letter of introduction, appended to 
the article in ouripaper, and purporting to be 
a translation from the Hebrew, is a letter 
from certain pious and learned Jews at Jerusa- 
lem to Mr. Noah of this city. The letter 
asks for donations from individuals or socie- 
ties, — but is an appeal to the Jews and not to 
"all denominations." It is signed by per- 
sons cho are not "High Priests, but Chu:f 
Rahbixs." 

Yet as suffering humanity ever utters a 
cry, that should touch the heart of all, Rabbi 
Zundil will be cheered by the thought, if he 
can carry with him the contributions, not 
only of his charitable Jewish bretliren, but nf 
benevolent Christiana."

A ad he refers to the above named 
gentlemen, who 'will receive and hand to 
him, or forwnrd to the chief Rabbi Hirschel 
at London, any offerings of those who have 
hearts to pity and aid the suffering Jews of 
Palastine."

8hortly after .hie. the Lord said unto Mo- 
ses, How loag refuse ye to keep my com- 
mandments and my laws} See, for that the 
Lord hath given you the Sabbath, therefore 
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he giveth you on the sixth day the bread of 
two days: abide ye every man in his place, 
let no man go out of his place on the seventh 
day. 

Bp the people rested on the seventh day. 

Let it not be forgotten, yet, that the chil- 
dren of Israel were so bl'.-id to the glory be- 
fore them: so stiffnecked, rebellious, and mere 
than alt, faithlfjr, that the Lord saw fit ia 
his infinite wisdom, to let MoEes break the 
stone-tables containing the everlasting goe- 
pel, and in lieu thereof, to give them the 
law, and conanandments, and a lesser priest- 
hood, than that of the order of Melchisedec. 

When the Lord shinsd forth from mount 
Paran, and came w ith ten thousands of his 
saints, from his right hand went a her}' law 
for them. 

The world, as wen as the saints, may read, 
and profit by the ten commandments which 
Moses wrote upon the second tables : 1 am the 
Lord thy God, which have brought thee out 
of the land of Egypt, out of the house of 
bondage.

and keep my commandments. 

Thou shalt not take the name of the Lord 
thy God in vain: for the Lord will not hold 
him guiltless that taketh his name in vain. 

Remember the sabliath day lo keep it holy. 

Six days shall thou labor, and do all thy 
work: but the seventh day is the sabbath of 
the Lord thy God: in it thon shalt sot do 
any work, thou, nor thy son, nor thy daugh- 
ter, thy n:an-s<?rvant, nor thy maid-servant, 
nor thy cattle, nor thy stranger that is witliin 
thy gates: for in six days the Lord made 
heaven and earth, the sea and ail that in them 
is, and rested the seventh day. wherefore the 
Lord blessed the sabbath day, and hallow- 
ed it. 

1 \ ::or thy father and thy mother, that thy 
days may be long upon the land which the 
Lord thy God giveth thee. 

Thou shalt not kill. 

Thou shalt not commit adultery. 

Thou shalt not steal. 
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Thou Bhalt not bear raise twins** against 
thy neighbor. 

Thou shalt not covet thy neighbor's house, 
thou shall not covet thy neighbor's wile, nor 
his man-servant, nor his maid-servant, nor 
his ox, nor hia ass, nor any thing that is thy 
neighbor's. 

The ten commandments embrace some of 
the great principles of our Savior's religion, 
as well as rules far government and social in- 
tercourse In fact, the word commandment 
is really, great, coining by inspiration, and 
seems to whisper lo the saint, thus saith the 
Lord I 

When we remember that the command- 
ments of God, came by the gift and power of 
God: or, in other words, holy men spoke 
moved by the Holy Ghost, we ought to re- 
joice with great joy: for in this manner, 
spake the prophets for the saint's good, even 
in these tost days. 

The Lord is imperative on this subject, and 
when he says keep my commandments, he 
means what be says: this may be one reason 
why we have no account, or record, that the 
Lord ever acknowledged a church to be his, 
unless there was a prophet in it.

Hearken, O ye people, anil open your hearts, 
and (fire ear from afar; and listen, you that 
call yourselves the people of the Lord, and 
hear the word of the Lord, and his will con- 
cerning' you: yea, Terily, I say, hear the word 
of him whose anger is kindled against the 
wicked, and rebellious: who willeth to take 
even them whom he will take, and preservclh 
in life them whom he will preserve: whobuil- 
deth up at his own will and pleasure: and 
destroyeth when he please: and is able to 
cast the s»ul down to hell. 

Behold 1 the Lord utter my voire, and il 
shall be obeyed.

And let the unbelieving 
hold their lips, for the day of ivrath shall come 
upon them as a whirlwind, and ail flesh shall 
know that 1 am God. And he that seeketh 
signs shall see signs, but not unto salvation. 

Verily I say unto ycu, there are those a- 
mong vou who seek signs: and there have 
been such even from the beginning. But be- 
hold, faith cometh not by signs, but signs 
follow thosp that believe. Yea, signs cometh 
by faith, not by the will of wfn, nor as they 
pi a»c, but by the will of God.

And verily I say unto yon, as 1 have said 
before, he that looketh on a woman to lust 
after her, or if any shall commit adultery in 
their hearts, they shall not have the Spirit, 
but shall deny the faith and s.':all fear: where- 
fore I the Lord have said that the fearful, 
and the unlielieving, and all liar», and who- 
soever love-tli and makcth a lie, «V the whore- 
monger, and the sorcer.-r, sliall have their 
part in that lake which burnetii with fire and 
brimstone, which is the second death.

We continue to glean items of Indian news, 
and it is nally pleasing to see how the Lord 
moves on hie great work of gathering the 
remnants of his scattered children. The Ar- 
kansas Gazette has the following: 

TliF. KMIOUATING INDIANS. 

Our latest information from Rock Roe, the 
general rendezvous of the emigrating Choc- 
taws, is to t'unday morning last, al which 
time about lllOtt of the emigrants had reached 
that point — OpW&rils of PL'O of whom came 
up on the steam-boats Reindeer and Harry 
Hill, and the remainder came through by- 
land from Memphis, via the Military Road. 
Near 'it«K) more, under Col. Rector, landed 
on the west bank of the Mississippi, opposite 
Memphis, on the 4th of November, and had 
left for Hock Roe— shout Ji-'OO on the U. S. 
steam heat Archimedes, and the remainder 
by land with their horses, wagons, &c. and 
it is probable that all reached that point on 
Sunday last. 

It is not known with any degree of certain- 
ty at what time these emigrants may be look- 
ed for here; bur. from the best information 
we can gain, we think they may be expected 
about the close of this week. 

In addition to the above, we make an ex- 
tract of a letter from a gentleman, dated: 

Osage Agency, Jan. 1833. 
"The last letters from the old Creek na- 
tion state that the Creeks were about hold- 
ing a grand Council, for the purpose of fixing 
upon the time they are to assemble, with the 
view of emigrating to this country. My 
calculation is, that not less than 10,000 will 
emigrate during the present year. With re- 
spect to the Cherokees, we do not calculate 
upon any emigration this year. About eight 
thousand Choctaws have already emigrated, 
he Cherokees and Creeks, which are now 
is country, amount to seven thousand, 
thousand five hundred each) the Osa- 
amotint to between six and seven thou- 
sand: so that, in case of a war, they would 
soon be convinced of their weakness. The 
Choctaws, Creeks, and Cherokees, (accord- 
Indian mice.) arc brother*; (he Dels.- 
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Warn are theil grandfathers; and i lie Shaw, 
neea, Scncc i*, dec. arc their cousin;.. These 
tribes, in rase of ivar, would combine. The 
Osages havs no relatives; the Kansas call 
them friends, and sometimes join thein in 
carrying on their war with the hraTDfet." 

Jnnneof our exchange papers, we find, 
also, thai "a delegation of the r?eiiiinole In- 
dians of Florida, i.n-lcr the direction of Mai. 
Ka^an, came up in the steamer Little Roi k, 
on the r way to explore the country west ot' 
Arkinsas, with the vi«w of se lectins a new 
residence near the (.'reeks, to which nation 
they belong, for the future homos of th--ir 
tribe. They purchased homes at this place, 
and left yenterduy morning, for the west, and 
intend proceeding to Fort Gibson." 



DISCOVERY OF ANCIENT RUINS IN 
CENTRAL AMERICA. 
A late number of the London Literary Ga- 
retle, contain* a letter from Lieut. Col. Gal- 
indo, at Peten, in Central America, giving 
aome idea of these antiquities which rescue 
America from the charge of barbarism.— 
These ruins extend for more than twenty 
miles, and must anciently have embraced a 
city and suburbs. The principal edifice is 
supposed to have been a palace, formed of 
two rows of galleries, eight feet wide, sepa- 
rated by walls a yard thick; the height of the 
walls to the eaves is nine feet, and thence 
three yards more to the top. The stones of 
which all the edifices are built, are about J9 
inches long, nine broad and two thick, ce- 
mented by inorter. The front of the palace 
contained five lofty and wide doors. N umcr- 
ous statues of stone are scattered about In 
another building, which Col. G. calls the 
aludy, are numerous full ler.gUi figures, of 
about six feet high, some of them holding 
naked infants on their right arms, and not m 
the manner of the modern Indian women, 
who always sat their children astride on their 
hips. A place of religious worsliip and a 
prison, complete the list of buildings enumer- 
ated by Col. G. 

"The whole of the ruins," says Col. G. 
sje buried in a thick forest, and months might 
be delightfully employed ir exploring them. 
I have seen sufficient to ascertain the high 
civilization of the former inhabitants; and that 
they possessed the art of representing sounds 
by signs, with which I have hitherto believ- 
ed no Americans previous to the conquest 
were acquainted." "The neighboring coun- 
try for many leagues distant, contains re- 
mains of the ancient labors of its people, 
bridges, reservoirs, monumental inscriptions, 
subterraneous edifices, &c." "Everything 
bears testimony that these surprising people 
were not physically dissimilar from the pre- 
sent Indians; but their civilization far er- 
paaeed that of the Mexicans and Peruviaj 
they must have existed long prior to * 
fourteenth century." 

O* Rnu»M.—AVe are glad to see tlic proof 
begin to come, of the original or ancient in- 
habitants of this continent It is good testi- 
mony in favor of the book of Mormon, and 
the book of Mormon is goo I 



such things as cities and civilization, "prior 
lo the fourter nth cmtury," existed in Amer- 
ica. Ileiaman, in the book of Mormon, gives 
the following very interesting account of the 
people who lived upon this continent, before 
thn birth cf the Favior.

And there was no contention among the 
people in the fi.rly and fourth year; iieill.t r 
tvas t!i!-ry much contention in the forty and 
ritih year. 

And it came to pass in the forty and sixth 
yer.t there were much contentions and many 
dissensions; in the which there were an ex- 
ceeding great many which departed out of 
the land of Zarahemla, and went forth unto 
the land northward, lo inherit the land; and 
they did travel to an exceeding great distance, 
insomuch that they came to large bodies of 
water, and many rivers: yea, and even they 
did spread forth into all parts of the land, in- 
to whatever parts it had not been rendered 
desolate, and without timber, because of the 
many inhabitants which had before inherited 
the land. 

And now no part of the land was desolate, 
save it were for timber, &c; but because of 
the greatness of the destruction of the people 
which had before inhabited the land, it was 
called desolate. 

And there being but little timber upon the 
face of the land, nevertheless the people 
which went forth, became exceeding expert 
in the working of cement; therefore they did 
build houses of cement, in the which they 
did dwell. 

And it came to pass that they did multiply 
and spread, and did go forth from the land 
southward, to the land northward, and did 
spread insomi;ch that they began to cover the 
face of the whole earth, from the sea south, 
to the sea north, from the sea west, to the 
sea east. 

And the people which were in the land 
northward, did dwell in tents, and in houses 
of cement, and they did suffer whatsoever 
tree should spring up upon the face of the 
land, thai it should grow up, that in time 
they might have timber to build their houses, 
yea, their cities, and their temples, and tneir 
synagogue?, and their sanctuaries, and all 
manner of their buildings.

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they went, no man knoweth. save they know

And thus tli? face of the whole earth be- 
came deformed, because of the tempests, and 
the thundering*, and the lightnings, and tho 
•making of the earth* 

And behold, the rocks were rent in twain; 
yea, they were broken up upon the faee of 
the whole earth, insomuch that they were 
found in broken fragments, and in seams, and 
in cracks, upon all ill* face of the land. 

And it came to pass that when the than* 
derings, nnd the I'ghtnings and the s:onn, 
an-i the tempest, and th» quaking: cfthe earth 
did cease, for heboid, they did last for about 
the spr,ee of three hours; and it was paid by 
some thai the Uuie was greater; nevertheless, 
ail these great anil notable things were done 
in about the space of three hours; and then 
behold, there was darkness upon the ibce of 
the land. 

And it came fo pas9 that there was thiek 
darkness upon the lace of all the land, inso- 
much that the inhabitants thereof which had 
not fallen, could feel the vaper ot darkness; 
and there could be no light, because of the 
darkness, neither candles, neither torches; 
neither could there Iw tire kindled with their 
fine nui' exceeding dry wood, so that there 
could not lie any light at all; and there was 
not any light seen, neither fire, nor glimmer, 
neither the sun, nor the moon, nor the stars, 
for so great were the mists of darkness which 
tsvre upon the face ofthe land. 

Ami it came to pass that it did last for the 
space of three days, that there was no light 
seen; and there was great mourning, and 
howling, and weeping among all the people 
continually; yea, great were the groaningsof 
the people, because of the darknos and the 
the great destruction which had come upon 
them. 

And in one place they were heard to cry, 
saying: O that we had repented before this 
great and terrible day, and th.n would our 
brethren have been spared, and they would 
no! have been burned in that great city Z»- 
rihenila. 

And in another place they were heard to 
cry ami mourn, saying: O that we had re- 
pented befiire this great and terrible day, and 
hail not killed and sloned the prophets, and 
cast them out: then would our mothers, and 
our fair daughters, and our children have 
been spared, anil not hare been buried up in 
that gre^t city Moronihah; and thus were 
the bowlings ofthe people great and terrible. 

And it came to pass that there was a voice) 
heard among all the inhabitants of the earth 
upon all the face of this land, crying, Wo, 
wo, wo unto this people: wo unto Hie inhab- 
itants of the whole earth, except they shall 
repent, for the devil laugheth, and Ins an- 
gels rejoice, because of the slain of the fair 
ughters of my people; and it is be- 
iniquity and abominations that 



this people, which are particular ami very 
large concerning them: 

But behold a hundredth part of the pro- 
ceedings of this people; yea, the account of 
the Laniani.es, and of the Mcphites, and their 
wars, and contentions, and dissensions, and 
their preaching, and their prophecies, and 
their shipping, and their building of ships, 
tuid their building of temples', and of syn- 
agogues, and their sanctuaries, and their 
righteousness, and their wickedness, and 
their murders, and tin ir robbings, and their 
plundering, and all manner of abominations 
and whoredoms, cannot be con-eined in this 
work; but behold, there ar • many books and 
many records of every kin '.. and they have 
bsen kept chiefly by the Jiepliitcs: 

And they have been handed down from 
one generation to anuther, by the Neplnics, 
even until thev have fallen into transgres- 
sion, and have been murdered, plundered, and 
hunted, and driven forth, and slain, and scat- 
tered upon the (ice of the eartii, and mixed 
with the Lamauites until they are no more 
called the Ncphitcs, becoming wicked, and 
wild, and ferocious, yea, even becoaiing La- 
manitea. 

In addition to the above, N'ephi relates 
what took place at the erucifixion ot the 
Lord, andfchould ruins of many cities be dis- 
covered, it would be no more than a confir- 
mation of what was once on this land of the 
Lord. The account of the great destruction 
at the rruciiixion, is confirmed by the appear- 
ance ofthe face of the land now, and the 
arracks or common seams in the rocks: We 
give it thus: And it came to pass in the 
thirty ami fourth year, in the first month, in 
the fourth day of the month, there arose a 
great storm, such an one as never had been

tants thereof, und the city of Jti ..ulctn, and 
Die inhabitant* thereof, and waters have J 
caused to come up in the stead thereof, to 
hide tlieir wickedness and abomination* from 
before my face, that the blood of the pro- 
phet* and' th< saint* shall not come up anv 
more unto me against them. 

And behold, the city of fiadiandi, and the 
city of Gadiomnah, and the city of Jacob, 
and the eity of (rimgiinno, all these hove 1 
caused to be isunk, and made hi!is nnd valleys 
in the placeB thereof, and the inhabitants 
thereof hare I buried up in the depth* of the 
earth, to hide their wickedness and abomina- 
tions from before uiy fare, that the blood of 
the prophet* and tlif saints should not come 
up any more unto uie against them.

And behold, the city of Laman, and the 
city of Josh, and the city of Gad, and the 
city of Kishkuineu, have I caused to be burn- 
ed with fire, and the inhabitants thereof, be- 
cause of their wickedness ia casting out the 
prophets, and stoning them which I did send 
to declare unto them concerning their wick-

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THE GOSPEL. 

By a reference to the last number of the 
Star, it will be seen that the plan of salvation, 
wag revealed to Adam, after he was driven 
out of the garden of Eden. To show further 
concerning thia",subject, we make an extract 
from a revelaUon_concerriing him, after he 
had been driven out: 

For after that i he had been driven out, he 
began to till the earth, and to have dominion 
over all the beauts of the field, and to eat his 
bread by the sweat 'of the brow, as the Lord 
bad commanded him; and Eve alio, hia wife, 
did labor with him, and he knew her, and she 
bare unto him sons and daughters, and they 
began to multiply and to replenish the earth. 
And from that time*fbrtii, the sons and daugh- 
ters of Adam began to divide two and two in 
the land, and to till the land and to tend 
flocks; and they also begat sons and daugh- 
ters. 

And Adam called upon the name of the 
Lord, and Eve also, hia wife, and they heard 
the voice of Uie Lord from the way towards 
the garden of Eden, speaking unto them and 
they saw him not, for they were shut out 
from his presence. And he gave unto them 
commandment, that they should worship the 
Lord their God, and should offer the firstlings 
of their Bocks, for an offering nnto the Lord. 
Atld Adam was obedient unto the command- 
ments of the Lord. 

And after many days an angel of the Lord 
appeared unto Adam, saying, why dost thou 
offer sacrifices unto the Lord?

And Adam and Eve blessed the name of 
God; and they made all Urings known onto 
their sons and their daughters. And satan 
came also among them, saving. I am also a 
son of God, and be commanded them saying, 
believe it not: and they oefieved ft sit, and 
loved satan mora than Ood. And men began 
from that time forth to be carnal, sensual and 
devilish. 

And the Lord God catted upon men by the 
Holy Ghost every where, and commanded 
them that they should repent; and as many 
as believed in the Son and repented of their 
sins, should be saved; aid as many aa believ- 
ed not and repented not, should ba damned: 
and the words want forth out of the month of 
God in a firm decree; wherefore they most be 
fulfilled.

Most high God, Aad he blasted him, aad 
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aid, blea ♦ ed be Abrara of the most high God, 
spoasegsor af heaven and earth. 

It cannot be authentically disputed, that 
Moses was not a high priest after this same 
order, for Peter said, when speaking of the 
Savior, This is be of whan Moses spahe 
saving, A prophet shall the Lord your God 
raise up unto you, of your brethren, like unto 
me; him shall ye hear in all things, whatso- 
ever he shall say unto you. Moses also says, 
the Lord thy God will raise up unto thee a 
prophet from the midst of thee, of thy breth- 
ren, like unto me; unto him shall ye hearken. 

The Lord also said by Moses: I will laisc 
them up a prophet from among their brethren, 
like unto thee, and I will put my words in 
his mouth; and he shall speak unto tbeoi all 
that I shall command hiin. And it shall come 
to pass, that whosoever will not hearken unto 
my words which he shall speuk in my name, 
I will require it of him. 

Moses preached the gospel, and sought dili- 
gently to sanctify the chirdrcn of Israel, that 
they might enter into the rest of the Lord: 
even the same good tidings that Adam taught 
his children; for Paul said, in his letter to his 
Hebrew brethren, while speaking of the chil- 
dren of Israel : For unto ui> was the gospel 
preached, as well as unto them: but the word 
preached did not profit them, not being mix- 
ed with faith in them that heard it. 

The gospel, according tu the best know- 
ledge we have, means good, or glad lindings, 
and is the power of God unto salvation to all 
that believe; for therein is the righteousness 
of God revealed from faith to faith; and it is 
held forth, the gift of God to all men, >vho are 
transgressors of his law; and is in the plan of 
redemption laid from the foundation of the 
world for all who embrace it, that they may 
have hope through the atonement of Christ 
and the power of his resurrection, to be raised 
unto life eternal; and this because of their 
faith in him according to his promise. 

The gospel, then, according to sacred histo- 
ry contained in the scriptures, and also the 
revelations which we have given us by the 
power of the Holy GhoBt, has always been 
given, or preached to men, that they must re- 
pent, and become better, by obeying the com- 
mandments of the Lord, that they might be 
saved in the celestial kingdom. 

The gospel to Adam, was: If thou wilt 
turn unto me, and hearken unto my voice, 
and believe, and repent of all thy tranugres- 
sions, and be baptised oven bj water, in the 
name of mine only begotten Son, which is 
full of grace and truth, which hi Jesus Chrisi, 



the only name which shall be given under 
heaven, whereby salvatior Khali come unto 
the children of men: and ye shall ask all 
things in his name; and whatever ye shall 
ask, it shall he given. 

The gospel that Enoch preached was the 
same, for he called upon the people to repent, 
aad he received a commandment to baptize, 
A.c. ; and when men repented & were brought 
into the kingdom of God, he continued his 
preaching in righteousness, that tbe saints 
■night know the mysteries of the kingdom; 
even see and know for themselves, and thro' 
the power and manifestation of the Spirit, 
while in the flesh, they might be able to bear 
tbe presence of God in the world of glory; 
for Enoch and all his people walked with 
God, and were translated, even taken up into 
the bosom of God. 

The gospel that Noah preached to the in- 
habitants before the flood, was the same that 
had been preached to his fathers before lain ; 
for he was a just man, and perfect in his gen- 
erations, and walked with God. To show 
still further, and more plain respecting the 
calling and preaching of Noah, we give an 
extract from his history, as it has been given 
of him in these last days; 

And it came to pass, that Noah and his 
sons hearkened unto tbe Lord, and gave 
heed, and they were called the sons of God. 
And when thase men began to multiply on 
the face of the earth, and daughters were 
born unto them, that the sons of men saw 
that their daughters were fair, they took 
them wives even aa they chose. And the 
Lord said unto Noah, the daughters of tlyr 
sons have sold themselves; for behold mine 
anger is kindled against the sonB of men, for 
they will not hearken to my voice. 

And it came to pass, that Noah prophesied 
and taught the things of God, even aa it was 
in the beginning. And the Lord said unto 
Noah, my Spirit shall not always strive with 
mar., for he shall know that all flesh shall 
die; yet his days shall be on hundred and 
twenty years; and if men do not repent, I 
will send in my floods upon them. 

And in those days there were giants on the 
earth, and they sought Noah to take away his 
life; but the Lord was with Noah, and the 
power of the Lord was upon him. 

And the Lord ordained Noah after his or- 
der, and commanded him that l - t i e- ii' c * 
forth and declare bis goajtbTuntn toe children 
of men, even as i' was jrivon nnio Enoch. 

And it came to pass, that Noah called loos 
men, that they should repent: but they hear*- 
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«ne<l not unto hit words; and also, after that 
they had heard him, they came up before 
him, laying, behold, we are the tons of God: 
have we not taken unto ourselves the daugh- 
ters of men? and are we not eating and drink- 
ing, and marrying and given in marriage?— 
Our wives bear unto us children, and the 
same are mighty men, which are like unto 
them of old, men of great renown. And they 
hearkened not to the word* of Noah. 

And God aaw that the wickedness of men 
had become great in the earth; and every man 
was lifted up in the imagination of the 
thoughts of his heart, being only evil contin- 
ually. 

And it came to pass, that Noah continued 
his preaching unto the people, saying, heark- 
en, and give heed unto my words, believe and 
repent of your sins, and be baptized in the 
name of Jesus Christ the Son of God, even 
as our fathers did, and ye shall receive the 
gift of the Holy Ghost, that ye may have all 
things made manifest; aid if ye do not this, 
the floods will come in upon yott. 

Nevertheless they hearkened not, and it re- 
pented Noah, and his heart was pained that 
Vie Lord had made man on the earth, and it 
grieved Lint at his heart. And the Lord said, 
I will destroy man whom I have created from 
the face of the earth, both man and beast, 
and the creeping things, and the fowls of the 
air: for it repenteth Noah that I have created 
them, and that 1 have made them; and he 
I, i;h called upon me; and they have sought 
his life. 

Bat Noah found grace in the eyes of the 
Lord : and Noah was a just man, and perfect 
in his generations, and Noah walked with 
God, and also his three sons, 8hem, Ham 
and Japheth. The earth was corrupt before 
God and the earth was filled with violence. 
And God looked upon the earth, and behold, 
it was corrupt, for all flesh had corrupted hia 
way upon the earth. And God said unto 
Noah, the end of all flesh is come before me, 
for the earth is filled with violence through 
them, and behold I will destroy thorn from off 
the earth. 

The gospel that Moses preached, was the 
same that was preached by Adam, Enoch and 
Noah; and also the same that was preached 
19 Abraham: for God is the same yesterday, 
to-day and forever. And it was as necessary, 
that men should have the gospel preached un- 
to them before the death and resurrection of 
Christ, that they might know of the plan of 
redemption, as after he came. 

To name the precise words that might con- 
stitute the term gospel, we shall not attempt 
to do. When the Savior came in the flesh, 
the gospel was the same, and it is the same 
now, and will continue the same forever. 

The Lord said, while instructing his twelve 
dissiplee whom he had called ana chosen to 
build up his church among the Nephites:— 
Behold I hare given untotou ;/>y go.>pel, and 
this is the gospel which I have given un.o 
yon: that f same into the world to do the 
will of my Father, because my Father sent 
me: and my Father sent me that I icigh? be 
lifted op upon the cross; and after that I had 
been lifted up upon the ctose, I might draw 
all men unto me; that as I have been lifted 
up by men, even bo should men be lifted op 



by the Father, to stand before me, to be judg- 
ed of their works, whether they be good or 
whether they be evil; and for tins cause have 
I been lifted up; therefore, according to the 
power of the Father, I will draw all men unto 
me, that they may be judged according to 
their works. 

And it shall come to pass that whoso re- 
penteth and is baptized in my name, shall be 
filled; and if be endureth to the end, behold, 
him will I hold guiltless before ray Father, at 
that day when I shall stand to judge the 
world. And he that endureth not unto the 
end, the same is be that is also hewn down 
and cast into the fire, from whence they can 
no more return, because of the justice of tho 
Father; and this is the word which he hath 
given unto the children of men. And for 
this cause he fulfilleth the words which he 
hath given, and he lieth not, but fulfilleth all 
his words; and no unclean thing can enter 
into his kingdom; therefore nothing entereth 
into his rest, save it be those who have wash- 
ed their garments in my blood, because of 
their faith, and the repentance of all their 
sins, and their faithfulness unto the end. 

Now this is the commandment; Repent, all 
ye ends of the earth, and come unto me and 
be baptized in my name, that ye may be sanc- 
tified by the reception of the Holy Ghost, 
that ye may stand spotless before me at the 
lastday. Verily, verily I say unto you, this 
is my gospel ; and ye know the things that 
ye must do in my church; for the works 
which ye have seen me do, that shall ye also 
do; for that which ye have seen me do, even 
that shall ye do; therefore if ye do these 
things, blessed are ye, for ye shall be lifted 
up at the last day. 

One important point relative to the gospel, 
is, whose duty was it to preach? Christ 
preached the gospel, and gave authority to 
his disciples to do likewise; he even said, Go 
ye into alt the world and preach the gospel. 
Paul had authority to preach the gospel: for 
the voice to him was: Rise and stand upon 
thy feet: for I have appeared onto thee for 
this purpose, to make thee a minister and a 
witness, both of these things which thou hast 
teen, and of those things in the whicn I will 
appear unto thee; delivering thee dm the 
people, und the Gentiles, unto whom I now 
send thee; to open their eye*; to tnm them 
from darkness to light, anil from the power 
of satan unto tiod; that they may receive for- 
giveness of tins, and inheritance among them 
which are sanctified, by faith that is in me. 

In Paul's first epistle to his Corinthian 
brethren, he says: I eV.lare unto you the 
gospel which I preached nnto you, which al- 
so ye have received, and wherein yt aland. 
He says further: I delivered unto yoa dast of 
all that which I Cm cwhti, how 'hut Christ 
died for oar sir-* according to the ecriplnres; 
and that he was buried, and .ha! he rose again 
the lh ; rd day according to thefcr.pturea; ant 
that h- wee p?en cf Cephas, 1hen of the 
twelve; after that of above live hundred bre- 
thren st once; ««" t that he was even teen 
of rue. 

he alto says in his epistle to his Galatian 
brethren, that tho gospel that was preached 
by bun, was not after man. For he neither 
received it of man, neither was he taught it, 
but by the revelation of Jesus Christ. And 
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while writing lo Timtilhy, ha e»ys: Tb e 
things that thou hast hoard of me among ma' 
»y witnc-eses, the same commit thou lo faith- 
ful men, who shall be able to leach others 
also. 



Taking for example the calling of all the an- 
cient servants of the Lord, we know that none 
haTe authority to buiU up hi» church, except 
they are called, and commissioned of him. — 
We aay nothing here, about the various 
modes of worship, n« they are called, of the 
different denomination*,, for all men are 
agents unto themselves, and can worship as 
they please: but we ant bo re, that the time ia 
not tat distant, when tbe works of all men 
will be proven, and the secrets of all hearts 
be revealed; the wheat gathered into the ga»- 
nei of the Most High, and the chaff burned 
with oil unquenchable fire! 

Nor do we aim lo meddle with the different 
sects that are continually contending, lo, this 
if the right way! and, lo, thia ia the right 
Way! The apostle dcclsred many hundred 
years ago, that there wss but one J.ord, one 
faith and one baptism, and the Lord has said 
by his own voice in these 1 last days, that the 
church of Christ, i« the enif true and Jiving 
church upon the face of tn« whole earth, 
with which he ia we'.l pleaa.*.d, speaking, as 
he said, unto tie church cuUeclWelj, and 
not individually, because he cannot look up- 
on sin with tbe least decree of allowance. 

Before we proccc i further on this subject, 
we lake another eatraet fron the book of 
Mormon. Although but few, or a small por- 
tion of our fellow me-, believe thia book: 
some in conse-'juenee of the cunning crafti- 
ness of those who *e*k th« praise and glory 
of this world, -ind are thus willingly blinded, 
and thousands have caver come to a know- 
ledge of it, yel we know, that it contains the 
fulness of the gospel of Christ in plainness, 
and that all thing* necessary to instruct men 
to repent of their nsf, and of the manner of 
baptism, and of the gitl of the Holy (Spirit by 
the laving on of the hand*, and of the plan of 
salvation, is set forth in that clear and easy 
style, that ail met who are endowed with a 
common understanding, may receive light 
and intelligence in tbe things of God, if pre- 
judice does not interfere , and that bv obey- 
ing its precepts, all men, if they wiu. may 
have eternal life. 

The following is taken from the teachings 
of tbe Savior, after his reearrection from the 
dead, when he appeared to the Hephilee: On 
this wise shall ye baptize; and there shall be 
ne disputations among yom. Verily I say un- 
to you, that whoso n-paoteth of bis sins 
through yoor words, and deawreth Ut be bap- 
tized m my name, on this wiss shall ye bap- 
tize them : behold, ye sbaU go down and stand 
in the water, and in ray bum thai} ye baptize 
them. 

And nowbehold, these are the w orde which 
ye shall aay, calling them by name, saying: 
Having authority given me of Jesus Christ, I 
baptize you in the name of the Father, and of 
the Son, and ot the Holy Ghost. Axoen.— 
And then shall ye immerse them in the wa- 
ter, and come forth again out of the water. 
And after this manner shall ye ^apt'ze in my 
name, for behold, verily I say unto yon. that 
tbe Father, and the Son, and' the HoljGhas-' 
are one; and I an in the /a'.Ke., rj>d tie Pat 



ther in me, and the YNlhcr and I are one,— 
And according as I have commanded yon, 
thus shall ye baptize. And there shall be no 
disputations among you, as there hath hith- 
erto been; neither shall there be disputations 
among you concerning the points of my doc- 
trine, as there hath hitherto been; for verily, 
verily I say unto you, he that hath the spirit 
of contention, is not of me, but is of the 
devil, which is the father of contention, and 
he stirrclh up the hearts ol men lo contend 
with anger, one with another. 

Behold, this is not my doctrine, to stir op 
the hearts of men with anger, one against 
another, but this is my doctrine, thai such 
things should be done away. Behold, verily, 
verily I say onto yon, ! will declare unto you 
my doctrine. And this is my doctrine, and 
it is the doctrine which the Father hatli giv- 
en unto me; and 1 bear record of the Father, 
and the Father bearelh record of me, and lie 
Holy Ghost bearelh record of the Father and 
me, and I bear record that the Father com- 
manded all men, every where, to repent and 
believe in me; and who60 believeth in me, and 
is baptized, the same shall be saved; and they 
are they which shall inherit the kingdom uf 
God. And whoso believeth not in me, nod 
is not baptized, shall be damned. 

Verily, verily 1 say unto you, that thia ia 
my doctrine; and I bear recurd of it from the 
Father; and whoso believe tii in me, believeth 
in the Father also; and unto him will tho 
Falher bear record of me; for he will visit 
him with fire, and with the Holy Ghost; and 
thus will the Father bear record of me; and" 
the Holy Ghost will bear record unto hiru of 
the Father and me: for the Father, and I, 
and the Holy Ghost, are one. t 

And again I say unto you, ye must repent, 
and become aa a little child, and lie baptized 
in my name, or ye can in no wise receive 
these things. And again I May unto you, ye 
must repent, and be baptized in my name, 
andbecome as a little child, or ye con in no 
wise inherit the kingdom of God. Verily, 
verity I say unto yon, that this is my doc- 
trine; and whoso huildcth upon this, huildeth 
upon my rock; and the gates of hell shall not 
prevail against them. And whoso shall de- 
clare more or less than this, and establish it 
for my doctrine, the same Cometh of evil, and 
is not built upon my rook, hut he bnildeth 
upon a sandy foundation, and the gates of 
hell standeth open to receive such, when the 
rloods come, and the winds beat upon them. 

Having this plain teaching set forth before 
us in this generation, the question might 
arise, whose duty is it now lo preach? Were 
we to consult many of our felrow men for. an 
answer, without any -assistance from the re- 
velations of the Lord, the most probable an- 
swer would be, such as hare been qualified 
ond titled for tho ministry; hut taking the 
word of the Lord for a guide, the answer is: 
Those whom he had called and chosen: As 
for instance, those who come forth in the 
resurrection of ".he just, are they who receive 
the testimony of Jesus, and believe on his 
name, end are baptized after the manner of 
his burial, being buried in the water in his 
came, and this according to the command- 
ment which he has given, tha' .y keeping 
the commandment, thry might be washed ana 
clcsjiced from all their si's, and receive the 
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Holy Ghost by the laying on of the hands of 
him who is ordained and sealed unto this 
power. Therefore, we my as we hare said 
before: Taking for example the calling of all 
the ancient iprvants of the Lord, we know 
that none hare authority to build up hia 
church, except those who are called and com- 
missioned of him - 

Hence we begin with Adam, fcr be was 
called and chosen of the Lord. Abel waa 
called and chosen of tin 1 Lord, and offered 
an acceptable offering, by which he obtained 
witness that he was righteous, God testifying 
of hi a girls. Enoch was called and -chosen 
of the Lord, and the Lord blessed him, and 
even look him and his city into hia own bo- 
som. Noah was called and chosen of the 
Lord, and lie by faith was warned of God 
and prepared an ark, and he and bis house- 
hold were saved. Melchiiedek was called 
and chosen, for 1 e even had power to bless 
Abraham. And Paul raid'. Without all con- 
tradiction the Jess is blessed of the better. — 
Melchizedek was a priest of the most high 
God, as is said of htm in the bible; that ia, 
he was a high priest after the holy order of 
God, w hich order holds the key* of the mys- 
teries of the kingdom of God, even the keys 
of the knowledge of God, and has power to 
pronounce blessings according to the will 
and commandment of the Lord. 

Abraham, Isaac and Jacob, were called and 
chosen of the Lord. Joseph, the son of Ja- 
cob was called and chosen of the Lord, and 
while speaking to his brethren, he says: God 
sent me before you to preserve you a posteri- 
ty in the earth, and to save your Uvea by a 
great deliverance. Nephi, the son of Lehi, 
thus writes of the prophecies of Joseph: Be- 
hold be truly prophecied concerning all his 
seed; and the prophecies which he wrote, 
there are not many greater. 

Moses was called and chosen to do the 
work of the Lord, and the evidence is, that 
he did it. When Aaron and Miriam spake 
against Moses, lite Lord said unto them: My 
servant Moses is faithful in all mine house. 
With him will I speak mouth to mouth, even 
apparently, and not in dark speeches: and the 
similitude of the Lord shall he behold. The 
historian at the close of the book of Deuter- 
onomy, in setting forth the chancier of Mo- 
ses, says: And there arose not a prophet 
since in Israel like onto Moses, whom the 
Lord knew face to face, in all the signs and 
the wonders which the Lord sent hun to do 
in the land of Egypt to Pharaoh, and to all 
his servants, and to all his land, and in all 
that mighty hand, and in all the great terror 
which Moses shewed in the sight of all Isra- 
el. Paul says in bis epistle to the Hebrews, 
that Moses verily was faithful in all the house 
of the Lord, as a servant, for a testimony of 
those things which were to be spoken after. 

From the days of Moses, taking all Ike pro- 
phets that spake the word of the Lord, as 
they were moved upon by the Holy Ghost, 
till John began to cry in the wilderness of 
Jades, Prepare ye the way of the Lord, make 
his paths strait, they were called and chosen; 
and iwwiBKn to do the work of the Lord. 

When the Savior come to the Jews he eel- 
led and chose twelve, (Jndas excepted) to 
them he gave authority to build op his church: 
and they, by his authority, commissioned 
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others, onu-es the gospel waa preached to 
men, that they might turn unto the Lord. — 
This state oi order in the church of Christ, 
lasted for some time; perhaps till the Nicean 
council, and from that time till the book of 
Mormon came forth, the fulness rf the gospsl 
of our Lord and Savior to the Gentiles, and 
also to the house of Israel, there were many 
stdr, that had a form, in some degree, of 
godliness. 

But none declared, by the power of the Ho- 
ly Ghost, that they were inspired by the Lord 
to move on his cause, although they would 
admit that the Lord was unchangeable, the 
same yesterday, to-day and forever; and that 
he gave revelations in the first thousand 
years; in the second thousand years; in the 
third thousand years; in the fourth thousand 
years, and in the fifth thousand yean; but in 
the sixth thousand years, he ceased to give 
his precious word to fallen man, to guide 
them in the way to eternal life, as in olden 
times. 

The only name given under heaven, where* 
by man can be saved, is Jesus Christ. Men 
in days of old beard the glad tidings, that the 
Son of Man would come in the fulness of hie 
own time, to make intercession for the chil- 
dren of men, and suffer, the just, for the un- 
just, and rise from the dead, that the bands 
of the temporal death might be broken, fiat 
the resurrection might pass upon all men, 
that all might stand in the presence of God to 
be judged according to their works. These 
glad tidings were communicated from heaven 
to earth, by the ministering of holy angels 
and by the voioe of the Irving God. Thou- 
sands have looked forward with an eye of 
faith, and a confidence unshaken in the pre- 
mises of God, to the time when the great 
and last sacrifice should be made for fallen 
man. Many have rejoiced to see the day of 
the Son of Man, have seen it, and were glad; 
and have fallen asleep after obtaining the 
promise, that they should see God in the 
flesh and should reign with him on (be earth 
a thonssxid rears). 

All men who were willing to be instructed 
in the plus cf salvation, before the Lord came 
in the neth, u they were obedient to his com- 
mandments, have bad a knowledge of his gos- 
pel, and knew how to look forward on the 
Sob of Mali by faith, for 4 remission of their 
sins. The gospel waa preached to the chil- 
dren of Israel, and the Jaw was added because 
oftraaagiessios; which law was fulfilled in 
Christ. W eph» while speaking ot Christ some 
hundred years before he came in the flesh, 
says: Notwithstanding we believe in Christ, 
we keep the law of Moses, and look forward 
with steadfastness unto Christ until the law 
should be fulfilled; for, for to this end was 
the law rive*: wherefore, the law bath be- 
came dead unto us, and we are made alive in 
Christ because of our faith; vet we keep the 
htw because of the commandments; ana we 
talk of Christ, ws rejoice in Christ, we preach 
of Christ, we prophesy of Christ, and we. 
write according to our prophecies, that one 
children may know to what source they may 
look for a remission of their sins. Wherefore 
we speak concerning the law, that our chil- 
dren may know the deads ess of the law, and 
they, by knowing the deadness of the law, 
may look forward Ditto that life wfcjch, is in 
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Christ, and know fur what end the law was 

given. 

When the tune was fulfilled, and the Sa- 
vior had made Jiia appearance in the flesh, the 
gospel was preached by himself and his dis- 
ciples. The disciples of John, as they were 
called, whom he sent to Christ, to inquire if 
he was the true Messiah, were answered 
thus: Go and shew John again those things 
which ye do hear and nee: The blind receive 
their sight, and the lame walk, the leapers 
are cleansed, and the deaf hear, the dsad art 
raised up, and the poor have the gospel 
preached unto them. When the twelve were 
first sent forth to preach, the Lord said: Go 
not into the way of the Gentiles, and into 
any city of the Samaritans enter ye not: but 
go rather to the lost sheep of the house of 
Israel. Many, and precious, were the in- 
■tractions which the disciples received from 
the mouth of their Lord, before he was lifted 
up upon the cross. He said to them at one 
time, Unto you it is given to know the mys- 
teries of Che kingdom of heaven. In another 
place it is said, that he expounded all things 

unto his disciples, when they were alone 

Again it U said: The Comftrter, the Holy 
Ghost, whom the Father will send in ray 
name, he shall teach yon all things, and 
bring all things to your remembrance, what- 
ever I have said unto you: And after he had 
risen from the dead, he gave them their great 
commission to preach his gospel to their frj. 
low men, and say.-. Go y e , therefore, and 
teach all nations. 



With this authority, they proclaimed the 
Eoapel on the day of pentecost; some marvel- 
ed; some mocked; many were pricked in the 
heart, and three thousand were baptized and 
added to the church. The language of Teter, 
at the time the lame man was healed at the 
gate of the temple, is very plain. He said to 
the JewB: But ye denied the Holy One and 
the Just, and desired a murderer to be grant- 
ed unto you; and killed the Prince of life, 
whom God hath raised from the dead; where- 
of weare witnesses. But these things gjJJ 
he, which God before hod she- -i , '

Jwrnets, that Christ should 
BUflej, ue hath se fulfilled. Repent ye, there- 
fore, and be converted, that your sins may 
be blotted out, when the times of refreshing 
shall come from the presence of the Lord; 
and he shall send Jesus Christ, which before 
was preached unto you; whom the heavens 
roust receive until the times of restitution of 
all things, which God hath spoken by the 
mouth of all his holy prophets, since the 
world began. 

In this positive manner spake the apostle 
the truth, and in this plain manner hepreach- 
ed the gospel and bore record of the resurrec- 
tion of the Lord Jesus; and about five thou- 
sand men believed the word. He declares 
before the high priest, being filled with the 
Holy Ghost, that there is none other name 
under heaven given among men whereby 
they must be saved. The language of the 
Lord to Adam was also positive, when he 
said, that Jesus Christ was the only name 
which should be given under heaven, where- 
by salvation should come unto the children 
of rues. 

When the Galatians had been troubled by 
mo#e who preached a false doctrine, and pre- 



tended to have another gospel, Paul says: 
I marvel that ye ore so soon removed from 
him that called you into the grace of Christ 
unto another gospel; which is not another; 
but there he some that trouble you, & would 
pervert the gospel of Christ, llut llioueh we, 
or an angel from heaven, preach any other 
gospel unto you than that whicb we have 
preached unto you, let him be accursed. 

The gospel that the apostle preached, was, 
as he said to his Corinthian brethren, the 

glorious gospel of Christ. It was even that 
y which men might be saved. 
Paul was an instrument, no doubt, by the 
bleseingof the Lord, in building tip the church 
of ChriBt very extensively in many places, as 
well as the other apostles and those who 
were ordained by them. But yet very little 
of their preaching to those who were out of 
the kingdom, is to be found in the New Tes- 
tament. How much was contained in the 
Acta of the apostles written by Luke, before 
it fell into the hands of those who robbed the 
scriptures of their plainness; and how much 
was contained upon the parchments which 
Paul desired Timothy to bring from Troas, 
which were left with Carpus; and how much 
was written by others, we shall not here at- 
tempt to show. The epistles were written 
by the apostles to churches and not to the 
unbelieving world; consequently, the manner 
of instruction to them was different in gener- 
al from their discourses to the wir keif who 
had never heard the gospel. Yet all their 
writings will show but one gospel, and but 
one manner of building up the church of 
Christ. And Paul declares with much plain- 
ness, that as he said before, so he now says 
again, if any preach any other gospel than 
that which they had received, let li'mi be ac- 
cursed. Truly, because there never was, 
nor never will be, but one gospel. 

Having proceeded tar enough with the sub- 
ject, to show that there is but one gospel, and 
that the same in all ages; and that the Lord 
calls and chooses his own servants to labor in 
..is vineyard, we shall next proceed to bring 
some scripture to show how the gospel l.as 
been preached and how the church of Christ 
has been establisbed in days of old. In the 
beginning the Lord said unto Adam: 1 give 
unto you a commandment to teach these 
things freely unto your children, saying, in- 
asmuch as they were born into the world by 
the fall, which bringeth death; by water and 
blood and the Spirit which / have made, and 
so become of dust a living soul; even so ye- 
must be bom again of water and the Spirit, 
and cleansed by blood, even, lb..- blood of 
mine only Begotten, into the mysteries of 
the kingdom of heaven, that ye may be sanc- 
tified from all sin, and enjoy the words of 
eternal life in this world, and eternal life in 

the world to come; even immortal glory. 

For by the water ye know the commandment; 
by the Spirit ye are justified, and by the 
blood ye are sanctified, that in you is given 
the record of heaven; the Comforter; the 
peaceable things of immortal glory; the truth 
of all things; that which quickeneth all 
things, which maketh alive all things; that 
which knoweth all things and hath all pow- 
er according to wisdom, mercy, truth, jus- 
tice, and judgment. 

This plain teaching was to Adam after he 
was driven from the garden of Eden, and 
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points out the way for his seed to be saved. 
From time to time were the children of men 
called upon to repent in days of old, by those 
who were chosen of the Lord to preach his 
gospel. From time to time were the inhabi- 
tants of the earth warned of approaching de- 
structions and Bore calamities, which were 
sent to scourge them because of their iniqui- 
ties, by those who were called and command- 
ed of the Lord. 

The Lord is just, and he gave the gospel, 
after man hatf transgressed, that he might 
be brought back into his presence. By obey- 
ing the gospel and keeping the command- 
ment men are sanctified and prepared for the 
celestial kingdom where God and Christ is 
the Judge of all. The gospel, then, is the 
power of God unto salvation. It Is the good 
news of heaven, and calls upon Die children 
of men every where to repent. 

The news that the gospel brought in days 
of old, was, that Jesus Christ would come 
into the world; that lie would suSer accord- 
ing to the flesh; thai he would ri«e from the 
dead, and thereby redeem his people from 
th» power of the grave. 

fTO BJS COSTUIl'ID.J 
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TO THE BRETHREN ABROAD. 

As in, his false reports are in circu- 
lation abroad, respecting the disciples 
of our Savior in the land of Zion, we 
feel it our duty to correct such as may 
be injurious to them, and can say, that 
in general, the disciples here, enjoy 
good heatth, and arc as well oiras the 
generality of new settlers. The price 
of corn, during the r>nst winter, has 
been about one dollar per barrel, which 
is equal to twenty cents per bushel: 
and now, on prompt pay, it ia very 
little higher; not more than twenty five 
cents. Wheat is from fifty to seventy 
five cents per bushel. The present 
crop now on the ground looks very 
fine, and with the blessings of a merci- 
ful Father, an abundance trill be rais- 
ed this season, as Tory considerable 
was sown last fall. Should the spring 
bo as prosperous accordingly as the 
winter has been, great quantities of 
corn will be put into the ground. Ba- 
con is not high, and contracts were 
offered not long since, of 6 to 7000 lbs. 
in a lot. ( 

A mild winter and the smiling spring, 
are among the blessings of the Lord, 
in this climate, and remind us of his 
promise to Noah, that, while the earth 
remainelh, seed-time and harvest, and 
oold and heat, and summer and winter, 



and day and night, shall not cease: 
and where these blessings arc improved 
with industry, (for all that are able in 
the church of Christ, have to work for 
their living) we can oxclaim like Da- 
vid of old: I have been young, and am 
now old; yet have I not seen the right- 
eous forsaken, nor his seed begging 
bread. 



RISE AND PROGRESS OF THE 
CHURCH OF CHRIST. 

Having promised in our last number, 
something on the rise and progress of 
the church of Christ, we commence 
with the intention of giving a relation 
of a few tacts, as they have occurred 
since the church was organized in 
eighteen hundred and thirty. We shall 
be brief in this article, as we design to 
give from time to time the progress of 
this church, for the benefit of inqui- 
rers as well as the satisfaction of those 
who believe. 

Soon aAer the book of Mormon came 
forth, containing the fulness of the gos- 
pel of Jesus Christ, the church was or- 
ganized on the sixth of April, in Man- 
chester; soon after, a branch was es- 
tablished in Fayette, and the June fol- 
lowing, another in Colesville, New 
York. 

We shall not give, at this time, the 
particulars attending the organization 
of these branches of the church; neith- 
er shall we publish in this, the account 
of the persecution of those who wore 
then called and authorized to preach 
the everlasting gospel. Twenty more 
were added to tho church in Munches- 
terand Fayette, in the mon'.h of April; 
and on the 28th of June, thirteen were 
baptized in Colesville: nnd of these we 
can say as Paul said of tho five hun- 
dred who saw tho Savior after he had 
risen from the dead: The greater part 
remain unto this present, but some are 
fallen asleep. In October, (1830) the 
number of disciples had increased to 
between seventy and eighty, when four 
of the elders started for the west, and 
founded a branch of the church at 
Kirtland, Ohio, around which many 
have since arisen. 

These first four, having added one 
to their number, proceeded to the west, 
after having baptized one hundred and 
thirty disciples m less than four weeks 
and ordained four of them elders, and 
finally stopped in the western bounds 
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of the •tatc of Missouri, having been 
preeerved by the hand of tho Lord, &. 
directed by his Spirit 

In the winter, (1S31) the church in 
the state of Now York, after a com- 
mandment had been received from tho 
Lord, began to prepare to remove to 
the state of Ohio. The following is a 
part of the revelation referred to above: 
And that ye might escape the power of 
the enemy, and be gathered unto inc a 
righteous people without spot & blame- 
less: wherefore for this cause I gave 
unto you the commandment that ye 
should go to the Ohio; and there I will 
give unto you my law, and there you 
shall I j endowed with power from on 
high, and from thence, whomsoever I 
will shaU go forth unto all nations, and 
it shall be told then what they shall 
do, for '. iave a great werk laid up in 
■tore: ft. ' Israel sWi be saved, and I 
will lead them whithersoever I will, 
and no power shall stay my hand. 

In the spring the greater part of the 
disciples who were in New York, re- 
moved to the Ohio. In June, the word 
having been preached in many places 
and hundreds having been baptized, a 
number of the elders, by the command- 
ment of the Lord, journeyed west, 
proclaiming the gospel and bearing 
testimony of the work of tho Lord in 
these last days; saying none other 
things than that which the prophets & 
apostles had written, and that which 
was taught them by the Comforter, by 
the prayer of faith, as the Lord had 
•aid. Many gladly received the word 
and were baptized, so that branches of 
the church were built up in many pla- 
ces, notwithstanding the opposition with 
which the elders were often met 

Indeed we have the testimony before 
our eyes of the faithfulness with which 
they discharged theii duty in publish- 
ing salvation to their fellow men. — 
Many have already come up to the 
•land of Zion who were fruits of their 
labors; and by what wo canlea.ru from 
time to time, we are reminded of the 
parable of the seed, for we are certain 
that much of it has fallen on good 
ground: and we are sure, having the 
testimony in our hearts, that those faith- 
ful elders, although often fatigued and 
wearied with the length of their jour- 
ney, will at the last day receive a 
crown of eternal life, and joy unspeak- 
able in the everlasting kingdom of God 
and the tan*, with, those that they 



were the means of turning from dark- 
ness to light. And while reflecting on 
this subject, a few words from Daniel 
seems to be applicable: And they thut 
be wise shall shine as the brightness of 
the firmament; and they that turn many 
to righteousness, as the stars forever 
and ever. For the word of the Lord 
to them lias thus far been verified, 
which says: Let them go two by two, 
and thus Jet them preach by the way 
in every congregation, baptizing by 
water, and the laying on of the hands 
by the water's edge: for thus saith the 
Lord, I will cut my work short in right- 
eousness: for the days comet h that I 
will aend forth judgment unto victory. 

In July they began to arrive in the 
western boundaries of Missouri, and 
shortly after a branch of the church 
from Colesville, JVew York, came on 
by water, and thus the gathering com- 
menced. 

From this time, the progress of the 
church though gradual, has been more 
than many of great faith hed anticipa- 
ted. Many churches have been built 
up in different states, and some hun- 
dreds of members have come up to this 
land, and are striving to keep the com- 
mandments of the Lord, that they may 
bo prcpaied, whether in life or in death, 
to meet him when he comes in his glo- 
ry with all his holy angels. 

It may bo proper to say, as we have 
often said before, that this church is 
taught by the revelations of the Lord, 
in all things, as they have been recei- 
ved from time to time from the days of 
Adam, until now. And it is really a 
matter of joy to sec how fast the work 
of the gathering is continuing amid the 
discouragements, persecutions, & false 
statements of the world. 

It has been reported that the church 
had settled in this country, and were 
living as one family/ This is not so. 

The faith of the cjiurch has greatly 
increased in these first three years of 
its existence, in these last days. Much 
i3 said at home and abroad about Mor- 
monites, as the world has seen fit to 
call the disciples of Jesus Christ, but 
wherever the gospel has been truly set 
forth; wherever the book of Mormon 
has been fully explained and under- 
stood, and wherever men have listened 
with unprejudiced minds to learn the 
truth for the purpose of escaping the 
desolations and calamities which are 
already abroad in the earth, there the 



Lord has borne record of his own work 
by his Spirit. 

While (he gifts in many instances 
liavo been manifested beyond doubt, in 
healing the sick, &c. some have doubt- 
ed and some have believed, as in the 
days of the apostles; and even from 
the beginning this 1ms been the t case 
more or less, and will be till satan is 
bound. 

We promised to correct as many 
falsehoods as we could, that were in 
circulation. In this article we have 
commenced, but upon looking at some 
of the late misrepresentations that have 
found their way to the public, we think 
the best method will be for us to con- 
tinue an account of the rise and pro- 
gress of the church, and publish the 
truth as we have done; for, of ail the 
statements that have been published in 
the newspapers of the day concerning 
this church, not one has reached us but 
what in a greater or k>s degree was 
untrue; and what adds more to our as- 
tonishment, is, that these publications 
came from those who profess the reli- 
gion of Christ By this however we 
do not intend to cast any reflections, 
for we remember the example of our 
Lord, who, when he was reviled, revi- 
led not again. 

The progress of the church has been 
great, and whilo we witness the spread 
of the work, knowing it is of God, we 
are willing !o give the world all the 
light we can that will lead them to sal- 
vation. 



OLDE.V TIME. 
On reading the fifth chapter of Gen- 
esis, it will be seen that it is the book 
of the generations of Adam, and con- 
tains the names of ten persons from 
the beginning till the flood, or rather 
to Noah. It ought to be remembered, 
that these men or some of them, were 
the sons of God. 

During the time (1656 years) from 
the beginning till the flood, there must 
have been a multitude of people on the 
earth, as many lived to the age of 
nearly a thousand years and begat 
sons and daughters.

And again the Lord 
said unto me, Look, and I looked to- 
wards the north, and I beheld the peo- 
ple of Canaan, which dwell in tents. 

And the Lord said unto me, Prophe- 
sy, and I prophesied saying, Behold 
the people of Canaan, which are nu- 
merous, shall go forth in battle array 
against the people of Shum, and shall 
slay them that Ihey shall utterly be de- 
stroyed; and the people of Canaan shall 
divide themselves in the land, mid the 
land shall be bairenand unfruitful, and 
none other people shall dwell there but 
the people of Canaan; for behold the 
Lord shall curse the land with much 
heat, and the barrenness thereof shall 
go forth forever: And there was a 
blackness come upon all the children 
of Canaan, that they were despised 
among all people. 

And it cainc to pass that the Lord 
said unto me, Look, and I looked and 
beheld the landof Sharon, and the land 
of Euoch, and the land of Omner, and 
the land of Heni, & the land of Shcm, 
and the land of Haner, and the land of 
Hanannihah, and nil the inhabitants 
thereof: and the Lord said unto me, 
Go to this people and say unto them, 
Repent, lest 1 shall come out and smite } 
them with a curse, and they die. And 
he gave unto me a commandment that 
1 should baptize in the name of the 
Father and the Son, which is full of 
grace and truth and the Holy Ghost* 
which boa roth record of the Father and 
the Son. 

It ought to be known, for it is pub- 
lished, that after Adam and Eve were 
driven out of the garden of Eden, they 
had many children, and the children 
went forth two and two and began to 
multiply and replenish the earth; yea, 
and all this too, before Adam bad the 
gospel preached unto him or was bap- 
tized. The fact is very few of the 
present generation have a knowledge 
of what took place in the first thousand 
years. 

When the first trump shall sound 
the second time, in the ears of all liv- 
ing and reveal the secret acts of men, 
and the mighty works of God in tljo 
first thousandth year, great things will 
be known. 

When the first seal of the little book 
is opened, wkioh will bo when the 
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above trump sounds, the saints may 
lift up their heads and rejoice, for the 
mystery of God will soon bo finished: 
Then the history of olden time will be 
known; then the family record of Ad- 
am and his children down to this gen- 
eration, with all the thoughts and in- 
tents of the heart, will be revealed; 
then the saints will be crowned and 
made equal with Michael the Lord's 
archangel. 

Few nersons are aware that Adam 
lived long enough, in tho first days, to 
witness the gathering of the saints, by 
Enoch, as well as St* building up of 
Zion. Adam lived to see, at least, 
seven generations of his children 
around him, multipl yingand replenish* 
ing the earth. Aiiam fell asleep in the 
Lord only fifty-ioven years before Zi- 
on, even the city of Enoch, was taken 
up to (he Iwsom of God, where it ha* 
remained, on J will remain till lh<: Lord 
brings it again, when ho comes in his 
glory with n" his holy augeis with him, 
to reign on earth a thousand years. 

For the Lord, while speaking unto 
Noah aftei the flood, said: I will es- 
tablish my covenant with you, which 
1 made unto Enoch, concerning the 
remnants of your posterity. And God 
made a covenant with Noah, and said, 
this shall be the token of the covenant: 
J T p^Uc between me and you, and for 
every living creature with you, for 
perpetual generations; and I will set 
my bow in the cloud, and it shall be 
for a token of a covenant, between me 
and the earth. 

Aud it shall come to pass, when 1 
bring a cloud over the earth, thai the 
bow°6hal! be seen in the cloud; and I 
will remember my covenant which I 
have made between me and you, for 
every living creature of all flesh; nnd 
the waters shall no more become a flood 
to destroy all flesh. And the bow shall 
be in the cloud, and I will look upon 
it that I may remember the everlasting 
covenant which \ mo.«lo unto thy father 
Enoch: Thai when men should keep 
all my commandments Zion should 
again come on the earth, the city of 
Enoch which I have caught up unto 
mvself. And this is mine everlasting 
covenant that when thy posterity shall 
embrace the truth, and look upward, 
then shall Zion look downward, and 
all the heavens shall shake with glad- 
ness, and the earth shall tremble with 



joy, and the general assembly of the 
church ol the first born, shall come 
down out of heaven and possess the 
earth, and shall have place until tho 
end come. And this is mine everlast- 
ing covenant which 1 made with thy 
futhcr Enoch. 

Then those that have gathered faith 
for a treasure, and have kept all the 
commandments of the Lord, will see 
God in the flesh; being quickenod, they 
will have part in the first resurrection, 
and will be raised unto immortality: on 
such the second death will have no 
power.

A pilot was despatched in a boat with some 
half a doien skeleton beings to hail the first 
vessel lhat coujd be seen, and beg of it to 
stop and sell them something to keep them 
alive for a few days longer; when the Emma 
hove in sight, and the entreaty pressed to 
stop snd sell them something to eat. Oapi. H. 
replied that he had nothing to sell, hut that 
bis vessel was loaded with provisions to give 
away; and that he had come for Che express 
purpose of affording relief loany of the Is!- 
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anders who needed the gratuity. They 

ed incredulous at first, but when satisfied of 
the fact, they raised llieir hands in astonish- 
ment toward heaven, intimating that he must 
have been despatched from thence, on such 
an errand of mercy. Copt. H. states they 
even followed him to the water's edge, and 
there, in attempting to give lime cheers with 
all the little energy which tiny possessed, 
they made a twice DSOTe like a sepulchral 
groan than the voice of the livi:>g- Capl. II. 
was assured that aLmost every pawning the 
dying and the dead could be seen in almost 
every direction from the door of hia inform- 
ant, and that but a short lime before, a boy 
was seen cutting a piece of flesh from the 
carcass of a fellow creature, to lengthen out 
hia own miserable existence, but was found 
soon after, dead, with the piece of llesh still 
in his hand. J have often heard them say, 
Americans kinder than our own country- — 
we have two kings, hut they no send provi- 
sions to keep us from starving — they fight 
one another to see who shall govern— they 
care nothing about us, Jfco. The rains have 
began to fall in the Islands, and vegetation is 
coming forward rapidly, and the hope is cher- 
ished that something, in a few months may 
be obtained from the fruits of the earth, to 
supply the wants of the people. — Boston pa- 
per. 

Information has been received at Boston 
from Capede Verds, that the supplies which 
have been sent from this country, had been 
received but would afford only temporary re- 
lief, as the great drouth of three years dura- 
tion had been succeeded by a disastrous flood 
of rain, by which the crops were utterly de- 
stroyed. The islands are represented to be 
in a miserable condition. — Exeter News Let- 
ter.

Th ■ n period thai a 
disposition totally the reverse of hostilities 
was manifest and spparni! : and that the prin- 
cipal chiefs offered to surrender themselves 
as hostages, thereby to relieve them of all 
their fear. 

It now appears from the Galen ian of Jan. 
10th, that a parly of Sac and Fox Indians re- 
cently fell upon and killed three lodges of 
Mmomonee, and three of the principal men 
of the Winnebagoee. This accounts for the 
warlike appearances which gave such uneasi- 
ness to some of the' citizens of Galena: and 
renders the professions of peace towards the 
whites perfectly consistent. But it appears 
that the Trader, who gave the above informa- 
tion, expressed an opinion that the Indians 
are determined on a general war in the Spring, 
either among themselves, or the whites. — St. 
Louis Times. 

Copy of a latter to I ha editor of the Arkan- 
ras Gazette, from Col. S. C. Stawbaugh, Se- 
cretary lo the board of United Slates Commis- 
sioners for settling differences, &c. among 
the western Indians, dated 

Fort Gibson, Feb. 6, 1S33. 
Dear Sir — An express arrived at this place, 
yesterday, from Fort Towson, bringing the 
intelligence, from the commandant of that 
post, that a very serious outrage has been 
committed by a party of Osage Indians, in 
Millar county, Arkansas Territory. Mr. 
Simkins, who is represented aa a very respec- 
table citizen, has sustained damages in loss of 
property, to the amount of nearly two thou- 
sand dollars; and several other houses have 
been plundered. Parties of Osage Indians 
have been discovered within a few miles of 
this place, within the last ten days approaeh- 
ing this country from the direction of Red 
River, loaded with articles of clothing, bed- 
quilts, knives, spoons, and a variety of mer- 
chandize, answering to the property stolen. 

As the depredating Indians used violence, 
in driving families from their homes, and kil- 
led and drove off a number of cattle, it is sup- 
posed a military force will be sent in the di- 
rection of Fort Towson, from this place, as it 
is supposed there is still a band lurking in 
that vicinity. The Commissioners can do 
nothing more in (lie matter titan direct the 
Intercourse law, which is plain on this sub- 
ject, to be carried into effect — that is to de- 
mand the stolen goods of the Indians, and if 
they refuse to surrender them, to report the 
matter to the War Department, that the pro- 
per steps might be taken, to secure indemni- 
ty to the parly injured. I am sorry to say, 
that the Osages have been very troublesome 
lately — very little behind the Pawnees and 
Kimancheea. 

The Commissioners are now in the midst 
of the Cherokee and Creek treaty, for the 
purpose of establishing their boundaries. I 
trust we shall get through in two or three 
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day*, and that the dispute about their tinea 
dieting between these tribes, will be adjust- 
ed in such a manner, as not only to gratify 
those who have already emigrated, but alio 
to induce the removal of the whole of the na- 
tions still remaining east of the Mississippi. 
You are aware that this is a matter of deep 
and absorbing interest to the government, and 
the adjustment which we hope to make, will 
be received with much satisfaction by the 
government and the Stales interested. 

ARRIVAL OF TROOPS. 

Regiments are arriving daily at several of 
our ports, with a hope, on the part oi our 
misguided rulers, that their appearance will 
operate as a check upon the rebellious mani- 
festations which are assuming so fixed and 
formidable an appearance. .Nothing can be 
more preposterous than 6uch a hope. The 
peeple, as they are called, sneer at the milita- 
ry displays of the Marquis of Anglesey, and 
laugh outright at his sham fights and stage 
spectacles. Already have the priests com- 
menced regular approaches towards the sol- 
diery, through the columns of their acknow- 
ledged journal in the south of Ireland, which 
contains the following conciliatory paragraph, 
presenting, as the Register of this day says, 
n very national view of the subject. It says: 

We would like to have the troops here by 
all means — the majority of them are our own 
countrymen — and they would spend among 
us some of the taxes which are raised from 
our sweat and industry. 

There is no mistaking the meaning of this 
patriotic appeal to the national prejudices of 
such of the soldiers as may happen to be Irish. 
Whether the bail take or no, just depei.ds 
upon the number of Papists that each regi- 
ment may contain, or the quantum of influ- 
ence that the priests may be permitted to 
en-rcise. If they be treated with the same 
deference at military head quarters that they 
receive at those of the civic authorities — at 
the Castle of Dublin, the worst consequences 
niny be apprehended. 

In fact, there is but one course now open 
to any government.— Whig or Tory— a Bus- 
pension of the Habeas Corpus Act, the pro- 
clamation of martial law, and the arming and 
calling out the Protestant yeomanry. 

Dublin, Jan. 13.— The accounts from the 
country arc terrific; and those counties which 
have been hitherto tranquil, are now the 
scene of the cam" system of outrages which 
have lately characterized the more southern 
parts of Ireland. A novel addition to the 
catalogue deserves to be noticed. The ten- 
antry have systematically commenced refu- 
sing to pav rent except to their landlords in 
person. T he avowed object of this is to com- 
pel thp return of the absentees; but the con- 
seon w«« "re obvious. A privy council was 
hel ■ Castle yesterday, but I have not 
heard the result. 

Lord Anglej.'y leaves this country on the 
ft'ith inst.— nositivsly never lo return in the 
capacity of Viceroy .—Dublin Evening Mail. 

FROM CONSTANTINOPLE. 
We learn by the ship Arnerici, whieh arri- 
ved last week from Cc ustanlinople, that Capt. 
Mathews, on going up the Archipelago in the 
middle of Xommbcr, passed through the 



Egyptian fleet, consisting of 25 sail, in pur 
suit of the Turkish, consisting of 40. The 
latter came to anchor at the mouth of the 
Dardanelles, A illuminated the whole squad- 
ron, presenting a sublime appearance- In 
consequence of the cowardice ot the Turkish 
Admiral, he bad been displaced, and the com- 
mand given to the commanding officer who 
fought the battle of Navarino. At the time 
of sailing of the America, the 9th of Dec. it 
was reported and believed that 70,0(10 men 
had deserted the Turkish and joined the 
Egyptian standard; and it was the general 
opinion that unless the Grand Sultan receiv- 
ed assistance in men and money from the 
European government, he would be ol hged 
to yield to the Pacha of Egypt, and retire in- 
to Asia. 

The plague had raged violently for a boat 
three weeks, during which time about 17,0(11) 
persons had died. When Capt. M. sailed, it 
had nearly subsided. — N. Y. Gaz. 

EARTHQUAKES. 
Capt. Flint, of the British sehr. Brisk, at 
WilmingtoB, (N. C.) from Nevis, reports that 
on the night of Hie eighth of February last, 
the Island of Nevis and St. Kitts experienced 
sixteen violent and distinct shocks of earth- 
quakes, which very much alarmed the inhabi- 
tants; and on the 9th after the Brisk was 
under way, at 4 o'clock, experienced a con- 
siderable shock. It is to be feared that dread- 
ful accounts will be received from these Isl- 
ands, or some of the neighboring ones, from 
the effects of these earthquakes. — Boston 
paper. 

Lima, 13th Nov. 1832. 
A few days since we were favored here 
with the suppression of another attempt to 
produce a revolution in the government. Its 
object was to put down President Gamani, 
and substitute in his place Gen. Santa Cruz, 
from Bolivia. Of the conspirators five were 
arrested on Sunday mm nine; — among 1 which 
are three military men and two members of 
Congress. They are still in search of others. 
The head of it is Gen. Sardinia, a man of 
high standing, and it is said a brave officer. 
It was to have been accomplished by bribing 
the troops in the city. So great was the 
alarm, that a battalion was underarm* with- 
in the palace, the whole of Saturday night. 
The Peruvian Congress is still in session, but 
have done nothing of any moment as yet. 
The difficulties between this country and the 
Bolivian Republic, have rather increased— 
and was the finances of Peru in a fit state, I 
have no doubt they would be foolish enough 
lo declare war at once — but their poverty 
will, 1 trust, prevent such a crisis. I have 
nothing else lo tell you deserving mention. — 
Advocate.

Sir— I embrace an opportunity from Fays! 
via London, to inform you of the arrival of 
our vessel at this place, on the evening of the 
26th of November, and our intention of sail- 
ing on the 28th in the further execution of 
yourinstructlons. 
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The very many reports which have reach- 
ed the Urulcd Stat.-s as regards the sufferings 
of 111- inhabitants of thes* Islands have not 
been at all exaggerated; although at present 
there are ro deaths on thin Island, in conse- 
quence of the relief whicil has been extended 
to them by the citizens of the United Stales, 
yet the many walking skeleton* and objects 
of misery which continually present them- 
selves to'yoiir view while on shore, but too 
plainly Usui in you what recently lias been 
the dreadful situation on the Islands; on St. 
Antonis, from a population of V!4, only 11,- 
(W 1 arc remaining; on tiie small Island of 
Fo"o 4,0J9 now remain from a population of 
14, and several of the other Islands have euf- 
J"r"d equally, and what is still more painful, 
their sad sufferings are by no means at an 
end. Another year they must exist, if tbey 
es:-it a all, from the cuarity of others; for 
these three years previous to the present, 
scarcely a drop of rain foil from the heavens; 
although they hive had aL/.indance during 
the pres. nt veer, it has been so unseasonable 
as rather to be an injury than an advantage 
to cultivation. I hive been astonished, how- 
ever, while witnessing the misery of the in- 
habitant*, to view the hills covered with cat- 
tle of various kin-Is, and have asked in vain 
for an explanation of the fact or what law 
could restrain ilarving thousands from sup- 
plying, pa 'lially at all eventi, their necessi- 
ties. 1 have the honor to be most respect-

OCEAN PHENOMENA. 

A naval friend, of Iiigh respectability ami 
intelligence, wlio lias seen in a recent num- 
ber of the Jourial, au account of a singular 
ball of tire, winch fell on board the ship Sir 
Edward Hamilton, has given us the annexed 
extract from the journal of a passenger on 
board tie ship Pnctolus, capU Geo. Wilson, 
while on a passage from ValjMiraiso to Mor- 
blehcad, Massachusetts; — 

After a succession of heavy gales from Val- 
paraiso, till we were nearly up with Cape 
Horn, in which we lost our boat, &c. Ac, 
and while in the act of taking in a close reef- 
ed foresail having scudded Tier under thai 
■ail as long as a due regard for the safety of 
the ship would allow — at about 11 o'clock 
A. M. we were enveloped for a few seconds 
in almost total darkness by a large black 
cloud from which came wind and hail, either 
of which were sufficient to take a person off 
his feet, provided he had hold of nothing: out 
of this cloud came a ball of fire, about the 
■ize of a 32 IV shot. It descended to within 
three or four feet of the long boat, where it 
was seen hy averjf person on board, previous 
to its explosion which was several seconds 
after its first appearance. The report of this 
noti descript tVmg as loud as that of four 
or five sharp muskets fired together. Il had 
the effect to knock down nearly every man 
on deck — without, however, injuring any of 
them, if I except the injury received from 
tie fright, which was almost death. The air 
was sulphurous for sometime after the burst- 
ing of the ball. The chief mate was the first 
who cwne to his senses and observing that 



the men were, Iroru fear, unable lo attend to 
the duly of tlie ship, he called out, 'Come 
on! *lis only a Cape Horn snow balll' 

I cannot describe the effect it had upon me, 
belter than by comparing it with a severe 
shock of an electric machine — to which it 
was very similar. Its effect upon the duel' 
mate was, he said, as if an immense weight 
itas pressing him down, and I think lie re- 
marked at the same time, that he liad once 
been struck with lightning and tiiat the sen- 
sation was similar. No person on board (and 
we had some old, very old 'salts,') had ever 
witnessed any tiling of the kind belbre. It 
left no trace of its having come on board, ex- 
cept upon oar memories, and from mine 1 am 
certain it wiB never be erased. — Providence 
Journal. . *■

And this coiueth unto you, U 
ye Gentiles, that ye may know the decrees of 
God, that ye may repent and not continue in 
your iniquities until the fulness be come, that 
ye may not bring down the fulness of the 
wrath of God upon you, as the inhabitants 
of the land hath hitherto done. Behold, this 
is a choice land, and whatsoever nation shall 
possess it, shall be free from bondage, and 
from captivity, and from all otiier nations un- 
der heaven, if they will but »erve the God of 
the land, which i* Jesus Christ, which hath 
been manifested by the tilings which we have 
written. And now t proceed with my re- 
cord: for behold it came to pass thai the Lord 
did bring Jared and his brethren forth even 
to that great sea which divideth the lands. — 
And as they came to the sea, tiiey pitched 
their tents; and they called the name of the 
place Moriancumer; and they dwelt in tents; 
and dwelt in tents upon the sea shore for the 
space of four yearn.- And it came to pass at 
the end of the four years, thai the Lord came 
again unto the brother of Jared, and stood in 
a cloud and talked with him. And for the 
space of three hours did the Lord talk with 
the brother of Jared, and chastened him be- 
cause he remembered not te call upon the 
name of the Lard.

Audit came to pass that the brother of 
Jared cried unto the Lord, saying: O Lord, I 
have performed the work which thou last 
commanded me, and 1 have mad* the barges 
according as thou hut directed ma. And 
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behold, O Lqjd, in then] there is no light, 
whither shall we steer. And also we shall 
perish, for in them we cannot breathe, save 
it is the air whii h is in them; therefore we 
shail perish. 

Aud the Lord said unto the brother of Ja- 
red, Behold, thuu shall make a hole in the 
top thereof, and also in the bottom thereof; 
and when thou shall Buffer for air, thou shalt 
unstop the hole thereof, and receive air. 

And if it so be that the water come in upon 
Ihee, behold ye shall stop the hole thereof, 
that ye may not perish in the flood. 

And it come to pass thai the brother of Ja- 
red did so, according as the Lord had com- 
manded. And he cried again unto the Lord, 
saving, O Lord, behold 1 have done even as 
thou hast commanded me; and I have prepa- 
red the vessels for my people, and behold, 
there is no light in IhurA 

Behold, O Lord, wilt thou suffer that we 
shall cross this great water in darknefs? And 
the Lord said unto the brother of Jared, 
What will ye that I should do that ye may 
have light in your vessels! 

For behold, ye cannot have windows, for 
lliey wilt be dashed in pieces; neither shall 
ye take fire with you, for ye shall not go by 
the light of fire: for behold, ye shall be as a 
whale in the midst of the sea; for the moun- 
tain waves shall dash upon you. Neverthe- 
less, I will bring you up again out of the 
depths of the sea: for the winds have gone 
forth out of my mouth, and also the rains and 
the Hoods have I sent forth. 



And behold, I prepare you against these 
things: for howbeit, ye cannot cross this 
great deep, save I prepare you against the 
waves of the sea, and the winds which have 
gone forth, and the floods which shall come. 
Therefore what will ye that I should prepare 
for you, that ye may have light when swal- 
lowed up in the depths o( the seal 

BAPTISM, &c . 
In order to keep our minds jpfti proper chan- 
nel, and, that all men that would be saved, 
may have a full knowledge of the mode, and 
requisites of baptism, we make an extract 
from the book of Mormon. Before we com- 
mence it, it seems necessary, as it speaks of 
meeting together oft for fasting and prayer 
and partak ing the sacrament, to refer the 
readers to the commandment for keeping the 
Sabbath, published on the first page ot the 
second number of the Star; where they will 
observe, that it is a duty to meet every Sab- 
bath to pay their devotions, &c. to the Most 
High. It will be seen by reading this com- 
mandment, that by offering their oblations 
and their sacraments, unto the Most High, 
confessing their sins unto their brethren and 
before the Lord, is fasting and prayer, or in 
other words rejoicing and prayer. The Ex- 
tract: 

And now I speak concerning baptism.— 
Behold, elders, priests, and teacher* were 
baptized; and they were not baptized, save 
they brought forth fruit meet that they were 
worthy of it; neither did they receive any 
unto baptism, save they came forth with a 
broken heart and a contrite spirit, and wit- 
nessed unto the church that they truly re- 
pented of all their sins. And none were re- 
ceived unto baptism, save they took upon 
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them the name of Christ, hifting a determi- 
nation to serve him unto the end. 

And after that iiwy had been received unto 
the baptism, and were wrought upon and 
cleansed by the power of the Holy Ghost, 
Ibey were numbered among the people of the 
church of Christ, and their names were taken, 
that they might be remembered and nourish- 
ed by the good word of God, to keep them in 
the ri"ht way, to keep them continually 
Watchful unto prayer, relying alone upon the 
merit* of Christ, who was the author and the 
finisher of tbeir faith. 

And the church did mert together oft, to 
fast and to pray, and to speak one with ano- 
ther concerning the welfare of their souls; 
and they did meet together oft tc partake of 
bread and wine, in remembrance of the Lord 
Jesus; and they were strict to olncrre that 
there shoald be no iniquity among them; and 
whoso was found to commit iniquity, and 
three witnesses of the church did condemn 
them before the elders; and if they repented 
itot, and confessed not, their names were 
blotted out, and they were not numbered 
among the people of Christ; but as oft as 
they repented, and sought forgiveness, with 
real intent, they were forgiven. And their 
meetings were conducted t>y the church, af- 
ter the manner of the workings of the spirit, 
and by the power of the Holy Ghost: for as 
the power of the Holy Ghost led them wheth- 
er to preach, or exhort, or to pray, or to sup- 
plicate, or to sing, even so it was done. 

There are many true words spoken, but 
few heeded. As to the meaning of words, 
we are sensible, that many contradictions in 
terms exist, and will till wickedness is des- 
troyed, and the I'ure Language returned. 

The following close hit upon the present 
understanding of terms, appeared not long 
since in the Genius of Temperance: 
CIVILIZED AND SAVAGE. 

We would thank any body to define these 
two terms, and tell exactly what makes a 
savage, «ud what a civilized personage. — 
Among sieges, every man ia regarded as 
henest: in civilixed society, we are taught to 
regard all as rogue*. Among savages, if a 
family leave their wigwam to visit a neigh- 
bor, they put a stick against the door on the 
outside, to show the passer by they ore ab- 
sent: in civilised society, bars and bolts, and 
locks, are hardly sufficien* security. Savages 
manage their matters without prisons: civili- 
zation fills the country with them. 

Which, then, deserves to be considered 
birbarianai We have learned to read— and 
lavages have not: but we delight mere in 
reading things that tend neither to make us 
wiss, nor improve our morals, than in those 
which do— and where are we the better i— 
The fault, however, is rot in ejvilixation — 
but in the want of it: in our semi-savage tore 
of frippery and nonsense: in our ungoverned 
appetites, and uncultivated morals.

It ia very necessary thai the disciples of 
our Lord, especially those that have come up 
to the land of Zion fur an inheritance, and 
those that have hern planted in their inheri- 
tance, should have the word preached unto 
them, that Ihey may understand the peacca- 
ble things of the kingdom. WUm is profit- 
able for the saint*. Jeremiah said: The Lord 
is the true God, he is the living God, and an 
tvcrlastiu;; King; at his wrath the earth shall 
tremble, and the narions shall not be able to 
abide his indignation: he lath made the earth 
by his power, he hath established the world 
by his wisdom. And it is certainly impor- 
tant, that all who have coioe up to the land 
of Zion, professing to be the disciples of 
Christ, while blessed with knuwledge and 
wisdom from on hiyh, should be dictuted with 
wisdom enough, to walk in obedience to all 
the commandments, and observe all the stat- 
utes of their Lord, not by constraint but wil- 
lingly, that their reivard may be frein nbove. 

While in the world, surroui ded with fash- 
ions, vanities, abominations, and evil spirits, 
it cannot be expected that the members of the 
church of Christ, considering their opportu- 
nities to acquire know ledge, having but little 
time, or opportunity, with iho elders who de- 
clare the word to them, can be free from the 
world; neither is it expected that they will 
have a knowledge of the evil spirits which 
are abroad in the e arth, nor keep all the com- 
mandments, and have an understanding of 
all the statutes of the Lord, aa perfectly, as 
those who have been upon the land of Zion 
for years. Where much is given, much will 
be required. How important, then, that all 
walk perfectly, so that, when the destroying 
angel goes through, he may puss over them 
and not slay them. Not all that say Lord, 
Lord, shall enter into the kingdom. 

This being the lost generation of the wick- 
ed, before the Lord comes to his temple, sa- 
tan will exert himself, and use all his power 
to overthrow, or hinder 1 he progress of 
Christ's kingdom. Every deception, there- 
fore, that lie is master of, will be practiced, as 
far as he haa power, that he may deceive 
some, and lead them to destruction. John 
said in one of his epistles, supposed to have 
been written ninety-eight years aftrr the 
birth of our Lord: Believe not every spirit, 
but try the spirits whether they arc of God; 
because many false prophets are gone cut in- 
to the world. If false prophets, and evil spir- 
its were then in the world, what less ia to be 
expected now, since the world has bfen en- 
grossed in wickedness, and lain in darkness 
for ages; the sacred scriptures been robbed of 
their plainness, and man set himself up as a 
guide, to direct his follow beings to happiness 
by his own wisdom? Is it not important, 
that the disciples try the spirits, and lie re- 
minded continually of the word of the Lord 
to hit ancient disciples, when he said: — 
Watch, therefore, for ye know neither the 
day nor the hoar wherein the Son of Man 
cometh? For i^ is the pure in heart that 
■hall see God. 

After Paul had been writing to Timothy 
concerning things which would come to pass 
in the last days, he says: I charge thee there- 
fore before God, and the Lord Jesus Christ, 
who shall judge the quick and the dead at his 
appearing and hi* kingdom; preach the word, 



lie instant in season, and out of season; re- 
prove, rebuke, exhort, with all long tonering 
and doctrine. For the lime will come when 
they will not endure sound doctrine; but af- 
ter their own lusts they shall heap to them- 
s"!\'"s teachers, having itching cars; and they 
shall turn away their cars from the, truth, 
mid shall be turned unto fables. 

It might be well to bear in mind.JhatJPaul 
wsb then writing to the first bishop 01 the 
church at Kphcsu*. and notwithstanding he 
had previously written to his Ephesian bre- 
thren, reminding them of the great promises 
of the Lord, yet Timothy wus required to 
watch, and labor with all diligence, that l.e 
might be blameless, as some of them would 
not endure, but turn from the truth. And 
when Paul called the elders of the church at 
Ephesus, unto him at Miletus, w hich was the 
last time they saw his face in the flesh, he 
said: Take heed therefore unto yourselves, 
and to all the Hock, over which the^ Holy 
Ghost hath made you overseers, to feed the 
flock of God, which he hath purchased with 
his own Mood. For i know this, that alter 
my departing, shall grievous wolves enter in 
among you, not sparing the flock. Also of 
your own selrcs shall men arise, speaking 
perverse things, to draw away disciples after 
them. , 

After Paul had declared to his Kplienian 
brethren, that these who first trusted in 
Christ, should be to the praise of his glory, 
he rays: In whom ye also trusted, after that 
ye heard the word of truth, the gospel of 
your sal ration: in whom also, after that ye 
believed, ye were sealed with that Holy Spir- 
it of promise, which is the earnest of our in- 
heritance, until the redemption of the pur- 
chased possession, unto the praise of his glo- 
ry. This then, was the condition of one of 
the churches built up by the ancient apostles: 
some were sealed wilri the Holy Spirit of 
promise, and some would not endure sound 
doctrine; and even of the elders, Paul said, 
some should arise, speaking perverse things, 
to draw away disciples after them, A*.: so 
that Timothy was charged to reprove, rebuke 
and exhort, with all long suffering and doc- 
trine. And the Lord has said in these last 
days, that there will be foolish virgins among 
the wise until he comes. This has always 
been the case in the church of Christ on 
earth, more or less since the beginning, ex- 
cept in the days before the city of Enoch was 
taken to the bosom of the Father. 

To be prvpttred for the coming of the bride- 
groom, is an ull-intporlaut prepaialion; we 
muJT have oil in our vessels, and our lamps 
trimmed and burning. How necessary then, 
that we walk in humility before the Lords * 
this certainly is pteasing unto him, for if we 
walk so, he bestows his Spirit. In this con- 
dition we con search his holy commandments, 
ar.d learn our duty. For unless we keep all 
his commandments blameless with thanks- 
giving, we are not prepared to meet him. — 
By keeping his commandments, we have 'the 
promise of his blessings; and by keeping his 
commandments, we are endowed with the 
Comforter, and by it, we can try all the spir- 
its and know whether they ere of the Lord or 
not. 

To have the Spirit of the Lord always in 
our hearts, requires a perfect walk in his 
statutes. A thousand things may be imagin- 
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ed in our minds, and for an instant supposed 
to be of the Lord, but to bo certain, they 
must be compared with the word, and found 
lo agree. The creations of the Lord, roll in 
their regular courses, and the stars move in 
their beautiful order, and will till their time 
is fulfilled. So likewise With his word. If it 
has been written and tiealed up tbr ages: if it 
baa been kepi from the eyes of man from 
generation to generation, because of wirk-d- 
ness, when it is brought forth by his own 
gift and power, the san:e beauty will mani- 
fest itself in it, without n jar or discord, as in 
that which has been permitted to remain, and 
still more, as it is given in plainness. 

Ilverv good and perfect good is from above: 
every tiling that enlightens, every thing thnt 
invites to do good and persuades men to be- 
lieve in Christ, is sent forth by his gift and 
power; every spirit then manifested which 
edifies, is of the Lord, if he from whom it is 
manifested obeys his ordinances. 

As all were "not called, nor chosen fcr the 
same office, it behoves every disciple to 
watcli that they are not deceived. 0;ir Lord 
says: To some is given by the Holy Ghost, 
to know that Jesus ChriBt is the Son of God, 
and that he was crucified for the sins of the 
world; to others it is given lo believe on their 
words, that they also might have eternal life 
if they continue faithful. And arnin. to 
some it is given by the Holy Ghost lo know 
the differences of administration, as it will be 
pleasing unto the same Lord, according as 
the Lord wiil, suiting bis mercies according 
lo the conditions of the children of men. And 
again il is given by the Holy Ghost to some 
to know the diversities of operations, whether 
it be of God or not, so that the manifesta- 
tions of the Spirit may be given to every mar. 
to profit withal. 

As .ill have not the same gift, but to some 
it is given to discern all the gifts, lest some 
should be manifested and not be of the Lord, 
and thereby the church be deceived, wc be- 
seech nil the disciples to search diligently the 



order, lie says: Let all things be done unto 
edifying. .Moroni, in speaking of the man- 
ner of conducling meetings among the Ne- 
pliites when they were righteous, says, they 
were conducted alter the manner of the work- 
ings of the Spirit, and by the power of the 
Holy Chnst. 

In a revelation given for the instruction of 
the church in these last days, it reads: But 
notwithstanding thrse things which are writ- 
ten, it has always been given to the elders of 
my church from the beginning, and ever shall 
lie, to conduct all meetings as they are direct- 
ed and guided by the Holy Spirit. 

Again it reads; But y care commanded in 
all things lo risk of Clod who giveth liberally, 
and that which the Spirit testifies unto you, 
even so I would that ye should do in oil holi- 
ness of heart, walking uprightly before me, 
considering the end of your salvation, doing 
all things with pray it and thanksgiving, that 
ye may not be seduced by evil spirits, or doc- 
trines of devils, ortl.'O commandments of men; 
for some are of men, and others of devils. 

AVherefore, beware lest ye are deceived) 
and lhatye may not be deceived, seek ye ear- 
nestly the best gills, always remembering for 
what they are given; for veri ly I say unto 
you, they are given for the benefit of those 
who love me arid keep all my commandments, 
and him that seckethso lo do, that all may 
be benefitted, that seeketh or asketh of me, 
that asketh and not for a sign that he may 
consume il upon his lusts. 

There is much said about miracles, and 
thousand* suppose if they could see one per- 
formed, they would believe. When Moses 
had received the message from the Lord, 
while reeding the flocks of his lather- in- ktw 
at the mount Horeb, lie returned to Egypt, 
and in company with Aaron, called the el- 
der* ofllie children of Israel together, and 
performed titan signs m t| ic sight < f the peo- 
ple, which were given them of the Lord, and 
they bettered: and when fhey heard that the 
Lord has visited the children of Israel, and 



revelations, and [earn the order of the king- 1 that he had looked upon iheir afliiction, then 
dom of our heavenly Father. In this way they bowed their heads and worshipped. But 



weaballbe preserved frumcvil, and delivered 
I'rorn seducing spirits and doctrines of devils, 
and the commandments and precepfs of men. 
Evert thing in the church of God must be 
conducted in order, according to the authori- 
ty of the officos which he has given: fur these 
all were given for the perfecting of the saints, 
for the work of the ministry, for the edifying 
of the body of Christ. 

In this way, while wc are taught from the 
revelation*, and guided by the Holy Spirit, 
we are strengthened, and grow up in all 
things, into him who is uurhead, even Christ; 
and when the rains descend, and the Hoods 
come, and the winds blow, we shall not be 
harmed neither moved. But if we deviate 
from his word, and hold not his sacred oracles 
carefully, we have not the assurance of his 
protection from the storm of tbe enemy, who 
is siirred up in great anger, knowing he has 
but a short time. 

ltrctruires mueh time and study lo lean all 
the commandments of the Lord; but when wc 
have learned them, they will profit us, for 
I hey are sure. 

Wc may readily sec by ihe 14th chapter of 
Paul's first epistle lo the Corinthians, that he 
was careful of sacred things, and preserved 



when they were performed before Pharaoh, 
he said: Who is Die Lord, that I should obey 
his voice lo let Israef got I know not Ihe 
Lord, neither will I lei Israel go. 

It would s?em that some among fhe ser- 
vants of Pharaoh believed the word of the 
Lord by Moses, when the hail was about to 
come upon the Egyptians, for they caused 
that their cattle ami their servants should 
flee into the lioi-ses. And also, whpn Ihe 
locusts were to be sent into the coasts of 
i'_ I. soma of t!i" servants of Pharaoh said: 
How long shall this man be a snare unto usT 
let the men go, that they may serve the Lord 
their Cod: knowest thou not yet that Egypt 
is destroyed I 

Here we have a sample how far signs and 
wonders, and even judgments, convince man- 
kind, or thewicked, of the existenceand pow- 
er of God. 

When Moses visited his brethren the chil- 
dren of Israel, when he was forty years old, 
he supposed they would have understood 
how tltat God by his hand would deliver 
them; but they understood not: and in con- 
sequence of his avenging one who was op- 
pressed, he was obliged lo flee. BuJ after 
remaining in the land of Midian forty years, 
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the children of Israel by thin lime, wore (ram- 
bled by oppression, and heavy burdens, so 
that, whin the message from lie Lord came, 
tiicy trtn ready to believe: but Pharaoh in 
I. is pride, said: Who U the Lordt ai d *ai 
drivni on in his wickedness and hardnr ss oj 
heart, until he, and hia mighty host, were 
drowned in the Red Sea. 

After the children of Israel were saved 
fro;.i tiu jiw.-cr of their WWtaiw brought 
forth into the deaert: led with angel's food, 
and with quaiin lo Iheir Gil; the Cord goiag 
before then by day in a pillar of cloud, to 
lead li.em: ami by night in a pillar of fire, to 
give (hem light: after healing the voice of 
the living Cj..,l in tit; thunder lrom Sinai, and 
even Aaron, *\ada'j, and Ahiliu, with seven- 
ty of lh« ciders of Israel, went up with Mo- 
tet, where they taw the God of Isracb after 
Moses had gone up ir.to the mount lo receive 
the precious oracles from hia own hand, be- 
cause he delayed to r.oma down, they took 
their gulden ear-rings, fashioned them with a 
graving tool, after thsv had n:ade Ifiein a 
molten caf. and said: fiiese be thy ffods, O 
lsra»l, which brought thee up out of t he land 
ofEgvpt. 

Paul, at the close of hi? epinlle lo hii bre- 
thren at Hune, says: Whatsoever things 
were written aforetime, were written for our 
learning. Pet r, in hia second epistle, says, 
that the Loul turned the cities of Sodom und 
Gomorrah into ashes, condemned them with 
an overthrow, making them an ensample un- 
to those that after should lire ungodly. If 
the Kiin'.s mi the days of CV.ul, could ham by 
those things which were written before them, 
and if the Lord made ensaMiples of the wicked 
by destroying them in the days of old, would 
it not be wisdom for Mose who are favored 
with the oracles of Go.l in these last days, lo 
beware and held them eareful'yl 

After the children of Israel were brought to 
mount Sinai, the Lord said unto Moses, — 
Thus (halt thou say to the house of Jacob, 
and tell the children of Isra"l; ye have seen 
what I did unto 1I13 Egyptians, and how 1 
bare yo<; M eagle's wings, and brought you 
unto myself. Now therefore, if ye will obey 
my voice indeed, and keep my covenant, then 
ye slia'l be a peculiar treasure unto me above 
all people: for nil the earth is mine. And ye 
ahe.tt br unto me a kingdom of priests, and a 
holy nation. 

Bui Ihey despised the promised rest, and 
in their h art., turned back into Egypt, and 
rejected eigns atid wonders; and after forty 
years travel, were permitted to enter the 
land of Canaan. In these bud days their see,/ 
sfifl b- .vain brought (o in hen! the same 
land, the righteous among all nationa be 
gathered according to the word of the Lord, 
end those who keep his commandments, sec 
his face, while thorn who will not, perish. 

Having token sufficient from the history of 
the ancients, to show t he dealings of the 
Lord with then, by all these examples we 
may in our day receive instruction. In fact, 
it only neMs a careful examination of the re- 
cords of olden time, lo c< nvince the unpreju- 
diced and sincere, that gr'al things await the 
inhabitants of the cs.-lh in the last days. 

Much is said ia our day relative to the lit- 
e ral fulfilment of ancient prophecy. Some 
uSicrt, that the ancient prophecies arc to be 
Qttrnlj fulfilled. Others say, that those 
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pointing to 1I1O coming of the Messiah, \Tkit 
to be, and were literally fulfilled, bul the re- 
mainder of the prophecies, contained in the 
bible, are to hi Spiritually undeistood, and 
that they are not to bo fulfilled literally, or 
are not to take place as tliey read, according 
as they were spoken by Uic mouths of thu- 
prophcts. 

VVc find a prophecy contained ia the l ?llv 
cl.apler of Dciiterouomy, spoken by Moses, 
thus, 1 will raise them up a Prophet [tin 
children of Israel] from among their breth- 
ren, like unto thee. In the third chapter of 
the Acts. Peter says, this is he [I'lirUtJ o!"i 
whom Moses spake. Thus we sec, that the 
words of Mores coacerninft the tuning of 
Christ, were literally fulfilled. Peter says, 
further, that it shall come to pass, that every 
soul which will not hear that prophet shall 
be detlrorcd from among the people. A parr 
of that prophecy, so far as it related to the 
firiil coming of Christ, then, according lo the 1 
scriptures, has been fulfilled as it was spoken; 
end who will say that the remainder shalt 
not bet 

Isaiah said, Behold, a Virgin shall con- 
ceive and bare a Son, and shall call his nanio 
Imiuanuel. This prophecy, according tt> 
.Matthew, was literally mldlied, probably be- 
tween sever> and eighl hundred years alter i: 
was spoken. 

The ward of the Lord lo the Israelites, was. 
that they should be scattered if they rejected' 
his word; and in the 17th chapter ol 11 Kings, 
ire learn that they were led away captive 
out of their own lands, The Jews were ad- 
monished from time to lime, and the Lord 
raid that they should he carried captive to 
llabylon, and ac cowling to the scriptures, ii» 
the days of Zecfckiah their king, they were, 
lie also snid that they should return and re- 
build Jerusalem, & after twenty seven years' 
captivity, this promise was literally fulfilled. 

In five hundred and thirty years from tho 
end of their captivity, the Savior was born in- 
P>ethlehem of Judea, as Matthew says: for 
thus il is written by the prophet. And thou 
Delhlehem in the land of Judea, arc not the 
least among the princes of Judnh: fot*ut of 
theo shall come a Governor, thai shall ruin 
my people Israel. 

Micah, who probably delivered the above 
prophecy, lived in the days of Isaiah, as it 
will be seen by the commencement of the 
two books.' ludced, his colics very near the 
words recorded in Matthew. He says, But 
thou, Itethlebem Ephratab, though thou be> 
little among the thousands of Judah, yet out 
of thee shall he come forth unto me that ia to 
be llulcc in Israel: whose goings forth have 
been from of old, from everlasting. 

When Christ rode into Jerusalem, Matthew 
savs all this was done, that it might be ful- 
filled which was spoken by ths prophet, say- 
ing, Tell ye the daughter of Sion, Behold, 
thy King cometh unto thee, meek, and set- 
ting upon an ass, ard a colt the foal of au 
ass. Zechariah, from whose prophecy the 
above no doubt is taken by Matthew, lived at, 
or near Ihe time of the return of the Jews 
from Babylon, and is the only prophet in the 
bible, who mentions a prophecy of this, or of 
similar kind, of our Savior's entering Jerusa- 
lem riding upon a beast. 

He says, Rejoice greatly, O daughter of 
Zioti, shout. O daughter of Jerusalem: be-

bold, thy King couieth unto thee: he ia just, 
and having solvation; lowly, and riding upon 
an ass, and upon a coit the foal of an ».». — 
This then, has been literally fulfilled. The 
Lord has rode into Jerusalem according to the 
word <i f lh" proplft, amid acclamations of 
iny from the multitude, saying, HofaaMto 
the son of IUvhI! Blttira ia L« dial cntuelh 
in the name of the Lord: Hosannu in Ike 
laMmtl 

MSm U>* Savior '.vaa eruci.'eJ. svhcu in- 
structing his disciples concerning the de- 
struction of Jerusalem, and tin- signs of his 
roming. be says, There shall be great distress 
in the land, and wrath upon llus. people. — 
fThe Jcas. 1 And (hey shell i-ill by the edge 
of the swi-J, MM shall be hd uaav captive 
ic.tosU nalious: and Jerusalem shall he trod- 
den down al" the Oentilca, until the liny, a of 
the Gentile* be fulfilled, The prophecy cun- 
crnins llie destruction of Jerusalem, ai d ihe 
wittering of lib* Jews, wa» literally fulfilled. 
All who are acquainted wiihlhe hisiorv of

from the pjver of barbrr.iin. 

In these quotations, ire I'ave a plain w.m- 
pie or' the lit' nil fulfillment of ancient pio- 
phecy: and not finding any rule directing 
them" to bo understood dihirejit, given by ; 
these from whose mouths they were deliver- 
ed, the rule.' of meu formed by their o« n wis- 
dom, certainly must fail lo establish ihe prin- 
ciple in'JJie third of the di igJnt searcher af- 
ter truth, I hat they were ever designed by 
the great Author of them, to he understood 
in tlie least, cn;,lrit)' fioui what I hey were 
actually spoken, by those who spake movrd 
by thelloJy Cho.st 

Many pa* ables were *pok?n by our Savior, 
and many figures, types, sitmliludis, &c., 
were sent forth by the ancient prophet*. We 
conclude then, ilml a pi.irable is lo be laJMK 
or understood and applied as a [arable: und 
that figures, tvpea, or similitudes, are to be 
understood and applied an such. But if tb' 
plain wor:i oi'Ciod, without a parol!?, B*lthob1 
a. similitude, anJ without type, spoken to 
jn.in, with all the fulfilment ot "bin prophe- 
cy which em hat b-. n from the Ivgiuning 
to Christ, an I from that time to the pfaent, 
for examples, i» not now. in 11. e-e 'i-i days 
lo be literally fulfdrd, then certainly a change 
has taken plaa>, and llie Lord is * respecter 
to persons, nn.j dealt better with our fill ds 
than with us! bat this i« not the fuse: he ev- 
ei remains unchangeably ihr r.r.ne. 

The pf'iphel that said, rejoice greatly, O 
daughter of Zinu; tjioul, O daughter of Je- 
naalenu be hoi I, thy Kin; eomcih untolliee: 
he ia just, and having salvation, l-r-wly. and 
lining upon an ass, and upon " ooll ttt* foal 
of an as«: which was lili-riliy fcliill-ad: also 
■aid: Behold, the day of the Lord cmneth, 
and thy spoil shall be divided in the midst of 
the". Fori will gather all nations against 
Jerusalem to buttle: and Ihe city shall Is- la-

Ir'lh" Ust quotation ia to be literally fulfil- 
led, then certainly ihe Lord himself will coma 
upon the earth oiice more for the salvation 
of bis people, and according lo the word of 
the prophet, set his feel again upon the 
mount ofOHvej before ihe eity of Jerusalem. 
That lb* rapliaity spoken of by Zechariah. 
dose not m<-an the destruction of Jercsalnn 
by Tilur, is plai", b«-aiif • ihen tbe n: | 
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utterly destroyed, and according to the word 
of the Savior to lii« apostles before lie was 
crucified, the Jen's were led captive into all 
nations: when at the time, of which Zecha- 
riah speakf, only a half of the city is to go 
into captivity, while the residue are not to be 
cut ofT from the city. 

At the lime when the Lord sets his feet np- 
on the mount of Olives, agTCCable to Zecha- 
riali, and the mount divides so as to form a 
valley, he further says, [speaking of the in- 
habitants] And ye "shall flee to the valley of 
the mountains; lor the valley of the moun- 
tains shall reach unto Azal: yea, ye shall 
flee, like as ye (led from before the earthquake 
in the days of l.'zziah king of Judah: Ann 
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saints with tiii:e. And it shall come to pass 
m that dav, thai lbs light shall not be clear 
nor dark: but it shall be one day which shall 
be known to the Lord, not day, nor night: 
but it shall come to pass, that at evening 
time it shall be light. 

If ihis proohecy is to lie literally fulfilled 
yet, and the following which immediately 
succeeds it will also show that it has not been: 
then the inhabitants of the eonh may rely 
upon the certainty of the Savior's ranking hi* 
appearance in person from heaven. Zeciia- 
riah further Eays, And it shall come lo pass 
in that day, that living waters shall go out 
from Jerusalem: half oftktlB toward Hie for- 
mer sea, and half of (hem toward the hinder 
sea: in summer and in winter shall it be. — 
And the Lord shall be King over all the 
earth: in that day there shall be one Lord, 
and his name one. 

All the land shall he turner! as a plain from 
Geba to Rirumon, Fouth of Jerusalem: and it 
shall be lifted up, and inhabited in her place, 
from Benjamin** gale unto the place of lite 
first gate, unto the corner gale, und from the 
lower of llanancel unto the king'swine-pres- 
ses. And men shall dwell in it, and there 
shall be no more otter destruction; but Jeru- 
salem shall be safely inhabited. 

All who are acquainted with the situation 
of Jerusalem, know that there is but the small 
brook of Cedron, which takes its rise there, 
and that empties into the sea of Sodom, or 
the lake of Sirbon, anciently called, now cal- 
led the Dead Sea. But the prophet said, 
that living waters should go out from Jerusa- 
lem in summer and in winter, half toward 
the former sea, and half toward the hinder 
sea. Ezekiei who was among the captive 
Jews in the land of Chaldea, after giving a 
description of the re-settling of the Israelite* 
in the land of Canaan in the last days, and 
alter giving a plan, or description of the house 
of the Lord then to be built, says, Afterward 
he brought me again unto the door of the 
house; and, behold, waters issued out from 
under the ihreshhold of the house eastward: 
for the fore front of the house stood toward 
the east, ami the waters came down from 
under, from the right side of the house, at 
the south side of Ihe altar. Then brought 
he rneout of the way of the gale northward, 
and led me about the way without unto the 
outer gate by the way that looketh eastward, 
and, behold, there ran out waters on die right 
side. And when the man that had the line in 
his hand went forth eastward, he measured a 
thousand cubils, and he brought me through 
the waters; the waters were to the ancles. — 



Again he measured a thousand, and brought 
me tlirough the waters: the waters were to 
the knees- Again he measured a thousand, 
and brought me through; the waters were lo 
the loins. Afterward he measured a thousand; 
and it was a river that I could not pass over: 
lor the waters were risen; waters to swim in; 
a river that could not be passed over. 

From the prophecy o( Ezekiei then, we al- 
so leurn, that a' change is to take place at 
Jerusalem, if his prophecy is yet to be fulfil- 
led; and that it yet remains lo be fulfilled, 
must be admitted" from the fac ts, that those 
waters mentioned, do not now flow; and, that 
the land of Palestine has never been divided 
into inheritances for the whole twelve lribe» 
of Israel, as mentioned by him, since they 
were led awny captive by Shalmam ser king 
of Assyria in the days of Hcshea king of Is- 
rael, ssven hundred and between twenty and 
thirty years before Christ came in the flesh. 

From this prophecy of Zeehariah, if we 
mar understand htm as it is written, we may 
conclude, that the Lord is coming on earth 
yet before the end, and, that from the city of 
Jerusalem, where now risiis the the small 
stream Cedron, living waters will go out 
from thence in summer and in winter; and 
according to Ezekiei, they will be a great 
river. A material change will also lake place 
with the countrv south of Jerusalem accord- 
ing lo Zeehariah. The city is now situated 
on a rocky mountain, on all sides of which 
are steep ascents, except toward the north. 
But he says, all the land shall be turned as a 
plain from Gebba to Riramon, soulh of Jeru- 
salem: and it shall he lifted op, and inhabited 
in her place. Men shall dwell therein safely ; 
and utter destruction shall no more be known. 

Again, Ihe prophet that said, A virgin 
shall conceive and bare a Son, also said, Je- 
rusalem is ruined, and Judah is fallen; be- 
cause their tongue and their doings are against 
the Lord, to provoke the eyes of his glory.— 
He further says, Through the wrath of (die 
Lord of Hosts is the land darkened, and the 
people shall be as the fuel of the Src: no man 
shall spare hie brother. And he shall snateh 
on the right hand, and be hungry: and he 
shall eat on the left hand, and they shall not 
be satisfied: they shall eat every man the 
flesh of his own arm: Manasseh, Kjihraini: 
and Ephraim, Mauasaeh: and they together 
shall be against Judah. 

But he says, it shall come lo pass that the 
earth shall be full of (be Jmowiedge of ttie 
Lord, as the waters cover "lie Bea- And in 
that day there sliall be a root of Jesse, which 
shall stand for an ensign or the j'eople; lo it 
shall the Gentile* seek: and his rest shall be 
glorious. And it shall come to pass in that 
day, that the Lord Bhall set his hand again 
the second lime lo recover the remnant of his 
people which shall be left, from Assyria, and 
from Egypt, and trom Pathros, & from Cusli, 
and from Elam, and from Shinar, and from 
llamath, and from the islands of the sea. — 
And he shall set up an ensign for the na- 
tions, and shall assemble the outcasts of Isra- 
el, and gather together the dispersed of Ju- 
dah from the four corners of the earth. Tho 
envy also of Ephraim shall depart, and 
the adversaries of Judah shall be cut off; 
Ephraim Bhall not envy Judah, and Jddah 
shall not vex Ephraim. If this prophecy is 
to be literallv fulfilled, then the Lord will yet 
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gather the Israelites from Iheir dispersion, as 
Isaiah further says, 

The Lord will have mercy on Jacob, and 
yet choose Israel, and set them in their own 
land: and the strangers shall he joined with 
them, and they shall cleavo to the house of 
Jacob. And the people shall take them, and 
bring them to their place: and the house of 
Israel shall possess them in the land of the 
Lord for servants and handmaids: and they 
shall take litem captives, whose captives they 
were; and they shall rule over their oppres 
sors. 

I'erhaps some may think, thai the last quo- 
tation was fulfilled when the Jews returned 
Irom Babylon. But it will be recollected, 
that the house of Israel, as the ten tribes were 
called after their revolt from the house of Da- 
vid in the commencement of the re'gn of Re- 
hoboam the son of Solomon, were not led to 
Babylon, but were taken away more than 
one hundred years before the Babylonish cap 
livily. And "that this prophecy cannot he ap- 
plied to the Jews, will be admitted from the 
fact, that when they returned from Babylon, 
they neither took those captives, whose cap- 
tives they were, nor did they rule over their 
opprcssois. 

Some may suppose, that if the above pro- 
phecy of the return of Israel, when they were 
to rule over their oppressors, does not mean 
the return of the Jews from Babylon, it is to 
t>° understood in a spiritual sense, or in some 
manner different from the plain words. But 
It can besefii in the preceding chapter, that 
the destruction of Babylon is spoken of by 
the Lord by the mouth of the prophet, where 
lie says, 

Behold, I will stir up the Medes against 
them, which shall not regard silver; and as 
lor gold, they shall not delight in it. Their 
bows shall dash the young men to pieces: 
and they shall have no pity on the fruit of 
the womb; their eye shall not spare children. 
And Babylon, the glory of kingdoms, the 
beauty of the Chaldees' excellency, shall be 
as when God overthrew Sodotn and Gomor 
rak. It shall never be inhabited, neither shall 
it be dwelt in from generation to generation; 
neither shall the Arabian pitch tent there, 
neither shall the shepherds make their folds 
there: but wild beasts of the desert shall lie 
there; and their luousos shall be full of dole- 
ful creatures; and owls shall dwell there, and 
Satyrs shall dance there. And the wild 
beasts of the islands shall cry in their deso- 
late house*, f.nd dragons in their pleasant 
palaces; and Iter time is near to come, and 
her days shall not he prolonged. 

It can be seen from Daniel, that this pro- 
phecy upon Babylon, so far a« related to its 
being taken by the Modes, took place in the 
' <ya of BeUhazzar the son of Nehuchadnei- 
*ar; and Ilia! it h?.s long remained desolate, 
a habitation for dragons, and a court for 
owls, a lasting monument of the literal ful- 
filment of ancient prophecy, cannot but he 
admitted by all. Not a spire, not a tower, 
not a palace, nor scarce a wall, or even a 
stone remain vi.-ihle, to show where once 
stood the ancient and splendid city Re. by Ion, 
the glory of kingdoms, the beauty of the 
Chaldees' excellency. 

From Isaiah then, we find the prophecy of 
the coming of the Messiah, and the destruc- 
tion of Babvlon; and we find from others, that 



both were literally fulfilled. If we are to un- 
derstand that the remainder of hie prophecy 
is to be literally fulfilled, (and be has lefl no 
rule to the contrary) then certainly, the chil- 
dren of Israel may lift up their heads and re- 
joice, for they will yet he gathered. For the 
prophet, after saying that the carlli should 
be full of the knowledge of the Lord, and that 
the Lord should set his hand again the se- 
cond time to recover the remnant of his peo- 
ple, says, that the Lord shall utterly destrt.y 
the tongue of the Egyptian sea; and with Ins 
mighty wind shall he shake his hand over the 
river, and shall smite it in the seven streams, 
and make men go over dry-shod. .And there 
shall be a highway for the remnant of his peo- 
ple, which shall he left, from Assyria: like as 
it was to Israel in the day that tie came up 
out of the land of Egypt. 

When the defenced city is desolate, Ihe 
habitation forsaken, and left like a wilder- 
ness, Isaiah says, It shall come to pass in 
that day,thot the Lord shall beat off from the 
channel of the river unto the stream of Egypt, 
and ye shall be gathered one by one, O ye 
children of Israel. And it shall come to pass 
in that day, that the gTeal trumpet shall be 
blown, and tiiey shall come which were rea- 
dy to perisliui the land of Assyria, and the 
outcasts in OsVland of Egypt, and shall wor- 
ship the Lord in the holy mount at Jerusa- 
lem. 

The Lord also snys by Isaiah, Upon the 
land of my people shall conie up thorns and 
briers, yea, upon all the houses of the joy- 
ous city: because the palaces shall be forsa- 
ken; the multitude of the city shall be left; 
the forts and towers shall be tor dena forever, 
a joy of wild asses, a pasture of nocks, until 
the Spirit be poured upon us from on high, 
and Ihe wilderness be a fruitful field, and (he 
fruitful field be counted for a forest. Then 
judgment shall dwell in the wilderness, and 
righteousness remain in the fruitful field.— 
And the work of righteousness shall be peace; 
and the effect of righteousness, quietness and 
assurance forever. And my people shall 
dwell in a peaceable habitation, and in sure 
dwellings, and in quiet resting places, when 
it shall nail coming down on the forest; and 
the city shall be low in a low place. 

From these prophecies lb. n, we conclude, 
that if the Lord ever brought the children of 
Israel out from Egypt, and divided the wa- 
ters that they might pass over in the days of 
Moses; even so in the last days he will gath- 
er them again, and according to the prophet, 
smite the river in the seven streams, or beat 
off from the channel of the river unto the 
stream of Egypt, and cause them to pass 
over dry-shod. If Jerusalem and the land of 
Judea, were inhabited in ancient days by the 
children of Israel, even so in the last days 
they will be again. 

For the Lord has said, Awake, awake; put 
on thy strength, O Ziou: put on thy beauti- 
ful garments, O Jerusalem, the holy city: for 
henceforth there shall no more come into 
thee the uncircumcised and unclean, Again 
he says, Break forth into joy, sing together 
ye waste places of Jerusalem: for the Lord 
hath comforted his people, he hath redeemed 
Jerusalem. 

If the Lord ever made his appearance m 
the flesh, was born in Bethlehem of Judea, 
rode into Jerusalem, was smitten upon the 
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■heck, slain upon the crass, roes from the 
dead n::J ueer-dfd cn high according lo the 
■eriptures, then in these lost deya he will ret 
his feet upon the mount of I, lives, deliver 
Jim pepple, that Jerusalem become a quiet 
'habitation, and no more h} destroyed. Kor 
wSe prophet said, Tii3 Lord my God shall 
co em and all I he saints with the*: Tims will 
lie com? iis the clouds of heaven with power 
and great glory: and while the sour.d goes 
for tii, Prepare lo meet tl>o Bridegroom, we 
beseech all the dieeiplee oi' our Lord to he al- 
so ready. For the lime is at hand when ev- 
ery valley shall b; exalted, and every moun- 
tain and bill shall ?lnll lie made low, and the 
crooked shall he i.iad: slraigiit, and the rough 
places plain: and the glory of the Lord si all 
bs revealed, anJ all flesh shall sue it together, 
PPJuremoulii of the Lord hath spoken it, 

Kor the time is Rt hand, when the Loid 
will bring again the captivity of Jacob's tents 
and have Eoercj en his dwelling places: for 
thus cays the Lord by the prophet, the city 
■halt be buitJcd upon her own heap, and the 
paloce shall remain a it '.J the manner thereof.

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SAINT JOHN. 

Jt is generally admitted that Saint John 
wrote bis book of Revelation* in I lie year 'Jti 
after the birth ofthe Savior. There has been 
much said by many on the import of the two 
following v.rses, viz: For I testily nolo eve- 
ry man that heareth the words of the pro- 
phecy of this bonk, If ~ny man shall add un- 
to these things, God shall ndd unto him the 
plapu.es that are written in this book: and if 
any man shall lake uiray fioin the words of 
the book of this pr»phecy, God shall take 
avnv bis part out ol the book of life, and out 
of tlie holy city, and from the things which 
ore written in this book. 

Now let the reader take notice, that the 
words of the prophecy of this book, meant 
the Revelation of Saint John, i:n'l nut t :;e 
whole bible, as some have endeavored to make 
the world believe. 

If John meant nnv olliT booi than bis Re- 
velation, it would have been belter for him 
to have written his gospel and his epistle s 
flrat: But the Index to the Hoi* Bible, which 
is appended to many Great Bibles, has Ibis 
information: Saint John is banished into the 
isle ofPalmos by Domilian, and there re- 
ceives and writes Via Revelation. After the 
death of Ooniitiau St. John returns to Kpbc- 
sus, and at the request of the church writes 
his gospel. 

The fact is, the vari*i)e books of the bible 
were not put together, in form, for many hun- 
dred years after John wrote the Revelations, 
and when authorized to be translated into 
English, by king Jumcs, tint translators re- 
jected some books, as doubtful, uud admitted 
others with a Etunll majority of one or two 
voles, as is said, and all ibis, loo, without a 
prophet to inquire of the Lord, and know 
what was rijrht. 

John am* the beloved disciple of the Lord, 
and wo^B never be the tirst to break the lie- 
vela. ions of his Savior. 

Again: to show that the above quoted ver- 
ses meant the book of Revelations, it is thus 
written in the tenth chapter, And I went un- 
to the angel, and said unto him, Give me 
the little book. And he said unto me, Take 
it, and eat it up; and it shall make thy belly 
bitter, but it shall be in thy mouth sweet as 
honey. 

And 1 look the little b*«k out of t,.e angel's 
hand, and ate il up; and it was n my mouth 
sweet as honey: and as soon as 1 had eaten 
it my belly was bitlei.

Jesus saith unto him, If I will that he tar- 
ry till I come, 'vhat is that to thee, Follow 
lliou rae. • 

Then went this saving abroad among the 
brethren, that that disciple should not die: 
yet Jesus said not unto him, Me shall not 
die; but if I will that he tarry till I come, 
what is that to tbeel 



In one of the late rivelations to the church 
in these last days, it is thus given of what 
was said: And the Lord said untu me, John 
my beloved, what desireet thou? and I said 
Lord, give unto me power thul I may bring 
souls unto thee. And the Lord said unto 
me: Verily, Verily I say unto thee, because 
thou desiredst this, thou shall tarry till 1 come 
in my glory. 



EXTRACT OE A LETTER. 

Rutland, Pa. March 1!), Ic33. 

Dour brethren in Xion, peace from God the 
Father and our Lord Jesus Christ, be with 
you all. I rejoice much fur what my ears 
hear and my eyes see, ofthe rising &. spread- 
ing glory of'Zion in thse last days. 

As the mild rays ofthe sin. poured forth 
upon the carl!,, causes vegetation to spring 
up, even so the rays that shine from Ziun's 
hill, upon a benighted world, cause the fruits 
of righteousness *o put lurth hi many parts of 
ourland: And » bile we arc yet struggling 
in the midst of spiritual Babylon, to save our 
souls, and them that hear us, il rejoices our 
hearts and feasts our souls, lo hear through 
the medium of your Slar, the sin ej'ss of our 
brethren who are also Laboring in the vine- 
yard, and have seul up their accounts to the 
land of Zion. 

Now, inasmuch as it is requested in your 
paper, that the elders abroad should do thus, 
we, therefore take this opportunity to inform 
you, that we, through the grace of God, have 
shared a measure of the blessing shed forth 
iu his new and everlasting covenant. About 
forty-fiv<- have been baptized into the church 
whi-re 1 live.. Some havt> set out for the lund 
ofijion, and nenrly all the rest are ready to 
go up this spring. 

I was baptized one year affo from last June, 
and after a clos; trial of about three weeks 
respecting the revel&Upno and Ihe gathering 
lo Zion, my mind became clear, ami 1 was 
ordained an elder in the church of Christ. 

In the fall following, I went with brothers 
Potter and Bovveu to Shaftsbury, Vermont, 
where a tew received the work. In the win- 
ter several of us went toMendon, New York, 
and the work of the Lord commenced here. 
From thence we went to Warsaw, then to 
Lake Erie, and home by the way of Angelica, 
preaching the word, and blessed be the name 
of the Lord, signs lollowed them that believ- 
ed; insomuch that some who were sick was 
healed, aud some spake with tongues and 
glorified God. 

Last summer four of us from Rutland, and 
iwo dam Mend m, went to the province of 
Upper Canada. We landed at Kingston, and 
labored at Eruest town and its vicinity. Here 
thousands flocked lo hear the slrauge news: 
even so that the houses could not contain the 
multitude, and we had to repair lo the groves. 
Hundreds were searching the scriptures to 
see if these things were so. Many were part- 
ly convinced, and some were wholly so when 
we left, and a small church was founded 
there. We have heard since we came away, 
that the cause ofthe Lord was prosjiering in 
that region. 

Brother Miller, an elder that has traveled 
with me in the two last routes, has baptized 
about twenty. I have babtized, in all, 35; 
nine in Rutland and Sullivan; four in Colum- 
bia; seven in Troy and three in Canton, Pa.; 
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five in Shaftsbury, Vermont; one in Chenan- 
go, and one in Mendon, New York, and five 
in Lrnest town, l ; pper Canada. 

We have labored under some disadvantage, 
not having instructions till within a few 
months past, respecting this great work, oilier 
than the Articles, book of Mormon, and the 
Comforter. But we remember, that where 
much is given, much is required, Jfc where little 
is given, little in required: Therefore hy the 
grace ot God, we mean to improve the lal-nt, 
or talents that we have received, that we may 
gain other talents: Hence we would call up- 
on our brethren in Zion. from whence the 
light is to How, and the law is to proceed, to 
remember us in Babylon, and lot the strong 
bear the infirmities of the weak. Pray the 
heavenly Falner to open an effectual door 
for us. to make our escape from the midst of 
spiritual wickedness, to the place of the name 
of the Lord of Hosts, the mount Zion. 

We rejoice that the time has come, that 
the Lord has set his hand again the second 
time to gather Ids elect. That he has alrea- 
djr set up his ensign and lifted the standard 
for the gathering of the nations; that the cov- 
enants and promises made to the fathers, 
concerning the remnant.) of Ida p> ople, might 
be fulfilled. 

And above all, we have great reason to re- 
joice, that we, as Gentiles, have the privi- 
lege of receiving the light manifested for their 
restoration: &, by entering into the covenant, 
we may become the spiritual children of 
Abraham, and with Isra"l partake of the fat- 
ness and the fulness of the Olive tree. 

We long to see the lime when we can see 
the tribes of Israel's remnants, coming up to

The city of Florence stands in a delightful 
and ex'eimive plain, fruitful, and filled with 
line country places. The river Arno runs 
through it, over which are four fine bridges 
of stone: that called the Eour Seasons has 
four large statues of marble, representing the 
four seasons of the year, at one end. It has 
but three arches, the vaults of which are al- 
most flat: they are the admiration of archi- 
tects. The work is of Michael Angelo Bo- 
narotli. 

Florence is near six miles in circuit, and 
contains above 90,(100 souls, and as many in 
its territory. We most not expect to meet 
streets for palaces, like the Strada Nuova in 
Genoa, but it is a city so nobly adorned, that 
a certain person with justice remarked, it 
ought only to be shown on holy-days. Its 
streets are Bpacious, well paved with large 
flat stones, called pietra forte, of which most 
of the houses are likewise built. 

Its innumerable palaces, churches, Ac. are 
perfect models of architecture. It contains 
122 churches, 89 convents, 22 hospitals, 16 
public pillars, 2 pyramids, 4 bridges, 7 foun- 
tains, 17 squares, and 160 public statues, 



agreeable to the information of my guide. — 
Its walls are in tolerable repair, but its 
strength consists chiefly in three fortresses: 
the first of five bastions, the other two falling 
into decay. They are calltd Belvidere, San 
Minalo, and San Ciovani, (or SL John.) — 
The Dome or Cathedral called our Lady del 
Fiore, is an iaunensejj large Gothic edifice, 
founded in the year IKSM. 

It is covered with marble, both within and 
without, is ISO fret loi;g, and to the cross 
on the globe upon the dome, 380 feet high; 
it is paved with fine marble: the choir r« sur- 
rounded with pillars of marble, and with a 
great many figures of the same material. — 
Over the high altar, allof marble, appears our 
iSarior in Ins sepulchre, supported by Piety, 
in while marble: above is God the Father, 
holding a book in his hand. On the other 
side of the altar is .Adam and Eve, covered 
with a leaf, standing under the Tree of Life, 
exquisitely carved in fine marble; all execu- 
ted, as well as the high altar itself, by Ban- 
dinello. 

Against the huge pillars in the church, 
stand the Twelve Apostles, curiously carved. 
That of St. James, by Sansovin, is most ad- 
mired. One of St. Antonius of a gigantic 
size, is very well executed. Here are many 
monuments of great men, as of Dante, the 
Tuscan Poet; ol ' Marsilius Ficinus, the mod- 
ern great Platonic philosopher, with his epi- 
taph. Michael Angelo used to admire the 
cupola as an octagon 900 feet high. Each 
side of the octagon is 75 feel broad. A re- 
presentation of the Last Judgment is painted 
on the inside of it by Zuccharo and Laiari; 
the outside is richly gilt- above the dome ia a 
high capital upon pillars of white marble. — 
The gill globe seems not larger than a man's 
head; yet they assured us it would contain 
twenty men. This dome isllie work of Bru- 
nischeUi. fc 

The steeple, 11 Companile, oJhLa Torre 
del Compane, is a little separated from the 
church. It is a square building of a prodi- 
gious height, covered on every side with mar- 
ble of different colors, red, white, and black, 
and adorned with innumerable great statues 
incomparably carved, especially one of a 
bald old man by Donate Hi. This towering 
steeple is ascended by 400 steps, and is rec- 
koned 1-0 leet high. It was built by Jottus, 
a famous architect and painter, as we learn 
from his epitaph in this church, composed by 
the celebrated Angelus Politianus. — Foreign, 
paper.

CHINA.

The 
rebels continued in force, and had destroyed 
two forts erecting against theinat Ijeenchotr. 

Governor Le of Canton was reported to 
have been strangled, by order of the Emper- 
or. Governor Le had ordered ;!O0 menders 
of the Triad society to be put to death. Oe- 
espitationa were frequent. 

INDIAN TREATIES. 

The Globe of Tuesday contains the tieaty 
with the Menominee*, as finally negotiated 
by Gov. Porter, of Michigan. Its chief ob- 
ject is to stipulate a reservation for the New 
York Indiaqjsjpn the east suae of the Winne- 
bago lake— Wc New York Indians, includ- 
ing the remnants of the Stockbridge. Mun- 
«eea, Brothertown, St. Regis, and Sii Na- 
tion tribes, assenting. 

The same paper of the 22d, contains the 
Chickasaw treaty, duly ratified, stipulating 
for the removal of the whole Chickasaw na- 
lisn west of the Mississippi. 

The Cherokeos are now the only I udians 
remaining within any of the States. 

Gallatin, Ten. March 8. 
We are informed by a gentleman direct 
from the neighborhood, in whom implicit 
credit may be placed, that seven severe ca- 
ses of the cholera occurred in the family of 
Mr. Tribew, in the north west part of this 
county, 12 or 15 rnilet from this place, three 
of which proved fatal within a very short 
time. The eyes of one is said to have burst- 
ad— Union. 

CHOLERA AT OPORTO. 
CapU Jennings of brig Marccllus, 
arrived yesterday from Malaga and 
Gibraltar, informs that the cholera had 
broken out at Oporto, and was making 
considerable ravages. It was carried 
thither by the troops sent out for Don 
Pedro's army, several staff officers of 
which died on the passages The dis- 



ease first made its appearance among 
those of the inliHljitntilt visited by tlm 
troop-. This intelligence was brought 
to Gibraltar by the Hyperion, the mas- 
hrof which inadvertantly mentioned 
the fact, nnd ho. was forthwith ordered 
to Poit Malum. Two Portuguese ves- 
sels nlso arrived from Oporto while the 
Mnreollus lav at Gibraltar, nnd were 
likewise ordered off The news crea- 
ted great alarm at Gibraltar. Tin's is 
the first account of the cholera in oith- 
or Portugal ordain. 

A Proclamation, recently issued by 
our Board of Health, — exhorting our 
citizens to early preparations for re- 
sisting a secood invasion by the dis- 
pose which caused so much eunsternu- 
tion last summer — has been republish- 
ed by jnany intelligent journalisls in 
other cities of the Union. The Nut. 
Intelligencer says: The solemn facts 
addressed to the Ph0ttde)phtans« by the 
enlightened Board of dial city, appeal 
with cqua.1 force to the inhabitants of 
every place which has been visited by 
the desolating scourge and" especially 
of one where, oo its first occurrence, 
its ruv.\gcs were experienced with such 
dreadful severity as in this. Let the 
People, as well as the authorities, look 
to it, and do their part also, to avert 
the threatened return of the destroyer. 
— Sat. Courier. 

RUSSIA. 
Hamburgh pnpers of the 12th, con- 
tain letters from St. Petersburg; their 
contents refer chiefly to the prevalence 
of the influenza, under which more 
than 100.0U0 persons were suffering. 
It was still more violent at Moscow, 
where the Theatres were closed on 
account of it. 

CHOLERA IN HAVANA. 

By (lie arrival of the Topaz at New 
York, bringing news to the 18th u\t. 
information has been received that the 
cholera is raging extensively in Hava- 
na. Within four or five days before 
the sailing of that vessel 4 or 500 peo- 
ple had fallen victims to the disorder, 
principally among the blacks, and 
whites of bad habits. Some of tho 
more respectable people however had 
died, and the attacks of the disorder 
were as sudden and its course as short 
as they had been in other places.— 
Business was very much at a stand in 
consequence). 
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JAM A l'J A. 
A paper fYc>m Jamaica of the 2d of 
March, savs: Wo have scarcely hai! a 
drop of rain for the last three month?. 
The shrubs and trees are sufl'ering ma- 
terially — the pastures ate withered up 
by the fierv breezes, unrelieved by tlie 
night dews, which are very scanty in 
this quarter of the country. The ground 
near the town is quilebaked and crack- 
ed by lire sun, and all vegetation is at 
ii stand. The mouth of March usually 
brings rain, and there is an apparent 
change in the atmosphere at this mo- 
ment. The prospects of the sugar 
crop is most unpromisng. Several pla- 
cards had recently been (.os'.ed in the 
neighborhood of St. Ami's Bay, tend- 
ing to excite rebellion and disobedience 
among the slaves. 

The New Montreal Gazett \ on the 
subject of the cholera, says: Wc take 
leave to ask what has been done by 
the constituted authorities of the prov- 
ince on this vitally important subject? 
If no precautionary measures have yet 
been adopted, not a moment longer 
nhould be lost. It is but reasonable to 
anticipate a second visit of this depop- 
ulating pestilence with the returning 
tide of emigration from Europe; and 
it than becomes the imperative duty of 
those who have the power, to guard, 
ns far as human agency can, against a 
repetition of those scenes of desolation, 
which made our city a charnel house, 
and covered the whole province with 
mourners. 

MELANCHOLY. 
The Rival which sailed from Green- 
ock for Oporto, on the 22d November, 
with a crew of 37 men and 428 passen- 
gers for the service of Don Pedro, was 
totally lost on the 4th of December, 
near Gal way, aua every soul on board 
perished. The vessel was command- 
ed by Mr. William Wallace, an,d the 
men for Portugal were under the charge 
ofCapt By-graves. The passengers 
were chiefly mechanics, journeymen 
operatives, weavers, & laborers, from 
almost even" town and village in the 
west of Scotland, but principally from 
Galway. 

LIBERIA. 
In September, 1S32, J. Muhlin, agent 
of the Colonization Society, at Liberia, 
wrote as follows: With respect to the 
character of the people composing this 
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expedition, i rcgut to bv compelled to 
stale that they are, with the exception 
of those from Washington, the family 
of Pages from Virginia, and h few 
others, the lowest and moat abandoned 
of tl.cir clam. Vjvm such materials it 
is in \nin to expect that en industry 
ous, intelligent, and enterprising n r.i- 
munity can possibly be formed. Tfec 
thing is utterly impracticable, ai.d they 
cannot but retard, instead of advanc- 
ing the. prosperity of the Colony. 1 
have noticed this subject in cue of niy 
former cornnmuications, and nothing 
but a thorough conviction that sucjj an 
influx of vagrants cannot fail of blast- 
itfg the hoj-ea, which our friends have 
so long & so ardently cherished, cou'.J 
have induced mc again lo advert to it. 
Our respectable colonists themselves 
aro becoming alarmed at the great 
number of ignorant and abandoned 
characters that have armed within tho 
last Iwelvo months; and almost daily 
repre. eniations are made by thes; who 
have applied themselves to the cultiva- 
tion of the soil, of the deep depreda- 
tions committed on their crops by thn 
above described pef,pie, who cannyt be 
induced to labor for their own suppor.. 
— North Star. 

VENEZUELA. 
The Spanish "Redactor' of the city 
of New Vork, contains accounts, from 
Caracas, of.lhc prevalence or a dread- 
ful mortality in the Canton of Calabo- 
zo in the department of Apuie. In 
every house there are or have been 
several persons sick or dead, and in 
some not an individual has been spa- 
red. The few persons who have tho 
means of removing, emigrate to dis- 
tant places, abandoning their dwellings, 
cattle, and other property. Of tho 
pocr who are sick, the greater part 
die, and their bodies remain unburied, 
which increases the impurity of the at- 
mosphsre. These d sastrous effects 
arc aggravated by the want of physi- 
cians, medicines and subsistence. 
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Age lifter age has roll'd away 
Since man first dwell in mortal clay; 
And countless millions slept in death, 
That once supplied a place on carlli: 

According to the rate of man, 
Which God had fix'd in his own plan, 
So age must come, and age must go 
Till work complete is here below:

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ARTICLES AND COVENANTS' Oi-' 
THE CHURCH OF CURtsT. 

The nse of ihc church of Christ in 
these last days, being one thousand 
«'ight hundred nnd thirty years since 
-.he coming of our Lord and Savior Je- 
iUS Christ in the ficsft, it being rcgulnr- 
iy organized nnd established agreeably 
to the lav/a of our country, by the wiH 
nnd commandments of God in the fourth 
month, and oa ilic sixth day of the 
month which is catted April: which 
(TjtrtmanditacQti were given to Joseph 
Smith, jr. who wai called of God and 
ordained an apostle of Jesus Christ, to 
be tho first eider of this church; and to 
Oliver Cowdcry, who was also csllod of 
if God an apostle of Jesus Christ, to 
l» t!i accoa I elder <>f this church, anJ 
ordained under Lis Land: nnd this «c- 
j-' T-.ling to the grace of our Lord and 
Savior Jesus Christ, to whom he nil 
glory both cow nnd forever. Amen. 

After it was truly manifested unto 
this first elder that he had received a 
remission of his sins he was entangled 
again in tlv; vanities of the world; hut 
after repenting, and humbling himself, 
sincerely, through faith God minister- 
ed unto dim by an holy angel whose 
countenance was as lightning, and 
whose garments were pure and white 
abuvo all other whiteness, and gnve un- 
to him commandments which inspired 
him, and gave htm power from on 
high, by the means which were before 
prepared, to translate the book of Mor- 
mon, which contains a record of a fal- 
len people, nnd the fulness of the gos- 
pel of Jesus Christ to the Gentiles, and 
to the Jews also, wliicli was given by 
inspiration, nnd is confirmed to others 
by the ministering of angels, and is 
declared unto the world by them, pro- 
ving to '.he world that the holy scrip- 
tures tre true, and that God does in- 
spire men and call them to his holy 
work in this age and generation, as 
well as in generations of old, thereby 
showing that he is the same God yes- 
terday, to-day, and forever. Amen. 

Therefore, having so great witness- 
es, by them shall the world be judged, 
even as many as shall hereafter come 
to a knowledge of this work; and those 
who receive it in faith and work right- 
eousness, shall receive a crown of 



i ternal life; but those who harden their 
hearts in unbelief and reject it, it shall 
turn to 'heir own condemnation, for the 
Lord God has spoken it; nnd w«, tbo 
elders of t'no church, have heard and 
bear witness to tho words of the glori- 
ous Majesty on high., to whom bo glo- 
ry forever and ever. Amen. 

By these things we know that there 
is a God in heaven who is infinite and 
eternal, from everlasting to everlasting 
the same unchangeable God, ihe fra- 
taer of heaven and earth and all thing* 
which nre in thorn, and that he created 
man male nnd female: after his own 
image and in his own likeness created 
ho them, and gave unto them com- 
mandments that they should lovo and 
serve him the only living and true God, 
and that he should be the only being 
whom they should wotship. But by 
the transgression of these holy laws, 
man became sensual and devilish, and 
liecamo fallen man. 

Wherefore the Almighty God gave 
his only begotten Son, as it is written 
in those scriptures which havo been 
given of him; he surlered temptations 
but gave no heed unto them; he wai 
crucified, died, and rose again the third 
dni ; and ascended into heaven to sit 
flown on the right hand of the Father, 
to reign with almighty power accord- 
ing to tho will of the Father, that aa 
many as would believe and be bapti- 
zed, in his holy name, and endure in 
faith to the end should be saved: not 
only those who believed efter he canto 
iu the. meridian of timo in the flesh, but 
all those from the "beginning, even as 
many as were before ho came, who 
believed in the words of the holy pro- 
phet?;, who spake as they were inspired 
by the gift of the Holy Ghost, who 
truly testified of him in all things, 
should have eternal life, as well as 
those who should come after, who 
should believe in the gifts and callings 
of God by the Holy Ghost, which bear- 
eth record of the Father, and of the 
Son, which Father, Son, and Holy 
Ghost ore ono God, infinite and eter- 
nal, without end. Amen. 

And we know all men most repent 
and believe on the name of Jesus 
Christ nnd worship the Father in his 
name, and endure in ftiith on his name 
to the end, or they cannot be saved in 



the kingdom of God. And we know 
that justification through the grace of 
our Lord and Savior Jesus Christ, i> 
just and true: and we know, also, that 
sandiiication through the grace of our 
Lord and Savior Jesus Christ, is just 
and true, to all those who love and serve 
God, with al! their mights, minds, mid 
strength; but there is a possibility that 
man may fall from grace and depart 
from the living God. Therefore let 
the church take heed and pray always, 
lest they full into temptations; yea, & 
even let those who are sanctified, take 
heed also. And we know that these 
tilings are true and according to the 
revelations of John, neither adding to, 
nor diminishing from the prophecy of 
his book, the holy scriptures, or Ihc 
revelations of God which shall come 
hereafter by the gift and power of the 
Holy Ghost, the voice of God, or the 
ministering of angels: and the Lord 
God has spoken it; and honor, power, 
and glory, he rendered to his holy 
name, both now and forever. Amen. 

And again by way of commandment 
to the church concerning the manner of 
baptism. 

All those who humble themselves be- 
fore God and desire to be baptized, and 
come forth with broken hearts and 
contrite spirits, and witness before lhs 
church that they have truly repented 
of all their sins and are willing to take 
upon them the name of Jesus Christ, 
having a determination to serve him to 
the end, and truly manifest by their 
works that they have received of the 
Spirit of Christ unto the remission of 
their sins, shall be received by baptism 
into his church. 

The duty of the elders, priests, teacli- 
ers, deacons, and members of t/ie church 
of Chr'Jl. 

An apostle is an elder, and it is his 
calling to baptize, and to ordain other 
elders, priests, teachers, and deacons, 
and to administer bread and wine — the 
crrhlems Of the flesh and blood of 
Christ — and to confirm those who are 
baptized into the church, by the laying 
on of hands for the baptism of fire" and 
the Holy Ghost, according to the scrip- 
tures; and to teach, expound, exhort, 
baptize, aud watch over the church; 
and to confirm the church by the lav- 
ing on of the hands, and the giving of 
the Holy Ghost — and to take the lead 
of all meetings. 



The elders nro to conduct the meet- 
ings as they are ledby the Holy Ghost, 
according to the commandments and 
revelations of God. 

The priest's duty is to preach, leach, 
expound, exhort, and baptize, and ad- 
minister the sacrament, and visit the 
houso of each member, and exhort 
them to pray vocally and iu secret, and 
attend to all family duties: and he mav 
also ordain other priests, teachers, and 
deacons — and lie is U-> take the lead of 
meetings when there is no elder pre- 
sent, but when there is an elder pre- 
sent he is only to preach, leach, ex- 
pound, exhort, and baptize, and visit 
the house of each member, exhorting 
them to pray vocally and in secret, 
and attend to nil family duties. In all 
all these duties (lie priest is to assist 
the elder it occasion requires. 

The teacher's duty is to watch over 
the church a/ways, and he with, and 
strengthen them, and see that there is 
no iniquity in the church, neither hard- 
ness with with each other; neither Vy- 
ing, backbiting, norevil speaking; arid 
sec that the church meet together of- 
ten, a/id also see that all the members 
do their duty — end he is to take the 
lead of meetings in the absence of the 
elder or priest — hud is to be assist' . 1 
always, in all his duties in thn church, 
by the deacons, if occasion requires: 
but neither teachers nor deacons have 
authority to baptize, administer the sa- 
crament, or lay on hands; they are 
however to warn, expound, exhort, and 
teach, and invite all to come unto 
Christ 

Every elder, priest, teacher, or dea- 
con, is to be ordained according to the 
gifts and callings of God unto him: and 
he is to be ordained by the power of 
the Holy Ghost which is in the one who 
ordains him. 

The several eiders composing this 
church of Christ are to meet in confer- 
ence once in three months, or from 
time to lime, as said conferences shall 
direct or appoint: and said conferences 
are to do whatever church business is 
necessary to be done at the time. 

The ciders are to receive their li- 
cences from other elders by vote of the 
church to which they belong, or from 
the conferences. 

Each priest, teacher, or deacon, who 
is ordained by a priest, may take a cer- 
tificate from him at the time, which 
certificate when presented to an elder, 
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shall entittc him to a license, which 
shall authorize him to perform the du- 
ties of his calling — or he may receive 
it from a conference. 

No person is to be ordained to any 
office in this church, wliere there is a 
regula-Iy organized branch of the same, 
without the vote of that church; but 
the presiding ciders, travelling bishops, 
high counsellors, high priests, and el- 
ders, may have the privilege of or- 
daining, where there is no branch of 
the church, that a vote may be called. 

Every president of the high priest- 
hood, (or presiding elder,) bishop, 
high counsellor, and high priest, is to 
he ordained by the direction of a high 
counsel, or general conference. 

The duty of the members after tltey 
tire received by baptism: 

The ciders or priests are to have a 
sufficient time to expouud all tilings 
concerning the church of Christ to 
'.heir understanding, previous to their 
partaking of the sacrament, and being 
confirmed by the laying on of the 
hands of the elders; so that all things 
may be done in order. And the mem- 
bers shall manifest before the church 
and also before the elders, by a godly 
walk and conversation, that they are 
worthy of it, that there ma}' be works 
and faith ngrceable to the hofy- scrip- 
ture — walking in holiness before the 
Lord. 

Every member of the church of 
Christ having children, is tobring them 
unto the elders before the church, who 
are to lay their hands upon them in 
tlie name of Jesi.-a Christ, and bless them 
in his name. 

No one can be received into the 
church of Christ unless he has arrived 
unto the jvars of accountability be- 
fore Cod, and is capable of repentance. 

Haplism is to be administered in the 
following manner unto all those who 
repent: The person who is called of 
God and has authority from Jesus 
Christ to baptize, shall go down into 
the water with the person who has pre- 
sented him or herself for baptism, and 
shall say, calling him or her by name: 
Having been commissioned of Jesus 
Christ, J baptize you in the name of 
the Father, and of the Son, and of the 
Holy Ghost, Amen. Then shall he 
immerse him or her in the water, and 
come forth again out of the water. 

It is expedient that the church meet 
together often to partake of bread aud 



wine in remembrance of tlie Lord Je- 
sus: and the elder or priest shall ad- 
minister it: and after this manner shall 
he administer it: he shall kneel with 
the church and call upon the Father in 
solemn prayer, saying, O God, the 
eternal Father, we ask theein the name 
of thy Son Jesus Christ to bless and 
sanetifiy this bread to the souls of all 
who partake of it, that they may eat 
in remembrance ot the body of thy 
Son, and wituess unto thee, O God, the 
eternal Father, that they are willing to 
take upon them the name of thy Son, 
and always remember him and keep 
his commandments which he has given 
them, that they may always have his 
Spirit to be with them. Amen. 

The manner of administering the 
wine: He shall take the cup also, and 
say, O God, the eternal Father, we 
ask thee in the name of thy Son 
Jesus Christ, to bless and sanctify this 
wine to the souls of all those who drink 
of it, that they may do it in remem- 
brance of the blood of thy Son which 
was shed for them, that they may wit- 
ness unto thee, O God, the eternal Fa- 
ther, that they do always remember 
hiin, that they may have his Spirit to 
bo with them. Amen. 

Any member of the church of Christ 
transgressing, or being overtaken in a 
fault, shall be dealt with as the scrip- 
tures direct. 

It shall be the duty of the several 
churches composing the church of 
Christ, to send one or more of their 
teachers to attend the several confer- 
ences, held by the elders of the church, 
wi : h a list of the uames of the several 
members uniting themselves with the 
church since the last conference, or 
send by the hundof some priest, so that 
a regular list of all the names of the 
whole church may be kept in a book, 
by one of the elders, whoever the oth- 
er elders shall appoint from time to 
time: and also, if any have been ex- 
pelled from the church; so that their 
names may be blotted out of the gen- 
eral church record of names. 

All members removing from the 
church where they reside, if going to 
a church where they arc not known, 
may take a letter certifying that they 
arc regular members & in good stand- 
ing; which certificate maybe signed by 
any elder or priest, if the member re- 
ceiving the letter is personally acquaint- 
ed with th-i elder „-r sriar, or it ma* 
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bo signed by tho teaohpra or deacons 
or the church.

Wo therefore, linve com-liu'cd to com- 
tuenco Us pubUcatiou~,in the :. ; t;ir, hihI 
shall continue from number to number 
until it is finished. 

By this means tho world will have 
an opportunity to rend for themselves, 
and prepare for the great days to come. 
By this means those who are seeking 
for truth can fitvd it, and comparu tbe 
book of Mormon with the bible, ami 
witness the great doings of the I/orJ 
ia these last days, in bringing forth 
his everlasting covenant for tho fath- 
ering of his elect, and the restoration 
of tho tribes, and scattered remnants 
of Israel from the four quarters of the 
earth. 

We have again inserted the articles 
and covenants according to our prom- 
ise in a previous number, for the bear 
fit of our brethren abroad who have 
not the first number of the lir»t vol- 
umo. As there were some errors which 
had got into them by transcribing, we 
have siuco obtained (ho original copy 
and mado the necessary corrections.

Tor it came to po.se, in the commencement 
of the. first year of the reign of Zedek'ah, 
king of Jodab, (my father Lchi having dwelt 
at Jerusalem in oil Liu days;) and in that 
some year there came many prophets, pro- 
phesying unto the people, that Uicy must re- 
pent, or the 'rest city Jerusalem must he de- 
stroyed. 'Wherefore it came to pass, that 
my lather Lehi, us he went forth, prayed un- 
to the Lord, yea, even with a'.i his heart, in 
behelf of his people. 
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And it ramo to pass, ta ho payee, onto the 
rd, there came n pillar of fire and dwelt 
upor. a rock before him: and he Saw ami 
heard much; and because of the thiiira which 
he saw and heard, he did quake and trerab.e 
exceedingly. 

And it came to pass llial ho returned to 
his own house at Jerusalem: and he cast 
himself upon his bed, being overcome wiili 
the spirit and the things which he had seen; 
and being thus overcome with the spir.1, he 
was earned av.ayina vision, even mat h.* 
saw the tleSTOOi open: and ho thought he 
saw G».U silling upon his throne, Mttiouuded 
with numberless i oncaurses of angels in the 
attitude of ringing and praising Ih.'ir Gcd. 

And it came to pass lh-l he caw one de- 
scending out of the midst of heaven, i-rd In- 
beheld thru his lustre was above that of the 
sun at noon-day; and he also saw twelve oth- 
ers following him, and their brightucsa did 
(exceed that of the sis rs in the firmament: and 
they came down anu went forth upon tho 
face of the earth; and the first easM ar.d 
stood before my rather, and gave unto bjtn a 
I ■ anil bode him tliat he should read. 

And it eamc to pacs that as he r." ad, he was 
Kited with the spirit of the Lord, and he read, 
saying, Wo, wo un:o Jerusalem I for I have 
s»vn thine aboniraasiuns: yea, and many 
things did my father read concerning Jerusa- 
lem — that 'll should be destroyed, and the in- 
habitants thereof, many ahculd perish by the 
sword, and many should be carried away enp- 
live into Uabylon. 

And it came to pass that -when my tuther 
had read and saw many great and maivelloua 
things, he did exclaim many things unto tho 
Lonli such as, Great and n.arvelloi.j are thy 
works, O Lorel God Almighty! Thy ll.ron..- 
is high in the Heavens, and thy power, and 
goodnefs, and mi rey is over ail the inhabi- 
tant* of tho earth: and U cause thou art mer- 
ciful, thou will not sutitr those wi.o con; 
unto thee thet they shall perish! Aad alter 
this manner was the language of my father 
in the praising of his God; for his seul did 
rejoice, and his w hole heart w as filled, be- 
cause of the things which he had SOttCj via. 
which the Lord had shewn unio him. Ami 
now I, Nephi, do not make a full account of 
the things which my lather hath written, for 
he hall: written many things which he saw 
in visions and in dreams: and he also bath 
written many iLings which he prophesied 
end spake unlo his children, of which i shall 
not make a full account; but I saaU nj;:J:c a:i 
account of my proceedings in my days — Be- 
hold I make an abridgment of Uio record of 
my Cither, upon plates which I have made 
with mine own hands; wherefore, after that t 
have abridged the record of iny father, then 
will I make an account of mine own life. 

Therefore. I would lhatje should know 
that after the Lord had shewn so many mar- 
vellous 'biugs unto my father Lehi, yea, 
concerning tTw destruction of Jerusalem, he- 
boid he went forth among the people, aad be- 
gan to prophesy and to declare unlu them 
concerning Ihe llungs which he had belli 
seen and heard. 

And it came to pass that the Jews did 
mock hint because of the things which ho 
testified of them; for be truly testified of their 
wickedness aud their abominations; und he 
testified thai the things which he saw and 
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ti-.-ar 1, and aJa* tho thingv which be r-*l m 
the Book, manifested plainly of the cnming 
of b Messiah, and nlso the redemption of t!ia 

world. 

Anl when the Jews heard these things, 
fh?y were eegry with lijm; Ten, even as with 
Ibe prophets "fold, wh>m Ot»*y had cost out 
i. mi stoned and slain: and they ah.o sought 

J;is lift, thirt they mtglrt-lake ft away, fin! 

I. N'tphi, will 5ii-".v nnt-i you that 
the lender mercies of the Lnrd 13 over all 
them whom he hath chosen, nefaasc of lh«»r 
rhith, to rank* lh«m mighty even untu the 
power ofdcliverance. 

For bohold it enme to boM that the Lord 
spake until my Hither, yea, ev-n in a dream, 
nnd fiyoih itulo him, JJWs&i art thou Lehi, 
v.v; of Ibe tftiflgs srbith thou hast done: 
and 'veatuse thou hast hern f.:ithful an4 de- 
clared unto this people the thing* which 1 
commanded thee, beaeSJ they reck to take 
nw.iy thy We. 

And it. nine to pass tint the Lord com- 
manded my father, even in a dream, that lie 
should lake his family and depart into the 
wilderness. And it came to para that he 
war ohedient unto the word of tin Lord, 
wherefore be did as the Lord commanded 
htm. 

And it came to pass that he departed into 
the wilderness. And he U-l> his house, end 
lite land of his inheritance, and his fold, and 
his silver, and his precious things, and took 
nothing with him nave H were ihis family, 
nnd provisions, and tent*, and he d^artcd 
into the wilderness: and he cane down by 
the border j near the shore of the lied flea": 
.-.lid he travelled in the wilderness, in the 
borders, which wil« nearer the Red Sea: and 
he ihd travel in the wilderness vHk Ml furr.i- 
ly. which consisted of tnr iiiolhcr, tiiriah, 
and my elder brothers, which were Lairturu 
Ivmmel and i*am.

And this they said he had dom- 
because of the fonludi imaginations of his 
heart. And Ihoa Ionian anJ I.emu d, being 
thi 1 ••:••«!, di-1 murmur again.st their father.

Neither did they heir vo that Jerusa- 
lem, that great city, could be drwtroyeid ac- 
cording to the word' of the prophets.

And he did 
ed pteuad them, that they du^ no t rf^T a- 
gainit him; wherclbrc they did do as he corn- 
man led them. Aad my BSjtti dwelt In a 
tent, 

Abo it «%aM to pins that I, Nephi, bclnfr 
exceeding young, never" he'.' r.s being large lit 
stature, and also having great desirea to know 
of the mysteries of C id, wherefore ] did cry 
atito the Lnr-J: end behold he did tisit ma, 
and did » iften my heart that I did belter e all 
the wer.l'- which h.id heen spoken by mr fa- 
th"r. whereiora 1 did not ruiel agsiaat him 
.'ike unto my ! colliers. And I rpake onto 
Sam, making knoWn unto bim the things 
which the Loid had r.mnilest - d unto me by 
his Holy Spirit. 

And it came to pass that be beiiered in DlJ 
«'.iMsf Iml behold I.a:nan nnd Lemuel would 
not hearken unto my words: Andbeing grie- 
vetl l»:cause of the barjncfs of their hearts, 
I cried unto the Lord for them. 

And it ea*M to piss tliat the Lord spako 
unto me, ks;, ing: Licsscd art thou, Nephi, 
uccauac of tny faith, fir thou ha«t sought me 
diligently, v/ith l-)wliuej9 of heart And in- 
asmuch as ye siiall kcap my commandments, 
ye thail j>io^p-r, aud shall be led to a land of 
jiromise, yea, even a land which I hare pre- 
pared for you, yea, a laud which is choioe 
abuv.' all Other lands.

THE SECOND COMING OF THE SAV- 
IOR, N o. JL 

In the fourth number of the Star, the sec- 
ond coming of the Savior was commenced , 
arid we again continue the name subject, for 
the instruction of those who hope to see him 
in the flesh. This is one of the greatest sub- 
jects that we can write upon in these last 
days. It is a subject that concerns all men. 
For lite warning voice has gone forth in these 
I - •'. days, for all men to be prepared fer the 
time when he comes in the elouds of heaven 
wilh power and great glory. 

Notwithstandirg all, or the most of Chris- 
tendom, pretend to believe, that the Milleni- 
um will soon he ushered in and cause a spir- 
itual reign of the Savior over mankind, still, 
the plain fact, that he will come down in 
person and reign on earth with the righteous, 
a thousand vears, seems to be as foreign to 
the minds of those who pretend to believe 
that the bible is true, except those who be- 
lieve in the fnlness of the gospel, as his birth 
and ministry were lo the Jews. 

Now if the ehurcb of Christ had no other 
prophecy than that of Moses, and Peter's 
words added to it, the disciples would be 
bound lo believe that Jesus Christ would, at 
•owe time or other, come on earth, and that 
all who would not repent and become right- 
eous, would be cut off. 

Moses said, The Lord thy God will raise 
up unto thee a Prophet from the midst of 
thee, of thy brethren, like unto me; unto him 
ye shall hearken. Peter said, that Christ 
should come again, for said he, the heavens 
must receive him until the limes of restitu- 
tion of all things, ifcc; and that this Jesus 
was the same of whom Moses spake. 

This prophetic language, in connection 
with what precede ; it, is enough to convince 
any rational man, that the Savior will come 
again in person, and the wicked he destroy- 



ed. For the language is equally as plain that 
lie will come the second time in person, as it 
was that he would come the first. And all 
who deny this fact, deny his word. For it is 
plainly set forth in his word, that he will 
come again ou earth before the last great dav 
of judgment; and all who believe his word", 
who are acquainted w ith his Spirit, and who 
know bis voice, know that this is true. 

If l'eter did not mean that Jesus Christ 
should be sent again, (for this was after hi* 
crucifixion) what did he mean? But he pro- 
ved his words from the prophecy of Moses, 
that the I ord had come onct 1 , aud then said 
that he should come again. The great mis- 
take which the world, or which the Jews 
made, and which the Gentiles nnn* make, is, 
in supposing one thing fur another, or, think- 
ing that when the word of the Lord directly 
says one thing, flint it does net mean as 
it says, but must be applied some other way, 
or lie turned into some other meaning; wheu 
they deny that any one can speak moved by 
the Holy Ghast in these last days, that God 
docs not inspire men now to give revelation;, 
end that his word is infallible, eternal truth, 
and will never pass away, and yet they w ill, 
by their own wisdom, ligurc a something di- 
rectly different from the plain, precious, and 
easy word of Gad; and say, Listen ye to my 
precept; for behold, I show unto you a more 
excellent way. And all have a different pre- 
cept, and all show a different way, and we 
a»k where are they all going, and where will 
they all land? 

The Jews supposed that when the Messiah 
came, he would come with power and great 
glory, and subdue ail enemies under his feet. 
They expected the Savior to come hut once: 
they were disappointed, and fell upon that 
Rock, and were broken and scattered. 

The Gentiles received the Savior spiritual- 
ly, and they never expect him in person 
again; When l'aul says, And to you, who 
are troubled, rest wilh us, when the Lord 
Jesus shall be revealed from heaven with his 
mighty angels, in flaming fire, taking ven- 
geance on them that know not God, and obey 
not the gospel nf our Lord Jesus Chrisl: who 
shall ljc punished with everlasting destruc- 
tion from the presence ol the Lordj and from 
I he glory of his power; when he shall come 
lo be glorified in his saints, and to be admired 
in all them that believe in that day. And al- 
so the Lord said, that he would come in the 
clouds of heaven. 

ft is really strange that men blinel them- 
selves, and n.Ws the truth: but so it «. The 
Gentiles ore in the same dilemma for the sec- 
ond coming, that the Jews were for the first, 
and although the Jews lejl upon the ftrck 
anel were broken, yet they have the promise 
of mercy, while those upon whom the Rock 
shall fall, will be ground to powder. 

Knoch, who walked with God while Ziou 
was upon the earth in the firsl thousand years, 
said, the Savior was to come in the meridian 
of time, and then again in the last days, in 
the days of wickeduess and vengeance, to 
fulfil the oath which he made unto him con- 
cerning the children of Noah. 

The day shall come that the earth shall 
rest, but before that day, the heavens shall 
be darkened, and a vail of darkness shall 
cover the earth; and the heaveus shall shake, 
and also the earth, and great tribulations 
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shall be among llie children of men, hul my 
:•. .;.!.« will I preserve; and righteousness will 
1 send down out of heaven: and truth will 1 
send forth out of the earth to bear testimony 
of mine Only Hegotlen; his resurrection from 
the d.?ad; vc-a, and also the resurrection of 
all men: and righteousness and iruth will 1 
cause to sweep the earth as with a llood, to 
gather out mine own elect from the four 
quarters of the earth, unto a plaoe which 1 
shall prepare, an holy city, that my people 
may gird up their loins, and lie looking forth 
for the time of my coming; lor there shall be 
my tabernacle, and it shall be,<alled ZIWN, 
u New Jerusalem. 

It is clearly expressed in llie sacred vol- 
ume, that before the great day of the Lord, 
there shall be great distress mid I rouble, sucli 
as was never before, nor should be afterward: 
Hut immediately after the tribulation of thase 
days, shall the sun be darkened, and the 
moon shall not give her light, and the stars 
shall fall from heaven, and the powers of the 
heavens shall he shaken: and then shall ap- 
pear the *lgu of the Sou of man in heaven:

are ye, for ye shall never taste of death, hut 
ye shall live to behold all the doings of the 
V'ather, unto the children of men, even until 
all things shall be fulfilled, according to the 
will of the Father, when 1 shall come in my 
glory, with the powers of heaven.

This retic of antiquity, was discover- 
ed by one of the early planters in plowing up 
a piece of kind. Finding some stone on a 
particular part of his farm, in a position 
which «eemc4 to indicatelhe work of art. he 
fell to removing the same, and soon found he 
was taking off the ft unci of a stone chimney. 
This circumstance excited the curiosity of 
the neighboring planers, who met and agreed 
to examine the. edifice by excavating the 
earth from the stone wall. * They soon lbund 
that the chimney w«s attached to a large 
stone house: by tracing the angles of the 
same, and digging to the very foundation, 
they found its dimensions to be '.!.'( feet II in- 
ches, by *i feet 3 inches, villi a wall 15 feet 
jn height, constructed with doors and win- 
dows according to the strict rules of archi-

tectt re. At the foundation of this ancient 
edifice, which appeared to be built with much 
taste, was found relies of household furniture, 
such as broken jiiecrs of earthen pots, Ac. 
which showed the artB of civilized life were 
well understood by the inhabitants of this 
antique duelling place of human beings. 

ln Cincinnati, when excavating the earth, 
at the first settlement of (hat place, 27 feet 
below the surface was found an artificial 
peach and pear, cut out of ritone, with a com- 
plete imitation of the stem and blossom end, 
which proved beyond the possibility of a 
doubt, that the skill of some human being had 
been exerted in imitation of nature's beautiful 
works.

shall begin to 1MI from their eject; and many 
generations shall not pass away amoug them, 
save they shall be a white and a delightsome 
people. 

Arrangement have been made by the Gen- 
eral Government, to nettle all the remnants 
of the northern Indians, near lake Winneba- 
go, west of the Michigan.

FIRE AT MONTREAL. 

Wo are indebted to the editor of the Mnn- 
tr?al Herald for th'i fol'owiirg pnrticulsn of 
the alarming aitd destructive tire which oc- 
curred at .Montreal on the evening of the '2 1lK 

To the Editor of the Courier Jfc. Enquirer. 

Herald Office, 
Montreal, April 25, 1833, 

Dear Sir: — The British American Hotel 
in this city, was burnt to the , r ■.•ml lost 
evening. Tito Messrs. Hermanns' were about 
giving a concert at 5 o'clock. The large ball 
room, capable of holding 500 people, was 
p.-i-pa.-o,!, ami ■ ant; p. >ni to il. had burn 
previously d^orated with branches in imita- 
tion of an arbor, in which Captain Back the 
previous evening received lbs company who 
ul tended the dinner given to hiui by the citi- 
jcana of Montreal. At a quarter before eight 
variegated lamps were lighted, and in an in- 
stant the boughs, which were left from the 
previous evening and perfectly i'ry, caught 
tiro and presented, before you had time for 
reflection one mass a/flame. Cant. I,Lc>en, 
formerly of lha fire department of this city, 
instantly ciosed the large folding doors, and 
we had no means of escape bM by the win- 
dows which were four stories high In the rear 
and three st-wies in the front. There was at 
this period only 4 gentlemen and about 27 
ladies present. The cries acrl shri'.ka were 
appalling. The flames soon burst into the 
ro .iu with in indescr'.babl- fierce nets, while 
we were expecting instant death. At this 
critical moment a laddtr was raised to one of 
the front windows, and miraculously we ail 
escaped. Had it occurred a quarter of an 
hour later tiers would have probably been 
•TOO persons in the room, and in that case 
!'-iv cold have been saved. Nothing but the 
walls are standing Insurance about ft42£0B 
upon the building and furniture. The con- 
sternation in tho city was indescribable: 
knowing that so many lives were exposed — 
but we have not heard of any one having per- 
ished. Some nave been scvcr-ly brrnt, 
amongst whom, we hear is one of the Her- 
manns. I writ : in great haste, with a mind 
horrified by tiie scene, and thankful lor the 
escape of myself and family.

GREAT FIRE IN HEW YORK.

Not less than one hundred houses dralroy- 
cd and certainly live hundred families thrown 
out of a home.

Business is almost par- 
ulized, am! all who could leave tho city 
hud done so: there arc some cases in 
the country — s-omo plantations have 
su/Jtrrcd severely. 

Two c;ugoc.> of slaves, (over 1000) 
arrived a. few days since; one of Ihctii 
landed her cargo soiilh of this (Matan- 
y.ns} on the other side, all ol whom, 
died, although landed in perfect health; 
and the other a few leagues to leeward, 
of this, the most of whom arc dead, eo 
the residue dying. 

I received a totter to-day from Hnvn-* 
nn, dntcd the lOtli nit. which state?, 
that the number ot" the deaths by chol- 
era the day before, was only 10 — but 
adds, Ihnt it had broken out on tho es- 
tates to the southward, As unless check- 
ed, must ruin tho planters. — Newport 
Mercury. 

QttKgnasr'f Paris Messenger, of tho 
11th ult. says — "Adultery, incest, mur- 
der and i-uicide; all the vices <k crimes 
by which social lite can bo profaned, 
form the leading incidents in nearly 
every work of amusement! thai has for 
i.uy length of time issued from tho Pa- 
risian press." This is unquestionably 
true.

ROMAN CATHOLICS. 
This sect has increased rapidly in 
Great Britain. In Manchester, which 
a few years ago numbered only seven 
ty, there arc now 42,000 members of 
this church. Many other large towns 
show a similar increase. They have 
eleven colleges and thirty-five semina- 
ries in the island. 

A gentleman who left Fort Gibson, 
about a week since, for Arkansas, is 
said by the Gazette of this place, to 
have brought Information that the U. 
S. Commissioners anticipated the spee- 
dy conclusion of a treaty with the Osa- 
ges for all their country west of Ar- 
kansas, and for their removal, some 
200 miles N. W. of Fort Gibson, to- 
wards the Rocky Mountains. The Ar- 
kansas Gazette says it is possible that 
the evacuated country will be offered to 
the Georgian Cherokees, on condition 
of their ceding their country in that 
6tate to the United States. 

IRELAND. 
The Irish are somewhat rebellious, 
for the number of troops in Ireland by 
the British government, is something 
like twenty-eight thousand, about a 
fourth part of their whole standing 
army. 

FROM CHINA. 
By the ship Florida, Capt. Howland, 
we have received Canton papers to De- 
cember 10. We have also the Chinese 
Repository for November, which is 
published at the close of the month: 

THE REBELLION. 
On the 16th November, reports reach- 
ed Canton from Gov. Loo, at Lcen- 
chow, saying, that the mountaineers 
had broken forth again in all directions, 



plundering and murdering the people. 
Heengan the imperial commissioner 
ordered two forts to be built, on two 
commanding hills, to awe those who 
had recently been in rebellion. But 
the highlanders waited till the commis- 
isoners had set ofi° for Pekin, and the 
troops were withdrawn to Canton, 
when the\ assembled, and attacked tho 
workmen; and nftcr putting them to 
death, laid their works to ruins. 

It is further rumored, that a largo 
parly of banditti in the neighborhood 
of Sanlhow, a little eastward of the late 
seat of the insurrection, have commen- 
ced resistance to the government, under 
the appellation of the Vnngtcefan asso- 
ciation; or "iron bar political union."

ST. CROIX. 

The island has been almost ruined 
by excessive drought It has not rain- 
ed for a moment since the first week 
in January. Rum has advanced more 
than S4 a puncheon, in consequence of 
the demand for Europe. Sugars are 
selling for cash at $5. 

JAMAICA. 

A vast depreciation seems to have 
taken place, ia the value of property 
in the island of Jamaica. The estate 
of Temple Hall, with 240 negroes, 
which cost, a few years since, 50,000 
pounds, was recently but up at auction, 
and no bid was made of more than 
eight thousand. The coffee plantation 
of Pleasant Hill, who had 269 negroes, 
and cost 100,000 pounds, was also of- 
fered at auction, and bought in, only 
10,000 having been bid for it. These 
are said to be fair specimens of the 
general depreciation of estates in the 
islands. 

ST. CHRISTOPHER. 
The inhabitants of this town, and in- 
deed of the Island generally, have been 
kept in a dreadful state of alarm and 
anxiety since Friday night last, the 8th 
of February, by an awful and appalling 
visitation of Divine Providence. On 
Friday night a few minutes after eight 
o'clock a tremendous shock of earth- 
quake, resembling rather a violent ex- 
plosion, was felt here, and such was 
its force and violence, and long con- 
tinuation, as to create the most fearful 
anxiety in the minds of all for their 
safety, instant destruction being appre- 
hended. This was succeeded soon af- 
ter by two more shacks of alight dura- 
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lion, and about i) o'clock, another se- 
vere shrck was experienced, nearly as 
severe as the first; &: during the whole 
of that night, with little cessation, the 
shocks continued to agitate the town, 
and to increase the alarm and fears of 
the terrified inhabitants, several of 
whom left their abodes to escape the 
imminent danger, which, from the 
rocking of the houses, particularly the 
stone buildings, they were threatened 
with, and remained in the Open streets 
until morning — and others quitted their 
houses find repaired to the fields. The 
distressing cries, and deaf ning screech- 
es of the affrighted negroes — the ter- 
ror of families who hastily assembled 
together; the shrieks of (lie prisoners 
in Jail, whose voices weie distinctly 
heard among the confusion, call 102 
for mercy by releasing them — had 
such an etiect as bailies all description! 
— the situation of all in fact can be tet- 
ter conceived than described! Early 
on the morning of Saturday, some 
more shocks were fell, but they having 
ceased for a few hours the terror of 
the inhabitants had in some measure 
subsided, until about 4 o'clock; in the 
interval of a few seconds each, took 
place, the last very severe, and about 
as violent as the second severe shock 
on the night preceding. This renew- 
ed the alarm — the stores which had 
been opened, were immediately closed 
— and some of the inhabitants went on 
board the vessels in the harbor, prefer- 
ring to trust their safety to the uncer- 
tain waves, rather than to remain on 
shore, considering the lutter more un- 
safe; others preparing to follow their 
example if shocks continued. No oth- 
er was felt, until about 8 o'clock at 
night, and another at four in the morn- 
ing of Sunday. About a quarter after 
six on Sunday morning, a smart shock 
was felt, and during that day and night 
there were several slight. It is grati- 
fying to be enabled to state that all the 
places of public worship both on the 
forenoon and evening of Sunday, were 
hronged with immense congregations 
among whom was a considerable num- 
ber of the lower orders, whoso minds 
seemed impressed with the awful visi- 
tation — all imploring that God, who, 
in the midst of his Judgments, always 
exercises his attribute of Mercy! On 
Monday morning about half past three 
another severe shock was felt, and 
from that time there having been sev- 



eral slight shocks, making a period of 
seven nights and seven days from the 
commencement of these appalling oc- 
currences. The sea during the whole 
period, was much agitated; there was 
a swell from the southward, and the 
noise from the sea, as wcl' as that 
which preceded the shocks of earth- 
quakes, resembtcd the firing of cannon 
or the murmur of distant thunder. — 
Yesterday morning the sea became per- 
fectly calm, and we were blessed with 
a few light showers of rain — alter 
which about half past nine o'clock, a 
smart shock was felt and at ^ten last 
night aud four this morning, there was 
a slight shock, and during the last night 
we had a few light showers of rain. — 
We were again much alarmed by a 
smart shock, about 11 o'clock this fore- 
noon. • 

The injury done to the buildings in 
Basseterre is very great — there is 
scarcely n stone building or store we 
think, that has not been injured in 
some degree; and several old walls & 
chimneys have been thrown down. — 
The Church, the Wcsleynn Chapel; 
the Jail, the Custom House, the Read- 
ing Room, the Tavcin, have all re- 
ceived damage, and several private 
dwelling houses have been so shaken 
as to cause the walls to separate in ma- 
ny places. The Parish Church of St. 
Thomas, Middle Island, has suffered 
materially. 

A considerable quantity of bottled 
liquor was desttoyed by the first shock 
of earthquake — the value, supposed to 
be some hundred pounds sterling. 
CHOLERA IN IRELAND. 

Never, says a letter from Limerick 
of the 15th of Murch, "was there any 
thing like tho state of the surrounding 
country. The cholera has spread all 
around. The Rev. Mr. Noonan, Cu- 
rate of Knockany, was here io-day to 
purchase coffins, there notbeing hands 
enough in that place to make them. — 
At Hospital, to-day, the parish priest 
and twelve of his flock are dead of 
| cholera. Forty persons were attacked 
\ last night with the pestilence, out of 
i which tho above number fell victims 
I to its fury. Poor Dr. O'Connel said 
i mass yesterday, and appeared to be in 
excellent health. The manner of his 
death (being taken off in three or four 
hours,) has created a general feeling 
of regret and consternation through 
the surrounding country. Killmallock

Kilmurry, [bnttknno, and Soafeht, 
in the county of Clare, have berri like- 
wise visited with 'he disease, Btltl aa if 
to provoke its rttge, the deluded inhabi- 
tants refused to go to the hospital, 
where overy necessary is provided, 
but perish in their owu miserable dwel- 
ling.'. Upwards of CO death* out orK) 
attacks, have occurred in Kitfntattoefc 
Of tliotc wlio were effected, seven re- 
main under trcnlmcnt, only sit have 
recovered. In sevcrnf other places in 
that part of the kingdom the d:«a«t 
was extending. 

Bombay papers to the 5th of Dec. 
havo been received at Salem. One of 
them says: With deep sorrow wc l< am 
from the Bengal papers, that the peo- 
ple of CutUick in the district of Bala- 
sore, arc suffering the utmost dial-ess 
for want of food in conscquonco of the 
destruction of their crops by an inun- 
dation which occurred in Oct 18:11 
\^ About 200 pooplo are already said 
to havo died of starvation, and the sur- 
vivors are said to bo suturing all the 
horrors of famine. Many distinguish- 
ed English gentleman, and some wor- 
thy aud compassionate Hindoos, and 
other native residents of Calcutta, havo 
made a subscription, and bought a 
quantity of rice, which they have sent 
to Cuttack, to be distributed gratis 
among the poor people. The govern- 
ment also had despatched a small ship 
laden with the same article, — not, how- 
ever to be given away, in charity, to 
the starving f>opulation, hut to be sold 
at prime cost' 

THE JEWS. 

The restoration of the Jews to the 
city of Jerusalem and to their long lost 
and lovely country that "flowed with 
milk and honey," it is said, is about 
becoming a very scrioss point of con- 
sideration among the cabinets of Eu- 
rope. The complicated state of Turk- 
ish affairs, and the dread that Russia 
may acquire a footing on the Bospho- 
rus and Asia Minor, have led the cabi- 
nets of Europe to inquire into the pro-

• rodliness, but denying the power thec- 
of. 

It has long been so, that if a siint 
went east, west, north or south, he 
could not go, without having his cars 
continually saluted by individuals of 
this character. He could find many 
deceiving many. How often have mr.- 
ny in the presence of many, declared, 
without the gift of inspiration, that such 
and such would be damned, except they 
believed thus and thus, when the Lord 
says, more than once in the scriptures, 
Vengeance is mine, 1 will repay. 

It is, and has long been, aa acknow- 
ledged point, that thprc cannot be but 
one church of Christ, as there is one 
Lord, one faith, and one baptism.— 
With this sacred truth Deforc us, amid 
all the confusion and trouble now ex- 
isting, in consequence of so many dif- 
ferent denominations, all declaring

"It is announced that Dr. Noah 
Webster, the lexicographer, is enga- 
ged in preparing for publication an 
edition ol the Bible, in the common ver- 
sion, but with amendments of the lan- 
guage, chiefly in the following particu- 
lars — 
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"1. The correction of errors in 
Grammar. 

"2. Tho omis.-iort bj obsolete words 
and phrases, and tlie substitution of 
equivalent terms now in use. 

"3. The useof euphemisms for such 
indelicate wonts ami phrnscs as nic 
most offensive, and which cannot be 
•tittered without pain both to the reader 
»nd hearer." 

Remarks on the above. — Ar lothe 
errors in the bible, any man possessed 
ul common understanding, knows, that 
both the old and new leslamenls are 
filled with errors, obscurities, italics 
and contradictions, which must lie the 
work of men. As the church of Christ 
will soon have Hie scriptures, in their 
original purity, it may not be amiss for 
us to show a tow of the gross errors, 
or, as (hey might be termc'l, contra- 
dictions 

It is said in the first chapter and 30th 
verse of Genesis, in our present King 
James' translation, Thai toevery beast 
of the earth, and to every fowl of the 
air, and to every thing that cwepeth 
upon the earth, wherein there is life, 
I have given every r.tuuss herb for 
meat. 

But the Lord said thus: To every 
beast of the earth, and to every fowl 
of the air, & to every thing that creep- 
eth upon the earth, wherein I grant 
life, there shall be given every cleax 
herb for meat. It needs but little wis- 
dom to discern tlie difference between 
green and clean. If the beasts and 
fowls were tn eat of every green hrrb, 
they would be very apt to eat some 
poison ones. 

Apiin: In the king's translation, in 
the sixth chapter and 6th verseof Gen- 
esis, it is said that the Lord repented: 
It is thus written: And it repented the 
Lord that he had made man on the 
earth, and it grieved him a: his heart. 

The Lord never said that he repent- 
ed as it is thus recorded in the present 
English bible: But it is thus: And it 
repented Noah, and his heart was pain- 
ed, that the Lord had made man on 
the earth, and it grieved him at his 
heart 

Let one m^ro sentence suffice for 
the present: King James' tianslators 
made Paul say, in the llih chapter of 
Hebrews, Now faith is the bubstanxe 
of things hoped for.- But Paul said, 
Now faith is the ASSURANCE of 
tilings hoped for. 



As to a new translation, by Dr. Web- 
ster, we think he is already superse- 
ded in one which follows; yea, with all 
the euphemisms he could collect from 
bis quarto dictionary, he could not de- 
stroy the sublimity of the scripture fast- 
er, than Dr. Dickinson has.

Dear brother, It is with a joyful heart that 
I take the opportunity to Bend a few subscri- 
bera for the Evening and the Morning fcjtar. 
1 rcjoicj much in the prosperity of Zion, and 
pray Gud to enlarge bet borders, and in- 
crease her convert*; yea, an -1 extend peace 
unto her as a river, that she may arise, an 
from the dust anil come to light, and go forth 
unto the regions round about, and become 
the joy of the whole earth. 

It is about six weeks since I left Kirllaud 
to take a mission lo the cast; since which 
time I have visited twelve churches, and pas- 
sed three others, in coining to this place: all 
of which are nearly in the course from Kirt- 
land to Chenango, .New York: so grows, and 

•0 spreads the mighty work of the Lord 

rtouie of said churches arecomposed of near- 
ly one hundred member*; and, in nearly all of 
them, ths work is still going on. With some 
tew exception*, union prevails among them. 

The hearts of the people are generally open 
lo hear preaching, and we frequently get ad. 
inittance into their synagogues of worship, 
and sound the gospel in Babylon's halls; 
which often causes her priests to wonder. — 
O may the Lord cause his glorious voice to 
be heard until error and superstition shall 
([ive way to the everlasting gospel of Jesus. 

I feel much weakness as a man, but in the 
strength of Christ 1 am resolved to blow the 
trumpet of the gospel, until the people of God 
are delivered from the merchants and traffick- 
ers of souls, unto the glorious liberty of the 
gospel. I have great need of aid from heav- 
en, fori find the molhcr of abominations, 
has presented the cup to the lips of all peo- 
ol", languages and tongues; and nearly all 
hav<» be.-n sippiu < Ii't delusion: and taking 
the name of the beast instead of the. round of 
Christ. Some say the book of Mormon is 
contrary to the h\b\e, because it speaks a- 
gainsl unconditional election, and reproba- 
tion; some because il exhorts the saints to 
continue faithful to the end, lest .they fall 
out by the way and perish; some because it 
teaches immersion for baptism, and discards 
the baptism of infants. Tho universalists 
pays it reproaches his creed; the atheist com- 
plains that it disorganizes his laws of nature, 
and thus it is condemned as destructive to ev- 
ery craft under heaveu. All parties seem to 
feel a disquietude because of the marvelous 
and wonderful work that the Lord is begin- 
ning lo accomplish in the earth; and may he 
slay nol his hand until it is finished, and the 
despisers of godliness, are sent to their place, 
and bvpocrites shall wonder and perish.

I have received a letter from brother John 
informing me, th.it the church in Ueuaoiii 
Vermont, was going up lotion, this summer! 
tul lie is going to lake George. The church- 
es in those regions are in a prosperous con- 
dition. 

As for myself, I intend, if possible, lo at- 
tend the School ul the Limn Jerusalem, to 
which 1 am confident, it i$ my privilege to go, 
as often as the old apostles went to tha ro*v 
meh Jerusalem. 

Since 1 commenced my minion I have la- 
bored the most of the time with the churches 
which 1 have visited, but 1 intend lo return,

A few cases have occurred, say half a dozen 
in Hannibal; some in New Loudon, and some 
in Palmyra. 

Brother Grovor is still with me. We in- 
tend to come up lo Zion as soon as we can. 
I was call;d to see a brother sailed with the 
cholera, bnl before J reached him, he was 
dead. His wife was also taken, but having 
hands laid upon her, the Lord healed her. 

A man has just told me. that in Palmyra, 
in 48 hours, the cholera had taken forty-sev- 
en to their graves. The disease is in the 
country as well as the town, and carries off 
all ages, colors and conditions, sparing none. 
Pray for us and we for you.

To prevent any misunderstanding among 
the churches abroad, respecting free people 
of color, who may think of coming to the 
western boundaries of Missouri, as members 
of the church, we quote the following clau-

Slaves are real estate in (l is and oth'r 
stales, and witdom would dictate great care 
among llie branches ofthe church of Christ, 
on 'his subject. So long at we have no spe- 
cial rule in the church, auto people of color, 
let prudence guide: and while they, as well 
as we, are in the hands of a merciful God, 
we say: Shun every appearance of evil. 
ILr Wun.r on Uta subject of law, it may 
not be amiss to quote some of the Constitu- 
tion of Msssouri. It shows a liberality ofo- 
pinion of the great men of the west, and will 
vie with that of any other stale. It is gcod: 
it is just, and it is the citizeus' right. 

"4. That all men have a natural and inde- 
feasible right to worship Almighty 'God ac- 
cording to the dictates of their own conscien- 
ces; that no man can be compelled to creel, 
support or attend any place of worsliip, or to 
maintain any minister ofthe gospel or teach- 
fin*,; that no L^r^-n aclhrrilv rn 
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control or inter fere with the rights of con- 
science; that no person can aver be in:rt, i o- 
lested or restrained in Ilia religious profes- 
sions or sentiments, if he do nut disturb oth- 
ers in their religious worship: 

•>. That no [" htoo, onatcn-ii.l of his re- 
ligions opinion*, can bo rendered ineligible to 
any office of trust or profit un id t.'iis state; 
that no preference can ever be given by law 
t o any sect or mode of worship; and mat no 
religious corporation can ever be established 
in this state." 



THE ELDERS STATIONED IN ZION 
TO THE CHl'RCIIKS ABROAD, IX 
LOVE GREETING: 

Dear brethren: One year haying pa-sed 
since we addressed the churches abroad on 
the situation ol Zion, and the state of the 
(rath -ring, it see.ns to be our duty, to again 
address the saints on the same subjects. Al- 
though you frequently learn through the me- 
dium of the S.ar,, o ir situation and progress, 
yet we indulge a hope, that a circular from 
us, particularly setting these things forth at 
this time, will be received by you in fellow- 
ship. 

We have abundant reason to thank the 
Lord for his goodness and mercy manifested 
unto us, Bine-' we were planted in this land. 

With the exception of the winter season, 
the gathering has continued slowly. At pres- 
ent, we have not the exict number of the 
disciples,- but suppose that then" are near sev- 
en hundred. — Include these, with their chil- 
dren, and those who belong to families, and 
the number will probably amount to more 
than twelve hundred souls. 

Many hov.-' been planted upon their inher- 
itances, where, blessed with a fruitfjl soil, 
and ■ healthy climate, they arc befinning 
to enjoy some of lh» comforts of We: n con- 
nection with peace and satisfaction of pure 
and undcti.'ed religion; winch is to visit li e 
widow and the tjuhetless in their afflictions 
and to keep ourselves unspotted from the 
world: This brings down the UiunTIBI ot 
peace and love from our Father, and confirms 
our faith in the promise, that we shall see 
him in the flesh, when he comes to be glori- 
fied in his saints, and to be admired in all them 
that believe in that day. 

Here let us remark, that out duly urges 
us to notice a few letters which have been 
sent from this place by persons seeking the 
1 >aves and fishes, or by such as have lost their 
claudingamoue men oicharacter in the world. 
In the letters alluded to are some facts: hut 
the most of them are false. 

It is said, that women go out to work: this 
is a fact, and not only women, but men too; 
for in the church of Christ, all that are able, 
have to work to fulfil the commandment! of 
the Lord: anJ, the situation in which many 
have come up here, has brought them under 
ihc necessity of seeking employment from 
Ihose who do not belong to the church; yet, 
we can say as far as our knowledge extends, 
that t.'iey have been honorably compensated. 
And we are willing that the decree concern- 
ing mankind, thou shall eat thy bread by the 
sweat of thy brow , should be fulfilled. Slem- 
hers of (he church have, or will have, "deed*" 
ii l!e:ir own ninie. 



One Bates from New-London, Oiiio, who 
subscribed fifty dollars for the purpose of pur- 
chasing lands, and the necessaries for the 
saints, after his arrival here, tued Edward 
Cartridge and obtained a judgment for 
ths sonic. Bates i hortly alter denied the 
faifh and run away cn Sunday, leaving debts 
unpaid. We do nut mention this to cast re- 
flections, but to give a cample of his work 
manifested since he came to this land. 

.No man that has consecrated properly to 
the I. .tJ, for the benefit of the poor and lha 
needy, by a deed of gift according to the laws 
of the laud, has thought of suing for it, any 
more then the men of the world, who give 
or donate to build meeting houses, orccl'.eics; 
or to send missionaries to India or the Cape 
of Good Hope, 

Every saint that Las come to this land to 
escape the desolations which await the wick- 
ed, and prepare Ibr the con ing of the Lord, 
is well satisfied with the country, and the or- 
tier of the kingdom of our God; and we are 
happy, to say, that the inhabitants of Zion 
are growing in grace, and in the knowledge 
of those things which lead to peace and eter- 
nal glory. And our hearts, are filled with 
thanksgiving lor the privilege of bearing this 
testimony concerning our brethren on this 
land. 

One object in writing this epislle, is, to 
give some instructions to those who come up 
to the land of Zion. Through a mistaken 
idea, many of the brethren abroad, that had 
property, have given some away ; and sacrifi- 
ced some, theyliardly know how. This is 
not right, nor according to the cominannd- 
menls. 

We would advise in the first place, that ev- 
ery disciple, if in his power, pay his just debts, 
so as to owe no man, and then if he has any 
properly left, let him be careful of it; and he 
can help the poor, by consecrating some for 
their inheritances: For us yet, there has not 
been enough consecrated to plant the poor in 
inheritanecc according to the regulation of 
the church, and the desire of the faithful. 

This might have been done, had such as 
■iral property been prudent. It f "ma as 
thou t|j a notion was prevalent, in BtbrJoB, 
that the church of Christ was a common 
stock concern. This ought not so to be, for 
it is not the case. When a disciple comes 
to Zion for an inh riinnce, it ia his duty, if 
he has any tiling to consecrate to the Lord, 
tor the benefit of the poor and the needy, or 
to purchase lauds, to consecrate it according 
to the law of the Lord, and also according to 
the law of the land: and the Lord has said, 
that in keeping his law, we have no need to 
break the laws of Hie land. And we have a- 
bundant reason to be thankful, that we are 
permitted li establish ourselves under the 
protection of a government, that knows no 
exceptions to sect or society, but gives oil its 
citizens a privilege of worshiping God accor- 
ding in their own desire. 

Again, while in the world, it is not the du- 
ly or a disciple to exhaust alt his means in 
bringing the poor to Zion; and this because, 
if oil should do so, there would be nothing to 
put in the storehouse in Zion, for the pur- 
pose which the Lord has commanded. 

Do not think brethren by this, that we 
would advise or direct, that the poor be neg- 
eclsd in the least; this is not the desire o/_ 
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our hearts; for we arc mindful of the word of 
our Father, which informs us that in his bosom 
it is decreed, that the poor and meek of the 
earth shall possess it. 

The welfare of the poor has always a place 
in our he.irla: yet we are confident, that our 
experience, even had we nothing else to 
prompt us to advise on this point, and that 
wholly lor the good of the cause in which we 
labor, would he sufficient in the minds of our 
brethren abroad, to excuse a plainness on 
this important part of oursnuject. 
To see numbers of disciples come to this land, 
destitute of means to procure an inheritance, 
and much less the necessaries of life, awa- 
kens a sympathy iu our bosoms of no ordina- 
ry feeling: and we should do injustice to the 
saints, were we to remain sdi'nL, when, per- 
haps, a few words, by way of advice, may be 
the means of instructing them, that hereafter 
great difficulties may be avoided. 

For the disciples to suppose that they can 
come to this land without aught to eat, or to 
drink, or to wear, or any thing to purchase 
these necessaries with, is a vain thought. — 
For them to suppose that their clothes and 
shoes will not wear out upon the jaurney, 
when the whole of it lies through a country 
where there are thousands of sheep from 
which wool in abundance can be procured to 
make them garments, and cattle upon a thou- 
sand hilla, to afford leather for shoes, is just 
at vain. 

The circumstances of the saints in gather- 
ing to the land of Ziou in these last days, are 
very different ftoro those of the children of 
Israel, after they despised the promised rest 
of the Lord, afier they were brought out of 
the land of Egypt. Previous to that, the 
Lord promised them, if they would obey his 
voice and keep his command merits, that he 
would b<md the hornet before them, and 
drive out those nations which then inhabited 
the promised land, so that they might have 
peaceable possession of the same, without the 
shedding of blood. But in consequence of 
their unbelief and rebellion, they were com- 
pelled to obtain it by the sword, with the 
»acri6ce of many lives. 

But to suppose that we can come up here 
and lake possession ot this land by the shed- 
ding of blood, would besetting at nought the 
law of the glorious gospel, and also the word 
of our great Redeemer: And to suppose that 
we can lake possession of this country, with- 
out making regular purchases of the same ac- 
cording to the laws of our nation, would be 
reproaching this great Republic, in which 
the most of us were born, and under whose 
auspice* wc all have protection. 

We feel as though enough was said on this 
point, knowing rhat a word to the wise is 
sufficient: and that all our brethren arc aware 
of the fact, that all the tithes can not be gath- 
ered into the storehouse of the Lord, that the 
windows of heaven may lie opened, and a 
blessing poured out that there is not room 
enough to contain it, if all the means of the 
taints are exhausted, before they reach the 
place where they can have a privilege of ao 
doing. 

Do not conclude from these remarks breth- 
ren, that we doubt in the least, that the 
Lord will fail to provide for hi* saints in these 
last day: or, that we would extend oar hands 
steady bis ark; for this is not the case 



Wc know that the Baints have the unchanga- 
ble word of God, that they shall be provided 
for; yet we know, if any are imprudent, or 
lavish, or negligent, or indolent, in taking 
that proper cire, and making that pro|>er use 
of what the Lord has made them stewards 
over, which is their duly to, they are not 
counted wise: for a strict account of every 
ones, stewardship, is required, not only iu 
time, but will be in eternity. 

Neither do wc apprehend that we shall be 
considered as putting out our hands to stea- 
dy the urk of God, by giving advice to our 
brethren upon important points relative to 
their coming to Zion, when the experience 
of almost twoyears' gathering, has taught us 
to revere that saeicd word from heaveu, Lkt 
not your flight be in haste, but let all things 
be prepared before you. 

Then brethren, we would advise, that 
where there are many poor in a church, that 
the elders counsel together and moke prepar- 
ations to send a part at one time and a part 
at another. And let the poor rejoice in that 
they are exalted: but the rich in that they are 
made low, for there is no respect of persons 
in the sight of the Lord. 

The disciples of Christ, blessed with imme- 
diate revelations from him, should be wise and 
not take the way of the world, nor build oir- 
caslkvi, but consider, that when they have 
bee.n gathered to Zion, means will be need- 
ed to purchase their inheritances, and means 
will be needed to purchase food and raiment 
for at least one year: or, at any rate, food: 
and where disciples, or churches, are blessed 
with means to do as much as this, they would 
be better off in Z'um than in the world, troub- 
led as it is, and will shortly be, with plagues, 
famines, pestilences, and utter destructions 
upon the ungodly. 

On the |nil>i*ct. of tiiise n v. are 

put in circulation by evil minded men, to 
ridicule the idea of lh< gathering of Israel, iu 
these lasts days, we would say to our breth- 
ren abroad, believe them not: The Evening 
and the Morning Star, was established ex- 
presaly to publish the truth, and the word of 
the Lord, thai the saints might not be de- 
ceived, by such as moke broad the borders of 
their garments and love the uppermost rooms 
at feasts; yea, by such as bind heavy burdens 
which are grievous to be borne, and lay them 
upon men's shoulders, but will not move 
them with their fingers. Yea, we give this 
caution that the disciples may not give heed 
to the gainsaying of those who seek the hon- 
or of this world and the glory of the same, 
rather than seek the honor of God and his 
glory: nor those who have turned away from 
the church of Christ, and denied the faith 
delivered to his saints in these last days. 

Brethren, the Lord has begun to gather 
his children, even Israel, that they may pre- 
pare to enter into and enjoy his rest when he 
comes in his glory, and he will do it. No 
matter what our ideas, and notions may be 
npon the subject; no matter what fojlisn re- 
port the wicked may circulate to gratify an 
evil dispostion, the Lord will continue to 
gather the righteous, and destroy the wicked, 
till the sound goes forth IT IS 'FINISHED. 

It ought lobe known obroad that much fan- 
rovement is needed in the cattle, sheep and 
ogs, in this part of the country. For the 
sake of c urnfort and convenience, as cows 
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here are worth from ten to fifteen dollars, our 
brethren would do well, anil we would advise 
them to purchase before they arrive m this 

region. 

In fart, if they journey according to the 
commandments o* the l ord, pitching their 
tenia by the way, like Isra'-i in days of old, 
it would be no more than right to drive cows 
enough to supply every family, or company, 
with milk on the way. 

They would then have them when they 
arrived here; and il'tl.cy selected of the best 
breeds, they would lay a foundation for im- 
provement. A thing of which all our breth- 
ren who are acquainted with raising stock, 
will at once see the propiiety. 

The sheep of this state, arc large, but as 
their wool is coarse, the breed would soon be 
improved, if our brethren woi:ld drive with 
fhltm. some Merinoes or Saxony. As soon as 
wool and tUx are had among the brethren, 
raSciebt for the purpose, they will manufac- 
ture cloth for their own use in the church. 

The swinp in this country are not good, 
being the; old lashioned shitr-u breed, and 
much inferior t.i the large white grata breed 
of she eastern states. If any could introduce 
this breed into the church in Zion, what little 
pork might be wanted in the winter, would 
be much belter, and easier raised. 

It is a matter of some surprise to us, that 
our brethren should come up to the land of 
Zion, as many do, without bringing garden 
seeds, and even seeds of all kinds. The Jared- 
ites& Nepliites took with them of all kinds; 
and the .laredites, all kinds of animals. And 
although the Lord has said that it was his bus- 
iness to provide for his saints, yet, he has not 
said that he would do it, unless they kept his 
command ments. 

And notwithstanding the fulness of the 
earth is for the saints, they can never expect 
it unless Uir-y use the means put into their 
hands to obtain the same in the manner pro- 
vided by our Lord. When you flee to Zion, 
we enjoin the word, prepare all things, that 
vou may be ready to labor for a living, for 
the Lord has promised to take the curse oft" 
the land of Zion in his own due time, and 
the willing and the obedient, will eat the 
good of the same: not the idle, for they are 
to be had in remembrance before the Lord. 

One very important requisition for the 
saints that come up to the land of Zion, is, 
that, hpfore they start, they procure a certifi- 
cate from three elders of the church, or from 
the bishop in Ohio, according to the com- 
mandments; and when they arrive to present 
it to the bishop in Zion, otherwise they are 
not considered wise stewards, and cannot be 
received into fellowship with the church, till 
they prove tbcmselvea by their own goodness. 

Some of our brethren may at the first in- 
Ftant think, perhaps, that this is useless and 
formal, but a few reflections, will be sufficient 
for them to see the propriety of it, and more 
especially, when they learn that it is a com- 
mandment given us of our Lord. 

Our brethren will find an extract of the 
law of this state, relative to free people of 
color, on another page of thia paper. Great 
care should be taken on this point. The 
saints must shun every appearance of evil. — 
As to slaves we have nothing to say. In 
connection with the wonderful events of thia 



age, much is doing towards abolishing slave- 
ry, and colonizing the blacks, in Africa, 

Tin; foregoing remarks have been addressed 
to our brethren abroad, considered as one 
general body, and have been designed as gen- 
eral information to all. We cannot close 
this epistle, ecroptt>Mi with our duty, with- 
out particularly addressing ourselves to our 
brethren, the tiuers, to whom is intrusted the 
preaching the everlasting gospel, the glad ti- 
dingB of salvation to Israel, and to all the 
Gentiles, it they will listen to the invitation. 

Brethren, we are aware of your many af- 
flictions, or at least in part, sumo of us hav- 
ing been eye witnesses to the things of God, 
and having been called to bear testimony of 
the same from the first, since this gospel baa 
been proclaimed in the»2 last days. The de- 
sire of oui hearts for your prosperity we can 
truly say is inexpressible: lor when you are 
prospered, we are, and when you are blessed, 
we are blessed also. The alUicli'ms which 
yon are necessariW called to undergo in i«" s e 
days of tribulation and vengeance upon the 
wicked, rail forth from our hearts unceasing 
prayers to our common Karent in your be- 
half, that you may be enabled to dr-livor his 
message!!! the demonstration of his Spirit, 
and call together his elect from the ends of 
the earth, to the place of the name of ihe 
Lord of hosta, even to mount Zion. 

By those few expressions, you will see 
brethren, how important we view your cal- 
lings. We do not consider that it is our dn- 
ty to direct you in your missions: but we will 
give you in few words what we have reason 
to expect relative to the gatherirg of the 
saints, according to the revelations of the 
Lord. 

By the authority of your railings and ordi- 
nances, you, no doubt will admit, that it will 
be expected, that you will know your duty, 
and at all times and in all places, teach the 
disciples theirs; but we are sorry to say, that 
in some instances, some of our brethren have 
failed to do so. 

We would remind our brethren of a clause 
in the Covenants, which informs us, that all 
who are ordained in this church, are to be or- 
dained according to the girls and callings of 
God unto them, by the power of the Holy 
Ghost which is in the one who ordains them. 
We would also remind them of one valuable 
caution recorded in Paul's first letter to Tim- 
othy, which says, Lav hands suddenly on no 
man, neither be partaker of other men's sine. 

Those cautions, however, are particularly 
addressed to our young brethren in the mitt 
istry. We know, llial many of our brethren 
are wise in these important parts of their la- 
bors, and have rid their garments of the blood 
of this generation, and are approved before 
the I .... .!. 

We will proceed further brethren to notice 
some particular items immediately connected 
with your duties, and what, as we said be- 
fore, we have reason to expect from yon; ac- 
cording to the revelations. In one given De- 
cember 4, 1831, we learn that it is the duty 
of the elders of the church in the east, to ren- 
der an account of their stewardship, unto the 
bishop appointed unto the church in that 
pari oflhe Lord'e vineyard. 

The Lord save. And" now, verily I say in- 
to you, that asevery elder in this part of the 
vineyard, [the eaatj must give an sccouat of 
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his stewardship iuiio ih>- bishop in this pari 
of the vineyard, a certificate lr<m] the judge 
or bishop in litis [Ktrl of th» vineyard, unlo 
the bishop in Xion, render"th every nan ac- 
ceptable, ami answroth all things for on in- 
heritance, and lu b« received as a wise i 1 >w- 
crd. and as a ftlithfbl laborer; otherwise lie 
shah not be accepted of the bishop in Zion. 

And now, verily J say unto you, let every 
elder who shall nt an account unto Ibe bir.h- 
on oflhe church, in thia part of the vineyard, 
[the east] be rccomme-id»d by tU church or 
churches, ia which he tab***, that lie may 
render himself and hie accounts approved in 
all things. 

We hope brethren, that you will be partic- 
ular to teach the disciples abroad, prudence 
and economy in all things. Teach them in 
plainness, that without regulnr recommends, 
they cannot be received in fellowship with 
the church in Zion, until after they have pro- 
ven themsehvs wot thy by their gndiy walk. 
And those who are recommended by you, wc 
expect, will be such as arc pcrrouafly known 
to you to be disciples indeed, and worthy the 
confidence of all saints. 

Viewing the quotation relative to your < b- 
laining a certificate from the bishop in the 
east concerning your worthin-ss, you cannot 
blame us, brethren, if we are strict on this 
point. It may be understood therefore, hy 
our brethren, the elders, who come from the 
rast, and do not bring a regular ceil'mcate 
showing that their labors have been accepted 
there, that they cannot be accepted in Zion. 
Wc do not set ourselves up as judges in this; 
we have only a desire to see the order of our 
Redeemer's kingdom observed in all things; 
for his commandments are precious with us: 
we have them in our hands, and they are sa- 
cred to our hearts. 

Our brethren who labor in the churehra 
a distance to the west of the residence of the 
bishop in the east, who do not render their 
accounts to him, should be particular to bring 
recommends from the churches in which they 
do labor, and present them, with the accounts 
of their labors to the bishop immediately af- 
ter their arrival here. And those elden who 
labor continually in preaching the gospel to 
the world, should also be particular to render 
their accounts of the same, that they may 
show themselves approved in ail things, and 
be known to be worthy of the high ofiics in 
which they stand in the church oi'Christ. 

Having said considerable concerning those 
particular points which are necessary to be 
observed by our brethren who journey to this 
land, and also a few words to the elders; we 
deem it a privilege before we conclude, to say 
something more to the cliurcli at large. In 
the previous remarks, however, we presume 
our brethren may make many improvements; 
and, perhaps discover some errors; if so, we 
can say, that the best of motives have 
prompted us to write to our brethren; and it' 
aome small errors are to be found, wc are cer- 
tain that the general ideas are correct, and 
will be a means of doing good, if those who 
are immediately interested in the same, give 
heed to them. 

Dear brethren in the New Covenant, ac- 
cept this as a token for a salutation in the 
name of the Lord Jesus Christ, from your 
brethren in Zion. While we are permitted 
to witness the great things which are contin- 



ually taking place in ft:lillmenl of the prophe- 
cies concerning the last da) f, as the i hildren 
of God are gathered l on e to j rr pare them- 
selves for the supper of the Lamb, ovr lan- 
guage, ll at is, the English tongue, i'a.:s lu 
express! nn joy.

It is a time o! trouble, a day of gloom and 
thick darkness to them that are not prepared 
to meet the Savior in this generation, as he 
comes in the clouds of heaven, with nil the 
holy angels with him. We simply ask all to 
look for themselves: for all must come to 
pas?, which was spoken by the prophets, and 
shortly the end will come. Read the ac- 
counts which we glean from our exchange 
papers, from mouth to mouth, for great 
thii.gs await the inhabitants of the earth. 

THE FLOOD. 
IjO.is oflivet and properly .— The most 
paibftH accounts begin to be received 
of the destructive effects of the fresh- 
et. The river continued rising tili 
about 10 o'clock this forenoon, when 
it was a foot higher than in the spring. 
The loss of property is immense; near- 
ly all tne stores and buildings cast of 
Market street, tlic whole of the city, 
are iniw<hU:t!. Our fellow citizens at 
Troy are heavy sutl'ercrs. We arc in- 
formed that five men were drowned by 
tlie breaking up of a mft of which they 
had charge. A man and a boy near 
Troy, were drawn into the current A; 
lost, while attempt ng to rescue a cow. 
The bridge across the Mohawk at Fort 
Plain has been swept away. We fear 
thnl the it. jury to the catin! is so great 
as to ittter.upt the navigation for sev- 
eral weeks. We regret to se" that the 
labors and hopes of the ganJners upon 
the Islands below and opposite the city 
are all blasted. This loss will fall 
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heavy upon an in<]ustrioii3 and valua- 
ble elms of citizens. It is impossible 
to estimate llir I.,..; n|" oi; r citiztns, 
which is much greater from the occur- 
rence of such an extraordinary flood 
at an unusual season. Upwn rd.s of 200 
cords of wood was swept away from 
one yard this morning. The quantity 
of lumber lor-t is very great. Many uf 
our merchants found the »n!nr in tlveir 
stores, yesterday morning, before they 
hnd an article of their goods removed. 

The accounts of freshets n;casioaed 
hy lbe late sudde n an J copious rains, 
are rather numerous and afflicting. — 
The Susquehanna, at Marietta, fa. 
had risen, in '24 hour*, ?t ova 8 - o'docfc, 
on Tuesday afternoon, about 13 feet 
The property destroyed is immense; 
the greater part of the rafts and /umber 
borne down by tin flood has hern I^st. 
Matty perrons have lost their entire 
property, and many have seen lhe la- 
bors of mouths suddenly swept from 
them. The canal his su fie red so con- 
s ; dcrably, and the wall at Bninbridgo 
so utterly destroyed, that it is appre- 
hended the entire section will become 
useless for the season. The disasters 
nrc increased by the death of Mr. 
Cook, a respectable resident of Mmi- 
etta, who was drowncl n Thursday 
morning, below the Sown. The over 
opposite Colum'oso, hid also risen, and 
wns sweeping down rafts an I '.ootrj 
lumber. Th outlet lock had been in- 
jured, and (he span of the bridge on 
the Wrightsville side destroyed. A 
considerable loss of property was ap- 
prehended, from the increase of the 
freshet, which still continued at seven 
o'clock, Thursday mcrning. 

We loam with regret, that the rise 
of the water in the Delewnre has been 
productive of much public ami private 
injury at and near Easton. Lumber, 
merchandize & boats have been swept 
away, and much injury sustained on 
the banks of the canal. 

"When our paper went to press, 
the Susquehanna had reached the 
height of sixteen feet above low water

CONSTANTINOPLE. 
March 27.— Neschet Effi tiei, who 
wns sent to Alexandria with the Turk- 
ish Ambassador, Hahl Pacha, has re- 
turned to Constanlinnple |Je his been 
sent by Haiti Pacha to inform the Porte 
that Mchemit Ali was not to be indu- 
ced to any peace compatible with his 
(Halil's) instructions, and that the Pa- 
chn, in consequence of tlalil's decla- 
ration, on the occasion, had announced 
to his son that he would sen I him re- 
inforcements t ) enable him to continue 
his operations against Constantinople. 
This news, and perhaps also the sup- 
position that Mehemct Ali acts in thin 
manner in consequence of an under- 
standing with England and France, 
has induced the Divan to take the res- 
olution to require all possible assistance 
from Russia, and to request the Rus- 
sian Ambassador to hasten the arrival 
of the intended succors in the capitol 
as the urgency of the case demands. — 
Couriers were immediately despatched 
in all directions, and since that time 
the communications bie( ween the Turk- 
ish Ministry and M. Von BiuanicfTare 
observed to be extremely frenuent. 

The Russ.'an corps which is march- 
ing by way of Siacboll along the coast 
of the Black Sea, will partly arrive 
jhewj in fourteen days. Quarters are 
| already prepared for those troops in 
Jlcm/'s Tschillik, and as Jbram'm Pa- 
cha is also to advance, it is very pos- 
sible that lie may soon come in contact 
with the Russians. This circumstance 
has again thrown the inhabitants of 
the capital info the greatest alarm. — 
Turks and Christians have already 
packed up their most valuable effects 
to convey them to a place or safety at 
the first notice, and the wavering of 
the Port which cannot wholly shut its 
ears to the incessant exhortations of 
the French Ambassador, not to place 
too much confidence in Russia, and is 
thereby continually led to take meas-

HEALTH OF THE METROP- 
OLIS. 

The epidemic disease, which has for 
some time prevailed in London nnd its 
vicinity, ami which last week confined 



ty functionaries presided at the Old 
liailcy Sessions. In imny of the es- 
tablishments at the vest end of the 
town, the whole of the domestics havo 
been confined. In Devonshire and 
Northumberland Houses them was 
scared} a member of the household i« 
attendance during the whole week, 
and some of them were at one time 
considered to be in a state approach- 
ing to dangerous. Lord Palmcrston 
and many of the members of both Hou- 
ses have teen added to the sick list. — 
His lordship's attack was both severe 
ami of long continuance. Nearly 800 
of the police force have teen reported 
absent this week, from the effects of 
this singular complaint, being nn in- 
crease of more than one hundred over 
the neck preceding. 

These who live in low and damp 
situations appear ta have suffered must;

the 24th. At Drury Lane the mana- 
ger was extremely anxious to keep his 
house open, and the more so as her 
Majesty had commanded the perform- 
ances, but there too the disease asser- 
ted its omnipotence, and at 4 o'elock 
on Tuesday it was announced that the 
house must remain closed till Sun- 
day. The performance at the Hay- 
market and the Strand Theatre have 
teen also inierrupted; the Court of Re- 
view was unable to hear causes from 
the indisposition of the judges; and it 
was with great difficulty, and under 
considerable pain, that some of the ci-

Wars and rumors of wars are spread- 
ing over the world; nation rising against 
nation, kingdom against kingdom; ca- 
lamity upon calamity, and pestilenco 
following plague; iniquity abounding, 
and tho love of many waxing cold; al- 
most every man seeking his own inter- 
est, to the' destruction of his neighbor, 
and the hearts of this generation so 
grossly hardened, that no man can trust 
even his brother; and more than all 
these, that great day fast approaching 
when this scence of wickedness shall 
close; the verl of eternity be rent, and 
the Son of God be seen coming in tho 
clouds of heaven, with all his holy an- 
gels, with power and great glory. 

Who, with tho bible in his hand, can 
douSt for a moment the near approach 
of that day when Israel shall be gath- 
ered to his own land, and the captivity 
of Jacob's tents return? when the seed 
of Abraham shall possess their promis- 
ed inheritance in that choice country 
that once flowed with milk and honey? 
when the Lord will turn to his people 
a pure language, that thoy may all 
call upon his name to serve him with 
one consent; when even his suppliants 
the daughter of his dispersed, shall 
bring his offering from boyond tho ri- 
vers of Ethiopia? and when the great 
river Euphrates shall be dried up, that 
the way of tho kings of the east may 
be prepared? 
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Ae wo previously remarked, we do 
not design to detail the particulars 
which have occasioned a retuovul of 
the locntion of this paper; but it may 
not be improper to offer a few rcnVc 
tions upon the subject, as a part of the 
■erne transpired before our eyes. — 
With propriety we may say, that, of 
nil subjects on earth who are buund to 
respect the principles of their go\ern- 
rnent, the people of the (Jotted State*, 
certainly, ore of that class. The 
thought that our liberty was purchased 
with the blood of our fathers, ought to 
kindle emotions of patriotism in the 
bosom of every individual, and inspire 
it with just indignation against those 
who should in any way, even with the 
smallest pretext, rise up and disgrace 
his character ns a republican, by viola- 
ting those feelings which served as u 
main spring of action for those who 
achieved our freedom. 

The freedom of speech, (he liberty 
of conscience, and the liberty of the 
pres*. ore three main principles in the 
Constitution of a free government; take 
from it these, and adieu to the blessings 
of civil society: deprive a citizen of the 
enjoyments guaranteed in these, and 
his life is not worth possessing. Men 
shudder nt the thought of the dissolu- 
tion of States, and the breaking of those 
licks which hold governments togeth- 
er: but whenever those sacred princi- 
ples are suffered to be trampled upon, 
and no arm raised to defend them, the 
lengthy documents, the long harangues, 
the great parade & ll e splendid slnv., 
are like the idle wind; they are like 
vain tales; they are beneath the empty 
fable, for they can profit no man. 

It has become our duty to relate one 
of the most shocking scenes, which has 
disgraced the character of any citizen 
of the United States, since her freedom 
was purchased by the shedding of blood. 
We recollect ihc history of the perse- 
cution of the Quakers, and of the Bap- 
tists, in time gone by, but we thought 
we could with propriety, cherish a be- 
lief, that no set of crpatures wearing 
the human form, and enjoying the pri

We, the undersigned, citizcus of the 
republic of the United States of Amer- 
ica, inhabitants of the Stale of Missou- 
ri, und residents of Jackson county, 
members of the church of Christ, (vul- 
garly called Mormons,) believing in 
God, and worshiping him according l» 
his revealed will contained in the holy 
bible, and the fulness of the gospel 
contained in the book of Mormon, and 
the revelations nnd commandments of 
God through Jesus Christ, respectfully 
show : — 

That, we your petitioners, having 
purchased lands of the United States, 
anil of the State of Missouri, and of 
the inhabitants of said State, for the 
purpose of improving the same and 
peaceably cnjo\ ing our rights, privi- 
leges, immunities and religion, accord- 
ing to the Constitution and laws of the 
State and National Governments, have 
suffered unjustly and unlawfully in 
property, in person, and in reputation, 
as follows: First, in the spring of 
1832, some persons, in the deadly hours 
of the night, commenced stoning or 
brick-bitting some of our houses and 
brer.king in our windows, disturbing 
ourselves, our wives and our children, 
and also, some few days after, they 
called a county meeting to consult mea- 
sures to remove us but niter some con- 
fusion among themselves, they disper- 
sed with doing no more than threaten- 
ing, on that day. In the fall of the 
same year, they or some one, burned 
■ large quantity of hay in the stack:

Inst, yea. in fact, previous, they com- 
menced brick-batting our houses again, 
and breaking in our winders. At this 
time, July 19th. the following docu- 
ment was in circulation: 
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"We, the undersigned, citizens nf our county little or 
Jackson county, believing that an im- 



portant crist* is nt hand, as regards 
our civil society, in consequence of a 
pretended religious sect of people, thnt 
have settled and are still settling in our 
county, .st ling themselves Mormon*, 
and intending, as we do to rid onr soci- 
ety 'peaceably if we can, forcibly if 
mast,' and believing as we do, tbot 
the arm of the civil Itnvdrvc* nol afford 
us a guarantee, or at least a sufficient 
one against the evils which are now 
inflicted u|>on us, and seem to be in- 
creasing by the said religious sect, 
deem it expedient, and of the highest 
importance to form ourselves into a 
company for (he better and easier ac- 
complishment of our purpose, a pur- 
pose which we deem it almost superflu- 
ous to say, is justified as m II by the 
law of nature, as by the law of self- 
preservation. 

It is mote than two years since the 
first of these fanatics, or knaves, (for 
one or the other they undoubtedly are) 
made their first appearance amongst 
us, and pretending as they did, and 
now do to hold personal communication 
and converse face to face with the most 
high God, to receive communications 
and revelations direct from heaven; 
to heal the sick by laying on hands, 
and in short, to perform M the won- 
der working miracles wrought by the 
inspired apostles and prophets of old. 

We believed them deluded fanatics 
or weak and designing knaves, and 
that they and their pretentions would 
soon pass away; but in this we were 
deceived. Tho arts of a few design- 
ing leaders amongst them have thus 
far succeeded in holding them together 
ns a society, and since the arrival of 
the first of them they have been daily 
increasing in numbers, and if they had 
been respectable citizens in society, &. 
thus deluded they would have been en- 
titled to our pity rather than to our con- 
tempt and hatred; but from their ap- 
pearance, from their manner*, and 
from thetr conduct, since their coming 
among us, we have every reason to 
fear, that with but very few exceptions, 
they were ot the very dregs of that so- 
ciety from which they came, lazy, 
idle nnd vicious. This we conceive is 
not idle assertion, but a fact suscepti- 
ble of proof, for with these few excep- 
tions above named, they brought into J possessions to them, or to receive into 



no property with 
them, and left less behind them, and 
we infer, that those only, yoked them- 
selves to the Mormon car, who had no- 
thing earthly or heavenly, to lose bv 
the change; nnd we fear that if some 
of the lenders amongst them, had paid 
the furfed due to crime, instead of be- 
ing chosen embassadors of the most 
High, they would have b»en inmates 
of solitary cells. Bat their conduct 
here stamps their characters in their 
true colors. More than a year since, 
it was ascertained mat they had been 
tampering with our save?, and endea- 
voring to sow d/ssentions and raise se- 
ditions amongst them. Of this their 
mormon leaders were informed, and 
they said they would deal with any of 
their members who should again, in 
like case offend, but how specious are 
appearances, in a late number of the 
Star, published in Independence by the 
lenders of the sect, there is an article 
in v king free negroes and mulattoes 
from other States to become mormons 
and remove and settle among us, this 
exhibits them in still more odious col- 
ors. It manifests a desire on the part 
of their society, to inflict on our society 
an injury that they know would be to 
us entirely insupportable, and one of 
the surest means of driving us from the 
county; for it would require none of 
the supernatural gifts that they pretend 
to, to see that the introduction of such 
a cast amongst us, would corrupt our 
blacks and instigate them to bloodsheds. 

They openly blaspheme the most 
high i ;•..{, and cast contempt on his 
h<ily religion, by pretending to receive 
tevelations direct from heaven, by pre- 
tending to speak unknown tongues, by 
direct inspiration, and by diverse pre- 
tences derogatory of God and religion, 
and io the utter subversion of human 
reason: 

They declare openly that their God 
hath given them this county of land, 
and tli it sooner or later they must aad 
will have the possession of our ends 
for an inheritance, and in fine they 
have conducted themselves on many 
other occasions in such a manner, that 
we believe it a duly we owe ourselves, 
to our wives and children, lo the cause 
of public morals, to remove them from 
among us, as we are not prepared to 
give up our pleasant places, and goodly 
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the bosom of our families, as fit com- 1 g rant it lint said fifteen 
pnnions for our wives and daughters the longest, and refused 



the degraded vV coruptcd free negro 
and mulattoes, that arc m iv inviied to 
setilo among us. 

Under such a state of tilings even 
our lienutifiil county would Cease to be 
a desirable residence, and our situa- 
tion intolerable! We, therefore, agree, 
that after timely warning, and receiv- 
ing an adequate compensation for what 
little property they cannot take with 
them, they refuse to leave us in peace, 
as they found us, we agree to 6se .■•in. li 
means as may be sufficient to rt move 
them, and to that end we each pledge 
to each other o,ur bodily powers, our 
lives, fortunes, and sacred honors. 

We will meet at the court ho;ise at 
the towu of Independence, on Saturday 
next, 20 Inst, to eousult ulterior move- 
ments."

The lV.nr or five hundred person?,

(or raze to the ground, the printing of- 

Ificc and dwelling house of W. W. 
Phelps, & Co. Mrs. Phelps, with a 
sir); infant rhil'i and ihg rest of her 
children, together with ihe furniture 
in the house, wore thrown out floors: 
the press was broken, the type p"!ed — 
tbc bock work, furniture, apparatus, 
property <Ssc. of the olHce were prin- 
cipally destroyed and the office thrown 
down, whereby' seven hands were 
thrown out of employment and three 
families, left destitute of the means of 
subsistence. 

The loss of the whole office, inclu- 
ding the sloppagc of the Evening and 
Morning Star, a monthly paper, and 
the L'ppcr Missouri Advertiser, a 
weekly paper, was about six thousand 
dollars, without ihe. damages, which 
must result in consequence of their 
suspension. 

The mob then proceeded to demolish 
the store house and destroy the goods 
of Gil he it Whitney, % Co. but Mr. 
Gilbert assuring them that the goods 
should be packed by the 23rd Inst.: 
they then slopped the destruction of 
property and proceeded to do personal 
violence. Thev took Edward Part- 
ridge; the bishop of the church from 
his dwelling house by force, and a Mr. 
Allen, and stripping the in of their coots, 
vests and hats, or caused them to do it 
themselves, tarred and feathered them 
in the presence of the mob before the 
court honse. They caught other mem- 
bers of the church to serve (hem in fiko 
manner, hut they made their escape — 
With horrid yells and the most blas- 
phemous r/i/thets, they sought for 
other leading; Elders, but found them 
not — U being lale, they adjourned un- 
li/ (he 23rd. "inst 

On the 23 inst. early in the day, the 
mob again assembled to the number of 
about 500, many of them nrmed with 
rifles, dirks, pistols, clubs and whips; 
one or two companies riding into town 
bearing the red flag, raising again the 
Honmn vf.ll — They proceeded to take 
some of the leading ciders by force 
declaring it to be their intention to 
whip them from fifty to five hundred 
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lashes apiece, to domolfr li their dwcl- 
ling houses, and let their negroes loee 
to go through our plantations and lay 
open our liulds for the destruction of 
ou r crops. 

Whereupon John Corrill, John 
Whitmer, W. W. Rtetps, A. S.Gil- 
bert, Edward Partridge, and Isaac 
Morlev, made no resistance, but of- 
fered themselves a ransom for the 
church, willing to be icourgcd or die, 
il that would appease their anger to- 
ward the churcli. but being assured by 
the mob that every man. woman, and 
child would be whipped or scourged 
UDtil they were driven out of the coun- 
ty, as the mob declared that Utey or 
the mormons must leave the county, 
or they or the mormons must die.

A great num- 
ber of i nditstrioiif inhabitants who were 
d> i r ndai 1 on their labors for support, 
htM been thrown out of employment 
and are kept so by the tlueatnings of 
those who composed the mob. [See 
their resolutions as published in the 
WV-.li r'n Mouitur number 1, 2, 3, 4, 
and 5.] In estimating the damages 
which have resulted from the begin- 
ning to thi ; lime Crom lliose illegal and 
rocce dings ngaiust your 
'sefcutcri (jemioners, were 
they to name m-iay thousand of dol- 
lars, it would be short of a remunera- 
tion. Most of -the mechanic's shops 
have been closed, two pair of Black- 
smith's bellows have been cut in pie- 
ces. Our merchant, as you will 6ce 
by the foregoing stipulation, has been 
forbidJsn to import or bring into the 
country any more goods, by which his 
business has been ruined. Soon after 
the above stipulation was made, somo

Since the stipulation was entered into 
same of our houses havo been broken 
open and tho inmates threatened to be 
shut if the.y stirred, nod also, some of 
our houses have been stoned or brick- 
kitted. 

Also, that since some publications 
have appeared in the Western Moni- 
tor and other papers, censuring the 
conduct of ttio mob, the leaders huv- 
begau to threaten life, declaring tlrnt if 
any of the mormons attempted to seek 
rcdross by Jaw or otherwise, for char- 
acter, person or property, they would 
die.' 

Now THEBKroax, for ourselves, as men;- 
bors of tlie church, we declare, with ihe ex- 
ception of poverty, which hu not yel become 
a crime, by the laws of the land, that the 
Crimea charged against us, (so far as we are 
acquainted.) contained in the documents n- 
bove written, and those in the proceedings of 
the mob. aa published in the Western ftl./[ii- 
tor of August 2d, arc not Hue.

Our situation is a critical one, we I 
are located upon the western limits of the I 
State, and of the United States— where des- 
peradoes can commit outrages and even mur- 
der, and escape, in a few minutes, beyond 
tlie reach of process — wbcre the most aban- 
doned of all classes from almost every state 
may too often pass to the Mexican slate*, or ' 
to tbe more remote regions of the Kocky ; 
Mountains to escape the grasp of justice — 
where numerous tnb/s 01' Indians, loiaied by 
the General Government auiid the corrupting 
influence of midday mobs, might massacre 
our defenceless women and children, with

if advisable try for treason opsins! ihe govern- 
ment; — that the Zaiv of the Jand may not be 
defied, nor nulifkd, but peace rcsurcd to ocr 
country:— And we will ever pray. 

f On the foregoing we may remark, that it 
falls for short of setting fortl the actual suf- 
fering situation of the petitioners, and the 
wanton and malicious conduct of the inhabi- 
tsnts by whom thfj were surrounded. Ex- 
cepting a fc .v ir: r . duals, those who were en- 
gaged in the outrage were persons of lil'le 
or no Trading: and being thus ignorant, were 
the more easily pirauaded to believe, that 
their privileges and rights as citizens were 
about to be unlawfully taken from them: and 
when once roused lo acts of violence. Here 
constantly healed by tlie insinuations of a 
few, who ought to have been the to rise 
in the defence of innocence and virtue, and 
bring to justice wild infatuated violators of 
the peace of society by the majesty of the 
civil law.

w ijh the Constitution and law* have placed 
at my disposal, to avert the calamities with 
which you are threatened. 

Ours id a Government of laws, to them we 
owe all obedience, and their faithful adminis- 
tration is the be*t guarantee for the enjoy- 
ment of our rights. 

Nocitizen. nor number of citizens, have a 
right, to take xlie redr-jss of their grievances, 
whether real or imagiiturv, into their own 
hands: Such conduct strik'-s at tb? very ex- 
istence of society, and subverts the founda- 
tion on which it is based. Not being witting 
to persuade myself thai any pertiotl ofthe 
citizens of the Slate of Miss uri are so Inst 
to a sense of these truths as ti> require the 
exercise of/orcr-, in order to ensure a rrspect 
fir them. 

After advising with the Attorney General' 
and exercising my best judgment, I would 
advise yon to make a trial ot the efficacy of 
the law?, the Judge of y*our circuit is a con- 
servator of the piace.

Tiiis scenery continued visible till near 
3iir,rise. when it (led by the rising splendor 
of the "King of day." While we were ga- 
zing upon this new wonder Kith surprise and 
■i 1 titration, we remembered the exhortation 
ot'tlu Lord to Israel, f/sa. xr. iirJ.J Lift up 
your eyes on high, and behold who hath ere- 
uted these things, that brin^elh out their 
host l>y mrnV>cr. Uecalieth them all by comes, 
by the greatni«s of his might, for that lie is 
strong in power: not one taileth. This say- 
ing seems to be peculiarly well adapted to an 
occurrence of this kind: for notwithstanding 
the gr eat commotion in the heavenly bodies, 
y. t. lire sa:r,e powsr that brought them into 
existence and regulated their various circum- 
volutions, was si. II sufficient to retain them 
in titer proper position by his immutable de- 
cree, the judgment of the great day; or 
until i he. time ofthe fullilniii.t of certa n 
prophecies contain" ! in the holy scriptures. 
We were also reminded of that remarkablu 
saying of the Savior. (Mat. xxv. 6.^ while 
speaking ofhis kingdom in the last days, -at 
the lime of his second coming, when tl s 
err is to be heard at midnight, behold, the 
bridegroom comeih, go ye out to meet him. 

It is generally the cose, however, Hut 
whatever appearances are seen in the heav- 
ens at this day, some, and indeed we may 
say nearly all, are so wise tint they can as- 
sign natural cause* ir. abandonee to *efw»t 
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for them all without acknowledging that 
God'* hand was in it, and that it wa» all done 
by his special direction. We admire the 
principle of searching into all comes and 
phenomena, and of ascertaining the real or- 
igin of transpiring events, that we may be 
free from superstition and vain imagination, 
which are too freequently spread over the 
minds of the rim pie and untaught. Wisdom 
not only relieves us from the tats] effects of 
blind enthusiasm, with which all who have 
not understanding are liable to be ensnared: 
but it enlarges the heart and exalts the mind 
to heaven, and enables it to discern tlie leal 
purpose ofevery occurrence though marvel- 
ous in the extreme, and to acknowledge the 
Omnipotent*/ that regulates the universe. 

It is a pleasing thing to let the mind stretch 
away and contemplate the vast creations of 
the Almighty: to see the plunets perforin 
their regular revolutions, and observe their 
exact motions ; to view the thousand suns 
giving light to myriads of globes., moving in 
their respective orbits, and revolving upon 
their several axes, all inhabited by intelligent 
beingB; to consider that they all are visited 
with the light of his countenance, according 
to the revelation of his own character: that 
he communicates from time to time his will 
to all his creatures, and that he could not be 
impartial, were lie to give a part the privi. 
lege of attaining to perfection and glory, and 
leave the other in darkness and uncertainty; 
bat that word by which :ill thinjrs were made 
will bring all alike to stand beture him, and 
yet lh<t least of all his creatures will not be 
overloaded, though at the assemblage of 
worlds, but all will be rewarded according to 
their works. 

We profess a belief in the holy scriptures; 
tve believe that the will of God is there con- 
tained and set forth for the good of mankind, 
and that neither a jot or tittle of his word 
will rail to the ground, or pass away unful- 
filled. But in the admission of this idea are 
we not more willing that the s:ripture should 
be fulfilled in a time to come than in our day I 
Are we not forward in our opinion, that the 
great and notable day of the Lord, spoken of 
By the prophet Joel, and quoted by tho apos- 
tle Peter, [Acts u,] And I w ill show won- 
ders in the heavens above, and signs in the 
earth beneath, and fire, and vapor of smoke. 
The sim shall be turned into darkness, and 
the moon into blond, before that great and 
rotable day of the Lord come, was fulfilled 
at the destruction of Jerusalem? And even 
admitting that it was not then fulfilled are 
we not ready to say that it must mean some- 
thing to taks place at, or near the end of the 
worm? 

Are we not more willing that the great and 
mighty events which are to transpire just 
prior to the Savior' * glorious appearance ii\ 
the clouds of heaven, should be fulfilled up- 
on the heads of a future generation, than on 
our own? If we were pure in heart, and in 
all things prepared for the coming of our 
Lord Jesus, would we not be as willing, or 
as ready to admit, tlial it was possible for 
this to be the Hav in which he should come, 
as to desire it to be fulfilled upon the heads 
of our children? If in all things we lived 
with an eye single to his glory, and from the 
heart used the prayer taught to the ancient 
apostles by their Lord, "Thy will be done, 
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as in heaven, so in earth, "[Li ke II. ~.J and 
contemplated the joys wilb which the saints 
will be crowned, would we not rather that 
day w ould conic in our generation than in a 
future one? 

Because all the world at this day are enga- 
ged in secular pursuits, tioos that prov» that 
the great day of the Lord is not near? Be- 
cause all eyes seem to be closed, and all na- 
tions asleep as to the great interest of that 
period, do these things assure mankind that 
l lie Lord th-lays his roming? Or dor's it 
not rather serve as a precursory warning; 
that the time draws nigh when the Son of 
(jud shall descend from heaven with his 
mighty ungtla in naming tire? Js it any 
w here w ritten in the sacred volume that all 
the world should be prepared to meet him 
when he should come the second time w ith- 
out sin unto solvation? That they should all 
be watching w ith eagerness and anxiety for 
the day of the Lord to come as a thief in the 
night, when the heavens shall pass away 
w ilh a great noise, nnd the elements melt 
with fervent heat? Or are not these events 
leaily to transpire according to the strict rea- 
ding of the apostle's writing? 

But if they arc, we would like to be in- 
formed w*uetber that scripture lias yet been 
f.dtiil.'d, contained in Malhew's testimony, 
['J ilh chap. J where lie says, After the fribu- 
ratior of those days .-hall the sun be darken- 
ed, and the moon shall not give her light, ami 
the s/iir* shall full frum heaven, and the pow- 
ers of the heavens shall b:; shaken; ajlri then 
sJiaii appear the sign ofihe Son of .Man iu 
heaven: end then thai] the tribes of the earth 
mourr, and tbejf shall see the Son of Man 
coming in the clouds of heaven with power 
and great glory! This singular i lea fai^M 
to the apostles by the Lord Jesus, was net 
merely noticed by Majhcw, for there was a 
prospect, even an assurance of an inexpressi- 
ble glory which was to hurst upon the heads 
of the saints: a d.iy of redemption, when they 
themselves were to set upon throues and 
judge the twelve tribes of Israel. 

But Luke makes this subject very plain, 
after giving a relation of that notable* proph- 
ecy of the Lord concerning the destruction 
of the city of Jerusalem, and the captivity of 
the Jews, that they should be led into all u>- 
tiuns, and Jerusalem be trodden dow n of the 
Gentiles util the times of the Gentiles were 
fulfilled, he says, There shall be signs in the 
sun, and in the moon, und in the stars: and 
upon the earth distress of nations, with per- 
plexity; the sea and w aves roaring; men's 
hearts failing them for fear, and for looking 
after those things which are coining on the 
earth: for the powers of heaven shall 1* sha- 
ken. And then shall they sec the Son of 
Man armfpg in a cloud, w ith pow er and 
gteat glory. [Luke SXI . 25, 20, U?,] Need 
this language be mistook? can wo figure in 
oui minds a belief that these sayings have 
been fulfilled! or were the apostles mista- 
ken! or did not Christ declare that these 
things should be so? 

Isaiah declares that in the day of the fierce 
anger of the Lord of hosts, the heavens shall 
shake and the earth lie removed out of her 
place: and that the sun shall be darkened in 
ins going forth, and that the sun shull not 
cause her light to shine, ffsaiah xhl J 
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John while upon llie isle of Patmea, 
ing a ri-l.ili»a of Hie opening ot' tin 
seal. [Kev. vi. ] says, Lo, titers is a j.-reat 
earthquake; and the sun became black as 
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sackcloth of hair, ami the moon became as* the Lord. Anil when his body was racked 



'1 lie afflictions of his body, during his las ' 
Elneas, he bore with that resignation and for 
titude becoming a man. Not a murmur es- 
caped his lips concerning the providence of 



blood; ami the stars of heaven fell unto the 
earth, even us a fig-tn e casteUi her untimely 
tigs, when she is shaken of a mighty wind. 
And the heavens departed as a scroll when it 
is rolled together, and every mountain and 
island were rolled out of their place.

The unfortunate 
J'i •/. :l aicn led a log. and distinctly pm- 
claimed peace. But the Mormons kept up a 
heedless fire, — when it was found necessary 
to act on the d. -tensive. 7"fce conflict lasted 
for s -veral minutes. Mr. Kraieal and a Mr. 
Linville fell dead on the spot. Several w.-re 
sevrely wounded. It is not positively known 
w tether more thsn one Mormon was killed 
o. not. There was only one discovered dead 
on the battle-field. Mr. Hyde's statement 
of a second engagement, and of the death of 
Mr. Hicks, is entirely unfounded. Mr. Hicks 
was not in the county at the time — but was 
attending the Court of Lafayette. Mr. McL. 
further slates that things were entirely tran- 
quil nt the time of bis departure— and the 
Mormons dispersing.

On Thursday night. Octob-r 3! , some 40 
or fifty persons b -longing to the M"H. asa'm- 
bled aliove Big Blu-, eight or ten miles west 
of Independence, and in part demolished 12 



of the dwelling houses belonging to ihe Mor- 
mons gad ucei pied by them at the lime. — 
The mob louk two of the Mormonitc men & 
beat them with stones and clubs, lcavin 
barely a breath of life in them. Friday night, 
November 1, the mob broke open the store of 
Gilbert i Whitney, and scattered their goods 
tl. rough the street. They demolished Mr. 
Gilbert's brick dwelling house, and broke in 
the doors and windows of all the dwelling" 
in Independence belonging to the Mormons, 
Saturday night, N •vernier 2, the mob coin 
m.n-ed thei' ravages again above Big Blue. 
AtV r they had tired five or six guns upon th 
Mormons wuhout effect, the Mormons fired 
upon thein, and one of the mob screamed, 
'•O my Goiil 1 am shot." The mob then dis- 
persed in much confusion, taking ihe-r woun- 
ded companion along with them. On Mon- 
day lust, the mob collected again in the town 
of Independence, to the number of two or 
three hundred, well armed. They called it 
'-calling out the mililiol" probably fbx the 
purpose of lessening the magnitude of iheir 
crime in the eyes of community. At night a 
part of them uenl above Big Slue, but wera 
met by a party of the Mormons who wero 
well armed, and they poured ad adly fire up- 
on them: two or three of the mob fell dead, 
and a number mortally wounded. Among 
the former, was Hugh L. Br aie al, Attorney 
at Law. 'i uctday horning there were a 
nun. her of the mob mining that could not bo 
accounted fur. Left Independence and ca 
to Liberty Landing on board the boat, whe 
w_- stopped to lake in freight, and white wi 
-,v..re there, (Wednesday 11 o'clock, A. M. ) 
■ ,ii si rig, r rode up, saying that he had just 
came from llic scat of war, and that the night 
before, another batlle had been fought, in 
which Mr. Hicks, Attorney al Law, fell, ha- 
ving l!.r-e UUs and seme buck shot, through 
h-'* body, and abo-..t twenty more of the mob. 
M." Hicks was one of the leaders of the mob. 
The cr.nnonnding in the last engagement, 
was heard on hoard the boat very distinctly. 

Of a purl of the above, 1 was an eye wit- 
ness, but things were in a state ol great con- 
fusion al Uifl t.ine, and should there be an er- 
ror in the above statement, I trust that ytu 
and the public will pardon a well wisher to 
all mankind.

We were not a little astonished on 
reading th<r remarks of the Herald up- 
on the above letter, and the credence 
given to Mr. M'Lellund's statement of 
the outrage, Mr. M.is represented in 
she Herald as being a man of the most 
sup?rtatif? honor, nnd utterly denies 
there having any thing transpired de- 
rogatory to the character of the inhab- 
imntsofthm county toward their neigh- 
bors the "Mormons" as they call them. 
He says that no houses belonging to 
our society were demolished by the 
people of that place, and that no mal- 
treatment was shown whatever. Thk 
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must be too bMefaccd to be believed 
by any candid unprejudiced man. The 
very admission lliat our people were 
leaving the county is sufficient to show 
that without some extraordinary occur- 
rence they would not thus leave their 
houses, their homes, their property & 
their possessions in this late teason of 
the year. He says that there never 
had been but one skirmish, and then 
the "Mormons" were the assailant*. 
Would this Mr. M. be plod in make 
the people of the United States believe 
that there had been no unlawful pro- 
ceedings by the citizens of Jackson 
county? 

This reminds us of a certain article 
published soon after the outrage com- 
menced, which went considerably tlic 
rounds in the public prints, .stuting that 
the citizens of Jackson county very 
cooly and deliberately surrounded the 
office of "The Evening and the Mor- 
ning Star," razed it to the foundation, 
secured the press, <fcc. and dispersed 
without doing anything further, or of- 
fering abuse and violence to uny man. 
When the fact was, the press was bro- 
ken, and now lies in fragments oppo- 
site the ruins of the building, unless 
recently removed; the types and furni- 
ture of the office, scattered and destroy- 
ed? and, fo add glory to their triumph- 
ant victory, they very cooly and delib- 
erately seized two peaceable and inof- 
fensive fellow-citizens, marched them 
up before the court-house door, divest- 
ed them of the more part of their wear- 
ing apparel, and tarred and feathered 
them amid shouts of "Now call on 
your God to deliver you — pretty JesUS 
you worship," &c. 

Mr. M. says, that the "Mormons*' 
have suffered no maltreatment; that on- 
ly one skirmish has ensued, nnd then 
the mob only acted on the defensive; 
that the firing on their part did not 
commence until after the "Mormons" 
iind tired upon them, and that they on- 
ly went in order to hold a consultation 
•with them concerning their afore stip- 
ulated agreement to leave the county. 
But this is so far from boing correct, 
that we can say, that we have received 
several communications from the scat 
of war, and all corroborate the state- 
ment of brother Hyde, Capt. Gunsoies 
and his Clerk, that the firing commen- 
ced on the part of the mob. And far- 
ther, the individuals who entered into 
the stipulation to leave the county, were 



then in the town of Independence, or 
near their, unl the saiJ skirmish was 
some eight or ten Rows vest of that 
place. 

And we arc authentically informed, 
that v. hen the intelligence of the battle 
reached Independence, that Brcay.cn! 
and Linville were killed, nnd others 
wounded, that M. Gilbert, l'belps, and 
others of the society, were then in the 
courl-huuse on a trial, where they were 
charged with an assault, or false im- 
prisonment; Mid the excitement \v;ls 
such, that with difficulty they escaped 
mn-sacro from the hands of an inhu- 
man and lawless populace; that in open 
court a pistol was presented to the 
breast of Mr. G. Lut providentially mis- 
sed lire, and that n> notice was tak( n 
of the transaction. Mr. Gilbert, Phelps, 
'and those individuals, oral least some 
J of them, were those who agreed to 
leave the county, with whom Mr. M. 
says, the mob went to hold a consulta- 
tion. 

We are not surprised, that men who 
an; pmilly of so flagrant a \ iolation of 
the Constitution and laws of our coun- 
try, should seuk to screen themselves 
from justice, by false coloring those 
acts which cannot be hid; but for the 
name of a nan, of superlative honor, 
whose veracity is unimpeachable, and 
his integrity unquestionable, the truth 
of whose assertion \s vouched for by 
the Editors of the Herald, to come be- 
fore the public, we leave them to judge 
of the correctness of the statements of 
an eye witness, corroborated by the 
Captain and Clerk of the S. B. Charles- 
ton, believing that DO argument from 
us L needed, to show the design of 
such representations, as made by 
Mr. M. 

It maybe proper to say, that Mr. G. 
and others were engaged in apprehen- 
d/tig- (be individual n fin broke down the 
door of Mr. G. & Go's store, when 
their goods were taken out and scatter- 
ed through the streets; but the Justice 
refusing to lake any notice of the per- 
son, or act, he was accordingly per- 
mitted in turn to bring those individu- 
als who apprehended him, before a 
court, where they were, when (be re- 
port came of the above mentioned skir- 
mish. 

Wc give a few extracts from certain 
letters showing the conduct of the 
mob, since the destruction of the print- 
ing office. In an outrage of this niag- 
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ttittlde, and the groat excitement una- 
voidably raised in the mindsof the suf- 
ferers, it cannot but be expected* thai 
cxagerateJ reports will Ix; put in cir- 
culation, and frequent misrepresen'a- 
tion-H made by both parties, by giving 
too much credence to rumors; but we 
can draw a decided conclusion from 
what information wo have received, 
that the society have l>een foraed from 
their own dwelling, and compelled to 
seek an asylum among strangers with- 
out means to procure the common ne- 
cessaries of life. 

Extract of a /rt'er dnted, "Indepen- 
dence, October 30, 1«33. 

Dear brethren,- — Through the mer- 
cy and aid of our heavenly Father, we 
are yet alive; and we arc very thnnk- 
ful for such a blessing. Since I last 
wrote we have been through a scene. 
W'c declared publicly a week ago lost 
Sunday that we as a people should de- 
fend our lands and houses. On Mon- 
day the mob, or at least some of the 
leaders began to move; strict orders 
were given With us not to be the ngrcs- 
sors — but to warn them not to come 
upon us, &c. and as court was to set 
on Monday, it was noised abroad that 
the loaders of the nmli would bo called 
upon to bind themselves to keep the 
peace. It was a solemn looking time. 
The mob had lost no time in sending 
rumors, and counselling; above fifty 
of them met on Saturday and voted to 
a hand to move the "mormons:" They 
counselled and rode all day of Sunday. 
The great Monday came, but fewer 
people were seldom seen at a Circuit 
Court — No mob, but gTeat threats. A 
number of families arrived last week 
from Ohio, Indiana, and Missouri; some 
of whom were attacked by the Icadeis 
of the mob, but I believe they received 
no injury. Yours, &c." 

By the foregoing it can be seen, that 
our society were cautious not to act 
only in the defensive, which they were 
justified in doing. We give an extract 
of another communication, dated: 

"November 6, 1833. 
Dear brethren, — Since I last wrote 
we have had horrible times. When 1 

returned from behold the caemy 

had suddenly come upon our brethren 
above Blue, and had thrown down 10 
or 12 houses, and nearly whipped some 
to death, among whom was H. Page — 
This was done on Thursday night. — 



On Tuesday night they commenced in 
Independence; broke nil the windows 
of the brethren's houses in; broke open 
the doors of bro. Gilbert's store, strew- 
ed the goods in the streets. Saturday 
Bight they fell upon the brethren at the 
Blue — nearly beat one to death! hut 
one of Manship's sons was dangerous- 
ly wounded with a rifle ball, they (led. 
On Monday about sunset, a regular 
action was fought above Blue; wo had 
foot wounded — They had five wound- 
ed and killed; among the latter were 
Mr. Brenzoiil mid Mr. Linville. From 
Friday till Tuesday afternoon, our 
brethren were under arms. On Tues- 
day the mob had about 300 collected — 
Before any blood was shed we agreed 
to go away immediately. 

It is a horrid time, men, women, & 
children are fleeing, or preparing to, 
in all directions, almost — We mean to 
try to settle in Van Iturcn county, if 
possible; God only knows our lot. 
Yours &c. 

November 7, 1833. 

Since I wrote yesterday morning, 
another horrid scene has transpired. — 
After our people agreed to leave the 
county and were dispersed, from each 
other in a measure, a pnrtyofthe mob 
went to the Blue, and began to whip, 
and, as I heard last night, murder! 

AU hopeH of going to the south was 
given up last night, when it was re- 
solved that we should be driven forth- 
with into Clay county. The brethren 
have been driven into the woods, and 
God only knows what will become of 
them. Women and children arellock- 
ihg to Everett's and Hancock's Ferry. 
Our families will have to take the 
ground for a (loor to-night if they get 
down in season to cross the Missouri. 

Yours in affliction, tec. 

November 14, 1833. 
Since I last wrote, our brethren have 
been moving in every direction. It is 
impossible to say where many of them 
are. The situation of many is critical, 
having nothing to buy food with, and 
having ruiscd none the past season. — 
Great destruction is said to be making 
with the property loft — such as corn, 
potatoes, household furniture, &c.~ 
The Savior said, Blessed are ye when 
ye are hated of all men for my name's 
sake — and 1 think we have come to 
that. It is impossible to givo you the 
information which requires a persona 
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interview. Now is ine hour thai tries 
our souls; yea, the souls of the saint*: 
wc want victuals and cfathas, and wo 
mean to be save id, even if w« die — for 
life with the present proaped before 
us, is not very desirable! I sh'ill giv<' 
more general informal. on in my next 
if ] can obtain it. 

In great tribulation, yours, &c. 

Amid the confusion unavoidably ari- 
sing in calamities ol this magnitude, n» 
we previously remarked, it cannot but 
be expected that many rumors will be 
nfloat having very little foundation. — 
B-it from lbs previous quotations it i-- 
plain to draw a conclusion, tlvit liv-n 
have been sacrificed, somf* in attorn; t 
ing to gratify a spirit of outlaw, and 
persecution; and others in the defence 
of helpless innocence. Some state- 
ments were only drawn from report by 
the writer, and others from ttciual 
knowledge. 

The fact, that house* were thrown 
down by the mob, is authentically fur- 
nished by verba) report, ns wttll us by 
tho extracts given. That tho "Mor- 
mons suffered no maltreatment" from 
the mob, is an assertion as difficult to 
substantiate, as to authentically prove 
that no dwellings were thrown down, 
no doors broken open, no merchandize 
thrown about the streets, neither a 
printing office leveled with the ground. 
And for any citizen of Jackson county 
to say, that no occurrence of this kind 
has transpired, we leave our friends to 
judge, whether he could be well in- 
formed in the common transactions of 
of his own county ; or whether he en- 
deavored in any degree to misrepre- 
sent, thinking to turn the public mind 
from a just feeling of censure against 
the perpetration of a crime of this 
magnitude, that the actors might escape 
justice. 

From the following extract we can 
draw something of an estimate of the 
number killed, up to the time when it 
was written. We have heard various 
accounts of the number slain on both 
aides, and these reports have frequent- 
ly been exagerated. The account of 
the number killed in the last engage- 
ment, as inserted in the Herald, written 
by br. Hyde, was incorrect, and it will 
be seen from the article, that it was 
only a report; consequently, be was 
not accountable for its correctness. 



But the calm deliberate .spirit by 
which the following nppears to have 
been indited, is sufficient to show that 
excitement did not agitate the mind of 
the author; though under such painful 
circumstances it M to be" expected, that 
a in m of feeling, on tin* reflVctiori tl at 
innocent wo men and children, were 
driven from their peaceable homes by 
n lawless mob, nn<i compelled to lodge 
upon the cold earth, under the open 
canopy, wilhout having the means or 
power to administer Iq them in their 
necessities, would be required to call 
every power and faculty of the intel- 
lect into requisition, to keep it from 
burning with jusi indignation. 

November 17, 1833. 

Dear brethren, — I will giw voh a 
few particulars of our proceeding*, and 
nlso of the rioters, us I have been nble 
to collect them. Some forty or fifty of 
thefh in one night, demolished or un- 
roofed ten house* ol" ours, above Blue. 
They came out again in the night and 
two of their number were taken, and 
that stopped their career that night. — 
Again they fell upon the society at tho 
Blue, & commenced firing upon tl>em, 
which was returned by the society, & 
one of their m ?n was shot through tho 
thigh. Again they came out against 
the society above the Illue. a battle en- 
sued in which some two or three of 
their men were killed, and a number 
wounded and shortly di d. and others 
were wounded but are like to recover. 

Brother Dibble was shot through t .e 
bowels & his case is considered doubt- 
ful; another by tho name of Barber 
was wounded and has since died; five 
or six more were wounded but not mor- 
tally. Another party had fallen upon 
the brethren in Independence mid did 
considerable daange. We went against 
them, nnd look one man while in the 
act of breaking open the store. Wo 
had him before the magistrate but he 
refused to do nnv ihing wiih him at 
tint tim<\ He then sued br. (J. and 
myself, and others fur an assault; wo 
were, prisoners in the court house for 
trial when the news came of the battle 
above B'U: The bouse being full 
they rushed upon us to kill us, but 
through the mere) o f G-«d we were 
preserved and no: hurt; we saw plainly 
hat the whole county were enraged, 
and preparing for n general massacre 
the next day. We then thought it 



wisdom to stop tho shcddiog ot" rouro |/oi/A/u/ man, who j* able to tMpfc oth- 
bJnod, and by agreeing to leave immc- 1 rs also; tint the cause of Christ suffer 
diately we saved many lives; in this 
we feel justified. Bui we ire literaliy 
in n scattered, miserable condition not 
knowing whnt we shall be called to 
pass through next. The brethren, 
generally, bear it patiently and feci 
cheerful, trusting in God, and but few 
deny the faith — I trill write more par- 
ticulars hereafter. Yours, itc"

Dear brethren in Christ, and com- 
panions in tribulation: It scumeih good 
unto us, to arop a few lines to you, 
giving you some instruction relative to 
conducting the affairs of the kingdom 
of God, which has been committed un- 
to us in these latter limes, by the will 
and testament of our Mediator, whose 
intercessions in our behalf, are lodged 
in the bosom of the Eternal Father, 
and ere long will burst with blessings 
upon the heads of al 1 the faithful:

not. It is not the multitude of preach-

Be careful about sending boys to 
preach the gospel to the world; if they 
go, let them be accompanied by some 
one who is able to guide them in the 
proper channel, lest they become puf- 
fed up, and fall under condemnation 
and into the snare of the devil: finally, 
in these critical times, be careful, call 
on the Lord day and night. Beware 
of pride; Beware of false brethren, 
who will creep in among you to Bpy 
out your liberties, &c. Awake to 
righteousness and sin not; Jet your 
light shine, and sHow yourselves work- 



the salvation of God. Those who can- 
not endure persecution and stand in the 
day of affliction, cannot stand in the 
day when the Son of God shall burst 
the veil, and uppear in all the glory of 
his Father with all the holy angels. 

On the subject of ordination, a few 
words are necessary: In many instan- 
ces there has been too much haste in 
this thing, and the admonition of Paul 
has been too slightingly passed over, 
which says: "Lay hands siwdfnly up- 
on no man." Some have been ordain- 
ed to the ministry, aiid have never act- 
ed in that capacity, or magnified their 
calling at all: Such may expect to lose 
their culling, except they awake and 
magnify their office. Let the ciders 
abroad bo excedingly careful upon 
this subjed, and when they ordain a 
man to the holy ministry, let it be a

e-iugbt breaking in his store doors, and 
Mr. G. asked him if he would go before 
I'sq. Weston, and answer for his con- 
duct; he readily assented, and went 
before the Esq whose principles were 
probably, no better than those of the 
offender; consequently, he was acquit- 
ted, or at least nothing was done about 
it 

I am surprised that Col. .M'Lcllaiul

: lolishing of any of the houses betohg- 
\tg to our people, and also lhat our

''inginapile of ruins. I saw Mr. 
i Ibert's brick house lying prostrate,

I also saw the doors 
f Mr. Gilbert's store split down, and 
ihe windows of many of our dwellings 
broken in. 1 also learned from one of 
•.h'- :nob, that they had torn down 12 
- 1 5 houses above Blue, Ad the same 
I • confirmed to me by a brother who 
ided on tlic ground. 
I might say many more things re- 
.r cting the abuso which our people 
received j such as tarring and foather- 
'.'s^, whipping and beating, knocking 
doWn, &c. &c, but I forbear. AH 
::icse things Col. M'L. denies and the 
editor of the Herald has no hesitancy 
in vouching for the truth of his asser- 
tions. As to the truth of Col. M'L'a 
statements relative to my communica- 
tion, I leave a candid public to judge.

We continue to receive intelligence 
from Upper Missouri, detailing facts 
relative to the inhumnn outrage com- 
mitted by a large portion of the inhab- 
itants of Jackson county, upon our 
friends, which we deem of impprtancc 
to lay before our renders, as we are 
thereby furnished with satisfactory in- 
formation by which wo can draw a 
conclusion, in part, of the sufferings 
of the ir.noccnt, by the conduct of men 
who claim the appellation of honorable 
citizens in our Republic, entrusted with 
important offices in a free state, under 
a free Constitution) and under just ami 
liberal laws; and not only these, but 
many of them profess the religion of 
Jesus Christ, anil to be followers of the 
meek and lowly Lamb. 

An everlasting stigma in the minds 
of all intelligent men, must be heaped 
upon lliose who are so lost to every 
feeling tit that mercy and compassfeo, 
which; nurJvcd the Savior of mankind to 
sufjeY fiSJMRrcatures, as to rise up 
and^orseWtc any factor denomination 
becatiiie'llfcir belief differed from their 
own. Because in our country, every 
individual has the privilege of worship- 
ing God according to the dictates of 
his oten conscience, and no compulso- 
ry means whatever can be exercised 
in matters of religion* nn-1 those who 
arc not disused to embrace any pre- 
vailing tenet, or arc not satisfied with 
those commonly received, have an un- 
doubted right lo form new ones, and so 
long as these, or their conduct is in no 
case whatever derogatory of the laws 
or Constitution, have an crjual claim 
upon the same for protection with all 
other citizens, be their belief what it 
may. 

Whore isthu individual.who believes 
in revealed religion as contained in 
the sacred scriptures, but would blush 
with sorrow at the thought, that those 
who professed to bo Ino disciples of 
Jesus of Nazareth, have risen up and 
stretched out the arm of persecution 
and violence against any society, be- 
cause their opinions devilled from ti e 
tradition in which they themselves were 
taught? But should he blush, it would 
not be because these principles were 
contained in the doctrine of the new 



testament, or could any where be found 
in the preachings of the appotlea: it 
would only be because of the corrup- 
tion of the human heart, and the great 
apostacy from the example and faith 
of the primitive saints. So that thd» - 
scoffers at the religion of the bible could 
find no hist plea against it on these 
grounds: it would only be an accusa- 
tion against some of its professed vo- 
taries; while fhc sacred oracles would 
yet Us vmimpeached; and those pure 
principles which God has given trom 
heaven to men for thcirpeacc and hap- 
piness, and so wisely calculated to lead 
thorn to salvation', remain unsullied, 
unniarred, ami their truth still incon- 
trovertible, to stand as a testimony for- 
ever against all those who so vilely 
turn from these pure precepts. 

Millions of lives have been sacrificed 
to gratify a vain rind tyranical ambi- 
tion; and millions have spilt their blood 
in enforcing Ikeir religion; and as ma- 
ny have fallen in defending themselves 
against those whe were seeking to en- 
force their faith by the sword; and the 
unbeliever in Christ lias brought this 
forward as an argument against the 
religion of lUe bible, and has been able 
to put to silence thousands who profes- 
sed to believe it, in consequence of the 
conductof men in past ages, when no 
iueVi principles are t^ be found con- 
fined iu thatsncred volume from be- 
ginning to end, and its irulh and pro- 
priety still the same in the mind of the 
candid searcher: still, to cloak their 
hypocrisy and tyranny, many have 
professed n belief in the scriptures, that 
they might the more easily blind the 
eyes of their followers, and in the name 
of the Most H'gh, promise eternal life 
lo all who would assist in putting to 
death their fellow mortals who did not 
believe as they did, that a universal 
religion rnightcover the earth, whether 
men were willing or not, when nosnch 
precept, instruction, or commandment, 
is any where to be found between iho 
lids of that book; and is as foreign 
from every thing which God commu- 
nicated to man from the creation to 
the present day, as light is preferable 
lo darkness, truth to error, liberty tr> 
slavery, or hcav«n to the regions of 
the bottomless pit- 
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The fact, thtit men who pro/cssed 
religion were engaged in ilic shameful 
outrage in Jackson county, is one flial 
needs no argument or testimony from 
us to prove, further, than to give the 
games of individuals, which wo shall 
hereafter. . That this pcra citiou came 
in consequence of the religions belief 
of nn innocent society, must be admit- 
ted by every candid unprejudiced man 
the moment he takes the trine to cxnm- 
inc the circumstances and testimony 
which are published to the wond, not 
only by the leaders of tlie mob, but their 
declaration or l>ond. which was signed 
by themselves and their adherents, 
which was forwarded lo the Qorertttt 
of that state in the petition of the suf- 
ferers, and published in the last num- 
ber of the Star 

W'c insert (he first paragraph of f7»e 
bond signed hy the citizens of that 
countv. *o sbow the weak and \ait> ex- 
cuse framed, eilher lo justify tbjetn- 
selvcs, or to blind the eyes of the more 
ignorant; for any man of principle or 
judgment might see at once, that these 
excuses in the minds of men of under 
standing would not weigh any thing, 
and that they could not plead any jus 
tification in the eyes of the law. it is 
as follows: 

"We, the undersigned, citizens of 
Jackson county, believing that an toy 
portant crisis is at hand, as regards our 
civil society, in consequence of a pre- 
tended religious sect of people, that 
have settled and are still settling in our 
county, styling themselves Mormons, 
und intending, as we do to rid our so- 
ciety 'peaceably if we can, forcibly if 
we must,' and believing as we do, that 
the arm of the civil Jaw does not af- 
ford" us a guarantee, or at least a suffi- 
cient one against the evils which are 
now inflicted upon us, and »oem to be 
increasing by the said religious sect, 
deem it expedient, and of the highest 
importance (o form ourselves into r 
company for the belter and easier ne 
corriplishment of our purpose, a purpose 
which we deem it almost superfluous to 
say, is justified as well by the law of 
nature, as by the law of self-prcserva- 
tiou." 

From the foregoing it will be seen, 
that the principal charge brought or 
preferred against our society by the 
mob, was in consequence of the reli- 
gion that they professed; acknowledg- 



ing at tin.- same time that the citU law 
did not give theni at^eienlgvarauee, 
hut because their numbers were supc- 
ior. thev would drive a people from 
their homes, their possessions and their 
habitations; from their own lauds, pur- 
i based with their own money of the 
fateiinncnt nnd of individuals, hold- 
ng legal deeds nod duplicates of the 
same, and thus subject innocent and 
helpless women and children to under- 
go the fatigues and inclemencies of an 
approaching winter, destitute of the 
means of subsistence, to wander with- 
out shelter, unless Cod in Ids infinite 
mercy should touch the hearts of indi- 
viduals, nnd fill them with a just sym- 
pathy, nnd constrain them to open their 
doors and give, them an asylum. 

The leaders of the iion come fbr- 
»v:ird with another asserti on, thinking 
to justify therasefvfea in the act of dri- 
\in» peaceable citizens from their own 
I i sfcssions; or, rather present it as an 
excuse to their adherents, to iire their 
indignation against an inofleijsive peo- 
ple, that they might he excifdd to com 
mil nets of violence, and think nt the 
time thai ihcy were justified. They 
say, in their bond, or sccrel constitu- 
tion, that it was ascertained more than 
S year ngu that our people had been 
tampering with their .slaves. Were it 
not, that this was one of their main ac- 
cusations, we should not notice it; but 
as this complaint has gone considera- 
bly the rounds in the public prints, we 
consider ourselves hound to lay every 
circumstance and fact belVr." our read- 
ers which may have the least bearing 
on this point. In the 6 est place, they 
may understand, that nut four hundred 
slaves, old and young, are to be found 
in the comity of Jackson, timid a pop- 
ulation of from six to eight thousand 
whiles; or at least, were not at the time 
irlien they say that it was ascertained 
that our friends were tampering with 
their blacks. 

In the spring of 1832 a part of the 
citizens of the countv were verv desi- 
rous to expel our people from the place. 
Many threats were thrown out by cer- 
tain low, degraded, unprincipled per- 
sons; but it was pretty satisfactorily 
ascertained, that they were only put 
forward and excited to desperation by 
a still more influential set, that kept 
secreted behind the scene for fear of 
public censure and contempt. Acoun- < 
ty meeting however was called, and a 
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mvm: portion of the inhabitants attend- 
i:d, some to take measures to drive out, 
or compel their neighbors to leave, and 
others to prevent any violent or unlaw- 
ful acts being committed; but tln>y 
dispersed with doing nothiug more 
than threaten, except stoning houses 
in the night to disturb the quiet repose 
of a few families. At the time of this 
excitement a report was in circulation 
among the people of I ho county, that 
our society were persuading or endea- 
voring to, the blacks to become die* 
bedient and leave, or rise in a rebellion 
against their masters. On learning 
that any thing of this nature was cur- 
rent, an inquiry was immediately made, 
and one of the members of the church 
•xns informed by a certain preacher of 
the Cumberland Presbyterian order, 
then a resident of the county, that one 
of his slaves heard one of the elders of 
this church say, after asking him his 
age, "that he thought he had w.vii d 
upon his master long enough, until his 
master had waited upon him a while, 
or as long;" or words to this effect. — 
This conversation was said to have 
passed the summer previous, and the 
individual accused was then in the cast, 
and nothing farther could be learned 
on the subject; and the matter rcsled 
upon the story of the slave, which, per- 
Iraps was credited hy some of the slave 
holders, but we arc authorised to say, 
that no conver.-aiion of Hie kind ever 
passed between the individual named 
by the aforementioned preacher, and 
any slave in that State, having had a 
personal interview with luin on that 
particular charge. No other charge 
was ever brought against our society 
by any of the people of that county, 
that they ever persuaded their slaves to 
acts of violence or disobedience. 

They farther say, in their stvrc/ con- 
sMutian, that at the time when it was 
ascertained that the "mormons," as 
they call them, had l)cen tampering 
with their slaves, that their "mormon 
leaders" were informed of the fact, 
and promised to deal with any of their 
members who should in like case of- 
fend. All who are acquainted with 
the situation of slave States, know that 
amid a dense populationof blacks, that 
the life of every white is in constant 
danger, and to insinuate any thing 
which could possibly be interpreted by 
a slave, that it was not just to hold hu- 
man beings iu bondage, would be jeop- 



ardizing the life of every white inhabi- 
tant in the country. For the moment 
an insurrection should break out, no 
respect would he paid lo age, sex, or 
religion; by an enraged, jealous, and 
ignorant black banditti. And the indi- 
vidual who would not immediately re- 
port any one who might bo found in- 
fluencing lite mind! of slaves with evil, 
would Ik? beneath even the slave him- 
self, and unworthy the privileges of a 
free Government 

Wo do not deny but a promise was 
made on the part of certain individu- 
als, to deal with, and bring to justico 
every person who might, to their know- 
ledge, violate the law of the land by 
stirring up the blacks to an insurrec- 
tion, or in any degree dissuade them 
from being perfectly obedient lo their 
masters; but wo deny the charge, that 
the slaves in that county were ever 
tampered with by us, or at any time 
persuaded to be relractory, or taught 
in any respect whatever, that it was 
not right and just that they should re- 
main peaceable servants. Any charge 
of that nature is wholly and entirely- 
unfounded, and is as untrue as the 
proceedings of the mob were uncon- 
stitutional and unjust, and could have 
been brought forward under no other 
views, and presented with no other 
motive, ihan to endeavor to show some- 
tiling to make a bad cause look excu- 
sable, and in the minds of some, justi- 
/iab/e! 

They acknowledge that the civil 
law did" not give them a sufficient guar- 
antee to drive our people from the 
county; and any man of discernment 
will see at once, that a force sufficient 
lo expel a people from their homes in 
an unjust & murderous manner, would 
be sufficient to inflict any penally of 
the law that justice might require. And 
our readers may understand, that every 
office, civil and military, in Ihe county, 
was held by men who did not belong 
to this society. And had there been 
the least shadow of evidence against 
any one for any misdemeanor, they 
would have been brought to justice; 
for certainly, they had force sufficient 
to have done it without trouble, had 
there been any resistance. Arid who 
does not know, that a set of men de- 
graded enough, to force peaceable in- 
habitants from their own lands without 
a cause, would be the last to let an op- 
portunity pass unnoticed and unattend- 
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•d to of avenging themselves, where 
the letut shadow of equity could bo 
produced on their part, against the 
objects of their hatred? 

Tbat the religion of our friends was 
all, to •bort, that excited ibfl hatred of 
the people of Jackson county, or the 
more part of them, is evident from the 
tollowing facts: First, It will be seen 
from the first paragraph id the ir srtrrt 
constitution, that in eonsequfr.ee of n 
pretended religious sect that were set- 
tling among them, they had reason te 
believe that their civil society was like: 
to undergo a change. And secondly, 
While Messrs. Phelps, Partridge, Mor- 
ley, Corril, Gilbert and Whilmer, were 
in the hands of the mob, on the 23d of 
July last, two provisos were offered on 
which it was said their fives would be 
spared, and no other. First, that they 
should deny the faith which they pro- 
fessed, which if they would, all should 
be peace and friendship on the part of 
the hob toward them; but if they would 
not, they should agree to leave the 
county, or their fives should he takes 
immediately on the ground! "The 
people of Jackson can stand any thing 
but men who profess to have seen an- 
gels, and to believe the book of Mor- 
mon," said an elderly man, who is a 
very self-pretending righteous one, 
while the mob were leading tip their 
objects of hatred on whom they thirst- 
ed to spill their blood. This man be- 
longs to a religious society in that 
place, who as he says, are the Lord's 
elect, while all who do not believe ns 
they do, are reprobates, and it was 
foreordained that thev should be dam- 
ned! 

Every officer, civil or military, on 
entering upon the duties of his office, 
takes his solemn oath, (or affirmation.) 
to support the Constitution of h's re- 
spective State, andof the United States: 
and from the constitution of the state 
of Missouri, we ext,aci the following: 

"4. That all men have a natural and 
indefeasible tight to worship Almighty 
God according to the dictates of their 
own consciences; that no man can be. 
compelled to erect, support, or attend 
any place of warship, or to maintain 



he do not disturb others in their reli- 
gious worship: 

"5. That no person, on account of 
his religious opinions, can be rendered 
ineligible to any office*? trust or profit 
under this state; that no preference 
can ever Ix; given by law to any se;- 
or mode of worship; and that no re- 
ligious corporation can ever be estab- 
lished in Ibis state." 

No oxcopfxtot can be taken to the 
principles contained in these clauses of 
thccMistiiuiie-n of the slnteof .Missouri. 
A just and liberal spirit is manifested 
so plainly, that none but men of the 
corrupted prwiples could ever over- 
look it; ami none except such as are 
lost lo every feeling of humanity, or 
blind to every sense of a day of retri- 
bution, could violate a solemn oath 
once taken to support if. The actors 
in that awful tragedy may seek for an 
excuse, \jvit H will be vain to undertake: 
to make their proceedings appear in 
the least justifiable in the eyes of the 
constitution and laws of our country, 
or weigh nny thing in ihc mind* of all 
thinking men. 

The blood of innocence has been 
shed; the cries of helpless women and 
infants have ascended up before the 
throne of Jehovah; men who never 
harmed the hair of nny individual, have 
been hunted like the wild bort; the 
Great Charter of American liberties* 
has been wilfully assailed; the consti- 
tution of our country shnincfully trod- 
den down by a lawless set of miscie- 
nnts, and our laud which has drank the 
blood of our fathers while fighting for 
freedom, that consciences might he un- 
controlled, hns been stained in conse- 
quence of this right being freely exer- 
cised' 

To give to a pertain sect of religious 
people the privilega of enjoying peaco 
and happiness under the protection of 
civil laws, and deprive another of them 
because in their sentiments they dif- 
fered, would offer violence to the con- 
stitution, and be n sure course to rid 
our happy country of a large portion 
of its citizens, to seek an asylum among 
strangers, or like the ancient saints, to 
wander in deserts, in mountains, and

these States together? Wherc'nre the 
common sympathies of our natures 
which were inculcated into our minds 
while in the days of our yonth, to treat 
all men with complacency and respect, 
be their religious views what they may, 
ihit wo are left so vile, so degraded, 
so beneath every thing heavenly or ho- 
ly, as to desire the destruction of our 
fellow-beings enough to l>o excited to 
commit nets oT violence upon any? 

Our Withers fled from the face of 
persecution,' and left their homes, their

The following letter is from one of 
our friends in Missouri, who was an 
eye witness to a considerable part of 
the proceedings of the mob, and as will 
be seen from the communication, es- 
caped the hands of lawless rulfiians 
only by o liair's breadth. We have no 
hesitation in presenting this loiter to 
our readers, as a correct detail of the 
transactions of both parties, so far as 
it particularizes the cveuis. 

U'c know the writer to be a man of 
truth and candor, having had a personal 
acquaintance with him; and we Iwvo 
no doubts as to the correctness of his 
statements, of that part which did not 
pass under his immediate inspection, 
hiving been corroborated by letters 
written by oilier individuals. 

In our last we published the princi- 
pal fuels which are contained in the 
tallowing, bur having been furnished 
with a narration of the scene from the 
23d of July, to the time when the most 
of our friend .-> were driven from the 
county, we considered it worthy an in- 
sertion entire. It will be seen that this 
account is abridged: but we shall pub- 
lish in pamphlet form in due time, all 
the facts at full length from beginning 
to end, relating in any respect to the 
outrage in Missouri, committed npmt 
our friends, with a history of the first 
settling of the church in that county, 
and the general conduct, occupation, 
and character of tiio inhabitants among 
whom they settled.

properly, an 1 their siwrcd honors, forcibly to 
drive us from the county, if we would not go 
without: the demolishing the printing office 
on the sBUli July, tarring and feathering the 
bishop of the church and another member, 
aud their meeting on the 23d In go on with 
the work of destruction, are facta so well 
known that I need not name their particulars 
at this time. 

It is also well known, that we, seeing that 
there, was no other alternative for us, to wave 
the destruction of lives and property, at lhat 
lime we agreed, six of us to leave the county, 
and to use our influence with the elmrrh to 
persuade them to leave also, one half by the 
first of January, and the other half by the 
first of April next; supposing, that before the 
time arrived the mob would see their error 
ami slop their violence; or that some means 
might l>e employed so that we could stay in 
peace and enjoy our privilege as guaranteed 
in the constitution and laws of our country. 
But after wailing some weeks, and seeing 
that th sir wrath did not abate, hut 1'iei,- threat- 
ening* continually increased upon us, and 
losing all hopes of their withdrawing their 
wicked purposes, and nl :o despairing of hav- 
ing the laws executed in Jackson county 
without ossistanc?, wo therefore thought it 
would be wisdom to appeal to the Governor 
for aid. 

We accordingly drew up a petition and cir- 
culated it in as prudent a manner as possilih ; 
for the mob threatened, lhat rf we petitioned 
or pros-cnt»i|, they would M ASSACKK us 
in tola. Bui on presenting the petition to 
the Governor, he manifested a willingness to 
assist us, but said he could not, until we had 
tried to enforce the law; and then ifwe could 
.uot he.woulil enable us to do it. 

We therefore saw plainly, that we were 
mider the necessity ol" making a trial in our 
weak situation, in opposition to thi wrath 
and violence of the enowy, And notwith- 

seamling we hhnoM in :i d'onir H-'cimii-' exno- 
,1 1-1 d'-a'o an 1 drslviieUoii from the hands 
of the mob, yet we determined to magnify the 
!aiv» of the land, and honor the advice of the 
(Jovernor, by entering a prosecution against 
them. Accordingly we employed counsel lor 
that purpose, and when the moh hail learned 
this fact, their wrath seemed for a few days 
to abate; hut they soon began lo rage again, 
.and to threaten to do their mischief in «he 
night. 

Until this lime weji/id been in a defenceless 
:-itualioti, perfectly so, not even pretending 
lo use any weapons, or even standing in our 
own defence. But on seeing that the wrath 
of the mob was great, and that our lives, as 
well as our property was in danger; knowing 
also that we had suffered as much as the law 
of man or of God required of us, and even 
iiinre without resisting: and also being advi- 
sed by good counsel, we concluded on the 
whole to prepare ourselves for self defence. 

But in this we found ourselves somewhat 
Jame; for many of us had not weapons to de- 
fend ourselves with. And again, a question 
arose in our minds to what extent we might 
go in defending ourselves; but on inquiry we 
found lhat a man wis justified in defending 
his own person, his family and Ids house — 
But again, another difficulty aro'-e, which was 
'his, one man in his house alone could not 



defend n against many. We again asked 
counsel, an'l found that inasmuch as the mob 
gathered together to destroy us, we were jus- 
tified in gathering together to defend our- 
selves. 

We then came to the conclusion, that in- 
asmuch as lliey should embody and come a- 
gainst us, we would embody to defend our- 
selves: although we knew that in this we 
should labor under great disadvantages; yet 
we supposed thai ifwe prepared ourselves as 
well as we could for self defence, that this 
would have a tendency to stop the enemy 
Ironi coming on us; but in this we were dis- 
appointed. 

Thetr proceeded to stone our houses in In- 
dependence in the night tune, and to threat- 
en the lives of individuals; but did no great 
damage until Tuesday night, October 31, 
when about 40 or f>l) in number, many of 
whom were armed with jjtine, proceeded a- 
gainst the brauch above, or west of the Blue, 
some! iin», railed the YVhitmer settlement, &• 
unroofed and partly demolished ten houses; 
and also Whipped and pounded several per- 
sons in a shocking manner, and diligently 
sought for others who fled for safely. 

Now, the brethren at thai time, were not 
collected together for defence, supposing that 
they ha t not a perfect right lo assemble until 
the m ib had: they therefore neglected this 
until the mub was upon them; and then they 
hail no time. And although soipe of them 
had guns, yet being alone, and seeing ll, ; 
mob also had gnus and threatened their lives, 
if they resisted, found it of n» use to under- 
take lo defend themselves. However, they 
lispers' d alter committing such depredations 
is- they thought properal that time, (without 
bjing resisted, ) atler having threatened to 
come again in o mere violent mimic-,- than 

or. s-S. 

T! is news was soon spread abroad, and 
none but the sufferers ihemseives i a i imagine 
the feelings that it produced. To have their 
houses pulled duwn over llieir heads; their 
women and children exposed lo the storms 
and blasts of a cold and dreary winter; and 
after laboring hard to lay up provisions for 
lite winter, then to be driven from it aud have 
it destroyed, and no means ol" obtaining more; 
and in addition to this, to be hunted ami 
beaten in on unmerciful manner, was a,iiin;r 
more of us than wc felt willing to subuiit to. 
Itui the question was, what shall be done? — 
We were in a scattered situation, and could 
not embody immediately; and if we gathered 
fhe brethren to defend one part, the mob 
would fall upon another. Ourueighiors who 
felt to pity us, though very fow in number, 
dare not lift a finger in our behalf for fear of 
sharing the same fiite. We could s»e no re- 
lief from any quarter; our only strength was 
within our own body, trusting in God: but 

—'•thing must be done; night was approach- 

. in which we expected more or less of us 
to oiffisn 

We concluded at all hazards lo try for a 
peace warrant against certain bead ones of 
the moh. We accordingly went to r. magis- 
trate and applied for one, but to no purpose; 
lie refused to gratil one on our oath. We 
then read fo him the fiovernor's letter, which 
directed us to proceed in that way, but be 
disregarded it. and said he cared nothing 
about it. 
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Having no time to lost; we concluded to ad- 
vise each branch of the church lo gather into 
bodies the best way they could for their own 
preservation. Threatening* were heard iiom 
Lhewwiin difiere.-.l quarters. Night came 
on, and a parly of their men proceeded to the 
branch on the prairie, sometime* called the 
Colesville branch. Two of their number 
were sent out as spies, well armed with two 
guns and three pistols: they were discovered 
by some of our brethren, with whom I hey 
held some conversation; and after one el'theus 
had struck one of our men over the laud 
with the brilch of his gun, they were taken 
by our brethren, their guns and pistols taken 
from tbein, and they kept till morning; their 
guns and pistols were then given to llicm 
and they let go without injury. It being 
dark, and the rest of the mob not showing 
themselves, were only heard by some of the 
brethren in the adjoining woods to enquire, 
why th.'ir spies did not return. 

'ilie same night, (r'nday, Nov. J,) another 
party commenced stoning our I. ouses in In- 
dependence, breaking down our doors and 
windows, and destroying furniture, &e. A 
number of us were gathered '"getter about 
a half a mile west of lodepeudenoe from 
whence we could distinctly Itcar lhtin;TiUl 
we concluded that unless ll.ey did suiiielliii.g 
more than stone and brick bat our houses, we 
would ne t nif d.fle with them. Hut on ." •u .'- 
ing some to discover what Lhey were ab it. 
we learned that they had couuneuced pultiug 
rtowu the dwelling house of broiler A. 
Gilbert. 

We then thought it best, and accordingly 
proceeded in order into town, and uh we diew 
near the store of brother Udbcrl, we saw a 
number of men sending stones and brick bats 
against the fame; hut as soon as they saw us 
they fled. However, we were successful in 
taking one of litem in the act, who appear* d 
to be much frightened. And we (bond that 
they bad broken down the store doors, 
scattered some of the goods in the streets. — 
Then brother G. on seeing this, look the 
man whom we had laken in spoiling the 
•tore, and in company with two or three oth- 
ers weut with him to the magistrate, end en- 
tered a complaint against him in order to get 
a wairant and have him secured; but the ma- 
gistrate refused to do any thing about it, and 
therefore, we were obliged lo let him go a- 
gain. YVe then went home and there was 
no more done that night as 1 know of. 

The next day, (Saturday, Nov. 2,) we 
Knew not wl.al lo do for our safety; we talk- 
ed some of the propriety of bringing our fam- 
ilies and effects into one place; and this we 
tnew would be attended with great inconvc- 
lionne: for we had no houses nor shelters for 
?ur families, nor fodder for our catlie; and as 
'.he mab was upon us night after night we 
had no time to no it; the-refore we must do 
be best we could. However, all the fami- 
les in town removed as much together as 
h?y could, about half a mile west of town, 
ind we concluded lo * nd men to the Circuit 
fudge, who lived about forty miles ofli to 
yl a peace warrant. 

A party of the mob gathered that nightand 
tent against the branch at the B!ue; and af- 
.er tearing the roof from one house and doing 
Ome injury to the furniture, they divided 
: *eir company, and one party wentto pulling 



the roof from one dwelling house, while the 
other party went to another; they broke open 
Ihe house, und found the owner in bed whom 
they took and beat unmercifully. But I ere 
they wi re met by a parly of the brethren 
who hud been wise enoigli to prepare (Jr 
them; a firing uf guns commenced, they say, 
by our men, hut our men say, by them upon 
us; but as near na I can karn from lI;oje who 
were there, it can be easily proven that it 
commenced by liiem. 

However, while they were in the act of 
pounding the Lrothcr whom they found in 
bed, one of them drrw a pistol and swore he 
would blow out his brains: but as the Lord 
would have it, the ball, instead of going thro' 
his he ad only cut a gash on the lop of it. All 
was confusion: our women and children cry- 
ing and streaming wilh terror, weie mixed 
iu Ihe crowd; and in the skirmish, a young 
man of ihe mol was shot through the thigh, 
and this stopped the affray thai night. 

The next day, (i-'unday, Nov. 'A,) we de- 
Mtntpbed fai r men to ihe Circi.il Judge, to 
obtain a peace warrant. At the Mine time 
out enemies were bucily engaged in gather- 
ing all the force lhey could to come again*: 
u.saud we saw that they were terribly enra- 
ged: we were told thai they were going to 
gcla sis pounder and come against us openly 
Die next day; and we were also told by those 
who professed to be our friends, that we 
would certainly all he massacred. We saw- 
that they were increasing their numbers, and 
we l.sd nothing lo espeel but a tcrriUe work, 
of destruction lo commence the next day, & 
ive> warned our brethren to be prepared for it 
as well as they could; tlitrefor', luo cr three 
brandies weal" of the Blue gathered together 
as well as they could, leaving their houses 
and property to the ravages of the mob. 

N< day came on, (Monday, Nov. 4,) and 
a large party of the mob gathered above the 
Blue, look Ihe tettj boat, and threatened 
some lives, cVc. and lor some cause they aban- 
doned their purpose at that time, and relum- 
ed lo Wilson's about a mile west of the Blue. 
However, wor.i had gone to our brethren, 
who had assembled themselves together at 
the Colesville branch west of the Blue, thai 
the »«o!r were doing damage on the cast side 
of Ihe Blue, and that the brethren there want- 
ed help. 

Accordingly nineteen of our rr.cn volun- 
teered, and ilarled to go lo Iheir ass^'ance, 
hut when they had proceeded a part of the 
way, they learned that the mob were not do- 
ing mischief at that lime, but were at Wil- 
son's store, so they turned about logo home, 
wlu'n the mob by some means found out that 
a party of our men were on the pired west erf 
of than, "il l a parly of them, thirty or forty 
started on horse back with guns lo fall upon 
our m»n; and aficr riding two or two and a 
half miles they overtook them; and as soon 
as {be brethren saw them, they dispersed and 
lied; and some ran immediately to the main 
body of our brethren to let them know that 
the mob were upon them. 

But the mob not being willing to give up 
the brethren without injuring them, pursued 
after, and hunted in order lo find them. — 
They searched in-the cornfield of Christian 
Whitmer, and fed their horses freely upon 
his corn. They also look him and pointed 
their guns at him. threatning fo kill htm 
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he did nol tell them where the brethren were. 1 
They also got upon the top of his house, and 
threatened some women and children. 

Thus Ihey were employ -d in hunting and 
threatening the brethren until one of our 
men returned with assistance from I he mcin 
body, which was about Ihree milts off. And 
when the mob saw our men they fired upon 
them, and oar men immediately fired in re- 
turn. The mob immediately lied, and the 
brethren followed them a few rods and let 
them go. Two uftlic mob cud some of their 
horses were killed on the ground, and others 
badly wucmled. Several of cur brethren 
were wounded, one mortally, who died the 
u?xtday. The othrrs are like to recover — 
Brother Dibble was shot in the bowels, and 
lir; says, by the lin t gun lliat w as fired. 

The same dav at Independence, brolhrrA. 
.S. Gilbert, Wm. E. McXaKir. I.Morley, my- 
self, ajid three or lour others were taken fag 
an Atotmuti and Battery, and J'uht imprison- 
mini, by the man whom we had tai:"'i the 
Friday night previous in the act of tivi.ing 
the store. Although we could not obiain > 
warrant against him for breaking open ti e 
store, yet tie bad gotten one for us, lor catch- 
ing bini at i:. We were prisoners in the 
court house when news came to town of llie 
battle last mentioned. l!ul instead ol com- 
ing correctly, it was stated, '-that the mor- 
mons had gone into the bouse of Wiltion and 
shot his son." Thia greatly enraged the peo- 
ple; and the court house being filled, a rush 
was made upon us by some to kill tit; hut the 
court esteeming it too dishonorable to have 
us killed while in their hands, on our request 
shut us up in (be jail to save our lives. 

The people had become desperat", and were 
busily employed in gelling guns and ammu- 
nition, and preparing themselves Cora gener- 
al massacre of our people the ne.it nay. And 
we weft frequently told that night, while in 
the jail, snd that too^iy men of note, that 
without any doubt many lives would be lost 
the next day; for now, not only the moh, but 
the whole county were engaged and greatly 
enraged against us, and that nothing would 
stop them fhorl of our Waving the county 
forthwith; and they thought that they were 
so enraged, that even this would not stop 
them from taking our lives. 

We accordingly sent word that night to 
our brethren, that they might nol expect any 
thing the next day bul a genera) slaughter of 
our people, and that they must take care of 
themselves the best way they could. How- 
ever, we at the >ame Umc came to (he con- 
clusion, on seeing Ihe rage of the people, that 
it would be wisdom forua lo leave the coun- 
ty immediately, rather than to have so many 
lives lost as probably would be. The sheriff 
and two others took us ontofthe jail and 
went with us to sec our brethren upon this 
subject: our brethren agreed lo il; and aa we 
were returning to the jail about 1 o'clock at 
night, we were hailed hy a parly of men with 
guns, who intended no doubt to kill us. I 
wheeled and left them, I hey fired a rifle at 
me; brother Motley also left them; but bro. 
Gilbert stood his ground. They came up to 
him; presented two guns in order to kilt him, 
but as Providence would, one snapped and 
the other flashed in the pan. He was then 
knocked down by ope of them, hut his life 
mi preferred and he not materially hurt. 



Our ugroeiucnt to leave the county not be- 
ing known to only a few, (lie people in their 
wrath collected together iu (he morning, well 
armed for war, and Col. Pitcher called out the 
militia, as he said, lo quell the mob: but it 
would na\ e been difficult for one to have dis- 
tinguished between the militia and the mob, 
for all the most conspicuous characters enga- 
ged in the riot were found in his ranks. Our 
proposals to leave the county, however, were 
laid before Ihe people, and we were told, that 
il was with much difficulty lhat they were 
constrained to let us go, but seemed deter* 
milled on taking o-ir lives. 

At the fame lime our brethren west of In- 
dependence, not knowing thai we had agreed 
lo leave the county, and supposing that no- 
thing but death awaited Ihern, gathered to- 
gether and murchi-d towards town, and arri- 
ved within one mile of the place by 8 or 9 
o'clock in the morniiip, (Tuesday, Nov. 5,) 
with a determination to make a stand aLuul 
half a mile west of town, at the spot vr hero 
the brethren nl Independence branch bad 
collected together, and there maintain (be 
■ ft J or die upon it, if the mob fell upon 
them. But on being told that we had agreed 
lo leave the courtly, and also that the militia 
had been called out to make peace, they tam- 
ed aside into the woods, arid concluded to 
disperse and go home. But some persona on 
seeing them in the inormng marching toward 
town, had carried news that our people were 
on the march toward the place, no doubt, 
"they supposed, with an intention to do mil- 
chief!" 

On hearing this the militia became enraged, 
and Col. I'itcher would not give na peace on- 
ly on the conditions that we should deliver 
up those men who were engaged in the battle 
the day before, to have them tried for mur- 
der; and also, that we must deliver up our 
arms, and then, fie said, we should be safely 
protected out of the county. 

This being the only alternative for us, we 
accordingly agreed to it, and delivered up our 
arms, there Being forty-nine guns and one 
pistol. We also delivered up (he prisoner! 
who had been demanded by them, and began 
to prepare to leave the connly. They kept 
the prisoners whom we delivered up to be 
iried for murder, a day and a night, and after 
threatening them much, and bringing them to 
a trial, let them go for an oldtealrk. 

We plainly saw that the militia of (he 
county with Col. Pitcher at their head, had 
taken from us our arms when we were using 
llicm only for self-defence against an outra- 
geous mob. And instead of quelling the mob, 
he left them in full power to come upon ua 
when they pleaded, and promised ua no pre- 
lection against them, only while we wera 
fleeing from our houses and homes with Our 
women and children, to seek a shelter in the 
open air the best way we could. 

Thus we were obliged, not only by the 
moii, but also by the militia to leave the coun- 
ty of Jackson. And on reflection the next 
morning, we concluded to go south into Van 
fiuren county and there make another settle- 
ment about 40 or 50 railea otT. But lha peo- 
ple, on hearing this, although it was agreed 
lo by some half a dozen of the leading men 
in Jackson county, rose up against it, and 
said we should not go. if we did, thay would 
follaw us. 
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The: an.? day, (Wwlntsday, Rot. 6,) » 
pari of llie mo*, between fifty and eighty in 
number, supposing tliat Col. Pitcher bad not 
do:;? Mb duly as faithfully :is lie ought, moun- 
ted ili.-jr horses witli tlieir cutis on their 
shoulders, went to visit the nrethren, and 
frighten »he members of (he church;, some 
they T.red at, others they whipped, and some 
(Ijey chased upon bones foi several milts, 
others' they sought for ilifigetitly, as they 
said to lull them; and they burnt open doors 
in an abrupt manner, uud searched bouses 
fur guns and u!,e. weapons nf war. As they 
iiassed through tl.c branch at tlie Blue, they 
sv.ere thai iflhe ]>"■ were not off by the 
Mate they returned at nijl.t. they would mas- 
sacre the whole of them. 

A.'Crdingiy, fume started for flay «WBt»i 
and about one hundred and thirty women and 
children, with six men, Rtarted without goods 
or furniture, ami ibe most of them on loot, 
end wimdered several days on the prairie, not 
knowing where logo, supposing that it was 
not tlieir privilege to return and lake their 
goods. Some liave since returned and token 
some of their things, and Uhers I have pot 
heaid from particularly. Bui the more pari 
of the church Tailed to take some or I he 
principal part of their goods. 

When we found that we could not go smiIIi 
peaceably, we tame across the Missouri river 
into Clay coiinly, where we found the in- 
hahiuuiB aa accommodating as we could rea- 
sonably expenl. Many of v.s have obtained 
houi"s and shelters for our families, and olh- 
era have built huts in (he woods, while some 
who have lately come over are yet m tenls, 
-or in the open air. 

Some few of the brethren thought that 
they could remain after the others had come 
»Wir. hut on Saturday, Nov. 23, the mob 
held auolher meeting, and appointed a coni- 
milteeto warn off those families that remain- 
ed Accordingly, on Sunday and Monday 
flowing, the brethren that remained were 
ordered off with many threatening* if they 
.did not go immediately. They have, since 
that time been getting ttusy as fast as possi- 
ble ' Some few families, 1 learn, have gone 
south to Grand Kin r, and some others have 
cone east. Grrat sacrifices have been made: 
some Ileitis destitute of money, have sold their 
cattle arufoiber effects at a very low rate. 

Much properly that was left behind has 
b*en destroyed, and other properly that yd 
remains probably will be before it can be la- 
ken car > of. Some families are as it were en- 
tirely destitute, and must unavoidably sutler 
unless Ciod interposes in their behalf. This 
is the piescnt condition of the church 

And now, the question is, w hat can be 
donel The Governor has manifested a wil- 
lingness to restore us back, and will if we 
request it; but this will be of little use unless 
he ronld laavc a force there to help protect us, 
tor llie utoh say, that three months shall net 
pass before they will <'•• ive us again. And he 
cannot leave a force without calling a specie. 
Legislature for that purpose, un!- «s the Pre- 
sident should see lit I" place a company ol 
rangers her* with power to assist us in time 

of II' 'i- 

To enter a criminal prosecution against 
tliem would be of little or no use; fur I am 
satisfied that a grand jury cannot be had in 
Jackson county at present !h at would indict 



litem for their crimes: and the hiw, 1 am iv- 
furined, requires that criminals shall be tried 
in llieir own county. And if the heads of 
the moh should be taken and put into jail it 
undoubtedly would bo lorn down and they 
liberated. 

If we could be placed hack, and become or- 
ganized into independent companies, and 
armed with power and liberty to stand in our 
mi n d '■('•nee, it wi uld lie much ls'tli r for' us. 
Jiul then, as Ihiir nuinbeis are double ours 
this would be paving the way, or laying ibe 
loandatisn for another scene of murder and 
bloodshed. 

What can or will he done I know not; but 
I think that the state of Missouri is brought 
to the test, whether it ran anil will protect 
the persons and rights of its own citizens or 
not: nrv liether it will suffer its government 
and laws to be trodden down and trampled 
under the icet of a lawless bsmlilU, without 
bringing them to justice. 

As it rfspects the charges and crimes whic h 
they accuse ns of being guilty, J think that 
they are not worthy ol* notice: forlhe Jaw is 
open and they bold liie execution of it in 
their own -hands: and if we were guillv of 
crimes they certainly would have brought us 
to an account for Iheui. Jtul their not doing 
liiis, is clearly an evidence that we are inno- 
cent. 

And again, in tlieir declaration, or memo- 
rial, published after they tore down the print- 
ing otHcc, they, aB nearly as 1 can recollect, 
say, that the thing or crime for which they 
proeccdi d against us, was that that could not 
have been foreseen by any Legislature: there- 
fore no law has been enacted against it. This 
is plainly acknowledging, that we arc giully 
of no crime for which llie law could take any 
hold ol us. Yours, &c.

Or perhaps the editor understands the 
subject too well, to let it appear in his 
paper, believing if he does, that it will 
sap the foundation of all that he has 
done, and been doing for the last twen- 
ty years. 

Let the editor of the Harbinger, 
however, treat this subject as he will, 
and let Mm in his course he influenced 
by what motives he may, whether good 
cr evil, the Lord be his judge, and not 
us. U* h^alcls righteously, Ise will re- 
ceive<£*""*righleous man's reward; hut if 
unrighteously, lie will bo rewarded ac- 
cordingly; and although he has been 
lavish in his abuse of some of the 
members of the church of Christ; and 
not only some, but all the church has 
been reproached by biro, all we say, is, 
the Lord judge between him and us, 
and deal with us according to justice 
apd mercy, ami there we leave it.

The house of Israel in the last days, 
was to be taught by a people of stam- 
mering lips and another tongue, lino 
upon line, precept upon precept, here a 
little and there a little.

Their bones also 
t b->u!d flo'jriib n* >ui herh: nil that jshnl I 
ate thviu tlmll acknowledge them, thai 
thi.-y are the seed which the Lord hath 
blessed. [See Isaiah, chapters l xi.

There seems to be one error com- 
mon to oil writers on the Millenium, 
which is thir.: they think that it is to 
be brought about by converting the 
Gentiles; and after all the Gentiles arc 
converted, the Jews will be converted 
to the Savior also: and thus the world 
will be bron^lit to see rye to eye, and 
be of one heart and of one mind and 
all contentions cease on earth. 

These, doubtless, were the views of 
the editor of (he Harbinger; or else !.e 
could not have supposed that his paper 
could contribute in any degree to this 
end; for had it once enteied into his 
heart, lhat all the Millenium ever men- 
tioned in the bible was promised to the 
seed of Abraham; and that unless the 
scattered remnints of Jacob should be 
gathered from all countries whither 
ihey had been driven, that no such 
thing as Millenium could ever exist; or 
that God never promised such an era 
to mankind on any other ground, than 
that ofgnthering the house of Jacob to 
the land of their fathers: and that pre- 
dicated on the fact of the Gentiles ha- 
ving forfeited all claim to the divine 
favor by reason oT their great uposta- 
cy, and having shamefully corrupted 
the kingdom of God, and having defi- 
led all the nations of the earth with the 
wine of their fornication; they, their 
kings, their rulers and their judges to- 
gether, until they had denied the Lord 
that bought them, and brought on their 
own heads swift destruction, as had 
done the Jews before them.

I had 
read in other public prints some of the 
proceedings of 1 lie Missouri mob, and* 
felt in my heart the mingled emotions 
of sorrow and revenge. T feel lo bhish 
at the folly and imbecility of a govcrn- 
nlc.it that should permit such daring 
outrages on its unoffending citizens, 
with impunity. 1 have no doubt in 
regard lo the veracity of the state- 
ments you have, published relative to 
that unhappy nfliiir, and cannot but 
hope, that ore long, even-banded jus- 
tice, though slow, will overtake the 
aggressors. They evinced a gr-onl 
want of knowledge of human naiurc. 
if they supposed your people in that 
county were ever so fanatical or stulti- 
fied, and that by whipping, tarring and 
feathering, or even killing a few, 
would exterminate them, or make the 
survivors anv less zealous. It may 
disperse tlieni for a while, it is true, 
but tho wave that seems to waft and 
disperse your friends may eventually 
recoil upon their oppressors with the 
fury of a mountain torrent. Such 
treatment will build up your cause, 
whether right or wrong. 

1 am aware that no persecution for 
the present seems to be joyous, but 
grievous, nevertheless it will yield the 
peaceable fruit of righteousness to them 
who are exercised thereby. 1 be ard 
un elder of your order preach list even- 
ing, by the name of David Matthews. 
He appeared to be quite engaged, says 
be has a liitle church of seven mem- 
bers in the town south of this, and 
more that he expects will shortly be 
ndded to them. He informed me ihat 
he considered the cause in that region 
prosjiorous. He also informed me that 
lie bad charge of another church in 
Chautauque county, of about fifty mem- 
bers. 1 am also credibly informed 
that some one, f know not who, is 
preaching and baptizing in Livingston 
county. I shall write you but short, 
but make up in frequent repitition what 
I lack in length,

ihereii; advanced, arc of too great a. 
moment, in my opinion, to t»e sufii-red" 
to remain unnoticed, or sink in oblivi- 
on. 1 am aware that the heart of ev- 
ery true citizen of our beloved coun- 
try, will, after a candid investigation o( 
ibis shameful persecution, recoil with 
so row, on the reflection, that in out' 
hind Men a re so destitute of humanity 
and christian feelings as lo be found 
disgracing themselves by violently op- 
posing any sect or denomination, let 
their professed tenets be what they 
nicy. 

It may Le appropriate for ir.e, how- 
ever, before 1 proceed farther, lo giv 
you a short history of the character of 
ihc majority of ike inhabitants of the- 
rotinty where (his .-ceiioof n urdernnd- 
vibfc nee has transpired. It is Un just 
to say, firstly, that there are individu- 
als of respectability , who are kind, be- 
nevolent and hospilablc to strangers; 
und when Ibis is said, nil that can be 
spoken in justice, in favor of that peo- 
ple, is said. They are mostly emi- 
grants from ihc southern states, and 
settled in that county prior to the sale 
of the public lands, and mostly, no 
doubt, because they were unable to 
purchase where lands were in market. 
They are persons of the lowest habits: 
swearing, drinking, gambling, horse- 
racing, and fist and dirk fighting, are 
their common and frequent practices. 
To witness the unparalleled fights at 
election & business days at Meir county 
scaU defies description, and is sufficient 
almost, to sicken one of human society ! 

One sample of their courts of justice 
will suffice for the present: In the sum- 
mer of 1831, if I mistake not, two Kan- 
zas Indians on their way into the white 
settlements from the Territory, found 
or took some two or three horses and 
led or drove them into the settlement; 
they were immediately laken for steal- 
ing, confined in jail for some time until 
a special court could be called for their 
trial. They were liberated, but tho 
citizens, (cr a part of them,) notlwing 
satisfied, seemed to be determined to 
revenge themselves on their persons, 
aud commenced stoning and brick- 
balling them; they were rescued by fbe 
interference of others, but not till one 
of them had received a wound which 
occasioned his death. The life of the 
circuit judge was threatened, and, as I 
was credibly informed, he was under the 
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Sir, 



necessity of hiring one or more indi- 
viduals to protect his own person from 
violence. Among the mob was one of 
the county judges. I have given this 
as an introduction of the character of 
their courts, and peace officers. 

On the subject of the lust mob you 
may understand also, thai every officer 
civil or military, except a very few 
wore either immediately engaged in 
the riot or bound With others u drive 
my friends from the county tirad i>r 
/dice? The Postmaster at IndependV 
encc, Mr. Jones II. I'lpurnoy, nir.l 
Mr. R. W. Cuiumings Indian Agent 
for the General Government, also sign- 
ed the bond; and still more shocking to 
relate, even men who professed to U: 
preachers of the aospet of our Lord 
Jesus Christ, were busily engpged with 
tlieir guns, to drive from the county or 
destroy those who had never injured 
thein or any individual in the slightest 
particular! 

Under circumstances of this nature 
(he prospect to obtain justice is not at 
present very favorable with my friends 
at the west. As regards the seuti- 
tfterits expressed in my address, I mav 
say in truth, that they are the princi- 
ples of my bosom. Persecution will 
always force men to investigate the 
subject of religion, and since 1 and my 
friends have thus suffered, I cannot 
hut hope that the candid will look for 
themselves. Be assured that there is 
nothing in my profession that will ev- 
er be held back by me fiom investiga- 
tion: and though you may not agree 
with the principles of my faith, on my 
part, that shall never he a barrier be- 
tween us as brethren. I cannot believe, 
according .to the holy prophets, but 
that the day is near when the elect of 
the Lord will be gathered from the 
four winds, and the voice of the Great 
Shepherd of Israel proclaim to the seed 
of Jacob, that their captivity is ended, 
their iniquity forgiven, and their sin 
remembered no more: when he shall 
say to the north, Give up, and to the 
south, Keep not back: bring my sons 
from afar, and my daughters from the 
ends of the earth. And that we in that 
great day may stand among the sanc- 
tified, is the desire and fervent prayer 
of your brother,

LATEK FROM MISSOURI. 

We have received still later intelli- 
gence from Missouri, which we deem 
of importance to publish. It is from 
brother W. W. Phelps, the former <*d- 
itur of the Star, w hen published :tt In- 
dependence, Jackson county. We have 
been personally acquainted with br. P. 
for nearly three years, and have seen 
his unceasing diligence in the editerial ^ 
department of this paper when il was 
di/ccted by himself. Ilis veracity will 
ii' i be questioned by his |>crsonnl ac-. 
qua in tin ices for a tnumcnt, nor his sin- 
cerity and firmness in the faith of the 
Everlasting gospel doubled, by those 
who have seen his daily walk since he 
has !h;< d a member of this church. 

We have been informed, (and wc 
credit the report,) lhat tile mob sought 
very diligently for his life, and that it 
was only the interposition of a Merci- 
ful Providence that preserved him from 
their hands. It will be recollected, that 
ho with five others, offered his life for 
his religion on the 2:)d of July last, 
when dragged from his dwelling from 
the embraces of his family. 

What had these men done 1 ? had they 
broken the law of Missouri, and nui-t 
be brought to justice? If so, why not 
proceed against them in a legal manner, 
that they might sutler the penalty of 
the law? Bui, instead of this, they 
were surrounded by hundreds, armed 
with clubs, dirks, pistols, whips, and 
rifles! and told that except they would 
leave the county, or deny the faith 
which they professed, they should there 
die! 

When death was presented before 
them in the horrid form of martyrdom, 
they stayed themselves upon God, and 
relied upon his promises without a mur- 
mur, or varying in the least degree 
from the principles of their faith. — 
They were in the bands of wicked 
men, and wholly in their power; and 
when assured that their lives should be 
tuken unless they denied their faith, or 
agreed to leave the county, they said, 
"our lives are in your power, and if 
you arc disposed you can take them, 
only spare this innocent people who 
have never harmed. any man; but we 
shall never denv the faith which we 
have professed. *' 

But when assured that their lives 
should only answer for themselves, & 
that others should suffer in like man- 
ner; and not only this, when the lives 
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of our men wore taken, our little ones 
should be massacred, and 00* women 
jiAviiiiro! Under circumstances of 
this nature our six brethren agreed to 
leave the county: In this they were 
justified. They were all men of fam- 
ilies, and knew that if their lives were 
talten, their w ives and little ones must 
full into the hiinds of murderers, and 
would suffer violence frorri them. 

The law of ttod and of man, and 
common humanity requires that every 
man should provide for his own family. 
To lay down -me's life voluntarily, & 
leave- a destitute wife and children, 
would be a sacrifice entirely uncalled 
for, and one unjustifiable in the law of 
heaven. With what feelings iooUi a 
man bid adieu to this world ami leave 
a destitute family that he knew would 
immediately fall into the lianas of his 
murderersl Could he reasonably ex- 
pect (hat they would be hospitably pro- 
vided with the necessaries of this life? 
No! lie would have every reason to 
suppose, that those hands which had 
been imbrued in his life's blood, would 
seek every opportunity, to wreak ven- 
geance upon his posterity, till his name 
was blotted out from among men.

Dew Brethren": — It has been »oni' time 
since I have dropt you a lino, and in the 
midst of solitude, I write. I need not give 
you new details of our persecution*, — for, as

The situation of the saints, aa scattered, 
is dubious, and affords a gloomy prospect.— 
No regular order can be enforced; nor any 
usual discipline kept up — among: the world: 
yet, the most wicked part of it, some commit 
one «in, and some another, (.1 speak of the 
rebellions, for there are saint9 that are an im- 
movable as the everlasting Hills,) and what 
can be donel we are in Clay, Ray, Lafayette, 
Jackson, Van Buren, &c. and cannot hear 
from each other oftencr than we do from you: 
I know it was right that we should be driven 
out of the land of Zion, that the rebellion* 
might be sent away. But brethren, if the 
Lord will, I should like to know what t'i. 
honeBt in heart shall dot Our clothes are 
worn out — «re want the necessaries of life, 
and shall we lease, buy, or otherwise obtain 
land where we arc, to till that we may raise 
enough to eat? Such is the common lan- 
guage of the honest, for they want to do the 



wilt of God. I am sensible that we shall not 
be able to live again III Zion, till God, or the 
President rules out the mcb. 

'J he Governor is willing to restore us, but 
as the constitution elves him no power to 
guard us, when bark", we are not willing to 
go. The mob swnre, if we come wc shall 
ilict If, from w hat has been done in Ziun, 
we, or the most of ns, have got to be prrsc. 
outed from city to city, and from synagogue, to 
synagogue we want to know it; for there arc 
those among us that would rather earn eternal 
life on such conditions, than lose it: But wo 
hope for bettor thing*; and shall wail pa- 
tiently for the won! of the Lord. Isaiah 
says in the tenth chapter and 2-1 and 35 ver- 
ses, something on the subject nf Zion: and 
there is something also iu llicfturth and 
and twelfth chapters, whether we live to en- 
joy the saying oi not. 

'I do not write this letter to entertain you 
w ith news, or for to wake you up to our 
!.- ndhil condition, hot f hat you may timely 
give- us suBta aoYice wl.nt is best to do in our 
tarry till Zion is redeemed! Some linns 1 
think I w ill go right to work upon a smal! 
piece of land and obtain what 1 w ant for my 
growing family: then again I foe) like wri- 
ting the Horrid History of the mob against 
the "mont.ons" — priabmling it with the, 
Martyrs that have been nailed to the cross, 
burned alive, thrown to wild bl asts and de- 
vouered, I'ryedin nans, broiled on Grid Irons, 
or beheaded for tin sake of their religion and 
faith in Jesus Christ, Blessed ere the poor 
in spirit, for theirs is the kingdom ofheaven, 
&c. If this world rmbraced much of eterni- 
ty, 1 should soon be sick of il— but for all 
our sorrow we shall have joy I 

Our people fair very well, and when they 
are discreet little or no persecution is felt.— 
The militia in the upper counties is in readi 
ness at a moment's warning, having been or- 
dered out by the Governor, to (jiinrd a court 
martial, and court of Enquiry, Ac. but WC 
can not attend a court of Enquiry, on ac- 
count of theerprnsc, till wo are restored anil 
protected! 

Till thi! l^ord delivers, 
Orbrin«s i.s together I am, W. XV.

long to the predominant party. Facts 
demonstrating these asscrsions beyond 
the power of refutation are abundant 
in the anno Is of past ages. So aston- 
ishingly blind save been the vain im- 
aginations of men when hurried oh by 
Priests who sought for power and uni- 
versal rale, that every excess of wick- 
edness was resorted to with a full li- 
cence or #ndulgencc, that no acts of 
cruelty or abuse was sun in [lie sight 
of heaven if ouly inflicted upon tiie 
heretics. 

We are willin^^kt God should 
overturn, overtura,^Brturn it, until 
he comes whose wr^Bit is: nud we 
rejoice in thought, thWchrist has giv- 
en his ancients a promise that he will 
ceme and reign on the earth, when 
all things that offend, and that do wick- 
edly *W then be cast out; and he set 
down >filh his saints to the feast spo- 
ken of in the sacred volume, and, as 
he said in days gon by, partaking of 
the fruit of the vine, new in his king- 
dow with his elect; but till that time, 
we do not believe that ail people on 
the earth will see eye to eye in prin- 
ciples of region; consequently, we 
do not believe that God ever wtll au- 
thorize one man. or set of men, to ex- 
ercise an oppressive influence over the 
mind or conscience of their fellow 
Vtuen. h may be said, thct under our 
present form of government, no »ne 
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parry can have the pre-eminence, and 
be allowed to excrete any control* 
over the consciences of men; but were 
it not that an equilibrium of influence 
existed, if we can calculate any thing 
from the conduct of post ages, our 
happy form of government would 
soon be changed: then we to the wea- 
ker sect! from the strong would pro- 
ceed fulminatiods and anathemas!— 
Our constitution, we know guarantees 
to all the liberty of speech, the liberty 
of the Press, and the liberty of con- 
science: but so blind have ocen the 
minds of men that when power was 
obtained, every principle of equality, 
was lost in a moment, and a spirit 
prevalent, that to kill all who did not 
believe with the popular party, would 
be doing God service. This was the 
case with tho Jews, who vainly 
thought that the religion of heaven 
consisted in inflicting death upon the 
disciples of Jesus. The worshipers of 
idols thought that if aay man refused 
to worship more than one god, he was 
an atheist: and from this fact arose 
some of the most shocking persecu- 
tions against the saints which are re- 
corded in history. Wheu the profes- 
sors of Christianity have abtained the 
ascendency of power, they too often, 
for the honor of that glorious name, 
have overlooked the beautiful princi- 
ples of that religion, and though ambi- 
tious motives brought a stain upon 
themselves in consequence of perse- 
cuting the weaker sect: not a stain 
upon the religion which heaven has 
revealed to men for their everlasting 
hnppines, but a stain upon their own 
characters. Let the pretended profes- 
sors conduct as they may, these pure 
principles are equally as pure, and 
truth as much truth, as it would havn 
lieen had all men walked in it: it is 
man that chauges, not heaven.

IN THESE LAST DATS. NO. !. 

As the world has been greatly exci- 
ted about the things believed by the 
church of Christ in these last days, 
being exceedingly in the dark, owing 
to the many false reports which have 
been put in circulation by designing 
men, which have taken the rounds 
through those papers which delight 
more in putting falsehoods into circu- 
lation than (ruth, w« dssm it s privi- 
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lege to set this matter to rights, and 
undeceive that part of community who 
desire to know the truth on 611 s-u'yoi t.<; 
believing there are many of this class 
in this generation: As fm that p.irt 
of community who "love rn<\ tiinkf 
lie*," we l«w them to receive their 
reward in the place appointed fur the.t 
purpose, even from th" nays uf old. 

Such a document i3 rill«»d for, as 
the church is increasing daily and 
great numbers are constantly im tftt| 
with it in the different parts of 'our 
country, and much excitement pre- 
vails; many seeking to know what this 
strange doctrine is of which they hear 
so much; for there is no small stir in 
the land at this time about this wiv. 
even to raising of mobs, of spoiling the 
goods of the saints as in days of old, 
whipping some, casting some into 
prison, and killing others; which thiagii 
must needs take place, that the church 
of Christ may be marie manifest in 
the last days, as in days of old, so thai 
all who Hre disposed to understand, 
may understand and know for them- 
selves; for such things must needs 
come, that the testimony of the proph- 
ets fail not; and that the Lord may in 
his own time avenge the mad of 
his saints upon the earth: for as (lie 
church of Christ has always been the 
same in every age of the world, wh^n 
there was a church of Christ in exis- 
tence, and as the adversary of nil 
rightcousnea has never altered in his 
feelings toward the saints of C-od, 
neither those who are under hi-* influ- 
ence, we may expect to sen ns much 
enmity manifested against the mints 
of God in one age as in another: and 
consequently in the last day3 suffer os 
in days of old. 

Neither need they expect to escape 
the misrepresentations, calumnies, nor 
the false accusations which nil their 
brethren have had to suflor who have 
gone before them. They must expect 
to have their virtues transformed into 
\ices, their acts of benevolence into 
schemes of fraud, their voluntarv 
nacrifices for the truth's sake design- 
ing plans to deceive. Should any 
church in the last days believe and do 
as the church in Jerusalem in the days 
of the apostles, that is, sell all that 
they had and cast it down at the feet 
of twelve men to be disposed of ns 
they might direct, with what ease the 
relif ionist* of the prawnt day could 



prow, (in their own estimation.) that 
it was wrong. They would endeavor 
to show what an endless train of evils 
would arise from such n course. — 
They would launch forth into futurity 
end see surh unspeakable evils arising 
there from as to render it an net of the 
grriiV-.-t imprudence; nnd still, they 
would declare that they lived under 
the same gospel, believed in the sartw 
order of things as the church of Je.ru- 
aalemj were directed by the same in- 
spired itposflet, were under the influ- 
ence of the saute system of leaching;

the same baptism, the same Spirit, the 
same hope of their calling. «ind the 
same God and Father ..of nil, u !r>jafe 
above all, and through nil, and^aT 
tl.cm all; and yet the* cour.*' pursued 
bv one, would be nltoytw-r out of 
place for the other: yes, exceedingly 
wrong! .still Ood was no respecter of 
pe:s ns; he required no more of one 
people than hn did of another; "lu»

Ruth makes no rifferentc whether

I order or not, so that we enn but get an 
' argument to hold on to our houses and 
| lands, and still be Jerusalem churches 
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Now, every man who d.sircs truth 
without hypocraay, would ponsc, and 
say, if toe churches in thttM parti 
were not in order until Titu* put them 
in order, before I hastily draw a con- 
elusion I will enquire what th.it order 
w«s in which Trins was to put them;

«•'. •• pro - '. >„ to <•(• w forme Hi and man- 
ifest a great desire to restore the au- 
tbority ol tiie scriptures, whenever 
them is any thing in the bible which 
would (Hit their faith to the test, the 
plain' s! ihiie.'i can be reasoned away 
and things which are very far from 
being so plain, both believed and prac- 
ticed in thi.-ir stead. 

Not long sine? wc were favored 
with a discour.se upon Ihc Holy Spirit 
by the Editor of the Evangelist, a pa- 
per published in Carthage, Ohio, 
wiiich is famous for this kind of teach- 
ing. Notwithstanding the Editor is 
a reformer of modern times, and man- 
i/VsU g great frar that the scripture 



'authority will not be restored, and vet 
with all his epparent anxiety and his 
constant rebukes to those who will 
not return to apostolic order; yet, not- 
withstanding all this when ever he 
louche* a subject, the full development 
of which woulashow the weakness of 
his oivu By stem, he falls into the .same, 
error of those whom he admonishes 
with so much zeal. 

W'e have a discourse, on thu Holy 
Spirit by the prophet Joel in the sec- 
ond chapter of his prophesy, which 
says, uud it shall come to pass aftor- 
ivard that 1 will pourout my spirit up- 
on all ticsh, and your sons and your 
[daughters shall prophesy, your old 
i men shall dream dreams your young 
men shall see visions; and also, upon 
tl.est:,-; cut. and upon the hand maids, 
in those days will i pour out my spirit. 
And i wiil show wanders in iIm heav- 
ens and in the earth, blood and fire, 
Mid pilars of smoak. The sun shall 
be futm d into darkness and the moon 
into blood before the great and notable 
day oi the I^ord Ci'tne. And it shall 

l ie to ]■;-•. that whosoever shall 
call on the same of the Lord shall be 
delivered. 

This discourse is quoted by the a- 
postto Ptter, nr.d recorded in the sec- 
ond chapter of the Acta of the Apoa- 
l Jcsand cotnipentej on: And it shall 
con c to pass in the last dpys, fsaitli 
God.) I will pour out my sprit upon 
all flesh, and your sons and your 
daughters shall prophesy and your 
voting men shall set; visions and your 
old men shall dream dream-. And 
on m\ servants, and on my hand- 
maids I » dl pour out in those days of 
my spirit, and they shall prophesy. — 
And 1 will *liiiw wonders in the heav- 
* 'is above he J signs in the carta "be- 
neath, biood, ami fire, and vapor of 
smote. The sun shall be turned into 
darkness and the moon into blood, be- 
fore the great and notable day of the 
Lord come. Aud it shall come to 
pass that whosoever shall call on the 
name of the Lord shall be saved. It) 
the 33d verse the apostle says con- 
eurning this promise of the prophet 
Joel, speaking of the team rection of 
Christ: Therefore, being by the right 
hand of God exalted, and Having re- 
ceived of the Father the promise of 
the Holy Ghost, he hath shed forth 
this which you see and hear. This is 
the thing which God has promijud in 
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the last days. To pour out his spirit 
upon atl flesh: As much as to say, 
that when God pours out his spirit on 
all flesh, he will pour out the thing 
which wrs there seen and heard. 
And after three thousand were pricked 
in their hearts- and asked what they 
should do, Peter said, repent, and be 
baptized every one of you in the name 
of Jesus Christ, for the remission of 
sins, and ye shall receive the gift of 
the Holy Ghost For the promise is 
unto you and your children, and all 
that are afar off", even aa many as the 
Lord our God shall call. 

I suppose myself to have been one 
or this congregation, and depending on 
the apostle for all the information 1 
had on the subject, what would I have 
expected to receive? The answer is, 
I would expect to receive a spirit 
through or by which I should see vi- 
sions, dream dreams, and prophesy: 
Nor could amy befag expect any thing 
else from both Joel and Peter's dis- 
course on the Holy Spirit. But from 
the discourse of tbe Editor oT the 
Evangelist ubon the Holy Spirit, no 
■w»ef» expectation could be realized. — 
So different *» the discourse of inspir- 
ed and uninspired men on the subject 
of religion! — Neither would 1 have ex- 
pected that congregrtion to be the ones; 
W their children; ycu, all that were 
mfar off even as matty as the Lord our 
God should fltlL 

But this reformer, like all others 
whom he condemns, takes a part of 
the sayings of Peter and enforces them 
on the people, saying to them, that 
they must be baptized for the remis- 
sion of sins; but no sooner does he 
touch the promise that follows, than 
the people are informed, that though 
tliey have a right to expect the Holy 
Spirit will be received, but not to pro- 
duce the office which Peter said that 
the promise he made, on conditions of 
repentance and baptism in th° name of 
Jesus (Jurist, was the gift of the Holy 
Spirit, by which gift they were to 
dream dreams, see visions, and proph- 
esy; and that in the last days was to 
be given to all who complied with the 
conditions, even as many as the Lord 
our God should caJL Still, our refor- 
mer, by gaibling the scriptures, tak- 
ing a saying from one writer und a 
aaying from another, can persuac." the 
people thai notwithstanding this prom- 
ts* wm giran to ail, it only meant a 



few in the earlier years of Christiani- 
ty. So that we can plainly see, that 
refor.ncrs aud noureformcrs are all of 
one. 

The reformers of these last days, 
among those who call themselves re- 
former! ore very near a lidieulous- 
farce, possessing scarcely one feature 
of primitive Christianity, and savour- 
ing verv much of Paul's apostasy, 
that is; a form of godliness witnoul the 
power. This seems to be the cwnnxm 
railing cf all the sects in Christendom, 
so called. Any thing tirrtoag those re* 
Hgionists which can be dose without 
an immediate display of divine power 
is believed; but any thing to accom- 
plish it, is reasoned away. So that a 
mnn rtmong irtenii* un atheist! yea, a 
fool' who will pretend lo believe the 
bible when it sppak_s of any thing lo be 
done, which could require the God of 
heaven to exert his power. 

For instance, if I were to profess to 
believe the bible when it speaks of any 
thing to l>e done, which could require 
the God of heaven to exert his pow- 
er- 

For instance, if 1 were to profess 
lo believe the sayings of Isaiah in 
the si. chapter 15 and 16 verses 
ofhis prophecy, which read thus: — 
And the Lord shn\l utterl.i destroy 
tbe tongue of the Egyptian sea; and 
with his mighty wrnd shall he shake 
his h-ind over the river, and shall smite 
it in tlie seven streams, and make men 
go over dry shod. And there shall be 
a highway for the remnant of his peo- 
ple, which shall be left, from Assyria; 
like as it was to Israel in the day that 
he came op out of the land of Egypt: 
I would lie considered an atheist of 
the first magnitudclit for nothing but 
lobe laughed at! Why? Because 
this would require the immediate j>ow- 
er of God. And say they, all miracles 
have ceased, and consequently, the 
prophet does not mean what he says. 

Jeremiah while speaking of the gath- 
ering of Israel in the last days, says, 
Thus saith the Lord, again shall be 
heard in this place, which ye say shall 
be desolate without man and without 
beast, even in the cities of Judnh, and 
in the streets of Jerusalem, that are 
desolate, without man, and without irj- 
habitant, and without bens', tbe voice 
of joy, and the voice of gladness, the 
voice of the bridegroom, and the voice 
of the bride, the voice of them, that 
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shall soy, praise i he Lord ofhr.sts: for 
his mercy endureth forever: and of 
them that shall bring the sacrifice of 
praise into the house of the Lord. For 
I will cause to returtic the captivity of 
the land, as at the first, saith the Lord. 
But should any man profess to believe 
that the Lord would return them at any 
time as he did at the first, he would be 
culled a mad man, an atheist, if not 
an imposterl Why? Because, if the 
Lord ever should do so he would hive 
to (live more revelatHHBs for by rove- 
iMioil upon revelation lie took theni 
into their land at the first; but this re- 
ligious age say, that revelations have 
ceased, *nd consequently the prophet 
does uot mean what he says. 

Moses informs us how the Lord 
brought Israel out of Egypt at the 
first, in the iv, chapter 33 and 34 ver- 
ges of Deuteronomy: Did ever a peo- 
jjJe hear the voice of God speaking 
out of the midst of the tire, as thou 
hast heard, nnd live ? Or hath (iod 
assayed to go and take htm a nation 
from the midst of another nalion, by 
temptations, by « : gns; and by wonders, 
and by v ar, and by a mighty hand, 
und by a slreached-out arm, and by 
great tenors, according to all that tlie 
Lord your God did for you in Egypt 
before vour eyes? Aad should the 
Lord ever bring Israel again as he did 
at the first, he would have to do the 
same things over again. But this can- 
not be admitted, for this could not be 
done without both miracles aud revela- 
tions: Therefore the prophet did pM 
mean what he said.

MILLENNIUM- No, III. 
As all writers on the Millennium, 
•■p to the present time, have failed to 
present the subject in a satisfactory 
point of light, the ground still remains 
lo be occupied by any one who has j 
courage to underttike it. And should 1 
they fail in the attempt, they will only 
do what great men, (so called) have 
done before them: indeed, there docs 
not appear to bo any great hazard in 
the undertaking at this time, as a fail- 
ure would only leave the adventurer 
in company with the great men of the 
world, not even the Editor of the Har- 
binger, and his friend Mr: M'Corkle 
excepted, whom the Editor helped to 
sea: but ignorance, that adverse wind, 
*od great draw-back to promotion, has 



helped to shore again. He seems not, 
however, to have suffered much in the 
voyage if he did return as empty as he 
went; without enriching the literary 
world with one discovery for he finds 
himself in the same harbor, in safe 
mooring with others who have attempt- 
ed the same voyage and have-failed in 
the atti'inpt. Some indeed hoisted all 
sail and made as though they would be 
off the first fair wind, leaving all be- 
hind", hut after examining their riging 
and sails they doubted ol their suffi- 
ciency; and after a little close exami- 
nation, (hey found to their great sur- 
prise, that they were entirely wanting 
iu ballast. And nfter coasting for 
eOtdb time they abandoned the vovage 
altogether, or until they could increase 
their ballast; for though they had a 
great deal of sail, and a little ballast, 
yet it was found that it was not of tho 
right kind: among whom the Editor 
of the Harbinger is chief. 

In undertaking to present before the 
public the subject of the Millennium, 
we do it without claiming any favors, 
or pleading any excuses. We design 
to limit ourselves within the limits of 
tho bible, nnd examine the subject as 
it has been written by the ancient 
prophets. If the public should not 
like (he style, let them alter it till it 
suits them, and if they dislike tho state- 
ment, our flag is on the oulsideuf the 
wall, they can have an opportunity of 
trying their skill and making a better 
of rt. 1 " 

One thing on this subject is certain, 
and on which all agree: it is this, that, 
the Millennium has no existence, nor 
never hid: that in searching after it, wo 
are scarrhing after a something that 
the eye of man never saw, nor has any 
KutMtj of men ever enjoyed it. To 
use the language of Paid, "eye hath 
not seen it, nor eav heard it," except 
by lha spirit of prophecy and vision. 
But though it has no existence, yet it 
may have an essence, it is only to Iks 
found in the purpose of Him who 
"cailcth things that are not, as though 
they were:" and all the knowledge wo 
have of this purpose is through the 
medium of prophecy and revelation. 
It is one of those subjects which is 
alone to be found in the biMe if any 
where: and it would be pretty hard to 
tell how the belief in it should be so 
general among believers in tho bible 
in the difMtent agds of the world, un- 
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less there is something said about it in 
the scriptures. It must be acknowl- 
edged by nil. that the prophets havi 
said some things, which if ever fulfill- 
ed, would produce a very different or- 
der of society in which the saints of 
God "could worship under their own 
vine and their own fig-tree, and there 
would be none to make ihcni afraid." 
Such nn order of society has never yet 
existed; for though the time has been 
and now 's when a corrupted religion 
can be tolerated; yet ihere never was 
a time, nor is (here oca now in which 
the church of Christ con worship un- 
distu:bed. Their chn racier, their 
property, and even their lives are now, 
aa in former days, snog 1 t with unti- 
ring persoverence by loth religious 
and irreligious, not even reform rs ex- 
cepted. But this period is riot only to 
be marked with (his peculiarity, but it 
is also materially to effect the brutal 
creation. The lion and the ox are to 
eat stratv logr-fher; the bear arid the 
cow to graze the plain in company, 
and their young ones to lay down in 
peace: there shall be nothing to hurt or 
destroy in all the Lord 'a holy moun- 
tain. The lir>n will be caruiverous no 
longer; and oil the leasts will cease to 
piey on flesh and blood; for if* they do 
not they will both hurt and destroy, 
and the testimony of the prophets fail; 
for if no such day comes, there will be 
no Millennium. That day promised 
to the world by the prophets is to be a 
time of rest, otherwise they have prom- 
ised nothing; and there is ns much 
said about the rest for the beasts, as 
ahoul the rest for man: nnd remains 
the same promise for the brutal crea- 
tion, as for the rational; for the Lord 
promised by the mouth of Joel, and on 
the day of pentecost renewed the same 
promise by Peter, that in the last days 
he would pour out his Spirit on all 
flesh. If that promise is ever fulfilled 
in its fulle.vfent, the .Spirit of God will 
have to be poured out on beast as well 
as man; ft r live v also are flesh. And 
if there never should be a time when 
the pirit of God is poured out on the 
beast, there never will be a Millenni- 
um. "»nd when that day comes, the 
Spirit of the Lord, when poured out, 
will make a great revolution on the 
irrational creation; changing their na- 
ture both as to food and habits; for the 
God of heaven, by that Spirit with 
which ha garnished the heavens, can 



also change the nature of both the rn- 
tiotml and irrational creation, from 
one end of heaven to the other. One 
of the great difficulties in all writers 
who have written on the Millennium, 
is, that they have tried to prove by ma- 
king the language of the prophets all 
Aewrea and metaphors, that, ibat which 
nloric can be done by a direct exersiou 
of divine power in the way of miracle, 
is to be produced ii|H>n human princi- 
ples; endeavoring to prove that alt 
things spoken of by the prophets can 
lie fulfilled without mi rati a; without 
an immediate exersiou of civign pow- 
er. Hence nil Ike j he:.- m , ... \i,r. 
heavens arc ma(!»- to menu somo thiitg 
ubont kings ni.d priest*: kingdoms <md> 
chinches; (to says Mr. M'l.'uikle, Mr. 
Campbell'* help-mate;) md iij ucs ht 
is not alone; lor others long before his 
day, and who had abeuf ssmucl ki.ou ■ 
edge of the subject as lie hud, muA .be 
same things in effect, before be wet* 
born; but no such rules of interpreta- 
tion of prophecy would have Leeu in- 
troduced, was not the religious World 
in a stat of apostacy; having the form 
of gr>dliiiess but denying the power 
theicof. Hut before the Millennium 
comes, or can come, there will be a 
day of power, not in figuiative, but in 
a literal sense, as dived as the power 
which raised Lazarus from the dead, 
or else it will never come. And there 
will not only come, a day of power but 
a day of revelation also; and that ns 
direct from God ns those icvelalioiii. 
given by Moses nnd the prophets; by 
Jesus nnd the apostles; nnd not a few 
only, but line upon line, and line upon 
line, precept upon precept, precept up- 
on precept, here a little nnd there u lit- 
tle, meaning ninny, yea, very many 
revelations; until the knowledge of 
God shall cover the earth as fhe ivaters 
cover fhesea. For who does rv-t know 
(li.il Ihere is not knowledge enough in 
all the r< v.-lations now extant, togeth- 
er with all human productions in nil 
languages, in the world, to cover the 
earth as the waters cover the face of 
the great deep! but a sufficiency of 
revelations to do this must come, or 
else the Millennium will never come. 

The prophets in presenting what we 
call the Millennium, and what John 
calls the thousand years of Christ's 
reign on the earth, has shown us an 
order of things which, when under- 
stood, will clearly set forth to every 
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intelligent mind the great apostncy of 
all the religions of ll:e world; their im- 
mense distance from the religion uf 
heaven; the weakness and folly of all 
the schemes of ull ages, since the 
days of the crusaders, to Alexander 
Campbell; (but he, of all others with 
his Harbinger, cuts the oddest figure 
in the world;) an ace of incessant rev- 
elations, every one knowing the Lord 
without the need of any teacher: n 
people of such faith, that it .shall be 
said of the inhnhitnnis, that they are 
Rot tick: an age of such power, that 
the fninntnins shall II >w down and val- 
leys rise up: crooked, things become 
straight, and rough] laces mndesu oolh: 
an age of wonder, when (he fnit.'i of 
men, like that of Moses, shall make 
the mountains, not drop water only, 
but new wine: nn age when people 
shall receive refreshing from the pres- 
ence of the Ixml: an ago when there 
will be so much faith on the earth, that 
death can have no dominion; but men 
will be changed in the twinkling of an 
eye, and be caught up: an :ige when 
every man shall be his own revelator, 
prophet, and seer; for all shrill know 
the Lo.id alike, from the least to the 
greatest. The day spoken of by Paul 
when the perfect shall have coine, 
when all prophecies shall have lailcd; 
when all former knowledge shall have 
passed away; when all tongues shall 
be indeutified in one: an age when the 
wdl of CJod shall be done on earth as 
it is done in heaven; and if so, men 
will have to know as much as angels, 
or they cannot do the will of God as it 
is done in heaven. Let a man but for 
a rnomrnt, contemplate this order of 
tilings by the light of revelation, as it is 
jusily called by Peter in Acts in chap 
ter, "The limes of the ! ■ 'iiution of 
all things of which God hath spoken 
by llie mouth of all the holy prophets 
since world began," and then let him 
take a peep at Mr. Campbell and his 
Harbinger, making a mighty noise, 
saying, reform! crying, (that is, ;n the 
title page of his Harbinger,) Millenni- 
um} Millennium!! but if we may jud^e 
from w'haH.e says on other mattets, 
his .Millennium is not to possess one 
property of the Millennium of the 
prophets and apostles: Ms is to be a 
Millennium without power or revela- 
tion, and if no. there never will be

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THE PROPHECY OF ZEi'HANIAH. 

SoMr.Tmso peculiarly interesting to (hots 
who look for the return of the cildrcn of Uri- 
el in the tact days, and their reorganization 
in the land of iheir lather*' promised inher- 
itance, that once flowed with milk and hon- 
cv, occupies, the mind when perusing the 
above prophecy. Fl Tared » Ihey were, 
with one continued ecene ot revelation, the 
prophets of< ion rising up one after another and 
delivering hi« will to them, that they might 
not go Mil ay and fall into the customs of the 
h allien, and thereby bring down the wrath 
and indignation of heaven upon therm*!?!*, 
one might suppose, at first thought, that they 
would have continued in the strictest course 
of duty to lhe:r God, from that day to the pres- 
ent, and now, instead of remaining under the 
corse and anger of their Savior, hold a cosn- 
fpicuous part of the eastern world, and be a 
pattern of wisdom and intelligence to all na- 
tions, and serve as a guide to all people to 
point tolhcm ihc way of life and salvation: 
For to lhnn were committed the oraclea of 
God: to (Item were givm Ihe promises; and 
to their fctheis was the oath made, that, in 
them all the families of the earth should be 
blessed. 

They had the promise from the Lord, that 
if they obeyed his precepts ami walked in his 
statutes, uf being preserved from every pesti- 
lence, and protected from the hands of all 
their enemies. And notwithstanding their 
country should be crowned with alt the luxu- 
ries of the world fir their joy and satisfaction, 
yet, the pecul.ar providence of God towards 
them should be men, that although they 
should even go thrice in a year to appear be- 
fore the Lord their God, the nation* round 
them were to be cast oui, and the fear and 
dread of Israel in their hearts, »o that no 
other people shou!d rtevire their land or seek 
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tu obtain it while they left il in this defence- 
less situation. Their borders were to be en- 
larged, aud they were to st.Ttch forth to the 
north, and to the south, and from the rivers 
of Egypt to the gre«t river Euphrates. The 
arm that was stretched out for their deliver- 
ance while in Egyptian bondage, was still 
able to protect 1 hem wlien brought into the 
promised land. The <inge| who went before 
to leafl them wn« still to be near, auJ defend 
them against the invasion of every toe: 
Their ^a-iketa were to be rilled with pl-^n'y, 
llieir uts were to overtiow with wine and 
oil, their garners were to he filled with the 
richest stores, and their children were to rise 
op and bleaa the name of the Lord their 
God. 

Nothing wis lacking on the pan of their 
Shepherd to make them '.he most delightful 
people on the earth, and render their silua 
tion the most pleasing: Every inducement 
that could be given in righlccusnest to en- 
courage them to be faithful to the command- 
ments of heaven, seemed to be presented and 
placed within their grasp: and no blessing 
possible for Omnipotence to bestow upon 
mankind was withheld from their view. 
They were not only delivered from Egyptian 
servitude by the marvellous interposition of 
providsnce, hut the glory of the Lord wis 
shown forth in a cloud (o lead them by day, 
and l» give, them light by night: And they 
had the promise from the mouth of him that 
could nut lie, that if they would obey his 
voice, and keep his covenant, they rhuuld 
be o peculiar treasure un o him: A kingdom 
of pries- U, and a holy nation, [see Exodus 
xii, 5 and 6.] And even when they had 
committed abominations iu the sight ofthe 
Lord and worshiped a moulton image, and 
changed the glory of the incorruptable God 
into the similitude of an ox, to that He re- 
fused to go up in their midst, yet in his great 
mercy he sent his angel to bring them into 
the land that he had promised to their la 
triers. 

All his dealings with them were wisely 
calculated to inspire their hearts to seek holi- 
ness, and depart from their wicked and idol- 
atrous practices: and though tfiey were often 
reproved and chastened, yet all his rebukes 
were wisely ordered in his providence for 
their good; and all his reproofs were given in 
love, only to remind them of their departure 
from the true God, and the wrath which 
mast inevitably rail upon them if they per- 
sisted in a coarse of wickedness; for he had 
respect lo his gracious covenant, and in all 
their afflictions he was afflicted: and the an- 
gel of his presence saved, them: In his Jove 
and in bis pity he redeemed them, as said the 
prophet, [see" Isaiah, nm, 9, 10, II, 12, 13, 
and 14.] 

In consequence of transgressions they were 
ciften brought into bondage to their enemies, 
after their arrival in the land of Canaan: but 
from time to time to time, they were set at 
liberty, after being compelled to bow to the 
yoke of afflictii i . and were permittee to en- 
joy again their sacred priviligts of worshiping 
God according to the pattern delivered from 
his hand. 

The house of Israel [the ten tribes] had 
been led away caii live from their own lands 
by ShahnanacB*>r King of Assyria: Jadah bad 
been brought loir and made small by conten- 



ding with numerous enemies; and frequent- 
ly the candle ofDavid seemed almost cxtin- 
liuiahcd, before the time when Zepl.aniah de- 
livered his prophecy. He lived in the days 
of Josiah the son of Anion king of Judah; 
who, notwithstanding the iniquity of his fa- 
ther, srt bib mind even in hi* youth to seek 
the Loral atii! worship him. And though Ju- 
dah had heat) afflicted fnd impoverished by 
ii'.oktrcuii kings, the promise of the Lord 
tl.at It* marie to David was not forgotten, 

l.. aft, li thy children lake he, si to their 

v. ays, lo walk bclbre me in truth, with nil 
their heart, and with all their soul, there 
shall not fail thee a man on all the throne of 
Israel, [see 1. Kings, n, 4-] 

Josiah, with propriety may be considered 
one of tliciisort prcspi rous kings that ever 
reigned over the hojsc of Judah sJIbr the 
da; t of Solomon: God gave him peace in 
•If trie realm and multiple il hie blessings in 
all his borders: Wherever he (toned his at- 
tenlion his efforti were crowned w ith abun- 
dant encces: He threw down the altars of 
Baalim: he destroyed the groves, he beat the 
idols and carv <J images in pieces and ground 
them lo powder. Mid <■ ac- >!uM ol then., and 
sliewedit on the gravis of those who had 
sacrificed to them; he slew the priests of 
Baal ond burned tliejr bones upon their al- 
tars; he cleansed Judah and Jerusalem, and 
caused their inhabitants to forsake the cus. 
touis of the heathen and worship the Lord 
their God. aceoiding to the law given by the 
hand of Moaes. 

From the reign of Solomon to the reign of 
Josiah, a period of three hundred aud forty 
years, Judah had alternately been governed 
by idolatrous an righteous princes. Some 
walking in the fear of God, and others debas- 
ing themselves by the worship of idols, and 
stooping to observe the traditions of their 
neighbours, and condescending to pay ado- 
ration to slocks and images, w hich were ci- 
Iher made with their own hands, or by cun- 
ning workmen in their sight.. How it was 
possible for a people who were so highly fa- 
vored of heaven, to turn lo the worship of 
dumb idols, alter receiving the law ofthe 
Lord by his voice in the roighly Irutnp, and 
continually being reminded of his ways by 
faithful prophets, rising up early and exor- 
ling them, is peculiarly as onishing, and is 
one of the greatest samples in the depravity 
of the human heart and the weakness of man, 
his folly, and nis willingness to depart from 
the rules of heaven, of any other record in 
the Bacred volume. We witness one .'.ing 
rising up and keeping the commandments of 
God, and prospering. He w ould put lo flight 
and conquer hia entmies, though not a fourth 
pari as numerous as they; we witness the 
prosperity of his subjects m like manner, ana 
the land'filled with abundance ofthe good 
things of this life. We witness the rei£n of 
an idolatrous k'ing, and then we behold troub- 
le like a whirlwind coming upon Israel: wars, 
pestilence, famine, consume the seed of Ja- 
cob, and lay waste and desolate their bcauti- 
ful cities. "Such was the influence, aud such 
the ascendency ofthe kings of Israel and Jn- 
dah over their people. A sceptre swayed in 
righteousness brought down the blessings of 
heaven upon all its subjecs; but if held 
in unrighteous hands, destruction surely fol- 
lowed! 
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The 1 'triple of God was denied from nine 
to time when the kings of Judah forsook his 
statutes, and instituted idolatrous worship 
within its cons'Traled walls. Notwithstand- 
ing the glory of the Most High continually 
overshadowed lbs mercy seal within the 
vail, and the high priest being obliged to 
wash himsoif, and change his garments 
when ever he entered into the in st holy 
place, and not then without first offering 
Mood for liii own sins; yet t!.c joodly vtssfls 
of that house laid sanctuary were not unlre- 
quently used to sacrifice to devils and the 
work of m»n's hands; and the house stript 
ofits gold and goodly gifts to decorate ima- 
ges and idols reared within its courts, in hon- 
or of the gods of the heathen. Such was the 
situation of the temple, and such the man- 
ner ofits worship when Josiah was anointed 
king of Judah. 

But he repaired those parts of the house 
which had been hroken down and defaced, 
and cleansed that part which had been pollu- 
ted and defiled by former idolatrous kings; 
he commanded the holy ark to be put into its 
"place again, and the sacrifices of praise and 
of peace offerings to ascend up once more 
for a sweet savor before the face of the Lord 
of hosts, in the house lhaf Solomon had built 
to his name. He caused the priests the sons 
of Aaron to stand and minister according to 
their courses, as written in the law: he ar- 
ranged the singers in regular form in their 
places to praise the Lord, not only with their 
voices, but with instruments, wisely in- 
vented by those who were inspired by the 
Spirit of the Lord. 

To witness the sacred ordinances of the 
law performed in the house reared to the 
name of Israel's God, after having long been 
neglected, must have neen pleasing to those 
who had not in their hearts forsook the com- 
mandments. To witness the sublime scene 
of a passover aa represented in the Old Testa- 
ment, must, indeed, fill one's mind with the 
greatest degree of solemnity. To see the 
high priest approach the alter of (Sod, and 
there, not only for himself, offer up sacrifices 
and the shedding of blood for lite renission of 
his own, but for Israel's sins, clothed in the 
authority of his priesthood, wrapped in holy 
garments consecrated for that purpose by 
the holy oil, and crowned with a beautiful 
mitre, girded with a breastplate of judgment 
upon his heart, set with the most choice dia- 
monds, with the names of the twelve tribes 
engrared therein; and the Lrim aad Thuin- 
mim set within the same, must inspire the 
heart to reverence Him who seeth in secret, 
and who had instituted all these ordinances 
as types of the great sacrifice of his Only Be- 
gotten. The passover h as instituted by the 
immediate direction of heaven to the children 
of Israel while they were yet in Egypt.— 
It was the last night they wete to tarry in 
that country where they had served in rigor- 
ous bondage four hundred years. The an- 
gel of God was to pass over the land that 
ni|>ht, and every dwelling that was not 
marked with the blood of a lamb without 
blasnisb on the posts of the door, its inmates 
wre to loose their first bora. In truth, it 
may be said, that this ordinance was kept 
through faith. 

Not only was the passover to be observed 
by the Israelites in K£ypt, but they to 
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teach it to theii children afh-r them by their 
observing the same; and the memcrial of the 
feast of unleavened bread, throughout their 
generations forever, [see Exodus in, 14.]— 
And such a pussover, says the ancient histo- 
rian, was not kept in Israel from the days cf 
Samuel the prophf 1 1" that time, even by a.l 
the former kings of Israel, as was kept by Jo- 
fiah and t osc that were present with htrr., 
the priests, the Lcvites, and all Juduh and 
Israel that were present, and all the inhabi- 
tants of Jerusalem. At his death the people 
mourned, and even the prophet Jeremiah la- 
mented his lots: and all the singing men and 
the singing women spake of him in their la- 
mentations: and behold, says the historian, 
they are written in the Lamentations. [«>-' 
'J Chrou. xxxv. IS and 'Ma.] 

Such, in short, is the character of the man 
who reigned over Judaii, in the days of Z ■ 
phaniah; and it may juslly be said, the last of 
the house of Jacob that has ever swayed the 
scepter in Jerusalem long in peace. Jehoa- 
haz his son reigned three mouths, and was de- 
posed by .Necho and carried into Egypt. Je- 
hoiakim, or Eliakim his brother was made 
king in his stead, and reigned eleven years, 
who was then bound in tellers and carried 
captive to Babylon bv N"buchadne«nr. Af- 
ter him reigned Jelioiakim his boh, three 
months and ten days, and was then carried 
to Babylon also. Mattanioh his father's bro- 
ther was made king in his stead, whose name 
was changed to Zedekiah; and he reigned 
eleven years, [see 2 Chron. xxxvi. and 2 
Kings ssiv, and 17.] Making in all from the 
death of Josiah, four kings, who reigned 
twenty two years, six months, and ten days. 
But these might with proprietv be considered 
nominal: for they held their offices generally 
by appointment from foteign kiags, and ill 
except the first were made or created by 
them, and not by the voice of the people, 
and were deposed at pleasure by their mas- 
ters. In fact, they were very little if any 
better than the rest of the heathen; nor were 
the people over whom they reigned, except 
in.l'viduals: all seemingly forgetting the pros- 
perity of their former king, and aiso his right- 
eous acts. 

None except lho»e who were filled with 
the spirit of. prophecy, could for a moment 
imagine, or conceive the possibility of bo 
great a change in the affairs of the remnants 
of the huiis.' of Israel, as suddenly transpired 
after the death of Josiah. But the prophets, 
taught by the voice of inspiration, seemed to 
be aware of this fact; and even in the days of 
peace and prosperity, rose early at the com- 
mandment of the Lord, and lifted their voi- 
ces in the hearing of the people; warning 
them of approaching desolations, which it 
some future period, were to come up<~n t&it 
country. They saw is vision that cahsiity 
and destruction wonld overtake the remnants 
of Jacob who were yet left in the land: They 
saw that the rising generation would not 
walk after the Lord, an 1 consequently must 
be dispersed: They knew tha" Gil had borne 
with that people, and suffered them to train- 
pie und r their feet his law and the testimo- 
ny of his prophets till justice from him waa 
about to overtake them: Among these was to 
be found the prophet Z' phanian.

world ye shall have tribulation, but in me 
ye shall have peace. 

Agreeably to your request, I would inform 
you that I nave been laboring in this part of 
the vineyard for some time to lay before the 
people the new and everlasting covenant, 
and the glorious things of the kingdom thai 
God has been pleased to reveal in these last 
days. 

I have baptized about forty in this section, 
and there is more convinced of the truth, but 
ire stall lingering on the threslihold of the 
church, and I think the Lord will gather 
some of them into his kingdom. 

Brother E- M. Green labored with me 
from the 16th of Jan. 1833, till the October 
following. While we were together we bap- 
tized about one hundred and thirty, then at a 
council at Rowley Mass. it was decided that 
he should travel with brother H. Cowen tn 
Rutland. Accordingly (hev started on their 
mssion, and 1 went to Boston and visited 
-be church in that place and baptized one. 
I then returned to this place and organized 
this branch of the church. The members in 
this place are strong in the Lord and are re- 
joicing in the new and everlasting covenant. 
O ! that God would rend the heavens and 
come down to deliver his saints; that the 
mountains might give way before him, and 
flow down at his presence: that the kingdom 
of our Lord and Savor Jesus Christ might 
roll forth till it fills the whole earth I [ long 
to see the lime wh-n the saints of the must 
high God shall take the kingdom, and pos- 
sess it forever.

Dear brethren in Christ, and companions iu 
tribulation: 

WHEN we call to remembrance the ties 
with which we are bound to those who em- 
brace the everlasting covenant, and the fel- 
lowship and love with which the hearts of 
the children of our Lord's kingdom should be 
united, we cherish a belief, that you will 
bear with us, when we take this course to 
commnnicate to you some of the many 
thoughts which occupy our n.inds, and press 
with continued weight upon our hearts, as 



we reflect upon the vast importance and re- 
sponsibility of your eaiiings, in the eight of 
tlie Master of the vineyard. And though 
our communications to you may be frequent, 
yet we believe they will be received on your 
part witli brotherly feelings; and that from 
us your unworthy brethren, you will suffer 
a word of oxhortation to have place on your 
hearts, as you see the great extent of power 
and dominion ofthe prince of darkness, and 
realize how vast the numbers are who are 
crowding the road to death without ever 
giving heed to the cheering sound of the gos- 
pel of our Lord Jesus Christ! 

Consider for a moment, brethren, the 
ntlfHnv nt ofthe words of the prophet; for 
we "behold that darkness covers the earth, 
and gross darkness the minds of the inhabi- 
tants titereof— that crimes of every descrip- 
tion are increasing among men — vices of eve- 
ry enormity are practised — the rising gener- 
ation growing up in the fulness of pride and 
arrogance — the sged losing every sense of 
conviction, and seemingly banishing every 
thought of a day of retribution — intemper- 
ance, immorality, extravagance, pride, blind- 
ness of heart, idolatry, the loss of natural af- 
fection; the love of this world, and indiffer- 
ence toward the things of eternity increas- 
ing among those who profess a belief in tlie 
religion of heaven, and infidelity spreading 
itselfin consequence of the same — men giv- 
ing themselves up to commit acts ofthe foul- 
est kind, and deeds of the blackest dye, dy- 
ing, blaspheming, stealing, robbing, murder- 
ing, defaming, defrauding, blasting the repu- 
tation of neighbors, advocating error and op- 
posing the truth, forsaking the covenant of 
heaven, and denying the faith of Jesus — and 
in the midst of all this, the day of the Lord 
fast approaching when none except those 
who have on the wedding garment will bo 
permitted to eat and drink in the presence of 
the Bridegroom, the Prince of peace! 

Impressed with the truth oi these facts, 
what can be the feelings of those who have 
been partakers ofthe heavenly gift, and have 
tasted the good word of God, and the pow- 
ers of the world to come? Who but those 
who can see the awful precipice upon which 
the world of mankind stand in this genera- 
tion, can labor in the vineyard of the Lord 
with a feeling sense of their deplorable situa- 
tion? Who but those who have duly con- 
sidered the condescention of the Fathe r of 
our spirits, in providing a sacrifice for his 
creatures, a plan of redemption, a power of 
atonement, a scheme of salvation, having as 
one of its great objects, to bring men back in- 
to the presence ofthe King of heaven, crown 
them in the celestial glory, and make them 
heirs with his Son to that inheritance which 
is incorruptible, undefiled, and which fadeth 
not away — can realize the importance of a 
perfect walk before all men, and a dilligence 
in calling upon all men to partake of these 
blessings! How indescribably glorious are 
these tTdings to mankind! Of a truth they 
may be considered tidings of great joy to all 
people; and tidings too that ought ta fill the 
earth and cheer the heart of every one when 
sounded in his ears. And the reflection, that 
every one is to receive according to ois own 
diligence and perseverance while in the vine- 
yard, ought to inspire every one who is cal- 
led to he a minister of these glad tidings, to 
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so improve upon their talent that they may 
gain other talents, that when the Master aits 
down to take an account of the conduct of his 
servants, that it may be said, Weil done, 
good and faithful servant: thou hast been 
faithful over a few things; I will now make 
thee ruler over many things: enter thou into 
the joy of thy Lord. 

Some may pretend to say, thr.t the world in this 
age Is fait increasing in righteousness*, that the dark 
age* of superstition unit blindness have passed over, 
when the faith of Christ was known and (-racticed 
only by a few, when ecclesiastic power held an al- 
most universal control over Christendom, and the 
consciences of men were held bound by the strong 
chains of priestly power; but now, the gloomy cloud 
is burst, and the gospel is shining with all the re- 
splendent glory of an apostolic day; and that the 
kingdom of the Messiah is greatly spreading, that 
the gospel of our Lord U carried to divers nations 
of the earth, the scriptures translating into different 
tongues; the ministers of truth crossing the vast deep 
to proclaim to men in darkness a risen Savior, and 
to erect the standard of Emmanuel where light has 
never shone, and that the idol is destroyed, the tem- 
ple of images forsaken-, and those who hut a short 
lime previous followed the traditions of their father*, 
and iacrificed their own fl«sh to appease the wrath 
of some imaginary god, arc now raising their voices 
in the worship of the Most High, and are lifting 
their thoughts up to him with the full expectation, 
that one day they will meet with a joyful reception 
into his everlasting kingdom 1 . 

But, a moment's candid reflection upon the princi- 
ples of these systems, the manner thev are conduct- 
ed, the individuals employed, the appareut object 
held out as an inducement to cause them to act, we 
think, is euni ient for every candid man to draw a 
conclusion in his own bosom, whether this is the or- 
dar of neuveu or not. We deem it a just principle, 
and it is one the force of which we believe ought to 
be duly considered by every individual, that all men 
are created equ^l, and that all have the privilege of 
thinking for themselves upon all matters relative to 
conscience. Consequently, then, we are not dispo- 
sed, had we the power, to deprive any one from ex- 
ercising that free independence of mind which hea- 
ven has bo graciously bestowed upon the human fa- 
mily as one of its choicest gifts-, but we take the lib- 
erty, (and this we have a right to do,) of looking at 
this order of things a few momenta; and contrasting 
it with the order of God as we find it in the sacred 
scriptures. In this review, however, we shall pre- 
sent the points as we consider they were really de- 
signed by the great Giver to be understood, and the 
happy result arising from a performance of the re- 
quirements of heaven, as therein revealed, to every 
one who obeys them; and the consequence attending 
a false construction, a misrepresentation, or a forced 
meaning that was never designed in the mind of the 
Lord when he condescended to speak from the hea- 
vens to men for their salvation. 

Previous to entering upon a subject of so great a 
moment to the human family, there is a prominent 
item which suggests itself to our minds which, here, 
tn few words we wish to discuss: All regularly or- 
ganized and well established governments, have cer- 
tain laws by which, more or less, the innocent art- 
protected and the guilty punished. The fact admit- 
ted, that certain laws are good, equitable and just, 
ought to be bindinc upon the individual who admits 
thiB fact, to ob»erve in the strictest manner an obedi- 
ence to those laws. These laws when violated, or 
broken by that individual, must, in justice :onvict his 
mind with a double force, if possible, of the extent & 
magnitude of his crime*, because he could have no 
plea of ignorance to produce-, and his act of trans- 
gression was openly committed against light and 
knowledge. But the individual who may be ignorant 
and imperceptibly transgresses or violates these laws: 
thouuh the voice of the country requires that he 
■houl I suffer, yet he will nev-r 'eel that remorse of 
conscience that the other will, and that keen-cutting 
reflection will never riBe in his breast that otherwise 
would, had he done the deed, or committed the of- 
fence in full conviction that he was breaking the 
law of his country, and having previously acknow- 
ledged the same to be just. It is not our intention by 
thes- remarks, to attempt to place the law of man 
on a parallel with the law of heaven; because we do 
uot consider that it is formed in that wisdom and 
propriety; neither do we consider that it is sufficient 
fn itself to bestow any thing in comparison with the 
law of heaven, even should it promise it. The law 
of men may guarantee to a people protection in the 
honorable pursuits of this life, and the temporal hap- 



I inesa arising from a protection against unjust in- 
sults and injuries; and when this is said, all is said, 
that can be in truth, of the power, extent, and influ- 
ence of the law of men, exclusive of the law of God. 
The law of heaven is presented to man, aud as such 
guarantees to all who obey it a reword tar beyond 
any earthly consideration: it does not promise that 
the believer in every age should be exempt from the 
Lfilii tions and troubles arising from different sourcea 
ill consequence of wicked men on earth; though in the 
midst of all this there is a prunise predicated upon 
the fact that it is the law of heaven, which trans- 
cends the law of man, as far as eternal life is preffer- 
able to temporal; and all the blessings which God is 
able to give, greater than those which can be given 
by man! Then, certainly, if the law of man is bind- 
ing upon man when acknowledged, much more must 
the law of heaven be. And as much es the law of 
heaven is perfect, more than the law of man, so 
much greater n ust be the reward if obeyed. The 
law of man promises safety in temporal life; but the 
law olf God promises that life which is eternal, even 
an inheritance at his own right hand, secure from all 
the powers of the wicked one.

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THE OUTRAGE IN' JACKSON COUN- 
TY, MISSOURI. 
From the beginning of the world, since the 
pitta of redemption was communicates! from 
heaven to man, the righteous have, almost 
unceasingly been persecuted. But persecu- 
tion U not a heavenly principle: it was never 
inculcated by the inspiration of God: it nev- 
er emanated from dim; but must have came 
from the prince of darkness; andean never 
Sod countenance except in his followers. — 
However many may have been persecuted 
for their religion, and i ey wers, re- 

aliy the fighleoue followers of Christ, being 
founded upon the true principles of!, 
jiol, vre shall not here go into a lengthy dis- 
cussion of this paint; but this we can say, 
that whether the persecuted were righteous 
or unrighteous, the persecutors were actua- 
ted by Ibe spirit of antichrist, and of course 
thty were not the cliildren of God. How long 
,vas it from the ti;ne tliat the system of sana- 
tion was communicated to Cain and Abel, 
before Ab?l, because he was righteous was 
slain by the hand of bis brother? And why 
v.'as he aagry with Abel? because Abel was 
righteous, ami he himself was not. A strange 
notion has almost invariably pervaded the 
minds of men — a wild d-:sire to seek the blood 
of the innocent. What urges men on to the 
commission of such inhuman acts! Is it a 
liberal spirit which seeks the blood of inno- 
cence? Is it a kind, humane, disposition that 
prompts men to slay, or drive from the face 
of society their fellow creatures, to wander 
in solitude and seek a refuge for life in wil- 
dernesses and in mountains 1 Is this the re- 
ligion which God has given men to prepare 
them for a mansion on his o;fn right hand, in 
his glory, which consists in butchery and ra- 
pine! Did the apostles and primitive, sa'm! s 
ever recommend such an order of things as 
this? Did the Lord Jesus in all his commu- 
nications from heaven to earth ever command 
it? No! Who does, or ever did! POPES 
■end PRIESTS! followed by a gang of ob- 
Hequious wretebe*, who, if lh»y ever had any 
respect or reverence for the divine Majesty, 
or a jus t sense of a reward for every act of 
violence committed upon their species, have 
lost it by the vain flatteries of such individu- 
als as teach that, to expel a heretic, or mas- 
sacre such as do not yield to their oppressive 
band, is no crime: hut a certain expiation for 
the blackest deed, and a sure means of ob- 
taining the rich rewards of the kingdom of 
heavenl It is in vain to deny that this has 
not been the case century after century. The 
horrid scenes acted by the instigation of men, 
( or demons, we might more properly say,) 
who nave professed holiness, is sufficient to 
shock the senses »f every feeling man. The 
forms and plans for torturing atheists, (as the 
Pagaos used to designate the followers of 
Christ,) and keretits, (as the Catholics are 
pleased to call nil who do not worship as the 
followers of the "/f'Aore »/ Babylon, ') must 
have caused the angels to blush, and the hea- 
ves to weepl Rut wilh all their boast of 
- o-> ll n*j who hav-* professed to be the 
. -rs -~ tiio Lamb of God, have approach- 
-d nearer th • purposes of the father of lies in 
... mtrng I >t i -nts r :t its victims, thai the 
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Pagans. Witness the horrors of the Inquisi- 
tion; or as the Citholics oail it, "The holy 
office," or as others call it, "TneAufy apos- 
tolical court qf inquisition." nnd see men ac- 
cused ■"ithont a crime, and condemned and 
put to the rack without a witness! See their 
goods and estates confiscated, and the money 
put into the coffers of the subjects of demons, 
called popes and priksts! See mothers de- 
prived of their infants, and children left or- 
phans! See cities and provinces depopulated 
by the express command of those who pro- 
fess to be infallible: and witness at the same 
lime a ruthless soldiery trample down the 
helpless and defile the virtuous! Notice the 
flow of Wood from thfl cruelty of Herod of 
Judea, lo Pope fe'ylvcster, and from his time 
to the outrage in Jackson county, Missouri, 
and oak, Is this the religion of heaven, which 
teaches men to array the 6trong against the 
weak, and put to the torture men wlio do not 
believe the popular creed! Did God ever 
give to men the power to compel their fellow 
beings lo believe contrary to their own minds, 
by putting into operation a system of cruelty 
where the most shocking excesses of torments 
were inflicted, to cause them so lo do? For 
a moment witness the self-riglitoous and hy- 
pocritical fiends, clothed with the ( pretended) 
garments of the sanctuary, professing lobe 
t'te shepherds of the Lord's flock, exulting 
in the afflictions and pains of men, who were 
made to suffer for no other reason than a dis- 
belief in the popular creed: see them scoff at 
the groans of misery, and witness them turn 
a deaf ear U> the cries of helpless innocence:

No: the very reverse; for had all men that 
religion no acts of cruelly or violence would 
be committed: no blood would stain the earth, 
shed lo gratify the ambition of tyrants and 
prittUl No wars would fill our hearts with 
sorrow, nor the cry of helpless innocence ond 
virtue, salute the heavens ff>r vengeance up-

as this? In persecute and destroy 1 If ao, 
may we I* delivered from it lu re and hereaf- 
ter: for our heart* n volt tt this (J stein, and 
co \voufiJ every man's if lie had but one lecl- 
ung of •vmpatLjr. But Utia is not so, such 
[precepts ere not contained in the gospel, to

After the office was partly 
demolished, thi* Johnson, (with the cross- 
Larof a printer's cbase in Ilia hand,) waa pla- 
ced to aee that nothing belonging to the of- 
fice wis taken by the owner* from the hand* 
of the mob; for, said Vhey, "Destroy, ot keep 
from them every thing, so that tiiey shall uot 
be aide to prim any more." Think f n mo- 
ment, reader, bow thi* prujutsur of religion 
appeared, with a bar of iion in Ins hand to 
keep from the hand* of lawful owner*, every 
thing belonging to the establishment which 
he waa then assisting to destroy, w bile you 
reflect, that he was then surrounded by an 
innocent family who had just been drugged 
(and some of them aick,) from the same buil- 
ding by those ruffians! Do you not think 
that he must hare thought himself well em- 
ployed, considering his profession aud stand- 
ing in society ? How his bosom must have 
glowed with christian love while he was thus 
depriving women and children of a duelling, 
and exposing (item, though afflicted WUM 
rtckness, to the inclemency of llie weal her ( 
under the open canopy '. \V Ital heller i* an 
immediate death, than a lingering one? — 
Which would have been the most aggrava- 
ting, think, in the sight of heaven, tor this 
man to have fallen upon this helpless family 
with that far of iron, and kilted them at once, 
or do as he did, deprive them of 'he means of 
life, and drive thein out to perish? Supposing 
a ruffian attacks a family, lakes the life of 
the man, and deprive* life remaining part of 
a dwelling, or even a mean* of subsistence, 
where in all human probability they must 
perish, is he not guilty of the blood of the 
whole? Where, reader, do you think such 
men will be sent when they are called from 
time? do you thmk lhay will he permitted to 
inherit those mansions which Christ told hi* 
disciple* that he was going to prepare for 
them? 

Since the foregoing was put in type the 
following letter has been received from the 
west, which will show that our conjectures 
were correct relative to criminal prosecution 
in Jackson county, wliiuh were, that no hills 
ofindictinenl could he found against the no*. 
It could not reasonably be expected, that af- 
ter binding themselves to violate the law 
they would now act according to it, aiid-iuid 
bills against their own accomplices in those 
deed* of murder and violence. Tie mob may 
flatter IhemseAvca thai all is over as regards 
criminal prosecutions, because they hold the 
power in their own hands; but the day may 
come when that county shall be inhabited by 
virtuous citizens n-ho will "magnify the law 
and make it honorable:" Justice may come 
in an unexpected hour upon the guilty. It 
yet remains for our friends to sue for dama- 
ges, &c. and in all probability the suits will 
he removed to another county, which will 
give them a chance to obtain redress for the 
destruction of property. Enough is Uanspi 
riug almost daily to show the public that the 
individuals rompoaing that mo* arc on a level 



with the most abandoned savage. We an* 
happy to have it in our power yet to say, that 
our friends in all case* have only acted on the 
defensive, and have already borne more than 
the law of man or heaven ever required, with- 
out resistance.

Dear Brethren — The lime* are so big wish 
events, and the anxiety of every body so great 
to watch them, that I feel somewhat impres- 
sed to write oftener than 1 have done, in or- 
der to give you more of the "strange acts" 
of this region. I have just returned from In- 
dependence, the seat of war ha the west.— 
About a dozen of our brethren, among whom 
were br. Partridge, Cojril and myself, were 
snbpoisacd in behalf of the slate, and on the 
S3d (Feb.) about 12 o'clock we were on the 
bank, opposite Everit's ferry, where wc found 
Gapl. Atchinson's company of "Liberty 
Blues," near filly rank and file, ready to 
guard us into Jackson couuty. The soldier* 
iv. -re well armed with V. 8. muskets, bayo- 
net* fixed, &t. and tense the scene wa* oae 
"passing strange," and long to be remember- 
ed'. The martial law in force t» guard the 
civil? About twerty-fivB men crossed over 
to eflect a landing in safety, and when they 
came near the warehouse, they fired six or 
eight gnim, though the eaemy tuid not gath- 
ered to wit new the landing. 

After we were all ncrow, and waiting for 
the baggage wagon, it was thought not advi- 
sable to encamp in the woods, aud the wit- 
nesses with half the company, marched near- 
ly a mile toward* independence, to build night 
fires, as we were without lent*, and the wea- 
ther coV. enough to snow a little. While on 
the way the Quarter Master, and others, that 
had gone on ahead to prepare quarters in 
town, sent an express hack, which was ttot 
the most pacific appearance that could be. — 
('apt. Atchinson continued the express to 
Col. Allen for the 200 drafted militia; and al- 
so to Liberty for more ammunition; snd the 
night passed off in war-like style, with the 
sentinels marching silently at a proper dis- 
tance from the, watch fire*. 

Early in the morning we marched strongly 
guaided by the troops, to the seat of war, and 
quartered ' in th« block-house, formerly the 
tavern stand of S. Flournoy. After breakfast, 
we were visited by the District Attorney, Mr. 
Rces, and the Attorney General, Mr. Wells. 
Fiom thein we learned that all hope* of rrwn- 
TiiaZ prostration, was at an end. Mr. Wells 
had been sent by the Governor to investigate, 
as for as possible, the Jackson outrage, but 
the hold front of the mob, bound even unto 
death, (as 1 have beard) was not to be pene- 
trated by civil law, or awed by Executive in- 
fluence. Shortly alter Cant. A. informed me 
that he had just received an order from the 
Judge, that his company's service was no 
longer wonted in Jackson county, and we 
were marched out of town to the tuae of 
Yankee-doodle in quick time, and soon re- 
turned to our camp ground without the loss 
of any lives. Intact much credit is due to 
Capt. Atchinson for hi* gallantry and hospi- 
tality, and I think I can say of the officers 
and company, that their conduct as soldiers 
and men, is highly reputable; so much so, 
knowing a* I do, the fatal result, had the mi- 
litia come, or not come, 1 can add that the 
Captain's safe return, refreshed my mind. 
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-.villi Zeni'p.'mn's retreat of the ten thousand. — 
Thus ends all hopes of "redress," even with 
a guard ordered by llie Governor, for the. p o- 
teclion of the court and witnesses. 

Before a crop is harvested, it becomes rip* 
of itself. The dreadful dwds now done in 
Jackson county, with iriiptmm, must hi ing 
matters to a focus shortly- Williin two or 
three weeks past, some of the most savage 
acts, ever witnessed, have bccR committed 
by these hitter tr/mrUrs. Old rather Linsey, 
whose locks hate been whitened by the blasts 
of nearly seventy winters, l«d his house 
thrown down, after he was driven from it; his 
goods, corn, &c. piled together, and fire put 
to it, hst fortunately, after the mob retired, 
his sou extinguished it. 

The mob ha* quit whipping, and now beat 
with clubs. Lyman Leonard one of the num- 
ber that returned fro-.n Van iturcn, had two 
chairs broke to splinters about him, and tm 
then dragged out rsf doors and beat with clubs 
till he Was supposed to be dead — but he is 
yet alive, .losiab Sumner and fiamet Cole 
« ere severely beat at the same tune. The 
mob have commenced burning houses, stacks, 
Ac. and we shall not think M •tit of Iheir 
power, by any memi* to proceed to murder 
any of our people that shall try to live in that 
caunty, or perhaps, only jo there. 

Such scenes as are transpiring around us, 
are calculated to arouse t'.-eUnc'. and parsiona 
in all, and to strengthen the taith and fortify 
the Iw-firls of the saints for great things. Our 
Savior laid down his lite for our suites, and 
shall we, who pruft-ss to live by every word 
that proceeds out ol'tlie mouth of God; shall 
ive, the servants of the Lord of the vineyard, 
who are called and chosen to prunr it fur the 
last time: shall we, yea, verily, we, who are 
enlightened by the wisdom of heaven, shall 
we fear to do as niurh for Jesus as he did for 
us. No; we will obey the voice of the Spir- 
it, that good nmy overcome the world.

In the last chapter of this prophrcv there 
is on advance of thougl t On the subjeet of 
Israel's situation, beyond the time when 
they were taken captive by Nebuchadnezzar, 
or even when Jcmml'Tii was destroyed by 
the Romans, and the Jewa scattered into all 
pans of the earth. It nival he plain to every 
man Who is acquainted with his bible, or evi n 
common history: that a large portion of (his 
chaptrr l as rid yet been fulfilled, or else the 
prophet spake figuratively, and did not cal- 
culate to cdily Israel by his words nor the ri- 
sing generations with his writings. But cir- 
vainly, a [art ofhis prophecy has been liter- 
ally turf lied, and that portion of it too which 
ypnke of l!:e fall of certain naticiut wlu«h 
■were wealfhv and populous, ns well as the 
judgments which came upon Jerusalem. — 
And since he has left ns no rule to inter- 
pret itcon'rnry Irom its plain rending, We do 
not feel justified in attempting lo write, or la 
conslruea sentence ofit differently, without 
we ran b;; made aeqvtaihUM with the word 
oTthe l.ord to that affect: and until then, 
we feel u eVmscienet void of offenee when wc 
believe that all that has not been fulfilled 
precise! r sa U was spok<*n, will he in due 
lime, tf not, wc shall then have to acknowl- 
edge, that we have known but little r»spect- 
itig the aay'npl of the ancient prophets; and 
that part which we now stipppie has been 
'iil/ilied, might Ss Weil never have been apo- 
ken rr written'; for we cannot now be benc- 
ti'.ted in the h ist by them: and previous to 
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time, were written for our learning, thai we 
through faith and comfort of the scripture* 
might have hope. Either Paul and his breth- 
ren understood the savings of the prophets 
to mean what they said, or they mutt have 
had aoiue rule of interpretation which we 
have not, or elac- certainly, neither comfort 
nor hope oould have been derived from a 
perusal of them. If they understood them to 
mean as they read, why not those who be- 
lieve them understand them in (he same 
manner in this age! But perhaps some of 
our friends may say, that the ancient church- 
es had some rule by which they could pene- 
trate into tlie dark savings of tlx ancients, 
and unfold them to their ful satisfaction, 
and thereby obtain much comfort and great 
hope; but when they left this rule, so tbey 
took it from the earth, and it is now in the 
bosom of eternity, locked np safely and se- 
curely, beyond the power of man to obtain; 
and since the ancient apostles established the 
church of Christ, and wrote many epistles to 
their brethren upon the subject, we have no 
need of any thing more: and a rule to ena- 
ble us to interpret the whole bible, and lay 
out every secret, and unfold every niysle/y, 
would not be of any use to us, even were 
God willing to favor us with such an an one 
Neither would we believe it were it given, 
because we do not believe that he ever inten- 
ded to speak again to mankind while the 
earth remains. So then, had w e every ne- 
cessary accomplishment to understand all the 
sayings in the whole scriptures it would do 
tis no good; we should not act upon it r be- 
ouitse we should not believe it. And this-, in 
rt, b the sad difficulty with the world at 
this day: they do not believe that the 
prophets meant what they said, neither do 
they believe that we con find out what they 
did mean; and yet hundreds arc figuring, in- 
terpreting and expounding, for their hun- 
dreds and their thousands ev, ry year to tell 
the people something about the scriptures, 
which they, and the expositors themselves 
acknowledge that no man ran understand, 
because they arc all metaphors and types, 
and the Author of them long since ceased to 
sp»ak to men ; and the whole must remain 
at last as it was in the beginning! 

We, were not disposed to condemn any 
portion of our fellow-beings for not believing 
as we do, or because they do not hold the 
words of the Lord by Hie mouths of his an- 
cient prophets, precisely in the light that we 
conceive them to mean; or we might say, 
because they do not believe them to mean 
any thing that we can be benefitted with, be- 
because we cannot understand them; and we 
eurselves thinking that he meant to commu- 
nicate bis woni to man in an intelligent 
manner, suited to his capacity, in some de- 
gree, that he might be benefitted by the 
same- We know, that in a free govern- 
ment, in the midst of a free-thinking and en- 
lightened people, every man has liie peivi- 
lege as he chooses, and of interpreting the 
words of the prophets as to him may appear 
the most proper and right: and is left, (so 
far as human law can interfere,) to act his 
own choice freely and dispassionately, and 
settle all questions as to the items of his 
faith and religion uncontrolled by human in- 
fluance; and there the matter may rest be- 
Jv-e-i himself and his Maker. A glorious 



blessing I A privilege which, in our opinion 
cannot be estimated too highly, nor too 
thankfully acknowledged befase Uu who 
hold* the destinies of all nations in his own 
hands, and who sways his scepter over all 
people. 

Hut we cannot see the propriety of the idea 
that admits certain psrts of prophecies tt> 
have been literally fulfilled, and other parts 
of the same prophecies, spoken by the same 
individuals, to be understood difleseatiy, be- 
cause the time has not transpired when they 
were designed in the mind of the Lord In be, 
when they were spoken. We presume that 
it will redily be admitted, that the proplic- 
cies previously quoted, so far at least as they 
related to the downfall and overlhroa' of 
those nations against whom the jadginentx 
of the Almighty were denounced, have, in 
the plainest manner been literally fulfilled- 

The Jews were led into captivity by their 
enemies, and Jerusalem was destroyed, ami 
the land of Judea laid waste according to the 
plain declaration of the Lord by the mouth 
ofthe prophet, when he said that he would 
stretch on t his hand upon Judah, and upon 
the inhabitants of Jerusalem, and utterly 
consume all things from off* the land. 

Having sketched considerably upon the 
two first chapters of Zephaniah s prophecy, 
we shall now speak more particularly of a 
portion of the matter written in the last. — 
There is however, a sufficient contained in 
the two first to afford a field for contempla- 
tion for a length of time, at least, when the 
fact is admitted, that it is the word of God, 
and that the very design of the Lord in 
giving it to his creatures was, that they 
might undeistand it and be benefitted there- 
with. In the chapter before us there is a 
stretch, or advance of thought peculiar and 
interesting; and such too as seems to have 
occupied the minds of the ancient prophets 
of It rael in a greater or less degree, which is 
easily to be discovered over the surface of a 
large portion of their prophecies. Tot though 
they predicthd the dispersion of Israel and 
the captivity of the Jews, yet they seldom 
left these subjects, or closed their prophecies 
without speaking of the lime when they 
should be brought back triumphant, and re- 
turn to the land that God gave by promise to 
Abraham and his seed for an everlasting pos- 
session: which the reader will find written in 
language the most positive, if he will but 
take thi trouble to look into their sayings. 

After reminding the remnant of Israel 
then in the land, of the might and power of 
the Lord in the destruction of his enemies, 
or the enemies ef his people, and in their 
salvation and protection, if faithful to his 
commandment, he declares to them that their 
sins are many and grievooe; accusing their 
princes, their judges, and even their proph 
ets and priests, saying they were like roar* 
ing lions, eveninn wolves, light, and vain" 
and treacherous: that they had poluted thr' 
sanctuary, and done violense to the law; \i* 
declares again that he will lay waste the na- 
tions, cut ofTtheir towers, and lay open their 
streets to desolation, that there is no man, 
that there is no inhabitant. But notwith- 
standing all theae, he exhorts them to wait 
upon him still, for he had determined a time 
when he would ratae up to the pra/, when 
the Aarth should be consumed will the fist 
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of his jealousy; when he would gather I., 
nations, that lie might assemble the king- 
doms, to pour upon them his indignation, 
even all )■ is fierce anger: for, said be, all the 
earth shall he devoured with the Are of my 
jealousy. 

J le said, i have cut off the nations: their 
towers are desolate, I made their streets 
waste, that none passed by: thrir cities arc 
destroyed, so that there is no man, that there 
is none inhabitant. Therefore, wait ye up- 
on me saitli the Lord. Certainly, there is a 
peculiar force to these remarkable words; 
Wait ye upon me! llow long? Till the time 
when I shall rise up to the prey! When lias 
God for Israel rose up to the prey? When 
has he gathered the nations and assembled 
the kingdoms? and when has he poured up- 
on them his indignation, even all his fierce 
anger. and when has all the earth been de- 
voured with the fire of his jealousy / Was 
it when Israel came out of the land of Egypt ? 
The Egyptians were then the only sufferers: 
The posterity of Ham then felt the wrath 
and vengeance of Uriel's God: but not the 
whole earth, i'haraoh's hosts were then col- 
lected, and Thebes from her hundred gates 
sent forth her tents of thousands to trample 
down and take the spoil; but the outstretch- 
ed arm of Jehovah in the defense of Jacob, 
caused them to be swallowed up in the Red 
Sea; and yet the nations were not then gath- 
ered, nor the kingdoms assembled, neither 
was the whole eai th devoured with the fire 
of his jealousy. Was it when Israel march- 
ed into the land of Caiman with Joshua at 
their head, directed by the voice of the Lord? 
Jordan stood upon heaps at the approach of 
God's covenant people, and the walls of Jer- 
icho fell to the earth when they shouted in 
Lis name; the surrounding nations, the pos- 
terity of Canaan felt the shock; but the na- 
tions were not then gathered, nor the king- 
doms assembled, neither all the earth devour- 
ed with the fire of his jealousy: the time had 
not arrived, nor had the prediction yet been 
made by the prophets of Israel. But centu- 
ries roust roll away, and Jacob be driven 
from his land before that period was to come 
when he would, for his sake, devour the earth 
with the fire of his jealousy. Wait ye upon 
me! How many tedious hours has Israel, 
upon this word so big with meaning, sal in 
captivity, reviled and rejecied. a hiss, a taunt, 
and a by-word, and waited with longing and 
with sighs loo large to be expressed, for the 
precious voice to sound from the throne of 
I AM, and proclaim, Rise up.' Rise up! Re- 
turn ye! Return ye! O my people of the 
house of Israel; fortius is the time that f 
will rise up to the prey! Wait ye upon me, 
saith the Lord. How oft has Israel wept in 
captivity while waiting lor that long looked 
for hour: and how oft the arm of violence 
been raised because he still persisted that 
God would yet call himself, and declare that 
the lime had arrived when he would rise up 
to the pray! How fruitless has been the la- 
bors of Gentile Missionaries in attempting 
to convert the seed of Jacob from the errors 
of their ways, by pretending that God had 
sent them, and at the same time declaring 
that God had ceased to talk to men. Nor 
could it surprise a man of common sense, 
that the Israelites should turn from them w ith 
disdain, after hearing that God had called 
IV Jacob to return to him »g«ii». and had not

•indent days heard the voice of the Lord, and 
declared that in Uw last days their seed 
should hear it again. And though the Jews 
stumbled and were scattered, yet they lor k 
with longing anxiety, and wait to hear the 
acceptable sound that, the 'hue has come 
when 1 will build you as at the first, and 
lead you as at the beginning; and make bare 
my holy arm in the eyes ol all the nations, 
Ih'alall'the ends ol" the earth may see the sal- 
vation of God! And we have no si mple in 
saying, that Israel will "never rinhrnc* the 
gospel, nor the Jews believe in the Me-srah 
as a beople, till the Lord sends his nord ti< 
them; for (heir fathers once enjoyed this bles. 
sing, and left "it Upon record thai their chil- 
kren slisuid inherit the same; and though 
lliey are scattered to the loaf winds, and pee- 
led w ilh atfli'-tiun and adversity, they will 
vet wait lilt God himself shall speak; till h<> 
himself sh:ill rise up to the prey! Convince 
Israel of this, and the work will socn he done. 
Convince him that the Lord himself lias cal- 
led, and no power of man can prevent hi* 
gathering. Let him Onoe again be taugl X- 
by the voice of the living God from on big!., 
and the work of reformation will immediate- 
ly be accomplished. But till then, the at- 
tempts of the Gentiles will be fruitless, it is 
what the Jews cannot, nor will not believe- 
If they should lliey would lay aside the voice 
of their fathers contained m the prophets, 
that they should in the last days, hear again: 
but this thev have not, nor never will. That 

refl on which rolls across the mind, Ihat 

their Shepherd once taught their fathers, is 
cherishea too dearly to be exchanged for a 
phantom, a dream, a bubble, a vain and foolish 
whim, got up in the brains of the Gentiles, 
that God would never speak again to man- 
kind! It will never he accepted with Israel; 
it i! ill never be believed by the seed of Jacob: 
for that at once destroys the testimony of 
their fathers, that God would, in Die last 
days, gather their children to the land of 
Canaan to possess it forever. Men who nev- 
er heard the voice of God themselves, neither 
their fathers, but are dependent upon the 
voice of inspiration to another people who are 
no nearer related than the Jews and the Gen- 
tiles, may preach, perhaps, with some suc- 
cess among those who are in the same situa- 
tion: for they will wait according to the dec- 
laration of their fathers, till the Lord shall 
rise up to the pray! Then, and not till then, 
will Israel be converted! 

Zephaniah proceeds, after speaking of the 
great commotion which is to take place at 
the time, or before Israel returns to n:s own 
laud, and says, For then will I turn to the 
people i pure language, that they may all 
call upon the name of the Lord to serve him 
with one consent. From beyond the rivers 
of F.tliiopia my suppliants, even the daughter 
j of my dispersed shall bring mine offering.— 
We understand that the pure language is to 
, be turned to the people after the nations are 
'gathered, and the kingdoms assembled, and 
I the indignation poured upon fhem, when all 
the earth is consumed wilh the fite of the 
' Lord's jealousy, and not till then; because 
I this marvelous display of the power of God 
1 is to be exerted that they may all call npon him

Tin- vir- 
tuous could not enjoy peace in the constant 
und unceasing schemes and evil plans of the 
wicked; neither could the wcked liave en- 
joyment in the constant perseverance of the 
righteous tit do justly. And that there must 
he an agreement in this government, or il 
could not stand, must be admitted by all. — 
Should the king conv.'v the reins into the 
hands of the rebellious the <i'nvi ninent niiisl 
soon fall; for every governim-nt, from the 
erealion to the present, when it c»ased to be 
virtuous, and fa'led to ex'icute justice, soon- 
er or later has been overthrown. And with- 
out virtuous principles to actuate a govern- 
ment all care for justice is soon last, and the 
only motive which prompts il to act is. am- 
bition and selfishness, Should the king ad- 
mit these rebels into his hous- to make them 
equal with tire other*, would be condescend- 
ing beneath his character; because he once 
issued virtuous taws which were received by 
a part of his subjects, and the reward annex, 
ed was a seat at the marriage feast, and an 
adoption into his own family as lawful heirs. 
So should he now offer sny thing differently 
be would blast forever his own reputation, 
and destroy forever that government which 
he once so diligently labored to establish and 
preserve, and which he once had wisdom to 
organize. Such individuals as the last na- 
med, would be a bane to a virtuous govern- 
ment, and would prove its overthrow if suf- 
fered to hold a part in conducting its heluil 

We late the sacred writings into our hands, 
and admit that they were given by direct in- 
spiration for the good of man. We believe 
that God condescended to speak from the 
heavens and declare his will concerning the 
human family: give to them just and holy 
laws to regulate their conduct, and guide 
them in a direct way, that in due lime he 
might take them to himself, and make them 
joint heirs with his Son. But when this fact 
is admitted, that the immediate will of hea- 
ven is here contained, ore we not bound, as 
rational creatures to live in accordance to all 
its precepts! Will the mere admission, that 
this is the will of heaven ever benefit us if 
we do not comply with all its teachings! Do 
we not offer violence to the Supreme Intelli- 
gence ofheuven, when we admit the truth of 
its teachings, and do not obey them I Do we 
not condescend beneath our own character, 
nnd the better wisdom which heaven has en- 
dowed us with, by such a course of conduct? 
For these reasons, if wc have direct revela- 
tions given us from heaven, safely those re- 
velations were never given to be trifled with, 
without the trifler's incurring displeasure, 
and assuring vengeance upon their own 
heads, if there is any justice in heaven; and 
that there is, must be admitted hjr every indi- 



vidual who ado its ihe truth and force of its 
teachings; its blessings and cursings, as con- 
tained in the sacred voh.nic. 

Mere, then, wo have this part of our sub- 
j MM immediately before us lor consideration: 
God has in reserve a time, or period appoint- 
ed in his own hocoiu, when he will bring all 
liis subjects, who have obeyed his voice and 
kept his commandments, into his celestial 
rest. This rest is of such perfection and 
glory, that man has need of a preparation be- 
fore he can, according to the laws of lhat 
kingdom enter it and enjoy its blessings- 
Tins b'ing the fact, God Las given certain 
laws to the human family, which, if observ- 
ed, are sufficient to prepare them to inherit 
this rest. This, then, we conclude, was the 
puipi.w of God in giving his laws to us: if 
not, why, or for what were they given? If 
the whole family of man were as well off 
without them as tbey might be wilh them, 
for what purpose or intent were they ever 
given? Was it thit God wanted to merely 
show that he could talk? This u.iild be 
nonsens", to suppose lhat he would conde- 
scend to talk in vain: for it would be in vain, 
ni-d to no purpose whatever: because, nil the 
comu>andm>-nts contained in the law of the 
Lord, have the sure promise annexed of a re- 
ward lo all who obey; predicated upon the 
fact, that they ore really Oie promises of a 
H-inj who cannot lie, one who is abundantly 
ah! » :o fulfil every tit!!? of his word: and if 
man Were as well prepared, or could be as 
we/I prepared, to meet God without their 
ever having been given in the first instance, 
why were they ever given? for certainly, in 
that ease they can now do him no. good. 

At we previoitly remarket', all well estab- 
lished and pro; erly organized governments 
have certain fixed and prominent laws for the 
regulation and management of the to me. rf 
man has grown to wisdom and is capable of 
discerning the propriety of laws to govern 
nations, whit less can we expect from the 
Ruler and Upholder of the universe! Can 
we suppose that he has a kingdom without 
la vs! Or do we believe that it is composed 
of nn innumerable company of beings who 
arc entirely beyond all law! Consequently 
have need of nothing lo govern or regulate 
theui! Would not such ideas be reproachful 
to our Great Parent, and on attempt to cost 
a stigma upon his glorious character! Would 
it not be asserting, lhat we had four.d oat a 
secret beyond Deity? That we had learned 
that it was good to have laws , and yet lie, 
after existing from eternity, and having pow- 
er to create man, had not found ont the fact, 
lhat il was proper lo have laws for his gov- 
ernment! We admit that God is the great 
source and fountain from whence proceeds 
all good; that he is perfect intelligence, and 
that At* wisdom is alone sufficient to govern 
and regulate the mighty creations and worlds 
which shine and blaze with such magnifi- 
cence and splendor over our heads, as tho' 
touched with his finger and moved by his 
Almighty word. And if so, it is done and re- 
gulaled by law: for without law all must 
certainly fall into chaos. If, then, we admit 
that God is the source of all wisdom and un- 
derstanding, we must admit that by his di- 
rect inspiration he has taught man that law- 
was necessary in order to govern and regu- 
late his own immediate interest and welfare: 
l"or this reason, it is beneficial to promote 
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MM and j i j t. .- among men. AlitI ax 
before lemarked, God is the source frc ui 
whence proceeds ail good; and if man is ben- 
efitted by \nw, then certainly, law is good: 
and if law is good, it, or the principle of it 
emanated from God: for God is the scurce of 
•II good; consequently, thcii, he was the 
first Author of law, or the principle of it. to 
mankind. 

[Tile foregoing should, hy good rights, 
have appeared in No. 17, hut was omitted by 
accident."] 

Having in a former number of the Star, 
written you quite lengthy on some few it» u,s 
connected with tite religion which we profess, 
we deem it of imporlanee to the cause in 
which all our united efforts ought, with an 
eve single to the glory of God, to be engaged, 
that we may escape the corruptions of the 
world, anil not only show ourselves approved 
in his sight, but may be instruments in the 
order of his providence in convircing some nf 
OOI fellow-travellers to eternity of the unpot- 
tauce of turning from error to rightOOCSJiess, 
and embracing the fulness of the everlasting 
gospel — to continue Ibis letter of instruction 
:ind exhortation, believing, (as we have pre- 
viously remarked,) that on your part it will 
be received in brotherly fellowship. We 
would remind you, brethren, of the fatigues, 
trials, privations, and Miwetri tons, which the 
ancient saints endured fbrlhe only purpose of 
persuading men of the excellency and propri- 
ety of the faith of ChriEt, were it in our opin- 
ion necessary, or would serve in any respect 
to stimulate you to labor in the vineyard of 
the Lord with any more diligence: but we 
have reason to believe, (if you make the holy I 
scriptures a sufficient part of your studies,) 
that their perseverance is known to you all; 
and that they were willing to sacrifice the 
present honors and pleasures of this world, 
that they might obtain an assurance of a 
crown of life from the hand of our Lord; and 
their excellent examples in labor, which man- 
ifests their zeal to us in the cause which they 
embraced, you are daily striving to pattern. 
And not only these, but the commandments 
of our Lord, we hope, are constantly revolv- 
ing in your hearts, teaching you, not only 
his will in proclaiming his gospel, but his 
meekness and perfect walk before all, even 
in those limes of severe persecutions and 
abuse which were heaped upon him by a wick- 
ed and adulterous generation. Remember, 
brethren, that he lias called yov unto holi- 
ness; and need we say, to be like him in pu- 
rity! How wise; how holyi how chaste, and 
how perfect, then, you ought to conduct your- 
selves in liis sight; and remember, too, that 
his eyes are continually upon you. Viewing 
these facts In a proper light, you cannot be 
insensible, that without a strict observance 
of all his divine requirements, you may, at 
last, be found wanting; and if so, you will 
admit, lli&t your lot will be cast among the 
unprofitable servants. We beseech you, 
therefore brethren, to Improve upon all things 
committed to your charge, that you lose not 
your reward! 

No doubt, the course which we pursued in 
our last to you, is yet familiar to your minds; 
that we there endeavored to show, as far as 
our limits would extend, the propriety, in 
part of adhering to the law of heaven; and 
also, the consistency in looking to heaven for 
a law or rule to serve us as a guide in this 



present state of existence, that we may be 
prepared to meet that which inevitably awaits 
us, as well as ail mankind. There is an im- 
portance, perhaps, attached to this subject, 
which the world ban not as fully examined ss 
the importance of it requires. Think for a, 
moment, of the greatness of the Being who 
created the Universe; and ns!;, Could l;e be 
bo incodsislcitl w ith his ow n character, as to 
leave man without a law or rule to regulate 
his conduct, alter placing hiiu here, where, 
according to the Jormalion ofhis nature ho 
must in a short period sink into the oust* — 
L there nothing further; is there no existence 
lieyond lhi> vail of death which is so suddenly 
to be cast over all of usl If there is, why 
not that Being who had power to place us 
here, inform us something hereafter? If we 
had power to place ourselves in this present 
existence, why not have power toknowwliat 
shall follow when that • .i. » vail is cast ov»r 
our bodies? lt"m this life we receive our all; 
i: when we cretuble back to <'.uM we sre no 
mere, from w barf source did we cinoiiate, ami 
what was the pmpose in our existence? Jf 
this were alt, we should be led to query, 
whether there was really any substance in 
existence, and we might with propriety soy, 
li Let us cat and drink; for to-morrow we die!' ' 
If this were really so, then why this constant 
toiling, why this continual warfare, and why 
this unceasing trouble' But this is not the 
case, the voice of bjcasos, the language of 
rirBMn <TVOT| and the Spirit of the living GOD, 
our Creator, teaches us, as we hold the re- 
cord of truth in our hands, that this is not the 
ease; that this is not so; for, the heavens de- 
clare the glory ofaGOD, and the firmament 
shows his handy work; and a moment's re- 
flection, is sufficient to leach every man of 
common intellect, that all these arc not the 
mere production of ehatur, nor could they be 
supported by any power less than an Almigh- 
ty hand: »nd he that can mark the power of 
Omnipotence inscribed upon the heavens, 
can ah>o see liV own hand- writing in the sa- 
cred volume: and he who reads it oftenest 
will like it best, and he who is acquainted 
with it, will know the hand wherever he can 
see it: ami when once discovered, it will not 
only receive on acknowledgmcrt, but an obe- 
dience to all its heavenly precepts. For > 
moment reflect, what could have been the 
purpose in our Father in giving to us a law 1 
Was it that it might be obeyed, or disobeyed? 
And think further too, not only the proprie- 
ty, but the importance of attending to his 
laws in every particular- If, then, there is 
an importance in this respect , is there not a 
responsibility of great weight resting upon 
those who are called to declare these truths 
to menl Could we, or were we capable of 
laying any thing before you as a just compar- 
ison, we would cheerfully doit; hut in this 
our capacity fails, and we are inclined (o 
think, t ii.it man is unable, without an assist- 
ant beyond what has been given to those be- 
fore, of expressing in words the greatness of 
this important office. We can only say, that 
if an anticipation of the joys of the celestial 
glory, as witnessed to the hearts of the hum- 
ble is not sufficient, we. will leave with your- 
selves the result of ysur own diuigence; for 
God ere long, will coll all his servants before 
him, and there from His own hand they will 
receive a jqll recompense and a righteous re- 
ward for all their labors. 
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So much by way of introduction, and we 
•hull proceed to examine still further the 
subject of law. However little may have

could yet ask it, and that wise Hand which 
bad formed him of the dust was wKllllTII I 
not only sufficient, but knowing all tilings, 
knew whether man needed inure or 
not, and if he did, it would be bestowed. To 
suppose that the Maker of the universe nev- 
er gave to man any law nller he had formr-d 
him, would, in our opinion, be offering an in- 
sult to his gloilous character, and be compar- 
ing him beneath, even an earthly parent! 
For where, we ask, is the J.ii.J hunisn falh'r 
to be found, wbo * culd, fcr anv conaideta- 
tion whatever, suffer his children lo grow up 
to manhood without giving thesi instruction 
and instructie-n' too, which ivou'd Lo w*seiy 
calculated to benefit them, even in ripe* 
years? Should he teach litem virtue in their 
youlb,(a principle too much. neglected with 
most parents,') if observed in age it ccrtaiuly 
would be virtue still; and the more it was ob- 
served the more honorable would be the gray 
hairs, until its spirit took its welcome exit to 
mingle with its kindred spirita, and rejoice in 
the salvation of that God from whom cane 
the first principles of virtue. Should the 
frreat Author of our being, utter he had matie 
all tilings, and even man, and pronounced 
them flu good, leave man without a law, we 
tnight well sjppoaa that there was a contra- 
diction in terms, indeed; for he had pronoun- 
ced all things which he had made good, and 
vet titers was no good in man, consequent- 
ly he wa3 not worthy lo receive law whereby 
his conduct might be governed: but must be 
left without any principles or directions from 
the hand of hia Maker to guide him in Ihe 
least particular. 

From these facts, in short, and the further 
knowledge contained in the Scriptures, it is 
reasonable to suppose, that man d -parted i 
from the first teachings, or instructions which 
lie received from heaven in the first age, I 
and refused by his disobedience to be gov-', 
trued by them. Consequently, he formed] 
such laws as beat suited his own mind, of asj 
he supposed, best adapted to his situation. I 
But that God has influenced man more or less 
since that time in the formation of law for 
his bensfil we have no heaitatiancy in be- 
lieving; for, as before remarked, being the 
looxoe of all good, every just and equitable 
Ur was In a greater or less degree infla- 
(need by him. And though man in his own 
•appos*] wisdom would not admit the inftn-

is said that Glid talked with him; and it he 
did, would lie not, seeing he was righteous, 
deliver ' i him the whole plan of t'ae gospel I 
And is njt the gospel ll 'e news of redemp- 
tion! How could Abel offer a sacrifice end 
look forward with faith on t!i« Son of God 
lor a remission of his sins, and not understand 
the gospel? The mere shedding Hie blood of 
hearts or offering any tiling els? in sacrifice, 
could not procure a remission of sins, except 
it were performed in faith of something to 
come, if it could, Cain's offering must Iravo 
been as good as Abel's. And if Abel was 
taught 01 the coining of the Son of God, was 
he not [aught of bis ordinances? \Vc all ad- 
mit that the gospel lias ordinances, and if to, 
had it not always ordinances, and were not 
its ordinances always the same! Perhaps, 
our friends will say, that the gospel and its 
ordinances were not known till ;!ic days of 
John the son of Zeeharias, in the days of 
Herod the king o( Judea. But we will here 
look at this point: Tor our own part, we 
cannot believe, that the tneients in all age* 
were so ignorant of the system of heaven as 
man r suppose, lince all that were ever Saved, 
were saved through the power of this grtat 
plan 01 redemption, as much s> before the 
cooping of Const** r:ncs; if not, Go. I has had 
dUTawu i' plans in operation, (if we may so ex- 
press it.) to brine men back to dwell with 
himself; and this we cannot believe, since 
there has been no change in (he constitution 
of man since he fell; au-t the orilinanc <: or in* 
slKutton of offering Mnoil in sacrifice, was 
only design 1 Id be p rfuv lie 1 ti'.l Chf -I was 
offered np and shed his blood, us said before, 
thai man might loot fir ward with laitii to 
that lime.

of Egypt they had the gospel preached to 
them, according to Paul in his letter to the 
Hebrews, w hich says, For unto us was the 
gospel preached, as well as unto Ihom: but 
the Word preached did not profit them, not 
being mixed with lailh in them that heard 
it. [See Ileb. iv 2.] It is said again, in 
Gal. in 10, that the law [of Moses, or the 
Levilical law] was added because of trans- 
gression. What, we ask, was this law added 
t< I, i I it was not added to the gospel ! It must 
be plain that it was added to the gospel, since 
we learn that they had the gospel preached 
lo then:- From these few facts, we conclude, 
thai whenever the Lcrd revealed himself to 
men in ancient days, and commanded them 
to offer sacrifice ta him, that it was done 
that thev might look forward in faith lo the 
time of Ms coming, and rely upon the power 
of Out atonement tor a remission of their 
sins. And this they have done, thousands 
who have gone before us, whose garments 
ore spotless, and who are, like Job, waiting 
with an assurance hie his, that they will see 
hiri! in the Zaffcr day upon the earth", even in 
their fleth. 

We may conclude, that though there were 
diRrefit aispens#;ioris, yet all things which 
Cod communicated to his people, were cal- 
culaled to draw their minds to lha great ob- 
ject, and to leich them lo rely upon him 
alone as the author of their salvation, as con- 
tained In his law. From what vie can diaw 
from the scriptures relative lothe teachings, 
of heaven we are induced to think, that much 
instruction has been given to man since Ihe 
beginning which we hove not. This may 
not agree with the opinions of some of our 
friends, who are boldto say, that we bave 
every thing written in the bible which God 
ever spake to men since the world began, 
and (hat if he had ev.-r slid any thii:g more 
we should certuinly bave rcce'ved it. But 
\vc a:.k, does it remain for a people who ntv- 
l.ud f.iilh enough lo call d iwn one scrap of 
revelal on from heaven, and for all they nave 
now, are indebted fr the faith of another J so- 
ph: who lived hundreds and thousands of 
years before them, lo say how much God 
has spok»n and bow crravn he has not spo- 
ken? IVe iiava what we har?, and the oi-

lliat Gud neversaid any thing more to man

Mo 
roan will eudcavor to prove, (that ia an honest 
man,) that the bible mean.* different from 
what it My*, unless he does not believe what 
it says; tor if be believed what it said, be 
would nertr try lo make himself or others be. 
ift- that it meant any thing different For 
instance, the prophet Isaiah says, chap. 40, 
and verse 31, "But they that wait upon the 
Lord shall renew their strength: they shall 
mount up wit!, wings as eagles: they shall 
run, and net be weary,* and they shall walk, 
and not faint." But here the strongest nerv- 
ed sectarians fail in belief; they cannot think 
thai it is possible that any man can obtain 
this power: therefore, they try to persuade 
themselves that the prophet did not mean 
■what he said, merely because they did not be- 
lieve what he did say. If the inea of this 
generation believed what the bible said, the 
gathering of Judah, and of Israel, Ephraini, 
Benjamin, and Manasseh, would be a matter 
ofuniversai belief: but here lies the difficulty, 
this religious generation is like the Editor ol 
the Millenial Harbinger, who never dare ap- 
proach the Millenium, because he had some 
■'misgivings" about the rules of the interpre- 
tation of prophecy which n en had laid down 
for him; so is it with this unbelieving gener- 
ation, the Editor of the Harbinger included: 
they have some "misgivings" about the truth 
of the declarations ol the prophets, and they 
have fearful apprehensions that they will ne- 
ver take place, notwithstanding the prophets 
have said so in so many ivor s; and through 
their unbelief they are driven to the necessity 
of throwing, as far as in them ties, a vail of 
darkness over these subjects, for disbelieving 
them: if they shsuld let them stand uncover- 
ed, down must come the whole of their reli- 
gion and bible together. And to avoid that 
tearful consequence, they have laid down 
rule* for interpreting the sayings of the pro- 
phets; but ia tfot there seems to be a great 
difficulty, for they cannot agree upon any 
certain rules, and so they leave the world in 
perfect darkness, not knowing whether the 
bible is true or false: and what interpretation 
we get from them is nearly resembling the 
•'Delphic oracle," let what will take place, 
they construe the wards of the prophets so as 
to make them mean that thing. 

This modern way of disposing of the bible 
by sectarian infidels, w carried by some lo a 
arrest*, asjd sooao to a less extent, according

Exodus, 14th chapter, 
21 and 22 verses: "And Moses stretched out 
his hand over the sea: and the Lord caused 
the sea to gob «k by a strong east wii d si. that 
night and made the wadrv land, and the v aters 
were div.dec. amt the children of Israel went 
itno the midst of the sea upon the diy ground;

matter of no doubt, but that it will ever be sa 
again is rather a doubt; their nerves begin to 
slacken, the cords of their religion get weak- 
er and weaker, and at last it comes out. Ahl 
it must be a figurative expression, it has a 
spiritual and nui a literal nii-anuig; Icr we do 
not believe there wul ever be anon r Mosea: 
if we admit that the prophet meant what he 
said, away goea our whole theory logether; 
for doubtless then there must be miracles in 
the last days, and wonderful ones too. That 
part of the bible which gives thai history of 
past events it mailers not how miraculous it 

is; if it were a Jonah in the fish's belly, it it 
to be understood aa it says literally; but tbit 
part which declares like things to come mu Bt 
be figurative, it must be spiritualized and not 
understood literally, though Che thing to ba 
accomplished., and the thing 
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it precisely tlit ssn c. lUwwrfr this »•> not 
the case with all, for some bclicvi lliat tit,, 
past and to conic, are all to b" spiritualized. 

We do not recollect ofhsi ing acca a whole- 
sale spirilualizer among secttinns; lul some 
philosophers of both ancient and modern 
times may come veiy near to it. li'a.l related

MILLENIUM. — JVo. IV. 
The Millenium is that i-r.-portant period in 
the eeonnmy of God, which will put to the 
t--»t the lh"orip* cf all ages, and a.lfjsnera- 
lions, when God will try ihe ftith of ad liv- 
t.iff, a poratin^ between Ihe good and tae 
evil, and t iiubiing nl! lo ilisc rn between the 
rightoun and tile wicked, between those who 
serve God aod those who aerve hini nol. 

Ti en- is no period in lioman existence about 
which there has been as much aaid by the 
pr>phcl!> sn.l apostle*, as the tune of CMiist'* 
re.gn, which reign was lo htt>t a thousand 
v. are: which gave rise to the idea of their ev- 
er being such a period aa the Millcniuiii: 
whtch term signiti s a thousand year*. John 
the tlevelator, gi^es us the following accoont 
of it in the 2uih ehupter of the Revelations, 
from the 1st lo iheDili veie :— Ai-.d J t»ir en 
augtl come down from lu-aven, having the 
kev of the boliomhss pit and a grealcliain 
n hi* hand. And h« laid hold on-the dragon 
U'.al old avrpent. which ia the Licvi), and Sa- 
tan, and vovml him n thousand ycur&, ahd cast 
hin into the botlom'.esF pit, and slmt him up, 
and set a ten! upon him, thai he shuuiU uv 
ceive ihe nation* no more, tilt tkc th<j\stiid 
vctirt tlivuld bt j'ulfilletl; and after thai lie 
nn i. be loosed a little season. And J taw 
fi o and they that sat upon them, and 
jadgmeni r. as given unto tlu-m: and i * - v.- 
'.lie aoul* of them thai were beheaded for the 
w 1 1 ess of Jesus, and for the word of l»od« 
am! w o had not worshipped the beast, ncilhe 
er hi* image, neither had received his mark 
upon their foreheac's, or ii. their iinnde, and 
tAiy iitcd end rcigntd itith Christ a Vwvaand 
murs. Cut the real of tlie dead lived not 
again nn'U ttu thousand years tccrijalJVtod.-^ 
This is the first resurrection. Blessed and 
holy fk he who hath part in the first resume- 
lion: on such tht> a-cond dealh 1 a'.h no pow- 
•>r, but thev shall be pricela of God and of 
Christ, "ii'i t'laM rei^n. with him « thousand 
ucars. hi d wiien Ihe thmituni ywtmta.- 
inrtd, Satan shall be looaed oul of his prison, 
and aliail go out Lutein (he nations which 
are in the four quarters of the earth, Goeand 
Magog, to gather them together to balllei 
he number of whom ia a* llie aaod of tho 
sm. And Ih ey went up on tlie breadth of 
ih' earth, and compa».el the camp of the 
-.ii.ils abo -t. ml the b loved city: Ud the 
tire came down foui l, •; out of heaven, and 
devoured them, 

In this connection, verae 1 we are told, that

reirn with Christ a thousand years.' Vers* 0. 
and they weni up on the br aiith of the t irrtk 
and compassed the camp of Manful so there 
can be nodo-ibt as tu the fact, that this thou- 
sand years is to transpire while the saints are 
on the earth, and their camp is to be invaded 
after the thousand yearb arc rxpired, and all 
this on the earth. 

The sacred writers have been exceedingly 
prolific in their writings on the subject 
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of his Revelations, at.d set forth his ideas so- 
clearly, tt:at none need mistake him. lie 
says that Christ is to reign a thousand yiars; 
(and the very expression, a thousand years, 
ahov t that tiiis) reign belonged to the earth, 
:..:-i time: lor it is only in time where there 
are days, and times, and seasons, and yea**: 
the unseen world and eternity , liave nu such 
riivisiajrs:) 'hot the saints were to he raised 
and rr?ign ibis thousand years with Inn. nnd 
this ri-suircclion of the *ainls to reign with 
Chr.si, v.a* the fret resumption. That in 
Lhi) t u jmnd xtt it Halan W*s 10 br I und. 
so as not to be able \i dect ive the r*: ions— 
and during !lf!a ihoitsand years the rnrinls or. • 
'kf.i, met-, to *pr-ad »br a'd id the tour quar- 
ters thereof: yet it is n t iai.-- tim ih v »ha!! 
reign with Christ a tJ oi.mi.U yinrs. I ut on 
the contrary, those who aie raised from the- 
dead. 

In the 5th chapter of the Revelations, from 



Christ'* reign: it is every where spoken of t lie 8th to the 1 1 th verse, we have the same 
•Jtd aet forth in the most splendid light: und 
that, when that time conies, the saints, yea, 
ail of them, should reign with him. That 
this reign of Christ is to be an earthly reign, 
is not only evident from the before mentioned 
prophecies, but we have a saying ef l'aul in 
the 15th chapter ol the first Epistle to the 
Corinthians, which limits it to the earth: s-e 
the 22, 23 and 24 verses: For as in Adam aJJ 
die, even to in Chiist Khali all be nade alive. 
But every man in his own order: Christ the 
first Fruit*, sftefwsr !s they that are Christ's 
at his coming. Then cornet i, the end. when 
he shall have delivered up the kingdom to 
God, even the Father: when Vie shall have 
put down all rule, and alt authority, and at 
power. Vera? 28: and when all things shall 
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be a jhdued unto him, then shall the ft--., him- 
self be subject unto him that put nil things 
under him, that God may be all in all. Here 
the apostle say a, that when all that (lied in 
Adam shall hare been made alive in Christ, 
then cometh the end, when he shall hove de- 
livered up tne kingdom to the Father. In 
v tv. 28 we are told, that he himself shall be 
subject to the Father, when all things a eput 
under his feel. After this time there can be 
no such thing as a reign of Christ distinctly, 
or separately, and of necessity. Christ's reign 
most bo before this time: and if so, it must lie 
in time: and tfio time, it must be on the ear b 
for it would be curious indeed for Christ to 
reign a thousand years in eternity, where 
there are neither days, months, nor years! 
Another thing of importance to be remarked, 
hi the sayings of the apostle above quoted, is 
that it is only the saints who were dead (liat 
were to reiim with Christ a thousand yeais. 
"And I saw the sauls ol them that were be- 
headed for th" witness of Jesus, and for the 
word of G6a, and which had not worshiped 
the beast, neither his image, neither had re- 
ceived iu» mark in their frreheads, or in their 
hands: and they lived and reigned with Chiist 
a thousand years." Hut [he rest of the titad 
lived not asiin till the thousand years were 
finished. That is. tbe rest of the dead were 
not raised till the thousand yours were finish- 
ed: and those saints who were raised to reign 
with Christ the thousand years, constituted 
the firet resurrection. " This is the first ttsur- 
reetim," 

The apoelle seems to have understood Mm* 
self perfectly when he wrote this 20th chap 



subject set forth: be says, thus. And when- 
he had taken tbe book, the four beaal*, and 
four and twenty elders fell down before the 
Lamb, having every one of them harps, and 
golden vials lull of odors, which are the pray- 
ers of saints. And they sung a new song,, 
saying, Thou art worthy I* take the book, 
and to open ihe seals thereof; for thou wast 
slain and hast redeemed us to God by thy 
blood out of every kindred, and tongue, and 
people, and nation; and Itaal mode us unto 
our God kings and priests: and we shall reign 
on the earth. Here wc are told that those 
who were redeemed unto God out of every 
kincred, tongue, people and nation, were to 
reign on the earth: /fine question is asked, 
how long they should reign on tl »• earth T the 
answer is, a thiueand years, or Millenium; 
•o that this important period does not only 
effect those in time, but those in rternity also. 

If John's account of this subject be cor- 
rect, all the saints which were redeemed unto 
God out of en ry nation, people, tongue and 
kindred, (and it so they must be from all gen- 
erations, from the days of righteous Abel 
down to the second coming of Christ, or else 
they will not be from every people, and na- 
tion,) are to r'ign on the earth with Christ 
a thousand years: and this glory they are to 
obtain through their having part in the first 
resurrection. 

In the fiiat chapter of the Revelations, and 
7tu v r.»-, John describes the coming of the 
savior thus, vhen he comes to reign on the 
earth a thousand years: "Behold, he eometh 
w.t.'i clouds, and every eye shall see him, and 
they also which pierced him: and all kind- 
reds of Ihe earth shall wail because of him. 
Even so, Amen. 

In all that John has said about 'lie coming 
of the Savior, be has never told us of any 
other ol.jt u l:e had in coming, but to reign 
on earth a uiousond years; for wbere he has 
mentioned the object, this he says i* w' at i| 
is; so that wc are not left to conjee u e aa to 
the obj»cl of the e-avior'B coming: for the 
very same scriptures which tell us of his 
coming again, tell us also, that v. hen be 
comes, he will reign on the earth a thousand 
years, and all those of the first resurrection 
wilh him. Tiie matter ia fairly settleo', that 
if ever the Savior comes again, he rill reign 
on the earth a thousand years, and all thai 
church of the first born whose names are 
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written in heaven, will at that time obtain a 
resurrection and reign with him: even all who 
•re redeemed from among men, of every 
tongue, kindred, people, an * nation—and "if 
the Savior does not reign or earth a thousand 
years, and all the raised saints, with hi;n, ho 
never will cu;ne the seconJ time. 

Let us now mm mi what J oka has eaiJ in 
the Revelations on t°..i-: ■arj"tt: 
t. II» hi) tail thai Christ is comin?. 
v. hen every eye eholl see him. This coul i 
not hive been hia first coming, mucn leaa all. 

2. That when he conn's,' he will cmae 
with, ot L* the clouds: this he ii)d not at his 
first coming. 

3. That when he comes with elonds, lh«y 
who pierced him, and all kindreds af the earth 
-hall wail because of him. 

4. That all the saints which are redeemed 
from among men, of ail tongues, kindreds, 
people, and nations, are to be raised from 
the dead, and those who were beheaded for 
the witness of Jesus, and for the word of 

. God, and are all to reigri with Christ on the 
earth a thousand years at his coming. 

5. That the rest of the dead are not to be 
raised, or live again, till the thousand years 
aire ended. 

G. That during this thousand ysaro, Satan 
is to be bound so as not to be able lo deceive 
the nations; and it necessarily follows, that 
all the people who are on the earth during 
this period, will be saint*. 

7. That th? saints are to become very nu- 
merous, and cover the breadth of the earth. 

8. And a^ the -nd of th* thousand years, 
Satan is to be loosed for a little sr.ison. to 
gather together Gog, and Magog, lo baitie. 
and they are to come op on the breadth of 
the earth, and surround the camp of saints, 
and fire i3 to come down from Ood out of 

. heaven and devour tbem. 

This is what John says, let him mean 
what he will; and if wears at liherty to be- 
lieve what he says, the subject is so plain 
that he tl.ct runs may read and understand. 

Let it here be observed, that when any of 
the. (alter day saints speak of living and. 
reigning with Christ a thousand years, they 
do not m.an by tt'is, that they are to hv~ a 
thousand years in the flesh: (us some have 
slanderously reported that thoy affirm: a- 
mong whom the wise M. S. C. of Menlc, 
is principal:) but that they believe, that they 
•ha'l u; raised with the fitst resurrection, and 
reign with ail the saints of every nation, 
p 'aple, longui and kinlr'd, when Christ de- 
with all the saints, tn reign on earth 
a thwrund years, according to the testimo- 
ny of all the ho'y prophets sinci th.> world 
began. And ha who dt >« not expect litis, 
nrist expict lo bo east <bwfi t-> hell, to stiff r 
a thousand years with l:u ros! of the dead 
who arc nol to be raised un'.i! Ifae thousand 
years are endet. 

Such is the point ft" light in whjcli John, 
the apostle, sets forth this subject: and Rjch 
the prospects he set before the saints of God 
in his day: and this is the expectation he 
raised in them, that though they should 
have to suffer their entire threescore years 
and ten in the flesh, yet to rejoice; for when 



the Lord come, they should reign on thi • 
same earth a thousand years, as n reward for 

L.eir saff;rin^s. 

Having ascertained th» substance of what 
John says in lh» Rrvf litions on the subject 
of the second cr.mvng ct'Christ, and having 
s 'en the otj-ri for which he is coming, we 
shall see what the other sacred writers have 
said ■•>• it: knowing this lirst, that as 
John v. rote by the spirit of inspiration, all 
' othi rs who have written by Use s*mo spirit, 
| will write in accordance with him: (or as 
i they all understood this subject by the spirit 
of God, they must all have seen it ahke, and 
unJerstcod it alike: this made me the more 
particular examining what John had said 
en the subject of Christ's second coming: for 
I having got the mind of the spirit which was 
[in John, f have gut it as it was in all others 
who wrote, or understood by the same spirit. 
Another ream n why 1 was the more particu- 
lar in collecting together the substance of 
what John said wis, that once having the 
whole subject before our minds, it would en- 
able us to understand those v, ritcrs the bet- 
ter, who had not written so fully on this sub- 
ject •« he had; for in our examination of the 
bible, we have not found any other of the in- 
spired writers who have developed the whole 
suKect as extensive as he has. I do not con- 
sider it n-cessary, however, among believers 
in th" divine authenticity of the bible, to 
multiply testimony to prove that what. John 
hassnlu is true, nor do I expect that believer* 
in the bible wall require this at my hands: 
for »nc inspired man hating said so once, 
settles the truth of the question forever, a- 
monj those who believe that the person was 
inspire*/ of God when hi spake. So :hat I 
consid"r. that the truth of the second com- 
ing of Clir ; .»t to reign on the earth a thou- 
sand years with alfthe mints of Adam, s race, 
who at that time shall obtain e resurrection, 
or n translation, is as firmly fixed, as the 
(ruth of the bible; fer should any man nn- 
dfrfsko n nrove. hereafter, that such a mar- 
velous occrrrsnc? (r iil n'ver ttk - ' place, what 
would he dor why: he will prove that John 
bad not told the truthl and should he, 
ttjrough eomo niar.a-rmcnt :nak? it app ar 
Hkl oilier of the writers bare tanght differ- 
ently, he would only- prove that the bible 
enmradicted itself, and render the whole sys- 
t-m void together: So it will come lo this at 
last, that as John Ui:> Revelator lias said, that 
Christ is r.oming the second lime to re-yn rtn 
the • a th a thousand y<ars, writ!, ail the saints, 
that the second comuig ofChr.it to reign on 
earth a thousand veart. with all the raised 
sainta, is as true as the bible. 

! mak* ;Vr? observations, that my read an 
may not suppose that I appeal to the othjft 
prophets and apostles to prove what John 
sai I to S» true: but to see how all the wri- 
ters in th-. biMe who hava written on thie 
sr.Kjeci, have s'-en eye to eye as far as IkaflB 
havf saii any thing upon it. lndt»<i. if we 
credit whet John his sai I. we would oeces- 
sarily expect to Snd lint th" other writers al-

And yet you 
have M such llnng as the minimi rmp orau- 
g'.lst No. And your religion atill the eanjc 
as Ureiisl Yf f Ihc same God, the same gos- 
pel, the same c'isnensatton, and the same 
SpiriL And yft, the dealings of God with 
them are aj different as Mahometanism and 
Christianity! There is something surely very 
strange about this matter, bow two things 
can be unlike in every particular, and yet be 
the same. 

After all the maneuvering and manage- 
ment to conceal thoir nakedness, of which 
modem religionists are capable, il will come 
to this at last, that all their darkness and 
difficulties aviso from their unbelief; they arc 
unwilling that the God of heaven should have 
such an order of things as is set forth in the 
bible- For should such an order of things 
ever exist on tbo earth as th" propheta de- 
acribe, it would expose their works to the 
contempt of Ice weakest mind. The religion 
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ins, t ! i o bible also, for the plainest of oil 
reasons, which i* this, tltal a man never spir- 
itualizes, nor interprets, only when he d«* 
i ot believe what is written. 

Let men erase thus to pervert the truth, 
and to handle the word of God diccilfully, 
( for if lhi» is not bundling the word of God 
deceitfully since the world began.) and* let 
them betake themselves to the undemand- 
ing of it, and it would make a speedy r ,a::j. 
in %'»■ a (itti; the apparent darkness of 
pto;>h.iey would soon disappear: '^nisariv- 
mga" dbotrt the proper rales of interpreta- 
tion would aoon ceaae to existyand the wouiil 
be reformers of mankind, would have some- 
thing of conseouenec to unfold to toe mind* 
ot their followers, instead of keeping them 
years gating and streUihing after something, 
and receiving nothing except a strife about 
words, which subvert mens' souls, and serve 
no better purpose. Had the "Milleniol 1 1 j > • 
binger" been called Unhcraal WrangLr, it 
would have suited its character much better, 
and the editor might continue it in existent*;, 
and yet be a conscientious man; but nothing 
now can support it but the stupid ignorance 
of its patrons. » 
The whole sectarian scheme of things, 
hat we mean br »"ctarian eciieme is every 
scheme which is not the scheme of llie bible, ) 
stands oa no better foundation than the igno- 
ranue of mankind, and product s no better re- 
sult than the complete overthrow of all its 
tlerotees, whether they are reformed, or not 
reformed, and it is supported by a vague 
scheme of spiritualizing and interpreting; for 
without these two powerful supports, sects* 
rimism, with ail its appendages* would come 
to 2 final issue, and sink with as much ra- 
pidity as the angel's millstone, and rise no 
more forever. 

Any rational being with the bible in his 
hand, feeling himself at liberty to believe 
what it said t would very soon redeem himself 
from all i the follies of I he age, see the weal.- 
neas of oil the seetsrian schemes of the nine- 
teenth century, and all former ages, and the 
perfect folly of all the pretended reformations 
of ancient and modern limes, when there 
wire not inspired men at the head of them, 
both np^atle- ar,'.1 prophets; for without such, 
the God taf heaven never, at any time produ- 
ced a reformation, nor did he ever bring back 
an apostate race at any time, by any other 
means, than by raising up and inspiring men 
from on high, and giving unto them the spir- 
it of revelation in the knowledge of himself. 
Kphes'ians, I chap. 17 verse. Anv man pro- 
claiming himself a reformer in religion, and 
in the next sentence denying inspiration and 
revelation, declares to all the world, that 
God never aent him. And let him bring 
about what order of things he may among 
those who trust themselves to his guidance, 
he never will establish the order of h sven, 
or that order of things which is according to 
the mind and will of the Holy Spirit; for this 
has never yet been done by any person mil- s 
he wis inspired of God, and had in himself 
the spirit of revelation, and actually received 
revelations from heaven for himself, ffor 
can an apostate generation be brought back 
to the order of heaven without some persona 
are inspired, as the apostles of old were, to 
bring them bask, this generation has a, 
strong proof of the impossibility of any mas 
having power, without the spirit ot inrpica- 



of the gospel was never more destructive to 
thi craft of Demetrius, than is the religion 
taught by the ancient prophets opposed to 
the schemes of modern times, and modern 
would. be taints, whether their religion he of 
ih; reformed or nonreformed. Tlie direet 
which we have of the great difference which 
exists between th? things taught in the bible 
respecting the last times, and the religion be- 
lieved in by this sectarian generation is, that 
the religion of this generation is so directly 
at war with the religion of the bible,' that 
they cannot, with alt their intelligence. Un- 
derstand the things taught by the sacred wri- 
ters: their religion is so directly opposed to 
the bible, that it does not admit of the exist- 
ence ot' such an order of things as the pro- 
phets said God would introduce in the last 
days; and this drives them to the necessity 
■>! interpreting, expounding and spirituali- 
zing, in order to moke themselves and others 
believe, that they are great sticklers for the 
bible: powerful defenders of the religion it 
advocates. But instead of their expound.*)!*, 
or interpreting the mysteries of the !•;•>!• . at 
they pretend, they go to creating mysteries, 
and making things which in themselves are 
plain and easy of understanding, dark and 
incomprehensible. We should real// be ghd j ( what wemean by 
to see some of those spiritualized, and inter- 
preter!, favor the world with a bible manufac- 
tured according to their plan, substituting 
their interpretations and spiritual meanings, 
for the words which are in the bible, and then 
compare the one with the other; and we are 
confident, that no person would suppose that 
the two books were written on the same sub- 
jects: it might be a necessary appendage to- 
Webster's and Dickinson's rout* bibles. 

If those spiritualizes, end interpreters, 
were to change their course, end, instead of 
spiritualizing, and interpreting, go to believ- 
ing and understanding the bible a* they would 
any other book, they would soon find that 
they had inherited lies, and vanity, and things 
in v '"'.m there was no profit, [See Jeremiah, 
10 chapter and 19 veri«.] and their preach- 
ing had been vain, as also their faith, and 
that they were yet in their sins, being far 
from God, and without hope in tiie world, 
save that which they had entertained through 
the traditions of their fathers, by which they 
iiad made void the faith of the gospel and 
set at nought the counsel of the Most High: 
having received anl taught for doctrines the 
commandments of men. For it is only the 
weak and vain schemes of men in spirituali- 
zing and interpretinp, which have rendered 
the bible obscure and unintelligible. . Ail the 
important items of prophecy relating to the 
great things of the last days, are as plain as 
language can make them, if the world was 
willing to believe that the, bible was true: 
for, to spiritualize the obvious meaning of tile 
prophets away, is to make their language 
false, audio oiakethein tell lies in the name 
of the Lord, For a person may believe an 
interpretation, or a spiritual meaning as the 
sects call it, and not believe .he bible. In- 
dee: it is as impossible for a man to believe 
both, as it is for him to serve two masters, or 
to h&ae the friendship of the world, anil the 
favor of God; yea, the came] could go through 
the needle's eye as easily, or a rich roan get 
into the kingdom of heaven; or a man could 
as easily serve God and Mammon, oa to he- 
ave an interpretation, or a spiritual mean 
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M iii, to briiif; about an order of things, such 
uh rs ouml in the bible, particularly, that ji irl 
of (liein who reside in this region, M t«r 
they uav2 b.ien inad-: ucqiuunL 'U wiLh UiC 
MdUni&l Httrkingtr, and us editor; tor surety 
there i» no want or either worldly learning 
or talents in the editor; but wrlli them all he 
cannot make even an attempt at establishing 
the Millenial c iurcli: no, so far from eslab 
lulling it, h: cannot find out what it U; he 
M lain write about it, no doubt, if he 
tinea what to tay, and would rejoice greatly 
to t* an instrument in ushering it in: but so 
fir Iro n malting any advances toward it, he 
ia not able to »ay one word about it, except 
-on the- title page of his paper. In this Queer 
«ttilud* he stand* b;fore the public, aa a 
monument of human imbecility, speaking 
louder than word*, laying, Wnat in empty 
puff of breath ii man, unlest he ia inspired 
of God — he begir* by proposing, lie contin- 
ues with proposing, and terminates upon no- 
thing — be makes a great commotion, but 
3eaves the world at aa great a distance from 
God as he finds it. 

A man may propose much, he ma; "rite 
much, preaah much, build up many churches, 
<cAl tli •m-churches of Christ, Millenial church- 
es, disciples, or what he or they please; but 
unless he is empowered teem on high he can 
never wuild up the iingdeni of heaven, nor 
add one member to it. when he geta done, 
compare his wort and b s church with one 
built by an inspired man, and there is no re- 
semblance between them: The things believ- 
ed by ohe are not believed by -the other; the 
things done by one are not done by the oth- 
er. Nor can any uninspired man build up a 
church, that will not call the religion of hea- 
ven a delusion, enthusiasm, in imposition, 
and every other ev.l epitt.et that the worst 
feelings of human nature can invent— and 
th; servants of God base impostors. Let a 
«■ m but declare in the presence of : parcel ot 
men-made saints, that he believes the church 
of Christ to be always tli» same; let bin con- 
tend for the very tilings for which the apos- 
tles in the days of the Savior con tended, and 
it will soon be found to whom they belong, 
to God or to men; hear them denounce it the 
wcrst of impositions, the foulest of all schemes 
*>f speculation: though they confess raar was 
what the ancient apostles contended for, ami 
for which they Jaid down their lives. Then 
it was glorious, but how it is a vile, unsufter- 
abls imposition; but still they say they be- 
lieve the bible — -vhyl believe the bible J sure- 
ly we believe the bible: it is the most glori- 
ooa of ah books, >nd it contains the most 
blessed of ail religion. Ask them, Is your 
religion the same as in the bible? Doubtless 
it is. Does it bring forth the same fruits?

H brews, 1 1 chapter, 6 verse. And if ft. tn 
is the prerogative ol the saints now, the work; 
of laith is equally so; and if the prayer of 
f. ilh ever had power with God, what reason 
can be assigned that il should have no power 
in these last days? Will some of the know- 
ing or.ej be so kind as to give us the desired 
Information, and point out the time when the 
prayet of talth cea»cd to have power with 
Uodl bui) uiao the place in the scriptjres, 
where it is said that there was to be a time 
wheu God would not answer the prayer of 
faith? If neither of these thing* can b*. done, 
Ut lliem be honest, and confess that faith has 
ceased, and should the Son of man now 
come, he would nol find laitli on the earth; 
and that thky also hsve ceased to please 
' iod, and instead of being the servants ot 
God they have become the disciples of men; 
and instead of being saints, they have become 
the dupes of a set of men-made teachers, who 
have turned them away from the truth to. fol- 
low after tables.

We can si e by the foregoing ^nota- 
tions, that the second coming of Christ 
formed a prominent point in the teach- 
ings nf tliid apostle; thai he kept it so 
continually before him, that in nearly 
all his epistles he makes mention of it, 
though be lived two iheusand years be. 
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fore that important period; but notwith- 
RtandiDg his great distance from it, stilt 
in his estimation it was none the less 
important to biinself, nor to the saints 
of his day. ll was in view of this 
coming of Christ that lie admonished 
the saints, comforted those who were 
in affliction, warned the unruly, en- 
couraged the weak, charged Timothy, 
exorted Titus, and sounded his loudest 
alarms in the enrs of a gamsayiivg world 
until he has mode them tremble. See 
Acts 23 chapter, 24 and 25 verses. In 
viewing the foregoing sayings of Paul, 
' we shall find that lie has said in sub- 
etanee the same things which John has 
said in the revelations, so that there 
can be no doubt that they both view- 
ed th-j si b eel in the same point of 

Paul says that Christ is coming a- 
gain, and though he does not directly 
say that he is coming in the clouds, yet 
h" says it indirectly in lite -1 chapter 
of first Tlx 8 .alonians, I i, and 17 vers- 
es, as b fore quoted: "For the Lord 
himself shall descend from heaven with 
a shout, with the voice of the archangel, 
with the trump of God: and the dead 
in Christ shall rise first: then we which 
are alive and remain shall be caught 
up together with them in the clouds, to 
meet the Lord in the air." So the 
Lord, when be comes, must be in the 
clouds, or else the saints who remain- 
ed at his coming, would not be caught 
up in the clouds to meet him. This 
plainly shows that Paul expected he 
would come in the clouds. 

So says John the Revetator, in the 
20 chapter ol the Revelations, as be- 
fore quoted. Daniel also in the 7 
chapter and 12 verse ol his prophecy; 
and so says the Savior himself: in this 
point then they nil agree. 

Paul says. that at his coming t'icy 
that sleep in Christ slvll be raised: so 
says John. 

Paul says that he will take ven- 
geance on them that know not God, and 
obey not the gospel: 2 Thewalonians 1 
chapter and tit verse. John says, that 
ail kindreds of ike earth shall wail be- 
cause of him. 

Isaiah show s in 24 chapter of 
prophecy, that nn innumerable train of 
judgments shall fall on those who have 
transgressed the laws, changed the or- 
dinances, and broken the everlasiin<* 
covenant, until the earth shall be utter- 
ly wasted; tJ id all this wh«n th/» Lord 



comes to reign in mount Zion, and in 
Jerusalem, und before his arcients glo- 
riously. And in the 25 chapter, rts be- 
fore mentioned, in speaking to Israel 
of the coming of their Gad, or Messi- 
ah, that In would come with vengeance: 
"even God with a recompen.-e he 
will come and save you." Sec the 4 
verse 

Daniel says, that he will' break fn 
pieces and destroy all the kingdoms of 
the world, and his kingdom shall standi 
fo*c-ver. Compare the 7 chaptei, 

13 and 14 verses, with the second 
chapter and 44 verse, as before quo- 
ted. 

From the complete harmony then* 
is nmorrg these writers, there can no 
doubt exist in the mind of any candid 
person, that they all understood the 
suject alike and have written for the 
be tie A of the Inst days. 

James, m the ft chapter and 7 and 8 
verses of his epistle, makes mcntiim of 
the coming of the Savior. "lie pa- 
tient therefore, brethren, unto iheerxn- 
ing of the Lord. Behold, the husband- 
man wftiteih for the precious fruits of 
the earth, and hath long patience fpr 
it, until he receives the early and the 
latter reign. Be ye also patient; es- 
tablish your hearts: for the coming of 
the Lorddraweth nigh." 
Peter, \a his second epistle, first chap- 
ter 16 verse says, to the saints of his 
day: "For we nave not followed 
cunningly .devised fables, when wo 
made known unto you the power and 
coming of our Lord Jesus Christ; 
but were eye witnesses to his majes- 
ty." 

Jude also makes mention of his coin- 
ing in his epistle, 14 and 15 verses, 
which is a quotation from the prophe- 
cy of Enoch, which is not extant at 
present; put Jude having preserved, 
this itsm, shows to us thereby that the 
u tu.i.g of the Lord wnh understood at 
a very early date in the history of the 
world, nndtbnt Enoch also the seventh 
from Adam was made acquainted with 
it. "And Epoch also tho seventh from 
Adam prophesied of these, saying. 
Behold, the Lord comelh with ten "thou- 
sand of his saints." Zacbariah in the 

14 chapter of hisprephecy and 5 verse 
as before mentioned says, that all tho 
snints will be hero with him. John 
in the Revelations says, all then 
that arc redemed from among m n 
nm to be with hfm. Paul says that 
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his mighty angels will be with 
him. 

All these doubtless ft? for to the (mm 
time and to the same Ix-ings, namely, 
the saints who are at that timo to reign 
with him im the eartli, to execute judg- 
meni upon all, Mid to convince all that 
are ungodly among them of all their 
ungodly deeds which they have ungod- 
ly committed, aid of all their hard 
sfiecches which ungodly sinners huve 
spoken a^m'nst hi K 

In nd'lttion to xvliat John has s:iid in 
the Revelations, he has declared tin-- 
s:m» • thing in his first epistle, 2 chap- 
ter and "2S verse. "And now, Httle 
<*hrtdren, abide in him, that when he 
shull appear, we may have confidence, 
and not be ashamed before him at his 

In the Acts of the apostles, , first 
cfaipter 10 and 11 verses, wehnvelhe 
testimony of the heivenfy messengers. 
"And while he Inokeil steadfastly to- 
ward heaven as h • went up, behold 
two men stood by them in white nppar- 
cl; which atai said, Ye men of Galilca, 
why stand ye gazing up into -he.T vent 
this same Jesus which is uken up 
from you into heaven, shall come in 
lrkc manner as ye have seen him go in- 
& heaven." In the 9 verse of this 
chapter we are told that while the 
apostles beheld, he was tiken up find 
it bright cloud received him tittof their 
sight; and if he comes i.\ like ntanner 
as he went, (according to the sayings 
of tke aagels,) be* will come in a 
cloud. 

The prophet Malachi gives us a ■cor- 
responding testimony in the 3 chapter 
of his nropoecy, 1, 2, and 3 verses; 
••Behold, I will send rnv messenger, 
and he shall prepare the way before 
me: and the Lord whom ye seek, shall 
suddenly e*m<Tto life temple, even the 
messenger of the covenant, whom ye 
deligh in: Behold, he shall come saith 
the Lord of hosts; but who m<iy abid* 
the clay of his com/ag! and v ho shall 
i-tand when he appcaretht for he is 
Wke a refiiner's fire and like Aider's 
hoop. [Paul says, m tho first chapter 
of his second epistle to the Thcssaloni- 
ans, 7 and A verses, that he shall be 
revealed in fire, taking vengeance on 
them that know not God, aud obey not 
gospel.] And he shall set as it refi- 
ttct, and purifier of silver: and he shall 
purify the sons of Levi and purge 
hem as g«W an'l srh-er, (hat fhf»r may 
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offer unto tho I«ord an otfering in right- 
eousnccs." 

Some have supposed that the proph- 
et in the above quotation referred to 
the first coining of he Savior; but at 
the fir ;t coming he did not come sud* 
iLcnly to his temple, neither did he ap- 
pear in any sense as a refiner's fire» 
nor did he purge the sons of Levi, that 
they offered unto the Lord an offering 
in righteousness: but all has to take 
pluce when he comes, as prophesied of 
by this prophet 

David in the 50 Psalm, doubtless 
has hi:, fixed on the second coming of 
Christ, when he siys in the 3 verse: 
"Our (.'od shall come, and shall not 
keep silence: a fire shall devour before 
h!m, and it shall be very tempestu- 
ous round about him." No such oc- 
currence has taken place yet, but will 
when the Lord comes with all the 
saints, to reign in mount Zion, and in 
Jerusalem, and before his ancients glo- 
riously.

Ojr preacher 
was chosen to refute him; but w ken be 
came to oppose truth with error, he 
found that a mole could as soon upset 
the Rocky Mountains, or a jwp-gun 
blow down t '.e Pyramids of Egypt, as 
his system stund again: t the system of 
truth. He become converted, and is 
now pre.ichiug the everlasting gospel 
to perwhing sinners." 

••Last harvest, brethren ftrolinger 
and Emmet, came through our coun- 
try, and preached a few times with us, 
and baptized and established a church 
with sixteen members; since that time 
three more have joined with us."

From brother P. Pratt's journal we 
learn of the increase of the work in 
some parts of the slate of New York. 
Brother Pratt left this place in March 
for the east, in company with several 
other ciders, whom, as he says, he left 
in Livingston co. and continued his 
journey to Jefferson co. and "."bund 'five 
or six small churches in that vicinity, 
surrounded with opposition, and the 
craft ndvocates, as in all other places, 
busily engaged in framing and publish- 
ing falsehoods, to prejudice the public 
"and dissuade all from ivestigating, or 
even hearing.

Tlx' 
j brethren are strong iu the Lord, and 
are receiving, in a degree, those gilts 
I which were enjoyed by the ancient 
,sui:.ts Many ma'tvei, and ihougli 
. they are unwilling to ascribe it to the 
power of the devil, they are equally as 
iuv.\ illing to acknowledge that it is the 
I work of God, True if is, that iliose 
j professing the religion ol the ancients, 
1 even the faith of Jesus, have lived so 
long without communion with God, 
fbiit w hen they see his power manifest- 
ed they are ready to reject it; <*n,d no 
I marvel, fur they ure w holly unprepa- 
red to receive it. and being thus desti- 
tute of the Holy Spirit, are in no situ- 
ation to judge correctly whether it is 
of God or not. 

We are also informed by a letter 
from brother Bishop, daied atSalisbcr- 
ry, Ct. the 8th inst. that the work is 
beginning to find Iriends and advocates 
in that place. He informs us that he 
has baptized seven, and more are anx- 
iously enquiring. There is an unwil- 
lingness in many to turn out to hear 
for themselves, and of course, it is the 
policy of cra/t advocates to crv "De- 
lusion, heresy," and "blasphemy," in- 
termixed with as many unaccountable 
extravagancies as they can frame con- 
cerning the faith of this society, to pre- 
vent their followers from hearing the 
gospel. It is a matter c>/" astonishment 
that a people as forward in science and 
intelligence as tbc inhabitants of the 
northern and middle states, should be 
held under bondage to that degree that 
tbey' cannot hear any thing without 
firstly obtaining consent of their priests. 
We know that in old time the priests 
contrived to get a law passed that the 
people should not only uttend the "pro- 
per" place of worship, but must observe 
the regular form of walking while go- 
ing to and from. We say walking, be- 
cause it was contrary to law logo any 
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-faster, tin J then they must go in it v erv 
devout maimer or answer for the of- 
feri'.e before a magistrate.

He also 
testified that tln. re was no testimony of 
three witnesses written ifi the book, 
that they had seen an angel. The peo- 
ple then gave a shout and the whole 
house rang. With much ado 1 got 
their attention to hear one remark, 
which was this: 1 am lmppy, said I, tn 
state that the lx>ok of Mormon is before 
the public, nnd if this congregation will 
lake the trouble to exairmw it half an 
hour, they will have the satisfaction of 
proving to a demonstration, that the 
Rev. Mr. More is a willful liar. The 
house again resounded with the shouts 
of the multitude." 

Our readers may understand, that 
then; has been hat one edition of the 
book of Mormon printed, and relative 
to the two rssertions of Mr. More, we 
leave them to judge whether his object 
was a good or a bad one in saying that 
he had rkah the book of Mormon, and 
that such statements were not to be 
fjund in it. From the 47flth to the 
51 Uh pages may be found an account 
of tho ministry of Christ to tho Ne- 
phites. and on the 539th tlie testimony 
of three witnesses. If Mr. More had 
ever read the book, as he said, he must 
have been a dull scholar to pass over 
these two point? and not notice them; 



and if he had never rend it, our friends 
may judge, as we before snid. whether 
he designed in the presence of Cod to 
tell a falsehood, for fear that the truth 
would injure his CfiAKT, or whether ho 
thought that it was no mure harm to 
lie to stop the. spread of hhrksy than to 
p rim religious lies to convert the world. 

When the Lord gave his apostles 
charge to go forth and preuch, ub he 
was about to leave thorn, what wore the 
instructions? and what order of teach- 
ing were they to observe! Was it .in 
frame and publi.h lies that the world 
might be converted and obey tho truth? 
Let us see the commission: 

"Go ye therefore and tench all na- 
tions, baptizing them in the name of 
the Father, and of the Son, and of the- 
Holy Ghost; teaching them to observe 
all thiujL's whatsoever I have command* 
ed you: nnd lo, I am with you always, 
even unto the end of the world." Mat- 
thew 24 chap. 10 and l i0 verses. 

From this communication, then, wo 
leatrn a certain fact, and that is, that 
they were to teach all nations those 
things which had previously been 
taught them by the Savior. Now, if 
the Savior had taught them libs, then 
they were to tench them to the world; 
but if he had taught them truth, thon 
they were bound to teach the same, 
and if thoy did not they were transgres- 
sors. 

We will look at tho world converted 
under the teachings of tho Savior by 
the apostles, and see tho society, nnd 
also see wl etlicr they would be pre- 
pared to stand in the day of indigna- 
tion and vengeance.

We shall mow lock lit that orde.r (Jfj 
society formed by tho convcrs'iOTr of 
men (as ihe sects would have them) 
with religious. lies published in tiicls, 
and falsehoods framed f rid promulga- 
ted by their leaders, to expose (what 
theycall c'clusion, and slop lite -j jo u 
of what they call heresy. It is ad- 
missible, no' doubt, in the mind of me- 
ry professed believer of the bible, that 
the apostles were good men, ami walk- 
ed in such perfection thai from time 
to time they received revelations, ihe 
ministry of angels, and even saw the 
Lord. Those eh" re he- which they 
organized af er the mam . ol the Sav- 
iors teaching, as they were command- 
ed, also attained to the same standing 
before God.

his kingdom? We admit, that from 
each of these, such ns would repent 
and be baptized, were permitted to en- 
ter his kingdom, and were then recog- 
nized os his children; but nil were one, 
professors of the same fnith. members 
of the same body, and followers of the 
Same Lord. They had no distinction 
of sects, this was lost, when they obey- 
ed the commandment, and w< ti admit- 
ted into the church. They all fol low- 
owed one form of teaching, and each 
observed the same ordinances; and if 
a difference of opinion arose, the mat- 
ter was decided by revelation. Thus 
they all walked the same road, were 
members of thesime family, partakers 
of the same joys, and heirs to the same 
incorruptible inheritance — In short, 
they were the chu-eh of God, thev 
were his SAINTS. 

Had the apostles found the churches 
which they built up and orgnnized, sep- 
arating into different parties, some ob- 
serving one ordinance and neglecting 
another, ano:her party observing the 
ordinances which the first neglected, 
and neglecting the one which another 
observed, in what manner would the 
apostles have written t i them on the 
subject? After reproofs and correc- 
tions, (for certainly, they would have 



notions different, their ordinances dil- 
ferent, their performances different 
and their whole systems of faith and 
worship ns diverse from the former, as 
the worship of the ehurch at ancient 
Philadelphia, and the present Hin- 
doos? 

H" none were entitled to the name 
saints, except such ns kept all the 
commandments and observed all the or- 
dinances of heaven* and walked in that 
perfect manner that all their actions 
corresponded, so that in truth they 
could he called one family, it is no 
wonder, that those who hai-e departed 
from the course which the ancients 
were required to pursue in order to 
make ihcir election sure, should now 
substitute other names, anc that their 
names should be ns dissimilar as their 
forms of worship; fur certainly, it 
would be as inconsistent to suppose, 
b / altering their names without reform- 
ing their systems, thut that would givo 
them a greater assurance of eternal 
life, as it would to suppose, that by 
calling themselves by one, thev would 
yet all unite i i ascribing glory to God 
[bf the plan of salvation, founded upon 
that act, when none of them agreed in 
principle. And since they have depart- 
ed from the practices of tho ancient 
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baifts, tvu do not see wjjy they should 
Iks required to call tlutiiselves after 
their nnmcs, thinking to 1m: benefitted 
by it so long as they do nut walk as 
they did. Their systems being of their 
own funning, «c know nut why they 
ore not ut liberty to name then), mid it' 
they choose, cuil them by fiVir own 
names, as none of them pretend that 
God has c;vcr spoken to them, or giv- 
en them a name of any k ind.

it would appear that all reason and re- 
spect has entirely fled from those char- 
acters, and they are like the wild beaut, 
left to prowl upon every creature whom 
they suspect weaker than themselves;

From the following fact communi- 
cated a few day* since, we are ready 
to conclude, that only the members of 
the church of the Latter Dny Saints, 
are in danger of being molested and 
aused if they go into Jackson county;

own, is likewise liable to be insulted. 
A few days since, .Wr. .ArMiir, a re- 
spectable and wealthy plnnter of Clay 
county, -sent one of his black servants 
into Jackson county with a large wag- 



c in have no confidence even in them- 
selves. 

But the mob are safe enough, ux regards 
criminal prosecutions, because they bold ihe 
offices of t!te county in their own hand*, and 
of course, no criminal process can or will a- 
vail my thing, were it to be undertaken. So 
they ran inflict abuse, or even take life of any 
man against whom they have a splren and 
' lal to<j at mid-day, and a jury of the same 
kind of men, bound with them to break the 
law of the land, would, of course, liberate 
such individuals. Thus have they contrived 
to escape justice, evade the force of the law, 
nnd enrich themselves with tha spoils of a 
people whom they have dispossessed of their 
land, and forced to flee for lite.

What proves .that David, in this 
Psalm, had reference to the second 
coming of Christ is, that in the 5 verse 
lie says, "Gather my Saints together 
unto me; those who Imvo mode a cove- 
nant winVnic by sacraSce." Paul 
says, in the second chapter of the 2nd 
epistle to the Thcssaloniaus, and tlic 
first verse: "Now we beseech you, 
brethren, by tlie coming of our I<ord 
AV'sus l^>ris.t, and by our gathering to- 
gether unto him!" In the 24 chapter 
of Matthew, when the Savior is speak- 
ing of his second coming in the clouds 
of heaven with power and great glory, 
nc snvs, verse 31: "And he shall send 
hi* angels wilh th» great *,ound of a 
trumpet, and they shall gather togeth- 
er iiis elect from the four winds, rWm 
one end of heaven to the otlicr." 

The prophet Habakkuk, in the 3rd 
chapter of Iiis prophecy, and 3rd verse, 
doubtless alhided to the second coming 
of Christ.: "God came from Teman, 
and the Hofy (hie from mount Pa ran. 
Sclah. His glory covered lUc heavens 
und the earth was full of his praise. — 
And his brightness wm as the light; 
lie had horns coming out of his hand; 
and tbere was Ac hiding of his power, 
flefora him went the pestilence, and 
burning coals went forth at his feet. — 
Jfe stood, and measured the earth: lie 
beheld, and drove usmidcr the nations; 
and the everlasting mountains were 
scattered, tlie perpetual hills did bow: 
his %ways arc cwsrjosuhg." No such 
wonders as these base transpired yet, 
rior is there any tiling ever mentioned 
1>V tlic ryopfiets to take place that can 
nilnift of e/aph a scene but the second 

.,<'.':;.'. <of Christ. 

Isaiah, in the 6* chapter of his 
propjiecy, and first verse, uses very 
iumiiar language, at least, sufficiently 
so, to show that they both luid the same 
ihing in view: 

"Ok that thou wouldst rend the heav- 
ens, that thou wooldst comedown, that 
the mountains aiiglit Row down at thy 
presence. As wtien tlie melting fire 
burnetii, tlie fire caiiscih the waters to 
boil, to make thy name known to thine 
adversaries, that the nations may trem- 
ble at thy presence! verso 3: When 
thou didst terrible things which we 



looked not for, tliou earnest down, tlie 
mountains flowed down at thy pres- 
ence.'' It is necessary to okserve <hot 
the prophets speak of things to be ac- 
complished long after their day, as tho' 
they had been accomplished at the time 
uVy wrote, because they sasvthem ac- 
c mplisltcd in tlic vision of heaven, 

The same subject of the second com- 
ing t)f Chris* is set forth ity tlie sacred 
writers in another form. 

For instance, Peter, in the 3 chap- 
ter of tlie Acts -sf <hc apostles, from-the 
19 to flic 25 verse, had the same sub- 
ject in view, calling it "the times of 
the restitution of nil things:" he says 
thus: "Repent ye therefore, and be 
converted, that your sins may be blot- 
tod out. wV"i the times of refreshing 
aiwM come fifom the presence of the 
Lord: and he si in 1 1 send Jesus Christ, 
which before was preached unto you: 
whom the heavens must receive, until 
the times of restitution of all things, 
which God hath spoken by the *noutb 
of all his holy prophets since the wojM 
be jan. For Moses truly said unto the 
fathers, A prophet shall the Lord your 
God raise, up unto you, of your breth- 
ren, like unto me; him shall ye hear 
in all things, whatsoever he shall say 
unto you. And it shall come to pass, 
that every soul that will not hear that 
prophet, shall lie destroyed from among 
tlic people * 

The prophet Joel, "m The second 
chapter of his prophecy, calls it the 
great and terrible day of the Lord: see 
from the R8 verse to the close of tlie 
ehepter whicli reads thus. 

"And it shall conic to pass after- 
ward, tl.at I will pour out my Spirit 
upon all flesh; and your sons and your 
dntighters shall prophesy, your old men 
shall dream dreams, yonr young men 
shall sec visions: and also upon the 
servants and upon the handmaids in 
those days will I pour out of my Spirit, 
And i will shew wonders in the heav- 
ens and in the earth, blood and fire, 
and pillars of smoke. The sun shaH be 
turned, into darkness, and the moon in- 
to blood, before the great and terrible 
day of tlie Lord come. And it shall 
come to pass, that whosoever shall call 
on tlie name of the Lord shall be deliv- 
ered: for in mount Zion and in Jerusa- 
em shall be deliverance, as the Lord 
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Imlli said, and in the remnant whowi 
the Lord shall call." This sume pas- 
sage is quoted by Peter fn ll»e Acls of 
the apostles, 5 chapter, from the 14 lo 
the 22 verse, with a little variation, 
such as notahle instead of terrible, uud 
eaved instead of delivered, &c. 

John, in the 6 chapter of Revela- 
tions, calls it I he great day of the 
wrath of the Lamb. The connexion 
begins at the 12 verse, and continues 
to the end of the chapter. It reads as 
follows: " n& 1 beheld » ben ho had 
openod the sixth seal, and lo there was 
a great earthquake; and the sun be- 
came black as sackcloth of hair, and 
the moon became as blood: aud the 
Mars of heaven fell uuto the earth, even 
■as a fig tree castcth her untimely figs, 
when she is shaken of a mighty wiud. 
And the heaven departed as a scroll 
[or part*. das a scroll] when it is rolled 
together; and ( very mountain and isl- 
and were moved out of their places — 
And the kings of tlic earth, and the 
great men, and the rich men. and the 
chief captains, aud the mighty merw 
aud every bond-vnan, and every free- 
man, hid themselves in the dens and in 
flic rocks of the mountains; and baicl In 
the mountains and rocks, full on us, 
and hide us from tho face of him that 
sittcth on the throne, and from the 
wrath of tlic Lamb: for the great day 
of his wrath is come; and who shall be 
able to standi'' 

A close reader of the scriptures will 
see, that tlic writers, in the preceding 
quotations, had in view the second co- 
ming of Christ, and the things utlend- 



fromlho Acts, the ajiosllo says he will 
send Jesus Christ who was before 
preached uuto you. He also says thai 
Moses had previously spoken of this, 
that is, that the tunc was coming when 
pvety soul should be cut off from 
among the people, who would not hear 
that prophet thai was lo be raised up 
(iko unio himself, which prophet was 
Christ: but tlic time that every soul 
who would not hear that prophet should 
be cut off has not conic yet; but it will 
when Christ comes: for this is the uni- 
form testimony ol all the prophets that 
have written of these things. Paul 
Bays when lie comes, he will take ven- 
geance ou them that know not Cod and 
obey not the gosjicl. John says, that 
all kindreds of tlic earth shall wail be- 



ses had testified tlmt every sou! should 
be cut off. &o great is ibe sameness 
among tlicsc writers, there need be no 
mistake that the timers of tlic restitu- 
tion of all things, spoken of by all tl e 
holy prophets since tlie world began, 
is the time of the second coming of tho 
Savior. 

The quotation from Joel is cqualty 
plain; he says that, "I will show won- 
ders in the itcatcus and in the earth, 
blood, nud fiie, and pillars of smoke. 
Tlic sun shall be turned into darkness, 
aud the noon into blood before the 
great and terrible day of the Lord 
comcj" and at that time there is to be 
deliverance iu mount Zion and iu Jeru- 
salem. 'Phis is tlic same iu substance 
us others have said about the second 
ccmiug of Christ. Paul says, as be- 
fore referred lei, lliat he should be re- 
vealed in fin;. Malachi s:»ys, when 
he conies suddenly to his temple, bo 
w ill be as a refiner's fire. 

Joe/ here says, tlmt the sun shall bo 
darkened u.ud the moon luru to blood, 
before the great and terrible day of tbo 
Lord come. Isaiah says, as before 
quoted iu the 24th chapter of his pro- 
phecy and last verse, thai the moon 
sliall be confounded, and the sun asha- 
med, wW a tlve Lord of hosts shall 
reign iu mount Zion, aud iu Jerusalem, 
and before his ancients gloriously. — 
Again, Joel says, that there shall bo 
deliverance in mount Zion, and in Je- 
rusalem; nud Isaiah says, that the I^ord 
will reign in mouut Zion, and in Jeru- 
salem. The sameness is so striking 
that any attentive reader may see thut 



nnt on that advent. In the quotation the terrible day of the Lord, spoken of 



by Joel, nud quoted by Pe'er, is the 
time of Christ's second cuming. 

In the quotation from the Gin chap, 
of Revelations, the similarity is as visi- 
ble: John mentions the sin becoming 
as sae.keloth of hair, the moon turning 
to blood, and the stars of heaven fall- 
ing-, as a fig-tree -a teth Iter untimely 
figs when shaken of a mighty wind. — 
The tsavior says iu the 24th chapter of 
Matthew, when speaking of his second 
coming, 29th verse, "Immediately af- 
ter tho trijula'ion of those days shall 
the sun Lc darkened, and the moon 
turn to blood, and the stars fall from 
heaven," &c. 

It is farther said, in the preceding 
quotation, thst every mountain and 
island was moved out of tlieir place, 
cause of him, and Petersays, that Mo- Isaiah, in the 04th chapter, as before 
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qndted, spca"krng of the Lord rending 
The heavens and coining down, says, 
1 1 in t the mountains flowed down at his 
presence, &c One more coincidence 
is, ilml John says, "And the kings of 
the earth, and the great men, and the 
tich men, and the chief explains, and 
mighty men, ninl every honfl-mnn, and 
every Tree-man, bid tbernselvOS in the 
<V>ns, and iu the rocks of the inoun- 
fOErtks, and said to the tnounlains and 
socks, lall on ns nod hidens from the 
face of hhw tlmt siltclli upon the throne, 
-tad from tie wrath of the Lamb; for' 
fiie great dav of Ills wrath is come,' 
««d wlio shall lie able to slanJ!" — 
This is the same as others have said. 
i'uiU .sjys lie will take *teigeaace on 
them that know not God, and obey not, 
the gospcL 

Daniel says lie will break in pieces 
mad destroy nil the kingdoms of the 
wrrW. 

John says, the kings of die earth 
souglil a covert under the rocks and 
mountains: and in another part of his 
Revelations, *'AJ1 kindredsof the earth 
shall wail because of linn. 7 ' That is, 
when he comes in tbcclondsof licaven 
with j«i a wr and great glory, to reign 
on the earth a thousaud years. 

It must be pfc\i« to every thinking 
man, that all these writers in the fore- 
going passages, referred to the second 
coming of Christ, and tlic great and 
marveJous things tliere spoken of to be 
iieeomplished, arc to take place in con- 
nection with his second adven* and that 
the great and terrible, or notable day 
of the Lord, mentioned by Jod, and 
afterward by Peter, and tlie times of 
the restitution ol all things spoken of 
by Peter, ns well as the great day of 
the wrath of die Lamb, all refer to the 
second coming of the Savior, when he 
comes to reign in mount Zion, and in 
Jerusalem, and licforc his ancients 
gloriously. 

Every candid reader of the bible, 
who is not so completely bewildered by 
the prejudice of education, and in the 
greatest possible darkness, by reason 
of false teaching, must aec (hat the se- 
cond coming of Christ in order to reign 
on the earth, is by far the most impor- 
tant period in human existence — all the 
sacred writers have viewed it to be so 
— heaven, earth, and hell arc to be ef- 
fected with it — saints and sinners arc 
deeply interested in it — all the right- 
eous who ore sleeping in their graves, 



fell asleep in Christ, in view of that 
glorious and awful day of wonders and 
majesty — the discmljodicd spirits of the 
saints in the paradise of God, are 
waiting the arrival of thai period to 
icocive their glorified bodies, anil com- 
mence their never-ceasing age of glo- 
ry by reigning with Christ a thousand 
years or earth! The prophets, the 
apostles, Moses, «5c Jesus, Abel, Enoch, 
and Abraham, all beheld it afar off ani 
rejoiced in it — The saints above, and 
the saints on earth, arc looking and 
longing for it; the time when they shall 
all be galhc red together, both the tilings 
on earth and (ho things in heaven, 
which are in Christ Jesus. Those in 
heaves to reign with him a thousand 
I years, and those oil earth, or in the 
I flesh, to serve him a thousand years 
iu their successive generations. Not 
only men, both in the flesh and in the 
spirit, but beasts, reptiles, and birds, 
arc also to rejoice in it: they will cease 
to hurt ami to destroy. The asp, the 
cocVatrtoe, the lion, the leopard, and 
thr> boar; sltall all become harmless, 
the little child shall play unmolested, 
the weaned child perform its wander- 
ings undisturbed! the calf, the kid, and 
the lamb, sport in playful mirth, and 
nothing to make them a/raid: the 
whole lower creation rejoice, and all 
the heavens be glad! O glorious dnv, 
O happy period! rejoice ye Jteavens, 
and be exceeding glad O earth! Yo 
lofty mountains, prepare yourselves 
to lx>w respectfully, and prostrate your- 
selves at the feel of the King of kings, 
and the Lord of lords; and ye humble 
valleys wait his advent, thut thou may- 
cst he lifted up on high! O earth, roll 
on, ami cease not; bring in haste this 
day of wonder and glory, O thou time 
oxcrl all thy powers, and bring it swift- 
ly to our doors! < > saints, let your 
prayers cease not; call upon God day 
and night, until this day of rest comes, 
and the heavens and earth rejoice to- 
gether! 

From tlic foregoing quotations re 
have learned the following particulars. 

L That Christ is coming again to 
reign on the earth a thousand years, 
and that he will bring all the saints 
with him of every nation, tongue, and 
kindred, and they shall reiga with 
him. 

2. And previous to, and at the time 
of his coming, the saints on earth are 
to be gatlierea together to mount Zion, 
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and to Jerusalem, even fill of them, 
from the four winds, from one end of 
heaven to the other; for there the Lord 
is tQ reign before his ancients glori- 
ously. 

3. That he will at that time take 
vengeance on the wicked, even all of 
ihem of nil kindreds of the earth, for 
they sha/J all wail because of him. 

Under these three general head*. we 
design to comprise all that wc shall 
write on the -subject of tiic Millcniuii) 
in this dissertation. 

The first in order, then is, that 
Christ is coming again to n i^ti on the 
earth a' thousand years, that he will 
bring all the saints with hint of every 
nation, tongtie, and kindred, and they 
shall reign with him. 

There is no fact in the bible that rs 
pet forth more clearly, titan thnt of 
Christ's coming to reigtr on flic e.-utli 
with all the raised saints; it has hern 
declared by all the inspired men since 
the world began; and it has been the 
expectation of all ihc saints in every 
age of the world, that Cfirt'st trouid 
come, and they should yet reign with 
hirnin mount Zion, and in Jerusalem: 
the ancient prophets prophesied of it, 
and the ancient poets sang of it. Not 
as some have said, a spiritual (which 
might more properly he called imagin- 
ary) reign; but literal, and personal, 
as much so as David's reign over Isra- 
el, or the reign of any kiag on earth. 
All the inspired Ten have said that 
Christ shall reign over the cnrih liter- 
acy; for literally the kingdoms of this 
world will become the kingdoms ofour 
God and his Christ, and he shall reign 
on the earth. And he will as literally 
break in pieces and destroy all the 
kingdoms of the world, a9 ever one 
king desiroyed and broke down the 
kingdom of another. Never didCvrus 
the Great (as he is colled,) more liter- 
ally break down and destroy the king- 
dom iif ancient Babylon, than will 
Christ, the Great King, break in pie- 
ces and destroy all the kingdoms of the 
world; and so completely will he do it, 
that there will not, from one end of the 
earth to the other, he an individual 
found whose word, or edict, will be 
obeyed but his own: so that he will 
completely break in pieces and des- 
troy all kingdoms. See Daniel 'i chap, 
and 44 yerse. 

But liefore we enter particularly 
into an examination of Christ's reign. 



let us see tlie situation of the world in 
rebilion to the government of heaven, 
at the time Christ \ as to begin tomnkv 
preparation for his great and last ad- 
vent. 

That the world, previous to this 
time, was to wander far from God, 
arid righteousness was so fur to depart 
from the earth, and the true principles 
of the religion of heaven to be so ne- 
glected, as to leave the world in a state 
of apostacy, is pretty generally net 
knowledged by all who profess much 
confidence in the bible. This is the 
testimony of the Savior himself, nml 
I pies. line, all will agree, that Ills tcs- 
t!mx-ny is sufficient to establish any 
point: I mean all who believe him \n 
be Ihp Savior of the world. He says, 
ns recorded in the 24 chanter of Mat- 
thew, 37, 38, and 39 verses: "But as 
flic days of Noah were, so shall also 
the coming of the Sun of man be. For 
as iu the days that were before the 
Hood, they were eating and drinking, 
muriying, and given in mnrriage, un- 
til the day that Noah entered into tlio 
ark, and knew not until the flood canto, 
ami took them all away: so shall nUo 
the coming of the Son of man be."

Alter all tlie management aud the 
ingenuity of tlie sectarian religionists, 
<r> mnke'thinselves appear w righleoui^ 
it is impossible for litem to hide them- 
selves from tlte view of an lioncst 
reader of ihc bible/ the gnat dispari- 
ty between them an.l the primitive 
church of Christ is so manifest, that a 
man must load himself with an im- 
ntense burden of picjudicc not to set: 
it There are, however, none, or 
very few at least, but do see it, anil 
have to "display all their! talents and 
learning to prove thnt which do crea- 
ture that God ever ina.Ic could prove, 
and that is, that God has a cburch on 
earth which he equally acknowledges 
with the church built up by the aticieut 
apostles, and this modern cbnrch nev- 
er sustain the same character lie fore 
him the ancients did. 

It might be considered one of tho 
most marvellous things in the world, 
for men, with the bible in their liands, 
and who do believe in future rewards 
and punishments, to deceive them- 
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selves and others by using all their tal- 
ents and Ion ruing, to lend the world 
astray. Well might Paul say, that 
wicked men and seducers should Wax 
worse and worse, deceiving and being 
deceived; [2 cpistlo to Timothy, il 
chapter nnd l.t verse;] for scarce had 
the church of the latter. » ay saint* 
Began to make its nnperance, than as 
it was in days of old so it is in the last 
days. We a i-o told, in the 4 chapter 
of the Acts of the apostles, 11 ver*c, 
that, "Against the holy child Jesus, 
both Iferdd, and Pontius Pilate, with 
the Gentiles, and the people of Israel, 
Were gathered together*," and Paul 
says to the Thcssalontans, I epfStlc, 
2 chapter, 14 and 15 verses, "For re, 
brethren, betMtlto followers of the 
Churches of trod whicft in iudea arc 
in Christ Jesus: for ye also have suf- 
fered like things of your own count rv- 
tnen. even ns they have of the Jews: 
who both killed tlic Lord Jesus and 
their own prophets, and ha\c persecu- 
ted us; and they please not God, and 
are conlmrary to all men." 

According to these testimonies, it 
made no dillercncc where the gospel 
had effect, whether in Jerusalem or in 
Macedonia, Asia, or Kurope, or who 
proclaimed it, cither an apostle, ^or a 
prophet, or the Savior. Nor did it 
matter who received it, nor where it 
was received; for let ihe world differ 
in other things as they might, in this 
they all agreed, to persecute the mes- 
sengers of heaven, and lo seok the de- 
struction of the church of Christ- The 
Pharisees, the Suddusccs, the Herodi- 
ftns, 'and fite Nniatftcs, in other things 
disagreed, but in persecuting the saints 
tip f km/ they ngrecd perfectly, together 
with all the heathen of every trilie, aVu' 
tongue: fqrfttt them woiship at tin? 
shrine of what God they woidd; with 
one consent they would [tcrsccutc the 
church of Christ- Here you would 
find all classes of characters agreeing, 
moral and immoral, temperate and in- 
temperate, learned and unlearned, vul- 
var and refineo, old nnd young, priests 
and infidels; for llicy all felt u common 
interest; Neither were they wanting 
in persons to prove any thing they de- 
sired — there was no falsehood too 
great to tell, or tosweorto. 

William Jones, in his history of the 
Waldcnscs, (which were doubtless the 
remains of the apostol ic church, ) shorts 
by records whMi are still extant, flml 



as long as there could be found a ves- 
tige of the church of Christ, though 
their enemies had to seek after thcin 
in the mountains, and often in dens 
nnd caves of the earth, they were un- 
ceasing in their persecutions: they fo/- 
lowcil rtiem from cave to cave, and 
from mountain to mountain, burning, 
outchcring, and in taking every menhs 
m their power to provoke ouo another 
fo acts of violence: inventing and pub- 
lishing the mcst outlandish falsehoods, 
wlifcti neither themselves nor others 
believed; but it served as a pretest for 
them to practice their iniquities under. 
Such as their eating children, living in 
common, which Mr. Jones shows from 
the clearest evidence, had no founda- 
tion, only in ■ heads nnd hearts of the 
foulest characters. Bui such were tho 
sutlerings that vunoccnt people had to 
suffer for rigtecusncss' sake, nnd for 
no other reason, than that their faith 
dillercd torn others* 

The Roman Emperors put hundred* 
of the saints of God to death, because 
tliey believed that God would deliver 
ihein out of the hands of Ihfcir ene- 
mfus. The Romans were therefore 
determined to put their faith to the test, 
ns (h*V diil tire faith of the Savior — 
"let him come down from the cross~ 
aud then we will believe on him." 

In every age of the world, wheh (lie 
Lord, after an nposlacy, began lo re- 
store pure- religion, the existing reli- 
gionists, it mattered not whether they 
Worshiped One imaginary god or fifty, 
they were all alike in their hostility to 
the messengers of hcaverl) and to'lhti 
people of God. There is one thing 
common to tho god, or gods of all a- 
postato religionists, whether they are 
vMMeor mvisibfi;, wood, stone, rrrar- 
bh; eopp-ef, bras?, stiver, gold or irob, 
they arc all dumb — they ncvof speak. 
Or, if the worshiper supposes his god 
to be spirit, still he is as silent as the 
Material god-, and his tongue is as still 
as if he were wood or stone. It has 
been peculiar to the people of God in 
every nre, to worship a God that 
would speak; for though some apostate* 
roligioiiisis say they worship a God 
that is spirit, . nnd one (hal fti tho 
younger part of his life, was in the, 
habit of speaking and communicating 
to and with his saints, but now for 
many years he has been silent, and 
ocvef ('nictitate to speak any more, 
either hccaiNc nf bis aje, or heeaus* 
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be does not know the language »f tltc 
people. This peculiarity in the God 
of the saiuts, has exposed them to the 
severest reproaches from those whose 
god hod got the other side of spending. 
Probably, becnusc ago may nave im- 
paired his senses, or weakened his 
nerves,, or for sottc other reason or 
eausc which he bus not made known, 
W the saints' God woohf be as silent 
as theirs, their religion might l,e borne 
with; but to worship a God that will 
communicate with liis saints, is too 
great an imposition to be endured in 
the estimation, of dumb-god worship- 
ers, 

Siuce the God of heaven has began 
to bring his church out of the wilder- 
ness, and to gather together bis wamts 
as he promised the fathers of Israel he 
would do in the last days, tlicy [llic 
saints] have had' t* feel f/ic truth of 
Paul's dec iti ration, that they who witt 
live godly in Christ Jesus shall sillier 
persecution. 2 Epistle to Timothy, 3 1 



connection with itmusamls of thu.se 
who hate religion, in all its- forms! — 
The cry of "lalsc prophets," and 'false; 
ClirwV ia heard through all the* 
ranks, as though their heads nrxl 
hearts were oil alike. And us *o xx* 
to know them by thoir works, we 
must draw the conclusion, that as their 
works are ulikc, their hearts cannot 
dif&T much. 

In examining carefully and honest- 
ly, all the sentiments of the ditlercnl 
religious parlies of the present day, 
their articles of faith, creeds* confes- 
sions, iogucsv covenants, ice, it 
would be found, that tlicre is scarcely 
one item of the doctrine of CKrrtsf 
preached in its purity; nor is there ait 
item scneived in the same point of 
tight as the ancients- raccwci!> it; neith- 
er is the practice^ which grows out of 
tJicir sensunewts in any resyeat liko. 
the practice of the ancient churches.. 

U'j'ld uU the reformations the nine- 
teenth century produces, or can pro- 



chapter, 12 verso. As it was in for- Iducc, the sectarians will leave the- 
mer days, so it is now, all the dumb- 
god worshipers in the land have found 
one tJing on whidi they can uaitc: — 
every tongue is let loose, every pen is 
employed in fabricating and publishing 
tlie most incredible falsehoods that the 
foulest of the foul can invent, though 
neither the inventor, the reporter, nor 
yet the printer believes a word of them; 
but they serve as a pretext to practice 
iniquity under, as done the ancient 
fersccuters of the Waldenscs. One 
circumstance I think worthy of re- 
mark. IiCt any man read Junes' his- 
tory of the Waldetiscs, and he will 
rind that the very same lies arc put in 
circulation now about the latter bay 
saints, that were formerly circulated 
about that people. But what else 
could we expect, Rincc the God of the 
saints is the same, the devil the same, 
dumb-god worshipers the same, and 
the saints the same? 

In former days, Puaii-iecs, Saddu- 
cecs, Hcrodians, Naznrites, and a/I 
classes and casts of heathen mutually 
agreed to persecute the church of God. 
So in these Inst days, Presbyterians, 
Methodists, Baptists, Episcojialiaus, 
Quakers, Shakers, Tunkers, Jumpers, 
Univcrsalians, Restorationers, and to 
put the wui on, the learned, the 
wise, the Fiors reformer, Mr. Camp- 
bell, with his whole train of Ceimpbe/I- 
jte reformers, have entered the list, in 



world hi no better condition than they 
found it — divided, distracted, confused;, 
with parties, strifes, contentions, tu- 
mults, envyings, persecutions, evil- 
spcuktngs, and the whole list of aborn- 
Miations, related by the apostles, will 
be iu full practice among them. And 
in despite of all tlicir exertions, thougtt 
they were ten times as vigilaut and 
zralous as they arc, and their reforma- 
tions ten to one, and their converts to 
multiply ns the sand by the sea shore, 
still, when the Savior comes the peo- 
ple will be as thuy were in the days 
of Noah, and kuow nothing until the 
Savior is revealed in fire and they ore 
destroyed by the brightness of his 
coming; for this is the testimony of 
Moses ami the prophets, ol Jesus and 
the apostles. Nor has there ever 
been an inspired man on earth, who 
did not bear tho same testimony. 

The ignorance of tho religious 
teachers of the day, never appeared 
more glaring in any thing, than in an 
attempt to create a Millenium by con- 
verting this generation. I ask, when 
was a generation of apostate religion- 
ists ever converted to God? al no lime 
since tlie world began: wc read of 
their being cut off, but of their conver- 
sion we have no account, — the antedi- 
luvians, who were doubtless apostate 
religionists, were cut off: the Jews, 
were cut off; and God, by the mouth 
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of all the holy prophets, has said, dial 
io die tarit days the Gentiles, because 
Ihcjr received U'^t the trutli iu the lovo 
of it, sh mid bo destroyed. Rut not- 
withstanding all thin testimony the 
prie--ts of tho day arc determined to 
rnaJcu ;ill the prophets liars; lor they 
have decreed to convert tile whole gen- 
<• ration, before the Son of man conies, 
and innkc a Millenium out of litem. — 
15nt let them know, lhat all the Millen- 
ium the bible knows any thing about, 
is, the thousand years that Christ shall 
reign personally on the earth, after ko 
has gathered all the saints together 
from one end of heaven to the oiher, 
and cut all the wicked oif that there 
shall uot one be left. 

W'c have been a little amused to see 
the inconsistencies which will appear ( 
iu the writings nod aoyings of those 
who profess to bo eng igod in the same 
cause — Take for instance Mr. Camp- 
iiell with his Harbinger, aud Mr. 
Scott with his Eeaugeiini; liodi pro- 
fessedly of the same faith, and devoted 
to the dame cause. Mr. Campbell has 
published a long series of articles from 
the pen of a Mr. M'Corclc, in which 
Mr. M'Uorcle has endeavored to prove 
that this whole religious generation is 
io a state of ajiostacy, (which is easi- 
ly done by any one acquainted with 
the bible,) am! thus no apostate gener- 
ation has over been eon wrt' i! In (.rod, 
and he warns this generation to bc- 
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when he penned the sentence alluded 
to, and is honest when ho says that ho 
believes the coming of the Son of man 
draws near, In must feel himself** nrioT 
his brethren to be in. a very peculiar 
situation; for just as sure as the Lord 
lives, when the Son of man comes, in- 
stead of the generation who lives al 
that lime on the earth being converted, 
they will be like the people of Noah, 
and [ike them will be cut oft". Now, if 
Mr. Scott and his brethren Lave got, 
by the requirement of heaven to con- 
vert them, thuj will us certainly 6" 
found transgressors as ever the Lord 
comes; for they will never get then 
convened, for a they do, the proph- 
ets, yea, every one of them has lied; 
for they have said, that they should bo 
n wicked generation, nntl be cut off. — 
While it is written that the way of tho 
transgressor is hard, [sec Proverbs, M 
chapter, and 15 verse,] Mr. Scott 
must feci himself and brethren iu try- 
ing circumstances; for tho Lord never 
required at the hand of nny person 
moru than they can do; and if the 
Lord has really required this at their 
hand, they will have to be like Abra- 
ham, against hope they will have to 
believe with hope; for the testimony 
of a/I the prophels is, that it will not 
be done.

be upon them. ( This he cuu do with 
ilic greatest propriety.) 

Mr. Scott, of the Eieaiigelisr, in one 
of lus late Kdiloriul addresses to his 
patrons and brethren, loforms them, 
lhat it was required of tho suiuis al- 
ways to convert the world, and us his 
brethren use the saints, he therefore 
notifies thent that Clod tpcj aires ut ihgir 
hands the conversion of tiie world, — 
Mr. Campbell's paper goes abroad a- 
larmii.'g litis generation from the pen 
of Mr. M'Corclc, that they are in a 
slate of apostney, and therefore must 
be cut off, anil cunnot be converted; 
[and this it the testimony of all the 
prop/uts since tho world began.] So 
one of their reforming papers denoun- 
ces Lhc judgements of God on this gen- 
eration without remedy; the other lias 
got a sovereign remedy — ife and his 
brethren have got to convert them by 
the absolute requirements of heaven. 
If Mr. Sjott was really in earnest 



the vast iinjiortance he nltochcs to it, 
that it will pass otf for a Utile Editori- 
al pit/, with which some Editors try 
to make the most of a thing. 

Than is not a fact more certain 
than ihis, that if the heavens have to 
retain the Savior till Mr. Scott and his 
sainls convert the World, he will have 
a long residence there yet, and the 
generations of five thousand years will 
have untiring to fear from his coming. 
So Mr. M'Corclc may stay his hand, 
and cease to pronounce die judgements 
af God on this generation, and calmly 
employ himself about other matters, 
and leave this business to Mr. Scott, 
who has ceitainly chosen ihe better 
part, (whether it will be taken from 
him or uot,) that of converting the 
whole of [hem. 

1 would recommend, however, to 
these gentlemen* as it is not s » pleas- 
ing for reformers to disagree as it 
wt-uld be lor Iheni to sec eye to eje, 
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tbat limy hold a council as the apostles 
did at Jerusalem about the qucstiun oT 
circumcision, to settle I Ins question; 
audas Mr. Campbell has a great in- 
terest at stake let him be moderator, 
and let tho question be fairly settted, 
whether Mr. M'Corclo is to succeed in 
getting this generation destroyed, or 
whether Mr. Scott will get ihcm con- 
verted*; and lef rfie result of the ton fab 
be published, both in the Harbinger 
and tWungelist, so that the public 
mind, as far as they have been effect- 
ed with the plans of Messrs. M'Corclo 
and Scott, may be at rest. I can sec 
no reason why this matter could not 
be settled thus amicably, Insure, if 
there were to be any very severe "con- 
flicting of the winds," as that is an el- 
ement which Mr. Campbell is rather 
afraid of, he might have llic liberty of 
calling on as much help as the case 
might" require. 

Among all false religionists, and 
worshipers of dumb-gods, there is a 
great likeness, whether they t>e heath- 
en, christian, Jewish or Mahometan, 
as their god or gods are afi alike, as 
far as speaking is concerned. They 
are therefore under the necessity of 
obtaining a knowledge of their duty to 
them, without getting any direct com- 
murncatio* from them, (I mean to 
themselves;) and they come to a 
knowledge of it by conjecture, or by 
means of what they have said to'oth- 
ers, or what they have been supposed 
to say. So one god requires one thing, 
and another requires another. Some 
require their worshipers to wash in the 
Ganges, others require their's to burn 
their children; somo find it necessary 
to demand of their subjects to be crush- 
ed to death under the wheels of their 
car; but Mr. Scott's god is worse than 
all of them, for his god requires of 
him that he, and those associated with 
him, should convert tho world — this 
the God of heaven never required at 
the hand of any man, or set of men; 
he has required of his saints lo pro- 
claim the gospel to every creature in 
all the world, but no where command- 
ed them to convert the world. A man 
can burn his children; he can wash 
in the Ganges; he can lay down and 
let the wheel of the car of his god 
crush him to pieces; and the saints of 
God can proclaim the gospel to every 
creature; but to convert the world to 
any particular religion, neither Mr, 



Seolt, nor any oilier has done it, no*" 
can do it. So that his god is m >i v. 
unreasonable than Juggaruaut; fct 4 ' 
Juggernaut requires nofhiug of hu» 
worshipers but what Ihey can do: but 
Mr - Si:ott's god requires of him what 
neither himself nor no other man or 
set of men have done, or ever can do'.

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THE SAINTS.— AGAIN. 

Our readers will recollect, that wtf 
mode a few remarks in on article pub- 
lished in the last number of the Star, 
under the head The Saints. Our re- 
marks being limited on this item it is 
no more Ibttn jusf that something fur- 
ther should be said upon a word tV.ut 
occurs more than ninety different times' 
in the bible, and in every instance is 
meant to represent the people of God. 
either those immediately dwelling with 
him in glory, or those on earth walking 
according to his commandments. It 
certainly cannot be supposed by a re- 
flecting man, that the Lord talked in 
vniw to his people in ancient days, il' 
he cannot admit that his now commu- 
nicates to tho professed world. Andi? 
is reasonable to suppose, that if tho' 
Lord ever talked to a people on earth, 
that he called them by a rtnmc; and it> 
he did, it is reasonable thaf he should 
coll his people by a name which would' 
distingitieb them from all other people, 
as well as by one which would lie plea- 
sing in hi3 sight that they should wear.- 

flow many different names the ene- 
mies of the people of the Lord heaped* 
upon them in different nges of the 
world, we arc not prepared to say, and 
especially, in the early period of the 
church, as we find nothing recorded on 
this subject. Whether Noah and his 
family were called by reproachful 
names or not tt.c bible does not inform 
us; and the same ma}- be said of Abra- 
ham, Lot, Isaac, and Jacob. Jacob 
was called Israel after he had wrest-' 
led with the angel and prevailed, and 
his posterity ever after have been call- 
ed Israelites. 

When the Lord appeared to Moses 
at the back side of the desert by mount 
Horeb, he called out of the bush and 
said, "1 have seen the affliction of my 
people which are in Kgypt;" meaning 
the children of Israel. Till iu>w the 
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descendants of Jacob are called Israel- 
ites, Jews, Kphinimites, Hcnjamitos, 
fee. but may all be known as Israelites, 
hi the prophets, where ihcy predict 
tlicir return in the last days to the land 
of Palestine. So there can bo no doubt 
as regards the fact, that they will l.e 
known hy that name, in the last days, 
as were their fnthers in their former 
years J hut to sfly that the Lord tWVCT 
had a people oil earth before. Isrittd, 
would DC making an unwarrantable as- 
sertion. 

I f the Lord had a people on earth 
before t lie days of Israeli what were 
ihcy called, or by what name won 
(MBy distinguished from others 1 Mel 
chizedclc was a priest of the most higl 
God, it is said, and was also king of 
Salem. If, in the days of Abraham 
God bnJ a |>cople, (nrufcerfaiiilv, there 
was one righteous man beside him, for 
he was God's priest,) hy what name 
were they called? They could not 
have been called Israelites, for Jacob 
Was yet in the loins of his father, as 
was said af Levi, nor was the name of 
Israel known, or nl least, ns we have 
any account. Ami even to suppose 
that the Lord never had a peopw that 
he called bis before the great deluge, 
woakl be. an inconsistent supposition: 
for we read of the sons of God in, or 
about the days of Noah, end previous 
to the time when he built the ark; and 
who, in thu name of common sense, 
could the sons of Cod be, if they wore 
hot men in the flesh I for it is said, 1 
that they took to themselves wives of 
nil they chose, &c. And where, since 
(he world was made, had God sons 
who took wives, and yet at the same 
time did not dwell on earth? And 
where is it recorded, that God had sons 
o"n earth, who were not called his |>co- 
plc? And if God had n people that he 
called his before the flood, by what 
name did he know them, and bow were 
they distinguished from the wicked? — 
They could not have been called Jews* 
nor Israelites. 

While the apostles were living, both 
they and their brethren began to be 
called Christians; and since that lime 
those professing the same religion, 
generally, have been known by the 
same name, especially by their cno- 
mies, till all who profess to be follow- 
ers of the doctrine of the gospel of 
Christ, now call themselves Christians, 
with few exceptions. And from this 



fact we may conclude, that they glifW 
pose it to be a name given bv inspira- 
tion, s nil that all embracing the testi- 
mony of Christ, and believing him to 
lie the Savior, urebour.d to acknow- 
ledge the same name. Hat this at once 
shows bow little they study the word 
of God, and with what little concern 
they peruse its sacred pnges; for if 
litc^ivould examine as one would with- 
out prejcdico*hy tradition, they would 
sec that (lie name Christian was one 
reproachfully given to the saints of 
Gkw beumsc they believed in Christ 
Jesus, ami that the Jjord never called 
his pcopfo by lh.it name front the cre- 
ation to the present day. If he did, it 
is no where recorded. 

But in this age or darkness, menaro 
driven to the necessity of flattering 
each olhir, to avoid an exposition, be- 
cause they nro so destitute of holiness 
that they suck anything for a covering 
rather than have their weak systems 
compared with the plan of salvation, 
which Cod has instituted. No matter 
say they, by what name you are call- 
ed, if j ou arc a good Christian youani 
safe enongh;*wc do not belicvo that 
God will have any more respect for 
one name or society than he will for 
another, and if you think you are right, 
go on, there is no danger, you will do 
well enough; and if I believe I am 
right, no matter what I am, I shall get 
to heaven loo: therefore, press on, our 
little ditlcrenccs of opinion will not be" 
noticed m lieaven. J'bis, in short, it 
the buigaagu of men in this day. 

It is generally admitted by the sects, 
that there are good Christians among 
alt denominations, and these good 
Christians will be saved in glory let 
their names be as different here as 
Pope Sylvester and John Calvin. For 
instance, sec two priests of the present 
day sects, quarrel about their different 
tenets, and after abusing each other 
with slander and scurrility till both 
have exhausted their stock of bitter 
feelings, sec them haul ofT very re- 
spectfully, by saying, "O, well dear 
brother, to be sure we cannot exactly 
agree here, but let us both be good 
Christians, and our differences of opin- 
ion will effect nothing, because we are 
both honest, and we shall meet in hea- 
vctt. So go on, do nil the good you 
can, and 1 will do all the good I can, 
and wc shall be saved by and by!"—

God never culled bis people Christian*. 

The fust mention of t!ie H.v.iieCiiiis- 
tiau. a-e recorded in lite bible, is to be 
found in llu; xi cbai'lerani! 'Hi verse of 
Acts. Though tbe htsloiiuii ha* ma 
told Us plainly tluit this wa» giveit lo 
Ihe believers in Christ by wny of re- 
proach, Ik; has said tb.it "they were 
called Christians first in Anliocli.'"* It 
is reasonable to suppose fnun the fuel 
that the followers of Christ were hoi 
calk-d Christians till so lorg tftor hi* 
nesurrcetion, that it wtts a numc /riven 
tfem by their enemies; for it is said 
they were first calledChrisl'fimH in A»- 
lineh. Ami we limy suppose thul it 
was their enemies who gave iheiii this 
name, as it is said, "fliuy weio firs! 
called." Had il been handed down lo 
US tlmt they first called themselves 
Christians in Autiech, it would alter 
the sense maternity. 

When Paul, [or Saul,] was led blind 
into Damascus, tbe Lord said to Ana- 
nias, iu u vision, that in (lie house of 
Judas in a certain street bo would Bud 
him; but A initios sought to excuse him- 
solf because be hud heard by many 
how much evil he [Saul] had previous- 
ly done to the Loru's saints in Jerusa- 
lem. [See the ix chapter.] In the 
same chapter it is said, that as Peter 
passed through the country he came 
down also to the saints who were in 
Lyddn. In the 41 verse also of (hi 
chapter, it is written, that whon Peter 
had raised Dorcas from the dead, he 
presented her nJ7ve to the saints, <fcc 
Phis was e> ident\y near the tunc when 
Barnabas round Paul at Tarsus, and 
brought him to Antiocb, as would also 
appear from the mannerof the expres- 
sion, and was about the timo when the 
disciples wcro first called Christians; 
but were known to each other by the 
name, disciples, brethren, and saints. 

fn the xxxi chapter, and 28 verse 
of Ihe same book, the historian informs 
us, that when Paul was speaking for 
himself before Agrippa, that the king 
said, "Almost thou persuadest me to 



suney a powerful plea of I'nul before 
his Judges, it !idcrcd doubly interesting 
from the fact, that his accusers charg- 
ed him with constant attempts to ovcr- 
ihtow (tie government, stir up factions, 
riots, discords, tumults, boo rebellions 
of every dcicription, and finally a ?ul>- 
tcrtur i ( ihe pence mid good order of 
society every where, nnd that he had

Icausc of hi; religion*— be had forsaken 
his former parly, and ceased to |«'rsc- 
cute I be saints, and they were deter- 
mined to rake his life; if they cdiM 
not assassinate him secrctiy,they would 
like every oilier A/OH, use every exer- 
tion lo frame and circulate false rc- 
[kjiIs concerning bis private as well as 
public chnnvler, to enrngo popular 
prejudice and stir up the authuritii • 
against him, to procure his destruction 
in that way. llui Paul sjtake for him- 
self, in the defence of bis own life anil 
character, and maintained his point in 
a beautiful manner, by relating his own 
conversion to the doctrine of the gos- 
pel, nnd thereby satisfactorily convin- 
ced bis judges, thai this was the ground 
of the whole charge preferred against 
him by the Jews. One item further 
will be noticed in his defence, that iu 
the midst of the relation of his vision, 
he says, "Many of the saints did I 
shut up in prison, having received au- 
thority from the chief priests; *ind when 
they [the saints] wcro put to death, I 
gave my voice against them.'' [The 
saints.] "Pecause, 1 thought that / 
ought to do -many things c infra ry to 
the name of Jesus of Nazareth, there- 
fore f shut up the saints [not Chris- 
tians] in prison," &c. 

The next and last mention made of 
the word Christian in the bible, is iu 
Peter's first epistle, iv chapter, and l(i 
verse. In the 14 verse of the same 
chapter, Peter plainly shows that the 
saints were called Christians in his 
day out of reproach, because ho says, 
"If ye be reproached for the name of 
Christ, happy are ye; for the Spirit of 
glory and of God resteth upon you. —

tuuuhsdw, tlmi ilio saints in Peter* dav 
were rrp reached for the name of 
Christ, luat is, because they belonged 
to, or were followers of Christ; Ibr 
had they not been followers of Christ, 
ihey certainly would not have I ecu 
despised or reproached Ibr him, ant/ if 
they had not believed on him, they 
would not have been called Christians, 
and if they had not been called Chris- 
tians they would not hare snllered re- 
proach for the go«|>cl's sake, because, 
if they were reproached for Christ, il 
is evident that ihey were called Chris- 
tians out of reproach, for their religion 
lieing from heaven, certainly heaven 
never would give a religion nnd then 
reproach it by calling those who em- 
braced it by another name, out nf re- 
proach. He further says: "Hut let no 
njMO snlier as a murderer, or a tliiul', 
or an evil-doer, or as a busy-body in 
other men's matters. Ycr, il as a 
Christian, let him not lie ashamed; but 
let him glorify God on this behalf." 

This isr all we have in tho bible to 
form or make the word Christian for a 
name to distinguish the church of 
Christ. The first and last show evi- 
dently, that it was a name given by 
the enemies of truth, and the other is 
niorcly quoted as I he words of Agrippn 
after hearing Paul relate his vision of 
the Savior. Paul was accused, as be- 
fore said, of violating the law oC his 
country, but when he was brought- bo- 
fore Agr/ppn and (he I'onian govern- 
or, by relating his piston he convin- 
ced lh?in that the whole accusation on 
the part of tho Jews, was for his em- 
bracing the gospel ami believing that 
.Icsns of Nazareth was the Into Mes- 
siah. So the fact was demonstrated 
to them that Paul was "reproached" 
for the name of Christ, and Agr/ppa 
was almost persuaded to be "reproach- 
ed'' also for the sake of the reword, af- 
ter listening to Paul's account of his 
own conversion, and of the circum- 
stances leading to, or transpiring pre- 
vious to that event, and of the glory of 
Cod which surrounded him on that oc- 
casion. 

This being tho amount of the testi- 
mony in the scriptures on the word 
Christian, it is to lie observed, that it 
is mentioned only three times in all, 
and in neither case by the Lord in any 
form as addressing his people in that 
name, but to the contrary, it came from 
unbelievers, except in the last instance, 



nid this, as has lava shows, was onlv 
fjooted by the apostle Peter, as a aunu 
liv n hieh the saiiits were culled put of 
rep roar h — rho difference being more 
than thirty to one between the two 
wo ids, an I whenever the term or iiumo 
.saints i ; applied, it is menliortcd m re- 
present tie- [>eople of God, not by th»ir 
enemies, but by themselves. 

When the church of God Was per- 
secuied anciently, by the command of 
(lie Knrnnn Kmporors, its meiutters 
were called "Atheists," because thvy 
« I i<l not willingly odor sacriGoCf and 
pay adoration to the g-«ls of the heath- 
en. Why do not professors rail tliein- 
selves "Atheists"' now, because (ho 
heaihen onee culled the church of (bid 
by that wine, when thev hadpower to 
persecute ihoii>nin/s to death? ft BneM 
be just as proper, because the lasf wnrt 
given to reproachfully accuse them for 
disrespecting the hoiithen worship, and 
the other was only given to distinguish 
them ns a sect or party, whoso practi- 
ces and forms were different from the 
popular classes. One was given by 
ivny of persecution, ami so was tlic 
oilier; for had no persecution bectr 
known, neither of these names wotthJ 
have been heaped "reproachfully" U|>- 
on the followers of Jesus, and of course 
one is equally ns appropriate as the 
other for the people of God to wear as 
a name of distinction from the unpro- 
fessing world. 

Thus prejudice, growing out of (ra- 
diiiuii, is sufficient for any people whe- 
never look beyond tho mere sound or 
common-place name, fora guide. Cus- 
tom, with them, is sufficient to estab- 
lish any form of worship, or system o( 
belief, and the man who is bold enough 
to step over the common bounds, is as- 
sailed by every engine possible to bo 
brought into operation; and every in- 
dividual who has a few shillings of this 
world's lucre at stake, is abundantly 
armed with subtle reasoning, calcula- 
ted to spread the dark gloom of un- 
principled superstition over the minds 
of the stupid multitude, who look to 
him as to God for every lesson con- 
corning salvation! Let the cry of 
"delusion" once bo raised by such 
men, and il rc-echocs from the lips of 
every infatuated tool, who supposes 
numbers n sure proof of the correctness 
of his principle, and a disposition to 
crush the man who lays siege to the 
received prejudice, the will of God. — 
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No matter what may be ilic coutrt'ry, 
nor no diircrence wlint may be Ihe 
(lindry believed, Mnbomerlnns, Hin- 
doos, and blinr| sectarian professors o{ 
the rbligitJri e f CnriSt Jesus, are all 
alike!— [KUitnr ol tlic Star.]

felly i< ranged Ironi that Spirit whic-h 
•houid liava a place in the hearts of all peo- 
ple who profess lo live in au enlighteno.! land, 
that it is time ihey wefe permitted torrfil un- 
disturbed, and remain unmolested, nl reant, 
so far as relates lo any further exposition of 
• heir dark and unprincipled deeds: hut fact* 
disclose themselves almost daily which serve 
to confirm previous statements, that those

page in the nclcnl epintmsainn of the crime, 
is no excuse, since by his influence he ex- 
cited an usee ixh.m-y over the other'* minfl, 
holding (nit n Lope of escape from justice 
llirobgli his mBueuce and standing in socie- 
ty, w hen, had it nut b<en for Ibis hope, en- 
tirely gtouniled upon the idea of escaping by 
this means, hcihajia Hie tljed never would 
have been committed, and those hands which 
must appear stained vith the blrod ol men 
before ihe triLunal of Omnipotence, would 
have been clean and imdeliled in his pres- 
ence I 

Bui in attempting to excuse ihe acts of 
treason and riot which have been ao notori- 
ous in the Missouri affair, the coadjutors of 
the mob have betrayed a weakness common 
lo a\l men on snch occasions; and with the 
most plausible pretext yet framed and palm- 
ed upon the world by them, no matter who 
vi-as its inventor, iior how impartially he

Thro met haa been shown from the first 
in the declaration of the mob, which was 
published in the 15lh number of the Star, as 
well as in many subsequent articles on the 
same subject.

In o/Ji riiii: any 1%/Jcctiun upon llie 
■mlije.-t of religion; in cormiKKiieating 
uur lltiitighls ujk>»i a system which 
;iur;«irN U> lie from heaven: in placing 
iiir minds lo reflect directly upon iho 
ei insistency of n law from God, and in 
riving our views one to another upon 
lite meaning and design of that law, 
there is a werot joy springing up in 
the Uenrtof every lover of truth, which 
i.-i pari the art of man to fesprc**, Ihvt! 
all arc penattttid so lo do without the 
least fear of molestation. It may ho 
said by some, that in consequence of 
this freedom, by fr -quent aad constant 
discussions new societies arise and new 
parties form th.'mselvts, nnd for ih's 
reason a permanent system ought to 
be laid and a prohibilio law framed to 
prevent any from departing from this 
standard; but ibis would at once lie au 
assumption of power beyond any thing 
which God has given, or even nllectcd 
to claim, and would at once deprive 
us of our agency, and of course, could 
never have originated in Ihe hxJs-oms 
of any except tliosc who have sought 
to rule both heaven and earth. Dis- 
cussions may begin and close, and no 
matler how warmely each advocates 
his respective tenet, a war of words 'n 
the most, if each remains intloxiblo to 
the other's arguments. The free cx» 
ercisc of thought, the liberty of oon- 
.■■cience, the liberty of speech, and tho 
right to choose a course nest suiting 
ourselves is, certainly, to be ranked 
among the great blessings of civil lib- 
erty, and a privilege for which tho 
saint of (>od, is certainly bound, by 
every principle of the religion which 
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he profane* to believe, and by every 
consideration of n just reward horettf- 
ler, to rentier unceasing <; alitude lo 
the author of his existence it: unfeign- 
etl humility; for such principle* o.uld 
have emanated from i«> othtr source 
than from Iiim — Tlicyrjrc jiM. con- 
sisleut, and heavenly, mid >hould be 
Hierished in the bosom of every lover 
of happiness or holmes.--. 

Heaven lias a ju.st nciil to give a 
form of worship to men, and to require 
men to follow that form upon the prin- 
clplB that they are. to be judged by that 
form; but one happy conwnennion 
may be observed as it prcrxnfs itself 
iu tltc form of heaven for nwrn to iol- 
low, heflVen aluOC reserves the right 
to judge nod reward nU according to 
its own plan, and lias left men here, to 
obey its teaching--* or rvp-ct lli-ni as 
tbcv arc disposed, without giving to 
oilier men pquaKy as weak, and equal- 
ly as fallible, pawer or authority loeu- 
forco those precepts by the im of law. 
And since a diffeicncc of opinion has 
nriscu upon the subject of the order or 
plan of Jicaven for man's salvation, we 
are again thankful tltnt the mutter is to 
be decided by heaven alone, and that 
none enn cumc forward ivilh a claim 
founded upon revelation, and assert 
that they have power and autltorily 
from God to compel others lo yield to 
their form or opinion, of the system 
upon which the everlasting happiness 
of all men is so immovably fixed. W'c 
say immovably fixed, because, amid 
all the bustle and strife of men upon 
this most important of all subjects, who 
nrc right and who are wrong, tliecx- 
act foundation which has been laid by 
the Lord himself, remains unmoved, 
and his decrees concerning man as un- 
alterable the same as his throne, and 
the least variation in Him, would, in a 
moment overthrow the whole founda- 
tion, and strike into non-existence the 
whole universe. Men may believe or 
disbelieve, and truth remr.ins truth not- 
withstanding; they may form nod re- 
form, moddlc arid rcmoddle, and the 
plan of salvation is still as exact as cv- 
i:t the Lord commanded Moses lo build 
the tabcrnrclc after the form showed 
him in the mount; and if men are saved 
they wjlj be saved precisely according 
to the form or plan which God has de- 
vised, or there is no truth nor revelation 
extant, nor a day of retribution appoin- 
ted to which we arf all hastening.

11 on the same principle. Isecairse hip creed 
did not admit of any rnorc revelation*. 

Surety, then, but the one alternative re- 
train*, and that is, lo wait till the Judge 
himself shall decido, if ever the mailer ia ael- 
tb d: for whenever they undertake lo deckle 
il by the fore? of their own argument*, and 
settle the matter by fair discuaaion, each par- 
ly claim* the victory, and each diaputanl 
rlai.ua the ascendency in argument, and 
vhoae who li ..ten r .re ns mucli in darknra* 
when Ihey ttave fmialied a* before they be* 
gun: they have only listened to a teixelr** 
chatter which had no lalvauon in it from be- 
ginning to end; and if any difference i* effec- 
ted il is with those whose notion* were not 
wholly absorbed, in Uarfilion before, and bare 
only been led to see the weakness of bo lb 
syrtctn* to atari oul upon anolhrr plan, and 
commence prosetyling the world after anoth- 
er form, proclaiming, at the same lime, 
against the greal weaknes* of Iheir former 
brethren, and exposing with wonderful 
strength and powerful reasoning their incon- 
sistences, without, however, pretending that 
God ha* spoken to litem or given them au- 
thority to preach his gospel, other than a 
i , i r- - * i iwpmgum of fAe mind. 1 * This i* suf- 
ficient for the majority of men in thi* day: 
and while the preacher of the new order, or 
the setter forth of "mne god*" can prevent 
hi* new follower* from investigating hi* new 
theory, he passe* on in aplendor, u*ing hi* 
,: iinpress:oa" for a cam. and hi* pretention* 
for authority, and this hi* rra/i for hi* tradt, 
to spend hi* time in taking tiie name of God 
ia vain to make merchandise of Ibe soul* of 
men. Thus the giddy world suffer tliemselves 
lo I* wheedled ont of their common senses, 
lo be led by impressions, and Jed wilb ima- 
ginations, and built upon a system without a 
t-oandalion, or on eiiatenee, except in the 
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basin of a priest who preaches for money! 

Hwhaps this manner of communication 
MUT offend some of our ft icuds of the "«i.nr- 
order, and cause sonic bitter reproaches 
to be drupped from their lip*; but we cntnat 
them to look, si least once, before they judge 
of the correctness of Uio foregoing remarks, 
which if they do, and are honest they will 
admit their trutb. It cannot be expected llial 
those who are bound in the belief that their 
tradition* are revelations, will lorsake their 
follies, and from sucli w e may suffer some 
reproach; but since lltey deny Unit God 
speaks to them, when tbey cull upon him, 
Vi-a are in no fear of their curses if ll' p y 
i,i ' pronounced in His name; for if he will 
not hpar tliem when they ask blessings, we 
know, that as he is a God of mercy, he \vill 
not hear litem when they Pttnowhnt mm | 
in liis name; for certainly, he would not re- 
main tleaf to all Uieir cries and petitions for 
mercy, and at a nion.enl when Iheir wrath 
wa* kindled, send down judgments upon such 
u< lltey disliked, as none of them pretend to 
bold the keys of the kingdom of heaven. — 
We therefore advise such to be cuUipoSw'J- 
and ill their patience possess tluir foilj, it 
I bey are not willing to ibrsake it, as coki- 
plaints will only conl'.rui the truth of these 
hints, and more effectually show the weakness 
oj'their theories, and expose to the vie* of 
the candid, the faltacy of Iheir systems. 

Tlie opinions of men vary on many sub- 
jects, but generally, if an assertion is made 
and particularly upon the subject of salvation, 
and livey do not believe it, it cannot possibly 
lie true. Give us evidence, say tbey, that 
we may believe. As though 'lie things of 
pod were to stand or fall upon the inw Bid 
that they believe or disbelieve theui, and that 
their whims were \o regulate the revelations 
and set the whole kingdom of heaven at defi- 
ance if they disbelieve, or set it in order if by 
chance they should believe them. 

Give us signs, said the Jews, that we may 
know that God has sent you; because (flje 
lias, you can show us any sign we wish to 
sjee, and unless you can show us signs, and 
that Coo when we ask to see them, we shall 
not believe that you arc the true Messiah 
who was to come; and if a people as holy as 
we axe to reject your testimony, you certain- 
ly are an imposture, and if we slinip your 
mission with disapprobation, heaven bear 
record, we will make yon a false Christ 
whether you came from God or not. 

But it is to be remcipbered, that each sect 
claimed this high prerogative, because each 
declared that they were the people of the 
l.ord. Th Pharisees said, VVe Pharisees are 
the peopie of the Lord, and the Madduccea 
said, We 8an.ducee» are the people of the 
Lord, and so said every other sect in tlie 
day, of the ministry of Christ on earth, and 
his apostles. Koch party claimed the supe- 
riority over the other, and each sect were 
sanguine in their opinion that God had hp 
other people upon the earth but themselves, 
and as a matter of necessity, would call up- 
on them to sanction every proceeding if his, 
arid confirm every communication which he 
■night make: and if any communication was 
not approbated by them suoh could not be 
true, and every decree of heaven, before it 
couid tike effect must be ratified by their con- 
sept, or it would remain void! 
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Such was the fully of a people whose fa- 
tilers mice heard the voice of the Lord, and 
were ";uid**il by his immediate instruction; 
such «os the belief of a people who were fa- 
vored with the pri seuce of Ihe Savior of the 
world in his onn p rson — such their wicked- 
ness and hardne s of heart, and such thrii 
blindness concerning the declarations of the 
ancient prophets, that the Lord of glory him- 
self w alked among them and was despised, 
because he did not sanction their acts of re- 
bellion and applaud them for Iheir departure 
from him. They killed the prophet!', stoned 
those whom tiod sent to turn them from 
their iniquities, cast out the apostles and oJ- 
f roi! vioiCMK to the wisdom ef heaven, un, 
li!, as Die Savior said lliey would, they. It - '.! 
Upon that stone and were '•broken!" 

Men in our day declare il at Ihey luve re- 
ceived the word of the Lord, and 'that lliey 
■re his people, and yd declare, that he will 
yive no more n relations while time lasts, ft 
that any person declaring to the contrary is 
a liar mid not worthy to live! They say, 
"\\ c have received;" \, !v n in 'iict, lliey have 
received nothiiujl Tiny Fay, "We enjoy 
.'ion God," rv hen hx never said any Unc^ 
to them! They say, "We have a hope;' 
and found thai hope upon a promise mode 
to (he ancients who putsed through seas of 
afflictions and hoods or adversities, despaired 
of life end sai rificed the deareBt relations of 
human existence, left all things else and for- 
sook the customs of the heathen, that they 
might obtain the promise from the Lord of 
Klurv that their salvation was scal'd, that 
their erection was sure! Will those who are 
no unlike t! ; eni obtain the romc blessings, 
and inherit tlicaame (jlory? Will they have 
an abundant cnlrapce administered unto them 
into the everlasting kingdom of the Lamb, 
when here they rtever heard his voice nor ob- 
tained a promise ffoni his mouth J But amid 
all the strife and bustle on the subject of re- 
ligicn, the day is fast advancing when those 
who have made a false pretension will have 
their hypocrisy revealed before an assembled 
universe, and the generation despising the 
revelations of God and setting at nought the 
glorietofhie kingdom, will be weighed in 
the BALANCE, and on them, according to 
the true declaration of the Lord, the stone 
will fall and "grind them to powder!"

1 " Any 
man who will read this 60 chapter of 
I sainh will see thai he mas speaking 
of tbe last days, even flay* of the 
coming of Ote Sos. c i* man, (he ttraq of 
the gathering, or the dispensation of 
the fullncs *»f titn :st,ln which ill (Mugs 
are to be gathered that are in Christ 
-Testis, whether they arc things on 
earth, or things in heaven: and it was 
rrt this time, that darkness w.-is to cow 
er the earth, and gross darkness the 
jienple. But more of this hereafter. 

Pad, in the 2 epistle to fl»e Thcssa- 
lonians, 2 chapter and 3 verse, told 
that people whom he had besought by 
the coming of the Lord Jesus, and by 
their gathering together unto him.thiit 
they need not expect the day of the 
Lord, or the coming of the Lord, until 
there had been a falling away first. — 
A lid in his first epistle to Timothy, 4 
chapter, 1,2 and 3 verses, he declares, 
"That the Spirit sjicakelh expressly, 
that in the latter times some skull de- 
part from the faith, giving beet/ to se- 
ducing spirits, and doctrines of devils, 
speaking lies in hypocrisy .having their 
conscience seared as wi'.Ji a hot iron,* 
forbidding to marry, to abstain from 
meats, which God had created to be 
received with thanksgiving of Jbe«i 
who believe and know the triitli." 

This same apostle, in his 2 epistle 
to Timothy, has set forth this same a- 
postasy in words so plain ns not to be 
easily misunderstood. 3 chapter, 
commencing with the first verse, to 
•he close of the 5: "This know also 
that in the last days perilous times 
shall come. For men shall be lovers 
of iheir own selves, covetous, boasters, 
proud, blasphemers, disobedient to 
parents, uuthankful, unholy, without 
nutural affection, truce-brakers, false 
accusers, incontinent, fierce, d<;«pisers 
of those that are good, traitors, heady, 
Tiigh-minded, lovers of pleasure more 
than lovers of God; having a form of 
godliness, but denying the power 
thereof: from such turn away."'

We c;m see by tho last verse in this 
^notation, that it is the religions world 
he is speaking of; for ethers have not 
a form of godliness. The apostle 
etintinues his discourse down to tho 4 
chapter, aad then in n most solemn 
manner charges Timothy: (seel and 
2 verse:] "4 charge thee the re fere be- 
fore God, and the Lord Jesus Christ, 
who shall jndg. 1 - the quick and the dead 
at his appearing and his kingdom; 
preach tha word, be instant in season, 
out id' season; reprove, rebuke, ei- 
herl n-ith alt foii:;-Miffori(ig and doc- 
trine.'" After this charge, he gives 
the reason why he was thus strict, in 
vese 3: ."For the time wiH come, 
when they will not endure sound doc- 
trine; but after their own lusts shall 
they heap lo ihemsclves teacheis, hav- 
ing itching cars; and they shall turn 
away their ears from the truth and 
shall be turned unto fables." In con- 
scrpionccj of the great corruptions of 
the Inst days, their exceeding aposta- 
sy, the apo-iilo declares in the 2 chap- 
ter of 2 Thcisatoiu'ans, and 11 verso 
that the Lord will abandon them to 
strong delusions, that they may believe 
a lie; and in the 12 verse for this ob- 
ject, *'That they a\\ might be damned 
who believed not the truth, but had 
pleasure in unrighteousness." 

Who can read these declarations of 
the npostlcs.and not see that the world, 
in the last days, when it begins to 
draw dear to the time of the coming 
of the Son of man, will be in a deplo- 
rable condition, led by n parcel of 
teachers whom God never sent, and 
themselves full of all corruption and 
vileness? Tho apostlo does not say 
iliat their teachers will not be very 
learned men, and thut it will not ba 
an age when science will be groatly 
studicd, as men call it, nor yet an age 
of politeness, and of great worldly re- 
finement; but on the contrary we may 
fairly infer from what ho snys about 
there being found boasters, that they 
will be ail this, and a great-deal mom; 
but he says that they will not be a 
people of God. Jesus says that they 
will be just such a people as lived in 
the days of Noah; and Isaiah sayt, 
thst gross darkness will cover them.

For this ihcy willing- 
ly are ignorant of, lhat by llie word of 
God too heavcins were of oH, unl the 
earth standing out ol. llic water bku in 
the water: whereby tbe world that then 
was, being overflowed with water, per- 
ished: but tho heavens and U« oarlh, 
which are now, by lava same word 
are kept in store, reserve*! unto fire 
against the day of judgment and perdi- 
tion of ungodly men.'' 

This testimony of the apostle is very

have been for years try ing to find out 
something about the second coming of 
Christ, or Millenium, which is the 
same thing, and yet say they dare not 
approach it. Peter says they are will- 
ingly ignoraut of it, the same as to 
Mty, lhat they arc unwilling to believe 
what the scriptures say about it, and 
want to spiritualize them, or interpret 
them, so as to make them mean some- 
thing different from what they say, and 
are, in consequence of tin's, in great 
ignorance, which ignorance is wilful. 
Isaiah, in the 28 chapter of his proph- 
ecy, from the 8th to the '23rd verse, 
gives us a similar account of the last 
days, the time when God should licgin 
t) give revelutions to n people of stam- 
mering lips and of another tongue, for 
the benefit of Israel, he says: 

"Whom shall he teach knowledge? and 
whom shall he make to understand doctrine? 
them that are weaned from the milk, and 
drawn from the breasts. For precept must be

and experienre. And while integrity imd 
virtue were the leading principles actuating 
'he administrators of the law, such govern- 
ments have continued to- increase iu strength 
and beauty, leaving ttr behnl those whose 
personal ambition and tyranical dispositions 
were opposed to the freedom <■!' i nmi: i i n .. 

There is sometlnnj enchanting in the word 
■.mart! Can gold purchase it? no; it is 
the. gift of jhea-verr! and degraded, indeed, 
most be [that man, who is etice brought to 
taste its sweet.", and lie n condescends so fur 
aeneath that exalted station in which nature 
at first placed him, (equal with all,) as to 
submit himself to the disposition of tyrants 
and usurpers I 

When the reflecting man" surveys our hap- 
py form of government, and contemplate* the 
unsullied benefits which are, and can be en- 
joyed within its jurisdiction, he most be im- 
pressed with gratitude for that knid provi- 
dence, which has, up to this prrseijfdvy, been 
so peculiarly lavorable for the existence and 
continuation of the same, rlfty eight yean 
have rolled awuy since the "thirteen confed- 
erate cohmies dissolved their allegiunce to 
the British crown." Amid embarrasnients 
and perplexities calculated in their very na- 
ture to despond the hearts of all txcevt m».r.- 
Mtit, they threw on" a foreign yoke, and gave 
birth to millions of happy mortals who must 
otherwise have reuiamod in obscurity and 
sunk into the dost in silence. 

It would have required a prophetic glance 
for either of those illustrious signers of that 
sacred compact, to have conceived the vast 
superstructure which was to be reared oa 
that foundation so memorable in the iniuJ of 
every lover of this exulted country, am) with- 
out a. Arm reliance on the divine authenticity 
of such a vision, he would even himself, bee* 
willing to protiouiioe it a vain fanaticism, andT 
a wila uncertainty, fit only for the supersti- 
tious and ignorant class, who were entirely 
unacquainted with tlio history of other na- 
tions, and the subsequent eveuts attendant 
on- acts of this importance, in former days.— 
And nothing short of a reliance on that arm 
which has ever been sufficient to deliver 
those who are unjustly oppressed, could have 
induced our fathers to take this step. 

Had they not taken this step, hundntiin 
whose illustrious deeds do and will shine up- ' 
on the pages of history, must have remained 
unseen and unknown, and hundred* whose 
genius aud iutelligenee hare belt' red the 
condition oi men, and served to raise them 
above wrelcheduess and d> gradation, would 
have remained like the unwrougkl marble in 
the bosom of the mountain, unpolished, with- 
out disclosing one beauty, or adding one ray 
of elegance to the work of sculpture, to grace 
ih: march of' acieuce, and to spread a single 
lustre over the memory of men after they 
slflep m the dust Bisasmga like ours J — 
where can they be found? Not in a foreign 
elimel At horn", alone, i* the place of their ( 



residence — they are our own — our sacred 
property; and each individual has an rqus? 
•hare! Had not heaven smiled, to iliii rluy 
guilted coaches would have soiled aver the 
ashes of the peasant; opulent landlords would 
have thronged out capitals, and held aim 
poor in bondage; deputies would have stalk- 
ed at the sowers of cur streets, to eiaat the 
stipulated fee sf a hereditary prince, whoso 
virtues or vtoes we kaew aolhiag of, and n* 
little whether he were * wise man or a fool, 
with ten thousand anued soldiers at hi* keele, 
to eaforce lac royal edicts, and this whole 
beautiful country, so peculiarly formed by 
the band of Omnipotence to si's t« in a vir- 
tuous and happy people, would groan un- 
der the oppressive tax of ambitious sovereigns- 
tn support on army to keep in subjection the- 
humble laborer, or tnaasucr* him if by chaucv 
be should refuse so to do, or rpeak amiss o*~ 
bis foreign Lord! 

But millions have reason to rejoice that it 
is othei wise— Here, each u.au, solar as he 
condrcw himself in prudence and discretion, 
is entitled to the highest privileges aad hon- 
ors of I hi* government — here he is protected 
from oppression, honored as an ecus), and. 
respected as a citizen of the same greet fami- 
ly, vesica Cud has planted with his owrv 
liand and sustains by Ins own power. Here 
he can contemplate the happy days of his ri- 
sing posterity, (if they walk in righteousness,) 
and when called to leave this present state 
of eaistence, he can bless tied that he can re- 
pose in peace with the joyful rtfleclisn, thst 
his lot ha* been cast apun a consecrated lam* 
where factions have not been permitted to> 
boil, nor usurpation with her destructive 
w*n« been permitted to bright the dower of 
freedom, not wither the genial rose that bios- 
aom* upon the true of liberty, contribute* 
strength, and add* a perpetuity to out noble 
institutions' 

II ere while law is administered in equity r 
an asylam is held out to the oppressed, ami 
a proper i iduccment offered by which he 
can break those natural affection* which bind 
htm to the place which gave him being, which, 
fact ia demonstrated yearly by the many 
tbocsands w ho emigrate tc eur shores— here- 
he may enjoy his religion equally with others, 
and his social relations unmolested; and while 
his labor U- Messed he can enjoy the froit of 
that akn, v. ithuut an exacter to rob. him of 
the same to kupporl a vile ministry, either 
civil or ecclesiastical; but what heaven bless- 
es him with is hi* swn — hi* liberty is guar- 
anteed, hi j person is protected, and his right 
of citizenship questioned by none. Such 
priviiegi s and blessings arc no let-* than the 
gift of God, and every individual enjoying 
them, ia bound to- acknowledge his hand in 
the organization ut this govesnment, and the 
protection heretofore given to our fathers, bis 
peculiar merry, that a people might posses* 
this land for a purpose uathought of and un- 
known to thousands, but held in reserve in 
his own mvnd to disclose to future genera 
lions, when his strong arm shall be revealed 
in the deliverance of Jacob, and his mighlv 
power manifested in his defence. 

These may be reflections foreign to the 
minds of most men in this delightful country, 
and perhaps might be spurned from them as 
a wild superstition, were they to be present- 
ed, in consequence of the overwhelming ig-

loled barharily. In perusing the history cf 
the fiist introduction of the r'-puinatiU ip'o 
South America and the Mcxit< s, the neart 
of tile philanthropist must sink al these 
scenes of inliumariitj- lo which lliey had re- 
course to deprive the aborigines of their coui.- 
try ane precious meta!s. It may be said that 
they obtained it by right of conquest- This 
may be a sufficient excuse for some, yet 
when compared -.nth the true principles of 
justice, will be fount! wauling.

Copy of a letter from Dahiel DcBxLnc, Gov- 
crnor of the State of Missouri, to Col. J. 
Thorkton. dated 

City of Jeffirson, June 6, 1834. 
Dear Sib,— I was pleased at ihe receipt 
of your letter, concurred in by Messrs. Rees, 
Atchison and Doniphan, on the subject of the 
Mormon difficulties. I shoutd be gratified 
indeed, if the parties could compromise on 



right docs not exist, that ihc Mormon people, 
who were expelled from their homes in Jack- 
son county, to return and live on llieir lands, 
and if ihey cannol le ] erxusded a* a matter 
of policy , to give up lhat righl, or to qualify 
it, my course, as the chief ex»cutive officer 
of the stale, is a plain one. The constitu- 
tion of the I'nilcd Stales declares, "That 
the ciiixens of each slate be entitled to all 
privileges and immunities of citizens in the 
severalstnles." Then we cannot interdict 
any people who have a political franchise in 
the United Stale* from emigating to this 
stale, nor from choosing what paiit of the 
state they will settle in, provided Ihey dot 
not trespass «u the property or rights of oth- 
ers. Our state constitution declares that 
the people's "right to bear arms, In defence 
of lirmselrts, and of state, cannot be ours- 
turned.'' Then il is their constitutional 
right lo aim themselves. Indeed, our mili- 
tia law make* it the duly of every man, not 
not exempted by Ian, between the ages of 
18 and 4o, to arm himself with a musket, ri- 
fle, or some nrelot-V . with a certain quontity 
of amumlion: Sic. And again, cur constitu- 
tion says, "that all men have a natural and 
indefeasible right to worship Almighty Gcxi 
according lo Hie dictates of their own con- 
sciences. ' I am fully persuaded that th<* 
eccentricity of the religious opinions and 
practices of tlie Mormons, is at the bottom 
of the outrages committed against them. 

They have Ihe right constitutionally guar- 
anteed lo them, and it is indefeasible, lo be- 
lieve and Worship Jo Smith as a man, snan- 
gd, or even as Ihe only frut and Hring God, 
and to call their habitation Zton, the Holy 
Vani, or even heaven itself. Indeed there 
is nothing so absurd or ridiculous, that they 
bare not a right lo sdoplMlieir religion, so 
that in its exercise, they do not intcrfers 
with the rights of others. 

It is not long since an impostor assumed 
the character of Jeg us Christ, and attempted 
to minister as such: but I never heard of 
any combination to deprive him of his rights. 

I consider it the duty of every good citixea 
of Jackxm and the adjoining counties to ex- 
ert themselves to effect a compromise ef 
these difficulties, and were I assured that 1

1'iom this de- 
claration of the Savior, wa learn two things, 
first, that the Jews had the kingdom of 
heaven among tjieni. Second, that they did 
Dotal Hint time bring fortu the fruit* of that 
kingdom. Qod by the mouth of Moj.n Jiad 
proui s.'d to tin Jews Mat if they would o- 
b -v h st >ic? and keep hia covenant that they 
p tould bi unto him a kingJo u of priests, a 
pjculiar treasuru above all people; (see Ex. 
10 cliapl.T, 5 and 6 verses;) but notwith- 
standing this promise, the Jews broke the 
covenant, and did not obey the voice of the 
Lord; but corrupted and defiled the kiugdom 
of heavt n so exceedingly, that in the days of 
t ie Kavio.-, he said it would be taken from 
them and be given to another people, thai 
the iruils thereof might be Lroughl forth. — 
We aro lold by PseJm;sl David, that so com- 
pletely tiJ the Jews corrupt the kingdom of 
God which was among them, that there v,aa 
none of them doing goxi, no not ao much as 
one: they had all gone out of the way and 
l.ejome unprofitable together. Bee the 14 
rs. 2 and 3 verses: also Romans, 3 chapter, 
from the 10 to the itt verse. Thus the Jews 
had corrupted themselves so exceedingly ts 
thai all of thetn had gone out of the way, 
and were considered transgressors before 
God, and at last became ripe for destruction, 
and the wrath of God catne on them to the 
very uttermost; kingdom of God was taken 
from them, and given to another people, and 
for the best of all reasons, because they did 
rot bring forth the fruits thereof, and weie 
unworthy to enjoy it. 

In order therefore to see from whence the 
Jews had fallen, let us inquire a little, what 
are tha fruits of the kingdom of heaven, and 
what was the former condition of the Jews 
bsforo they had rendered themselves unwor- 
thy of the divine favor? 

Paul says that the kingdom of God is not 
meet and drink, bat righteousness, and peace, 
and joy in the Holy Ghost Romans, 14 
chapter, 17 vers*. Aa the kingdom of heav- 
en ia a distinct empire of iu own, the sub- 
jects of it have privilege! which belong to 
none other: this was the earn with tha Jewa 
before their great apostasy: they were dis- 
tinguished from all other people. When the 
Jawi w&ra first organised, Ihey wir> all un- 



der the eame order of thinga: their worship 
the aime: the fame priest or teach»r taught 
th»m a I; the some prophet pri'vbcsiec to 
them all; ihey wurnhipen nt tiie mnnfi tem- 
ple; offered sacrilices a. lk« iHsx; the 

same Law-giver directed them all; Ihey a'.l 
praj ed for tne same liunga, with every rrno'a 
face toward the same let:. pie. At lue turns 
tor their great leasts. Il.ey all met at the 
same plac?, and enjoyed ttieir fealivi lies to- 
gether; aniong them tliere was one prophet, 
one priest, one temple, one al'.ar, cne Law- 
giver, one hope of their calling, cne God and 
Father of them all, who wis through ihem 
ali. and over them all, and in them all, and 
round about them all; whose glory shone in 
their temple; whose grace enlightened their 
miiiHa: whose power guarded their persons, 
and defended their lands, and whose wiadora 
guided them by night and by day. The or- 
d?r of things which God established among 
that people, when attended to, would silence 
every cavil, allay every contention, put an 
end to ail strife, and bringtliem to be of one 
heart and of one mind, seeing eye to eye, 
having but one desire: in a word. It would 
have made them one. Such was the real 
tendency of the kingdom of heaven establish- 
ed airong the Jews, and as long as tbey con- 
tinued in this ordir, the fails of the king- 
dom were manifest!— il brought ff.rth proph- 
ets and pro; hetess-"fs, and a Lost of inspired 
men and women: they received revelation 
upon revelaticp, instruction after instruction 

the angels ol . eaven ministered unlo them, 

and the power ol God was smMbbib their 
behatf. Their prophets could loll what lhe.r 
enemies were doing in their bed chambers- 
all things were revenled unto them that they 
were willing to leseive, and there was no- 
thing withheld from them that they would 
receive, finch were the fruits of ttie king- 
dom, as established among the Jews: and 
may we not ask where is the kingdom of 
heaven and take these fruits nwayl or were 
not these the fruits of the kingdom of heav- 
en ! Surely every person in the least degree 
acquainted with v.he kingdom of heaven as 
revealed in the scriptures, knows that these 
fruits are found no where else but in the 
kingdom of heaven? And who dots not 
know, that if these fruits had continued with 
Ihe Jewa, lhat they would have continued 
until this day as the people of God? for who 
could hare overthrown theml for if God w«s 
tor them, who could be against theml Eve- 
ry thinking man must see, that if the Jews 
had continued to bring forth the fruits of the 
kingdom of heaven, tliat it never would (nay 
could) have been taken from them; for God 
could not fight against himself; his power 
was pledged lo them while they obeyed hia 
voice and kept his covenant; it was only 
therefore their ceasing lo bring forth the 
fruits of the kingdom, that could overthrow 
thorn; for where the power, the wisdom, and 
Ihe presence of God is, there is safety, there 
is salvation, and there is deliverance— ths 
kings of the earth may set themselves, and 
the ralera take counael, the heathen may 
rage and the people may imagine * vain 
thisg, but il la all oaavailiag, for wbera too 
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fruits of the kingdom of heaven are, there no 
power, nor combination of powers can pre- 
vail, for God is there. Had the Jew* there- 
fore continued to bring forth the fruit » of I he 
kingdom of heaven, it never would have 
been Mid to them, "The kingdom of God 
shall be taken from you, and given to a na- 
tion bringing forth the fruits thereof." But 
when they ceased to bring forth the fruits of 
the kingdom, God said it should he taken 
from them. 

The apostle Peter in his 2nd epistle, 2nd 
chapter and 1st verse, traces this apostasy of 
of the Jews to its proper vlttmalam, that is, 
"to deny the Lord that bought them." Let 
us inquire a little what a people must do. in 
order to deny the Lord that bought them? — 
No people could deny the Lord that bought 
them, who continued to receive the messen- 
gers that he sent nnto them; for if they re- 
eeived them, they received him who sent 
them, this was toe Savior's maxim. See 
Mat. 10th chapter 40lh verse. But whenev- 
er they rejected the messengers God sent un- 
to them, they rejected him; when they de- 
nied tin-in, they denied him. Hence came 
the Savior's complaint against the Jews, 
"0 Jerusalem, Jerusalem, thou that sdUeal 
the prophets, and Btonest them that oie sent 
unlothee, how often would I have gathered 
thy children together, even as a hen gather- 
em her chickens under her wines, » ud ye' 
would not. Behold your Houu? is left, unto 
yon desolatei" Bee Mat. 23nl chapter, o7th 
and 38th verses. Let the reader notice par- 
ticularly, that the Savior says, if (hey had 
not kilud the prophets and stontd Iheta thai 
he sent unto them, he would have gathered 
them as a hen gatherelh her chickens under 
her wings; but in consequence of their hav- 
ing rejected them, they could not be gather- 
ed", consequently, "their house was left to 
them desolate." In the :.lih and 35th vers- 
es of this same chapter, the Savior says, 
"Wherefore, behold, 1 send unto you proph- 
ets, wise men, and scribes; and some of 
them ye shall kill and crucify; and tome of 
them shall ye scourge in your synagogues, 
and persecute them from city to city: that 
upon you may come all the righteous blood 
ehed upon the earth, from thj blood of right- 
eous Abe], to the blood of Zachorias, son of 
Baracbias whom ye slew between the temple 
and the altar." Who can read and not Eee, 
that in rejecting the messengers whom God 
sends unto a people, they reject him, and 
bring upon their own heads the wrath of 
heaven? for in so doing they refuse the 
teachings of heaven, audreject his counsel, 
and thereby deny the Lord that bought them, 
and bring' upon their own heads swift des- 
truction. 2 Peter, 2 chapter, and 2 verse. 

This was the situation of the Jews when 
the Savior said unto them; "The kingdom 
of God shall be taken lrom you, and given to 
a nation bringing forth the fruits thereof — 
Instead of their being of one heart, and of 
one mind, receiving and rejoicing in the 
messengers whom God sent unto them for 
their edification and benefit, they killed 
some, and stoned others, and refused— utter- 
ly refused, to have an inspired mas> among 
them! And instead of their being united in 
one society, they were broken up into parties 
and sects, or heresies, which is the same 
thing. Tliey were Pharisees, Saddacees, 
and Herodians, with a multitude of other 



parlies and sects, or heresies. Instead of 
prophels and prophetesses, they had lawyers,, 
doctors, and nibbles: and instead of the pure 
word of God, they hod got the traditions of 
the elders, and of the fulhers, tracts, homi- 
lies, Ac. A e. And in consequence of these 
tilings, the power of God had withdrawn. 
I'uom them, and they were left in darkness 
to gripe their way to destruc'Jon; fulfilling 
th» declarations of the Psshnist, that there 
was none doing good no not oae: for though 
they had much religion, and many, yea, ve- 
ry many societies, still there was not one oT 
tliein organized according to the order of 
things established among their fathers by the 
inspiration of heaven: lliey had many teach- 
ers, but they were all of their own making; 
for a messenger that God sent, they would, 
not have: Uiem they would stone and kill. 

If any rational being will only take the 
pains to compare the sttitc of the Jews, iu 
the diys ol the Savior, with their slate and 
condition as organized by iMobcs through the 
invpiratioi of heaven, he cannot but see the 
force of the Savior's declaration, that the- 
Kingdom of God should be taken from (hem, 
and be given to nation Winging forlh the 
fruits thereof. BchoJJ them with their 
prophets, tbeii prophetesses, their judges, 
(her counsellors, their seen, their revelators, 
with their one re mule, und their one olfor; 
:\\r- Ur.rn.imv r.f their worship, the regular or- 
der of their priests, thcu lips keeping knowl- 
edge, and the people receiving the law at 
their mouth, and to crown the whole glory, 
the ministering of angels, end the power of 
God with ihpm and round about them, with 
miracles and gifts of the Holy Spirit, I say, 
let auy man contemplate these natural fruits- 
of the kingdom of heaven, and behold vihat 
the kingdom of heaven is, when it is not 
corrupted nnd defiled, and then compare it 
with the state of the Jews in the days tflhe 
Savior, with their Pharisees, their Saddu- 
eees, their Herodians, their louvers, their 
doctors, their rahbies, their strifes, their con- 
tenti-ms, their traditions and their heresies; 
the power of God having Ued from them, his 
glory ceased to overshadow thi at, and his 
angels to minister unto them I I say, let sny 
rational being but for a moment view it, and 
ha would exclaim with the Psalmist, "There 
are none of them doing good, no, not one." 

Having taken a brief view if the k ngdotn 
of heaven among the Jews, both in its pure, 
as well as in its corrupt state, let us look at 
it in the hands of the Gentiles, tu whom it 
was given after U wns taken lrom the Jews. 

Vie hsve previously seen that it was to be 
given to a nation bringing furllt the fruiu 

Ihcof, after it was taken from the Jews. 

The query is this, did the Gentiles, after tbey 
had received llie kingdom, bring lorth the 
fruils of tbil kingdom? and if so, what wru 
the fruits which they brought forth 1 Wo 
have seen that the Jews, before they corrupt- 
e I the kingdom, brought forth a fruit that 
was among no other people, even that of in- 
spiration, revelation, miracles, Set. and when 
that kind of fruit was not found among Ihem, 
the kingdom was taken from them, and they 
were condemned to- destruction, sod this, 
reason assigned, -that they did net bring 
forth the fruit of that kingdom. 

Let us follow the apostles, and see the fruit 
that the Gentiles brought forth, when the 
kingdom was transferred from among the 
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Jews to them, and we shall see that thej 
brought forth the same kind of fruit the Jews 
did, before the kingdom was corrupted in 
their hands, even a host of in. pi red men and 
women — prophets and prophetesses,heaIing», 
miracles, and the gifts of the Holy Ghost, 
not only in one church, but in all the church- 
es. The apostle Paul thanked God that the 
chure'i of Corinth came behind in no gift, 
1st Corinthians, 1st chapter, from 4th to 8th 
verse. "I thank my God always on your 
behalf, for the grace of God which w given 
you by Jesus Christ; that in every tiling ye 
-are enriched by him, in all utterance, and in 
all knot/ledge; even as the testimony of 
Christ was continued in you: so that ye 
come behind in no gifi: wailing for the com- 
ing of our Lord Jeaua Christ-" Now, if the 
church at Corinth came behind in ro gift, 
they must hare had a.) the spiritual gifts ev- 
er given to any people, or else tney would 
liavecome behind in some gift The same 
apostle says to the Epheaian*, 1st chapter, 
•and 3rd verse, "Blessed be <the God and 
Father of our Lord Jesus Christ, who halh 
blessed us with ail spirit :il blessing* in hea- 
venly placas in Christ-" Notice here, that 
the apostle says that they were blessed with 
all spiritual blessings, if so, they also came 
behind in no gill. T'eler, inius 2nd epistle, 
Jst chapter, Sad and ifcd rosea, says, 
"Grace and peace be multiplied unto you 
'through the knowledge of God, and of Jesus 
•Christ our Lord, according as hut divine pow- 
er hath given unto u* all things that pertain 
unto life and godliness, through the knowl- 
edge of him who hath called us to glory and 
virtue." Mark, that the apostle says here, 
that ill IhingB were given unto them that 
pertain to life and godliness, and if all 
things that pertain to life and godliness, 
were given unto them, they were behind in 
no gift; for spiritual gifts are among the "all 
things which pertain to life and godliness." 
But in the 12th chapter, of the 1st epistle to 
■Corinthians, these spiritual gifts are enumer- 
ated and described. The chapter is too 
lengthy for insertion here, hut let the reader 
peruse it, and he will there set what the 
apostle meant by (he "all things which per- 
lair to life and godliness;" the "all spiritu- 
al blessings" with which the Ephesians were 
blessed; and the gifts in which the Corinthi- 
ans had come "behind in none." 

If we can credit these testimonies of the 
apostles, the case is a very clear one, that 
the Gentiles, when they received the king- 
dom of heaven, brought forth the fruits there- 
of; and that the Jews, previous to the time 
the kingdom was taken from them, had 
csascd to bring'forth the fruits of the king- 
dom. We have ssen that the Jews, when 
the kingdom was given unto them, at the 
first, brought forth a fruit which in latter 
times they did not bring forth, and that the 
Gentiles, when they received the kingdom, 
brought forth the same fruit that the Jews 
did at the first, before they transgressed the 
laws, changed the ordinances, and brake the 
everlasting covenant: that is, a host of in- 
spired men— apostles, prophets and prophet- 
esess, erangetests, pastors, teachers, heal- 
ings, gills, miracles, Ac Jrc So it was 
with the Jews at the first— there were proph- 
•U, prophetesses, revelators, seers, healmgs, 
gifts, miracles, Ac. Who that will look at 
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this subject with any candor, but must see 
and understand what the trait of the king- 
dom of heaven ist for this 'is trust which is 
peculiar to the kingdom of heaven, and to be 
found no where else but there. Who then 
will *&y, that we hazard much in saying, that 
where these fruits are not found, whether 
a morn; Jews, or Gentiles, thai people are not 
found in favor with God' Let them have 
what else they may, it they lack these, it is 
proof direct, nhat they are in a state of apos- 
tasy; for if God fas the Savior testifies) took 
the kingdom of heaven from the Jews be- 
cause they did not bring forth these fruits, 
and devoted them to destruction, can be 
save, redeem, and acknowledge another peo- 
ple who are aa destitute of these fruits as the 
Jews were when the kingdom was taken 
from litem 7 I answer no; unless hs is bolh 
partial, and a rerpecter of persons. 

We have-seen from the most inconlrovert- 
iV.e evident", what the frails -X th» kingdom 
of heaven were, both among the Jews and 
the Gentiles, and what a people must bring 
forth in order to Uiat forth the fruits of that 
kingdom; and aa well might a people try to 
be saved by another gospel, as to palm any 
thing erse upon God as the fruits of his king- 
dom. In the Itth chapter to the Romans, 
Paul gives the Tenon why the Jews did not 
bring forth these fruits. He says it was be- 
cause of unbelief, see the 19th and 20 ill vers- 
es, "Thoo will say then, [notice reader that 
be was speaking to the Gentiles, to whom 
the kingdom had been given, after it was 
taken from the Jews] the branches were 
broken off, that I might be grafted in: Weii 
because ot uniclitf they were broken off, and 
thou standest by faith. Be not highminded 
hut fear-" Notice that the apostle says, that 
the Jews were cut off because of vuLhtf. — 
The Savior says that the kingdom wis taken 
from them because they did not bring forth 
the fruit* of it. Now put them both togeth- 
er, and the matter stands thus: If the Jews 
had not fallen into unbelief, but had continu- 
ed in faith, they would have continued to 
bring forth the fruit* of the kingdom; and 
if they had continued to bring forth the fruits 
of the kingdom, they would not have been 
cut off; but when they fell into unbelief, and 
lost their faith, they ceased in bring forth 
the fruits of the kingdom, and were in conse- 
quence therefore cut off This must put the 
subject forever at rest, in every candid mind, 
and we jfla'inly see that without faith, the 
Jews could not bring forth the fruits of the 
kingdom of heaven, that if there were proph- 
esying*, healing, and miracles among them, 
it was done by their faith, and that whenev- 
er they lost their faith these thing* ceased 
among them, and they were cut of?, and ths 
kingdom of heaven taken from them.

they exult greatly that they cannot be sepa- 
rated from the love of God which is in Christ 
Jesus out Lord, as though the apostle had 
spoken, or written these thing's to them; or, 
as though fiey had a right to claim them 
and call (ham their own. They never seam 
to consider the great diflerence there is be- 
tween them and the saints al Rome; fur a 
email d.-groe of attention must convince the 
most blind, that there ia nothing in the situ- 
ation ol the sectarians of the nineteenth cen- 
tury to entitle them to the promises made, 
and the assurances given by the apostle to 
the aiints at Kome, in the first century, par- 
ticularly, if sufferings for Christ's Bake hare 
any thing to do with the salvation of men; 
for if it is through sufferings that llie saints

THE PROGRESS OF THE GOSPEL. 

For a length of time, and some of our friends 
may say too long,, other important matter has 
prevented'oarsaying bat bttle relative to the 
spread of the truth, and the prosperity ef the 
elders of the church of Latter Day Saints. 
But circumstances having prevented, in con- 
sequence of the situation of the church, and 
necessity calling forth much to inform those 
whose ears were continually saluted with 
misrepresentations, calculated to create an 
unfavorable opinion upon a subject which 
deeply interested every lover of bis country 
and freedom, it has been our duty to record, 
(and we confess, painful,) scenes which have 
not disgraced the annals of our hisrory since 
this government was organized. And yet, 
at this time, it may be thought to be super- 
fluous in us to speak particularly of the Jack- 
son outrage — of the atrocious deeds commit- 
ted upon unoffending tilisens, and of the 
distress inflicted upon innocent women and 
children: we therefore forbear, in this arti- 
cle. 



From scenes of distress in the far west, we? 
turn our eyes to that portion of the Ameri- 
can society claimed to be the most leaned' 
and hospitable, and the heart sickens at the 
sound of falsehood and calumny, heaped up- 
on the Saints. Ten thousand times ten thoa- 
saad foolish t ports are batched up by design- 
ing individuals, and palmed upon their cred- 
ulous followers, and swallowed by these gree- 
dy dupes, sad cherished in their bosoms a* 
truths! The sound, "False prophets" ech- 
oes and re-rcl.oes from the meatus of babel's* 
priests to the meanest worshiper of baa.', and 
creation is convulsed to its center by blasphe- 
mies from the ignorant multitade who never 
knew the reality of the religion of heaven* 
and yet vainly suppose themselves to be the 
children of the Most High! 

Amid this day 01 strife we are often remind- 
ed ef the words of Peter, in his 1st epitlle, 
4th chapter sod 12th verse-. "Beloved think 
notstrange concerning the fiery trial which 
is to try you, as though some strange thing, 
bad happened unto you;" fu if, in the days 
of this apostle,. the saints were compelled to 
suffer, ( which wiU not be doubted,) it is to be 
expected ia the lsst days, though most peo- 
ple boast of this wise, virtuous, and rigbteouns 
age. In the days of this apostle, the truth 
fouad advocates, snd the gospel of Christ, 
converts, after all the opposition of the pow- 
ers of darkness. Any was making h'uiself 
acquainted with the history of those days,. 
willSad that no scurrilous report, no foolish 
lie, nor idle tale, could be permitted to sleep; 
but wMi the utmost diligence were circulated 
with an intention to hedge up the way of 
lalvatiun, and overthrow Ike work of the 
Lord! and yet it spread— still it prevailed:, 
and had those professing it, remained faith' 
fu), that church would have risen in majesty 
and covered the earth, while darkness would- 
have disappeared forever. 

Another era has -oiled on, tad God ban 
bes-an to display his marvelous works in the 
eyes of maay, that testimony may be giveu 
to this perverse generation, that desolation 
await* Inem; and that with his own voice be 
is about to call Israel from the four winds. — 
While the way is opening and the great sup- 
per preparing, it is to be expected that salan 
will martial his forces and call his whole pow - 
er into aetion. Every heart in which he has 
place is ready to he barred against the truth, 
and every un circumcised car is closed against 
the precious sound, which otherwise would 
be received as tidings from above, and would 
cause aatioas to clap their hands, aad t be 
universe to join in one glad song of praise. — 
At first thought, the upright ia heart might 
be ready to conclude, that a nation of Gen- 
tiles would be bora Is God in a day, and that 
a people professing sach high attainments in- 
the favor of heaven, would be ready to em- 
brace the truth with a xeal becoming their 
pretensions. But to view the contrast caus- 
es the heart to sorrow! Is it possible, tha 
question might be asked, that this genera- 
tion artf sunk so low? Alas! they are fallen I 
are fallen 11 

Let the impartial once look; let the honest 
once search, and his mind will admit— in- 
deed, he cannot bat acknowledge, that this 
is a people in whom is no godliness, and a 

? generation who have corrupted their way be- 
bre the Lord. They condemn tie Jews foi 
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Siersecuting 1 lie Savior, arid say, "Had ivc 
Jived in the days of Ilia apcstles, these cho- 
sen men would have been protected by as," 
but wherever the same gospel is taw preach- 
ed, the same apposition is manifested, and 
tin same unhallowed causes ressrted to lor 
ihe purpose of destroying those who embrace 
it. Surely, then, they are witnesses unto 
themselves that they are worse than the 
Jews: for the Jews never pretended t» iollow 
the Messiah nor obey his teachings; butfrtrai 
his first appearance among llieni they sought 
iii s destruction, and never rested till it was 
effected, as they supposed. Here is a people 
professing that quiet religion, the influence 
of whtcheeftens the vain ambitious thoughts 
of the heart, and begets a love for all, ami 
■teaches s« to regard the wrll being of men 
that even good should be rewarded tor evil — 
One ajueatien, and sne only will we now ask 
on this point, are these precious maxims ob- 
served f 

From theeast the sound is heard that num. 
hers are turning to Ir.e Lord — and this is t.o 
marvel, lor there intelligence has stepped in 
advance of the superstition of other places. 
With anticipations which are pl-ssing, we 
lock forward to the time, (and ate hope it is 
not long) when thousmds shall come from 
the cast, rejoicing in the assurances of the 
ev?rla*ting gospel. 

From the south we frequently loam of lha 
progress of truth, though bigotry and fanati- 
cism present * formidable front. We verily 
b?lieve that the Lord will yet bring a people 
from that section, sanctified and meet for his 
swe; anJ earnestly hope, that he willraise up 
and send faithful /adorers to call his elect from 
fchos .' regions. 

From the north we bear gUl news, and 
wir ears are frequently saluted t» tth the sound 
ol'RiiFonjiiTiox, and the triumph of the gos- 
pel, notwithstanding the aiWtra iry baa sent 
his emissaries with loads of punted lies, to 
deslrov the good s-;cd: and our prayer to the 
Father" of mercies is, tail, like the aurora bo- 
realis, it may rise in splendor B»tB its spread- 
in? glory shall illuminate the honion! 

We often request our brethren, (the elders) 
to communicate the account of their labors: 
and we cannot close this pieco without urg- 
in» litis request once more. We want (u-r 
Ihe satisfaction and ben fit of the whole 
shurch,) them to give, in short, the public 
feeling as rnaaifest toward the gospel, with 
a "■eneral. but brief sketch of the country, 
Jcc. which to many, and especially our dis- 
«a it subscribers, will be a source of informa- 
tion worth their attention, and credit. Wc 
simply ask for facts. Other publications are 
made up, principally «>f communications from 
their distant or travelling brethren, and no 
•doubt, serve le render them interesting to 
their readers. We have said, we wished lor 
facts, and we repeat again, that this is all we 
aak. It cannot be doubted, (by the careiul 
searcher of the scriptures,) but «"U the time 
is last approaching whea the Lord will arise 
in his might and come forth out of his r-LicE 
and vex &* nation*, and as the time draws 
near, doty call, for the warning voice to be 
rained by all who are assured of this fact; and 
from whom could wt expect more than from 
the eldsrs »f this churchl 

It is yet our privilege to receive frequent 
inlelhg*ncc eoicerning tSe spread of the 
work, and often from persons whose names 



we have not before heard. When this ia the 
case it seemingly calls forth renewed grati- 
tude from our hearts, and reminds us of the 
hand which is set for the redemption of Isra- 
el, the second time, and of the glorious day 
approaching when this gospel of the king- 
dom shall be preached in all the world for a 
testimony unto all people, that the Bon of 
man is coming on the earth. 

The fonowmg b an extract of a letter da- 
ted, "Wendell, Mass. July 17, 1834." Our 
strange brother has made a reasonable re- 
quest, in our opinion, anil we would hope for 
his, and the brethren's sake, in that place, 
when any of the elders are passing near, they 
would call. It is certainly our duly tolift up 
•the hands that hang down, nnd strengthen 
Ihe feeble; but w*ien rooking over the vast 
extent of territory, and ihe great field of la- 
bor lo be occupied by the elders ol this church, 
and ihe frequent doors, (and effectual ones, 
loo,) which are opening, we can only say to 
them, as brethren in Ihe Lord, go according 
to the counsel and direction of the llury 
Spirit, and you will please our Master, and 
step iito those places where you will effect 
the greatest good. The urgent requests are, 
Do come anil visit tis, or <lo send some faith- 
ful, humble brother, to communicate to us 
the word of truth, the gospel of salvston; 
and, If you were here, great good wou"d, un- 
doubtedly result from the same: or, cannot, 
or will net some of our brethren come scon! 
The fact is, wc are all men, and cannot be in 
but one place at a time; and then, wears 
not like Vhilip (as yet) in faith— we cannot 
mount up as on eagles' wings, and flit across 
.t d, serf, a metmlxiD, i ;cun!ry, or prairie, — 
we are uompclRd to walk as other men. 

In truth, il can be said, that the harvest is 
plentiouf, but the laborers are few. Tha un- 
learned fishermen from the sea of Galilee 
were called to preach the gospel to all the 
world, and soon after their endowment at 
Jerusalem, nunibeis flocked to the standard 
of truth, and many were commissioned to 
bear the glad tidings lo men: So wc trust in 
these last days that thousands of faithful and 
aide ministers oftAc New Testament will be 
raised up, and to the nations lift a standard, 
and proclaim lo the ends of the world, the 
Lord cometh! — [Editor of ihe Star.] 

Dear Brother in the Lord.^-Allhougb a 
stranger, yet professingss I do, lo tea mem- 
ber of Ihe church iflheLalter Day Saints, I 
lake the liberty of addressing a few lines, to 
let you know of the prosperity of a branch ol 
the church in this place, of its wants and ne - 
cessities.

Greene: but in consequence of ooming under 
this new covenant, be was thrown out of 
business and employment, and consequently 
was under the necessity of leaving town to 
seek employment. Thus, we are without a 
preacher, and many ray that it this was the 
work of the Lord, lie would not suffer this 
delay; but this does not weaken uiy faith — 
I fir.nly b"lieve the work to bj of lite Lard, 
though I a n yet a child. The harvest truly 
is great, but i he laborers are few. J p/ay, 
the efore, the Lord of the vineyard that M 
would sand forth laborers that these proud 
■coffers may be cut down, and made to know 
the truth of what I,orJ is doing in these 
last days, and Ihut those who are knocking 
any receive adutitlance. Perhaps the reason 
why the brithren do not conie here is, that 
they do not kuow that there is need »f them, 
or that there is a branch of the church in this 
place. I wouM request that you notify, thro' 
the medium of the Slar, our brethren who 
otj travelling through the country, that we 
have nsed for their assistance: for we are like 
sheep among wolves who are howling on ev- 
ery side; and the same sp'rit is manifest 
beri that was shown toward our brethren in 
the west; and they have even ventured so far 
as to trample on the laws of the laud. Hut 
this is nothing more than we may expect — 
our sufferings are nothing compared with the 
•uff-rriiigs of th; saints of old, or our breth- 
ren in Zlon. And if we are scoffed at, and 
the ling "r of scorn pointed 01 us, it is nothing: 
for if W3 bf reproached for the name of 
Christ, happy are we. And we would, like 
Paul, "rather glory in tribulation: for tribu- 
lation work/!th patience, and patience expe- 
rience, and experience hope." 

O that the Lord would rend tlx heavens 
and corn* diwn, and remove the darkness 
that cover* the earth, and the gross darkness 
of the people. 1 can truly say, / rejoice that 
the day ofthe Lord is near at hand:' and I 
have a a cret longing for the dav ivljen we 
can unite o?ir voters nilh all the heavenly 
hosts in singing praises \s> Ouu and the Lamb 
forever-, fcfta.fi!

AN APPEAL. 
Whereas the church of Christ, reeently 
styled the church of the Latter Day Saints, 
c.mtumaliously called M rmons, or Morinon- 
itee, lias suffered many privations, afflictions, 
pirsicu'ior.s and leases on account of the rt- 
iigious b'-liet and laith of its toembi-rs, which 
belief and faith are iounded in the revealed 
worJ of God, as recorded in ihe holy bible, 
or the book of Mormon— the revelations and 
commandments of our Savior, Jesus Christ: 
and whereas 'he said church, by revelation, 
commenced removing to the western bounda- 
ries of the stale of Missouri, where lands 
were purchased of ihe Government, and 
where it was calculated to purchase of those 
who were unwilling to reside with the church 
as a society, all lands that could be bought, 
for the purpose of building up a holy city un- 
to God, a New Jerusalem, a place which we 
were desirous to call »on, as we bjlieve a 
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place of refuge from the scourges snl plagues 
which are ■ > often luentioncd in the bible by 
the prophet* and apostles, that should be 
poured otff opou the earth in (he 1ml days 
and whereas tiie inhabitant* of Jackson coun- 
ty, Missouri, have leagued and combined 
against s«idfy;hurch, and have driven the 
aainls from the ir lands, and look their arms 
from them, and burned duwn many of their 
houses, without any provocation, and where- 
as we hare petitioned the Governor of this 
Slate, and the President of the United States, 
for redress of wrongs, (the law being put to 
defiance in Jackson county,) and for redemp- 
tion of rights, that we might be legally re- 
possessed of our lands and property; and 
whereas the said inhabitants of Jackson coun- 
ty, have not only bound themselves to keep 
us out of that coudty, but have armed them- 
selves, cap a pie, and even with cannon for 
war; and whereas our people, residing ir the 
Upper Missouri, have recently armed them- 
selves for military duty and self defence, 
•wing their arms taken from them by the in- 
habitants of Jackson county, were purposely 
kept from 'them; and whereas a number of 
the members of the church in the east, hav* 
emigrated to this region of country to settle 
and join their brethren, with arms to answer 
the military law, which has created some ex- 
citement among the inhabitants of the upper 
counties of this Stale: whereupon, to show 
that our object was only the peaceable pos- 
session of oar rights and property, and to 
purchase more land in the regions round 
about, we met a committee from Jackson 
county for compromise; and out emigrating 
brcthieo met some gentlemen from Clay and 
other counties to satisfy them lh»l their mo- 
tives were good, ami their object peace, 
which they cud; and whereas the propositions 
of the Jackson committee could not bo accep- 
ted on our part, because they proposed to 
"buy or sell," and to sell out land would 
amount to a denial of our faith, as that land 
is the place where the Zion or God shall 
■land, according to our faith and belief in 
the revelations of God, and upon which Is- 
.foe] shall be gathered according to the j ropL- 
*t»: — and secondly, the propositions were 
Vnfair, notwithstanding they offered double 
price for our lands, in thirty days, or sell 
theirs at the same rate, fur this plain reason, 
that the whole large county of Jacks tnjwould 
be as thirty to one, or nearly so, in compari- 
son with die matter in question, and, in sup- 
position, for one thousand dollars, two thou- 
sand dollars to our people, was asking for 
three hundred thousand dollars, the exorbi- 
tant sum of six hundred thousand doiltn, ta- 
king the land rich and poor, in thirty dayst 
with the reproachahle, vicious, unamerican, 
and unconstitutional proviso, that the coa:- 
mitteeonour part, bind themselves, "that 
no 'Mormon should ever settle in Jackson 
county;" ahd whereas our committe proposed 
to the said Jackson committe, (if they would 
not grant us our rights otherwise,) that our 
people would buy the land of those that were 
unwilling to live among our people, in that 
county, and pay them in one year, they al- 
lowing the damage we have sustained in the 
loss of a printing office, apparatus and book 
work, bouses, property, etc. to come out of 
- the purchase monuy, but uo answer returned: 
and whereas, to show our honest intentions, 
and awaken the friends of virtue, humanity, 



and equal rights, it becomes our thrty to lay 
our case before the world, to be weighed in 
the balances of public opinion:— 

Now therefore, as ciliaens of the United 
States, and leading ciders in the cl.urcb of 
the Latter Day Saints, residing in the Slate 
ot Missouri, in behalf of the church, we, the 
undersigned, do mako this solemn APPEAL 
to the people and constituted authorities of 
this nation, and to the ends of the earth, for 
PEACE: that we may have the privilege of 
enjoying our [religious rights and immunities 
and worship God occordiug to the dictates of 
our own consciences, as guaranteed to every 
citizen by the constitutions of the national 
and State governments. That, although the 
Jaws have been broken, and are defied in 
Jackson county, we may be enabled to regain 
and enjoy our rights and property, agreeable 
to law in this boasted land of liberty. 

Since the disgraceful combination of the 
inhabitants of Jackson euunly, has set the 
law at defiance, and put all hopes of criminal 
prossecution, against them, in that vicinage, 
beyond the reach of Judge and Jury, and left 
us but a distant expectation of civil remuner- 
ation for the gseat amount of damage we hava 
sustained, necessity compels trs to complain 
to the world. And if our case and calamity 
are not sufficient to excite the commissera' 
tion of the humane, and open the hearts of 
the generous, and tire the spirits of the pat- 
riotic, then has sympathy lost herself in the 
wilderness, and justice Bed from power; then* 
has the dignity of the ermine shrunk at the 
gigantic front of a mob, and the sacred man- 
tle of' freedom been caught up to heavers 
where lUc weary arc at rot, and the wicked 
cantioL cOioe. 

To be obedient to the commandmen Is u t 
our Lord and Savior, some of the beads of the 
church commenced purchasing lands in the 
western boundaries of the slate of Missouri, 
according to the revelation of God, for the 
city of Ziou. In doing which no law was 
evaded, no rights infringed, uor no principle 
of religion neglected, but the laudable foun- 
dation of (a glorious work begun, for the sal- 
vation of mankind, in the last days, agreea- 
ble to our faith, and according to the proinis' 
es in the sacred scriptures of God, 

We verily believe, knowing that the Na- 
tional and State constitutions, and the stat- 
ute laws of the land, and the commandments 
of the Lord, allowed all men to worship as 
they pleased — that we should be protected, 
not only by all the law of a free republic, 6ut 
by every republican throughout the realms of 
freedom. 

The holy prophets had declared, "lhat it 
should come to pass in the last days, that the 
mountain of the Lord's house should be es- 
tablished in the lop of the mountains, and 
should be exhalted above the hills, and all 
nations should flow unto it And many peo- 
ple should go and say, Come ye, and let us 
go up to the mounlain of the Lord, to the 
house of the God of Jacob: and he will teach 
us of his] wars, and we will walk in his paths: 
for out of Zion shall go forth the law, sad 
the word of the Lord from Jerusalem." .Ac - 
again it was said by Joel, seemingly to 
strengthen the faith of the Latter Day Saints 
in the above, "that whosoever should call on 
the name of the Lord should be delivered, for 
in mount Zion and in Jerusalem, shall be de- 
liverance, as the Lord hath said, and in the 
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remnant whom the Lord ti ll] call." The 
book of Mormon, which we hold equally sa- 
cred with the bible, says, "that a New Jeru- 
silem should be built up on thia land, unto 
the ramnant of the seed of Joseph, tor the 
wliich things k there has been a type." I" 
lid all the prophets |from Moses to John the 
revelator, have spoken concerning these 
things, and in all good fiiith, by direct reve- 
lation from the Lord, as in days of old, we 
commenced the glorious work, that a holy 
city") a New Jerusalem, even JZion, might be 
built up, and a temple reared in this genera- 
tion, whereunto, as saith the Lord, all DO 
tious should be invited- Firstly the rich and 



obtained but by purchase, or by 
blood, otherwise there is none inheri- 
tance for you.

lands, houses and homes, lo perish in the ap- 
proaching winter; while every blast carried 
the wailing of women and the shrieks of 
children, across the wide spread prairies, suf- 
ficiently horrible to draw tears ^froin the sav- 
age, or melt a heart of stone! 

Now, that the world may know tint cur 
faith in the work and word of tbe Lord is 
firm and unshaken, and to show all nations, 
kindreds, tongues and people, that our objoct 
is good, for the good of all, we come betore 
the great family of mankind, for peace, and 
ask their hospitality and assistance for our 
comfort, and the preservation of our persons 
and property, and solicit their charity for the 
great cause of God. We are well aware that 
many slanderous reports, and ridiculous sto- 
ries, are in circulation against our religion 
and society, but as wise men will hear both

And, 
as thousands have done before us, wo 
solicit the aid of the childten of men. 
and of government, to help us obtain 
our rights in Jackson county, and the 
land whereon the Zion of God, accor- 
ding to our faith, shall stand in the last 
days, for tho salvation and gathering 
of Israel.

But if 
any man will take the pains to read 
the 153rd page of the book of com- 
maadnvants, he will Ifind it there said, 
"Wherefore the land of Zioa shall not 



importune for redress and redemption 
by the hands ' of those who aro placed 
n<\ rotate, and are in authority over us r 
according to the laws and constitution, 
of the people, which he has suffered 
to be established and should be main- 
tained for the rights and protection or 
all flesh, occorJing lo just and holy 
principles; that every man may act in 
doctrin; and in principle, pertaining 
to futurity, according te the moral 
agency which he bns given unto them; 
that every man may be accountable 
for .his own sins in the day of judg- 
ment And for this purpose he has 
established the constitution of this land* 
by tho hands of wiso men whom he 
raised up unto this very purpose, and 
redeemed the land by [the shedding of 
blood. 

So:, we seek peace, and ask our 
rights, even redress and 'redemption, 
at the hands of the rulers of this na- 
tion: not only our lands and property 
in Jackson county, but for free trade

lence and usurpation of the inhabit- 
ants of Jackson county. As a people 
we hold ourielves amenable to the laws 
of the la id, and while the government 
remains as it 'is. the right to emigrate 
from State to State: from territory to 
territory; from county to county, and 
from vicinity to vicinity, is open to all 
men of whatever trade or creed, with- 
out hindrance or molestation; and as 
long as wo are justifiable and honest 
in the eyes of the law, wc claim it, 
whether we remove by single families, 
or in bodies of hundreds, with that ol 
carrying the necessary arms and ne 
conferments for military duty. And 
«a behove that all honest men, who 
love their country and their country'* 
glory, and have a wish to see the law 
magnified and made honorable, will not 
only help perpetuate tlx; great legacy 
of freedom, that came unimpaired from 
the hands of our venerable fathers, tu 
us, but they will also pr.tcct ua from 
insuU and injury, and aid the work of 
God, that they may reap n reward in 
the regions of bliss, when all men re- 
ceive according to their works. 

In relation to our distress, from the 
want of our lands in Jackson county, 
and for the want of the property des- 
troyed by fire and waste, ruthsr than 
do any act contrary to law, we solemn- 
ly appeal to Jthe people with whom we 
tarry, for protection from insult and 
harm, and,for the comforts of life by 
lab:;r or otherwise, v hilo wo seek 
peace nnd satisfaction of our enemies 
through every possihlo and honorable 
means which humanity can dictate, or 
philanthropy urge, or religion require. 
Wo are citizens of this .epub.'ic, nnd 
we ask our rights as republicans, not] 
merely in our resturnlion to our lands, 
and property in Jackson county, Mis- 
souri, but in being consideied honest 
in our faith, honest in our deal, and 
honest before God, till, by due course 
of law we may lie proved otherwise; 
reserving the right of every man's be- 
ing h«Id amenable to the proper author- 
ity for ids own crimes and sins. 

"Crowns won by blood, by blood 
mast be maintained." & to aveirl blood 
and strife, and more, fully satisfy the 
world, that our object is peace and good 
will to all mankind, we hereby AP 
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earth, and nsk the protection of all 
people, while we use every fair mentis 
in our power to obtain our rights and 
immunities with >it1 f reo; setting au 
example for all true believers; fllat wo 
will not yir!d our faith «^:d. principle* 
for any earthly cunsiuWation, whereby 
a precedent might bo established, that 
a majority may cmMi any .v - ^..- vi- 
sed with impunity; knowing, that if 
we give up our rijjhU in Jaikson co. 
farewell to aotfot?! farewell i rfigioai 
farewell tu right! farewell to pro'rarJjrl 
farewell tu life! The fate ofojrcburch 
now, might become the fate of the Me- 
thodists ne\t w<-ck; the Catholics nest 
month, and the overthrow of all soci- 
eties next year; 1> aving nation after 
nation a wide Malta whero reason and 
friendship once were!

CONFERENCE MINUTES 
Of the elders of the churcb of the Latter 
Day Saints, assembled in Kirtland, August 
|3, 1831 After the usual form the confer- 
ence came to order, and was opened by pray- 
er, when the followiug preamble and resolu- 
tions were read, and ordered to be printed in 
The Evening and the Morning Star, and 
sent as a circular to the churches abroad. 

Whereat a report having came to the 
knowledge of the church in this place cen- 
suring the couduct of brother Jonrn Smith 
jr. relative to his proceedings during his late 
journey to and from Missouri! and whereas 
said report was calculated to create unfavor- 
able influence as regards the moral character 
and honesty of out brother, it becomes ne- 
cessity for us to investigate the matter and 
report the same to our brethren abroad: — 
Therefore, 

Rtsolvcd, that after hearing from the 
mouths of some, that a suspicion rested up- 
on their minds relative to the conduct of our 
brother, as regards his honesty and godly 
walk, we have investigated his whole pro- 
ceedings by calling upsn those who accom - 
panied him to and from Missouri, and are 
happy to have it in our power to say to our 
brethren abroad, one and all, that we are sat- 
isfied with his conduct, having learned from 
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the clearest evidence, that lie Jus acted in 
«very respect worthy his high mid responsi- 
ble station in this church, an J has prudently 
and cautiously preserved the good of this so- 
ciety at Urge, and \a still worthy our esteem 
.and fellowship; and that those reports could 
have originated in Lhe minds of none-except 
each as, either from a misunders landing or 
natural jealousy, are easily led to conceive of 
evils where none exist. 

Itaoletd, that we say to our brethren, that 
while we are surrounded by thousands, eager 
to grasp at a shadow, if (hey have a hope of 
turning it into the semblance of a falsehood 
for the injury of the gospel, we exhort them 
lo be slerdfasi and iDiaovaVle in the truth, 
resting assured, that while they continue to 
walk in the holy covenant they have profess- 
cd to embrace, that nothing can, in the end, 
operate against their good; and that while 
wickedness abounds, as in days of old, the 
characters of those seeking the greatest good 
for their fellow men will be shamefully tra- 
duced, and every act of their lives misrepre- 
sented, and a false shade thrown over their 
worthy deeds, calculated to create an evil 
prejudice in the minds of community, to pre- 
vent, if possible, the increase of light, the 
belter to offixt their own purposes and keep 
men in error. We say, dear brethren, may 
peace and the blessings of our Load Jesus be 
multiplied unto you tnrough the knowledge 
of the truth forever.

Abroad be has witnessed one calata- 
ity follow another, and one desolation n arch 
in quick succession in the train of a former, 
until cations have fell ihtir wiigbl, and 
kingdoms, countries, and wide a u read em- 
pires, withered at the touch of the judge- 
ments of the Lord. War, with its bcrrtrs 
and distresses, haa sammoncd ils thousand* 
lo appear before the great tribunal; llie san e 
spirit of ambition and thjist for power haa 
been prevalent among Ihe great; the weak 
have been destined lo relinquish tbrir claims 
of authority by combinations of ditieient 
kingdoms: the yo!;e cf oppression has alter- 
nattly patted into Ihe hands of different mas- 
ters; the lew til opi r seed havesirugtled ha 
vain for freedom, while time, in ils same rap- 
id and mighty course, haa been fringing 
near and more near the august period svhen 
the sun is lo become as sackcloth of hair, the 
moon Inrn to blood, the stars fall from heav- 
en, and the powers of heaven be s/rasenl 

No mar, in his sober senses, with the word 
of God in his/iand, can reflect one moment 
upon thiae scenes without being filled wnh 
awel In distent lands, new abandoned to 
darkness,where human beings bow dow n arid 
worship the work of their own hands, and 
call for assistance upon a block of wood of 
their carving, have also felt the sling of pes- 
tilence, the angel of death, and the calamity 
of «»rl Whose heart, then, when gating 
npon the finger of Omnipotence, as it moves 
creations round, and orders all things for the 
accomplishment of his own pi eposes, wilt 
not be touched with revrreuce as he thus 
sees the glorious eia haslenirg on when the 
redeemed, yes, the ransomed of ll e Lerd 
shall be acsembled, his elect gathered htme, 
wicl.eincss and corruption e'estined to dwell 
in their ewn place, while peace and jojs 
everlasting crown Die blessed? 

Said the Lord: "You shall hear of wsr» 
and rumors of wars." But our friends often 
say, that' since Noah the ssme hss been 
heard, and the end is not yel. Ssid the 
Lord: "There shall be earthquake* in di- 
verse places." Put say Ihe world, earth- 
quake) have desolated ronr.trie* snd k.ng- 
doms centuries previous, and Ihe ci d is net 
yet. If there is not a particular meaning at- 
tached to each of these assertions, why were 
they ever ipoken? Vnhss Ihe f*avior had 
his mind upon the fulcre pcrioi 1 , which 
should roll on its course, and brine, ihete say- 
ings to ll e fullest degree of plainness In be 
understood, w hy did h» sieak them? Did 
be not knew that the iuhabitsnta of the 
earth had experienced the calamity occasiic- 
ed hy ihe march of war" l>id kx not knew 
that his foKow ra w<re siq isinted with the 
fa -l, that ot era befere them had felt Ihe band 
o: justice and judgment in th I desolaticrs of 
earthquakes? Eighteen hundred years have 
passed since these words were rpeken; wsr 
has succeeded war: blond hss flowed after 
blood, and Ihe cry of Ihe v i ow and orphan 
has saluted the skies: nan haa insatiably 
ful lowed the Fame course, and ihe rvorld ex- 
ists, the elements remain, and the end is not 
yetl Century hss slept after century ; wick- 
edness bis borne its accustomed swsy; tbe 
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!T i! deceiver bu blinded and I 'd captive his 
milliors ; truth hat fled, virtue ceased, right- 
«iu;r, m I'jihJ from off the earth, and the 
boaster against God has raised his head in 
blasphemies, from age to age, and the end it 
not yell Trjly (pake an ancient apostle, 
when lie Mid they would say, "Where is the 
pro niae of his comingl" The earth has 
rolled round: the diff r.-ot worlds have con- 
tinued to move in their regular ordjr; the 
sun is a'.'t'A brilliant; the moon shines upon 
earth, and tit? end b not yet) 

Thus pass's the world along — unwilling to 
acknowledge the hand of God in his provi- 
d.-ncv«, whls pestilence stalks at their doors, 
an 1 the waater consumes at r ; i. night: the 
plague devouring its thousands, and the des- 
troyer performing hi* desolating march in 
the sight of all; the voice of the Most High 
heard front his holy habitation, and the an- 
gels dying in the midst of heaven: the earth 
just on th i eve of rocking to and fro like the 
wires of the great ocean, and eternity filled 
with pain for the corruption of man; the ho 
ly messengers from above holding the four 
winds wnil- he that holds the keys seals the 
servants of God in their foreheads; the warn- 
ing voice going forth for all to ba beast, 
•nd the light of truth illumintUong the 
h ar'.s of the poor, lest when nz comes faiih 
b? not found: in* signs of bis near approach 
beginn ng to be manifested, by tokens which 
are o >t to be misinterpreted, and the hearts 
of many ready to receive tiie admonition— 
Pnparel the church, <.':•■ bride, the Lamb's 
wife adorning hers 'If with her beautiful attire, 
and dec-king herself with the wedding gar 
merit?, making s« things ready for the word 
— ffe r.a/ttfs! and anxiously waiting the glo- 
rious period when the everlasting doors eves 
the gates of Ilia celestial city shall again be 
lifted ap, that the King, of glory may descend 
to be crowned Lord and KING or and 

But the scenes abroad are not all which 
have transpired since 1432 to awaken the 
studious mind to reflection. At home he 
has found a field for meditation, calculated 
to arouse the intellect and call up the words 
of the ancient prophets, to see whether they, 
in the mills t of their heavenly visitations, 
touched upon a period when perplexity and 
strife should rack the systems and inventions 
of the wise, as at this day.

But notwithstanding a'.l these pr.-tended ref- 
ormations, thus sr.' none of uiem ivlio ever 
pretend to restore to the world tint which it 
i:as lost, nam:ly, the religion ol heaven: t..-y 
all witii on: consent, adnut that that has dis- 
appeared, and tnat t'ortver, never to retirn 
again, reiiir. nation or no r'-lbrraa'ior 1 , inillen- 
ium or no mideniuin, it mol.cTS not, for the 
religion of Abraham, Mctcs, Jesus, and Paul, 
has uisappeared to exist no u.orc. I say tlietr 
religion, because lake awsy tneir faith by 
which they wrought their mighty works, ar.i 
what is In it uotning but a form, an empty 
sound, mere idle pretentions, without v.riua 
or efficacy ; no bctier than ll.at of any other 
people: n a bitter than the worship of dumb 
idols. But iv. .al renders this peculiarly 
strange is. that the sects, though tliey con- 
fess tuat the religion of the ancients haseeat- 
cJ, and that the gill of the Hoiy Spirit is to 
more, yet, they claim to lueras.-lves the 
promises made to the people who enjoyed 
the gifts of the Holy Spirit, and who had 
power sufficient with God to obtain all gifts, 
and revelations suthcienl for both this world, 
and that which is' to come: but by whul au- 
thority they claim them, we have y el to learn, 
not the authority of God we are sure, for ho 
baa given no such authority, neither from 
any of his dealings with the people of former 
ages can any pernun draw such a conclusion 
— but the very reverse. The history of the 
divine proceedings in relation to tiis crea- 
tures, both saints and sinners, clearly proves, 
that the promises of God were never public 
plundrr, to be applied according to the whims 
or caprices of men, nor according lo the pr ej- 
udices nor prepossessions of any age; but 
were founded upon definite and tixeo princi- 
ples, suited precmrly to the people to whom 
they were given, and rarely applicable to any 
other people, hut those lo wni>tn they were 
immediately given. For instance, the prom- 
ises mads to the F.phes.aaa in the epistle to 
that church, were suited to their peculiar 
situation, and I think it strongly probable 
that there were no other people existing in 
that day to whom they weri applicable but 
that church only; nur have any rx sled sinse 
to whom they could be applied with safety. 

in all the promises which were made to the 
saints in form.-r ages, there Was respect had 
to the r p xuliar circumstances and situation, 
and ail the promises mad« lo them were la 
view of these: and it was because of their 
peculiar circumstances that they obtained all 
promises they did obtsin. Io order that the 
reader may clearly understand us, taka the 
following example, 2nd Corinthians, (Jib, 
chapter, 1st and Sad verses: "Moreover 
brethren we do you to wit of the grace of 
God bestowed upon the churches of Mace- 
donia; how that, in a great trial of affliction, 
the abundance of their joy and their diao 
poverty, abounded to the riches of their lib. 
eralityl" 

Fuur things contributed to entitle the taints 
of Macedonia to the approbation of heaven. 
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first, their dcepptverty: second, their great 
affliction: third, ihe auuudancc of their jo; 
in the midst of their affliction.*: fourth, their 
liberality, notwithstanding their deep pover- 
ty. Now, no people whu did not labcr in 
great afflictions for Christ's lake, and yet 
rejoice abundantly in that affliction, and who 
were not deeply poor, and yet abundantly 
liberal in the midst of that poverty, whether 
they lived in (he days when this epielle u°&r 
written, or not; nncc, or before, they were 
not entitled, nor are they entitled to the 
promises made to that people. For had the 
Macedonian saints never been in a great trial 
of affliction, for Christ's sake, they never 
could hare approved themselves unto God. — 
And had they not rejoiced abundantly in that 
affliction, God would not have accepted them: 
if they had not been deeply poor, they never 
could have been richly liberal: and had this 
riot been the case with them, they would not 
have obtained the promises which were made 
to them; so that it was in consequence of 
these things that promises were mado to 
them. Ana may we not carry it further anu 
sty, that if this had not been the case wi)h 
them, they would not have been saved I and 
verify the Savior's saying, tnat it is as impos- 
sible for a rich man to enter into the kingdom 
of heavnn, as for a camel to go through the 
eye of a needle. 

Iftfie epiftO.4 to the different churohc* 
were examined with care and attention, it 
would be found that the people there addres- 
sed were veey different from any of the sects 
of the present day: and the promise* made 
to them were in consequence of things which 
are nut known among the sects. ImieeU.it 
would be found that the whole character, cir- 
cumstances, and behavior of Ihe saints, were 
in every [respect different from the sects of 
Die present day, and were in consequence 
thereof entitled lo promises vchilh the beat 
of the sects, (if there i» any best among 
them,) can, on no principle of righteousness 
claim; nor can they on any principle of equi- 
ty inherit. The ground on which lite saints 
obtained all the promises that were made lo 
them was, first, because of their faith; and 
second, because of their obedience, which 
grow out of their fattbi and they became 
heirs of promise in proportion as their faith 
increaied; for as they increased in faith, so, 
in proportion, they" obtained promises by 
their faith, until, like Abraham, they wore 
enabled lo offer np their all to God, not keep- 
ing even Isaac back — but endured the trial of 
faith j until they had proved themselves lo 
God as be did, and then obtained the blessing 
of being called bis children, and had secured 
unto them the blessings of Abraham as well 
as the sure meic'ws of David. But it was 
because they had faith like Abraham that 
they were called the children of Abraham, 
and because their faith wan as great as Da- 
vid's that they obtained his sure mercies; for 
the principles of heaven are filed and un- 
ehangable, that without faith it is impossible 
to please God, and the greater a man's faith 
is, the more acceptable are his services to 
God: and when his faith is perfect, his servi- 
ces also, which are offered up in faith, are 
paired- And no service it acceptable unto 
God but an offering made in faith: it matters 
not how ceremonious the worshiper is, how 
grave, how sober, how formal: if his services 
Tack the redeeming quality of faith, they will 
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plainer than this, that Ihe saints not only 
obtained their promises by faith, but that il 
was by faith tl.at they enjoyed then:: and alt 
epiritual blessings w hich were received or 
enjoyed bv any of the human faniilv since 
the world" began, were by reason of the faith 
of the persons who obtained them: and their 
degree cf spiritual enjoyment deponi'ed on 
Ihe degree of their faith: if their faith grew 
exceedingly, so did their spiritual enjoy- 
ments: it their faith languished, their enjoy- 
ments languished also. And . v.-ry person 
stood on their own faith— obtained and en- 
joyed blessings for themselves. No one man 
could enjoy the Spirit of God tor another, 
but every one for himself. And it is impos- 
sible for any two persons to enjoy an equal 
degree of spiritual blessings without an equal 
degree of faith; for in proportion to tin u 
t'aith they wilt enjoy as long as the Lord is 
GoJ: and if one man's faith is greater than 
another's so will his spiritual blessings be 
greuler: and all creation cannot prevent if. — 
neither will the other ever^er his degree of 
spiritual blessinrs imrif he gets the same de- 
gree of faith with him; but no sooner will be 
get the some degree of faith, than he will :;< : 
the same degree of spiritual blessings, ami 
Tire verso. 

This generation of sectarians never display- 
ed greater weakness in any thing, than in 
the vain supposition that they can obtain tlit- 
blersings of Abraham without first obtaining 
his faith; for it was through faith that Abra- 
ham obtained all his promises and blessings: 
and without fVith Ue wou/i/ have gotten none 
of them; neither will any man ever obtain 
thr blessings of Abraham until ha obtains a 
like degree of faith — then, and not till then 
will lie obtain the biessinj 
with Abraham's faith he < 
sings; hut without it he cannot I 

Paul says thus, concerning Abraham and 
liis faith, in the 3rd chant, to the Galatiaiis, 
67 8 and 9th verses: "£ven as Abraham be- 
lieved God, and it was accounted csto him 
for righteousness. Know ye therefore, that 
they which are of faith the some are the chil- 
dren of (Abraham. And the scriptures fore- 
seeing that God would justify the heathen 
tluough faith, preached before the gospel un- 
to Abraham, paying. In thee shall all nations 
be blessed. So then, they which be of faith, 
are blessed with faithful" Abraham." Ucr<- 
the apostle declares in the clearest lerma. 
ihnt lliey who are of faith are the children of 
Abraham, land that it is because men have 
faith, that they are blessed with faithful Abra- 
ham; but no p-rsons were ever blessed with 
the blessings of Abraham, unless they had 
his faith, and were tlierebv able to fet them; 
for lit was by faith that Abraham got Ibem, 
and had it not been for bis faith ne never 
would have gotten them. Abraham might 
have read of the faith of righteous Abel, by 
which he was enabbd to offer acceptable sac- 
rifice to God; but unlets he himself had as 
much faith as Abel he could never have offer- 
ed as acceptable a sacrifice as Abefs, for 
this could only be done by the same degree 
of faith which Abel bad when be offered his 
sacrifice. For though Abraham might have 
offered a hecatomb of sacrifice, still, rf bis 
faith, when he offered them, bad not been as 
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strong as AbelVwheu he offered hi* sacrifice, 
I hey would not have been as acceptable to 
Hod as were Abel's, though thejr were the 
oamo I kind of animainand in every respect 
like Abel's, and no difference only what ex- 
isted in the (aith of the worshipers. For It 
was by faith (and that only) hy which Abel's 
sacrifice was more acceptable than Cain's; 
for says the author of the epistle to the He. 
i rews, ''By faith Abel oli»red unto God a 
more acceptable sacrifice than Cain, by which 
he obtained if stoma that he was righteous, 
God testifying of his cifts that he was right- 
eous, and by it he being dead yet speakclh." 
So it was just r.s iwwnrt that Abraham 
should have failii to ho acceptable unto God 
as it was for Abel; neither could Abraham 
ever bare known that his fail h was acoun- 
ted unto him for righl sousness, if Go J had 
not t 'sliticd unto him lliat he was righteous 
as well as he did unto Abel: for he might 
have read of the faith of righteous Abel, or 
of the faith of Knoch by which he was trans- 
lated, or of 'the f;iith of Peleg by which the 
"arth was divided, or oflue tilth of Noah by 
which he saved himself and family when the 
world was drowned, and might have believed 
with all hisiheart that £he*e tilings were true; 
but unless Le had obtained the same dgree oi 
liiith that these men had, it would have been 
of no avail to him to have known of t.'ieir 
faith. Reading and Wearing of their faith 
would have done hha no good, unless he had 
set about obtaining the same faith; and not 
only the nam- faith, but the same degreo of 
it: lor men are acceptable unto God in pro- 
portion to the decree of their faith, whether 
it is strong or whether it is weak. So we 
*ee that unless Abraham had obtained the 
same degree of faith that the saints before 
had obtained, he never could have been bles 
sed with the same blessings: he might hare 
read of their iaith, and how they obtained by 
it a good report; but here it must have en<f- 
cd, as long as the blessings of life and salva- 
tion arc to he obtained by faith, and by faith 
only: for Abraham must have had faith for 
himself, as welt as theaneicnts had for them- 
selves, or else their blessing would not have 
been the same, neither in this world, nor yet 
in the world to come. Nor could Abraham 
ever have been blessed with faithful Abel, 
Knoch, peleg, and Noah, liad he not have 
been a man of like precious faith with them, 
and not only the like precious faith, bat the 
same degree of the like previous faith: nei. 
thcr can any person be b.'fs«ej with faithful 
Abraham unless he has the like precious 
faith with him, and the sa no degree of the j 
like precious faith; for no man ever had too 
much faith for his salvation, nor too high a 
degree of faith. Abel had nut too much, nei- 
ther had Enoch, nor Peleg. nor Noah, nor 
Abraham, nor Moses, nor Samuel, nor 
the prophets; nir had Peter, or Paul, 
07 any of the apostles, or any other creature ; 
neither had they any more than was neces- 
sary. This is a something that ail the an- 
cient inspired men well understood, and uo- 
ttced in nil their writings and teachings, and 
have 'eft it on record for the benefit of this, 
at well as succeeding generations, that they 
all might know on what principle the ancients 
were blessed of the God of heavon, and hoiv 
it was that men were made p>r takers of 
eternal life. Tims Paul, in the 3rd ebapt. 
«• the Galatian*. srd 9th versr, as before 



quoted, says, "So then, they which be of 
faith, are blessed with faithful Abraham."— 
It is just as necessary that a man should have 
the faith of Abraham in order to be blessed 
with him, as it 4 was for Abraham to have 
lailli in order to be blessed; (or Abraham 
could not have been blsaaed without Ibis 
faith. Query: can another man be blessed 
with fiiihfu! Abrabani,iw!ien he has not too 
same degree of the same faith which Abra- 
ham had! lor if he can, there is neither order 
nor uniformity in the divine proceedings, and 
the scheme of life ys an inducribable vagaryj 
All the ancient men of God on this sub- 
ject had one general view, they all knew that 
without faith it was impossible to please God. 
and that the faith of God's elect w«s the 
same: that ia o.-der that men might have the 
same degree of spiritual blessipgs, it w:b ne- 
cessary That they should have the tame de- 
gree of the same faith; and that in this res- 
pect, every man had to stand for himself.— 
Thus Paul, in writing to the Romans, 4th 
chapter, fro:.i the 10t!i verse, to the end, 
says, of Abraham, "And he received the eign 
of circumcision, a seal of the righteousness 
of the faith which he had, yet being uncir- 
curacised: that he might be the father of all 
them that believe though thev be not circum- 
cised, 'that righteousness might be imputed 
unto them also; and the fither of circumcis- 
ion to them who are not of (he ci/camcision 
only, but who also walk in the steps of that 
faith of our lather Abraham, which he bad 
being yet uncircutneised. For the promise 
that he should be tic heir of the world was 
not to Abraham, or to Ms seed, through tbo 
law, but through the righteousness of faith. 
Fot if they which arc of the law be heirs, 
faith is made void, and the promise made of 
none effect. Because the lawworkelh wrath: 
for where no law is, there is no transgression. 
Therefore it is of laith that it might be by 
grace; to the end that the promise might be 
sure to all Use seed: not to that onlv which 
is of the law, but to that also which ia of the 
faith of Abraham, who is the father of us all, 
(a» it is written, I hare made thee a faiher 
of many nations) btftre him whom he be- 
lieved, even God, who quickeneth the dead, 
and calleth those things which be not, ar tho' 
they were- Who against hope believed in 
hope, that he might hecome the lather of ma- 
ny nations, according to that which was 
spoken, so shall thy seed be. Ami being not 
weak in faith, lie considered not bis own 
body now deid, nhen be was about a hun- 
dred yearj old, neither .vet tiie deafness of 
£ara/i s womb. He s:a^rgered not si the 
promts! ofGW throig-.i unbelief; bit was 
strong in ftit.'i, piv'mr glorr to God; snd he. 
ing fully persuader!, that what be had nroro- 
iseo, he was aMe also to nertorrn. And 
tliercfore it was implied to him for right- 
eotisness. Now it was not written for his 
sake alone, that it was imputed to htm; but 
for us also, to whom it shatt be imputed, if 
we believe on him that raised np Jesus oar 
Lord from the dead, who was delivered for out 
offences, and was raised again for oar justifi- 
cation." 

This ia quite a comment on the promise 
made to Abraham, setting forth not only lha 
principles on which the promise was made, 
but also a |very particular description of the 
seed tnal was promised to Abraham, that h« 
should have by virtue ofthe promise made to 
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him, and a'.so what kind of characters they 
were who were lo be blessed with faithful 
Abraham, thai is, the; -vere to be of faith: 
they were lo walk in the atepi of that isith 
which Abraham had, and righteousness was 
to be imputed unto them il they like Abra- 
ham believed, We learn in abort from ll.e 
whole of this comment of the apostle's on 
the proinis! made to Abraham, that Abra- 
ham's *;ed was to be a people of faith like 
hims.'lf. walking in the steps of the same 
faith, hating the same confidence in God, and 
in every respeot like himself, that these were 
to be blew.Ki w.t'i faithful Abraham, and 
none others. 



GOSPEL No. I. 

Whatever difference may exist in the world 
about the scheme of eternal life, and the du- 
ties enjoined upon the human family to pre- 
pare them for its enjoyment, all, we believe, 
who acknowledge the trjth of the bible, 
agree in this, that the ancient apostles, com- 
missioned by the Savior, were fully authori- 
sed to proclaim I lie gospel, and lo make 
known the will of God lo man: and that the 
things which were taught by them were cor- 
rect: and the gospel which they preached 
was God' a only scheme of life: and that add- 
ing to it, or taking from il, deprived mankind 
of the benefits resulting therefrom, and tend- 
ed to disarm the plan of eternal life of all its 

Mm 

We believe that It is universally admitted 
by all believers in revfJiIior, that no person* 
could receive into their hearts, the things 
taught by these men, and practice the duties 
they required, without obtaining the promises 
made by them; for if this were not the rase, 
it would be worse than folly to hold them up 
to view as messengers sent of God to bless 
the nations. 

The point of light in which these apostles 
are beld up to view in the scriptures is, thai 
the gospel which th*y preaclieu was the only 
gospel acknatvit-dgi'd of Cud, and the procla- 
mation which they proclaimed, the only one 
that men were authorized to receive, and the 
promises which they made, were lo be as 
certainly enjoyed, as ever men put them- 
selves in n situation lo receive them, by obey- 
ing the instructions which they gave tbem. 
For though religion in some form was prevail- 
ing in eviry part of the civilized world in the 
days of the Savior end bis apostles, s il they 
presented themselves to the world aa the on- 
ly persons who were capable ofenlighlening 
toe minds of men, and of bringing them inio 
an acquaintance with the true faith, and o 
intrndu;ing them into the family of the Afost 
High, having (as they said) authority from 
God to do this work, and that a dispensa- 
tion of the gospel was committed to them 
fur this purpose. 

The profensed object ol their sposlolic mis- 
sion was, that men might b-s.-iv d: this their 
commission clearly sets forth. "He that be- 
lieveth and is baptized thall be saved: but he 
that bfliaveth not shall he damned!" From 
this it is plain, that whatever might have 
been the amount of religion in their day. 
there was not a sufficiency of righteousness 
on earth to save one man, only as it was re- 
stored to the world through the Savior and 
his apostles, nor was it possible for one sin- 
gle creature In all tbt world to be ssvrd unless 



they put themselves under their guidance; 
for they were to go into all the world, and 
preach the gospel to every creature: ao that 
every creature in *U the wcrld, had to be 
taught hy them, and receive the gospel whitb 
they preached, orelae they must be damned; 
for they w ho believed not shu"ld be can ned. 
This was crrtainly placing their cca uiesioo 
in an important point of light: arid their sans 
teachings were in perfect con»isttncy it Ok 
their commission. 

Paul says, when writing lo the Galatians, 
first chapter, 8 and 9 verse*. "But though 
we, or an angel from heaven preach any oili- 
er gospel unto you than that which we have 
preached unto you, let him be accurst d. As- 
we said before, so say I now again, if *«» 
man prr-ach any other gospel unto you than 
that ye have received, tel him be accursed." 
In all their teachings they held themselves up 
to view as the only teachers of righteousness 
which were approved of God in the world, 
and that their mission was- not necessary only 
for the salvation of a part of ibe wcrld, but 
allof it: yea, every creature in it. Itmaltered 
not what progress the world had made in the 
knowledge of oilier things: in Ibe Inewlei'ge 
of the science of salvntton, I hey bad reucga- 
d n d, until there were r.one doing good, no uot 
one. /tnd unless God had ait ibe apotlics, 
or other* authorized as they were, ll.« nurld 
must haie perished: every trtalure in it must 
have been camiieili fur t. ey wire to gn into 
all the world, and preach li.e grsp+l lo etery 
creature, he (fhat is. ertry creature) that le- 
lieved and was baptized, should be saved; 
but he . r-ii is, every creatuiel ll.al believed 
not, ahowld be damned. Had there been cne 
creature in uli the wur'.d who wa* in a slate 
of salvation, or could lav? attuned rJat slate 
without the apostles, this commission v.uuld 
nnt have been correct, that is, (hat f very 
creature in all the world who did not believe 
them and be baptized by their direction should 
be damned. 

Nothing can make the apcstles' commis- 
sion true, bat the tact, thai nocreature in all 
the uoild could be eaved without their being 
brought into favor frith God Uucugli their 
ministry. 

The Savior, througk Ibe whore course of 
his ministry in the flesh, made it tne of the 
principal items o!" leaching to n ake il dearly 
maniticst lo the religious Jens, thai they bad 
r'epartrd from the principles delivered unto 
them through the messenger* v. I om God I sd 
had inspired to mnke hno«n his will lo men. 
He did not reprove-lbe Jens tor adhering to 
the Jan*, but because irw y had corrupted it 
Rnd made il void by tr.eir tradition*. For 
neither the law nor the prophets, made by| o- 
crltes, blind guides, a generatirn of riprrs; 
but a rorruptien of one, und a perversion of 
the oil er did — ibey made both. Neither was 
the law ncr the prophets against the promises 
of God, nor yet a hindrance lo any perscn 
coming into the kingdom of God: but a per- 
version and a corruption of them were against 
the promisee of God, and a barrier to men en- 
tering into the kingdom of heaven. 

The Jews were not to I lame for ac'herir g 
to both the law ai:d the p rcpheis, but for 
corrupting one ar.d perverting the other> 
through which corruption and perversion, 
they ceased to believe either Moses or tbe 
prophets: for bad they believed them thry 
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to tho close of the chapter, which the rtcctr 
m«y examine a: his leisure, nnd lie will ice 
th»t the picture is one of uo very pleasing 
character.

their foolish heart was darkened. Professing 
th?tnse!v?a to be wise th.'y became fools, and 
changed tlie g'ory of thj iucorruplihls G id 
into an tmage mad: like to corruptible man. 
an I to birds, and four footed b'asts, an ! 
ciespiug things. Wh- refore God also gave 
the n up to uncleanew, through the lusts at 
th?ir own hearts to dishonor their own bo U 

. ■>:■: themselves: who chang>d tlie 

truth of God into a lie, and worshiped anj 
• *rv * J the creature more than the Creator, 
who is blessed forever. _ Aaea." The apos- 
tle oonUnuos his description of the Gentiles

Such is the light in which God viewed the 
world, both Jew ind Gentile, when he smt 
the tpostl'* among them to bring them back 
to the pr.n'ipl-s of righteousness, from 
whence they had strayed, for God consider- 
el them alt," not only uuder sin, but in a> 
state of apostasy also. 

Let the wotld have mode what odvafln-s it 
mioht in literature, science or philosophy, 
in r lation to eternal life — their case was de- 
plonbl-: lor instead of iheir being in a situa- 
tion to be aav<?d, tlfy were in a situation to 
be destroyed, iiistesduf b»i»g redeemed, they 
wer? in a Situation lo be condemned; lor so 
far had the whol» wor d, both Jew and Gen- 
tile, aposintitod from the living God, tl r.t 
th?r.' wiis mil a sudiciency of rigl.teo'.sccts 
to save o<t creature in all lliewurlJ. 

Whatever rnip-ovemeni, therefore, tho 
Jevsorih.' Gentiles might have nude in 
worldly u att r.., they were iu a silca.i -i in 
which they could mane no a .vancei towards 
<lcr.ul Uf>, only by receiving the apotl.es, 
ant suSmittin £ intmselves lo Iheir guidance 
an I direction, however humiliating this 
might have l> . -."ii to them. Bat so it was, that 
to the fishermen, of Glides they must eigne, 
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ud to them 1 lie i uiuil submit, or el»e ihey 
must be damned. 

So closely docs Uie God of heaven adhere 
to his plan of savin; men, that nothing will 
be admitted ns a substitute for his ordinances 
and institutions, no services but those of his 
own appointment will tend in the least de- 
gree to save men. The Jews might lay hea- 
vy burdens on each other's shoulders, subject 
themselves to many privations, make many 
pra yers, and pay tithes of all they possessed*, 
but when done, it would leave them short of 
eternal life! — to the fishermen of Galilee they 
must go, or be saved they rould not The 
C'entiles might lne;rale their bodies, offer 
their children in sacrifice, or subject them- 
selves to the severest scourging*, buffetings, 
or burnings: they might form books of mor- 
al*, code* of Jaws, systeimi of government, 
or modes of worship, bulall in vain, it would 
not give unto them eternal life, nor could 
they by any means obtain the salvation of 
God, only through and by the fishermen of 
Galilee', tor their commission was to every 
creature in all the world, and he who did not 
believe them, should be damned; for there 
was. no other gospel; no other scheme of 
things, nor no other forms of worship, that 
had eternal life as their reward, bat the gos- 
pel proclaimed by the apostle*, and the forms 
of worship taught by them. 

These apostles, however, did not pretend 
that God never h&d at any former period at 
the world, any messenger* who had been 
authorized to bring men into a state of salva- 
tion, and to proclaim the gospel to the world: 
but on the contrary, Paul says in the 3d 
chapter of the epistle to the Ualatians, and 
Shh verse, that the gospel had been preached 
unto Abraham, lie says thus: "And the 
scripture, foreseeing that God would justify 
the heathen through faith preached before 
the gospel unto Abraham, saying, In all na- 
tions shall beblessed," Observe that he Buys 
that the gospel was preached unto Abraham. 
But in the 1st chapter of the epistle to the 
Ephesians, the aposllc shows that the gospel 
was of a much earlier date than the days of 
Abraham; that it was before time, being de 
vised in eternity, before the foundation of 
the world. See the 3d, 4tb, 5th, and Cth 
verse*. "Blessed be the God and Father of 
oar Lord Jesus Christ, who hath blessed us 
with all spiritual blessings in heavenly places 
in Christ: according as he hath chosen us in 
him before the foundation of the world, that 
we should be holy and without blame before 
him in love: having predestinated us unto the 
adoption of children by Jesus Christ in him- 
self, according to the good pleasure of his 
will, to the praise of the glory of hi* grace, 
wherein he hath made us accepted in the 
Beloved." 

In the 11th verse he nays: "In whom also 
we have obtained an inheritance, bcing^ pre- 
destinated according to the purpose ot him 
who worketh all things after the counsel of 
hi* own will." 

We learn the following things from the 
above saying of the apostle: That the scheme 
of things by which he and the saints at Epli 
rsus were saved was devised in eternity be 
ore the foundation of the world. "Accord 
ing ss he hath chosen us in him [Christ} be 
fore Um foundation of the world. 

2d. That they were to be the children of 
God, through adoption by Jesus Cbri*t.— 



•'Having predestinated us unto the adoption 
of children by Jesus Christ to himself." 

3d. And all this according to his owu pur- 
pose or scheme of things, (for what is a man'* 
purpose but hi* scheme of thing*,) by which 
he work* all things after the counsel of bis 
own will? That is the same a* to say, that 
the plan of life and salvation which is called 
in the scriptures the gospel, was heaven'* 
own scheme or purpose, and that scheme was 
before the world was; and that before God 
created man he purposed in himself that man- 
kind should become his sons through adop- 
tion, by Jesus Christ, and in no other way. 

If the. apostle, in the foregoing sayings, 
teaches any thing, it is, that the gospel, or 
scheme of life and salvation which is the 
same, was from before the beginning, and 
that from the creation of the world God had 
but the one way of saving men; and that all 
that were saved, were to be saved in the 
same way; and this God had decreed, pur- 
posed, and predestinated, and by this eternal 
scheme of things all things were accomplish- 
ed according to the will of God, and this de- 
cree, will, and purpose, was before the foun- 
dation of the world. 

Now let the truth of wh»J lite apostle l">'o 
says be admitted *W the result '», that that 
same scheme of thing* by which the Ephe- 
sians were saved, was the same by which all 
other* vtiui are to be redeemed, were saved. 
And if the same scheme of things, then the 
same ordinances were obeyed by all; for if 
Paul administered ordinances, that were not 
administered to all who are to be redeemed, 
then they were not saved by the same plan 
of salvation; for where there is a difference it 
matters not how email the difference ia, the 
things thus differing are not the same, and it 
follows of necessity that j f Paul baptized for 
the remission of sins, alt other* who are saved 
must have been baptized also for the same 
purpose, or else, they were not all saved by 
the same gospel or plan of salvation: and if 
the plan of salvation taught by Paul required 
men to be born of the water, and the Spirit 
in order that they might enter into the king- 
dom of heaven, so the same must have been 
required of all sinco the foundation of the 
world or else the plan of salvation has not 
been the same, and if ao Paul's testimony is 
not true. (To be continned.)

wicked than the antediluvians, and more cor- 
rupt than the people of Sodom, or else we 
have had an existence on earth among* peo- 
ple who were presen led before the eyes of 
this man, by the inspiration of heaven, and 
declared to lie the people of the Lord's curse, 
on whom his sword shall fall in judgment. 

I find many who are willing to acknow/- 
edge that the Lord is pouring out judgmtst 
upon the earth, in our day; but few will ad- 
mit that jlie has revealed it to man- Tha I 
conclude is because they deny the possibility 
of prophets in these last days; for Amos said 
(9:7) thai, "Surely the Lord God will do 
nylliing, but he revealeth his secret to his 
servants the prophets." So, admitting (that 
the cholera (is a judgment sent by the Lord 
to chasten or {.rebuke the world, which thou- 
sands do, they must admitone of two things:

Now we cannot 
find, in all the prophets who 'were living be- 
fore the coming of Christ, that any one of 
them said, that in the year 1834; «r previous, 
a desolating scourge should pass over the 
earth; neither did the apostles leave us such 
information. Then here was a secret; and 
how could the Lord perform this act without 
revealing it to "his prophets'!" Sc how could 
he reveal it to his prophets, when he bad 
nonet 

We are aware that there are various com- 
plaints and diseases common to various coun- 
tries and climates, these, though never con- 
sidered by the world at large to be special 
judgments, sent by the hand of the Lord, it 
may strictly bo said are his rods to humble 
men.

plaint which will either rack his constitution 
till he is ever after diseased, or take him from 
this world. 

Go to the other place* of which I have 
mentioned, aud you find this lo be the ease. 
Visit the far South, acd the yellow fever, 
with other disorders, t come periodically, and 
take from the {earth their thousands; but no 
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ajuea, nar cousumpUttis 
*hc coarse pursued by .1 Maker with hia crea- 
tures, during cur day, and Tar generations 
yons by; but no mention of the cholera- — 
Why not? men were the time, formed of the 
same materials, aud residing in lie tame cli- 
mates. 

['. is [said, that this disease first made; its 
appearance at Jetsore, about 1 00 miles south 
of Calcutta, (India,) in Aesuat, IS17. To 
mark its'ra,>id progress, as it laid J »oble 
village! and cities, would cause one's bosom 
to be pained for the Mictions of men!

There is no danger of deception if persons 
are acquainted with their bibles, it would ap- 
pear from Mr. Beebee's remarks.

No f-ar of deception 
here! The people of New York must think 
they have a wise man lo watch over their 
spiritual condition: One who can seize the 
words of an ancient prophet, and without the 
least authority from God, make it a common 
plunder and send it forth lo the world as a 
harbinger before hi conies in flaming fire! — 
Indeed, he is the wry man from whom we 
could expect to be accused of "jumbling and 
misrepresenting" truth — panic struck lo see 
one Super Royal sheet circulating within his 
knowledge. It must be that he is apprehen- 
sive tnat his craft is in danger, and that some 
ma/ compere his principles with those con- 
tained in the paper which lias given him this 
fright! Because, every man professing to 
believe the bible, and at the same time deny- 
ing the possibility of more revelations in the 
last days, that moment shows that his foun- 
dation ia "Mi, that his heart is void of all 
understanding or he himself is an impostor. 

I must return to your letter, as ! have al 
ready occupied a large space, for the present, 
in noticing Mr. Beebec and his paper, but I 
trust I shall escape censure on your part, and 
also on the part of the subscribers of the 
Star, as every man is entitled to notice ac- 
cording to his greatness; not to say any thuig 
of the worth of a man professing the share 
of liberality with which litis man is endowed. 

Some ilemB in yours, if space and oppor- 
tunity were granted, might call forth some 
lengthy essays; but on these, for the present, 
1 must be very concise, a; my letter is alrea- 
dy more prolix than I had designed it to be 
when I commenced. 

There are certain reflections on all systems 
of religion which should be taken into con- 
sideration. Every people professing reli- 
gion, (and when closely examined, few can 
be found without, some kind,) are, more or 
less sanguine that they are right. The Isra- 
elite* were called out of Egypt, and but few 
were willing to acknowledge that they had 
a more perfect system than they, (the Egyp- 
tians,) because of the peculiar prejudice of 
their fosmer education. But did this prove 
that they were correct? When the Jews, as 
a nation, bad departed from the true way, 
they were as zealous as their fathers ever 
were — they could enlarge the borders of their 
garments; they could tythe mint and rue, 
and anuia and cummin; they could reject the 
preaching of John, and slay the Lord Jesus ; 
they could persecute the saints, and put to 
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death the innocent; they could nmfcc long 
prayer?, and wear ioxg faces, and say they 
were right, the people of God, and a chosen 
generation, and yet they were in darkness, 
the children of the drvil, ai.d fast ripening 
for the damnation of hell! They did not 
ce l>.-lieve iri more revelations being given; 
iiul the* beWTod that when they were given 
they would he given to themselves, andal-u 
precisely acc; ruing lo their former whims 
and prejudici's. 1 have you to judge, which 
principle is least exceptionable in ti.e sight 
of heaven, one that denies the possibility of 
more revebrii.. s. i,r ni'mils it be pessinle. 
though that p<" pie admitting the last are as 
corrupt as were the Jews. 

You say that, •'thousands say we arc di 
hided and deceived." Pare assertions, £ou 
this point, avail nothing, because men arc 
alaraj s bound to believe that system support- 
ed by the highest degree of evidence. Christ 
said, "1 am the Son of God:" the Jews said, 
"you are not the Son of God." From what 
evidence, or by what authority did they say 
this! They said it because they disbelieved 
it. But were they justified in their unbelief! 
by no means. Why? Because thev rrerc a 
people professing to hold tbcArys of the king- 
dom of God, which, /I" they did, and judged 
before thev unlocked its archives and obtain- 
ed ins ro:ee, they were condemned: they 
judged without evidence; they passed deci- 
sion without authority ! If they did not hold 
this power wi!b God, (to obtain revelation*,) 
neither profess to, by what authority did they 
condemn the Lord, and say that lie was an 
impoatorf To say that they were in posses- 
sion of this power, and then judge a matter 
coming immediately under its jurisdiction, 
(it being a matter of religion,) without first 
obtaining evidence from a source where dark 
DOM and uncertainty have no power to de- 
ceive or swerve the mind from truth, showed 
a wicked, hypocritical, and corrupt heart! — 
To make this pretence possessing no such 
power, nor professing lo, shows a heart equal- 
ly as wicked, hypoorilical and corrupt, and 
an additional folly which will cause a man of 
common sense to blush, and turn aside with 
feelings of contempt! 

I will, however, defer further remarks till 
a future period, meanwhile wishing you favor 
and peace, with the church in your place, 
forever.

Because 1 feel a great interest in 
the cause of our Redeemer, J take a little 
more time and paper than usual, and write. 
You are, in general, so well informed of all 
that is going on in this region of the Lord's 
vineyard, that I eannut give any news.— 
When I say all that is joing on, i mean be- 
tween us and the Jackson i.,ob, for there 
are many other things, I presume, that you 
and the saints abroad are ignorant of for 
months. 

From petitions sent lo Congress by the in- 
habitants of Clay and other counties, a biH 
was got up in the house of Representative, 
to annex all the land between this cotinty 
and the Missouri river, to this state, together 
with a considerable quantity r>n ihe north, but 
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it basalt tell through, and I bare understtod 
that the i i n ■ i ■ have selected that on the 
groat, for their spot of gathering. A party 
oi i'otawataniics passed through Liberty, not 
•long since, on their way to the Kickupoos, 
whom they will join for the sake of their re- 
ligion. Their prophet preached in Liberty 
juat before the brethren came up Inst June, 
on the subject of their religion, and if he bad 
had a true interpreter, would have given 
great light. 

We have had several High Councils for 
the benefit of the scattered brethren; at one, 
the following letter was issued to four breth- 
ren, tit: John Corrill, Simeon Carter, Orson 
Pratt, and Parley Pratt. 
"To the Latter Day BainUi who have been 
driven from the land of their inheritance, 
and also those who am gathering in the 
regions round about, in the western boun- 
daries of Missouri, — the High Council, es- 
tablished according to the pattern given by 
our blessed Savior Jesus Christ, send 
greeting: 

Dear Brethren, We have appointed our 
beloved brother and companion in tribula- 
tion, John Corrill, to meet you in the name 
of the Lord Jesus. He, in connexion with 
others duly appointed also, will visit you al- 
ternately, for the purpose of instructing you 
in the necessary qualifications of the Latter 
l>ay Saints: that they may be perfected, that 
the officers and members of the body of 
Christ) may become very prayerful and very 
faithful, str'ctly keeping all the command- 
ments, and walking in holiness before the 
Lord, continually. That all that mean to 
have "the Destroyer pass over them, as the 
children o/rsrael, and not Flay them," may 
lire according to the "word of wiadom; ' 
that the saints by industry, diligence, faith- 
fulness, and the prayer of faith, mar become 
purified, and enter upon their inheritance, to 
build up Zi»n according to the word of the 
Lord. 

Wear J sure, if the saints are very humble, 
very watchful and very prayerful, that few 
will be deceived by those who havo not au- 
thority to teach, or who have not the Spirit 
to teach according to the power of the Holy 
Ghost, in the scriptures. Lest any man's 
blood should be required at your hands, we 
beseech you, as you value the salvation of 
souls, and are within, to set an example 
worthy to be followed by those withont the 
kingdom of our God and his ChriBt, that 
peace by grace, and blessings by righteous- 
ness, may attend you till you are sanctified 
and redeemed."

"Clay Co. Aug. 1, 1334." 
Since this document was issued, meetings 
have b*an held alternately at twelve differ- 
ent places, to the joy of the scattered breth- 
ren, and so far as 1 learn to the satisfaction 

of those who are "without" the kingdom 

And they will be continued- It is very sick- 
ly now. There has been no rain of note 
since the first of July; every thing looks sor- 
ry for the want of it: and, what is here called 
"the chill fever" is attacking hundreds. *

linger, a worthy elder died on Saturday. — 
There is a great deal to humble the saints 
8l make them possess their souls in patience. 
The great drought is an index of famine, and 



so much sickness denotes chastisement, and 
the saints have, only to say: "Though he 
slay us, yet will we trust in him."

Brother O. Cowdery,— 

By request of brother J. 
Carter, I proceed to forward you some infor- 
mation respecting our prosperity on the sub- 
ject of our mission. 

Previous to the conference at Saco, I had 
been laboring in the east, and had built up a 
small church in Farmington. When I re- 
turned to attend the conierenee I received 
your letter from the council, by the hand of 
brother Jared, requesting me to engage in the 
mission with him in laying before the church- 
es the subject of building the house of the 
Lord in Kirtland, with which I readily com- 
plied, realising that it was a subject of the 
greatest importance. Accordingly on the 19 
we separated at Saco, agreeing that I should 
pass through the churches at the north, while 
he visited those at the south, and meet again 
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«t Andovcr, Vt. to attend the confvrcr.ce in 
that pleee on the !9th. I then visited the 
ehurch at Etol, found them tiring in tr.e 
Lord. From thence 1 com* to the cl.uich at 
Dalton: then to St. Johntbury, where a con- 
ference [was held on the ietii. 1 fere w. re 
present at ihn eor.!t n r.cc three high J ri. so 
and seven eldirs, and seven churd.< e repre- 
sented which were ail found to be in j^od 
standing. Much instruction wm g.vm. — 
Tt.ree wire ordained it acker*. Gteui union 
prevailed, and the conference unanimously 
voted to keip the word of wiadem. 

Ineit Tinted the cl.ureh at Charleston, 
bsptiaid one: from ther.ee to Jay, and bapti- 
scd another; then to Danville, where I lield 
twa meetings, and baptized sjven.
